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PREFACE. 


The  annual  preface  to  a  periodical  is  designed  lo  form  a 
connecting  link,  by  wbich  the  past  is  united  lo  tlie  future. 
It  bnefTy  surveys  the  successive  steps  whicli  bare  been  trodden, 
during  the  lapsed  period,  nnd,  while,  with  adoring  thankful- 
ness, it  inscribes,  as  the  epitaph  of  the  expiring  year,  "  Hitherto 
bath  the  Lord  helped  us,"  its  anticipations,  as  to  the  next  divi- 
sion of  time,  recline  serenely  on  Him  who  "  fainletb  not;"  and 
whose  "  years  shall  have  no  end." 

It  is  scarcely  possible  so  lo  advert  (o  the  difficulties  which 
occur  in  conducting  a  monthly  publication,  whose  pages  are 
open  to  the  valuable  contributions  of  so  many  respected  cor- 
respondents, as  to  aroid  giving  any  jnst  occasion  for  the 
impntation  of  neglect  or  nnfaimess,  vithont  appearing  to 
solicit  conmendation  for  tt  vigilance  and  an  impartiality  which, 
with  every  endeavour  to  the  contrary,  may,  after  alf,  rn  some 
instances,  seem  to  have  been  (tisregarded.  It  is,  however,  due 
to  the  readers,  and  but  justice  to  the  conductors  of  this  work, 
to  sectire  an  opportunity  favourable  as  the  present  for  renewing 
Qie  asHurance  fennerfy  given,  that,  in  considering  the  respective 
claims  of  the  nnmennis  communrcations  forwarded  to  enrich 
its  columns,  the  decision  is  invariably  regulated  by  anxious 
concern  that  the  Baptist  Magazine  should  continue  to  be  a 
medium  of  conveying,  through  the  denomination,  a  theology 
decidedly  orthodox  in  its  principles,  and  eminently  holy  in 
its  tendency.  To  meet  the  urgency  of  particular  cases,  it 
sometimes  becomes  indispensable  to  contract  one  department 
of  oar  work,  and  enlarge  another ;  and,  not  nnfrequenlly,  the 
demand  on  e^ch  ia  such  as  can  only  be  met  by  an  undesirable 
postponement  of  some  articles,   and  a  reluctant  curinilment  of 


otliers.  In  baring  recourse  to  ihe  former  eipedienr,  the  rule 
is  deference  to  chronology,  so  far  as  is  consistent  with  becom- 
ing attention  to  such  occurrences  as  must  occstionally  form 
the  exception ;  and,  in  adopting  the  latter,  necessarily  in  the 
absence  of  Ihe  author,  the  passages  selected  are  Ibose,  to  whose 
omission,  it  is  presumed,  were  be  present,  bis  judgment  and 
feelings  would  suggest  the  least  objection. 

The  list  of  churches  and  ministers  presented  to  our  readers, 
in  an  early  number  of  the  present  year,  was  the  result  of 
considerable  application  and  persevering  inquiries:  and,  wbile 
it  assumes  not  exemplioo  from  inaccuracy,  it  will,  perhaps,  ' 
be  acknowledged  to  possess  a  greater  degree  of  corceclness 
than  such  indices  ordinarily  attain.  It  havings  also,  been 
thought  desirable  that  an  alphabetical  list  of  the  ministers  of 
our  denomination  should  be  supplied,  much  time  and  attention 
hare  been  devoted  to  procuring  the  necessary  information,  that 
it  might  be  prepared  and  appended  to  Ihe  present  volume; 
and,  it  is  hoped,  that,  with  the  exception  of  certain  probable 
oversights,  which  in  such  ao  undertaking  are  scarcely  to  be 
avoided,  it  will  be  found  both  useful  and  acceptable. 

Our  most  cordial  acknowledgments  are  once  more  presented 
to  our  brethren,  whose  stated  or  occasional  efforts  have,  in 
no  inconsiderable  degree,  sustained  the  interest  imparled  by 
our  numbers;  and  tbey  are  respectfully  and  earneelly  solicited 
to  renew,  continue,  and  multiply  their  favours,  that,  in  con- 
nexion with  the  patronage  of  our  numerous  readers,  and  the 
blessing  of  Him  to  whom  we  would  humbly  consecrate  and 
commit  all  our  exertions,  the  benevolent  design  of  this  pub- 
lication may  be  perpetuated  and  extended.

Saltbrs'  Hal)  chapel,  lot_ 
teemed  one  of  the  most  celebrated 
places  of  voraliip  among  tli 
senters,  is  sitnated  io  Sailers'  Hall 
C^ODrt,  CaDnoQ  Street.  Tbe  old 
Dieetiug. house  was  erected  in  the 
former  part  of  the  rei^n  of  Kin^ 
.William  III.  Tbe  original  Pres. 
bjteriaDCliurcli  vm  gathered  in 
llje  reign  of  diaries  ll.,  but  b^ 
whom  isuncertain.  Tbe  meeting- 
house at  Salters'  Hall  being  cod- 
fenieDtlf  sitnated,  has  been  fixed 
upon,  from  time  to  time,  for  several 
lectures  of  cODsiderable  import' 
ance  among  dissenters.  The  first 
of  iheBe  was  "The  Merchant's 
Lecture,"  being  adivisiun  of  mi. 
nisters  who  weDt  off  from  the 
Pinners*  Hall  L.ectiire,  disapprov- 
ing oflbe  sentinientsofDr.  Crisp, 
to  which  their  brethren,  u  bo  re- 
mained at  Pianera'  Hall,  gave 
Wpport.  This  was  in  1604.  An- 
other, a.  Lord's  day  evening  lec- 
ture, wbicl(  was  loag  very  popnlur, 
was  eatablisbed  in  the  rtiign  ot 
^FVilliaiulIL,  and  wai>  continued 
into  the  present  century.  In 
1735,  a  course  of  aermons.  by  the 
most.  learued  and  pu{iul)ir  minir- 
ters  of  that  dajf  against  poperj, 
was  delivered  at  Sailers'  Hall, 
which  to  tliis  day  is  regarded  as 
a  valuable  work. 

Most  di:!senters  are  HcqqHinled 
with  'the  transactions  of  the  ta- 
ioniis  synod  at  Suiters'  Hall*,  in 
the  be^iODing  of  ibe  last  century. 
Ariiitifsui  bad  begun  to  mulEe  rapid 


progre*a  in  the  Weat  of  England: 
Several  miniatera  wrote  to  Loa> 
don  for  advice;  at  length,  the 
general  body  of  miDitlera  in  and 
about  London,  was  convened  at 
S«li*r«'HaIlonFeb.a9,  1719^  bnl 
disagreeing  aboni  sabsoribing- ■ 
test  of  onbodosy,  they  divided;

the  latter,  many  remained  stead- 
fastly Trinitarians;  but  a  very 
large  minority,,  at  least,  became 
decidedly  Arians.  There  ia  much 
reauin  to  apprehend,  that  the  great 
"bjection  to  signing  a  creed,  waa 
not  the  supposed  or  implied  ira- 
poiitjon  of  that  creed,  but  n  secret 
(iisIiJte  to  the  articles  it  contained. 
I  am  not  aware,  however,  that 
Salters'  Hall  was  ever  the  seat  of 
heterodoxy,  or  had  any  miniiier 
not  decidedly  Trinitarian,  tilliho 
late  Rev.  Hugh  Wortbingloo  was 
settled  there,  who  was,  most  pro- 
bably, an  Arian.  Dr.  Coilyer  n~ 
marks,  "In  process  of  time,  a- dis- 
agreement ooonrred  aa  to  Calvin, 
ism,  and  the  latter  pastors  were 
what  was  denoDiiBsteilfia2(«riaRf 
belastof  tbatline  only,  wasonder- 
stood  to  be  ao^drtan."  Mr.  Wor- 
iliington  died  in  1813;  and  the 
ftev.  l>r.  CoLyer,  sliH  retaining 
tiis  Dooaeiion  with  tbe  charch  at 
Peckham.  became  paator  of  the 
ihurub  atSalters'Hallon  thefirat 
Lord's  day  ot  Jan.  1814;  whieh 
relinquished,  through  indispo. 
sition,  in  1S2.5. 

During  the  labours  of  tbe  Doctor/ 
the  former  moetiug-hoaie  wu 
taken  dowDfand  a  new  one  erected 
at  tbe  expeoH  at^aoofi.     Uat  an

hi*  re*i|oiag,  a  debt  of  £900 
was  found  reaiaining  npon  it. 
Several  niiDistcrs  were  engaged 
for  anfaile  as  supplies;  knt  the 
interest  continued  decliaing,  till 
at  length,  in  1827,  -  the  place 
was  sold  hy  pnblic  auction,  and 
was  booght  by  iodiTiduals  of  in- 
Jldel  principlei.  A  person  of  the 
nameof  Taylar.iind  his  associates, 
entered  the  newly  porchased  oha- 
pal  with  a  design  to  propagate  all 
the  blaapheipies  which  infidelity 
(Ktnid  (Bggest. 

This  wu  a  day  of  darkness,  re. 
huke,  and  blasphemy,  at  Salters' 
Halt,  on  ubicb  the  mind  cnnnot 
dwell  withoDt  horror,  Mercifolly 
for  (he  souls  of  nii'n,  tlie  recent 
pBrehaaers  were  too  nearly  insoL 
vent  to  make  good  their  purchase, 
and  infidelity  is  too  spiritless  to 
make  large  advances  even  in  its 
own  support ;  the  place  was  there. 
fore  once  more  on  sate.  Many 
hj  the  Baptist  denomination,  h»d 
long  ftriL  an  ardent  desire  to  at. 
lempt  something  for  God  in  tbe 
city,  and  now  a  fair  opportnnily 
was  presented.  A  truly  respect, 
able  ntetuber  of  that  body  stepped 
forward,  and  at  liis  own  risk 
bon;ilit  the  chapel,  with  a  pleas. 
11^  hope  that  his  brethren  wonld 
nnite  their  efforts  to  establish  a 
ebnrch  of  Christ.  Several  conanlt- 
kdoDs  were  held,  and  plan*  pro- 
posed ;  tbe  final  arrangement  was, 
thattlie  place  sbonld  bere.opened 
for  divine  worsbipj  and  tbe  pulpit 
occupied  for  tweWemoDtbs  by  va- 
rions  ministers.  A  provisional 
committee  was  formed,  which  be- 
came KBponsible  for  current  ex- 
penaes,  and  clieerfnlly  engaged  in 
(be  labonr  of  providing  for  tbe 
pnlpit. 

On  Wednesday.  Nov  .14, 1 827. 
Suiters'  Hall  was  re-opened,  when 
three  sermons  were  preacbed ; 
that  in  tbe  morning  by  the  Kev. 
luiib  Birt>  in  the  afterpoon  by 


the  Rev.  Dr.  Collycr,  and  Id  (It* 
evening,  by  1.  Hann.  The  ser. 
vices  were  numerously  attended, 
and  a  cheering  hope  dawned  on 
the  mind,  tbat  (-iod  would  ariss 
and  bleu  Zion.  A  permanent 
commiHee  was  then  formed,  until 
a  church  should  be  coaslituled, 
composed  of  nienbars  of  tbe  Bap- 
tist churches  in  the  neighbour- 
hood, whose  minds  were  not  in- 
fluenced by  personal  considera- 
tions, but  an  anxious  desire  to 
extend  tbe  Kedeenier's  I^ingdom. 
TbeRev.JosepbKioghorn.  A.M. 
occupied  tbe  pulpit  on  tbe  Grat 
Lord'aday.  Nov.  18th. 

It  bad  been  suggested,  that  the 
interests  ofreligioo  mightbe  more 
efficienlly  promoted  by  a  constant 
sucL'esston  of  supplies  for  the  pul- 
pit, rather  (ban  by  a  settled  pas- 
tor. Biit  on  mature  ihongbt, 
founded  on  tiinch  previous  obser- 
vation, it  was  determined,  underdi- 
vinegnidaace.to  obtain,  if  possible, 
a  suitable  pastor.  At  length,  tbe 
attention  of  tbe  friends  was  di- 
rected to  the  Rev.  John  Eustace 
Giles,  who  bad  been  previously 
labouring  at  Haverford-WeaU 
He  had  preacbed  for  some  sah- 
batbs  at  Salters'  Hall,  end 
(he  hearts  of  the  people  were 
united  in  him:  he  was  informed 
of  the  warm  feelings  of  attach- 
ment all  cherisbed  towards  him- 
self for  his  work's  sake;  and  the 
hopes  entertained,  tbat  his  settle, 
tneni  amongst  them  might  be  pro- 
ductive of  lasting  good  to  many 
bouIb.  After  due  deliberation 
and  much  prayer,  having  also 
consulted  many  a  friendly  Conn- 
sellor,  tbe  desire  of  the  friends 
at  Sailers'  Hall  was  seriously  en- 
tertained; and  he  determined,  in 
the  strength  of  his  Saviour,  there 
to  publish  the  Udinga  of  his  dying 

Bnt  after  this  proposal  waa  ac-- 
cepted,  an  all-,wise  (iod  oaUwt  ottr

Uiren,aiiiangstwbom  be  was  shortly 
to  break  tbe  bread  of  life. 

On  Thursday,  Sept.  8tb,  1830, 
a  Baptist  chiircb  was  formed  nt 
Sailers'  Hall  Cfaapel,  CDnaisting 
of  tweoty-ooe  mem  ben.  On  ibis 
occasion,  Uie  Rev.  Jojeph  Hughes, 
A.  M.,  of  Baltersea,  delivered  a 
very  ippropriale  address,  and 
gave  tbe  rigUt  band  of  fellowsbip 
to  tbose  w  bo  were  nnited  in 
charch  membership;  the  Rev, 
Ricbard  Davis,  and  the  Re*.  J.  B. 
S  hens  Ion  eo  gaged  in  prayer. 
Mr.  Milled  stated  tbe  leading 
circomstaiices  wbicb  bad  conlri. 
billed  to  tbe  formation  of  the 
chnrch ;  aod  their  belief.  Messrs. 
Low  anil  Bousfield,  on  behalf  of 
tbe  chnrcb,  presented  to  tbe  Re*. 
J.  E.Giles  tbeir  nnanimons  request 
that  be  would  become  their  pastor; 
to  whicb  be  made  a  »hort  reply, 
stating  bis  full  acceplaDcc  of  the 
inritation.  On  Thuraday,  Sept. 
16tb,  Mr,  Giles  wss  pablicly  or. 
daioed.*

ren from  whom  I  dilfer,  nor 
with  any  design  to  cast  sus. 
picion  on  their  general  ortho- 
doxy, nor  with  an  idea  that  I 
can  slate  even  my  owq  sentiments, 
with  clearness  and  force  equal  to 
many  of  my  frieoda,  who  enter- 
tain the  same  'opinion  with 
me,  on  this  subject;  my  first  de- 
ign in  writing  the  folio  wins  obser.

There  can  be  bet 
little  flitabt  that  thii  iniiependi 
abililj  of  men  was  fully  admittef) 
bj  Petagins  anit  hia  djgcipleii  in 
ancient  timeH;  nor  has  it  ever  been 
discarded  by  the  Socinianfi  inanj' 
period  of  their  history:  indeed, 
mao's  independent  ability  to  re- 
pent and  conTort  himself,  is  not 
only  coniislent  with  thoso  fiynteius 
of  religion  that  escltide  the  doc- 
trine of  original  sin,  and  the  per- 
innality  and  operaiinns  ofthe  Holy 
Spirit;  but  this  abilit;  is  a  iieces- 
eary  and  eBsenlial  part  of  sucl 
systems,  as  without  il  there  wonk 
not  be,  there  itoiild  not  be,  any 
rapenlance  of  sin,  and  oonrersion 
to  God.  The  general  reltgiaus 
■ystetn  of  our  brethren,  on  whose 
views  the  following  slricinres  are 
made,  wbolly  precludes  them  from 
pleading  for  the  neceiMity  of  nnio. 
flafDced  human  ability  to  repent, 
and  tiirn  to  God  ;  it  most  be  only 
for  its  consistency  with  their  gene- 
ral belief,  for  which  tbey  contend. 
'  But  I  am  free  to  acknowledge 
tbat  it  is  not  theaiiliquityor  novelty, 
but  the  truth  of  any  dnclrine,  that 
constitutes  its  value  and  import- 
ance ;  and  if  it' be  troe,  that  men 
bave  power  to  repent  aud  turn  to 
God  of  them  selves  ,uDinflue  I  Tced  by 
tbe  Holy  Spirit,  the  doctrine  ought 
to  be  received,  avowed,  and  main- 
taiiied,  whatever  may  be  its  cir. 
cnmstAiceB.  It  is  its  truth  that  I 
question,  and  on  tbia  point  alone 
■ui  at  issue  with  its  advocates. 
'  To  arrive  at  a  just  conclusion

Repentance  and  turning  to  God

of  a  moral  government.  In  these, 
punishment  a  trde  via  thinly  follows 
tr>ns|;ression.  andobedieace  alone 


tbtains  favour.     But  in  the 


gra- 


idminislratinns  of  God,  the 
righteous  and  just  governor  is  mer- 
ciful to  unrighteousness,  and  sins 
and  iniquities  he  remembers  no 
more.  The  gospel  exhibits  a  sys- 
tem of  psrdou,  conducted  indeed 
in  righteousness,  but  also  in  the 
exercise  of  most  sovereign  acts  of 
grace.  In  this  scheme,  whilst 
men  ere  attended  by  tbe  utmost 
responsibility,  their  sins  have  ro- 
daeed  them  fo  a  state  of  nolire 
destitution  ;  they  neither  possess 
tbe  least  claim  on  tbe  divine  favour, 
nor  can  they  merit  ■  single  bless- 
ing, yet(tbrough  a  mediator)  they 
become  the  recipients  of  unspeak- 
able favours,  conferred  oa  them 
according  to  tbe  good  pleasure  of 
their  luuniticent  and  graciona 
God.  Were  the  Divine  Bfling 
strict  to  mark  iniquity,  nil  trans- 
gressors would  endeavour  to  avoid 

'ft  presence  ;  but  there  ia  forgive. 

iss  with  Him,  and  this  forms  tbe 

ily  ground  and  encouragement 
of  tbe  sinner's  return  to  his  of- 
fended God. 

Thus  in  repenttDce  and  ood- 
version,  meii  are  to  be  considered 
Dot  merely  as  mortl  agents,  but 
ilso  as  depraved  and  guilty  ores- 
tares,  and  tbe  Divine  Being  not 
ouly  as  a  ni':r;il  governor,  but  also

Nor  is  there,  io  llie 
tniDistrHtioii.  of  the  gospel,  any 
dosritutioa  of  the  means  of  re- 
pentance aod  turning  to  God,  We 
bave  all  necessary  information  of 
our  depravity,  crimioality,  and 
danger;  and  of  tbeabouHding  mer- 
cy of  our  oBeoded  God.  The  way 
ofrecoiiL-iliation  byfaitbio  ('iirist, 
is  plainly  laid  open  before  u^,  ''all 
things  are  now  ready."  We  are 
directed,  invited,  and  besought,  in 
a  manner  must  Liad  and  pressing, 
to  bo  reconciled  to  God.  The 
strongest  assurances  are  given  ihat 
.whosoever  comes  shall  in  oowiae 
be^astoat.  There  is  no  deficiency 
in  either  the  phyaicalor  intellectual 


I  powers  of  men,  or  io  Dm  means  of 
divine  grace,  or  io  the  reasonable- 
ness and  escelleoce  of  ihe  subjeot 
itself.  In  the  sinner's  return  to 
God,  every  thing  is  involved  that 
ia  of  the  first  imporlanoe  to  him- 
self, and  thai  is  most  honorable  to 
his  Creator,  Governor,  sad  Judge. 
Yet  men,  in  tbeirnataral  state,  dis^ 
cem  not  these  things  of  the  spirit, 
they  are  foolishness  unio  then; 
indeed,  they  are  at  snob  decided 
eomily  with  God,  that  (heir  ms. 
lice  has  never  been  more  exeiled 
than  by  his  proposals  of  rAconcili- 
aiion.  Tbej'  will  not  came  onto 
Him,  that  they  may  have  life; 
the*  say  unto  God,  Depart  from 
DB,  for  wo  desire  not  a  Itnoxledge 
of  thy  ways.  *'A  deceived  b«art 
hatli  turned  them  aside,  that  tbey 
cannot  deliver  their  soal,  nor  say , 
Is  there  not  a  lie  in  my  right 
lian'l  ?"  It  will  be  readily  con- 
ceded, that  men,  aa  transgresfors, 
are  io  a  state  ol  entire  alienation, 
forfeiiore, and  exposure;  that  tbey 
possess  no  rights;  that  all  the  pro* 
visions  of  repentaoue  and  conver- 
sion are  exclusively  of  the  good 
pleasure  of  God;. and  that  these 
provisions  are  ozbibiled  in  the  gos- 
pel, to  all  men,  as  the  most  suita- 
free,  and  ample,  ^faeobstade, 
then,  if  not  the  only  one,  the  groat, 
the  cbiel  obstacle,  to  men's  repenU 
and  turning  to  God,  is  the 
sinful  frame  of  their  mind,  iheJr 
il  disposition,  the  corrupt  state 
of  their  hearis,  '■  They  do  not 
like  to  retain  God  in  their  Jiooa^- 
ledge."  Whilst  this'  obstacle  re- 
reconciliation  is  hopeless, 
possible;  the  carnal  mind 
is  not  subject  to  the  law  of  God, 
"neither  indeed  cau  be.'.'  To  re- 
pent and  be  reconciled  tolGod, 
men  uiust  have  a  difTorent  dispo. 
sitioD,  ail  oppotile  frame  of  mind, 
a  new  heart;  tbey  must  hecomo 
"now  creatures."  •' Olil  things 
must  be  passed  away,  and  all  things 


Mai  a  Sinner  power  to  return  to  God, 


nntt  become  new."  Wilbont  ho- 
JJDMtDo  man  cia  be  atone  with 
God.  DeElitnte  of  a  bolj'  ditpoiU 
tios,  men  cannot  possibly  bate  and 
TODOOBcesin;  or  koow,orttirD  to, 
or  love, or  serve  tbe  Lord.  Light 
mad  darkness,  fire  and  water,  maj 
be  as  easily  united,  as  a  cor. 
rnpt  and  nnreneired  heart,  with 
Him  "  who  is  of  purer  eyes  thnn 
to  behold  iniquity  ;  in  whose  sight 
the  faeavena  are  not  clean,  and 
who  cbargeth  his  angeli  with 
folly." 

Bnt  hare  men  power  of  them, 
selves  to  effect  this  change,  to  re. 
'   pent  and  turn  to  God  1 

It  is  worthy  of  particnlar  re- 
mark, that  with  our  brethren  who 
maintain  the  affirmative  of  this, 
tbe  qneslion  is  not,  do  men  by  their 
own  independent  exertions  repent 
and  turn  to  Ood  ?  So  far  are  they 
from  asserting  that  men  do  this  of 
themRelvea,  they  acknowledge, that 
in  every  instance  of  real  repent- 
•  anoe  and  conversion,  tbe  change 
in  the  tinner's  heart  and  life  is 
effected  lolely  by  the  spirit  and 
graciona  dispenBations  of  God, 
(bat  "  without  the  operation!  of 
Ike  tpirit,  no  man  ever  did  repent, 
or  ever  teitt,"  Tbey  argne,  o' 
-  Gonree,  foi^a  power  that  is  inert 
a  latent  power,  that  is  never 
brought  into  action  and  never 
effects  its  pnrpose.  Bnt  a  power 
that  is  not  known  by.  its  ofTects, 
ia  in  its  eiislence  of  an  extremely 
donbtful  nature.  Power 
effects  is  like  a  tree  known  by  its 
frails.  A  pbner  thit  never  opi 
rates  to  the  accomplishment  of  its 
professed  end,  certainly  posgesBes 
DO  claims  to  our  most  respectful 
regard,  especially  when  there  is 
another  acknowledged  power  that 
in  all  instances  '*  u  absolutely  ne- 
ceuary,  and  certainly  effectual." 

But  of  «hat  class  or  nature 
is  the  power  in  man  for  which 
our  brethren  contend '  Not  phy- 


il  end  spiritual  power.  'Sot 
is  it  the  morvl  and  spiritual  power 
whiob  is  exercised  by  the  regene» 
rate,  for  which  they  plead  ;  bnt  it 
IB  the  moral  and  spiritual  powrr 
of  nnregenente  and  ungodly,  of 
wicked  and  depraved  men  to  re- 
pent and  turn  to  God,  which  they 
so  earnestly  maintain,  as  affording 
considerations  of  the  first  imporu 
anoe  in  onr  religious  affairs. 

When  we  speak  of  the  physical 
powers  of  men,  our  attemion  ia 
directed  to  the  construction  of 
Iheir  animal  frames;  when  of  their 


when  we  treat  of  mOrals,  religion, 
and  spiritaality,  we  uniformly  re. 
fet-  to  the  disposition  of  their 
hearts.  It  is  ibis  that  gives  th« 
moral  and  religions  character  lo 
persons,  to  thoughts,  desires, 
words, and actiooB.  "Agoodman, 
out  of  tbe  good  treasure  of  bia 
heart,  bringelh  forth  good  things; 
and  an  evil  man,  out  of  tbe  evil 
treasure  of  bis  heart,  bringctb 
forth  evil  ihiogs." 

'I'be  term  power,  which  primarily 
and  generally  conreys  the  idea  of 
anperiority  and  authority,  and  fre- 
quently evui  of  dominion,  is,  in 
uiy  estimation,  both  improperly 
and  unhappily  adopted  by  our 
brethren  in  Ibis  controversy.  It 
is  by  repentance  and  turning  to 
God,  that  we  participate  of  gospel 
blessings;  were  this  par tioi patio u 
-obtained  by  tbe  performance  of 
ritual  serriees,  I  could  more 
easit^  understand  them.  But  as 
tbe  whole  transaction  is  purely 
mental,  in  which  we  feci  and  cod. 
fess  sins,  sorrows,  necessities,  and 
nn worthiness ;  and  every  blessing 
of  which  we  partake  is  received 

by  ns  on  the  footing  of  soversign 
mercy,  it  appears  to  me,  that 
shame  and  confnsioq  of  face  only

btAama  tn  oa,  aod  ihai.  every 
tbmg,  wliicli  wilU  any  propriety 
can  be  desij^naLed  power,  lieloags 
to  God  alone.  We  are  not  at: 
tomed  lo  ascribe  powor  to  en 
nulH  under  the  oentence  of  < 
demnatioD:  nor  to  culjirits,  io  their 
feelio^B  of  remorse  uid  •olii 
tioDs  for  pariloD ;  nor  lo  beggars, 
wlio  are  ready  to  perish ;  tinr  to 
the  dieeuaed,  who  are  piQing  away 
DDcIer  Lbeir  maladies :  yet  tlirae 
circnmstances  of  gailt,  dealitulioD, 
aud  wretchedDeu,  are  id  strict 
accordaace  wilb  the  itale  aud  feel- 
ings of  repenting  fiinneri  when 
retarning  to  their  oBended  and 
just,yettiiereifolaQdgrai;Junfi,God. 
Power  does  not,  like  obligatioa, 
invariably  involve  tiaties ;  and 
were  tbe  obligations  of  men  in 
qnestion,  tliera  is  not  any  one  to 
whouj  I  would  ^ive  place,  as  it 
relates  to  either  number  or, extent. 
But  in  iuy  esdoi'ile  of  ol:lJgatioD, 
most  certainty,  I  should  not  joio 
Ibose  who  would  erect  its  standard 
on  the  ability  or  power  of  a  diasi. 
pal«d  and  t'raudglent  debtor.  I 
jibould  raise  it  on  the  rights  and 
claims  of  bis  injured  aad  just 
creditor.  By  hia  orimes  the 
debtor  might  rain  his  lieulth, 
naste  his  properly,  and  debase 
Lis  aiind,  so  as  to  render  himself 
both  unable  and  indieposed  to 
mako  restitution.  Bat  would  his 
obligalioDs  be  annihilated  also  by 
bis  crimes  ?  Would  not  these 
abide  in  uU  their  force,  agsrsTaled 
by  wicked  violations  I  Ability  is 
generally  destroyed  by  crime,  but 
obligaiiona  are  never  cancelled  by 
transgression,  and  they  are  always 
increased  by  the  ui  an  ife  stations  of 

There  are  instances,  in  wjiich  a 
wuui  of  power  exi^t^so  fur  apart 
,  from  criminality,  that  it  ei^iiteE 
only  oar  sympathy  aud  pity  ;  but 
in  Uia  estimation  of  God  and  man 
SBiliRnd  cflBiture  wilbout  excep- 


tion attach  to  indiipoaition  to  VtM' 
ply  with  obligations. 

If,  however  exceptionable,  tii« 
term  power  most  be  employed, 
and  that  be  power  without  which 
a  certain  end  cannot  by  any  poc< 
sibility  be  accomplislied,  and  with 
which  its  accomplishment  is  abso. 
lately  certain,  I  hesitate  not  to 
uffirm,  that  men,  wUilst  in  a  slate 
of  carnality,  which  is  a  stale  of 
enmity  lo  God,  huve  not  power  to 
repent  of  their  sins,  and  turn 
themselves  to  him.  They  have 
no  disposition  of  heart  even  to  in- 
cline them  to  it;  they  are  in  love 
with  iniquity,  and  are  hatera  of 
God.  A  heart  rightly  disposed 
towards  the  God  of  holiness,  is  itie 
only  thing  wanting  to  men's  re. 
pentance  and  conversion  ;  and  tlits 
is  of  such  absolute  necessity,  that 
the  end  cannot  posgibly  be  accom- 
plished in  its  absence,  and  in 
whomsoever  it  exists,  repentance 
and  turning  to  God  is  invariably 
produced.  If  1  way  so  express 
myself,  the  inu-llectuiil  faculties 
are  the  material,  and  the  dispo. 
lilioQ  of  the  bearl  is  the  impetus 
or  power,,  by  which  the  whole 
Hiachiqery  is  put  snd  kept  ip 
motion  to  moral  good  or  evil. 
The  means  of  repentance  and 
conversion  are  either  neglected, 
abused,  or  improved,  according  to 
ibe  frame  of  ihe  mind  :  as  are  the 
dispositions  of  the  hcdrt,  such  urU 
be  the  tendeoties  of  the  life.  We 
do  not  gather  )£rapes  of  thorns, 
nor  figs  of  thistles;  evil  treus  du 
not  bring  forth  good  fruit,  nor  do 
corrupt  fountains  send  forth  pure 
water.  Darkness  does  not  pro- 
I  light,  nor  does  water  kindle 
fire,  but  these  things  may  as  well 
occur  in  nalore,  as  in  murals  and 
religion  for  those  whose  hearts 
nader  a  sinful  bius,  to  repent 
turn  lo  God.  "  The  wicked 
will  do  wickedly,  for  the  fruit  of 
the  wicked  tendotb  lu  sin."     ■■

both  iDitancFi,  the  oaaae  aad  the 
affect  are  of  equal  certainlj.  The 
XtliiopiaD  wj]|  change  bis  skin  and 
4be  leopard  bis  spots/when  iboae, 
wboRe  hearta  are  deceitful  above 
'all  tbings  and  desperatdj  wickeil, 
sball,  by-  titeir  own  independent 
power,  repi'Dt  and  tgrn  to  God, 
The  corrnpt  be  art  prod  a  ees  that 
only  which  is  eril.  *'  For  from 
-within,  obt  of  the  heart  of  men, 
proceed  evil  iboifgbti,  'ailolleries, 
ibrnicalioii*,  mDrderaithefta,  co- 
▼etonsneaa,  wiukedneas,  deceit, 
lascivtonanesa,  an  evil  eye,  blas- 
'  pbemy,  pri:!e,  foolishness;  all 
these  tlnngs  come  from  within 
and  dctile  the  man.  Can  anj  hu- 
man power  pnrify  snch  hearts  as 
these,  or  can  hearts  90  vile  purify 
ihemaelTesr  It  is  the  prerogative 
of  the  Almighty  altme,  *'  to  bring 
a  clean  thing  oat  of  an  andean.'' 
In  either  tiatnre  or  morals,  the 
effect  will  invariably  be  in  accord, 
ance  with  the  cause.  The  tree 
most  he  Srst  made  good,  in  order 
to  ita  bearing  'good  truit.  The 
heart  roust '  be  renewed  '  by  the 
Holy  Spirit  before  the  sinner  will 
enter  upon  godly  con  aiders  i  ion, 
and  gen  nine  repentance.  The 
Jjord  opened  the  heart  of  LydJa, 
and  then  she  attended  to,  or  con- 
■idered,  the  things  which  were 
spoken  of  Paal.* 

Both  the  DBlure  of  the  case,  and 
divine BOtbority  assare  us,  that  ex- 
cept a  man  he  born  again  be  can- 
not aee  the  kingdom  of  God,  and 
that  the  good  work  is  both  begun, 
and  perfected  in  us,  by  God  jiim. 
■eir.  The  erects  of  an  evil,  or  a 
well-disposed  mind,  are  generally 
perceived;  and  the  state  of  the 
heart,  whence  they  proceed;  is 
aa  generally  condemned  or  ap- 
proved: bat  it  requires  no  ordinary 
degree  of  discriminalion  even  to 
conceive  of  the  power  for  which 
our  brethren  centend,  a  power 
centiating  in  means,  ■  power  which 


by  their  own  oonfeeaion  never  has 
beeu,  is  not,  and  never  will  be. 
snccessfully  exerted.  It  is  a 
power  that  never  demonstrates 
itself  in  the  lives  of  men.  nor  is 
once  directly  stated  in  the  Word  of 
God.  An  inferenlial  and  meta- 
physical power,  a  mere  hypotbrsia, 
may  afford  very  suitable  ground 
for  the  display  of  reasoning  talent; 
hot  it  ia  not  human  might  or 
powtr,  but  tbat  of  the  Spirit  of 
God  alone,  which  in  thia  instiinGO 
is  known  in  experience,  pnd  that 
cUims  oar  regard^  in  revelation. 
If.  in  repentance  and  conversion; 
God  does  no  more  for  guilty  and 
■depraved  men,  tliun  they  have 
power  to  do  for  tliemgelves,  tba 
work  must  ueccsaarily  he  of  a  very 
inferior  order,  and  by  no  means 
in  Bucordance  with  the  AposUe's 
reprcsentationB,  «  ho  speaks  of  it 
as  the  quickening  the  dead,  aa  a 
new  creation,  aud  as  effected  by 
''  the  exceeding  greatness  of  the 
power  of  Gud,  according  to  the 
workiugot  his  migbty  power  which 
he  wrought  in  Christ  when  he 
raised  him  from  the  dead.''  And 
who  says,  in  reference  to  thia  work', 
that  '■■  God,  who  communiled 
the  light  to  shine  out  of  darknesa', 
hath  sliined  in  our  hearts,  to  give 
the  light  of  the  knowledge  of  the 
glory  of  God  in  the  face  of  Jeaua 
Christ."  in  cuntetn plating  thesA 
and  many  other  scriptural  state- 
Rienis  of  the  same  character,  I 
am  overwhelmed  with  a  sense  of 
divine  favour,  and  of  human  Obli- 
gation; and  in  the  presence  of  such 
exhihitiona  of  almighty  and  gra- 
cions  energies,  [  should  be  really 
both  ashamed  and  afraid  to  assert, 
that  sinful  and  leehle  men  possesa 
power  of  themselves  to  repent 
and  turn  to  God,  independent  of 
the  operations  of  (he  Holy  Spirit. 
Indeed,  I  could  as  readily  conceive 
of  the  guilty  making  an  atonemeat 
'for  their  trantgrauioua,  aa  for  the 
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corrnpt  in  heart  crekling  iheiu- 
Ml(ca«fter  tbe  difioe  image,  it 
r^tBOtKOess  Mid  Irne  bolinei* 
Kolhliieso  are  of  eqnal  obiigrtion 
■ml  neceEftity  ia  order,  to  onr 
restonttioD  ;  mud  bolb  are  eGTeoteil 
bj  ibe  wisdom  and  power  of  God, 
"■ccordJDg  to  ibe  exceeiiing ricbi 
of  bis  grace  toward*  w  io  CLri:

in  general  are  enjoying  tbe  sweets 
of  repose,  and  that,  cooseqnenlly, 
yonrpeliiioner  staodt  in  especial 
Jieed  of  ibe-ninciful  provision  of 
tbe  sabbalb..    . 

Tbat  your  petitioner  conceives 
he  poasosBcs  no  immortal  aoul,  ot 
equal.value.u  ilb  ihaie  of  hia  fellow. 
4TeatQrea,  and  which  ttiantla  in 
equal  oeed  of  tbe  iustntclious  and 
cuusolatiobs  of  religion. 

Tbat  having,  as  he  trostit,  been 
mude  a  partaker  of  divine  grace 
.through  the  gospel,  be  concei,ves 
it  big  duly,  as  it  tvould  be  bis  de- 
light,, auugrdiog  to  big  bemhle 
ability,  to  extend  the  kuowledge 
of  tbat  blefseil  gospel,  by  aasisling 
in  the  work  of  SaudKv-scliool  in. 
■traciioD,  and  other  suitable  means 
tbat  might  present  themselves  :  in 
addition  to  this,  he  would  remark, 
lliat  though  Jiimself,  hot  an  uocon. 
nected  indirtdual,   many   of  bis 


fraternity  have  rising  families, 
whom  ihey  would  fain  inslruul  in 
aacfed  ItQawleJize. 
.  Thai  from  all  tliese  pririlepcs 
fao'  it  io  a  great  measure  excluded, 
by4ke  prevalent  practice  of  fami- 
lies sending  their  dinners  to  ilie 
baker's  oven  on  tbe  sabbstb,  by 
which  be  ia  Decoaaarily  employed 
during  tbe  whole  of  tbe  morning, 
anil  leaves  his  wnrk  hot  and  weary, ' 
at  an  boar  almojit  foo  late  for  him 
to  prepare  for  attending  an  after* 
noon  serviueiconsequeatly, bis  pri> 
vileges  are  restricted  to  tbe  even- 
ing, at  which  lime  there  ia  net  in  all 
places,  an  .opportunity  of  attend- 
ing public  worship. 

N .  B.  —  No  remonatrance  is 
here  offered  on  the  subject  of 
baking  rolls  or  muffins  on  a  Sun- 
day, as  that  is  uQt  practised  by 
master  bakers  who  profess  any 
regard  for  that  day  of  .  sacred 
rest;  nor  are  customers-  for 
these  articles  to  be  found  among 
tbe  class  of  persons  to  whom  this 
remonstrance  is  addressed,  viz. 
Chrittian  beads  of  fsmiliea. 

Your  petitioner  humbly  requests 
that  the  premisea  may  be  taken 
into  yuur  serious  snd  benevolent 
cansidaration,  and  tliat  yon  will 
adopt  sui:b  measures  for  bis  relief, 
and  that  of  bis  brethren,  as  to 
your  wisdom  and  equity  may  seem 
lit  and  practicable. 

Your  petitioner  is  well  aware  of 
tbe  picas  urt;ed  on  behalf  of  Ibis 
practiee.  Suob  as  (1),  Ibroiigh  tbe 
various  eogugenieols  of  families 
during  the  week,  and  in  luuay 
cases  Ibrcugli  inability  Io  procure 
it,  Sunday  is  the  only  day  iu 
wbicb  the  whole  family  can  sit 
down  to  the  enjoyiuent  of  a  com- 
fortable meal :  (SJ,  that  by  ibe  em- 
ployment of  two  or  three  persons 
io  atteoding  to  a  baker^a  ovenand 
carrying  out  dinners,  tlie  servants, 
or  other  aelive  persons  of  thirty 
or  forty  families,  may-  be  set  at 
liberiy.tp  attend  public  .worship : 
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(3),  that  if  lonie  familiss  abstaiD 
from  employing  the  baker  on  the 
aabbath,  others  will  not,  anil  he 
will  therefore^  nevertheless,  be  em. 
plojred  :  (4),  that  it  is  the  baker's 
votuDtary  act  to  open  his  oven  on 
that  day,  and  that  if  be  chooie  tt> 
make  tba  aacHGae  of  gain,  and 
hazard  the  offending  bis  cusiomera, 
he  is  at  liberty  to  doso.  To  these 
yonr  petitioner  begs  to  reply,  (1), 
that  most  of  ibe  arguments  here 
adduced  will,  with  equal  foroe, 
apply  to  the  ilavB  trade,  and  other 
poriaits  of  acknowledged  impro- 
priety ;  and  tliat  not  one  of  them 
can  tland  tbe  test  of  the  nniTersal 
lawofCbriBliBBmorality,"  What- 
•oever  ye  would  that  men  slionld 
do  unto  yon,  do  ye  even  so  onto 
them."  (2),  That  Ihoie  families 
who  console DtioDaly  abitain  from 
employing  the  baker,  will  be 
dear  of  the  guilt  of  those  who  do 
Dot ;  and  that  it  ia  poasible  they 
may  ioQaence  others  by  their  ex- 
ample :  (3^,  that  it  is  worlli  while 
to  attempt  tbe  leaseoing  of  an  evil 
which  oannot  be  wholly  aappressed 
—if  the  nnmber  of  dinners  sent 
to  a  buker'a  oven  be  reduced  oue. 
half  or  one.third,  it  is  possible, 
that  of  three  er  four  individoalk 
hitherto  employed,  one  may  be 
dispcDied  witb,  and  thus  at  least, 
ODCB  in  three  or  fonr  sabbaths, 
each  may  enjoy  the  privilege  ol 
keeping  holy  the  wljole  day  :  (4), 
that  though  masior  bakers  can 
choose  wliether  or  not  they  will 
pursue  their  calling  on  the  sab- 
batb,  that  option  can  scarcely  be 
couaidered  as  extending  to  jour- 
neymen, and  certainly  not  to  ap. 
prentices;  also  that  the  sacrifice 
reqnired  from  the  oonsumer,  of  a 
small  gratification  of  the  palate, 
hears  a  very  inadequate  propor- 
iioD  to  that  required  of  the  baker, 
who,  if  his  customers  insist  on  em- 
ploying him  on  the  sabbath,  and 
■te  refuse  to  comply  witb  their  dm- 
•niaiKle,  hassrds  the    smpport  of 
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himself  and  family  ;  wd,  morp»

HINTS 

To  those  who  wish  not  to  esclode 

thoir  servants,  or  public  bafcvra, 

from   the  fnll     benefit    of    the 

fonrtb  commandment. 
Those  who  lincerely  wiah  to  oh. 
serve  the  sabbath  day,  mast  not 
fail  to  bear  in  mind  tbroughoot 
ibe  Saturday,  that  *'  te-ararroiD  is 
the  rest  of  the  holy  sabbath  of  the 
Lord  itieir  God."  By  tbia  pros, 
peclive  remembrance, many  trilling 
matters  will  be  attended  to,  wbiih 
would  otherwise  very  uosnilsbly 
hnrlben  those  sacred  hours.  By 
those  accnstomed  to  disregard 
little  tilings,  it  will  soaree|y  be 
credited,  how  much  hurry  and 
confusion  on  that  hallowed  day 
mny  be  avoided,  if  every  thing  is 
prepared  that  can  be,  and  laid  just 
at  hand  for  use. 

2.  It  is  desiriible  to  rise  on  the 
sabbath  early ;  perhaps  rather 
earlier  than  on  other  mornings^ 
tbat  eren  tliougb  there  >  is  less  to 
be  done,  tbat  little  may  be  done 
cahnly  and  qnietly,  without  hurry' 
«nd  confusion,  and  the  mind  kepi 
in  a  tranquil  frame  even  during 
the  few  necessary  oacnpalions  ia 


whicb  the  faands  are  engaged ;  that 
'  ell  may  have  leisure  for  private 
dalfeg,  and  bo  niHj  to  attend 
public  serrices  *itli  paoctnalitj 
and  prepuration, — N.  B.  It  is  a 
disgrace  to  a  Cbriatian  family  for 
its  serrmt  to  enter  the  honse  of 
God  after  eervice  lias  begun,  or  to 
leave  before  its  conclnded. 

3,  AVhere  the  caitom  of  taking 
cold  dinners  can  be  adopted,  it  b 
vn  question  ably  preferable.  Time 
and  attention  are  tbereby  sared, 
and  afternoon  drowsiness,  a  pain, 
ftil  feeling  to  a  pions  bearer,  less 
likely  to  eAsne. 

4.  IVbere  health  or  other  cir. 
catn stances  prohibit  confinement 
to  a  cold  dinner,  many  articlee  of 
home  cooking  may  be  prepared 
withont  nny  farther  attendance 
than  first  aeeing  they  boil  before 
they  are  left,  and  making  op  the 
fire  su  as  tn  secare  tbeir  boiling 
for  abont  two  hours,  which  will 
generally  include  going  and  Tetum- 
ingfiom  public  worthip. 

It  is  not  suitable,  however,  in 
this  place,  to  descend  into  a  detail 
of  particulars.  Those  vbo  have 
he«n  long  accustomed  to  providi 
for  a  family,  will  be  at  no  loss  a 
to  the  dishes  or  modes  of  prepar- 
ing tfaeot,  best  adapted  to  promote 
the  object  intendetl  ;  and  young 
hooseker^pers  will  do  well  to  av 
themselves  of  the  inslroctions 
more  experienced  matrons.  Let 
thing  be  deemed  trifling  and  nni] 
|H>riant,  (>y  which  ^ay  portiun  of 
.  that  sacred  lime  can  be  rescued 
from  worldly  ocCDpstions, and  con. 
lecrated  to  the  devotional  and  spi. 
Htnal  purposes  for  which  it  was 
given.  Let  Christians  estimate 
those  baltowed  moments,  as  the 
miser  estimates  bis  money,  relin- 
qnisbing  them  to  the  claims  of  ne- 
cessity only,  and  with  a  pions 
relnctaitoe,  that  will  lecnre  the 
smallest  fraction  from  being  im- 
provideally  eipended.      B>  C.

Tbb  appropriation  ol  the  present 
ceasun  to  originate  or  strcngllieii 
pious  delerniioation,  is  highly  im- 
portant. No  conicioasDess,  how- 
ever humiliating,  of  pust  luilurp, 
or  even  existing  imbecility,  nhoulil 
deter  us  from  renewed  endeavour. 
Our  previous  raslinrss  and  negli 
geBce  may  iwpreissively  auggei 
tbe  necessity  ol  increased  cauiioQ 
and  diffidence,  but  must  not  be 
allowed  lo  operatedisconragemKnt 
to  exertions  comiucled  with  more 
ilefcrence  to  "  the  wisdom  which 
is  from  above,"  ami  greater  reli- 
ance on  the  power  which  is  given 
lo  "  them  wbo  have  no  might." 
Inbegioninganotlieryearjthere-

if  the  means  and  opfortunhiea 
with  which  we  are  yelenimsted  ? 
consider  whether  we  can. 
il  ourselves  of  the  benefit 
of  private  devotion  to  more  effect, 
ndgrealerextrnt,  than  heretofore, 
low  exceedingly  desirajle  it  is, 
for  instance,  that  in  reading,  medi- 
tation, and  prayer,  we  should  be 
more  enlarged,  spirilnal,  and  im- 
portunate; that  our  p-'rceplion  of 
the  great  principles  of  revelation 
may  l>e  more  distinct  and  compre- 
hensive ;  that  our  attachment  to 
them  may  be  mire  ardent  and 
biding:  and  that  our  confidence 
may  he  implicit  and  immovable, 
eff'arts  lo  attain  these  ob.

His 
strslagems  are  diverse,  bis  efforts 
are  unwearied,  and  faia  emissaries 
innumerable:  yet,  after  all,  ■<  titay 
that  be  with  ug  are  more  than  ibey 
that  be  with  them."  "  If  God  bo 
for  us  who  can  be  against  us?" 
Let  there  be  no  parley  with  tempt> 
ation,  no  trnoe  witb  depravity, 
DO  tampering  with  truth,  and  uo 
surrender  of  conscience  j  let  na 
gird  on  the  armour  of  righteous- 
nets,  take  the  sword  of  the  spirit, 
and  be  strong  in  the  grace  which  ia 
in  Christ  Jesus.  Thns  let  as  stand

spiritual  degradation,  either  by  in- 
dividual exertion,  or  nnited  endean 
vour,  or  ratliei ,  by  such  »  cosibL 
nation  of  both,  as  circamstances 
may  snggest ;  let  this  year  be  ug- 
nalised  by  a  movement  of  holy 
benevolence  in  favour  of  tbos* 
who  yet  remain  ''  ignorant  and 
out  of  the  way,"  so  varied,  cx> 
tended,  and  simultaneous,  asshsll 
greatly  surpass  any  previona  ex- 
ample recorded  in  tbe  annals  of 
boman  instrumentality.

The  extenuTe  pTofaaalioD  of  Ibe  Sabbath, 
cq>ecia]ly  by  the  bi|heat  uiil  lownt  clu- 
m  of  society,  boa  \oag  been  a  tulyect  of 
i;rniark  and  complaiDl,  among  a.11  ^enooni- 
natiooB  of  Christians.  There  iioataiiiigle 
outlet  from  the  metrapolk,  which  does  nut 
exhibit  lamentable  proofs  nf  the  fact,  to 
the  great  annoyaoccofall  the  pious  part  of 
tiie  community ;  and,  notwithstanding  the 
geneiat  cessation  of  the  ordinary  busine-u 
of  life,  there  Isncarcely  a  street,  much  less 
a  passage  or  coart,  in  nbidi  impiety  doe* 
not  sit  enthroned,  and  religion  euBer  out 
rage  and  contempt.  The  eril  which  is  si 
tooluriou*  to  tiie  moat  casual  ohserrer,  i: 
presented  to  our  view  in  itil I  more  appal 
ingfoRaa.in  thcslatemeatsof  theChristiaD 
InstructionSociety ;  by  the  ligfht  of  whose 
discoveries,  wc  ba*e  been  enaiilrd  to  pene- 
trate the  abodes  of ,  vice,  and  dalNL  the 
nytlerietof  iniquity. 

The  f>ienda  and  supporten  of  the  insti- 
tution to  which  we  have  just  referred. 
oonveDedapuhlic  meeting,  several  monlhs 
■go,  for  the  express  purpose  of  awakening 
a  more  serious  attention  to  this  subject, 
than  had  been  hertofore  excited  I  and  to 
frame  and  publish  a  series  of  nstilolions, 
which  might  be  calculated  to  check  Ibc 
prt^resB  of  this  deplorable  desecration  of 
the  sacred  day.  The  resolntiODS  passed  at 
tliat  meetinj^,  which  was  numerously  and 
nspectably  attended,  were  chiefly,and,  as 
we  think,  wisely,  of  ■  declarative  nature  : 
leaving  altogetber  untoncfaed  the  question 
wbetber  it  becxme  the  magiftnles  to  inter- 
fiere,  fur  the  eaforcement  of  its  obligations 
and  duties.  But  in  the  course  of  the  iiis- 
cUisioDs  which  arose  upon  the  occasiiKi 
some.dilfereneei  of  opinion  were  hinted 
upoo  this  point,  though  for  obvious  rea- 
sons, they  wtn  not  prominently  exhibited, 
or,  00  either  nde,  strcmgly  urged  upon  tlie 
nolicrofa  promiscDOUt  multitude.  These 
diffuencM,  liowrvcr,  have  aahnqncntl} 


beea  made  the  topic  of  convenaUon,  aDd 
the  lact  assamed  in  the  painpblel  that 
public  opinion  i>  unsettled  on  the  subject . 
of  the  Mbbatb,"  we  believe  to  be  petftcUy 
rcct.  It  is  not,  bowercr,  with  regard 
the  general  obligations  under  which 
are  laid  to  observe  the  sabbath, 
Dor  with  regard  to  the  manner  in  which,  in 
private  and  in  public,  those  obliisatiuns  me 
to  t>e  discharged,  that  diveiMty  of  senti- 
ment obtains;  but  on  the  qnotion  which 
is  the  last  of  the  three  here  brought  under 
investJgalioD,  "  Ought  its  ohservance  la 
be  enforced  by  legislative  sanctions?  If 
so,  for  what  purpose,  on  what  principle, 
and  to  whateitent  ?"  TTie  propriety  and 
necessity  of  legislative  enforcement  is  here 
strenuously  mainlained.  We  shall  restrict 
our  remarks  accordingly  to  this  branch  of 
tbe  inquiry,  as  it  is  the  only  part  froita 
which  we  should  dissent. 
~  The  author  commences  his  argument  by 
stating,  ibat  although  the  civil  govm)- 
ment  cannot  compel  men  to  be  religious, 
it  can  and  oogbt  to  protect  theni  in  the 
exercise  of  their  religion.  ■<  Government 
caniiot,"hes«ys,juttly,  "ordain  thatevery 
person  should  exercise  himself  on  the 
Lord's  day  in  the  duties  of  piety  and  true 
religion,  it  is  their  hounden  and  sacred 
duty  ti>  provide  that  all  and  every  person 
or  persons  should,  on  Ibe  Lord'sday,  have 
Ibe  Jtisrty,  mtant,  and  oppariunilg,  of  ap- 
plying themselves  to  the  otnervalJon  of 
the  day  by  so  exercising  thenuelvcs  in  tlie 
duties  of  religion ."  iu  this  we  are  agreed) 
recollecting  that  it  is  nrit  merely  wtlb  re- 
gard to  the  Sabbafb,  but  every  other  insti- 
tmlioa  or  practise  Inwfaich  the  commuiiity, 
or  any  part  of  it  should  be  agreed,, that 
a  difailar  protection  ougbt  to  be  afbrded. 
Tbe  design  ofesiablishinggovemmentii  not 
to  infringe  upon  Uk  liberties  of  Ibe  sulyect^ 
but  to  protect  them,  and  to  protect  them  tn 
the  utmost  even  in  tbeir  conscientnin 
scruples,  or  itmay  be  absurdities,  so  long 
as  they  do  not  interfere  with  the  ptiblie 
good.

But 
lei  it  be  remembered,  th&t  this  comidfra- 
tion  applin  to  all  clauen,  and  ajj  Linda  or 
orden  of  fuith,  to  tihich  the. lame  protect 
f ion  ought,  uiu)iie<tioitably,lo  be  afforded 
The  obWTver  of  the  Lwii's  day,  ougbt  ■ 
to  be  no  more  and  no  lew  protected  in  the  i 
eiercwofhisreligion,  than  the  Jev,  ia  the  ! 
eicrciao  ofbi*  w<Milii|i,or  the  Sabbatariia  ' 
Cbristiaa  id  tbarecogDiliODindobwrraiice 
of  thewvenlti  day  ai  a  sacred  apptnotmcDt ; 
that  ■■  to  nay ,  at  a  ineaiber  of  the  itate  or 
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the  other  ought  (o  be  interrcred  irhb,  ■■ 
hii  cflBadeDtioni  lervicei,  be  tbey  right 
wrong,  in  Ibe  ^Mimation  of   the  rulii 
powcra,  irbile  tboae  service*  do  not  affect 
the  well-being  or  iatereiti  of  lociety   in 
general.     Around  all,  il  it  the  duty  of  the 
ciTil  power  tf(  throw  id  protecting  lenis. 
But  in  what  maDoer  ia  tbit  aimpte  and  ad- 
miwibleprinciptei  lluitrated  or  ex  pounded ! 

"  Tbe  fact  ia,  that  some  public  law  relating 
lo  the  Sabbath  there  must  be,  if  il  is  to  be 
•bserred  at  all.  '  ^tfee  Lord's  day  must  either 
be  publicly  recognised  aa  Ibe  law  of  tbe  land, 
■iid  enibrced  aa  auch,  by  the  nBpenaiun  <^  all 
tlu  legislative  aad  judicial  fuDctiona  of  govern- 
BMBt,  and  tbe  ordinary  tianaactiDna  ^  trade 
and  oHnmca'ce ;  or  it  must  be  formally 
abaUabed,  by  letting  the  whole  business  of 
admimatration,  law,  and  trade,  proceed  aa 
usual-  It  may  be  a  question  bow  tat  tbe  re- 
raictians  of  tbe  law  sbonld  extend :  but  it 
eui  be  no  quettton,  whether  the  poblic  ob- 
Krranceof  (be  Sabbath  i>  the  propersnl^ect  of 
bgislative  iDterference,  seeing  that  the  repeal 
of  all  rotricciooa  would  be  tantamount  to  a 
poaUve  decision,  that  the  Sabbath  aboidd  not 
be  observed.*' 

Howdoea  it  appear  that  there  must  he  a 
public  law  rmpeCtJng  the  Sabbath,  or  it 
c*nDuti.e  observed  at  all!  Whatiatneant 
by  Ibe  obaervBDce  of  the  .^abbalh?  Is  it 
tu  t>e  viewed  aa  a  political,  or  religious  in. 
Mitutioa  ?  lit  au  outward  conformity  to  its 
appoioted  ssrviiies  » keeping  holy  tbe 
Sabbath  day  ;"  or  doe*  a  real  obaerrance 
of  il  imply  a  voluntary  and  apiritaal  conse- 
cration ot  henrt  to  the  worship  of  God  i  la 
it.  in  a  word,  to  be  viewed  as  a  national 
rite,  or  a  moral  and  religious  duly  >  The 
author  contends  in  the  preceding  section. 
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and  very  justly,  for  the  latter,  and  quote 
with  approbation  tbe  langni^  of  L wight 
-"the  Sabbath  ia  tbe  great  means  of  pre- 
serving in  the  world  the  knowledge  and 
the  worship  of  tbe  one  living  and  trus 
God.  Wherever  the  Salibath  is  not,  there 
is  no  wordiip  :  man  fbrgeta  God,  and  God 
foraikesman."  Both  Dr.  Dwigfatand  the 
I  authorare  DO  donbt  agreed  with  us.  that 
'  mere  eilemal  worship  is  do  worship,  but  a 
ho] emn  mockery  ;  and  that  tbe  eufuiceiDent 
oflbat  servlre  cannot  be  an  enforcement 
of  any  thing  acceptable  to  God,  who  ac- 
kuowledgea  nothing  aa  worship  which  does 
not  invulve  a  pertuoal,  voluntary,  and 
spiritual  obedience  ;  while  the  enforcement 
of  that  internal  religion,  by  legitlative  en- 
actments, ia,  in  tact,  impossible.  We  can- 
not, therefore,  divest  bis  language  of 
positive  absurdity,  or  self  contradictuni, 
upnnhisown  avowed  principles,  when  be 
affirms,  that  without  a  public  taw,  the 
Sabbath  cannot  be  observed  at  all.  Un 
tbe  contrary,  tbe  law,  it  is  evident,  nmnot 
enfbrce  it,  for  it  cannot  compel  conviction, 
it  cannot  eoligblcn  conaci^Ee,  il  cannot 
sanctifythe  affections.  Tbe  Sabbalb  does  not 
coesistin  external  services;  if  so,  legiaUtiun, 
which  neceaearily  ceases  with  whatitex- 
temal,  cannot  rafbrce  the  observance  ofihe 
Sabbath,  which  is  essentially  the  spiritual 
woraliip  of  God  on  tbe  day  of  bis  own  af>- 
poiDtmeut.  The  argumpnt  is  reiterated 
by  stating,  that,  unless  the  Lord's  day  b.: 
recognised  as  tbe  law  of  the  land,  it  must 
be  formally  abolished ;  and  that  the  re- 
moral  of  restrictions  would  be  tantauount 
lo  a  jMMitive  decision  that  the  Sabbath 
sboald  not  be  observed'.  Suppose^  then, 
that  ^  Lord's  day  were  not  recognised 
as  tbe  law  of  the  land,  and  restrictions, 
wfaich  now  affect  the  kgislali  veaodjudicial 
tiinctiona  of  government,  and  the  pioceed- 
inga  of  cummerce,  were  remuved,  would  it 
become  impoenble  fbr  Christiana  lo  assem- 
ble fur  the  purposes  of  hidy  worship?  Could 
they  nolODgerBerv«Godumtediy,and  with 
rimplicily  of  spirit !  Would  there  beany 
thing  to  prevent  theirdevoting  the  day  tu 
God  ?  la  legislation  necessary  lo  piety  ? 
Waa  tbet«  no  Sabbath  in  Judea,  when,  in 
apostolic  times,  the  country  was  under 
Roman  jurisdiction  ?  Was  it  then  found 
thai  the.  edicts  of  emperors  were  essenli«] 
tocnabte  the  primitive  disdples  to  meet

ineligioin."  Now  we  inquire,  in  tbe  fir*t 
place,  wfao  ia  annmed  to  be  the  j6dge,  as 
nl  of  interference,  or  the  fiict 
tually  takes  place?  The  magts- 
trate,  of  course ;  that  Is  to  say,  the  goTem- 
ment.  The  magistrate  is  to  determine  at- 
point  of  religion :  wby,heiBtodeterMtas' 
■bat  ia  and  what  is  not  retifiM.  l^e 
igistnte  or  govemraent  n>y,  upon  this' 
ndple,  determine,  Bk),  indeed,  actually 
docs,  what  ia  ts  be  the  reli^on  of  tbe 
country  ;  and  tbe  point  at  which  pernmi 
may  be  deemed  to  interfere  with  tiiat  re- 
l%ini,  may  be  determined  according  to  tlw 
opinions  orcaprice  ofany  eilslingform  or 
pr^  udicea  of gorera  mentBtthetime.i  f  that 
goTemment  has  the  right  to  judge,  then  it 
may  lawfully  derermine  that  the  holding  of 
what  it  maybe  pleased  to  call  conventicles, 
the  singing  of  psahns  in  a  prirute  bonse, 
or  at  What  it  may  choose  to  call  uncanoni. 
cal  boura,  may  be  an  act  to  be  panisbed 
by  law.  And  no  doubt,  even  in  thewew 
lightened  limes,  many  a  rector  or  vicar  of 
tbechurch  would  deem  nieb  ao  annoyance, 
if  he  had  the  power,  awAy  of  bis  inter. 
P«r(^aiM«,  however,  we  might 
differ  from  biiH,  and  Irom  many  others, 
ind  thinly  for  instance,  that  tbe  noiay  rattle 
of  bella  on  the  Sunday  morning,  waa  a* 
mncb  nearer  approximation  to  tbe  point 
in  question  ;  Uiat  is,  to  tbe  point  of  direct 
iuterftrence  with  the  rel^oH  <l!  their 
neighbours,  than — however  dqiloraUe  tbe 
conduct  on  othw  grounds— the  opening  of 
shop,  or  the  driving  of  a  carriage.  Per- 
hance,  also,  we  might  entertain  similar 
thoughts  witli  regard  to  tbe  Sunday 
inner-parties,  (krd -parties,  music-parties* 
or  other  violations  of  the  sacred  day  by  the ' 
great;  as  well  aa  their  morning  recreatiom 
in  the  park  affcr  the  formality  of  attend. 
ing  at  church.  It  is  obfioua  that  there 
would  and  muat  exist,  endteitf  divertitin 
of  opinion  as  to  the  poitti  of  adnuauMe' 
interference,  creating  numberless  practical 
difficulties,  a  circnmstance  which  might 
naturally  induce  tbe  inquiry,  whelher  any 
Interference  at  all  on  tbe  part  of  the  magis- 
trate were  allowable  In  fact,  we  have 
no  besitatiun  itt'maintAitaing,  that  thcM  W 
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IM  poiat  at  which  the  civil  powtr  ■  at 
rileil  to  iaterpose  tor  the  ponlihnieDt  of 
Btto  on  account  of  their  imligion. 

Let  us,  hovever,  ^re  those  who  a 
catc  opponte  doctrinei,  li>e  fall  benefit  of 
their  oirn  explaDatioiu.  They  my,  Id  the 
word*  of  the  proent  writer,  fOTenimenl 
"  does  sot  6t».\  with  them  penally  for 
beiiigirreligiousj  bnt  sitnply  restraini  them 
{rom  hrealcing  a  salatary,  suciai  compact, 
ntified  by  the  state  for  tbe  general  he- 
■eBt  of  tbe  cammnDlty.  "  Here  we  hare 
•  glimpse  of  tbe  lurking  sophism  that  He* 
at  the  botlotn  of  all  the  reuoningi  wliich 
bare  been  altempled  on  this  subject. 
Does  the  obaeivEUice  of  the  Sabbath  rest 
apoQ  the  ground  of  a  tociol  compact,  or 
tbeauthority  of  the  supreme  ruler?  The 
answer  it  obviou*.  But  then,  it  is  alleged, 
that  tbe  sooal  compact  reiala  to  the 
politick  part  of  the  institution,  and  that 
the  guvemment  is  called  upon  to  enforce 
dcHstaoce  from  all  secular  employments. 
If  the  Sabbath  be  a  political  institution, 
(bis  grauud  of  argunient  might  be  tenable. 
If  it  be  of  a  mixed  ebuacter,  partly  po- 
litical, and  partly  religious,  and  that  the 
political  part  of  lis  administration  devutTes 
npon  Uie  njagistrale  by  the  divine  appoint- 
ment, Bome  appeal  might  be  made  (o  tbe 
social  compact  as  needful  to  enforce  a 
political  Sabbath.  But  we  ask,  it  there 
anytbing  in  the  New  Testament  to  sonc- 
tiiHi  sucb  a  tentimeot  ?  Did  the  apostles 
appeal  to  the  public  aulhoriliea  to  enable 
tbeni  quietly  to  celebrate  tbe  murreclion 
of  Cbrist  on  tbe  first  day  of  tbe  week,  or 
did  Ibey,  presuming  that  such  an  appeal 
would  hare  been  impossible  at  Ibe  time, 
lay  it  dnwn  as  a  principle  tbst  govern. 
ment  ought  to  enforce  any  religious  ob- 

what  you  will, — a  social  compact,  a  poli- 
tical, arraagement,  or  tbe  support  of  tbe 
•tale,  it  is  an  interference,  by  a  power  out 
of  the  cburcb,  with  on  institution  lliat 
belong*  to  it.     If,  to  take  even  our  oppo- 
nent's riew  of  the  case,  persona  are  to 
nrdbly  restrained  from  doing  their  01 
]rorfc  on  tbe  Sabbath,  then  they  are  r 
•Crained  ttpon  a  religions  account,  and 
npport  an  iuotilntiuii  ot  religion,  ur  that 
iwrt  of  K  whirh  ii  religious ;  that  Is,  whi 
tber   priDiarily  or   tecoadarity,  whether 
iouiiedlatcly  a*  to  thereligiooapartDfthe 


Sabbath,  or  coltatemlly  as  to  the  potifleal 
port  of  it,  the  end  of  legal  interfrrence  b 

compel  an  obserTsnce  of  k  religious 
Bot,  without  combating  this  pdnt 
further,  we  demand  what  just  reaioa  ii 
there  tot  conduding  that  the  Sabbath  poa- 
•essei  this  mixed  character;  that  it  It 
partly  political,  and  partly  moral.  Men 
are  required  to  keep  holy  the  Sabbath  ; 
to  rest  from  their  labours,  as  God  rested 
from  hu  i  to  observe  the  Lord's  day,  under 
the  present  dispensation,  ai  a  day,  so  tke 
a.i  alt  the  evidence  goes,  entirely  and  abso- 
lutely religious.  The  ral-  proclaimed  ii 
clearly  in  order  to  the  spiritual  obserranca 
of  the  day.  Desistancr  fh>m  ordinary  oc- 
eupation  is  essential  to  the  consrcratioD  of 
this  poitioii  of  time  to  tbe  Krvice  of  God  ; 
without  it,  we  could  not  assemble,  or  keep 
the  Chritfian  Sabbath.  But  this  rest  is 
enjoined  as  the  necessary  means  of  spiritual 
wonbip;  not  a*  any  thbg  political,  or 
lerminatiag  in  mere  worldly  objects.  A 
man  might  ^tfrom  all  hit  common  la- 
boun,  but  keep  no  sabbath;  tbe  tbhig  re. 
quired  is  rest,  in  order  to  religious  duties, 
and  therefore  the  enforcement  of  this  rest 
on  this  specific  day,  is  the  enfurcement  of 
a  religioiis  act  by  sbilute  law;  and  ihe 
right  of  the  magistrate  must  be  determined 
not  upon  tbia  particular  ioslance,  but 
npon  tbe  general  conside  ration,  of  which 
this  is  only  a  part,  of  tbe  authority  of  tbe 
cavil  magistrate  in  matters  of  religion. 

Let  us  now  suppose,  tliat  instead  of  the 
first  day  of  the  week,  the  government,  or 
the  nation,  if  you  please,  were  of  upinion, 
that  tbe  iiamlh  was  the  Sabbath,  which  It 
was  incumbent  upon  Christians  to  observe. 
The  same  general  principle  would  lanctioii 
tbdr  infiictuig  i>f  punishment  upon  all 
who  did  nut  regard  IL  A  sabbalanan 
governmentmight,afcourse,onthegTaUQd 
of  the  "  salutary  social  compact,"  fine, 
and  fine  more  severely  than  is  at  present 
done,  as  our  author  would  have  it,  and 
even  imprison,  those  persons  who  drove 
waggons,  carts,  or  coaches,  or  pursued 
their  trade,  or  kept  open  shops,  on  the 
Saturday.  By  lhe«sodal  compact,"  we 
presume,  is  meant  (he  implied  compact  of 
the  majority,  confirmed  and  enfbreed  by 
tbe  legislative  enaclments  of  the  nilen. 
If  the  government  of  this  country,  thai , 
were  to  becotne  convinced,  ai  many  bare 
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tbouRtit,  tlwt  lh«  SabtMtb  of  the  cmtioa 
tm  Sklurdajr,  and  thr  oaLy  Sabbitb  to  be 
•b«rred;  Dodoubt,  tbe  nugorilj,  who  an 
alwkf  I  lubMrrient  tu  the  dictate*  oTthal

alb.  On  the  other  hand,  it  would  unc- 
tion the  noite,  aod  bantle,  and  buttneu, 
the  annoyance  of  every  hind  that  would 
ante  from  their  tiolation,  and  the  public 
riolation  of  the  Sabhalh  oT  the  Bibl^. 
That  the  Sabbath,whicb  we  believe  not  tu 
have  divine  authorUy,  would  be  Irgally 
CDforeed,  and  thr  8abbatb  wbkb  u  of 
dirioe  anlhority,  would  be  legally,  Ibst  n, 
legialativply  violaled.  Would  tbi*  be 
light!  Yea,  our  opponents  muat  necei- 
larily  reply,  or  abandon  thrir  puritiona )

It  ban  been  further  reprcaented,  that 
when  Ihe  outward  obaervaiice  of  the  Sab- 
bath ronatitute*  part  of  the  law  ol  the 
land,  one  person  ought  not  to  lufier  dii- 
sdvantage  on  account  of  the  obaerv- 
abce  of  the  Sabbath  through  hi*  neigh- 
bour'* irrtligion.  Ifthe  infldel  or  in 
mm  keepsupen  hi*  (hop,  and  the  Cbri*tian 
closet  bi*,  the  former  may  benefit  ea*en 
tially  by  hi*  nelghbonr'i  piety,  and  hi 
OTQ  crime,  while  the  latter  tuiTera  great 
Jw*.  All,  therefure,  ought  to  be  placed .

So  long  indeed  as  women  nere  not 
considered  sufficiently  valuable  to  be  with- 
held from  destruction,  it  is  not  wouderfiil  that 
the  cultivation  of  thtir  minds  should  have  bees 
held  altogether  unworthy  of  attention.  But 
now,  that  it  has  been  decreed  that  women  are

tolerable  aecimcy,  simple  veiws  in  Sanstrit : 
but  she  is  tiuv  at  a  great  atand  for  want  of 
pn^rboobt,  which,  to  my  infijute  i^ret, 
ue  not  to  be  met  with  in  the  native  presses, 
notwithsUnding  the  great  varitrtv  of  theoi 
now  established  in  this  metropolia.  It  is  true 
a  comridera^  number  of  works  have  been 
published  by  these  preHta,  but  then  they  Are 
so  replete  with  suponticiun  and  irraliaaal 
ideas  of  thii^,  that  tbeu^  perusal  would,  in 
.my  opinion,  instead  of  enlightening  the  un- 
derstanding, and  instructing  the  judgment 
<  (wliich  are  the  chltf  obfectgof  resdisg),  just 
tend  to  fill  the  mind  wilh  igmnoce  and 
bigotry.  I  have,  thectAne,  restriclod  her 
from  toiJcbiog  these,  and  at  length,  upon

At  Mauhnein,  Ran- 
goon, and  Tavoy,  about  80  heathen  converta, 
and  J  0  British  aaldi^ra,  have  been  received  to 
Christian  fellowship  within  two  yean  from 
the  last  dates,  and  the  attention  of  inquirers 
but  little  abated.  This  has  occurred  unidst 
many  disadvantages.  They  had  no  presses  in 
operation,  and  s  very  inadequate  supply  of 
[crs.  It  has  given  us  great  satisbction 
to  be  able  thia  seaaon  to  send  out  three  mis- 
ies  and  their  wives,  to  strengthen  Che 
as  dut  already  exiit,  or  fbnn  new  ones, 
med  expedient  by  the  brethren.

Though  nol 
heralded  by  the  tramp  of  fame, 
nor  emblazoDed  on  the  page  ol 
historj',  his  name  will  long  be 
cherisbMl  by  bia  various  conuex- 
ions  aa  a  memenlo  of  nhatRver  is 
eogaeiug  in  manners,  benerolent 
in  disposition,  commendablo  ii 
coadact,  or  heavenly  in  devotion. 

Of  bis  early  life  it  is  not  in  thi 
power  of  tbe  writer  to  report  more 
Iban  lliat,  about  bslf  a  oentiiry 
^a,  he  was  hronglil  to  an  experi- 
menttl  «cqaaintance  with  divine 
tnttli  nnder  a  discourse  by  tlie 
Ule  Mr.  Medley,  of  Liverpool, 
■nd  that  aoan  alter,  be  was  an  ac- 
tive co-aperator  wlih  other  Chris, 
tian  friends  of  bis  own  views,  in 
fonndiag  the  Baptist  society  in 
tbii  town.  From  that  period,  to 
tbe  close  of  his  terrcstriul  career, 
ht  maiotainBd  ■  bigh  pluce  in  tbe 
Kgard,  DQt  on\y  of  the  members 
of  Itii  own  donieslic  and  religious 
oirslo,  but  of  all  who  knew  bim. 
Ptrliaps,  tbere  are  .  few  pereonH, 
Wving  in  a  similar  sphere,  who 
We  ifciired  by  their  habitual 
uemosnoiir  a  more  endearing  re- 
■Deipbrapce.  Tbe  anifortjj  and  un- 
deriaiiDg  consiileocy  with  which 
lis  exemplified  his  avowed  prin. 
Pt|des,  established  a  full  conviclioD 
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of  (he  sincerity  with  which  they 
were  professed,  and  tbe  tenacity 
with  which  they  were  held  ;  what- 
ever opinion  some,  who,  with  all 
their  taunted  reverence  forj)hi. 
loBOpby,  strangely  overlook  tbe 
relation  of  cause  and  effect,  might 
entertain,  or  afTect  to  enlertaia 
of  their  goodness,  or  even  their 
truth.  In  hia  secnlar  avocations, 
be  wai  tbe  man  of  principle  and 
probity;  every  thing  that  wora' 
tbe  aspect  of  deceit  or  goile  bs 
despised  and  shnnned.  Uis  deal, 
ings  were  invariably  open,  ho. 
nourable,  and  jaat.  In  bis  family 
he  was  both  revered  and  beloved, 
ever  mingling  affection  with  aa- 
thority,  and  so  conducting  the 
engagements  of  domestio  piety, 
which  he  conscientioualy  observed, 
as  to  render  them  at  ooce  delight- 
Tul  and  impressive.  As  a  pro- 
fessor of  tbe  Gospel,  he  was  tmly 
exemplary.  Though  attached  from 
principle  to  tbe  community  of 
wliicb  hewBS  a  member, he  owned, 
admired,  and  loved  the  impress 
of  his  divine  Redeemer,  wherevep 
be  beheld  it;  there  was  nothing 
ir  sectarian  in  bis  spirit; 
every  exemplification,  att  well  as 
tbe  name,  of  bigotry  be  abhorred, 
condemoiug  it,  not  so  much  by 
loud  vehement exclamationsagainst 
its  deformity  and  odionsness,  as 
by  the  exbibition  of  an  opposite 
temper  in  bis  own  conduct.  His 
rei^ard  for  the  bouse  of  God,  his 
affections  for  the  society  to  which 
be  belonged,  bis  concern  for  tha  ■ 
prosperity  of  religion  in  general. 
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were  all  evinced  in  Ibe  panctaiility 
of  hii  Bltendance  on  the  various 
■ervices  of-tlie  nnctuar/,  anil  the 
extent  of  his  contribution  to  the 
ininislry,  and  tbe  differfnt  reli- 
eiontt  and  charitable  iostitulions 
■oliuitiug  his  aid.  At  ihe  Bociiil 
meetings  of  his  bretbran  he  waa 
Blmost  iDvariably  found,  and  was 
Bot  nnfreqnentlj  tbe  neaBt'of  ini. 
parliag  in  tbera, — bj  tbe  Bimplici. 
ty,  tbe  affection,  tbe  warmth  and 
energy  ofbisBUpplrcations, — a  pe- 
^aliar  intrreBt.  Many  wbo  joined 
with  bim  on  these  pleasing  occa. 
sioDB  r^ret  Uiat  they  can  bear 
bis  voice,  and  particip*t«  in  bia 
intercessions,  no  tnore.  It  deserves 
to  b?  mentioned  as  a  proof  of  the 
■piritnallty  of  hia  feelings,  and  tbe 
■ooiableness  of  his  disposition,  or 
bis  relish  for  the  "  commnnion  of 
aaiuta,''  that  though  his  attendance 
bo  the  meang  of  grace,  private  as 
«eU  as  pnblic,  was  so  punctual  and 
constant,  bis  place  of  residence  was 
at  acoDsiderable  distance  from  the 
place  of  religions  conconrse  ;  tbat 
for  many  years  be  was  actively 
engaged  with  his  excellent  partner 
ill  rearing  a  uumeroas  family ; 
that  his  secular  pursuits,  neces. 
sary  for  their  maintenance,  un- 
avoidably engrossed  a  large  por- 
tion of  his  altention  ;  and  further, 
that  wlien,  owing  to  the  intirmi- 
ties  of  advancing  life,  he  was  un- 
able to  appear  in  the  house  of 
God  with  bis  accustomed  regu- 
larity, he  changed  hia  abode — 
which  be  bad  occupied  more  than 
to  years,  and  to  which,  from  this 
circumstance  as  well  as  others, 
he  was  strongly  attached, — fob  a 
residence  much  nearer  the  place 
i>(  his  beloved  resort,  in  order,  as 
be  himself  expressed  it,  ■*  to  be 
prciest  at  all  its  meetings,''

rel^iou*  friends  of  sister  cburciies, 
be    attended    for   forty    lucces- 


aive  years,  without  any  break 
or  interrnption  :  wbether  held  in 
the  vicinity,  or  'at  the  eitrems 
point,  nearly  80  miles  distant,  he 
nerer  allowed  any  circumitanca 
which  transpired  (happily  none 
tcto  serioas,  or  important  lo  be 
negleoled  or  put  aside  did  trans- 
pire) tft  pravaat  hiiH  foa*  b«Mg 
at  its  anniversary.  In  accordance 
with  his  oft-esprcssed  wish,  be 
«as  pennilted  lo  enjoy  tbe  public 
exercises  of  religion  to  the  lasl. 
His  illness  was  of  only  a  few  days 
continuance,  but,  at  the  same  time, 
of  snch  a  nature,  as  to  incapacitate 
him  from  doing  more  than  inti- 
mate the  composure  and  happi- 
ness of  bis  feelingi  by  a  broken 
recital  of  some  favorite  stanzas, 
and  of  two  or  three  appropriate 
passages  of  Scripture. 

The  church,  of  which  he  was 
so  ornamental  and  loved  a  mem- 
ber, and  tbe  prosperity  of  which, 
in  the  deaconal  capacity,  he 
sought  tbroogb  a  long  scries  of 
years  with  unwearied  aSection 
and  steadiness,  preserves  his  me- 
mory .  with  warm  regard;  and 
earnestly  entreats  that  very  many 
of  a  kindred  xpirit,  and  a  corre- 
sponding demeanour,  may  be 
raised  up.  to  occupy  tbe  places 
which  the  removal  of  himself,  and 
several  others  of  his  own  standing, 
has  rendered  vacant.  He  died, 
January  12th,  1830,  aged  74 
years.  Only  three  days  before  bis 
decease,  his  affectionate  and  es- 
teemed partner,wbo  had  long  been 
the  subject  of  a  very  severe  aSic. 
tion,  borne  throughout  with  more 
than  ordinary  Christian  fbrlttnde 
and  resignation,  terminated  her 
suffering  career,  and  entered  into 

rest "  They  were  lovely  and 

pleasant  in  their  lives,  and  in  their 
death  they  were  not  divided."

to  ihaf  I  cannot  come  doom:  v>kg 
thould  the  work  ceaie,'  whiht  I 
leave  if,  and  come  dawn  to  you  ?'' 

The  bixiory,  in  which  tliis  pas- 
sage may  b.e  found,  shews  in  a 
BlFOng  point,  of  light,  tlial  those 
who  sincerely  engage  ia  a  great 
woric  mast  expect  to  meet  with 
great  difficulty  und  strong  oppo- 
sition. Wbt^p  Judca  was  euiao- 
cipated  from  Babylon  the  land  of 
the  Cbaldeans,  and  had  relumed 
into  thatr  aaiive  country,  Ibey 
flattered  theutselres  their  troubles 
were  now  ended.  God  bad  braLen 
down  the  wails  of  Babel,  and 
they  sang  again  the  songs  of  Zioa; 
even  tlie  merning  stars  seemed  in 
concert  Blionling  for  joy.  The 
church  owned,  God  iud  doDe 
gteat  things  for  ihem,  and  so  notv 
they  tboggbt  tliey  had  nothing  to 
do  but  to  rear  God's  allar,  rebuild 
bis  temple,,  and  to  carry  on  his 
worship  ;  but  no  sooner  did  they 
begin  tlie  work,  and  contemplate 
the  building  the  city,  than  they 
were  beset  with  new  enemies. 
Here  wa»  Sanballot  and  Tobiah,

The  conduct  of  liiose  wicked 
men  shews,  ia.  a  strong  point  of 
tight,  bow  the  most  iniqnitons 
practices  mqy  be  carried  an  nadei  - 
the  fairest  pr«toDces.  Nehemiab 
V  their  inteations,  for,  says  be^ 
hey  thoogbt  to  do  ma'  mis. 
chief;"  tbns  ofUnliaieSt  have  the 
mosl  daring  schemes  been  intended 
to  be  put  in  execution ;  God's  aer- 
vants  had  need  to  be  as  wise  as 
secpenls,  and  as  barmlesa  as  dove'St 
We  see  a  pleasing  nnion  of  thesa 

ilies  in  Nehemiah'a  coHdoct. 

says,  io  return;  "  I  am  about 
a  great  work  and  cannot  corns 
(lowu."  He  is  as  firm  as  a  rock, 
and  not  to  be  direpled  from  bi^ 
object,  with  all  iLeir  iutriguaa; 
and' yet  there  is  that  wisdom  ia 
him,  not  to  expose  hi meeU^  But  b« 
sent  them  an  stiswer,  as  supposing 
they  bad  meant  all  they  said,  asid 
no  more.;-,-basays,  "lamaJiost 
a  great  work  ;'' he  did  not  say  they 
were  God's  enemiei;  and  bad 
bloody  designs  against  bim :  but 
ba  nuswered  ihem  tbae :  "  be  it 
so  esactly  aa  yon  say,  I  cannot 
attend  lo  it,  I  cannot  come  dowj)^ 
I-  am  about  a  great  work,  I  have 
na  limei  to  spare.''  It  may  ba 
askedv  what  was  it  so  great,  onljr 
building  a  wall?  I  answer,  ene 
would  think  that  not  so  gceat  ia 
itself,  as  ia  its  effect.  Tbjs  wall 
was  designed  to  secure  the  cilyj 
and  that  city  was  whero  God's 
not'ship  was  lo  be  re^^stablisbedt 
It  was  retativcry  great,  great  iq 
its  efiecl;  so  that  tbe  circtiw- 
atsnces  in  which  Xehemiah  was 
placed,  apply  to  all  the  godly  in 
every  age.  It  was  this  ardenli 
lore  of  God  that  made  them  hiw« 
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»  mind  to  Work:  tonbhed  with  tfae 
lore  of  Ooil  ftnd  of  their  coantry, 
they  heltl  the  airord  in  one  hand 
and  a  trowel  in  the  other,  and 
thoB  they  laboured  from  the  rising 
of  the  morning  till  the  stars  ap- 
peared, withoot  murniuring;  for 
their  hearts  were  engaged  in  the 
work.  Thfy  were  employed  to 
rear  the  wall  that  ahoald  secure 
the  city  of  God,  and  which  waa  to 
be  the  seat  of  his  worsbip;  and 
they  Dursaed  it  with  delight.  Vut 
passing  Neltemiah,  I  am  sure 
Ton  wilt  not  think  me  misapply- 
ing my  subject,  in  applying  it 
to  yon;  it  is  fit  language  to  be 
•dopte«l  by  yoU  on  all  fotnre  occa- 
■ioDs.  Wliatever  temptationsfrom 
persons,  or  things,  may  tend  to 
divert  your  attention  from  jonr 
work,  this  »ill  furnish  yoo  uiih 
fen  immediate  answer:  "I  am 
about  a  great  work  and  cannot 
eonte  down."  You  know  it  is  a 
edmmoo  excuse  with  worldly  per- 
sons, "  religion  is  a  very  good 
thing,  but  I  cannot  spare  time  to 
attend  to  it  now:  I  hope  to  get 
time  one  day  or  other,  but  for  the 
present  I  must  defer  it ;  I  am  too 
much  engaged."  Reverse  this 
mode  of  arguing;  if  the  world  or 
any  thing  else  call  off  yoor  atten- 
tion, say,  I  cannot  spare  time,  "  I 
am  about  a  great  work  atid  canaot 

Yon  will  give  me  your  affec 
tienate  attention,  while  I  offer  t 
few  remarks  on  this  great  subject : 

},  You,  my  brethren  and  sis. 
ters,  you  are  now  engaged  in  a 
great  work.  It  may  be  thought, 
that  to  insist  upon  the  magnitude 
of  your  work,  may  have  a  teo- 
deney  to  dismay  your  minds,  but, 
if  I  may  jadge  of  yoor  feelings  by 
my  o#n,  I  am  in  more  danger  of 
benumbing  insensibility,  than  of 
despondency.  1  had  rather  have 
a  due  sense  of  the  magnitude  of 
Bty  work,  especially  if  I  know  and 
believe  it  is  tiod's  work. 


Hy  brethreo,  think  of  the  vast 
magnitude  of  yonr  wotk,  think 
parlicnlarly  the  work  in  which  yos 
engage  is  the  saving  of  souls,  and 
that  is  a  f^al  work  truly. 

Yon  know  the  world  would 
smile  at  such  an  idea,  they  would 
treat  it  with  scorn  and  look  upon 
it  as  puerile  ;  but  the  work  of 
saving  souls  will  be  found  of 
more  consequence  than  the  es- 
tablisLing  of  empire,  which  is 
bot  as  ohild'a  play  compared  to 
it.  Tho  salvation  of  a  soul  is  of 
inore  account,  and  will  nne  day 
appear  so,  than  the  temporal  sal- 
vation of  a  kingdom.  The  de- 
liverer of  an  empire  threatened 
with  invasion  or  ruin,  interests 
himself  nobly  ;  and  the  man  that 
eierts  his  talents  to  accomplish 
it,  gains  deserved  honor  and 'ap- 
plause :  but  the  man,  who,  from 
love  to  Christ  and  the  souls  of  bis 
frllow-creatures,  shall  run  between 
the  dead  and  the  living,  to  rescue 
them,  runs  and  pants  for  a  nobler 
and  unfading  crown;  he  is  em- 
ployed in  a  work,  big  with  far 
greater  consequences ;  and  this 
will  be  made  evident  in  the  day  of 
account.  *'  He  that  converts  a 
sinner  from  the  error  of  hia  ways, 
saves  B  soul  from  death."  James 
V.  20.     Add  to  this, 

11.  You  are  not  only  to  be 
employed  in  the  work  of  saving 
souls  (yon  know  in  what  sense  I 
mean);  you  are  also  to  be  em- 
ployed in  establishing  ibe  Gospel, 
in  a  conatry  where  it  has  been  for 
ages  nnheard  of  and  unknown,  I 
think,  myself,  this  is  a  matter  of 
far  gremer  importance  than  the 
salvation  merely  of  a  few  indivi. 
duals  in  India;  the  establishment 
ofa  Christian  cHUBCHin  a  town 
or  a  village,  a  city  or  a  country, 
is  of  more  account  than  the  con- 
version of  a  few  individuals,  by 
onr  means,  can  be  :  for  it  is  the 
appointed  meana  of  saving  aoub 
for  ages  to  come. 
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It  was  a  great  work  for  Paul 
md  Silas,  to  have  bean  JDstrn. 
mental  in  the  sakalioD  of  the 
jailor  and  his  lioase  ;  of  Ljdia 
eod  her  family ;  hat  whether  or 
not  they  were  aware  of  the  cod- 
■equence,  we  cannot  tell.  Tboagb 
thia  was  the  6rst  time  tbey  set 
their  foot  on  Earopean  groonil, 
they  lighted  ap  the  lamp  of  the 
Goapel,  wbicb  haa  never  been  es- 
lidguiafaBd,  and  by  whii'h  means 
tliousaDds  of  millions  in  after  ages 
Lave  been  brought  to  eternal  glory, 
in  consequence  of  tbeir  having 
lighted  up  thia  lamp  of  saUalion. 

Beloved  friends,  ;oa  are  going 
oo  a  similar  errand ;  yoD.and  your 
brethren  with  whom  you  will  la. 
bonr,  are  employed  in  tLna  ligbu 
ing  up  this  lamp  in  the  dark  re- 
gions of  the  earth;  »n<l  who  can 
calculate  how  long  it  shall  con. 
tinoe  to  bnrn  ?  you  are  about  a 
great  work.  Let  me,  in  the  next 
place,  add — 

III.  It  is  a  work  so  greatas  ne. 
cessarily  to  occupy  all  your  atten- 
tion. Yon  have  no  time  to  spare  ; 
so  that  if  other  things  intrude, 
which  tend  to  call  off  your  at. 
tention,  yoa  must  say,  ''  We  are 
about  a  great  work,  and  cannot  be 
hindered."  You  may  expect  va- 
rioua  things  that  will  invite  your 
attention,  bntyou  must  not  regard 
(hem;  I  do  not  say  but  you  may 
have  occasion  to  be  employed  in 
many  things  besides  religion,  but 
tliese  most  be  all  snbsorTieDt  there- 
to, that  being  the  great  work  you 
must  never  lose  sight  of.  In  the 
first  instance ; — if  politics  should 
he  the  talk  in  the  conntry  ;  if  the 
people  should  be  at  any  time  (and 
they  may  be  there  aa  well  as  here) 
interested  and  much  employed  in 
conversation  od  these  topics,  do 
yon  take  care,— that  ia  not  your 
hnsineas;  it  is  a  matter  that  does 
not  belong  to  yon ;  make  answer 
in  this  langaage,  "  We  are  about » 
great   Work,    and   cannot    come 
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down;  we  did  not  come  bore  to 
aettle  the  affjira  of  the  nation,  w« 
come  only  to  proclaim  the  glad 
tidings  of  salvation  through  Jeans 
Clirist,  and  that  most  be  onr  work.'! 
If  your  hearts  are  divided,  yon 
will  do  lao  good,  you  will  do 
barm;  or  aopposing  any  other 
worldly  matters,  (for  otber  thinga 
will  come  in.jifschemesand  plana 
of  any  worldly  advantage  present 
thettiselvei ;  thia  must  be  yonr 
answer;  "  >Ve  are  about  a  great 
work,  and  cannotcome  down;  for 
why  should  the  work  cease  whilst 
we  leave  it,  and  come  down  to 
yon."  It  is  by  an  undivided  atten- 
tion to  the  work  of  the  Lord,  that 
the  serviiQta  of  God  havo  been 
most  successful.  It  waa  thus  with 
Nehemiafa,  yon  will  observe  hfa 
whole  heart  )vbs  in  his  work,  and 
hia  hands  were  employed  night 
and  day ;  his  attention  to  his  work 
was  undivided;  so  must  it  he  with 
you,  or  the  Lord  wilt  not  blesa 
you.  So  it  was  with  Paul,  and  so 
it  lias  ever  been  with  those  minis, 
ten  whom  God  baa  in  the  highest 
degree  honored, 

IV.  It  is  a  work  in  which  yon 
onghtio  lay  your  account  witi\  a 
coDsidcrable  degree  of  oppoaition 
and  difficulty.  This  is  inseparable 
from  any  great  work  of  God;  and 
it  cannot  be  expected,  but  it  sbonid 
be,  so  long  as  Satan  reigns  and 
baa  such  iufluence.  He  will  dis- 
pute every  iuch  of  ground  ;  he 
will  not  suffrr  you  to  take  pofsei- 
sioD  of  his  territory  (as  be  is  apt . 
to  imagine  it)  quietly.  You  most 
not  only  expect  opposition  from 
the  natives,  especially  the  Bra- 
mins,  but  ifyou  shonld  meet  with 
opposition  from  professed  Chri^ 
tians,  you. need  not  wonder..  £u- 
ropean  settlers,  who  'r«side  on 
the  spot,  whose  hearts  are  not 
rightwithGod,  they  are  near  akin  to 
.idolaters,  and  are  tenapioaa  of  the 
brutal  dnngtiill  gods  of  tlie  Hio- 
doosj  as  if  their  own,  and  you 
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fitaf  MtpMt  fb«m  to  stop  jon,  if 
tb«7  ■oati'i  for  "my  pxrt  I  'Lsto 
Wondered  at  the  proTideDce  of 
God,  in  thRt  tbey  have  not  been 
stepped'often  ;  it'isnot  from  warrt 
of  iDolination  en 'their  parta,  £n- 
ropean  magiatrateB,  in<t4*ed,  have 
lieen  (Hspoied  bj  God  1o  'favor. 
them,  and  if  you  go  on  faithfully, 
^e  will  malce  your  way  plain;  but 
do  not  wonder  if  joa  meet  with 
opposltioD, 

It  ii  surprising,  in  all  the  Mis- 
tionftry  attempts  of  late,  %veTare. 
ly- hear  of  'any  martyrdoms;  and' 
^t  there  were  hut  a  few  apoglles.l 
^ho  did  not  die  martyrs,  sealmg 
their  testimony  with  their  'blood. 
fPerbaps  it  is  on  Ihe  principle  of  not 
Itatting  new  wine  into  old  bottles : 
perhaps  our  heavenly  Father 
«iders  ns  bnt  as  diildren  at  present, 
Bndweak;  butffheshoQldcallyoD 
4o  lay  down  yoor  life  for^he  name' 
'of  his  8  on  Jesns,  then  it  is  be  ex-, 
■peets  yon  to  do  it.  It  were  no 
'great  wonder  if  a  heathen  mob, 
^ilce  that  efEphestts,  which  rushed 
■«a  Panl,  were  to  assemble  about 
;ou ;  and  if  tboossnda 
'Btorm  and  ery  aloud  and  cast  Anst 
>in  the  air,  and  you,  hear  *'  greift 
>is  Jagg^rnaull"  and,  perhaps, 
"frhile  tbus  making  devastation  all 
■around,  someone  of  the  servants 
of  Christ  may  fall  a  sacrifice  to 
'their  furious  and  diabolic  zeal  :— 
-if  it  be  so,  let  me  tell  yon,  yon 
cannot  die  in  a  better  cause.  It 
will  not  do  for  a  Christian  mis- 
UDoary  to  express  fear  and  shon 
'death ;  yon  -must  put  yonr  lives  in 
-your  hands  :  he  that  has  not  thus 
-eooDted  the  cost,  had  better  stay 
'Bt  home.  Bvt  let  me  add  once 
-TOore-: — 

-  V.  If  yon  may  expettt-great 
'dlf&eoltysird  muoh  opposition,  it 
-'Js'a  -work  in  wbicli  you  faavejiredl 
mwcouragement:  let  me  direct  your 
vttention  to  this  great  consider- 
-tttkm  ■  yea,  it  Is  a  work  in  wbiofa 
4l>«re4B  tlte  greatest  -poarible  en- 


couragemenl,   partioalarly  consi* 
tiering  it  isihe  Lord's  work.    If 
were  going  about  a  work  of 
your  own  |  tfyou  were  sullen  anA 
discontent  with  yoDr'coutilry,  and 
determined  to  try  yonr  fortune  in 
belter ;  jon  would  be  going  a^ut 
our  own  work,  and  1  should  not 
now  what  encouragement  to  give 
on.    But  you  are  not  going  aboot 
this  work,  to  find  a  residence  more 
snited  to  your  inclination,;  you  are 
ippy  in   your  country,   nothing 
constrains  you  to  It^ave  it,  but  the 
love  of  Ohrisi.     I  am  confident  it 
piece  of  s^lf.deuial  for  yon  to 
leave  your  nttttve  country,  your 
kindred,    and    your     friends,— it 
must  be  so;    but  it  is   not  your 
'Dwn  work,  it  is  the  Lord's,  and 
In  this  there  is   the  greatrst  -ea. 
ceuragement;  for,  brethren,   you 
are'labonrers  together  with  God. 
The  work  in   which    you  engage 
had  its  foundation  laid  afan  im- 
mense expense — the  blood  of  ths 
Scivioor;    yes,    brethren,    the  Sa. 
viour  laid   the  foundaticrn  of  thit 
temple  about  which  yon  are  going 
to  work,  and  he  laid  it  in  his  own 
blood.     He  died  to  rear    it;  ho 
thought  it  not  too  much  to  poor 
out  his  whole  soul  to  rear  a  tem- 
ple for  Ood ;  to  save   immortal 
BOids.     You  engage  in  The  same 
work;  it  is  for  yon  to  carry  on 
that  work  which  the  Saviour  be- 
gan ;    what  a  stimulus    is    thisl 
A,gain: 

It  is  a  work  which  occupies 
the  first  place  in  God's  designs, 
or  I  might  gay,  a  last  placej  it  is 
an  ultimate  place.  Did  you  never 
Temai4(-a  passage,  in  whidh  Paul, 
speaking  of  Christ,  says,  "  ail 
things  were  made  'by  Him,  and 
for  Him,"  adding,  "  and  by  Him 
all  things  do  consist."-Cob3s.  i.  18> 
He  is  not  only  the  Creator  of  the 
world,  bur  alt  that  ia  oreated,  is 
created"  by  ifim,  and  for  Him  ^' 
all  tbinjjs  are  desigBed  -by  imiii^ 
lot  Wi  glory. 
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Creation  is  the  granil  itage  on 
which  the  work  of  liuman  redeiup. 
tfon  is  acliDg  :  Providence  is  lite 
great  agent  (a  bring  aboat  tbig 
end,  CroBtion  and  ProTidence  are 
onlj  different  wlieels  in  this  ma- 
chine, set  up  (o  bring  about  the 
work  of  salvation:  that  work,  tfien, 
U  the  ultimate  object  in  the  de. 
signs  or  God.  [i  is  that  work  fur 
which  the  world  was  created  and 
is  goTeraed. 

Wo  sea  in  diviDe  providence 
much  of  these  things.  If  we  loolc 
into  sacred  historj',  we  see  that 
uottfd  city,  Babj^lon  tiie  Great, 
and  wherefore  was  this  raised  to 
this  height  of  greatness  ?  To  be 
God's  rod  to  correct  his  people, 
the  Jeu  a  ;  and  when  that  end  was 
answered,  what  became  of  it! 
Bub^lon.'OQce  the  mistress  nf  the 
world,  is  now  destroyed  ;  the  stu- 
pendoas  walls  and  massy  gates  of 
BabytoD,  shall  fall  at  iLe  com. 
inand  of  God  to  liberate  bis 
people. 

Home  was  a  mighty  empire, 
long  Bourishing  anil'  powerful ; 
and  wliy  -was  Konie  raised  to  such 
«  pitch  of  greatness?  It  was  tlie 
occusioQ  of  the  iolrodnction  of  the 
Gospel  into  Europe.  Britain's 
having  been  conquered  by  the 
Roniana,  a  little  while  before 
the  coming  of  Cbriat,  eSeciu^dly 
paved  the  way  for  tbe  spread  of 
Cbrisiianity  in  this  island.  For- 
asmuch us  the  Gospel  was  known 
in  the  Konian  empire,  ibe  seal  of 
empire,  then  tbe  mistress  and 
lawgiver  of  the  world  ;  thousands 
of  the  Roman  ofScers  and  soldiers 
wontd  most  probably  partake  of 
the  spirit  of  the  Gospel,  and  be 
the  means  to  impart  it. 

Thus  Rome  was  raised,  and  for 
this  pnrpose,  doubtless,  were  her 
conquests  pushed  on  !  How  do 
we  know,  but  that  Britain's  con. 
^aesta  in  the  East  .are  designed 
of -God  -for  the  aame   end :  for 


St 

my  QWQ  part,  I  have  little  don$t 
respecliag  it.  As  to  the  motives  ^f 
those  concerned  in  carrying  it  oq, 
t  know  not  what  they  may  be: 
God  has  often  overruled  for  good 
these  things.  And  I  have  Titlfe 
doubt,  but  that  the  slave  trade 
itself,  with  all  its  horrors,  will  be 
overruled  by  God  for  the'salv^. 
tioD  of  souls :  many  thousands,  J 
have  reason  to  hope,  have  already 
embraced  the  Saviour,  of  whom  ■ 
they  uiigbt  never  otherwise  have 
heard.  Well  may  we  cry  out  with 
Paul :  •'  O,  tbe  depths  of  the  riches 
of  his  grace!  how  unsearchable 
are  bis  judgments,  and  bis  ways 
past  Gnding  out !''

There  is  not  any  thing  mere  >■)- 
juriouslo  mao,ormoredestructiv« 
bis  spiritual  welfare,  than  pride 
of  intellect ;  and,  if  ever  Uiis  paa- 
was  displayed  by  those  who 
professedly  the  followers  ff  ' 
Christ,  I  think  it  is  in  tlie  preaeqt 
day,  especially  among  some  of 
the  juvenile  teachers  of  religioi). 
Novelty  seems  the  order  of  ibe 
day,  and  there  ia  a  danger  of  oar 
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chnrclua  being  corrupted  from  tbe 
simplicitj  of  tbe  Gospel.  It  would 
be  a  mark  of  greater  wisdom,  ss 
well  as  of  bumilit;,  if  some,  who 
bare  jvflt  entered  upon  ministerial 
duties,  were  leii  dogmatical  in 
their  preaching,  more  p/itient  and 
modest  in  ibeir  inqairies  after 
tratb,  and  more  disposed  to  seek 
connsel  from  aged  miniglers  of  iLe 
Gospel  j  bat,  above  all,  from  tLe 
fountain  of  heavenly  light.  Pre- 
cipitaacj,  false  preconceplions, 
and  pride  of  iinderstanding,  bsTe 
been  tlie  causes  of  many  errors  in 
religion,  tbe  ruin  of  a  minisler'a 
Qsefulneas,  tbe  interraption  of  ihe 
barmoay  of  tbe  chnrcb,  and  fre. 
qnently,tbe  prelude  of  a  downfall, 
Tbe  following  quotation  from  the 
pen  of  Dr.  Watts,  appears   to  be 

Seculiarlv  suitable  to  the  present 
ay;  and  I  hope  that  every  one, 
desirous  of  being  established  in 
tbe  trntbasit  isin  Jesus,  will  read 
it  with  advantage, 

"  Some  persons,  as  soOn  as  they 
begin  to  Gud  further ligbtdawning 
lipoo  their  minds,  and  are  let  into 
the  knowledge  of  some  doctrine 
or  sentiment  which  they  knew 
not  before,  immediately  set  their 
zeal  to  work  :  their  zeal  is  all  on 
a  flame  to  propagate  and  promote 
this  new  lesson  of  irntb,  before 
their  own  hearts  are  well  esta. 
blisbed  in  itnpon  solid  reasoning, 
and  before  they  have  considered

NoristbisthecasoofCbrialiana 
only,  with  relation  to  the  new 
iplnious  they  receive;  there  are 
too  many  who  tuke  np  most  of 
their  articles  of  faith  at  first,  ;with- 
oQt  doe  esaminalion,  and  without 
LDfBcient  argument.  Their  vene- 
'ation  for  great  names,  or  their 
ifiection  to  Apartictt/ar  parly,  baa 
determined  their  opinions  long 
ago ;  their  passions  and  other  pre- 
judices have  formed  their  ichemti 
of  dotdrities  witb  the  neglect  or 
abuse  of  their  nnderslandings, 
and  yet  they  pronouuce  as  posi- 
tively upon  truth  and  error  as 
thoagh  they  were  InfuUible.

What  is  politentnf  it  i«  the 
spirit  of  kindness  over  on  the 
watch  to  please,  and  with  a  tho- 
rough knowledge  kote  to  ple«se. 
To  pay  high  compliments  is  not 
politeDess,  except  to  tbe  vain,  to 
whom  they  cannot  be  paid  wiih- 
ont  either  a  sacrifice  of  moral 
principle,  or  a  serioiiB  moral  in. 
jury.     To  tbe  modeat  and  humble, 


high-strafaied  eomplimenti  will 
ever  give  psin,  even  when  they 
are  jutt ;  and  when  tfaey  bear  tha 
indubitable  stamp  of  tineerity^ 
Ibey  excite  a  blush  which,  per- 
haps, has  in  it  more  of  pain  than 
of  pleasure ;  for  tbe  person 
complimented  calls  to  mind  hia 
imperfection  in  that  very  excel- 
leuce  which  has  called  forth  the 
praise.  If  the  praise  is  public,  he 
is  pained,  too,  by  tbe  appreheUs 
sion  that  tbe  listeners  aroand  him 
will  make  large  dedoclions,  to  his 
disadvantage  and  confusion. 

A  man  who  is  merely  cercMO- 
Mtotu, — who  is  officious  in  bis  sL. 
tentioDs  and  obsequious  in  bis 
manners,  is  far  from  ^eiog  truly  - 
polite.  An  ape  approaches  a^ 
near  to  a  max,  as  lie  to  a  polite 
man.  Perhaps  where  the  mind 
has  not  acquired  a  certain  tact 
and  polish  in  early  life,  from  the 
intercourse  of  cultivated  sosiety, 
a  real  politenesi  is  never  attained. 
It  is  not,  however,  like  the  nev 
birth,  essential  to  the  Christian 
character,  and  indispensable  to  an 
admittance  into  the  kingdom  of 
heaven.  Lovely  as  a  plant  of 
earthly  growth,  if  it  flourish  Id 
the  heavenly  paradise,  flowers  far 
more  beautiful  and  more  fragrant 
will  flourish  there. 

It  is  tbe  office  of  politeness  to 
pleate ;— of  charity,  to  do  good,  or 
to  render  benefit.  Tbe  one  can 
only  cAarm;  the  other  can  bleu. 
Charity  is,  therefore,  the  verr 
essence  of  Christian  virtue:  and 
without  it,  whatever  else  may  be 
denominated  religion,  is  utterly 
vain.  Poll  ten  ess  ,ithougb  not  spe> 
cifjcally  included  id  the  enume- 
ration of  the  apostle,  is  uDquea- 
tionably  among  those  things  whieh 
shall  *'fail,"  and  "vantiA  away," 
But  '^  charily  never,  faiieth," 
Charity,  taking  its  root  on  earth, 
shall  "  abide,"  and  flourish,,  and 
bear  fruit  for  ever  ia  tbe  celes.

tial  paradise.  "  Brotherly  Idve," 
which  is  one  importaat  branch  of 
charitj.  will,  no  doabr,  "  coo- 
linae"  tiiere,  and  will  be  id  cod- 
3tant  exercise  lo  please;  but  not 
to  please  in  such  Utile  thingt 
BS  famish  the  charm  of  earthly 
politeneiB.  The  saiols  on  earth, 
even  in  their  highest  attain mentB, 
are  bm  as  little  children.  S.ach 
is  the  plain  intimatioo  of  the 
apostle  io  his  beautiful  comparison, 
1  Corin.  xiii.  11.  Now,  in  this, 
tbeir  infant  state,  politeness  pre- 
sents the  lay*  wbieh  amuse  and 
delight  them;  but,  in  heavetj, 
they  will  become  men,  and  will 
"  put  away  these  childish  things.'' 

Tbat  poKtenesB,  in  its  gennine 
character,  is  not  incompatible 
with  even  the  loftiest  principles 
of  Christianity,  may  be  inferred 
from  the  example  of  the  apostle 
Paul,  who,  in  his  epistle  to  Phile. 
mon,  and  in  his  address  to  king 
Agrippa,  has  furnished  specimens 
of  distinguished  beauty.  Yet,  a  I. 
loving  politeness  to  be  a  moral 
virtue,  wherever  it  is  the  most 
prominent  »irlne,  ortheon/^  virtue 
promioent,  it  marks  a  character  of 
very  inferior  order.  As  the  court 
dress  of  the  man,  it  k  highly  deco. 
rons ;  but,  as  the  man  himself,  it 
is  a  paltry  thing:  "for  as  the 
body  without  the  spirit  is  dead," 
so,  politeness  without  churity  "  is 
dead  iilso.*' 

The  late  John  Howard,  whose' 
Uemory  as  a  philanthropist,  is  em- 
balnred  in  the  heart  of  every  true> 
Ohristian,  was,  perhaps,  a  polite 
man:  but -how  much  wonid  his 
character  be  lowered  in  oar  es- 
teem, if  he  were  known  to  us  only 
as  "  the  polite  ioho  Howard!" 
White  he  yet  abode  in  his  earthly 
tabersade,  instead  of  groaning  un- 
der its  bnrden,'he  teemed  to  have 
jnit  it  off.  His  heaven-bora  spirit 
fntened  to  the  groans  of  the  crea- 
tioii  annmfl  bim,  aofi  loDgetl  to 


administer  relief.  An  angel  of 
mercy,  be  [lew  from  )an<>  to  land, 
from  clime  to  cliniey  Exploring 
the  darkest  .dungeons,  alleviatiog 
tbe  horrors  of  each  prison-house, 
and  pouring  tbe  balm  of  consols, 
tion  into  the  hearts  of  its  wretched 
inhaftitanis. 

In  short,  while  under  all  the 
most  finished  forms  of  politeness, 
the  heart  may,  [Jossibly,  romain 
cold,  proud,  obdurate,  and  even 
full  of  deceit  and  wickedness;  in 
the  varioDs  exercises  of  a  geonine 
charity,  it  Is  ever  warm,  ever 
humble,  ever  sincere,  *'  ever  made 
of  tenderness,''  and  ever  inttrnt 
upon  doing  good.  Compared  to 
such  a  man  as  John  Howard,  what 
was  an  earl  of  Cliesterlield  7  at 
best,  a  gilded  butterfly  :  but,  in 
fact,  not  so  harmless,  oot  so  in- 
offensive. The  web  of  the  spider 
is  ingenious  and  beautiful,  viewed 
by  a  philosophic  eye,  but  its  aim 
isdestructiuu;  and  polileDE>ss  with- 
out charity  is  not  "  the  spirit  of 
kindness,  ever  on  tbe  watch  lo 
please  ,"  but  rather,  the  spirit  of 
intrigue,   ever   on   the    watch  lo

Serampore.lafowedit  lobe  "my 
earnest  endeavour,  not  merely  to 
give  facts  as  tliey  occurred,  but  to 
idopt  that  mode  of  stating  ihem 
vliich  should  have  the  least  ten- 
dency to  bias  the  reader's  mind." 
Still,  I  knew  it  was  possible  that 
unintenliooal  errors  might  have 
crept  into  my  narrative,  and  such 
I  held  myself  fnlly  prepared  to 
correct;  bnt  I  did  not  anticipate 
being  charged,  either  with  unfair- 
ness or  wilful  misrepreientalion. 
1  am,  however,  uodeceived.  In  a 
pamphlet  which  has  just  appeared 
from  the  pen  of  Dr.  Marsbman, 
the  author  bas  permitted  himself 
often  to  insinuate,  and  repeatedly 

assert,  that  my  statements  are 
abiolutely  uHtnte.  To  me,  I  cen- 
fei^s,  such  charges  are  new.

replying.  I  certainly  knew  that 
the  newly  chosen  secretaries  were 
Dr.  Ryland  and  Mr.  Hinton.  1 
was  well  aware,  also,  of  the 
JnliniBcy  sabsisisling  between  the 
former,  and  Fuller,  and  Carey, 
and  of  the  part  which  my  ve. 
nerable  colleague  had  taken  in 
the  formation  of  the  society, 
three -and -twenty  years  before  the 
period  alluded  to.  Xo  man,  I 
believe,  had  half  so  much  inter- 
course with  Dr.  Rylanilt  on  niis- 
sionary  business,  during  the  last 
ten  years  of  his  life,  as  I  bad. 
And  yet  I  staled  a  fact,  well 
knowD  to  myself,  and  to  erery 
friend  now  living,  who  took  any 
share  in  the  proceedings  of  the 
Society  at  the  time  of  Mr.  Fuller's 
death,  in  the  sentence  condemned 
by  Dr.  Marshman.  I  might  in- 
deed have  used  a  stronger  word 
than  "inconvenience,"  with  per- 
fect propriety,  in  describing  the 
result  of  the  mode  in  which  the 
business  of  the  Society  was  then 
conducted;  as  your  readers  may 
judge,  when  they  are  informed 
tbat,  as  far  as  I  coiilil  ever  learn, 


no  other  record  of  tlia  proceed- 
ings of  tbe  CaromittRfl  was  in  ex- 
istence,when  Dr.  Ryland  assumed 
the  office  of  secretary,  tbap  what 
is  found  in  tbe  periodical  accounts. 
One  striking  proof  of  '^  the  incon- 
venience" I  rrfrrred  to,  occurs  to 
my  recollection,  which  I  mention 
the  rather,  because  Landreds  of 
those  who  witnessed  it  are  yet 
alive.  A  few  weeks  after  the  de- 
cease of  Mr.  Fuller,  an  admirable 
sermon  for  the  mission  was  de> 
livered  at  Spa  Fields  Chapel,  by 
Mr.  HintoR,  one  of  the  secretaries 
of  tbe  Society,  at  the  close  of 
which  he  made  an  earoest  appeal 
to  tbe  very  numerous  auditory,  on 
tbe  ground  of  deticiency  of  funds. 
Scarcely  had  lie  concluded,  how- 
ever, before  another  member  of  tbe 
committee,  Mr.  fSaffery,  stepped 
into  the  pulpit  to  correct  the  state- 
ment just  givcD,  and  to  apprise  tbe 
congregation,  that,  however  deU- 
rable  their  contributions  were,  ibe 
plea  of  deficiency  could  not  be  set 
up,  since  it  had  been  discovered 
that  there  were  soiEie  funds  re- 
maining. One  speaker,  if  not 
two,  from  below,  followed  Mr. 
SafTery  in  further  explanation  or 
remark  on  tbe  same  subject. — Let 
common  sense  decide  whether  such 
a  state  of  things  was  not  "  incon- 
venient." I  recor  to  it,  not  with 
tbe  most  distant  inclination  to  cast 
any  reSection  on  the  excellent 
man,  wbo  fur  so  many  years,  mu- 
naged  tbe  business  of  the  Society. 
1  believe  there  is  not  an  indi- 
vidual on  earth,  beyond  his  own 
family,  who  venerated  him  more 
highly,  or  deplored  bis  logs  more 
sincerely,  than  I  did.  But  I  owe 
it  to  myself,  and  to  tbe  cause, 
which  however  imperfectly,  I  have 
endeavoured,  for  more  than  thir- 
teen years,  faithfully  to  serve,  to 
shew  that  I  have  not  been  gaiily 
of  the  baseness  of  deliberately  re- 
cording an  UD  truth.

iDlS26,  entitled  "Statement rela- 
tive to  Serampore,  by  J.  Marsh- 
nan  ,  D.D."  par  108,  will  be  foand 
the  same  account  contained 
letter,  bearing,  amongst  others, lAe 
itgHtiivre  of  John  Syland. 

3.  In  p.  32,  the  report  of  the 
Society  for  1827  is  referred  to,  at 
slating  that  the  "  Explanatory  Dc. 
claratinn,"  annexed  to  their  letter 
of  Sept,  1817,  was  intended'^  to 
guard  tbeoiselveB  agaiust  any 
convenience  which  luigbt  follo' 
claim  of  this  nature  on  the  part  of 
the  society:"  "><'  ^^^^  statement  is 
described  as  conatiiuling  a  crimi 
"  previonsly  aoknowD  in  the  aQ< 
nalsof  ProtestanimiBsjons."

il  offenctf.  Bat  I  make  no  ex- 
ceptioua  of  this  sort,  and  am  per. 
fcctly  willing  to  bear  whatever 
odinni  the  sentence  may  appear, 
in  tbe  judgment  of  impartiitj  men, 
to  involve.  My 'tod  eh  era  for  tbe 
Bssertion  are  found  in  tbe  Seram- 
letter  itself,  now  tying  before 
with  the  autograph  si^'nalnres 
of  Carey,  Marshman,  and  Ward. 
:,  I  learn,  that  tbe  inconve- 
nience apprehended,  was,  that 
they  might  be  required  either  lo 
receive  coadjutors,  with  whom 
lid  never  unite,  or,  leav- 
ing them  tbe  prenjises,  to  go  with 
their  families  to  seek  a  place  where 
iheycould,  whereon  to  beginanew 
in  life,  when  ready  to  drop  into  - 
tbe  grave.

This  conrse  was 
to  execute  the  Explanatory  Decla- 
ration referred  to,  in  which  they 
"  make  this  solemn  declaration, — 
that  the  said  premises  shall  be 
for  aver  attached  to  tbe  Baptist 
Mission  at  Serampore,  and  be 
for  ever  held  in  trust  by  William 
Carey,  Joshua  Marsbman,  and 
Witltam  Ward,  and  such  persons 
and  such  only,  as  they  shall  here, 
after  appoint,  or  associate  with 
themselves  Id  tbe  trust :"  "  con- 
veying to  them,  as  our  successors, 
the  same  power  we  possess  our- 
stlves,  tbe  exclusive  right  of  obooa- 
ing  their  coadjutors  and  success, 
ors,  with  a  view  to  tbe  propagation 
of  the  Gospel  io  India,  completely 
and  entirely  excluding  the  inter. 
ference  of  any  other  person  either 
in  Europe  or  India-" — "And  tbey 
t'nriher  declare,  that  it  is  their  wilt;

Marshman'B  estabtishaient,  I  lud 
observed  that  "  statementi  on  tbe 
subject  had  been  sent  to  Dr.  M. 
biaiself,  bnl  no  answer  hail  been 
received,  Tbe  welfare  of  tike 
Mission  was  thought  imperiously 
to  require  tbut  tbe  committee 
aiwnid  be  furnished  with  a  reply 
to  Ibese  accusations.  But  how 
was  this  to  be  obtained  ?  Whence 
but  from  his  venerable  friend.  Dr. 
Carey?"  On  this,  piy  accuser 
attempts  to  ground  a  charge  of 
palpable  absurdity,  as  well  as  of 
gross  falsehood,  as  if  we  had  ei- 
pecled  IB  January,  an  answer  to 
a  letter  forwarded  to  India  only 
foar  months  previous*,  and  tbis 
is  exhibited  to  tbe  eye  in  Italics 
and  capitals,  as  something  "  if 
possible,  itill  more  melancholy 
than  what  had  precedfd  it."

considered  my  onn  persouiil  s]v- 
plication  to  Dr.  M.  insufficient  lo 
meet  the  exigenvy  of  llw  case, 
Whether  they  anticipated,  as  iha 
event  proved,  thatno  repLj'  w-ould 
be  given  by  Dr.  M.,  I  do  oat  le.

In  the  nia- 
nagement  of  these,  our  brethren  act,  of 
course,  diatindly  from  the  Society,  al- 
though effectually  cooperating  with  us 
in  every  thing  that  can  tidviUHtc  the  caitte 
oflbe  Redeemer  in  India."  Per,  Ace  No.

It  did  not  My,  the 
Serampore  UiBUOnarieB"acted,  of  comae, 
diatinctly  from  the  Society,  in  ike  manage- 
ment of  their  AFFAIKl,"  but  that,  •<  in  the 
manageramt  of  their  rvaot  tbey  acted 
distinctly  from  the  SocietyL"  the  diatinctiaa 
is  Dbrious  ;  but  so  for  from  ita  being  true 
that  this  meeting  •■trampled  nppa  tlie 
di^dsions,  and  nullified  tlie  acts,  and  re- 
scinded the  declarations  of  the  Binning, 
ham  meeting,"  it  actually  re-enacted  and 
confirmed  them.  In  the  preamble  to  its 
molutionB,  tttearowcd  object  expressed 
is,  "the  anxious  deure  felt  to  pot  an  end 
tu  all  the  misapprehension  which  had  ex- 
isted between  them  and  their  much  esteem- 
ed brethren  at  Serampore,  fiir  whoni,  on 
account  of  their  serricca  and  labour*  m 
the  cause  of  God,  they  had  ever  cheriAed 
the  Btmoat  venention  and  the  wannest 
aflvction."  In  the  first  reeolution,  after 
meotioniDg  that  varioDs  passagea  in  the 
periodical  accotmU,  &c.,  &c,  they  «y 
"  that  the  property  at  Serampore  belonga 
clearly  md  unequivocally  to  the  Society 
in  England,"  and"  that  it  has  hitherto  been 
held  by  the  re aidenl  miastonariet  as  tm»- 
tees  for  the  Society,"  it  is  then  added,"  Iba 
committee  cannot,  therefore,  but  feel  that, 
nere  they  to  consent  to  the  alienation  irf 
the  property  firom  tlK  Society,  they  wonld 
violate  the  confidence  rrpoacd  in  them  by 
the  public,  and  be  guilty  ofa  dereliction  of 
their  duty."

When  they  entered  his 
house  Ibej  tnt  asked  him  whellier,  if  they 
would  spare  his  life  at  that  time,  he  would 
pronuM  to  go  constantly  to  mass  duriag  Ui 
life.  He  asked  tbem,  whether  was  it  fitter  te 
obey  (hem  or  God?  they  replied,  "God  to  be 
sure."

I  did 
arf,  and  the  man  aaid,  there  waa  an  expectatiDa 
that  Prototantiam,  as  he  expreaaed  it,  would 
be  overturned  ahortly,  and  that  really  he  coo- 
aidered  Chat  religion  (he  bat  of  the  two,  uaiiig 
his  own  worda.

Althaugh  My  ia  the  noM  nnikvourable 
nionth  in  the  year  for  rounding  the  Cape, — . 
a  aeaaan  in  wldeh  the  sea  ia  geniTBlly  exceed- 
ing rough,  and  violent  windt  are  expected — 
yet  it  waa  aa  mild  aid  pleaaaot,  when  we 
were  paning  it,  as  the  month  of  May  is  in 
England  j  and  the  aea  waa  calm,  and  the 
heavens  serene  as  could  be  desired  hy  any 
person  in  such  a  situation.  Our  heavmly 
Father  baa  evidently  appeared  a  God  hearing 
and  anaweriog  prayer.  Many,  very  many, 
prayers  have  ascended  to  heaven  on  our  be- 
half, from  ftienda  in  England,  and  eipeciatly 
in  Luton,  that  we  might  hove  a  aafe  and  a 
comfortable  pasaage.  The  Lord  has  lisieneil 
to  these  i^nfflts,  and  we  hope  it  ia  a  ple<^e 
that  he  will  still  reply  to  those  which  have 
been  offered  to  bim  for  aucccsa  to  attend  our 
labours  in  the  enlargement  of  the  Redeemer^ 
Idngdom.  and  the  convertioti  of  soids. 

With  the  eieeption  of  the  first  sabba^ 
we  have  Kad  puUic  service  and  preaching, 
either  on  the  quarter-deck  or  in  ^c  cuddy, 
every  Lord's  day  since  we  have  been  on  board.

On  two  of  these  occasions,  1  hove 
enjoyed  the  company  and  asfdstance  of  dear 
brother  Nich^ds,  who  kindly  prenched  for  me, 
sod  whcse  loithfBl  services  will,  I  trust,  be  emi- 
nently blessed.  During  the  last  four  months 
runety-fimr  have  been  added  to  these  churches 
by  baptism,  and  it  was  peculiariy  gratifying

iDterest,  she  was  called  to  a  world 
of  spirits.  Vet  Ibis  touching  event 
lias  been  attended  with  rich  con- 
solation ;  for  though  her  aojonrn 
amoDgat  as  was  short,  her  Chris- 
tiaa  character  had  become  abun. 
dantly  matured,  and  her  death 
was  most  blessed. 

When  at  tbe  age  of.fifteeu, 
the  dying  consael  of  an  eXicel- 
lent  motbAr  produced  a  slight 
-and  temporary  impression  on  .her 
mind,  but  it  was  not  till  she  was 
between  seventeen  and  eighteen 
years  of  age,  that  she  became  de. 
■oidedly  pious.  Hlappeniog.  by  the 
nerciinl  providence  of  God,  to 
be  cooducted  one  Sabbath  alter- 
noon  to  tbe  chapel  of  the  late 
Rev.  S.  Kilpin,  of  Exeter,  Which 
site  entered  to  present  the  injnry 
«r  her  apparel   by  ao  unexpected 
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shower  of  rain,  whwe  on  ber  way 
to  chnrcfa  ;  abe  heard  him  preacb 
a  sermon  reUlJng  to  the  future 
jndgment.  Her  attention  became  . 
riveted,  the  trnlh  of  God  wrought 
with  eaei^y  on  her  mind,  and, 
through  the  blessed  spirit,  she 
began  to  detect  the  bidden  world. 
linesB  and  nngodliuessof  the  heart, 
to  repent  of  sin,  and  lo  receive  tbe 
t;race  of  God  in  liia  Sun  Jesus 
Christ.  After  her  conversion,  her 
love  to  the  Saviour  and  her  joy  ia 
him  soon  began  to  be  very  abun. 
dant,  and  she  became  evidendj 
a  new  creatnre  in  Christ  Jesus. 
SabseqnenlJy  to  the  decease  of  her 
mother,  she  had  been  mnch  draws 
intogaysociety.  Lovely  in  ber  per* 
Booal  appearance^  of  «legant  man- 
ners, and  possessed  of  a  fiae  taste 
for  music  and  singing,  she  had 
enjoyed  the  world's  smile,  and  had 
felt  its  fasciaBtion  ;  bat,  from  the 
time  of  her  spiritual  change,  she 
renounced  all  mere  worldly  so* 
ciety  ;  and  thongh  to  the  last  she 
was  a  "  sweet  harmonist,"  it  be- 
came her  settled  and  undeviating 
purpose  to  sing  andplny  nothing 
j>ut  sacred  mnsic,  and  with  a  view 
lo  express  or  excite  the  emotioDS 
of  piely. 

Shortly  after  her  conversion  to 
God,  she  became  an  orphan.  In 
her  diary,  part  of  which  was 
written  so  recently  as  the  be- 
ginning of  the  present  year,  she 
thus  refers  to  that  event:  **  Tboa 
knowcst,  0  Lord,  when  1  re- 
nounced the  world  and  drelared 
myself  on  thy  side,  that  I  gave 
mjseli  lo  thee,  and    Ihna  far  iji

Tbon  didal,  vhea  mj  father  and 
mother  left  me,  take  tne  up,  and  I 
have  beeoenabled  to  view  alleventi 
in  thine  band,  and  tbine  hand 
in  all  eventE  from  that  period." 

To  eulogize  the  dead  h  not 
viae ;  bat  her  bereaTed  hoaband 
may  be  allowed  to  bear  faia  nn. 
affected  teatimonj  to  the  grace  of 
God,  which  brightly  ahoaein  her. 
Their  oourae  together  wa>  short, 
.  hut  he  well  remambera  the  fre- 
qnent  impresaiona  of  her  onostcn- 
tations  piety  on  hia  mind.  Her 
cfaeerfnl  confldeace  in  Divine  Pro. 
TJdence,  the  tenderneta  of  her 
aSeotion,  her  delight  in  Sabbetb- 
scbool  instrnction  and  in  (be  aer- 
ticee  of  benevolent  inslitntiona, 
her  eeal  for  the  extenaioo  of  the 
Redeemer'a  kingdom,  her  abhor- 
rence of  all  etil  apeakiug,  and  ber 
love  of  troth,  rendered  her  an  in- 
valnabla  partner.  Especially  faaa 
he  been  often  struck  with  the 
happintu  of  her  religioo,  (for  ahe 
would  often  break  forth  into  a  aong 
of  praise  to  the  Redeemer,)  and 
with  her  respect  to  whaterer  she 
deemed  to  be  the  will  of  God. 
And  aa,  in  obeying  and  ao fieri ng 
that  will,  ahe.  fband  the  riaing 
«ppoaitiou  of  the  inward  mind, 
■he  wonld  be  filled  with  giief  on 
(hat  aeeooDt ;  nor  would  she  oeate 
from  the  conflict  till  throagfa  the 
grace  of  her  Safionr  ahe  had 
gained  the  rietory.  She  walked 
hambly  with  herOod,  for,  poa- 
seaaiog  a  quick  and  delicate  per. 
ception  of  the  evils  of  the  heart, 
she  waa  ready  to  place  herself 
among  the  chief  (rfahinera.  Mnch 
of  her  time  was  apent  in  aecret 
-prayer,  and  moat  frequently  abe 
wo'old  endeavour  to  find  an  op- 
portunity for  reading  the  Word 
of  God  in  the  middle  of  the  day, 
aa  well  aa  in  (he  morning  and 
evening.  Greatly  did  she  dislike 
■  that  sickly  pro fesi ion  of  religion 


which  seekf  only  to  be  aootbed ; 
ahe  desired  to  be learcked,. stirred 
ap,  and  quickened  in  God's  ways. 
Aoxioua  as  she  waa  to  cultivate  her 
onderatanding,  and  to  increase  in 
all  useful  knowledge,  she  sought 
aupremely  after  the  llnowledge  of 
God.  "  O  bleased  Saviour,"  abe 
writes  in  ber  little  diary,  "inoreaae 
my  lore  to  tface,  and  grant  me  sweet 
visions  of  heaven."—"  Thou  art 
the  fountain  of  peaen,  it  is  from 
ihpc  I  derive  every  blesaing  I 
enjoy," — "  I  wonld  desire  to  im- 
prore  eaoh  day,  and  daily  to  be 
looking  forward  te  my  rest  above." 
— "  Heavenly  Father,,  grant  me 
forlitnde  for  diat  boor  which  ia  ap> 
pro«Ghing;  may  i  eihibit  to  theae 
around  that  my  mind  ia  atayed  on 
the  rock  of  ages,  and  may  I  glo. 
rify  thee ;  all  events  are  in  thy 
hand,  and  with  thee  would  I  leave 
them."  In  her  laat  remarks,  dated 
3d  Jannary,  ahe  writes,  "  I  would 
lament  my  sIowmss  to  laarn  tht 
leaaona  which  thy  providcnca  has 
been  designed  to  teach  '  tliat  I 
am  bnt  a  pilgrim  and  aojonrner 
here,'  and  thai  tbia  world  b  only 
a  wildernesi.  I  wonld  thank  thoe. 
holy  Father,  foreret^  tbon  wfaiek 
has  lain  across  the  road,  for  thtti 
knowaat  what  human  hearia  would 
prove,  how  alow  to  karn  the  dic> 
tatas  of  tby  love.  Grant  me  tby 
grace,  hvour,  and  direction  through 
this  life,  however  short  or  long  it 
may  be,  and  above,  above  all,  pre- 
serTB  me  f rom  mysei^,  my  oHin  Aeort, 
which  ia  luy  greatest  bnsmt.** 

Though  beranmmoDB  waa  short, 
she  waa  ready  to  meet  the  heavcttly 
bridegroom,  for  her  lamp  had 
been  well  dimmed.  Truly  the 
blessed  Saviour  helped  her  power- 
fully,for  her  calmness  and  patience 
were  exemplary.  On  the  day 
praviouB  to  her  decease,  she  said 
to  her  husband,  "  I  think  you 
must  prepare  to  give  me  np." 
Havii^  been  told  of  the  opinioa

The  Two  Covenants. 

In  examining  the  Bermoos  of  Je. 
■ns,  or  ibe  writings  of  inspired 
apostles,  it  mast  have  struck  every 
reader  how  very  frequently,  in 
matters  of  bigli  imporiaace,  a  di- 
rect appeal  is  made  to  ifae  Scrip, 
(ures.  Men  of  eminence  for  tu- 
lent  and  learning,  bad  even  then 
endeavonred  to  illustrate  divine 
truth  by  collecting  the  different 
Blatementa  of  the  sacred  records, 
as  to  each  of  its  doctrines,  into  one 
focus,  tbus forming  whatweshonld 
call  a  system  of  theology.  Those, 
however,  wlio  were  i-ocapable  of 
error,  teach  us  at  otice  to  appeal 
(o  an  infallible  standard,  and  only 
to  sappose  that  pure  truth  is  to 
be  derived  from  its  own  fbuntuin, 
which  has  its  origin  at  Ibe  foot  of 
the  throne  of  God. 

On  no  subject  -will  the  discharge 
of  this  doty  of  direct  appeal  to  the 
Scriptures,  appear  of  ;more  im- 
portance, than  in  r-eference  to  the 
Old  and  Now  Covenants  so  often 
referred  to  in  the  inspired  volutae, 
and  which  furnish  declamation  for 
the  Christian  pulpit,  and  matter 
of  grave  discussion  for  many  a  re- 
ligious author. 

If  we  turn  to  thfi  system  of 
divinilf  published  for  our  instruc- 
tion hy'  men  of  eminence,  we  reaii 
much  of  what  ihey  consider  a 
Covenant  of  works  made  with 
Adam  in  Paradise.     In  this  cod> 


tract,  we'  are  iDfanned,  Jefaorih 
engaged  lo  bestow  happiness  on 
Adam  if  be  obeyed  his  law,  and 
lo  punish -bim  with  death  if  he 
failed  in  that  obedience.  We  are 
farther  told,  that  tbia  Covenant 
was  made  with  our  first  parent  ai 
the  federal  head  of  the  human 
racp,  and  that  it  it  therefore 
bindine  upon  os.  We  do  not 
deny  such  transaction  with  Adam, 
but  we  have  no  evidence  of  its 
being  a  Covenant;  it  is  never  so 
called  by  the  sacred  writers  :  in 
several  important  respects  it  diHers 
from  B  Covenant,  and  therefore  it 
will  not  now  pass  nnder  our  re- 

We  are  sometimes  told,  tqo,  of 
a  solemn  engagemententered  into 
before  the  commencement  of  time, 
between  the  three  persons  of  the 
Holy  Trinity,  having  for  its  ob- 
ject ibe  salvation  of  the  Church  ; 
and  this  has  been  described  as  the 
New  Covenant.  Had  ibis  been 
referred  to  in  the  inspired  volume 
as  a  Covenant  at  all,  surely  it 
would  have  been  called  the  Old 
Covenant,  as  beiqg  first  made. 
It  is  lamentable  to  see  how  readily 
even  good  men  will  take  up  incor- 
rect statements;  for  nowhere  in 
the  Book  of  God,  ii  this  engage- 
ment called  a  Covenant. 

The  object  of  the  present  Essay 
is  t«  shew,  that  by  the  Old  and 
New  Covenants  so  frequently 
spoken  «f  by  the  inspired  writers, 
we  are  lo  understand  the  ancient 
Jefisb  Economy,  and  the  Chris- 
tian Dispensation.  A  view  of  the 
subject  not  entirely  new,  and 
which  win  tend  lo  invest  divine 
truth  with  a  beautiful  simplicity, 
unknown  to  those  who  wander  in 
the  paths  marked  out  for  tbeu 
by  human  leaders.  Let  us  very 
briefly  inquire  with  whom  they 
were  made;  what  were  their  cha. 
racleristic  l«atnres  ;  snd  whorem 
do  they  differ  from  each  other?  - 
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"Bj  «  Covenant  betveen  God 
ud  bis  creatares,  wa  nnderaUad 
"  s  ooDstitDtion,  aettlemetit,  or 
Mtabliahment  of  thingc,-  wherein, 
by  meana  of  a  Mediator,  be  re- 
coDcilee  and  takes  tbetn  iolo  a 
family  relation  to  himself,  as  bis 
owD  peculiar  people ;  Btipalates 
blessings  and'  prifilegei  to  tbem, 
gires  itiem  his  laws  and  ordi- 
oaDcee,  as  tbe  rale  of  Ibeir  obe- 
dience, and  the  means  of  tbeir 
correepqodeDce  vith  him  ;  and  the 
whole  transaction  is  ratified  wilb 
tbe  blood  of  sacrifice." 

A  referenoe  to  the  boek  of  Ge- 
nesis, will  shew  ns,  that  tormerlj', 
JeboTah  made  virions  Covenanta 
wilb  iodividnala  :  as  with  NoaU*, 
and  with  Abraham. t  These  traui- 
BcliooB  teach  ua  Ibat  the  terms  of 
a  ^oveaftQt  between  the  Supreme 
Being  and  man  mast  be  fixed  by 
infinite  wisdom,  and  that  it  be 
accompanied  by  the  shedding  of 
blood  as  a  sacrifice.!  This  ens. 
torn  is  directly  alladed  to  by  the 
blessed  God,  whqn  be  commands, 
"  Gather,  my  saints  together  nulo 
me  :  those  that  have  made  a  Co- 
tenant  with  me  by  sacriGoe^;" 
and  by  the  prophet  Jeremiah, 
when  be  accnies  Israel  with 
baring  "  transgrcHed  my  Gave, 
nani,  which  hare  not  perl'orni- 
ed  the  words  of  the  Cavenant 
which  they  had  made  before  me, 
when  they  cat  the  calf  in  twain, 
and  passed  between  the  parts 
tlieroof.'"!! 

in  a  careful  esamination  of  the 
two  great  Dispensations  of  God 
with  his  church,  we  shall  perceive 
thai  these  particulars  are  strictly 
applicable  to  them.'

The  Old,  or  former  Covaiiant, 
as  it  is  called,  by  the  sacred  pen- 
men, was  that  into  which  Jehovah 
condeicended  to  enter  with  Israel, 
after  he  had  delivered  them  from 
Egypt,  the  facts  connected  with 
which  are  folly  slated  by  Moses.* 
Here,  we  are  informed,  that  by 
nieans  of  Moses  as  their  mediator, 
the  God  of  Heaven  takes  the 
Israelites  into  relaliooship  with 
himself;  thai  he  gives  them  laws 
and  ordinances  to  observe ;— im- 
parls to  them  peculiar  blessings 
and  privileges;  and  that  the  whola 
is  ratified  by  the  shedding  of 
blood,  and  the  presentation  of  a 
sacrifice. 

Every  reader  most  observe, 
that  this  Covenant  was  made  with 
but  one  nation  of  men ;  its  require, 
ment  was  external  olieilience  to 
given  laws;  its  rewards  were  prio. 
cipally  temporal;  and  its  design 
was  to  preserve  the  Israelites  from 
tlie  idolatry  of  the  people  by 
whom  they  were  surrounded,  and 
to  illustrate  the  superiority  of 
Jehovah's  government,  thus  con- 
straining men  to  glorily  his  name. 

Nor  is  it  less  evident,  that  this 
Dispensation  of  God  to  man 
makes  a  grand  display  of  tbe  di- 
line  character; — of  tbe  nature  of 
his  government,  as  requiring  from 
all  his  rational  creatures  perfect 
holifiefis; — of  his  Justice,  cutting 
ofi"  the  transgressor  for  a  single 
oSehce,  and  providing  Uo  way  oi 
escape  for  the  sioner. 

It  cannot  be  pretended  that  ihia 
Dispensation,  either  in  its  moral 
or  ceremoDiul  pari,  was  give»t 
that  by  its  means  the  Israelites 
might  merii  the  divine  f<ivour.  and 
obtain  the  happiness  of  heaven. 
From  tbe  period  of  the  fall,  inli. 
mations  had  been  given  of  the 
appearance     of     the     Mesiiahf  •; 
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AbmbMn  andentoMl  tbs  nBMre 
of  (lis  mednlioH*;  »Bd  MObm 
wasMstpucted,  in  the  noitdhtidot 
Biantter,  to  (anial  hh  appanrKRce.t 
Ab  mM  vas  mow  aatnraUj  din. 
poiod  to  sin,  he  o<nild  n«t  obey  a 
Hw  which  reqtiired  iDfiaite  per- 
fpoticD.  Hance  the  divine  deBig;n, 
in  giving  that  law,  was  to  shew 
the  glory  of  his  own  character,  to 
Hlastrate  th«  prevalMHie  and  the 
e?il  of  sin,  and  to  lead  tbem  to 
see  the  neceaeity  of  *  better  nib> 
diator  than  Moset,  who  was  him- 
s«lf  a  HDoer;  and  a  bettev  Obre- 
nant,  that  Tosld  proride  pardon 
ior  the  tntasgreieor.  What  the 
moral  taw  shewed  the  necessity 
for,  Ihe  certmanisl  abadewed 
forth :  it  (hewed,  by  Its  sacHBee, 
Uie  way  of  ahiDeinenI,  by  tbe  sab- 
■Utntion  of  acolbeF  in  the  place  of 
tbe  sinner;  that  sneh  atonenent 
nnst  be  of  divine  appoiotmeat, 
nnd  that  tbe  acL-eptsnoe  of  it  innst 
fce  clearly  manifcated  by  Jehovah. 
In  these  variom  respects,  ihe  law, 
both  oeremoBial'  and  moral,  was 
a  schoolnaster  to  lead  the  Israel- 
itet  to  Christ.  Thrangh  this  Me. 
(tiator  alone,  oonid  any  of  them 
be  delivered  from  tbe  wrath  el' 
Cod,  and  enjoy  immortal  bliss. 

The  great  designs  of  infinite 
wiisdom  and  mercy  are  only  made 
known  in  a  ^adaal  manner.  In 
the  first  ages,  tbe  knowledge  of 
the  irae  God  was  confined  to  a 
eing;l»  family.  The  descendants 
of  Seth,  Noah,  and  Abraham, 
were  tbas  favoured,  while  the 
great  mass  of  mankind  were  de- 
inged  in  i^orence.  To  lbs  latter 
«f  these  families,  a  large  increase 
at  their  nnniber  was  promised, 
who  really  had  existence,  and  who 
possassed  the  knowledge  of  Jebo- 
vab :  but  the  full  extent  of  tbe 
divine    benevoleuoe  was  yet  vn- 


knbwn.  In  the  he^t  of  therr 
glory  as  a  natinB,  while  tbey  io- 
dnlgod  in  feelingsof  pride  as  being 
the  only  fftvonrites  of  beaven,  the- 
Supreme  Being  made  known  to 
the  laradites  hi*  design  of  «xtend> 
iflg  tbe  bonndaries  of  his  Ghnroh, 
by  taking  in  the  Qenlile  nations  ; 
this  be  Iws  partially  done,  and  we 
are  looking  forward  to  the  certain 
fall  nocomplishneat  of  the  decree. 
Now  everyone  mnst  perceive 
that  before  iliis  event  oonra  oconr, 
ibange  mast  tike  place  in 
tbe  Covenant  which  Jehovah  had 
made  wkh  Israel,  For  this  eon- 
iraot  was  nade  only  with  them; 
diey  only  poseeesed  theoraelea  of 
truth,  and  knew  where  6od  bad 
cbosen  to  record  bis  name.  Obe. 
dienoe  to  bis  requirements  was 
frequently  enforeed  from  tbe  re- 
ooUeetion  of  his  having  delivered 
them  from  Egypt;  many  of  tho 
ordinances  of  this  economy  cooM 
enly  be  attended  to  in  a  certain 
locality,  and  in  ile  very  nature 
and  constitution  it  seemed  only 
adapted  for  a  limited  periods 
Hence,  then,  the  prophet  Jere- 
miah is  instructed  to  de<;lare  tho 
design  of  Jehovah  to  inlroduoe  a 
New  Covenant,  different  from  the 
former  one,  in  itHoetnre,'  its  sub- 
jects, its  btessings,  and  its  dura- 
tion.  The  prophecy  is  first  found 
in  his  thirty-first  chapter,  and  is 
frequently  afterward  referred  to, 
Dotonly  by  him,  bnt  by  Ezekiel, 
Daniel,  and  the  other  prophets. 
As  this  pBSssge  Irom  Jeremiah  is 
cited  by  the  apostle  Panl  in  the 
eighth  i^bapter  of  bis  Epistle  to 
the  Hebrews,  and  is  there  illus- 
trated and  shewn  to  refer  to  the 
6ospel  Dispensation,  a  referenue 
to  this  interesting  passage  will 
yield  ns  several  lessons  tit  valuable 
ins  traction. 

This  Covenant  is  said  to  be 
made  "  with  the  Louse  of  laraeU 
and  the  hooae   of  Jmiab."     But 
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wa .  kra  not  lo  widentaDd  b^  tfaia 
bngn^ie  tfaat,  lika  tfae  old  eoono. 
my,  it  was  eoajExad  to  the  Israe)- 
ita>;  thoo^  Qiic]iieitiaiiably  it  ia- 
dndeaar^BoaDt  of  tbcm;  amoDg 
ibem  it*  first  bleaiitwa  were  «cat- 
tend,  whan  tfaoaiMim  of  them  at 
oooa  believed  in  the  .Savionr*,  and 
it  looks  farourably  oo  their  fntare 
restoration  to  the  favour  of  God. 
Bat  the  faoiilj  of  heaveD  was 
ecBr  designed  te  receive  a  vast 
B«cessian  to  its  nnmbar:  Paul's 
argnment,  in  the  eleTonth  of  the 
Komana, .  that  the  Gentiles  are 
thus  receivod  i«ta  the  number  of 
the  blsBsail ;  while,  in  his  Epistle 
to  the  G«l«tians,  the  same  writer 
leaches  tbat  all  who  possess  the 
faith  of  Abraham  are  numbered 
with  his  apiritnal  children,  and 
are  aloae  interested  in  the  bles- 
sings of  the  New  Covenant,  afford 
abondamt  evidenoe  of  fhis  doctrine. 
Tbe  langinage  of  the  apostle  just 
referred  to,  ia  m>  very  decisive  on 
this  point,  that  we  shall  merely 
transcribe  it,  and,  without  a  itngie 
remark  V  pass  on.  "  For  ye  are  all 
tfae  children  of  God  by  faith  in 
Christ  Jesus.  There  is  neither 
Jew  nor*  Greek,  thsre  is  neither 
bond  Qor  free,  there  is  neither 
male  nor  female ;  for  ye  an 
one  in  Christ  Jesns.  And  if  ye 
be  Christ's  then  ajv  ye  Abraham' 
seed,  and  heirs  according  to  the 
promise.''t 

In  proeeoding  to  consider  the 
leading  ebaraoteristio  features  of 
this  Covenant,  ws  cannot  forbear 
a  remark  on  tbe  design  of  Ood,  in 
the  iotrodoction  of  tbe  ^ew  Dis- 
pensatioD.  Tbe  former  one 
iQCOin|dete  in  its  own  nature,  and 
waa  not  duly  obaevvad  by  those 
widi  whom  It  was  made.  We 
caanot  bxt  porcsLva  that  the  pre- 
sent Moaetny  is  mors    sfiirttnal 


thu)  iha  one  wfafoh  preeedad  It. 
That  related  to  etteraal  obe> 
dienoe,  tbist  to  spiritual  worship; 
that,  presented  tb«  law  written  on 
tables  of  atone;  this,  'shewa  it 
written  by  Jehovah  on  the  heart, 
that  thns  we  may  be  mora  fnHy 
disposed  to  serve  him.  Under 
the  Old  Covenant,  Jehovah  was 
the  God  of  his  people,  to  govern 
and  to  provide  for  them ;  in  the 
New,  be  is  their  God,  as  receiv- 
ing them  into  relationship  with 
himself,  sod  giving  them  spiritual 
favours,  which  shall  exist  through- 
out eternity ;  hence,  it  is  called 
"IbeeverlastingCovensnt."*  tTu' 
der  tbat  Covensnl,  the  knowledge 
of  his  will  was  but  partial,  thrcu^h 
the  means  of  his  prophets,  who 
only  occasionally  appeared;  what 
knowledge  they  possessed  was 
blended  with  much  error,  and  was 
almost  entirely  confined  to  tfae 
Israelites :  but  under  the  New 
Covenant  we  have  a  foil  revela- 
tion of  bis  will,  in  a  form  acces- 
sible to  all,  and  addressed  to  every 
individual,  to  whom  tbe  existence 
of  the  Coveoant  becomes  known. 
Besides  which,  we  have  the  teach- 
ing of  the  Holy  Spirit,  who  pre-' 
serves  ns  from  error,  and,  agree- 
ably to  tbe  declaration  of  the  pro. 
phetf,  and  the  promise  of  the 
Saviour;,  guides  us  to  Jesus  "  the 
Mediator  of  tbe  New  Covenant.'^ 
That  Covenaut,  when  a  man  had 
transgressed  its  laws,  knew  no 
mercy,  hence  its  desigDalion  as 
"  tbe  ministry  of  condemn ationH ;" 
but  this,  while  it  makes  a  far 
brighter  display  of  af/ the  perfec- 
tions of  Jehovah,  seems  to  throw 
the  lustre  on  his  mercy,  which 
the  other  re6ected  on  his  justice. 
Every  thing  in  the  former  Cove> 
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naot  teadeil  lo  keep  gin  sHtq  in 
tfae  memory,  sad  to  briu^  it  pro> 
raineiKl;  forward  to  distreia  the 
ooDacieooe ;  ita  socrificeB  had  do 
efficacy  to  talw  away  bid,  and 
were  oaly  sseful  id  ill aitra ting 
ibe  importanca  aad  tbe  nature  oi 
»  iBitabte  atonemeol,  and  tbut 
laadiag  them  to  Chriit :  bot  everj' 
tbiog  iu  tbe  !tfew  Coveaent  is  ao 
eouaUueted  aa  to  bary  tbe  past 
ain  of  tiie.  believer  id  obliTioo, 
and  lo  save  him  tram  the  domi- 
nion and  reaolta  of  tranigreuioo 
in  future,  by  oonstandy  directing 
him  to  the  aacri&ce,  which  the 
High  Priest  of  hia  profeaaien 
offered  oo  earth,  wbioh  he  dow 
preaents.in  beaven,  and  by  meana 
of  which  *'  be  baa  for  ever  per- 
fected; tbem  who  are  aancliGed." 
Nor  must  it  be  forgotten,  that 
"while  tbe  former  CoTeoaDt  wai 
onl;  ratified  by  the  blood  of 
beasts,  this  latter  waa  aeaied  "  by 
:llie  precious  blood  ufCbriat,  as  of 
a  Umb  without  apot  or  blemish  ;*' 
and  that  tbe  inliDJle  value  of  thit 
offering  aroae  from  tbe  anion  of 
bia  divine  nature  with  tbe  human, 
i'heae  are  some  of  tbe  differences 
between  tbe  two  Covenanta,  and 
appear  aaiiicieDt  to  prove  that  tbe 
JSfv/  Covenant  ia  not  a  new'  cili. 
lion,  with  some  sligbt  alleralion«j 
of  Lbs  Old,  but  essentiaUy  diffe- 
rent from,  IhoDgb  not  opposed 
to  it. 

Nor  must  il  merely  be  called 
tbe  New  Covenant,  cmi  account  of 
its  being  made  after  tbe  other,  but 
also  because  it  far  transcends  it  in 
every  excellence.  Its  blessings 
are  ecniBenlly  adapted  to  excite 
new  and  holy  feelings, and  it  shall 
never  decay  or  was  old.  By 
faith  in  its  great  Author  tbe  an. 
cient  patriarchs  went  to  baavea ; 
ca  tbe  elKsct  of  his  mediation, 
thouaanda  are  now  becoming  ac. 
inainted  with  its  blessings;  and 
•k»  •□ioymeutf  it  gives  are  go- 


va)  with  the  existence  of  God 
himself.  Tbe  relationabip  betweenr 
Jehovah  and  the  Jewa  might  be 
diasolved,  and,  to  a  considerable 
extent,  Ibey  have  been  cast  off, 
but  tbe  nnion  between  bim  and 
his  people  nnder  the  Xew  Cove-  ' 
nant  can  never  cease. 

Other  important  and  distin- 
gniabing  excellences  of  "  the  latter 
Covenaat,"  might  be  referred  lo. 
It  might  be  ebaerved,  that  tbe 
first  Covenant  was  merely  a  sha- 
dow of  the  new,  which  includes 
every  substactial  good ;  that  the 
mediator  of  tbe  praaent  Dispen-> 
aation  ia  infinitely  superior  to  any 
one  auataioing  that  office  before 
bim  i  that  bis  infinitely- valuable 
sacrifice  can  need  no  repetition, 
and  ibat  iho  Uessings  it  secures  lo 
OS  can  know  no  end.  Or,  iis 
happy  effects  in  filling  its  anbjccta 
with  joy,  and  in  inspiring  them 
with  seal  in  the  service  of  the 
Saviour,  might  bo  descanted  on, 
bat  we  have  already  trespassed 
beyond  our  bounds. 

This  Esaay  shall  cloae,  with  a 
brief  remark  or  two  on  the  bold 
and  striking  contrast  drawn  by 
the  apostle  Paul,  io  his  fourth 
cbspter  to  the  Galalians.  betweea 
those  two  CoveDanls,  The  adhe. 
rents  to  tbe  first  Covenant  are  de. 
scribed  as  the  children  of  Uagar, 
Ibe  concubine  of  Abraham.  Ttie 
ancient  law  of  God,  by  its  extcn. 
stveand  burdensome  requirements, 
tends  to  oppress  the  conscience, 
and  to  plunge  its  adherents  in  a 
state  of  moral  bondage.  It  con- 
demns ({very  tbongtar,  because  it 
must  needs  partake  of  sin,  and 
can  afford  no  iJegree  of  tbe  joy 
felt-by  those. who  have  been  freed 
from  it,  as  a  covenant,  tbrough 
faith  in  Christ  Jeans.  It  creates 
the  disposition  of  a  slave  towards 
bis  tyrant,  demands  perfect  obe- 
dience witbuul  pnintiog  to  the 
source  of  aid  to  enable  us  to  fulfil 
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ill  deniBoda,  and  knovrs  oo  mercy 
where  thoBc  demaads  tire  nol 
fsllf  met.  Those  vho  cfaoose  to 
live  nnder  it,  as  rlid  many  of  M, 
u  the  Jens  still  do,  with- too 
many  who  call  tbemtelvea  Chris- 
tians, are  in  misery.-  Ntithiag 
hot  B  spirit  of  fear  and  bondage 
■itends  tbem,  and  the  prospect 
presented  to  ifaem  mnst  be  accom. 
paniedwitb  dread.  They  reiem- 
bie  Jerosalem  in  «  state  of  mia ; 
on  which  the  corse  of  God  reats 
for  its  rebellion.  And,  as  Iihnael 
wiB  opposed  to  Isaac,  so  do  they 
pertecata  the  believer  in  Christ, 
while  they  court,  but  cannot 
enjoy,  his  happineas,  Snch  is  the 
■DOral  condition  of  those  who  ad- 
here to  the  Old  Corenant. 
.  It  is  the  .  happiness,  however, 
of  trne  Cliristians  to  resemhli 
Isaac,  the  son  of  Promise,  and  U 
be  the  children  of  Sarah,  thi 
typical  moiber,  as  Abraham  wai 
the  typical  father,  of  thoHe  nho 
believe.  Regenerated  by  the 
Holy  Spirit, — made  .  partake ra  of 
the  bleasinga  of  Christ, — enjoying 
holy  fdiBiliarily  with  their  heaven- 
ly father, — and  freed  from  the 
spirit  of  bondage  produced  by  ad> 
herence  lo  the  law,  they  are 
speakably  happy.  Persecuted  by 
those  who  are  born  after  the  flesh 
they  may  be,  bnt  they  shall  be 
Dpheld  by  the  grace  of  6od ; 
their  nnmber  ahall  increase, 
the  bleBsinga  of  a  Covenant  which 
displays  the  infinite  lore  of  Jeho. 
Tab,  and  iotrodncea  as  to  a  liberty 
of  which  poets  never  adeqaalely 
song,  shall  be  for  ever  enjoyed. 
This  is  the  dispensation  nnder 
-which  Clirialians  shall  live  till 
the  end  of  time,  for  this  Cove- 
nant being  perfect  in  its  uatore 
and  design,  ahall  know  so  term i- 
natioQ  till  the  salvation  of  the 
wholp  chgrch  ii  completed,  and 
the  operations  of  grace  be  crowned 
Hith  eternal  glory. 

Folkestoiu.  J.  B. 
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VI.  Again : 
It  i>  a  work,  let  me  tell  yoa,  m* 
brethren  and  sisters,  to  which 
God  hath  set  both  heart  and 
hand  :  his  heart  is  engaged  in  it. 
The  far  greater  part  of  the  works 
of  men  are  wrought  in  uncer- 
tainty ;  one  man  builds  np  that 
which  another  man  polls  down; 
it  is  one  of  the  vanities'  of  lime. 
A  man  does  not  know  what  he  shall 
leave  behind  him.  But  the  work 
in  which  you  are  engaged  is  not 
left  to  the  caprice  of  the  genera- 
tion to  come,  yoor  God  has  set 
his  hand  to  it,  bis  heart  is  engaged 
in  it,  and  the  zeal  of  Jehovah  shall 
establish  it:  the  zeal  of  Jehovah 
shall  perform  this.  It  must  pre- 
vail and  increase;  to  engage  in  it, 
is  to  engage  in  a  work  in  which 
God  is  engaged, — the  Saviour  of 
sinners  is  engaged  ;  and  in  which 
all  the  prophets  and  apostles  were 
engaged.  To  be  employed  in 
sneh  a  work  is  worth  living  for, 
it  is  worth  dying  for;  yea,  it  is 
worth  dying  a  martyr  for,  if  one 
could  bat  lay  a  few  stones  in  such 
a  building  as  this. 

VII.  Bnt  t  shall  draw  to  a  close 
with  a  remark  or  two.  Letme  re- 
mind you  in,  the  first  place, 

That  the  greatest  work  requires 
an  attention  to  little  things;  nay, 
it  is  made  np  of  an  accumulated 
mass  of  little  things.  It  may  he 
said  of  work,  as  of  character,  a 
man  does  not  attain  to  the  charac- 
ter of  a  great  man,  by  perrorming 
a  single  valiant  exploit;  but  by  a 
long  series  of  unrcmittiog  laboar, 
by  a  onion  of  rare  qaalities  with 
unremitting  ciroumspection,  care, 
fidelity,  and  indefatigable  perse- 
verance ;  ?nd  where  all  these  are 
united  and  combined  to  the  end, 
that  conslitntes  a  great  character. 
it  does  not  cousisit  iu  one  great 
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exploit,  but  is  a  number  of  iiUle 
thing! ;  it  is  bf  aa  ailention  to 
little  thiogs,  ODe  at  a  time.  Look 
at  Neheniiah  in  the  eontext;  joa 
■will  aeetbe  good  man  iaqniriog 
bow  tbe  godlj  men  go  on  at  Jem. 
■alem  :  he  in  infermed  the  wall  ii 
Id  rain,  aud  the  gates  of  it  are 
barnt  with  fire,  and  that  tbe  Jews 
which  had  escaped  from  tbe  cap- 
tivity are  in  great  affiiction  and 
reproach;  be  retires  into  hi> 
chamber,  and  weeps  in  secret, 
prating  before  the  God  of  heaven. 
He  then  appears  agaiQ  in  the 
palaoe,  presents  bis  sapplication 
to  the  king,  and  obtains  a  comuiis- 
aion  to  rebuild  tbe  city  of  bis 
fathers'  sepulchres ;  be  goes,  and 
says  nothing  to  any  bodj' ;  be 
does  not  blow  u  trampet  and  say, 
I  am  come; — no,  not  he,  be  goes 
about'  bis  work  in  a  still,  qniet 
way.  He  enters  tbe  city,  tells  no 
mnn  of  it,  and  accompanied  by  no 
creatnre  except  the  beaut  be  rode 
on,  and  that  in  the  night.  He  oh. 
serves  the  state  of  things,  keeping 
bis  design  to  himself,  till  a  proper 
lime  offers  lotlisclose  it;  and  then 
imparting  it  to  a  few  select  friends 
only,  till  at  length  the  lire  kindles, 
anil  they  go  on  to  work,  following 
tbe  leadings  of  Providence,  em- 
bracing every, opportanitj,  watch- 
ing what  circumstances  will  best 
promote  it,  doing  tbe  work  of  the 
day  in  the  day,  aod  leaving  the 
openings  of  Providence  to  point 
out  the  labour  of  to-morrow, — till 
at  length  the  wall  is  built.  It  is 
in  this  way  God  will  bring  you 
on,  so  do  not  forgot  a  great  work 
requires  a  minute  a  (ten  lion  to 
little  things :  be  that  is  only  look- 
ing at  the  performance  of  one 
great  exploit,  and  overlooks  the 
miuntiie  of  tbiuga,  will  do  but 
little  to  tliis  great  work. 

Take  notice,  once  mare,  that  as 
a  great  work  is  composed  of  small 
things,  so  that  great  work  may  be 


retarded  and  rvined  by  imttcDtion 
to  smaU  things,  Tbisia  a  tboagbt 
I  wish  mmtb  t«  impreaa  on  yonr 
minds.  Dead  fliea  (saya  the  wiso 
man)  eanae  the  ointmeiu  of  tba 
apotheoary  to  send  torih  an  ill 
savonr,  so  doth  a  little  folly  bin 
that  is  in  repntatioti  f«r  wisdon 
and  honour.  I  think  I  faara 
known  sevaral  that  were  in  repu- 
tation among  the  charohea  of  God, 
whose  repataticm  haa  been  lost  by 
tittle  fantts.  If  any  of  that  spirit 
shoald  get  am»ng  yon,  which  pre- 
vailed amongat  Christ'a  diaciplea, 
I  oall  thia  a  little  Ibongbt  and  in* 
dicative  of  a  liula  mind ;  I  mean, 
who  should  be  greatesL  If  any 
of  that  leaven  be  suffered  to  get 
among  you,  ramember  it  is  but 
a  little  fault,  but  prodnotive  of 
groat  evils,  which  may  mar  and 
rnin  the  mission  ;  or  if  little  dis- 
cords shall  take  place,  that  will 
have  the  same  effect:  there  will 
bo  need  for  yon  to  remember  yon 
are  poor  sinful  worms,  and  carry 
that  along  with  yoo,  which  aeeda 
perpetual  watching.  There  will 
be  tailings,  ah  I  and  enongb  to  try 
on*  another's  palienoe  too  |i — ao 
that  yon  need  wisdom  and  grace 
to  prevent  interruption  in  your 
work  from  your  own  selves,  if, 
when  one  is  guilty  of  a  little  fault, 
be  aaya  any  thing  which  amoools 
to  a  slight  neglect,  or  a  barah 
word,  or  a  foolish  speech;  ifbia 
one  word  makes  you  utter  two; 
if,  instead  of  stopping  tlie  pro- 
gress at  the  tirst  onaet,  yon  deal 
in  jealousy  end  in  whispering,  and 
tell  all  you  know  of  it,  excepting 
him  or  her;  this  little  folly  may 
work  a  serionB  niachisf,  and  un- 
dermine that  grjsat  .work  in  which 
yoo  are  engaged. 

X  mnfit  not,  and  will  not,  eon- 
clnde,  without  saying  a  word  or 
two  to  my  dear  aistera,  that  are 
engaged  as  fella  w-labanrers,  in 
one   respect.      In  the  piinitivo 
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tiiAei,  nj  dear  jronikg  people, 
tbere  were  vomen  frequently 
made  meotiDD  of  that  were  belpera 
ja  the  w«rk  of  tbe  Lotd ;  and  I 
am  inie  mo  hare  to  aa;  oDr  luUn 
in  tliii  under  taking  have  deserred 
no  less  at  oar  banda  :  tbejr  have 
been  eioioBiitl;  mefnl.  We  feel 
for  you,  and  love  jon,  for  tbe 
lore  ve  tfaiok  we  discover  in  yoa 
to  our  LonI  Jeina  Christ :  we  do 
not  expect  it  belong*  (o  jonr  sex 
to  endare  hardships,  and  to  brare 
the  tempestDons  ocean ;  bat  we 
rejoice  to  find  the  tender  hearts 
of  females  furnished  with  fortitude 
equal  to  the  occasion.  It  ii  yoan, 
mj  dear  aiiters,  to  cheer  and 
strengthen  the  hearts  of  your 
partners;  if  you  weaken  tbeir 
hands  end  discourage  their  hearts; 
if  you  cherish  in  tbem  a  jealousy 
of  any  one  of  tLeir  brethren,  and 
Ihns  weaken  their  attachnient  to 
each  other,  separatiD);  then  in 
their  labours,  which  I  trust  will 
neier  be  tbe  case,  you  will  tbeu 
be  a  hindrance  to  them  :  it  is  for 
yon  to  strengthen  their  bandii,  and 
comfort  their  besris. 

Von  are  to  converse  with  tbe 
female  nativea,  and  embrace  op- 
portanitiea  silently  to  introduce 
the  Oospel  of  Jeeua  Christ  amoDg 
those  of  yonr  own  sex.  It  is  for 
yon  to  set  examples  of  modesty, 
economy,  and  industry,  and  i>f 
every  Christian  grace,  to  those 
around  you. 

You  are  shortly  going  a-board 
ship;  may  God  preserve  you, 
and  bearthe  many  prayers  ofl'ered 
up  on  your  behalf. 

I  remember  reading  a  very  iU' 
terestiog  account  of  sister  Cham' 
berlain,  and  as  it  is  by  no  meaai 
foreign  to  the  subject,  X  will  men- 
tion it : — The  aupercargo  of  the 
•hip  in  which  she  aaiied  from 
America  to  India,  expresses  (in 
■  letter  be  wrote  at  her  death)  in 
Um  strongest  language  bis  regard 


for  her  character.  "  I  never  saw 
(says  he)  a  woman  in  which  were 
united  a  more  amiable  sweetness 
of  temper,  calmness  and  fortitude 
in  danger,  in  my  life."  May  yon 
follow  anch  an  example;  sb*  b 
gone ;  her  race  was  short ;  bat 
she  has  left  an  example  worthy  of 
her  memory  I  I  reniember  tboa- 
lands  of  tears  were  shed  for  her : 
let  it  be  your  care  to  emulate  auoh 
an  example.  If  God  may  pre- 
serve yOD  to  the  end  of  yonr 
voyage,  you  will  perhaps  be  mem- 
bers of  a  Isi^e  family,  known  in 
tbe  East  as  tbe  "  happy  family." 
Yon  will  study  tbe  tbiugs  which 
make  for  peace;  enter  oheerfnlly 
into  its  roles,  conform  to  its  ordi- 
nances; study  peace,  and  tlw 
happinesfl  of  every  branch  of  the 
family. 

It  is  of  great  importance  in  a 
family  of  two  or  three  score,  that 
every  one  should  know  and  keep 
his  place.  It  is  possible  that  you 
itb  yonr  husbands,  may  be  placed 
D  as  to  preside  in  a  separate  sta- 
lioD,  as  it  is  their  intentiou  to 
plant  new  statioas  in  different 
parts  of  tbe  country  ;  abould  God 
call  you  to  (bis,  yon  will  hare 
occasion  to  exercise  prudence,  pa- 
tience, geniteness,  and  goodness, 
that  shall  have  a  tendency  to  via 
a  candid  attention.

Thk  mmt  superficial  obserTcr  of  the 
works  of  God,  must  be  imprmed  irilh 
tbe  Bitonishing  variety  whirl)  pervadei 
erery  department  ofhia  diTine  operations; 
admirably  ndapled  to  produce,  on  th( 
devout  mind,  ■.  powerfal  and  e*er  preseni 
CODviction  of  the  inexhauitible  treanure) 
oThis  eternal  wisdom,  and  the  unfathom- 
■ble  mines  of  his  iufinife  hcnevolcnce 
Perhaps  we  could  scarcely  summon  to 
our  contemplation  a  murp  illDsliativ 
*iew  of  this  endless  diversKy,  tlian  i 
presented  to  us  in  the  inauinerable  modi 
fications  of  which  the  human  character  i 
Miaceptible,  especially  if  it  were  allowed 
to  us  to. make  our  survey  ascend  from  the 
loifest  point  of  intellect  which  diotiiigiiishea 
rational  from  irrational  beings,  to  the 
Bearest  possible  approach  to  that  measure 
of  mental  power,  and  moral  excellence,

•pectioD  so  liberally  extcndedi  the  par* 
tialities  of  patriotiam  must  not  be  sufrered 
to  prejudice  inquiry,  and  tbe  influence  of 
sectarianism  must  be  even  more  carefiilly 
excluded  J  lest,  in  opposition  to  the  plainest 
evidence,  a  particulBT  climate  should  he 
deemed  indJBpeasiblc  to  exalted  genius, 
and  cxtiaordiDBry  piety  be  considered  as 
unattainable,  unlesi  reference  be  bad  to  a 
certain  denomination.

Chriatiui  biography  ia  one  of  tlie  most 
naeful  and  JnstmctiTc  piirbi  of  hidlory, 
■iDoe  it  exhibiti  to  our  view  tlje  powerful 
iiifluenci;  uf  huly  pTinripIes  oter  llie  miiiil 
and  conduct  of  ollicrs.  Nor  i:i  there  any 
liKlit  in  which  piety  appcara  more  lorely 
■ad  Btlraclive  than  when  exemplilied  by 
Chri»tiaii  temper,  and  in  practical  oIk- 
dience  to  the  will  of  Jehovah.  As  the 
tutiject  of  the  followi 
made  a  partaker  of  spiritual  hli 
beryouUi,  a  brief  ouUitie  of  tlie  Lord', 
gracious  dealings  with  her  may  be  ac- 
lepUWe  and  profitable  to  many,  eipe- 
eially  to  youthful  members  of  Christian 
churches.

From 
this  period  slic  went  on  consistently,  snd 
with  great  progress  in  religious  knowledge 
snd  KtperieuM.  On  Sept.  3,  I8S0,  she  iqi- 
peared  before  the  chnich  at  Bialten,  to  »- 
late  the  gracious  deatii^  of  the  Loi^  towards 
ber,  and  on  Oct.  1st,  she  was  baptited. 
From  the  period  of  ber  joining  the  church, 
she  filled  up  her  place  in  all  respects  regu- 
larly ;  and  my  convene  with  her  at  all  times 
WIS  very  pleasing.

It  vae  ber  privilege 
to  poeWB  a  faaaband  of  eongenial  senll- 
nienls  and  principles  with  tker  own,  which 
tended  in  no  hKonsiderable  degree  to 
uigment  ber  happiness.  She  was  con- 
icieDlioiu  in  the  diirbarite  of  all  ber 
relative  duties,  and  a  meek  and  quiet 
spirit  rendered  her  universally  beloved. 
Although  the  subject  of  great  personal 
and  relative   afflictions,  yet  she  was  en- 

■ubmiasion  to  the  Divine  Will,  and  an 
implicit  trust  in  the  Saviour  of  sinners 
Through  all  the  varied  scenes  through 
which  she  wm  called  to  pass  as  a  wife  and 
mother,  ber  nearest  earthly  friend  never 
heard  a  word  of  discontent  escape  her 
Kpt.  In  the  month  of  August  1899,  die 
was  seized  with  her  last  ilhiesa.  For 
•ereral  weeks  she  enjoyed  a  serene  and 
Compoted  state  of  mind  and  ipiritnal 
delight  in  the  exercise  of  prayer.  At  last 
her  memory  began  toftil,  which  prevented 
ber  relatives  from  "  enjoying  the  privilege 
of  convene  with  her,"  nevertheless  she  was 
broured  with  lucid  intervals,  in  tome  of 
which  she  appeared  moch  distressed)  and 
woDid  cry  out,  "  My  soul  is  cast  down 
wilhin  me."     Gbe  felt  mudi  comfort  from 
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tbe  piou|  cODvcrsKlion  and  prayer  ef 
Christian  friend*,  and  was  enabled  to  say,  - 
"  whilst  1  am  in  tbe  valley  1  will  trust 
and  not  be  afraid."  Hi^ea  were  frc^ 
queatly  enlerhunad  of  her  recovery,  anit 
as  often  duappoinlcd,  and  it  was  not  until 
the  Friday  preceding  her  dinolotiiKi  that 
ber  ewe  was  considered,  as  bopeleat. 
Being  asked  if  the  tbought  she  ibould 
recover,  she  re|died,  1  think  I  shall;  but 
1  am  in  the  Lord'*  band*,  and  "  let  bim  da 
a*  seeaielh  good  milo  him;''  I  am  quite 
reaped  to  his  will.  When  dinppointed 
in  teeuf  a  bigblj  esteemed  friend,  tbe

Died  the  29th  of  December  last  aged 
39,  the  Rev.  Slepben  Deacon,  paatM 
of  the  Baptist  Church  at  Earl's  BartoB, 
NortbamptODSblre,  and,  on  the  Monday 
followiDg,  bis  funeral  took  place  at  Wal- 
Crare,  his  uatJTe  rilU^.  He  was  fol- 
lowed to  the  grave  .by  weeping  reUtireg, 


iloBg  tram  Of  torTowioB  friends  ftoM 
Barton,  both  of  the  churdi  and  coofn- 
gatitHi.   In  the  evening,  a  laifc  and  altes- 

■iiditory  assembled  in  the  BaptM 
iting-hoose.  The  Rev.  W.  Gray,  «f 
Northamptoo,  pnached  bonk  Job  u(.19,— 
Behc4d  be  t^elh  away,  who  ean  hfaider 
im  ?  who  will  *ay  unto  him.  What  doest 
thou  ?"  Our  fHend,  Mr.  Deacon,  was 
called  to  the  work  of  the  ministry  by 
the  church  at  Watgiave,  Uieu  under  the 
pastoral  care  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Payne; 
be  began  Us  ministratiooa  with  (be  psc^le 
at  BartoD,  in  die  year  1818,  and  nb- 
seqaattly  was  otdaimtd  over  them.  DIs 
bboun  were  very  acceptaU^  and  much 
btcBBed  to  the  increase  of  (he  omgr^iatioa. 
In  1836  the  place  of  wonhip  was  consider- 
ably enlarged.  The  w(»k  of  the  Lord- 
was  hit  delight^  and  m  the  dutiei  of  i^ 
his  exertioils  wov  nnwearled  and  abon- 
dant.  OntheSabbathbeDSoallypreacbed 
three  times,  twice  at  home,  and  in  the 
evening  in  a  neigbbonring  village ;  iu  ad. 
dilioa  to  which  he  found  it  necessary  to 
siqwrintead  the  Sabbalh-sdiool,  and  also 
to  conduct  tbe  morning  prayer-meeting. 
Uis  lot  was  cast  among  a  poor  but  affec- 
tionate and  pHMn  people,  whose  Inqnent 
regret  was,  that  their  pecnniary  ability 
only  enabled  them  to  raiw  little  more 
than  £30,  per  annum  for  their  belored 
miniiter.  Uoderthese  drcumstances,  Mr- 
Deacon,  UDwilling  lol  leave  a  people  who 
loved  him,  yet  finding  it  impossible  Xa 
mcetthewantaofagrowtng  family,  under- 
took the  care  of  a  day-school,  which,  with 
tbe  kmd  assatance  granted  him  from  the 
Baptist  Fnnd  in  London,  Kfled  him  above 
want,  and  eoabled  him  to  provide  thingr 
boneri  in  the  sight  of  all  men.  But  the 
coofinement  and  applicatioa  of  the  school 
throu|^  tbe  week,  together  with  his  very 
ardnouB  Sabbath  occnpatious,  began  to 
shake  a  coostitiitioti,  originally  strong  j  and 
particularly  by  exposure  to  the  cold  air, 
afler  preaching  on  Sabbath  evenings  in 
a  small  crowded  room.

How  far  bis  late  royal  bigbnesa  vi 
experimentally  acquainted  with  the  power 
of  evangelical  tnith,-^ow  far  he  bad  ei 
terrd  into  the  rcoesies  of  the  sanctuary  i 
|dety,  it  is  imponible  for  me  to  say.  Thi 
bowsver,  1  can  affinn,  thai  when  in  m 
(hwrespondence  with  him  as  a  secretary  of 
tbe  East  London  Auxiliary,  I  have  occa. 
■ionlly,  with  my  colleagues,  exprowd 
my  regard  to  his  everlasting  welbre,  ia 
tbe  fi»m  of  a  devoat  wish  ]  this  freedom 
^Te  no  offence.  Ofthif  we  bada  proof 
in  tbe  answer  he  sent  to  the  last  coi 
cation  I  had  occasion  to' send  him 
was  read  to  the  committee,  in  oh 
to  his  royal  highneis'  injunction. 

The  last  time  I  saw  him,  Nov.  1,  1819, 
be  presided  at  the  meeting'  of  the  Shakes- 
peare Walk  School  Society,  which  un  that 
ilay  dined  at  the  City  of  London  Tavern. 
It  was  remarked  on  the  occasion,  that  no 
member  of  the  royal  family  hail  ever  be- 
'  tore,  in  that  public  manner,  countenanced 
an  institution  lounded  and  supported  by 
protestant  disaeMers.  I  sat  near  enough 
to  bear  him  say  to  one  of  tbe  membars  for 
Middlesex,  that  he  bad  recently  began  to 
imtr  spectacles ;  that  he  was  accustomed 


to  [fee  at  four  o'clack  in  the  ntWning,  (N 
habit  which  be  bad  fortned  in  early  life); 
and  that  he  wanted  the  aid  of  glasses  to 
read  before  tbe  sun  was  up,  as  well  as  hi 
the  evening.  He  appealed  to  be  inline 
health  and  spirits— spoke  freely  of  tbe 
ducbess,  from  whom  be  said  we  might  ex-- 
pect  that,  in  kind  regard  to  cbarilabie 
insiftntions,  she  would  tread  in  tbe  foot- 
steps of  hia  venerable  motber ; — !«*  bis 
leave  at  an  early  hour  to  aecmnplisfa  that 
evening  a  pbrt  of  his  journey  ibto  Devon- 
shire. Alas!  we  little  tiiougbt  then,  that 
we  should  se«  his  face  DO  more ! 

Let  Ue  not  forget  to  add  one  thing, 
which  Ihave  nSVea  noticedin  the  illustrious 
departed  prince,  that  his  maxim  seemed 
to  be " onwards."  HowfavourableK>ever 
the  report  was,  on  any  pccaaion,  he  w» 
anticipating  a  still  more  bvourable  report 
at  the  am  annual  ^meting.  He  stimu- 
lated U9  to  perseverance  by  his  powerful 
exhortations,  and  promised   to  meet  i* 

Whsse  heart  wai  not  touched  whh  the 
lenderest  sympathy  toward*  the  amiable 
duchess  of  Rent,  and  ber  afflicted  brother 
prince  Leopold,  who  had  scarcely  escaped 
from  the  house  irf  nasuming,  when  be  was 
driven  back  to  it  again  by  repeated  wd 
alarming  visiWtloDSof  Divine  Providence. 

Such  a  man  must  bare  been  greatly 
endeared  to  all  the  branches  of  the  house 
of  Brunswick,  and  respected  by  all.  3"'='' 
a  benefactor  to  the  country  descries  to  b« 
held,  and  will  be  held  in  everlasting  re- 
membrance. Solemn  indeed  was  tbe  mi- 
pressimi  made  by  his  death:  "Tbe  stars 
of  heaven  fell  unto  the  eartli,  even  as  « 
fig  tree  casteth  her  untimely  figs  when  she 
is  ^aken  of  a  mighty  wind."*

in  the  amiable  widow,  and  in  the  daughter 
of  the  deceased  prince,  1  need  not  say  ■■—r 
but  [  must  hasten  to  subscribe  myelf.

On  Thursday,  February  tbe  lOlh,  he  was  expected  to  have  preached,  preparatury

•criptural  Lnttructioiu  lt4  operations  have  been  confined  to  the  provincefl  of  Connaoght 
«Iid  Miuuter,  sod  nearly  100,000  children  and  aduLta  have  heen  taught  to  read  the  Hoi; 
Scriptiues,  either  in  Iriih  or  Englith.  It  aupporta,  at  preient^  01  week-day  achoola, 
contaiiung  about  7000  children,  principally  of  Roman  Catholic  parent! ;  25  nEmng 
•choola  for  adulti ;  50  Iriih  Scripture  readers,  two  of  vhom  preach  the  Gospel  iritk 
acceptance  in  the  Irlbh  language,  and  are  under  a  course  of  instructisn  by  the  Her, 
J.  Allen,  of  Ballina,  one  of  the  Society's  agents,  who  has  alia  acquired  the  Irish  lao- 
gnsge,  and  colDineDced  preaching -in  it.  One  of  the  readers,  Mr.  Stephen  Rysn,  has 
been  lately  reijuested  to  visit  Knglajid,  and  if  now  preaching  in  Irish  to  his  cmintnuim, 
in  the  eastern  parts  of  the  loetrapolit.  Besides  these,  the  Society  employs  five  itinersmt 
aunisters,  who  superintend  the  nctaool)  and  the  Irish  readers,  and  preach  the  Ootpa  in 
many  towns  and  villages  in  their  respective  districl*.  The  iucome  of  the  Souiety,  in  iii 
first  year,  did  not  amouiit  to  £1000,  hut  the  lost  year  its  experuiiture  exceeded  ^SOOg. 
This  has  beeu  raised  entirely  by  volnntftry  subscriptions  and  donatioDS,  and  has  been 
vhtdly  eipendod,  without  any  deductions  for  the  saUiies  of  secretaria,  clerks,  in.,  for  th« 
""■"^'P*'-  otjects  of  the  InatituUou.  The  funds  of  the  Societ;  sre  now  entirely  ex- 
hausted, and  the  Iressurer  is  mider  acc^tances,  which,  without  an  extnordiuaiy  efint, 
he  will  not  be  able  to  meet. 

The  Committee  therefiire  coDsideT  it  imperative,  in  addreanng  tiw  friends  of  scrip- 
Kital  instruction  in  Ireland,  lo  stste,  that  while  opportoniticg  ibr  enlacing  the  aphm 
of  their  v^''"-««  are  presented  to  their  notice,  ibtf  cannot  embrace  them,  became  of 
the  atate  of  their  funds ;  and  for  the  same  resson,  contrary  lo  every  benevolent  feeling, 
it  ia  ieaied  theii  present  efiiirts  must  be  contracted.  It  i*,  however,  confidently  hoped, 
Ibtt  this  appeal  to  the  generosity  of  the  British  public,  more  especially  to  those  who 
may  be  coiuidered  as  feeling  the  deepest  interest  in  the  wel&re  of  Ireland,  win  cause 
them  to  come  forward  at  this  juncture,  when  such  eiertims  are  pro^eminently  requirsd^ 
and  asms!  the  bvsaurer  to  meet  the  rcsponsibilitia  of  his  office.

1  shewed 
that  they  wm  expOMil  to  the  dntdhl  rane 
which  destroy*  the  aool,  and  how  they  should 
seek  justification  by  the  unoKrited  gran  of 
God,  by  Dooung  before  him  fs  criminsls  im- 
ploring pardon  through  Jfaus  Christ.  Hiey 
listened  with  marked  ^tprobation,  while  I 
thus  declared  to  ttiem  the  Gospel  of  salvuion, 
and  said,  that  their  priests  would  not,  were 
they  travelling  with  them  Ibr  a  year,  take  so 
much  pains ;  while  another  sud  that  he  did 
not  know  it  himadf,  aa  he  studied  luiiiing 
but  exacting  money  from  his  fidloweia. 

On  the  ESnd  went  to  Ihe  pariah  of  Kil- 
mactigne  where  1  ihooght  1  found  a  vast 
change  for  the  better.  There  the  igents  of 
our  Society  are  standing  bat,  and  the  great 
head  of  the  church  seems  to  smile  upon  their 
exertions  ;  aa  the  Gospel  is  rapidly  gaining 
ground,  and  the  deiire  for  education  wtich 
prevails  in  this 'pariah,  exceeds  any  thing  Chat 
I  have  yet  witoesned.  Tbe  Bcbool  at  Dum- 
mortin  has  encreaaed  ia  ila  number  since  you 
were  there  lost ;  there  are  now  9S0  children  in 
attendance.  The  evening  that  1  went  to 
this  psit  of  the  country,  I  sent  for  a  few  per.- 
sona  who  were  in  the  habit  of  liearing  the 
Scriptures  read.  To  my  great  utisfiiction, 
althougb  the  weather  was  stormy,  aboat 
twelve  persona  came  wbo  continued  the 
greater  part  of  tht  night  reading  and  conver- 
aing  about  the  Scriptures.

We  an  anxloua  to  welcome  tha 
bvother  who  may  be  appointed  to  relteve  me 
in  Borne  eflicieni  Tnjniun-  from  the  office-  1 
am  thankful  to  uy,  that,  aince  the  campletim 
of  the  worka  for  government,  ita  dutiei  do 
not  prwa  ao  heavily  on  niy  time  or  altention 
aa  before.

An  Jdol  demolished. 

(Ftokl  Hu  CalaUta  MUriomay  Btrdd.) 

The  following  account  of  the  de- 
molition of  the  stone  image  of  a 

heathen  goddess,  was  communicated 
s  letter  to  the  Editor,  by  a  friend 
ident  in  Agra  : —

A    native   named    Maolchund,   a   potter  by 
trade,  had  an  only  san,  on  iihom  he  doated  ; 
the  poor  child  (about  faui  yeui  aid)  caught 
the  diaorder ;  the  btber,  iniiou*  fur  the  life 
'  of  hia  ODiy  child,  luutened  to  the  sluine  oS 
the  goddeai  Bhuwawe,  or  Sheets,  who  vi 
■uppoKd  to  praide   over  th>a  diseue,  and 
vowed  to  present  her  vitb  a  rich  (dltrini;  io 
cattle  if  she  would  vpare  hia  darting  ftya. 
Ai  the  child  greir  irorm,  the  &dier  grew 
more  importunate  with  the  false  goddess  for 
his  life,  uoti^  oboot  the  twentieth  day  of  his 
illness,  vlien  ibe  infant  died.      Distracted  i' 
hia  liM9,  with  bitter  lamentjtiBoa  he  bega 
to  upbraid  himHelf  fur  hia  iully,  in  placin; 
his  ranlideEice  in  a  mass  of  stone ;  for  he  wa 
sure  ahecould  be  no  goddesPt  or  hia  promii 
of  Ho  rich  on  oi&ring,  or  cries  and  tears,  ivoul 
have  moved  her  to  have  pity  on  him.      Filtp 
with  this  idea,  ami  nroiight  lip  to  a  pitch  i 
distraction  by  his  loMi,  he  sallied  fiirth  ^i 
his  house,  armed  with  a  pickase,  and  bent 
his  coiine  toward  the  shrine,  det( 
be   revcDKed   on  the    false  or  iia 
deity.      I^ovidenlially  the  priests 
present  to  inlemipi  him,  ot  the  wretched 
BUte  of  mind   he  was  in  might  hi 
bloodshed.    Thernvdevotcesprewnlfled  athis 
ipproi^h,  and  left  him  to  deal  with  Bbnwg 
ai  he  listed.      He  was  not  idle,  fer  in  a 
minutes  the  goddess  lay  in  pieces  at  his  I 
Those  who  fled  gave  ttie  alarm,  and  in  a 
minutes   a  great  number  asBemblcd,   and 
the  height  of  their  seal  were  for  tearing 
in  pieces.      Some   chuprascta    appeased 
multitudot  and   promised  to  take  chargi 
him,  and  .  ■  -.

A  Brahnia  attended  me  for  about  a  fort- 
night, and  came  to  reside  near  my  dwelling 
for  the  pruftaaad  purpose  rS  inMructiou.  I 
had  conmderable  hopes  reapecUog  him,  bat 
far  the  last  twij  w«eks  1  have  not  aeea  him  ; 
I  ahall  perhaps  hear  of  him  ia  a  day  or  two. 
A  Mnsaulman  aba  oaOed  several  dmea,  and 
proaiiaed  to  retnra  in  a  few  days  after  visiting 
bis  hoaie,  which  ia  about  siiteea  auks  distant, 
but  hsa  not  come  according  to  hia  word  (  I 
coonot  give  either  of  them  up  at  present,  but 
hope  to  see  them  agiio.  My  boya'  achool 
goes  on  well,  generally  between  forty  Bad 
fifty  present,  aad  several  of  them  have  ob- 
tained a  considerable  kaowledge  of  the 
Gospel,  and  of  one  or  two  I  sometimes  almost 
hope  that  the  mind  ja  in  a  measure  eiL- 
li^teoed.  I  fed  aoiioos  about  this  school, 
it  has  been  hitheito  supported  by  funds  sent 
out  by  the  l^te  Mr.  Deakin,  hut  duxg 
funds  are  almost  eihausted,  aad  (  honUy 
know  what  we  muai  de  when  that  kUid^ 
is  gone.  I  however  hope  that  by  sonw 
masna  I  ahall  be  able  to  Veep  it  open. 
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Tub  following  statement  is  the  most  correct  that  can  be  j^iven  from  the  infor- 
mation now  possessed  by  the  Secretary.  There  are  many  blanks  which  futute 
communications  from  abroed  will  probably  enable  him  to  fill  up :  but  the  bare  in- 
spection of  the  list  will  shew  what  great  reason  we  have  for  thanKfutness  on  ac- 
count of  the  blessing  which  has  been  laid  upon  our  imperfect  labours.  It  is  a 
striking  fact  that,  since  the  year  1 827,  the  number  of  stations  connected  with  the 
Sodety  has  been  more  than  doubled!  Whether  "great  things"  have  been  "at- 
tempted" or  "expected  "is  a  point  about  which  we  are  not  solicitous  to  contend  ; 
one  thing  is  certain,  "  God  hath  done  great  things  for  us,  whereof  we  are  glad." 

In  the  following  table,  the  column  appropriated  to  schools  is  sub-divided 
into  three,  for  male,  female,  and  Sabbath- schools.  In  the  next  column  is  inserted 
the  number  of  individuals  added  to  the  respective  churches  during  the  last 
year,  for  which  the  accounts  have  been  furnished.  Those  for  Jamaica  are  ex- 
tracted from  the  Minutes  of  the  Association  held  in  April  last,  but  several  of  th< 
churches  are  nol.  included  in  that  account,  and  not  a  few  of  the  stations  hav 
been  subsequently  formed.  Those  which  are  printed  in  italics  are  sabordinat 
to  those  immediately  preceding  j  the  figures  denotiug  the  distance.  The  expe-

Mr.  lliOTnai  Hol^iani  was  born 
■t  Campden,  in  Olopcestentrirfl, 
in  the  year  1744.  His  parenu  be- 
longed to  tbe  Bstablislied  Charcb, 
and  in  ber  lervioeB  hii  ^tber 
officiated  as  clerk;  a«  niigbt  be 
expected,  tbeir  cbitdren  were 
Btriclly  irwoed  in  obedieacft  to  ber 
rites  and  ceremoaieB.  They  were 
placed  ia  bnmble  circamstmicei, 
and  while  a  yogtii,  ibeir  boc 
Tbomas  was  employed  tc  keep 
sheep;  wlieo  fourleen  or  fifteen 
years  old,  bis  niind  iras  the  sab- 
ject  of  freqnont  convictioR,  and 
was  greatly  agitated  wJUi  tear  re. 
specting  death.  Ho  wqs  mucltad- 
dicted  to  swear,  and  to  usu  the 
language  of  prcdanenDis.  The  re. 
collection  of  lti«  jsins.moch  dis- 
tressed bim  OD  retiring  to  bed, 
and  he  was  exceedingly  terrified 
with  the  idea  that  he  might  not 
.  wake  again  ;  bence  be  betook  bim- 
self  to  resolntioiis  and  tows,  pro- 
misod  be  wonkl  be  heller,  and 
leave  off  bad  words;  ibis  alarm 
was  of  short  continuance,  and 
(hcBe  retolntioDB  were  brokien  as 
often  as'  they  were  made.  Tbe 
returning  morning,  and  espeeialty 
the  ^tnrn  to  Ilia  eTilcompaoions, 
fonpd  bim  no  better  for  his  U- 
menlatians,  no  better  for  htspro- 
nises,  lie  retnrned  to  theaame 
inipieiy  and  wickednesa  :  in  this 
Vol.  VI.

covrae  of  ninniag  and  repenting 
and  repenting  and  sinning,  be  con- 
tinued for  two  or  three  yeari. 
Aboat  this  time  one  or  two  events 
took  place  which  greslly  terrifled 
him.  Once  a  loaded  waggim  fell 
upon  bim,  and  tbatigh'<  much 
alarmed,  be  escaped  mlhoat  any 
material  injury.  At  another  time 
a  peraon  near  to  bim  when  in  the 
ticld  was  struck  dead  by  lightning; 
on  this  occasion  bis  coaoernahaat 
his  own  stale  in  the  sight  of  God 
was  distressing,  bat  these  con- 
victions passed  away  with  tbe 
circiimBtanoea  which  prodnced 
them,  and  his  mind  speedily  re. 
lasted  into  its  former  indifference 
and  folly. 

At  the  age  of  seventeen  be 
was  '  appiwnticed  at  Hinckley, 
ia"LeicesterBhire,  to  the  '  trade 
of  n  woolcomber  and  worsted- 
maker.  Upon  leaving  his  former 
companions  be  felt  uneasy,  con- 
science still  sniolehim,  ami  once 
be  Bat  down  elKl  wept  beomse  he 
was  BO  wicked,  and  again  resolved 
to  be  better,  and  as  now  be  bad 
no  associates  to  entice  him,  he 
tried  to  leave  off  swearing  and 
ihoDght  be  partly  succeeded.  His 
mastet-  was  a  praying  man,  and 
he  felt  greatly  surprised  how  he 
could  pray  without  a  book,  this 
pnl  bim  open  new  endeavours  to 
reform  bis  conduct  and  forsake  hfa 
vices,  oras  he  biioBelf  expressed 
it  to  the  writer,  ■'  htriving  end 
lugging  to  be  better."  Often  he 
referred  to  tlw  sinful  oompsnion's 
he  had  left  behind,  and  Has  ex. 
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ceedingly  nnhappy,  cipecially  at 
niglit.  At  lUis  period  a,  fire  broke 
oat  near  ffherp  he  lived,  and  r»geil 
vUh  greet  fory';  bis  alarm  became 
Torj  pnagent,  end  he  once  more 
rasolved,  and  strove,  and  thought 
to  make  himself  belter.  While  in 
thin  stale  of  inward  fear  and  con- 
flict, from  the  workings  of  con- 
science, and  the  labonra  and  re- 
solves ef  a  ftelf-^gbteoDs  spirit,  a 
ifxt  came  to  bis  nind — "  bom  in 
.sia  and  shepen  in  iaiqaity  ;"  then 
he  said  to  liipiself,  1  have  been  a 
sinner,  and  done  sin  enongb  to 
MWdeMi)  tke  whole  world.  His 
iormer  life  appeared  in  its  true 
o^lonrs,  and  his  past  sins  be  could 
not  get  over;  now  he  dare  not  go 
to  bftd  witbont  prayer^  and  by 
tUii  means  be  got  np  in  ibe  morn- 
ing rather  eaiier;  still,  a  selC 
righteons  feelisg  operated,  sad  he 
-was  seeking  to  be  jqaliSed  by  the 
vorks  of  tlie  lav,  bat  the  more 
be  strove,  the  fortber  he  fonnd 
Jivniaeir  from  sshetantial  hope  and 
«olid  happiness,  nor  did  be  obtain 
peace  till  as  a  miserable  sinner  he 
canie  to  Cbrist.  In  the  conlem- 
plation  of  the  work  and  r^hteona- 
Besa  of  the  Savioar,  he  fontid 
what  was  adapted  to  his  state, 
utd  npoo  that  righteoniness  placed 
aft  undivided  depcudance. 

He  now  rather  felt  ashamed  that 
it  sbeold  be  known  what  he  believ- 
ed., anil  kboagbt  as  he  was  sale  aod 
liappy  he  conld  keep  it  lo  himself. 
But  it  Dould  not  be  concealed  from 
.Others,  his  master  and  mistress 
.  both  perceived  the  Change,  and  no 
donbtsaid,  "  the  Lord  bath  done 
great  things  for  him,  wiiereof  we 
arvgjad."  Ueconlinuedwiihthem 
several  years,  and  probably  in 
1763.or4,  removed  to  Northamp- 
ton, and  was  in  the  employ  of 
Mr.  Smith,  a  .  member  of  the 
Church  at  Castle  Hill,  then  under 
the  pastoral  .care  of  the  Rev.  Mr. 
.Axtell,  where  formerly  thn  cele- 


brated Doddridge  was  naitor.  At 
this  place  onr  friend  attended 
for  twelvemonths,  bnt  afterwards  ' 
placed  himself  under  the  ministry 
in  College  Street;  and  a  sermon 
preached  h;  Mr.  RobL  Hall,  of 
Amsby,   coDvinced    him   of    th« 


truth  and  propriety  of  believers* 
baptism.  In  the  month  of  Fe- 
bruary, 1770,  he  was  baptized  by 
Mr.  Byland,  sei)-  nnd  joined  the 
ohnrch  nnder  his  paitoral  oars, 
and  abont  that  time,  if  not  pre- 
vionsly,  he  was  appointed  by  the 
church  to  trad  the  bymu,  which 
office  he  discharged  with  regulari- 
ty and  great  acceptauoe,  tbrongli 
the  Boccessive  years  of  his  [h1- 
grimage,  till  within  a  few  montha 
of  his  decease  ;  the  loss  of  hia 
sight  ineapaoitated  him  for  bi« 
beloved  work,  bat  as  long  as  he 
vaa  able  to  attend  the  bonse  of 
Ood,  he  always  sat  in  hia  oscis 
place,  and  would  ocoaaionaJIy  re- 
peat from  his  memory  byKot  wr 
psalms  with  nhidi  be  was  eonver- 
sant,  aid  none  did  he  repeat  WJIh 
greater  delight  than

"  FouDdaUon  fbc  hu  heaven);  priiiv  } 

'•  He  lika  the  tenta  of  Jacob  well, 

"  But  MiD  a  ZioD  tow  to  dwriL" 

He  wes  particularly  attd  eminently 
qualified  for  this  department  of 
(inly.  There  vta  r  ilrenfftJt,  aud 
a  diitmctnesir  and  a  Jubteu  in  bis 
voice,  which  rendened  his  readiog 
audible  to  all,  while  tba  Geotiueats 
of  devotion  which  be  himaalf  obe- 
rithed,  gave  Ibe  tone  of  piety  to 
the  language,  and  the  noifom 
consistency  of  his  conduct  out  af 
the  desk,  imparted  to  his  labonra 
in  it,  the  Coroe  of  initruDtiva  ii^ 
Auenco. 

Acting  upon  the  advice  trgod 
upon  him  by  his  _firii  pafior, 
*'  Thomas,  do  you  begin  at  the 
time,  and  wait  for  nobody,!'  he 
was  always  in  hia  place,  ready  at 
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Mie  ippoiotad  mamlef  to  in?ite 
jou  to  enter  the  gatet  of  ^ion 
vitb  IhaQksgifiD^,  and  to  tread 
ber  ooorti  wjih  praise.  He  waited 
for  no  one,  bappj  for  Ibe  congre- 
gation if  bia  ezwople  bad  been 
more  ioDneniia).  Few  have  ex- 
ceeded, not  nan;  eqaalled,  bim  in 
t-eading  the  a<inga  of  Zion.  Tbe 
Writer  of  this  netnoir  baa  felt  it  a 
privilege  and  pleasure  to  be  the 
miniiter  in  tbe  pnlpil,  while  bia 
friend  Holttiam  nas  so  efficiently 
filled  tbe  desk  below.  A  better 
cannot  be  found  to  talce  bia  place ; 
wiUi  one  like  him  we  sball  be 
more  than  satisQed.  Soppoiing 
he  entered  npon  bia  office  in  tbe 
jear  1770,  from  that  period  to  his 
removal,  3120  sabbaths  passed 
away,  and  averaging  the  hjmBa, 
seven  each  sabbath,  be  has  read 
from  the  desk  32,000,  nor  have 
they  been  read  in  vain. 

Bat  it  is  rather  as  a  Chrialian, 
and  a  nember  of  the  ohurcb,  that 
We  shall  mention  his  name  as  su 
illflstraiion  of  that  grace  which 
bringeth  salvation.  His  piety  was 
less  showy  (ban  real.  Nor  with 
bim  was  religion  the  subject  of 
load  talk  sod  noisy  declamation, 
but  it  was  seen  in  bis  temper, 
and  set  forth  in  his  walk  and  life. 
If  his  disposition  inclined  to  re- 
serve, his  conduct  was  as  be- 
cometbr  tbei  gospel  of  Christ.  It 
was  not  usual  with  htm  to  say 
niach  of  lelf^  tbe  leading  article  of 
his  creed  was  "  by  tbe  grace  of 
God'  I  am  what  I  am.''  ,  For 
sixty  years  he  stood  in  member- 
ship  with  tbe  church  in  College 
Street,  and  though  there  were 
imperfection^,  most  known  ^nd 
most  lamented  by  himself,  yet  he 
was  consistent  and  uniform,  and 
prayerful.  In  his  person  th^  pat- 
tern of  neatness,  m  his  conduct 
the  pattern  of  parity,  dioagb  d^ad 
he  ^et  speaketb,  tbe  menwry  of 
(be  jaa(  is  blessed.    Ferhays 
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allow  the  love  of  it  ta 
entrench  npnn  jOfmnass  and  deoi* 
sioQ,  and  for  tbe  sake  of  preaerv* 
ing  it,  might  now  and  then  be 
disposed  to  give  up  higher  daima. 
There  are  cases  where  peace  nnat 
be  sacriiiced,  and  this  blessing  will 
always  be  purchased  too  dear,  if 
bought  at  tbe  expeoee  of  principle^ 
still  it  is  an  en-or  on  the  side  of 
candour,  and  *'  blessed  are  the 
peacemakers ;  foe  they  shall  bq 
called  the  children  of  God.'' 

The  writer  was  not  acquainted 
with  him,  till  the  infirmities  of  old 
age  began  to  exhibit  themselves 
with  advancing  rapidity.  And 
when  human  nature  has  trod  the 
pathof  life  through  a  pilgrimage  of 
eighty  years,  it  may  be  supposed 
that  the  vigour  of  tbe  constitu- 
tion is  gone,  and  tbe  capacity  for 
active  services  is  over;  but  tbe  mo- 
ral qualities  of  our  friend  were  of 
sterling  worth,  and  if  in  the  latter 
days  of  his  lengthened  jonrney, 
tbe  vivacity  of  youth,  and  th^ 
energy  of  manhood  were  no  more, 
there  was  steadiness  of  pursuit, 
and  fixedness  of  principle,  ther^ 
was  regularity  and  uniformity  of 
character,  there  was  settledness 
of  faith,  and  the  habit  of  devotion, 
which  gave  unequivocal  evidence 
that  he  was  planted  in  the  Loase  of 
the  Lord,  &c. 

As  bis  life  had  been  holy,  his 
end  was  peace.  For  more  than 
twelve  months  preceding  1>is  death, 
intimations  were  given,  thai  "  th« 
days  were  approaching  wbeo  he 
inust  die.'"  His  hands  were  weak 
and  trembliqgi  bis  step  feeble  and 
slow.  Those  that  look  out  of  the 
window  were  darkened,  and  the 
strong  men  bowed  themselves ; 
gradually  he  sunk  into  the  grave, 
and  rather  descended  into  it  by  a 
sloping'path^  than  harried  from  a 
dangerous  precipice;  except  in- 
deed, the  acpident  which  laidhim 
O  2 
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op  Ui&  bed  of  deatb,  may  be 
uJered  «b  hasUQing  bis  end,  but 
oun  this  wu  JB  tbe  hand  of 
God,  for- 


By  a  fail  down  the  cellar  steps 
About  a  motitb  before  he  dieil,  be 
deeply  lacerated  one  of  liis  lege, 
and  probably  his  constriution  sos- 
teiiied  a  violent  Shock,  and  tbe 
inore  injarlops  beeaase  not  per. 
ceptible,  and  not  accessible  bj' 
^nedjcal  Assistance;  stitl  it  was 
theappoinied  time,  and  he  waited 
till  his  change  came.  On  one  of 
1be  viaita  of  bis  pastor  (o  bis  eick 
chamber,  he  talked  of  the  fall, 
and  quoted  the  words  of  Job, 
"  What,  shall  we  receive  good  at 
the  band  of  the  Lord,  and  shall 
vc  not  receive  evil?"  On 
last  visit,  a  few  days  previons  to 
bis  departure,  our  conversation 
was  interesting,  and  extended  on 
the  last  discourses  of  tbe  Saviaor, 
In  bis  contemplations  on  the  four. 
teenth,  fifteenth,  sixteenth  and 
seventeenth  chapters  of  John,  ht 
fonnd  great  delight,  as  well  a: 
from  many  hymns, 'which  wen 
familiar  to  his  mind.  Before  I 
left  the  room,  I  read  two  or  tbret 
of  thecbspters  at  bis  parliculai 
request.  He  seemed  much  de. 
lighted  with  the  Btittement  of  the 
love  of  Christ,  bil  intercessory 
prayer,  and  the  glory  he  was  gone 
to  secure. 

■  On  Tuesday  the  17tb  of  An- 
gnst,  he  finished  his  course,  and 
entered  into  the  joy  of  bis  Lord. 
In  the  morning  of  that  day  he 
appeared  better,  nor  till  within 
an  hour  of  his'  dissolution  were 
the  symptoms  of  death  upon  hini. 
Witliont  a  struggle,  if  not  with- 
out agroan.hefetl  asleep  in  Jesus: —

^is  coDoexfon  with  the  cbnr^ 
in  College  Street,  extending  over 
a  space  of  sisty  years,  tntroduced 
to  bis  notice,  scenes  varied  sod 
checquered.  Five  tltnea  the  ptiU 
pit  was  occupied  by '  anccestrita 
pastors;  the  Rev.  Mr.  Ryland, 
sen.!  the  late  Rev.  Dr.  Rj land} 
tbe  Rev.  Mr.  Kertey  ;  ibe  RevL 
T.  Blnndell,  and  its  present  occu- 
pant. And  what  pew  has  not 
exclianged  its  resident,  sod  soma 
again,  and  again,  and  agnioT  And 
what  part  of  the  meeting  eicopt 
ibe  desk,  the  allotted  place  of  Our 
friend,  has  not  in  the^e  sixty  ytats, 
yielded  to  the  lapse  of  time,  end 
totlie  conquests  of  tbe  grave?  Ge- 
neration after  generation  has  de- 
scended into  the  tomb;  tbe  tab- 
lets placed  on  the  walls,  or  be- 
neath our  feet,  or  in  the  adjoining 
ground,  record  the  names  of  de- 
ceased pastors,  and  deacons,  aud 
members;  of  departed  fathers  and 
mothers,  of  hasbaods  and  wives, 
of  sons  and  daughters,  who,  in  their 
turn  have  passed  into  tbe  sepulchre, 
and  rest  in  hope  of  a  rcsurrectioa 
to  eternal  life.  Andnow  Ihedesl — ■ 
which  for  threescore,  years  amidst 
vicissitudesall  around  it,  i/*e// felt 
no  change;  tbe  arrows  of  JeBth, 
fatally  and  frequently  directed  to 
other  parts,  passed  without  in- 
jury over  it,  and  from  year  to 
year  its  faithful  friend  was  found 
in  it  fnl61ling  tbe  work  of  God ; — - 
but  now  tbe  (ong  frequented  desk, 
has  lost  its  nsnal  occupant:  onr 
friend  has  exchanged  it  for  the  ■ 
coffin,  bis  bouse  for  the  grave,  and 
tbe  church  in  the  wilderness,  for 
the  general  assembly  and  church 
of  the  first-born  whose  names  are 
written  in  heaven.  His  spfrit,  in 
membersbtp  with  a  [inre  and'  per-  - 
feet  church,  is  absent  from  ;tho 
body,  and  present  with  the  Lord, 

It  is  somewhat  remarkable,  that 
Mr.  TTiomas  Chapman^  another 
aged  member  of  the  church  died 
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wfthin  Ian  ikn  twanlj-foar  faonn 
of  Mr.  Holtbsgi,'  aad  died  in 
petN3e  sod  boff.  In  life  tbey  bad 
been  laors  tliao  nsnall;  iiitimmte, 
JD.deatb  ihay  were  aot  divided. 
For  the  last  sis  or  seven  jeara,  or 
«ven  loager,  tlKne  was  ■CRroelj  a 
•ifflgle  daj  paaaed,  in  whicjh  tbeie 
^ed  pilgrioM  did'  not  meet  and 
coDTerse  log«tber.  Happy  for 
llieiv  disembodied  spirits  to  rejoin 
tlisir  fitJeodship  and  intercourse  ao 
early;  iia*erinore'to  beEeparated.

ScARCRLT  any  ihiog  can  mmrB 
sLrikiDgly  exliibit  tlie  perverse- 
Bess  of  bumsD  aatnre,  tbau  the 
reluctance  which  is  ofteD  a 
fesled  to  admit  that  consiileratjans 
«f,  at  least,  some  importance,  may 
be  suggested  for  a  practice  which 
we  are  neither  inclined  to  imitate, 
nor  able  entirely  to  approve, 
Thus,  in  oonneiion  with  the  sub- 
ject of  this  paper,  it  is  no  onaom. 
mou  thing  to  visit,  in  terms  of 
nnsparii^g  vituperation,  the  prac- 
tice of  composing  and  reading 
entire  discourses  from  the  pnlpit 
and  the  censure  of  it,  iu  seme  io' 
stances,  has  been  so  expressed  as 
-even  to  betray  a  doubt  whether 
jt  were  consisient  with  the  ex- 
istence of  gennine  piety.  Thi 
force  of  sucb  intemperate  reflec- 
tions, however,  is  crasiderBbty 
diminished,  by  recollecting  that 
some  of  those,  by  whom  they  are 
jnost  liberally  supplied,  are  no 
more  able  to  parsue  a  line  of  con. 
.linaans  thought,  or  produce  a 
jiage.of  r^guW  composition,  than 
they  are  competent  to  number  the 
Uoms  of  :tbe  eaitbw  ot\  meaci)re.thB 


extest  ef  the  noirarae. '  Tboagfa 
it  were  amply  coneedei^lhat  lh« 
plan  of  public  minislratioQ  which 
is  least  of  all  indebted  to  any  ma- 
nnacript  is  decidedly    to   be  pre« 
ferred,  yet,  snvelyit  wonli)  not  in- 
evitably follow,  that  the  oenirarr 
method  is  so  utterly  destitute  of 
erery  redeeming  qunKty,  as  to  ren- 
der the  nnprejudiced  examination 
of  its  «lainis  either  an  enworthy 
or  an    nnprofilable    nndertaking. 
fiipeoially  when  it  is  considered 
how  many  servantH    of  God,  of 
diflorent  commanions,  whose  emi- 
nent piety   and  splendid    talenti 
are    referred    to    only  iwitb   tlte 
highest  veneration,  have  nlost  snca 
cess  fully  adopted  tbi's  course  :  for 
it  is  nnqnesiiotfablei    that    tbeir 
lahoors  in  the  Gbridtinn  nunislry 
accompiinied  with  those  eti. 
dences  of  the  divine  approbation 
which  are  oniversally  regarded  as 
most  desirsble  and   satisfactory; 
while  the  posthamoas  diseonrses 
of  many  of  these  worthies  whicU, 
during  life,  they  had  read,  from 
their,  palpils,    now  rank'  among 
the  principal  ornaments  and  most 
valuable  furntlnre' of  every  Iheolo. 
gical  library,  whether' private-  or 
pablic.     ll   is    hoped,  'therefore, 
that    these   preliminary    obaerva*' 
tions,    may,  at  least,   indnce    so 
much  forbearance '>a1i  way  be  ne- 
cessary, not  only   to  suggest   ttie 
impropriety    of    a    loo    sweeping 
couilemnaliou  'of  the  ■  praciioa  JB 
qnestion,   bat  as  may.seeore   for 
its  advantages,   wbellter    real   or 
supposed,    a  ctndid  and    patient 
consideration. 

To  whatever  subject  of  faith  or 
morala  the  attention  of  a  Christian 
auditory  may  be  directed,  it  -is 
obviously  of  the  highest  imports 
ance,  that  the  staiemeiKs  by  which 
it  iseiplained  and  enforced,  sboald 
be  perspicoousaad-Gorract.  Any 
oobsiderable  dafect'ia  these  car. 
dimd  attributes  of  pablic  ioitrac- 
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tlon  mtlst  AMffiMiilj  InraWfl  tbe 
inbjeot'iD  obsenrilft  confaie  the 
andepstandiBg  o(  ibe  hmrer,  «nd 
«xpoM  to  danger  the  oomfort, 
ifDottberapnUtion.of  ibeipeaker. 
If  ths  ptinctpal  put  of  our  con- 
troTerMas  bavo  nut  origiaated  in 
tbose  defeats,  yet  donbtleat,  by 
Ibeir  inflnence,  tbey  hare  all  been 
greatly  perplexed  and  miierabl; 
perpetnated.  At  the  same  time 
it  mast  be  aeknowlfldged,  that  the 
plan  of  reading  the  entire  dis- 
oonrte  from  l^e  pnlpit,  is  far 
enough  froni  being  a  apeoiBo  for 
this  aerious  evil :  for  it  i>  eren 
more  thui  powible,  that  a  writ- 
ten sermon  may  aboond  in  in. 
Btancea  of  raaccoraoy  and  obsen' 
rity.  Where,  however,  there  ia 
an  opportunity  of  lookuig  at  tbe 
complete  aeries  of  thought,  oare- 
fMy  drawa  forth  into  sailable  ex- 
pressions, of  transposing  and  ex- 
punging, of  pruning  and  adding, 
as  occasion  may  appear  la  ceifnire, 
there  certainly  is  lese  liability  of 
falling  into  sneh  mistakes,  aa,  loo 
frequently,  present  jast  canae  far 
regret^ 'th«i  where  auch  meadi 
areoot  posaessed  or  not  employed'. 
Nor  aboiild  it  be  overlooked,  tbai 
the  inatmcter  who  is  incapable  of 
oommnnioating  to  what  be  writes 
a  perepicaons  and  oorraet  expres' 
aion,  can  acalvely  be  eipccted  to 
excel  in  this  quality  when  he  Ves* 
tares  upon  tbe  discharge  of  his 
public  dntiea  unaccompanied  by 
auch  assistance.  This  method,  of 
precompoaition,  seems  very  favor- 
able also  to  the  attainment  of  ele- 
gance, which  must  be  admitted  to 
nosaess  oonsidereUn  attractions. 
Whatever  has  a  tendeuoy  lo  faci- 
Utate  and  increase  atleotioo  to 
.(liaine  tnrtk  is  desirahle,  and 
ahoold  by  :«Tery  Uwfiil  endeavour 
be  promoted.  The  exeellraojr  of 
ChrisliBD  priaeiples  OMaials  in 
their  intrinaic  and  relative  vahio, 
and  Uieu  «(e  juallji  eatitlnt  to 


the  ntnoit  rAspeol,  independenlly 
of  any  accidental  recommeadetroD 
they  may  obtain  from  the  orna- 
mented diotien  in  which  tiiey 
may  oecaaionally  appear.  But, 
as  they  are  inoomparably  tnore 
worthy  of  such-  distinction  thaa- 
any  others^  so  aro  tbey  more 
eminently  snsceptifele  of  it,  and» 
though  they  have  notbfag  to  solicit 
from  the  inventive  genhis  of  mom 
tals,  and  have  to»  frequently  been 
insulted  by  ansanotifled  imagin- 
ation,    yet   they    condBscend    to 

:b  delicate  and  graceful  atten- 
tions as  affectionate  and  devoted 
admirers  may  be  enabled  lo  anp- 
ply.  In  discourses  not  previously 
elaborated  and  iosu'ibedj  p*^ 
saxes  of  exqoiaite  beauty  may  in- 
ciJentally  ariBe,  and  the  very  fact 
of  their  being  unpremeditated, 
supposing  It  to  b«  kaown,  will 
greatly  heighten  their  pleasing 
and  powerfel  effect;  but,  mtb  a 
discriminating  judgment,  and  a  re- 
fined taale,  lo  inb-oduce  and  ans- 
tain  chaste  and  conaiatent  imagery 
and  rhetorloal  embdtishment,  in 
a  manner  which  may  seem  meat 
impressively  adapted  to  secnre  the 
great  objects  of  tbe  Christian  mi- 
nistry, and  that  too,  act  merely 
ia  a  tingle  sermon,  but  in  a  eon- 
tisDed  HHCocBsiou  of  pohtio  exer- 
ciaea,  demands  snek  an  attention 
to  tbe  selection  of  words,  the  ad. 
iastment  of  pbraites,  and  tbe  eon- 
struclion  of  seatenoM,  aa  perhaps, 
has  never  been  employed,  except 
in  connexion  with  writing  and 
publicly  reading  every  word. 

So  again  a^  to  amplitude,  wbb 
ther  c(  statement,  of  argument,  of 
illuBtratioD,  or  appeal ;  it  is  In  tbe 
highest  degree  probab^,  that  what 
ia  read  wiH  be  much  less  charae- 
lerieed  by  iiregulmity,  defect,  and 
redundanee,  than  what  ia  not :  un^ 
leso  neoorso  be  had  to.aoch  pro^ 
digtoos  efibrU  of  memory  as  very 
few  an  oovpetent  te  mtam:  ana 
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fewer  BttB.'wbo  pouesi  toandneM 
of  judgcnent,  would  erer  attempl. 
It  it,  however,  flsoeedltigly  acde- 
airable  so  to  fail,  Ja  proportJOD, 
noder  ray  aection  of  a  diBconrae, 
at  either  to  omit  tliat  wbich  ma; 
be  considered  esseDtUI  to  its  com- 
pletenees,  or  to  Wtitikea  its  impres- 
lion,  by  injadlciotis  enlai^ement. 
The  Well.knoWD  precept,  '*  na- 
thiof;  too  mne^,''  is,  indeed,  ex- 
cellent; bat  wliat  is  tlins  wilfa 
lach  admirable  brevity  enjoioed, 
is  certainly  not  easy  of  attainment. 
On  a  subject  of  ineffable  imporU 
ance,  to  bs  tantalized  with  mere 
SQggestlona,  which,  in  order  that 
they  might  be  efficienUy  instmc- 
tive,  require  copioaaness  of  detail, 
ii  a  severe  diBsppointmeilt :  it  is 
lifting  the  cop  of  cold  water  to 
the  lips  of  the  thirsty  soul,  without 
sostaining  it  long  enough  for  its 
refreshing  virtue  to  be  enjoyed: 
bat,  on  tbe  other  hand,  an  oppres- 
sive diffusiveness  may  be  equally, 
if  Dot  even  more  abstractive  of  ad. 
vantage;  overwhelming  the  mind 
with  a  torrent  which  threatens  to 
destroy  aluost  entirely  diaiinct 
impression.  These  extremes  of 
inadequacy  dnd  satiety,  especially 
tbe  former,  however  anacceptable, 
can  only  be  effectually  avoided  by 
pnrsning  that  course,  whose  ad- 
vantages it  is  the  design  of  this 
part  of  our  remarks  to  enume- 
rate. 

And,  perhaps,  this  preference 
might  be  yet  further  argued  from 
that  comiiosuro  of  mind  with 
which  it  may  be  supposed  to  be 
nniformly'  attended.  If,  on  (he 
part  of  the  speaker,  there  be  an 
impressive  conviction  of  personal 
responsibility  to  a  future  and  aw. 
M  tribunal,  for  tbtf  faithful  dis- 
ebai^B  of  the  important  office 
with  which  he  is  invested,  accom- 
panied with  a  vehement  solicitude 
for  the  everlasting  welfare  of  those 
lie  Is  to  ntdresi^  it  will  not  sorely 


be  regarded  as  anrpriaing,  sboaM 
his  feeling!  occsaitm  so  mueh  agi- 
tation as  may  effect  gome  dislnr. 
bince  in  the  arrangement  of  hia 
Ideas,  and  terminate,  not  only  in 
painful  congclousneas,  but  eved 
in  humiliating  discloinre  of  era» 
barrassment.  Those  very  minis- 
ters, who,  on  account  of  thei^ 
being  most  distinguished  for  ar' 
dent  piety,  for  deep  concern  td 
conform  all  their  instructions  fai 
tbe  oracles  of  God,  and  for  com- 
mendable anxiety  to  present  tbcnl 
in  a  manner  adapted  to  product 
ibiding  impression,  are  most  eiu 
titled  to  onr  respect,  i|re  perhaps, 
of  all  others,  tbe  most  likely  to 
suffer  discomposure  by  such  per- 
turbation, and  may,  therefore,  fo6 
powerfully  induced  to  avail  them- 
selves of  an  expedient,  wbicb,  to 
say  tbe  leasts  promises  esemp*' 
tion  from  eircnmitances  no  one 
can  be  imagined  to  desire.  Mor 
is  this  uneasy  apprehension  limited 
to  the  season  of  public  eiercise  ; 
for,  even  wben  that  has  been  hap- 
pily divested  of  every  trying  inci- 
dent, subiequent  retirement,  to  A 
tender  and  sensitive  mind,  is  nut 
nnfreqnently  embittered  by  mor- 
tifying reflection.  Important  omis- 
sions, palpable  mistakes,  and  in- 
considerate expressions,  which, 
had  the  discotrse  been  read,  it  is 
almost  certain  oonlJ  not  have  oc- 
curred to  retrospection,  depress 
the  spirits,  and  occbbiou  inexpres^ 
sible  regret.  Sncb  remarlis,  od 
the  advantagea  of  reading  dls- 
conries  from  the  pulpit,  it  is 
readily  admitted  might  be  easily 
enlarged  and  multiplied ;  but  the 
claims  of  other  subjects  on  the 
pages  in  which  they  are  allowed 
insertion,  will  not  authorise  their 
further  extension',  especially  aS 
the  consideration  of  tbe  disadvan- 
tages, makes  it  expedient  to  solicit 
continued  indulgence. 
Whatever  my  bare  beennrged 
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ID  .farour  of  reading  sermoDa 
fix>in  the  pulpil,  it  does  not  appear, 
at  an;  period,  .to  have  obtained 
the  patronage  of  universal  prac- 
tice. It  certainly  tia«  been  and 
Btill  is  adopted,  and  it  may  be 
presumed,  tlierefore,  advocated, 
by  persons  wbo,  wLetlier  consi- 
dered iq  relation  to  tbeir  noniber, 
tbeir  piety,  or  their  ability,  must 
be  acknowledged  to  be  highly  re- 
spectable ;  yet  the  obviaiis  fact, 
tbat  it  has  been  as  utiifornily  de- 
clined by  so. targe  a  proportion 
of  Christian  mioistera,  seems  for- 
cibly^ to  sug^gest  tbe  conclnsion 
that,  to  tbeir  minds  at  least,  there 
must  be  paramount  considerations 
.Hbicb  have  induced  tbeir  rejec- 
tion of  this  method  of  communi. 
eating  religious  instruction. 
,  On  this  subject,  as  on  erery 
other,  becoming  veneration  for 
divine  truth  will  not  fail  to  in- 
stitute  the  inquiry,  "  Wbatsaitb 
tbe  Scripture?"  Did  Jesus  Christ 
and  his  apostles  by  tbeir  example 
give  any  countenance  to  tbe  prac. 
tice  in  question  1  Such  authority, 
it  must  be  admitted,  would  be 
deserving  of  the  highest  regard, 
pnd  scarcely  any  thing  further 
could  be  required  to  constitute  a 
law  from  which  it  would  be  te- 
merity to  deparu  lu  tbe  entire 
absence  of  support,  however,  from 
these  sacred  models,  to  enforce 
this  practice,  by  reference  to  in- 
ferior  namcE,  will  not  bo  attempt- 
ed. The  sacred  history  of  tbe 
New  Testament,  not  only  supplies 
some  of  the  iuimitably  beautiful 
discourses  of  the  Kedeemer,  but 
also  several  invaluable  apeciuiens 
of  the  apostolic  ministry;  in  each 
of  which,  so  far  as  the  speakers 
are  cDDcerned,  tbe  most  noticeable 
thing  is,  that  they  all  spake  as 
tbo  Spirit  gave  them  utterance. 
Perhaps,  too,  it  would  be  exceed- 
ingly difficult  to  prove  that,  since 
the   time  of   the  apostles,  th^re 


have  arisen  circumstaqoeB  to  jiu. 
lify  the  practice  of  reading  ser- 
mons from  tbe  pulpit  which,  at 
that  period,  did  not  exist.  [These. 
iiluslrious  teachers  were  not  only 
called  to  deliver  their  message  in 
the  presence  of  uuiDformed  bar* 
barians,  but.also  before  "govern- 
ors and  kings,"  the  great,  the 
learned,  and  the  prejudiced  ;  and 
though  it  may  be  urged  that  they 
were  miraculously  endowed,  yet 
not  so  as  to  make  it  cither  unne- 
cessary or  unsuitable  far  them  to 
solicit  the  supplications  of  tlio 
pious,  that  God  would  open  to 
Ihem  a  "  door  of  utterance,"  and 
"  that  they  might  sptak  boldly 
as  they  ought  to  speak  :"  and  what 
>'  good,  work"  can  that  be  to 
which  "  the  man  of  God"  is 
called;  for  which,  by  tbo  Scrip- 
ture, the  prayers  of  .  believers, 
and  the  supply  of  the  spirit  of 
Christ  Jesus,  be  may  not  bq 
"  thoroughly  furnished?"  Among 
the  important  qualiBcalions  of,  a 
Christian  pastor,  it  is  required  that 
he  should  be  "  apt  to  teach,'*  a 
gift,  whose  possession  and  djiigent 
cultivation,  will  entirely. supersede 
the  necessity  of  ioiroilucing  writ- 
ten discourses  into  the  pulpit.. 

As  consctentiaus  subntissiou  lo 
the  d.ivine  will  ought  never  to  be 
suspended  on  tbe  term  of.  human 
approbation,  it  is  only  lo  prove 
that  the  reading  of  sermons  front 
the  pulpit  is  clearly  comprehended 
wiiliiu  the  sacred  requirements  ol 
that  unerring  directory,  and  its 
want  of  acceptance  with  any  num- 
ber of  our  fellow-men,  however 
considerable,  thnugU  It  might  he 
an  occasion  for  siu.cere  regret, 
could  form  uo  ground  at  all  '"^ 
hesitation.  But  such  conclusive 
testimony  in  favour  of  the  prac- 
tice, not  having  been  yet  pro- 
duced, the  prevailing  disposi'>"0» 
especially  among  the  most  eiui- 
ueutly  pious  persons,  to  tolerate* 
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ralher  than  to  apftUnd  it,  is  cer- 
tainly enlitled  to  moch  copsider- 
atioa;  and,  perhaps,  also  to  Boue 
coDcesfioD.  That  euch  very  ge- 
neralijr  is  the  aDioiint  of  senti. 
ment  and  feeling,  it  is  presained 
trill  not  be  disputed  by  any  one, 
whose  Dpporlunitieg  for  arriving 
at  a  correct  iodgmenC  on  this 
subject,  have  been  suSicieally  ex- 
tensive. It  may  ioileeii  be  ad- 
mitted, that  this  unfavoarable  im. 
pressioa  ia  some  limes  expressed 
by  persons  who,  were  they  more 
prudeDt,  would  be  more  sileot,- 
and  in  a  manner  too,  adapted 
rather  to  excite  displeasure,  tbau 
to  conciliate  respecifnl  attcDtion; 
yet  the  knowJeiJge  of  its  actual 
existence,  its  wide  iliffusioa,  aiid 
its  probable  injurious  influence, 
present  a  very  powerful  claim  .to 
Mrious,  ilispassionate,  and  impar- 
tial reflection.  And,  when  it  is 
recollected  that  discourses  deli- 
vered according  to  the  present 
supposilion,  too  often  resemble 
tbe  dissertations  of  a  learned  pro. 
fcssor,  the  elaborate  elTort  of  tbe 
essayist,  or  tbe  refinements  of  tbe 
speculative  philosopher,  rather 
than  the  ministrations  of  one  who 
bas  "  determioed  not  to  know  any 
thing  among  men,  save  Jesus 
CbrkL  and  bim  crucified  :"  when 
iti«  nso  considered  that  ordina- 
rilj  tbe  reader  in  the  pulpit  is  too 
atteDtive  to  his  manuscript  to  be 
otherwise  than  motloniess,  monolo. 
nous  aod,  consequently,  unimpres- 
live ;  and  that,  should  he  occasion- 
ally hecome.vehement,  or  pathetic, 
he  is  remarkably  open  to  the  suspi- 
cion of  an  attempt  at  stage  effect, 
it  sorely  cannot,  be  regarded  as 
■urpriaing  that  sach  a  method  of 
imparting  religions  instruction 
(hould  be  exposed  to  objections 
wbiuh  none  will  find  easy,  and 
few  will  be  concerned  lo  an^iwcr. 
Even  those  distioguislied  minis- 
ieri  who,  ia  pursuing  this  course, 


faave  been  so  Htccessfnl  and  aHrac- 
tive  as.  in  measure,  to  check  the 
influence  of  this,  almost  universal 
dissatisfaction,  would,  by  discon- 
tinuing it,  there  is  reason  to  be- 
heve,  beooDie  more  abuDdanlly 
acceptable,  aud,  what  is  of  far 
higher  importance,  possess  the 
desirable  prospect  of  being  more 
extensitely  useful. 

It  will  not  be  denied,  and  it 
peed  not  be  concealed,  that  fcom 
a  very  early  period  of  the  Chris- 
tian  church  to  the  present  hour, 
persons  have  been  entrusted  with 
a  dispensation  of  the  Gospel,  for 
the  EieDclit  of  others,  whose  ser- 
vices, in  the  kingdom  of  the  Sa- 
viour, have  been  distincuiabed  by 
their  fervour  and  their  frequency, 
and,  in  many  Instancea,  they  have 
been  no  less  remarkable  foe  their 
effectiveness;  yet,  these  devoted 
and  privileged  servants  of  tbeir 
Lord,  though  nnnsually  endowed 
with  aptitude  to  teaili,  are  not 
always  eminently  qualified  with 
abiliiy  to  write.  Tbe  escelleucy 
of  their  ministry  does  not  appear 
to  consist  so  much  in  the  clear 
arrangement  of  tbeir  ideas,  the 
continuity  of  their  thoughts,  nor 
a  scrupulous  attention  lo  the  nice- 
ties of  expression,  as  in  the  spirit- 
uality of  their  conceptions,  the 
ardour  of  their  feelings,  and  the 
rich  vein  of  evangelical  sentiment 
which  ordinarily  pervades  their 
edifying  statements.  To  say  of 
iheEC  brethren,  who,  in  the  high. 
est  sense  are  talented,  that  it 
would  be  impracticable  for  them 
to  precompose  and  write  out  tbo 
truly  valuable  discourses  which 
they  deliver,  will  not,  it  is  hoped, 
be  interpreted  to  their  disparage- 
ment; such  an  insinuation  being 
distinctly  disavowed.  Indeeo, 
were  their  uncoostrained  addresses 
to  be  stiffened  into  a  written  pre- 
paration, it  would  instantly  ba 
discovered  how  little  their  impor- 
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tint  labonra  could  be  Indebted  to 
gncb  a  cbafige.  And  tfaen,  even 
aa  to  tliose  who,  Ironi  edacatioD 
and  early  habit,  haro  attained  to 
coDsidersble  facilltj  in  conipo. 
aition,  bow  often  does  it  occnr 
that,  besides  their  directlj  mini- 
sterial exercuBS,  their  nnmerons 
and  twnevolent  collateral  employ- 
meots  are  inch,  that  were  it  de- 
manded of  them  to  vrite  out  their 
aermons  for  the  palpit,  not  to 
mention  the  heavy  bnrden  which 
anch  a  requiaition  woald  impose, 
the  inevitable  consequence  mnit 
he,  their  partial  or  entire  with- 
drawment  from  some  of  the  most 
tmporlBDt  transHCtioas  in  which 
tbey  are  always  expected  to  take 
a  prominent  part.  And,  after  all, 
there  is  samcient  reason  to  con- 
clad  e^  even  as  it  respects  the 
persons  ib  qnestion,  that  their 
compliance  with  snch  an  arrange' 
ment,  while  it  wonid  occaiiion  i 
serions  deduction  from  their  ase- 
fnlness,  would  add  nothing  what- 
ever to  their  acceptance  as  Chris, 
tian  instructors. 

Bnt  the  principal  disadvantage, 
connected  with  reading 


from  the  pnlpit,  remains  to  be 
noticed,  wnich  is,  that  it  seems 
to  diminish  the  necessity  of  divine 
influence.  It  being  understood 
that  the  whole  machinery  of  the 
disconrse  is  so  arranged  and  ad- 
jnsted,  that  nothing  is  wanting 
but  snch  a  regard  to  distinct  ennn- 
ciation  as  may  be  essential  to 
its  being  heard  by  all  present, 
any  lolicitation,  either  by  the 
preacher  or  others,  that,  in  the 
exercise  of  his  official  duties  he 
may  he  ipiritnally  illuminated,  en- 
larged, and  strengthened,  if  not 
even  open  to  the  suspicion  of 
bypocrisy,  mast,  at  least,  be  con- 
sidered as  altogether  unnecessary. 
If,  during  the  progress  of  these 
remarks,  it  should  not  prevlonsly 
bar*    appeared,    with    niffieient 


clesmeis,  that  the  necessity  of 
snitable  preparation  for  the  pnlpit 
is  fully  conceded,  it  is  now  ipostei- 
plicilfy  avowed ;  yet',  so  as  to  leave 
abundant  occasion  earnestly  to 
implore  divine  assistance ;  and  am- 
pla  opportunity  for  the  gracioos 
bestowment  of  this  ineslimsble 
gift.  There  have  been  seasons 
when  this  celestial  aid  has  been  so 
liflcendy  imparted,  as  not  only 
to  produce  an  impressive  con. 
scionsness  of  its  sacred  presence, 
bnt  as  to  constitute  do  inconsider- 
able evidence  of  being  called  to 
the  Christian  ministry,  and  a  pow- 
erful inducement,  amidst  numer- 
ous diseonragementa,  to  continue 
in  its  exercise.  In  addressing  the 
Divine  Being,  at  "  the  throne  of 
grace,"  excepting  where  humad 
authority  has  prescribed  the  for* 
mula  of  devotion,  the  necessity  of 
htirabte  reliance  dn  the  Holy 
}  regulate  the  tbouglits, 
raise  (he  affections,  and  assist  the 
utterance,  is  universally  acknow- 
ledged; when,  therefore,  we  de- 
scend to  address  our  felloW.men, 
what  satisfactory  reason  can  be 
assigned  for  so  far  withdrawing 
this  confidence  in  supernatDral 
agency,  as  to  resign  ourselves  up 
entirely  to  a  preconceived  and 
written  form  1  Were  onr'lBinis* 
ters,  at  the  slated  periods  of 
prayer,  to  read  from  the  pulpit 
their  devotional  exercises,  it  wonld 
certainly  be  deemed,  if  not  a  de- 
reliction of  principle,  yet  such  a 
departure  from  propriety,  as  Ooutd 
scarcely,  if  at  all,  be  tolerated. 
Whether  the  system,  however, 
which  enjoins  that  both  prayers 
and  sermons  shall  be  precomposed 
and  read,  may  not,  after  all,  be 
more  consistent  than  that  which, 
though  professing  to  hold  divine 
influence  in  the  highest  veneration, 
yet,  in  so  very  important  an  in- 
stance, soenu  practically  to  dc. 
cliae  Buch  assialsnce,  Is  deserTiDg 
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o{  Herioiife  cDQsjderation.  It  has 
wimetimea.  been  stated,  that  dia- 
trust  of  Bbfflcfmey  to  perform 
inch  pablic.  flervices,  eapecially  eO 
u  to  escape  animadversion,  has 
prlncipalljr  contributed  to  iodace 
complianc't  with  this  method,  and 
Were  it  not  recorded,  aa  if  to 
meet  this  very  case,  "  oar  sirffi- 
cleocy  U  of  God,"  snch  reafooing 
might  be  entitled  to  more  delibe- 
rate mtention;  but,  with  the  recol- 
lecliooof  this,  and  many  other  gra- 
ciuis  assurances,  perhaps,  equal- 
ly  appropriate,  it  may  rather  be 
incnmbcDt  la  inquire,  whether  that 
which  baa  assumed  the  imposing 
air  of  diffidence,  when  tlioroogbly 
examined,  woalJ  not  be  foand  to 
originate  in  nnwilliogncss  to  abide 
by  the  conseqneaces  of  humble 
and  entire  dependence  on  the  ia- 
floence  of  the  Holy  Spirit.

Fboh  wbaterer  .cause  Abraham 
and  Sarab*  received  their  original 
oamea  in  Ur  of  the  OLaldees,  the 
fragment  afr  in  Abramf  and  the 
fragment  tar  in  Sarai,  served  as 
the  basis  of  new  names  appro- 
priately  given  by  "  Him  for  whore 
nothing  is  too  bard."  Gen.  xyiii.  14 
Nay,  so  signal  is  the  predictioi 
coached  in  the  name  Abrabatn  that 
DO  crested  being,  as  snch,  ■■  cook 
peleut  tbiu  to  open  the "  volime 
of  fatnre  evenla,  and  to  inapect 
its  hiddea  eonteats.  Bat  by  him 
who  wvigbs  the  menutwaa  in  scales 
and  ifae  bills  in  a  balance,  an  eter- 
nity to  come  ia  beheM  with  at 
mnch  facility  as  .  the  events  of 
;««t«rd*y.     Yea,  "  Wisdom  and 
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might  are. big;  h«  rerealeth  the 
deep  and  secret  tbings ;  he  know, 
eth  what  is  in  the  darkness,  and 
the  light  dwelleth  with  bim." 
Dan.  ii.  20,22. 

Aa  to  the  aigni6calion  of  Ibe 
name  Abraham,  we  are  eucboi 
'aged  with  the  hope  of  snccessful 
research,  by  the  fact,  that  the 
name  itself  is  explained  in  the 
aaon  assigned  for  its  adoption. 
Thy  name,"  say  a  Jehovah, 
Eh%tl  no  longer  be  Abram,  but 
thon  shalt  be  called  AbraAatitf 
becaose  I  hare,  (in  intentjon,) 
made  thee  a  jaihtr  of  rtnny 
natioTu,"  Gen,  xvii.  5.  The 
name  AbraAam,  dierefore,  has  a  ' 
meaning  eqaivalent  to  a  father  of 
many  natiora :  and  as  it  may  be 
seen  at  a  glance  that  the  aylUble 
ab  meana  father  or  ancettor^ 
it  ia  obviona  that  the  diaayllahJe 
rahant  ratist  convey  the  idea  of 
maltitndea  countless  as  the  alara 
of  the  sky,  or  as  the  aands  on  the 
sea  shore.  On  investigation  too, 
we  soon  find  in  a  diversity  of 
places,  a  phrase  in  wbicK  Tab 
means  prodigiont;  and  haitton, 
multitude.  Thaa,in2Chron.xiii.8, 
we  have  reference  to  ail  army  of 
eight  hundred  thousand  chosen 
men ;  and  that  army  ia  there 
called  not  only  ha»on,  or  maUi. 
iude,  hnt  rab  kamon,  a  prodi- 
giow  muUitvde. 

On  the  same  principle  then 
iLat  onr  English  phrase  fourteen 
nightt  becomes  fortnight,  or 
as  aeven  nights  becomes  mr- 
night,  the  Hebrew  phrase  rab 
kamon  becomes  rahavt;  and  tbia 
double  fragment  added  to  ab 
completes  the  name  Abraham, 
which,  when  so  compounded,  sig- 
nifies the  ancettor  of  a  prodigtout 
muttitudM. 

Under  anch  circumstancea  God 
promised,  and  Abraham  believed  j 
yea,  Sarah  berself  "judged  bim 
faithful  who  bad  promised.  There* 
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fore  Bprang  tbere  ey«ti  of  one,  and 
him  as  good  as  dead,  so  maDy  as 
the  stars  of  the  sk;  in  mallilade, 
and  as  the  sand  which  is  by  the 
Boashore  ioDumerablB."  Heb.-xi. 
tl.  12. 

Among  the  multitode  of  Abra- 
ham's pogleritf,  however,  there 
aroge  one  of  whom  it  nas  said  to 
Joseph  his  reputed  l^tber, ''  Thou 
shall  call  his  name  Saviour,  be. 
cause  he  will  laue  his  people 
from  their  sins."  Matt.  i.  21. 
And  when  the  Diriae  Redeemer 
bad  accompliebed  bis  great  work, 
the  Jewish  descendaDtB  of  Abra. 
bam  no  long;er  continued  a;  one 
associated  Family,  ^"t  a  test  of 
character  served  as  a  Uiib  of  de. 
tnarcation  ;  ao  that  all  Jews  who 
proved  unworthy  of  their  illns. 
trions  enceslor  were  treated  as 
'  aliens,  nbilst  the  stranger  and  the 
foreigner  were  reckoned  members 
of  Abraham's  family  if  tbey  mani- 
fested a  kindred  spirit  with  Abra. 
liam  himself,  and  had  such  attach- 
ment to  Ahrabam's  otTsprJng  und 
Lord,  aa  was  unknown  to  slaves, 
but  felt  by  sons. 

' '  Taking  the  adopted  children, 
therefore,  into  the  acconnt,  Abra- 
ham became  the  reputed  an- 
cestor of  many  who  had  been 
aliens  from  llie  commonwealth 
of  Israel.  "  Know  jc,  there- 
fore," sajis  Paul,  to  iLe  Ga- 
latians,  "  that  they  who  are  of 
faith  are  the  children  of  Abra. 
Iiam."  Gal,  iii,  7.  Nay,  even  in 
the  promise  made  to  Abraham 
when  his  name  was  changed,  the 
phrase  many  notioru  is  under- 
atood  by  Paul  cith  a  latitude 
comprising  the  Geutile  believers. 
"  Therefore,"  says  Paul,  "  it  is 
of  faith  that  it  might  be  by  grace, 
lo  the  end  the  promise  might  be 
tore  to  all  the  seed,  not  to  that 
only  wbich  is  of  the  law,  bat  to 
that  also  which  is  of  the  faith  of 
Abraham  who  is  the  father  of  di 


all,  as  it  is  .written.  I  hne,  (in 

intention,'). coDstitaled  thee  a  fa- 
ther of  many  natumi."  Rom.  if. 
18,17. 

Thus  th,e  patriarch  became  the 
father  of  as  many  nations  as  ad- 
here to  the  Messiah  his  descend- 

il,  in  whom  all  blessings  centre, 
and  coDcerning  whom  it  is  said, 
"  All  kings  shall  fall  down  be- 
fore liim  :  allnatimit  shall  serve 
"  Psalm  \s.\\\.  11.  Abrabam, 
therefore,  is  not  only  the  father 
of  the  Arab  tribes  descended  from 
Ishmael,  and  of  the  £domUes  de- 
icended  from  Esau,  and  of  the 
ten  tribes  taken  captive  by  the 
Assyrians,  and  also  of  the  original 
Jewish  nation,  and  of  believing 
Jews  in  the  apostles'  days;  bat 
he  is  also  tbe  father  of  an  im- 
se  mollilude  of  Jews  yot  to 
be  recovered  from  unbelief;  and 
is,  moreover,  the  father  of  my- 

ids  of  GeDliles  even  of  "  a 
great  multitude  that  no  man  can 
number,  consisting  of  persons  of 
all  nations,  kindreds,  people,  and 
tongues,'  who  wash  their  robes 
and  make  them  white  in  tbe  blood 
of  the  Lamb."    .

iniuiry."  The  juitneaa  of  thia  temarh  ii 
fully  coBftimed  by  instancea  that  are 
perpetually  falling  nnder  oor  own  ob. 
aerration.  ffhereTer  the  general  mind, 
Datnrally  ahraibering  on  the  lap  of  ttaij 
pngndice,  can  be  arouacd  iuto  free  in- 
quiry CD  the  aulqectt  the  cauae  of  be- 
liereiB'  baptiam  makn  certain  progreaa, 
without  any  other  aid  than  the  aimple 
force  of  truth.  And,  perhapa,  it  would 
be  well  if  thoae  of  oar  Ptedobaptial  Iffe. 
thren  who,  in  defence  of  their  Tiewt, 
gravely  aawire  their  congregationa  that 
the  Baptiati  are  well  known  to  be  a 
set  of  ignorant  men,"  would  likearke  eji- 
liem  the  beta  to  whidi  we  have 
alluded,  Til.,  that  the  acntimeota  of  these 
illiterate  pertoni  expand  their  influence 
just  in  pcoporliaa  to  the  diffunon  of 
knowledge,  and  he^  in  exact  step  with 
the  ciiculatioD  of  the  Word  of  God. 
Tlwy  cannot  nplain  tbii  pbeoDmenen  of 
preaeot  day,  by  alleging  any  want 
of  advocatea  on  their  aide  of  the  snbjeet 
nber  of  wrilera  embarked  in  their 
baa  been  very  great,  and  no  leaa 
varied  than  the  cai^  of  Soktmon'a  oavy, 
which  "  thought  gold  and  lilrer,  ivory, 
apei,  and  peacocks."

Baptiam  be  submitted  to  public 
coauideraljoo,  aad  whether  it  be  by  OH 
or  by  ntany,  by  the  learned  or  tbe  igj- 
norant^  of  coateotion  or  of  goodwill, 
thereig  rejoice  yts,  uid   will  n- 
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iDCODductinK  Ox  adi 
controrcny.  It  ii  a  nisUer^of  doubt  with 
lu,  whether  learning  or  ignorance  bia  the 
advantage,  ftir  it  i>  aurprising  bo»  the 
tiro  exlremes  tome  togethi 
word),  how  nearly  Hudom  approximateB 
tu  folly,  directly  it  standa  out  as  the 
champion  of  Infant  Bapli-m.  Every  im- 
partial  reader  of  Grenrille  Ewing's  ayst^-m 
of  popfiim,  or  of  Dr.  Dwight's  Obaerva- 
tions  upon  the  ca-ie  of  Philip  and  the 
euaucb,  will  fully,  join  vith  us  in  this 
remark,  to  which  Mr.  Stanley,  the  author 
of  the  second  article  at  the  head  of  this 
paper,  and,  in  other  inattera,  a  sensible 
man,  affords  no  little  confirmation,  when 
he  maintains  as  probable  Ihat  John,  stand- 
ing "  at  the  edge  of  the  river,  and  placing 
the  caiididatei  in  a  row  upon  the  banks 

formed  the  ceremony.  Of  libat  advan- 
lage'to  Mr.  Stanley  was  either  knowledge 
or  common  sense  when  he  wrote  this 
passage  ?  After  such  a  discovery,  who 
would  be  surprised  to  find  some  zealous 
advocate  for  Old-Testament  analogy, 
'attempting  to  prove,  that  Ibis  potent  bap- 
tismal iwilch,  is  tbe  New-Testament  sub- 
stitute for  the  rod  of  Aaron.  Tndeed,  if 
the  subjects  of  Baptism  are  to  be  deter- 
mined from  the  Old  Testament,  why  not 
the  mode,  and  this  being  granted,  who 
can  deny  the  scriptural  authority  of  Mr. 
'Stanley's  switch?  for  it  is  certain  that 
the  rod  of  Aaron  was  employed  at  the 
haptismof  the  Israelites  "unto  Moses  in 
the  cloud  and  in  the  seal!"  Perhaps 
Mr.  Stanley  will  thank  us  for  suggesting 
the  advantage  which  may  be  taken  of  hie 
own  patent  discovery. 

Having  aeeh,  from  tfaekbove  specimens, 
what  the  cause  of  Pffdobaptism  la  likely 
to  gain  from'  the  exertions  of  men  of  ac- 
knowledged worth,  who,  on  other  subj eels, 
'are  earitled  to  be  considered  sensible  and 
judicious,  we  shall  ao'ii  introduce  to  our 
readers  th«  first  article  under  considera- 
tion, viz.  the'"  Letter  on  Infant  Baptism," 
&c.  from  which  they  will  see  what  afv 
the  advantages  to  be '  derived  from  the 
contribulions  of  ignorance.  We  knov 
nothing  personally  of  the  aifthor,  and 
therefore  judge  of  him  'solely  by  h'ls 
work,  which  he  commfucel  by  telling  his 


pariibiooen  how  much  mora  ri^  h«  h«r 
to  ihek  attentkiD.  tbni  "  mtaal/uiTittJ 
ministers,"  by  which  we  suppose  be  meaot 
dissenters.  Frhd  thi*  extrftvagant  demand 
of  deference  from  his  readers,  made  at  the 
very  outset,  aswell  as  the  whole  strain  af  tbe 
work,  we  have  been  naturally  led  to  rank 
him  with  that  class  of  instrudorif  who 
imafioe  that  they  have  obtained  fromthe 
state  all  the  credentials  reiJuiMie  for  am- 
bassadors of  Christ,  and,  under  the  com- 
bined auspices  of  a  University  diploma 
and  episcopal  patronage,  consider  their 
learning  and  authority  as  elevated  far 
above  the  ^eaeh  of  vulgar  dispute.  When 
the  author  stands  forft  thiw  gilded  and 
lackered,  who  can  have  lh«  pnsnmptiOT 
to  think  "  all  >«  nut  giM  that  glitlen}" 
Of  the  ultimate  object  «f  the  author  ii 
thi*  |)rodactieD  we,  know  nothing ;  but 
whether  it  were,  written  to  grstify  the 
bishop  or  hintself,  or  ta  discbarge, hit 
duty  M  the  EslaMished  Church,  forwhkh

.Ihoo^  jt  appeara  uoable  1e  give  him 
qualificatioBi  be  is  entitled  ta  full  credit 
fur  being  in  earnest  in  his  iminediale  d«- 
sigu  irf  reclaiming  bi«  wandering. parishio- 
nen.  There  is  an  sJr  of  great  sincerity  in 
some  of  his  expression^  to  which  tbe 
fm^akctt  church  at  Msrpini  has  leat  a 
lone  of  nuKt  melting  pathos,  and  the 
MTeams  of  ^  the  bird  <tf  night,"  from  the 
deserted  aisles  and  ruined  arches  of 
Llandaff,  render,  we  doubt  not,  a  no  less 
sympalhetic  and  appn^riate  echo.  Bat 
sincerity  aad  Aelipg  farm  do  excuse  toe 
igooraoce,  whirhivhile  bound  on  every 
subject  to  be  modeM,  ought  not  to  pre- 
i  OB  a  matttx  of  such  infinite  mof 
aiieligiOD,  toopen  ila  mouth.  Yet 
nOetly  ignonut  of  what  ha  aUacki  and 
what  he  deiendi— ignorant  of  the  arlide* 
of  his  own  church— igDorant  in  one  page 
of  what  he  has  said  in  another,  and  we 
add,  with  feeling!  of  sioeere  pity  for  the 
people  thus  led  astray,  and  the  man  who 
mitleads  tiKmi^igWorvn^  of  tho^ntprin- 
ipleaitf  tbe  oiaeles  of  truth .-^aranlbor 
tins  through  eighteeBpagqs  of  unfounded,

We  hare  seen  him  above  arf  niq  against 
our  sentiments,  (rota  his  own  te^f-ta^er^ 
dieted  asaertiou,  that  our  views  war  un- 
known for  the  apace  of  1500  years.  Bill 
supposing  this  aasertion  to  be  as  trse  as 
it  ia  false,  what  an  argument  is  this  from 
a  minister  of  tbe  Chdrch  or  Engund! 
Sorely  the  belts  of  Margam  cburdi  must 
bare  jingled,  and  tbe  very  steeple  (if  It 
haa  one)  muat  bare  trembled  at  the  sound 
Qfi(;rar,if  doctrines  are  to  be  tried  by  their 
■ge,  and  churches  must  fall  before  the  *,t' 
gumpnt  that  inralidates  their  antiquity, 
whatwiti  become  of  the  Church  of  England, 
wkicb  till  the  uxteendi  century,  w»*  a 
thing  unknown?

Fur  although  he  affinns  that  the  word 
disdifl;  •'has  no  meaning  attached  to  it 
that  may  not  be  applied  to  a  little  child," 
we  happen  to  recollect  our  Lord's  curn  de- 
Jnitioni  of  the  term.— "  Whoso  doth 
iearb]t  cross c9jinotbe  my  dinciple,'*  Luke 
IIT.  S7.  "  Herein  is  my  Tather  gJorilied, 
that  ye  liear  much  fruit,  Snsball  ye  be  my 
disciples."  Jubn  xr.  8.  "  U  jt  efmtinuc 
■I  my  tt'ard,  then  are  ye  my  iJiBciples," 
John  riji.  31.  These  being  our  Lord'i  ei.

When  accustomed 
Id  attend  the  examm^tioiu  fbr  the  'Kireal 
Go,"*  at  Oxford,  we  were  frequeutly  gra- 
tified with  a  very  respectable  display  of 
Greek  and  Latin,  allhdugh  we  saw  very 
little  or  nothing  of  Hebrew  and  Theology.

the  cburcfaes  of  Syria,  Arabia,  Ethiopia, 
Egypt,  Germany,  Holland,  Sweden,  Den- 
mark, Greece, — which  moat  bare  known 
language  ;  and  the  Church  ofEag- 
lanil  itself,  together  with  all  learned  au. 
thoritiea,  not  eren  excepting  CaJviB,wb[Hn 
the  author  has  unwittingly  pressed  into 
ivEce,  against  the  BaptiKls  of  Har- 
bu)  who,  in  speaking  on  the  subject, 
uys,  "Here  we  perceive  how  Baptinn 
wai  administered  among  the  ancienb  /  fur 
they  imnierfeit  the  ichoU  body  ia  water." 
lupport  of  what  we  have  stated,  we 
make  the  following  quotations  from  a 
pamphlet  by  Mr.  Greenfield,  the  learned 
editor  of  Bagstei's  Comprehensive  Bible, 
and  the  present  superintendent  of  the 
Bible  Society'*  tmiu^ioni,  and  who,  Iwing 
on  other  grounds  a  Pedobaptist,  will  not 
be  suspected  of  partiality.

The  funeral  wBicodduKted  on  foot  ;abont 
elCTeii  o'clock  the  coipie  was  placed  on  a 
bier,  at  the  residence  of  the  deceaaed  in 
Aihley  Place,  and  borne  on  ihoulden  to 
tbe  Baptist  Seminvy,  in  Stoke'i  Croft, 
where  a  Urge  oumber  of  reipectable  per- 
•ons  principally  member*  of  hlseoofre- 
gation,  bnt  including  alio  ministe™  and 
peiqileof  almoit  every  religious  peniuuion 
in  the  city,  joined  tbe  proceMion.  After 
the  mutes,  we  petceired  the  medical 
friend!  of  the  deceased,  Dr.  Prichard,  Mr, 
Ad^ngton,  and  Mr.  Chaudler ;  who  were 
fallowed  by  the  officiating  ministeis,  ReT. 
Mesm.  Anderson,  Hi^hrs,  and  Crisp. 
The  pall  bearers  were  Rev.  Mesus.  Foster, 
Whiter,  Lucy,  Roberts,  Woolridge,  and 
Roper.  As  mouOMra,  Mr.  —  Ball,  (sot 
of  the  deceased^  Rev.  Dr.  Con,  of  Hack- 
ney, and  T.  Ranrford,  EBq. ;  Deacons, 
MeNTS.  Philips,  Aab,  Boldeo,  livett,  Bher- 
ring,  and  Reed.  Then  followed  the  »tu. 
dent*  of  the  academy,  and  tbe  congr^a- 
tioD  and  friends,  four  aVreiut.  On  arri»- 
ing  at  tbe  chapel,  the  corpse  was  placed  in 
front  of  the  pulpit  fr<wn  which  Uie  deceased 
bad  so  recently  imparted  to  his  flock  tbe 
great  troths  of  Christianity,  with  an  elo- 
quence of  lai^uage,  depth  of  reaMtning, 
U>d  splendour  of  intellect,  that  left  bhn 
almost  without  a  rival  i  and  which  be  yet 
pure  strikingly  illnstrated  by  his  deep 
humility  and  apostolic  simplicity  of  cha- 
racter. With  talenU  and  qualifications 
like  these ,  it  is  not  to  be  wondered  at  that 
he  was  universally  revered  and  beloved: 
or  that  he  should  hare  been,  as  be  was, 
invited  by  a  Right  Reverend  Prelate  of 
flie  Church  to  accept  high  pr  * 
the  XstabUEhment 


After  singing'  and  prayer,  the  Rev.'Mr. 
Crisp  ascended  the  pulpit,  and  delivered  a 
most  feeling  address,  -on.  the  conclusion 
of  which,  the  body  was  remov.ed  into  the 
odjoiniDg  biirial..gn>und,  foUowed  by  the 
teia,  and  silently  oommitlcd  to 
the  grave ;  the  limited  space  preventing 
lOre  than  a  few  persona  wiloesung  the 
iterment.  A  hymn  w»s  afterwards  sung, 
id  the  Rev,  Mr.  Thorp  having  prayed, 
tbe  cODgregation  dispersed.  Througbout 
be  service  tbe  utmost  solemnity  pre- 
■ailedj  bnd  the^e  were  few  present  who 
refruned  from  team..  The  chapel  was 
deeply  hung  with  black,  and  was  crowded 

Hie  solemn   evnt  was    improved    on 
the    following    Sabbath,   at     Broodmead 
Chapel,  in  a  fuoersl  discourse  by  the  Rev. 
J.  Hughes  of  Battetsea,  from  Job  lix.  14, 
"  AU  the  dags  nf  my  appointed  (inie  tciU  I 
omit  liU  my  charge  cpme."     Many  iimi- 
lar  eapressioos  of  ChrbtiaD  r^ard  have 
also  been  given,  both  in  town  and  coufltry, 
from  the  pnlpits  of  the  denomioatJon  of 
which  the  deceased  was  so  bright  and  dis- 
tinguisbedan  ornament;  and  alio  by  se- 
veral of  our  psdobaptist  brethren.     Some 
of  these  sermons  have  since  been  pub- 
lished;  in  noticing  which,  our  tboughU 
rill  be  agBU  called  to  the  connderation 
of  this  mournful  bereavement.     For  the 
present,  we  will  only  remark,  that  the 
euUigistJc  style  of  these  discourses,  as  well 
as  some  of  the  passages  of  Sacred  Writ 
on  which  they  are  fonoded,  niGciently 
indicate  the  sentiments  and  tbe  sympa- 
thies of  the  christian  world — the  high  es- 
timate which  has  been  formed  of  the  de- 
parted, by  thoae  most  competent  to  &ppr«-.

In  the 

beundlen  ihewea  of  religiooa  c 

thia  aacted  orator,  thia  Chriatian  Demottbi

qoenoe.  Who  ever  heard  hint  withont  led- 
ig  a  peraoaaioo  that  it  waa  the  man  of  God

ity  of  hia  tboaghta,  and  the  rich  unction  <€ 
hiaapirit?  It  waa  the  harp  of  David,  which, 
toudiad  by  hia  powerful  hand,  aeut  forth  more 
than  mortal  aounda ;  and  produced  an  ina- 
preaaioD  for  more  deep  and  permanent  than 
the  thunder  of  Denioathenca,  or  the  aplendid 
conflagfatiooa  of  Qceto !' 

Tbe  energiea  of  tbln  great  apiril  were 
coocentrated  in  devotionj  consecrated, 
lugh  a  long  contae  of  yean,  to  Ihe  re- 
ligioua  benefit  uf  man,  and  tbe  glory  of  a 
redeeming  God.  Tbe  intellectual  au blim- 
.uty  of  hia  mind  were  in  perfect 
bannony  with  the  moral  elevation  and 
ipirltaal  grace  of  hia  character.  Tbe 
liDgular  bumility  of  liie  heart,  tbe  re- 
narkablc  modaty  and  aSalnlity  of  hi* 
deportment,  preacDted  an  affecling  con- 


triumphed,  ai  in  an  element  eoogenial  with 
tbe  amplitude  and  grandeur  of  hia  mind. 
Hia  preaching,  (it  may  be  truly  laid,  imd, 
now  that  he  haa  ceaaed  either  to  preach  or  ti 
hear,  aaid  widuiat  irapn^riety)  waa  aa  lai 
superior,  in  magnificence  of  thought  and  eir 
ptessioo,  to  ordinary  preaching,  aa  the  '  Para- 
diae  Loat^  ia  auperior  to  other  poetry.  1 
.  waa,  if  luch  an  image  may  be  allowed,  like 
harmony  poured  forth  by  a  harp  of  a  the 
atringa.  But  he  haa  himkelf  onconacioualy 
pourtrayed  it  in'hia  exquiaite  remarka  on  the 
preaching  of  Mr.  Robinaon: — <  You  hare 
moat  of  yon  witneiaed  hia  pulpit  eierliona  on 


traat  to  the  aplendour  of  hit  gei 

and  unearthly  Indiflerence 
to  Aune  or  emalumeot,  waa  rendered  the 
n»re  atriking  by  hia  ability  to  commaod 
them,  had  he  wiahcd,  with  bit  tongue  and 
with  hia  pen.  Comlnniflg  tbe  intellect  of 
a  Paical  with  the  oratory  of  a  Haa^lon, 
he  retained  ihrDugh  life  a 
aimplidty  and  sincerity, 
the  wondcra  of  hia  reaaon  and  eloqueDCe; 
wl^le  all  hia  endowmcntt  were  embalmed 
and  crowned  by  u  aeraphic  piety.  But 
praite  il  naeleaa  here  .  '  hit  praite  ia  in  all 
the  dtnrcbea :'  ao  long  aa  genini,  hallowed 
and  aublimed  by  devotion,  ehall  command 
TcneratioD,  the  name  of  Robirt  Hall  , 
wUI  be  remembered  among  the  brighteat 
cuamplet  of  wunted  talent:  and)  above 
all,  ■  hia  record  u  on  high  :'  be  baa  paaaed 
from  a  atate  of  protracted  tuBering  into 
that  glory  to  which  be  had  long  anil  fer. 
vently  atpired,  and  which  he  had  onen 
ponrtrayed  with  the  vividnesa  of  one  who 
had  caught  an  anticipating  glimpae  of  tlie 
beatific  fiwoD,"

CALCUTTA. 

JboUtUm  of  Suttee. 
Maht  of  our  Teadas  are  awue  that 
snme  erf  the  native  inhabitants  of 
Calcutta,  hprror-BtTudt  at  ^e  pros- 
pect of  being  deprived  of  the  ines- 
timably privilege  of  baming  their 
mothers  saA  danghters  to  ashes, 
united  in 'a  petition  to  the  King  of 
Great  13ritai;i,  praying  that  the  re- 
fulation  of  Lord  William  Bentinck 
may  be  resdnded.  An  Englishman 
of  the  name  of  Bathie — an  obscure 
attorney,  we  believe,  in  Calcalta — 
took  charge  of  the  potion,  and 
anbarked  on  board  the  ship  Alex- 
ander, for  the  purpose  of  conveying 
it  to  England.  But  n  few  days 
rfterwards,  near  Kedgeree,  the  ship 
met  with  an  accident,  which  ren- 
dered It  necessary  to  run  her  ashore 
in  order  to  preservie  the  lives  of  the 
passesgers  and  crew.'  In  rclntitig 
the  circnmstanee  to  his  'ciiiploi 
tlua  English  agent  remarks,  "  i 
misfortimes  ate  generally  attended 
with  the  loss  of  life,  hut,  from  my 
bemg  the  bearer  of  Ike  Suttee  peti- 
fion,  Gwt  has  meed  all  that  mere 
with  me  !"  Who  can  wonder  at  the 
indifierence  too  often  manifested  by 
the  Hindoos  towards  the  Gospel, 
when  a  sentiment  fike  this  can  ' 
coolly  avowed  by  one  who,  we  p 
Bume,  professes  to  be  a  Oiristian 
The  supporters  of  the  measi 
are  consolal  by  the  delay,  because 
it  affords  them  an  opportunity  of 
incicaiiiig  the  number  of  signatures 


dieit  petition;  but  another  of 

native  newspapers,  the    Cow- 

moodi,  takes  an  opposite  view  of 

the  matter.     The  editor  observes, 

the  petition  sent  to  England,  to 
procure  the  restorvtion  of  the  hom- 
ing of  wom^i,  so  humanely  abo- 
lished by  the  Governor-general,  has 
been  brought  back,  by  force  of  the 

'  lous  merit  of  the  whole  female 
of  our  country,  for  the  ship 
which  bore  it  was  very  nearly  car* 
ried  to  the  bottom." 

Mote  recently,  a  clumsy  effort  has 
been  made  to  serve  this  desperate 
cause  of  cruelty  and  blood,  by  a 
false  representation  of  a  woman 
devoted  to  sacrifice,  starving  herself 
to  death,  because  she  was  prevented 
from  enjoying  the  luxury  of  the 
fuDeial  pile.

An- 
other  of  them,  who  conid  read  very  well, 
inquired  much  reapecting  the  Oo*pe1-  En 
parting  with  then,  gave  tbia  young  nun  a 
copy  of  one  of  tiie  Geepela,  and  elhorled  him 
to  read  it  for  hia  own  good  and  the  good  of 
his  family  :  wJJch  lie  promised  lo  do.  Af- 
ter tbia  we  went  down  to  the  mouth  of  the 
creek.  Here  is  aitnated  the  popojoua  town  of

■omewfaal  ot  bit  ewn  likencMa,  and 
trace  aometbiDE  of  the  aperadoBa 
of  his  own  mioo. 

Ha  coniinned  in  coninvtiion 
with  tiiat  church  aboat  six  yeara, 
daring  which  time  bia  mind  wa« 
very  naeaiy  on  tha  aabjeot  of 
baptism,  ai  appean  bfmt  a  dootH 
Oient  now  before  the  writer :  and* 
in  December  1788,  he  naa  bapw 
liaed  and  nnited  to  the  abnrcb,  of 
which  the  Rev.  John  BeataoD 
Was  (be  pastor,  in  Salthoaie  Lan«> 
Hull.  In  giving  an  aocooot  of 
hia  raaiona  for  tbia  step,  he  Ana 
ipeaks : —

I  Ihve&i*  oimDKmiated  my  iatentioa  to  the 
people  in  Fiah  Stfiet  (the  lodepcndeot  chonh), 
audit  iaDOir  mydcnrenotonlytobeb^itiied, 
but  to  enjoy  tlu  privilq^  of  church-fellow- 
•hip  with  you,  that  T  may  recelye  the  benefit 
of  yimr  w^tJi  ind  prayera." 

Of  ihiB  church  he  remaioed  bd 
honourable,  active,  and  nseful 
member)  aevcral  jear>,  till  i Is  re- 
vered pastor,  being  adyanced  in 
age,  and  feeliag  inGrmilieB  grow 
DDOD  him,  felt  inclined  to  resigD 
hia.~charge:  with  a  view  to  which 
the  Rev.  Win,  Peudered,  formerly 
of  NewcasUe-npoo-Tjue,  wat  in- 
vited as  a  probaliouer  to  aucceed 
bim.  The  church,  however,  did 
not  agree  \a  their  choice  of  faim  ; 
and,  as  the  chapel  had  been,  for 
Bowo  time  loo  imall  to  contain 
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the  iDCreMiB|;oongrrgttioB,  it  waa 
determined  that  the  frienda  of 
Mr,  Pondered  afaoold  teparale^ 
which  they  did,  and  built  tbo 
preacnt  obapel  io  George  Street, 
at  the  openiiig  of  which,  io  ITM, 
the  late  Rev.  John  Beataon  look 
a  part  in  the  aervicea  ;  thna  shew* 
ing  the  good  feeling  be  entertained 
lowarda  the  catlse,  and.thefrieiidB 
who  were  promoting  it,  A  higbl j 
ealeemed  friend,  sow  living,  who 
waa  most  intimately  acqnainled 
with  bim,  in  reference  to  the  laat 
named  event,  thua  writea:  "Mr. 
Carlill  waa  a  very  active  peraon 
from  the  commenoement  of  thia 
undertaking,  and  in  the  ohnroh 
look  a  lively  peraoasl  interest  ao 
lonjc  as  he  resided  in  Hnll ;  and 
even  when  far  removed  from  it, 
ite  proaperity  and  adveraity  aeemed 
identified  with  bis  own  u  Img  aa 
he  lived."  On  the  division  of  the 
nbnrcb  and  the  formalion  of  a 
new  one,  he  waa  choaen  one  of 
the  deaoona,  for  which  office  ho 
waa  well  qualified  by  a  sound  an- 
deratandiog  and  nnimpeacbabU 
integrity.  Some  time  after  he 
was  called  to  sustain  a  heavy 
aflliction  in  the  leas  of  his  wife, 
who,  afler  a  tedious  illness,  horns 
with  exemplary  Chriitian  patience, 
died  on  the  9tb  of  March,  1800. 
In  the  month  of  April,  1802,  he 
again  entered  into  the  marriaga 
atate  with  Miss  Sarah  Greenwood 
of  Ha  worth,  Yorkshire,  who  no# 
survives  him.  Some  yeara  tffier 
thia  nnion  he  retired  from  busi- 
ness, and  with  his  wife  came  to 
reside  in  this  place,  spending  bis 
days  in  great  tranquillity  till  tba 
period  of  bis  deceaae,  which  took 
place  very  suddenly  on  the  6th  of 
October,  1830.  Having  walked 
out  into  the  garden  a  little  before 
dinner,  he  fell  down  and  expired 
in  a  few  minutes.  On  a  following 
Sabbath  a  funeral  aecmon  wh 
preached  by  Mr.  Saunders,  the 
a2 
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miniatcr  of  the  lecond  Baptist 
chon-b,  Hawoirtb,  from2  Cor.  v.  1., 
to  a  crowded  aodieDoe. 

Mr.  Carlill  was  no  common 
cbHraoter,  and  his  life  would  far- 
niah  sbnodant  materials  for  reSec- 
tion  and  remark,  'bat  the  writer 
of  this,  feara  he  faas  already  e«. 
ceeded  tlie  timits  allotted  to  such 
papers.  During  the  years  of  his 
residence  here  he  bas  been-affiioted 
■with  deafness,  whuib,  in  .a  great 
measure,  nnfitted  him  fbr^the  en- 
joyment  of  societj'  :  otheFwige, 
bis  bein^  »  man  of  great  readiap, 
cool  rt^ftectioD,  and  ohitirTalion, 
united'  to  an  extenaire  kuowledgR 
of  men  and  things,  must  have  enii. 
nentty  fitted  him  for  conversation. 
In  cBlliag  to  remembrance  the 
oharacler  of  my  departed  friend, 
I  see.  many  traits  of  peculiar  ex- 
cellence which  I  am  compelled  In 
pass  over  -  annoliced.  '  To  say 
that' he  sastained  a  Christian  pro- 
fession with  Gtngulsr  ateadiaess 
and  credit  fifty  years,  is  sorely 
■aying  aomethiug.  He  wag  also 
a  pablii:  ribo — a  keen  observer 
of  passing  events,  whether  of  a 
polilieal  or  religious  Datare— and 
this  propensity  ratlier- increased 
than  abuted  ap  lo  the  latest  period 
of'his  life:  whatever  he  was.  in 
sentimoot,  be  was  from  principle. 
His  cast  of  mind  waa  that  of  the 
nioststardy  inilependsnce.  Hence 
he  wai  ioQexibly  attached  to  the 
priatiples  of  disient,  and  gave 
countenance  to  such  publications 
as  advocated  tliem.  At  the  same 
time  he  was  very  caodid,  and  ever 
ready  to  read  or  hear  what  might 
be  advanced^yatAM  hisown  views, 
as  his  lar^o  library  bears  testi- 
mony.; and  be  felt  renl  pleasure 
ia  the  prosperity  of  ZioD  in  any 
of  her  departments.  But  his  aVer. 
Moa  to  high  or  byper-Calvjnism 
was  both  unqualified  and  ancon. 
qucrable,  and  made  him  too  in- 
considerate     in     his    condemna- 


tioR  of  persons  holding  those 
views;  and  be  absolutely  abhorred 
every  thing  like  polpit  barleqnin- 
ism  «Qd  religMua  buffoonery.  In 
liis  d  ispoaHioR)  he  oiigb  t  be 't  bought 
sterd  and  unbending ;  but  he  had 
a  heart  very  sinceptible  of  tender 
inipressioasy  a»  :Waa  evidnot  to 
those  who  knewbim,  and  observed 
him  in  4he  itnatnary.  The  writer 
well  remembers. one  leaKOD,  when 
the  Sunday  school  children  stood 
tip  lo  sing  ft  ehoros,  hegionipg, 
"  01  speat^goodof  ,lWi  nam*  of 
the  l.on),"  &C-,  lie  wn  fluite 
overcome,  and  burst  iptp  a  flood 
of  tears.  He  was  alw^^  ja.maQ 
of  business-like  ha.b>l.a ;  ,flf^f>T  »t^ 
puQoUiality  marked  If^tu,  i^^vicry 
thing.  Ha.will  be  iloiig  r«ni«n>- 
bered  for  his  ref^olar,  tipt^y  sU 
teodaoce,  at  tbe  hog^  ^f  j^.od ;

regard  the  opportDDity  of  accesa 
to  his  throne  as  an  astoniihing 
and  an  inestimable  privilege. 
Uanible  GbrJsttan,  you  msy  pass 
ihroDgh  the  vale  of  life  nn- 
noticed  and  unknown,  yet  one  of

contrary,  hia  ear  regards  the  faint 
ejacalation,  the  sigh  of  tbe  tap- 
pliant,  aoiioosly  solicitooa  for  a.

Oa  the  one  hand,  we  mait  gnard 
against  presamption,  on  the  other, 
avoid  the  sjo  of  unbelief.

feigned  humility  and  prostration 
of  sobI,  ought  we,~^reatBreB  of 
ths  dnil,  whose  mental  powon 
and  afiectioffls  are  enfeshlod  and 
polluted  by  sin,— to  kneel  at  his 
footstool,  wboaeomnisctencesGBiu 
every  trans gressioo,  the  least  of 
whivh  is  hateful  to  the  holiness  of 
his  Dstnre,  is  opposed  to  his  ro- 
esled  will,  and  of  wbioh  an  ao- 
coont  must  ba  rendered  at  hia 
tribunal.

Do  we 
solioitthe  aid  or  tbe  oonasel  of  an 
earthly  parent,  we  doabt  not  that 
a  cheerful  and  kind  attention  will 
t>e  seonnd.  Why  do  wo  implore 
the  gnidanoe,  the  Ueasing,  or  the 
interpoHition  of  our  heauMtly  pa- 
rent, with  a  distrustful  apprehen- 
aion  that  our  petition  W)U  ho  of 
DO  avail  1  Aather  let  na  -  charisb 
the  oonviotion,  that  Hewaita  to  tie 
gracious,  that  be  ia  willing  to  hear 
QUPsvpplioatloDB,  and  oondBapeoda 
to  accept  our  bumble  boma^. 
Tlua  sacred  dnty  is  obaractexiaed 
by  an  nnwav«ing  cutfideoee  in 
onr  angnat  beflefaotor;  a  doter- 
miuation  of  thowiU  toranign  itself 
wholly  to  hia  aovareagn  pieaaure, 
and  to  hianuerrlng  cooitael;  we

to  arise  in  part  from  not'  snffi. 
eiently  attending  to  ibe  natnre  of 
present  experience,  and'  to  tbe 
way  in  which  happiness  ia  now 
enjoyed  by  inteWgent  beinga 
formed  with  capacitiea  like  oar 
own.  We  know  from  present  ex- 
perience, or  at  least,  every  one 
that  reflects  for  9  moment  may  be 
convinced,  that  happiness  is  en- 
joyed ihroQgb  the  medium  of  con- 
scioaaness,  or  tbe  power  which  wa 
have  of  perceiving  and  being  made 
aenaible  of  the  emotions  and  affiio 
tiona  of  onr  own  minds.'  From  this 
perception  arises  tbe  internal  peace 
and  satisfactioa  of  everj  one  who 
traly  virtoonB,  and  from  the 
ne  perception  arises  the  nneasi- 
nesa  and  muery  of  every  wicked 
and  nnrenewed  mind  :  "  the  wick- 
ed are  hke  a  trDat>led  aea  when  it 
cannot  rest  "for  tbe  waves  thereof;

Ij  enjoyed ;  beradeit  that  these 
aeaaons  of  special  eojoyment  are 
nore  frequently  realised  by,  and 
tb^  itig  believed  also  in  proportion 
to,  the  prevailiog  slate  oftbe  bbdc- 
tificatioD  of  tbe  bobI,  If  thJB  repre- 
lentatioD  be  correct,  tlureseeinBBo

are  familiar  lo  the  mind,  H  ii  >n- 
nooeaaary  here  t»  enlarge  upon. 
Bat  it  wonld  appear  conlrwy  to 
all  analogy,  and  the  nnivcraal  me-

neas  is  enjoyed  and  experienced, 
in  proporlionf  (o  lb«  approiima- 
tiim  of  the  son!  to  tbe  image  and 
tikaness  ef  God.  then  nothing 
would  appear  more  ahBsrd  tbati 
sneh  a  anppositiofl.  And  (o  ima- 
gine,that  notwitbstaMtiog  the  rm- 
riona  degrees  in  wbloh  diSereat 
individnsls  here,  b  fact,  approxt- 
maU  to  that  likeneM,  and  attain 
that  moral  elevaliM,  one  aweep-

Whilst  tiie  freedom  of  divine

TIh  practical  ioMrnotiot),  then, 
which  these  observations  are  more 
particularly  designed  to  -eitforce, 
is  the  necessity  and  propriety  of 
"fotgeltiag  those  things  wbiofa 
aie  behind,  and  reaching  forth 


<]ueniiy  brought  into  bis  feld,  yet 
atill,  to  agreat  extent,  correctly  de- 
scribed, «e  those  "  that  are  oo- 
ibaukfol  and  evil." 

There  is,  twwever,  an  insepa- 
f  able  connexion  plainly  established 
by  the  Word  of  God,  whatever 
the  vain  speculalioDS  of  men  may 
jnaiolaio  to  tbe  contrary,  between 
the  exercise  of  divine  and  abseluta 
sovereignty  and  hnman  effort,  and 
no  individual  can  separate  tbem, 
either  theoretically  or  practically, 
wilhoDt  injury  to  the  symmetry 
and  barmony  of  divine  truth,  on  the 
one  band,  and  withcol  serious  dan- 
ger to  Ibe  interests  of  fai»  spiritual 
stale  on  tbe  other.  Tbe  whole 
economy  of  the  divioa  govern- 
ment, whether  natural  or  Bpiritual, 
is  evideoUy  adapted  to  produce 
tbe  happioesft  ami  moral  improve- 
ment of  Us  subjecta, — not  by. arbi- 
trary act^)  independeot  of  indi- 
vidual exertioD,  but  by  mutual 
co-opemtion,  as  workers  togethe 
and  whilst  tbe  effective  i^ency 
derived  from  God  alone,  the  re. 
suit  is  secured  only  by  diligent 
and  perseveiiBg  coutinaance  in 
well  doiDg :  nor  is  there  any  reason 
to  imagine  that  this  method 
ever  he  changed.' 

The  objeations-oommocly  urged 
against  lhi»  dootriae,  it  is  appre- 
lieoded,  proceed  in  pari  from  mis- 
-takea  views- of  divioasDreireigBty, 
from  igaa  ranee  of,  or  in  alten  lion  to, 
the  nature  and  metliodof  the  divine 
goyeraracDt,  in  relAtion  to  rational 
*aA  accoaulable  beings,  and,  per- 
.haps,  frequently  from  the  taise 
suggestions  of  our  depcavrd  oa. 
.tures,  which,  frwa  the  lore  of  ease 
iuherentin  tbem,  are«troD^y  dis- 
posed to  aaqribe  the  perfeoiioa  of 
fuLore  blMeedaesa  wholly  to  an 
actoCdi«iaa  sovereignty  ^as  leaving 
Qursfilvea,  in  seme  measure,  free 
from  tbe  necesjsily  of  isdiTidual 
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unto  fboM  which  ere  before, 
even  to  the  marie  of  the  pries  of 
oar  high  calliag  of  God  ia  Christ 
Je«m."  Let  qs  not  be  satiaHed 
with  the  bare  hope  of  entering 
into  beaven,  bat  let  ns  rather 
enmlHte,  and  aspire  after,  nearer 
and  nearer  approsimatioDS  to  the 
perfection  of  hotineBs,'  nliich.is 
the  perfection  of  bappineiB.  Since 
snch  an  expenditure  has  been  tn- 
cnrred,  let  advancea  be  made  in 
return,  which  may,  in  some  de. 
grce,  be  comuensurale  with  the 
antictpatioDs  which,  might .  jqsll)* 
Lave  been  formed.  Since  such  an 
accnmnlalion  of  good  is  presented 
to  the  view  of  Christians,  in  the 
bopea  of  the  everlasting  Gospel, 
may  itnot  be  in  vain,  to  that  ex- 
tent in  whi^h  it  too  frequently  ia, 
lb  at  such  exalted  prospects  of 
happiness  are  proposed?  Christ 
sils  upon  the  throne  of  universal 
gOTernment,  and  is  now  exalled 
'"  far  above  all  principalities  and 
powers;"  but  it  became,  eren 
Him)  as  the  captain  of  .salvation, 
"to  be  made  perfect  through 
sufierings;"  and  if  a  course  of 
moral  discipline  was, seen  lit  and 
expedient,  in  relation  to  Him, 
who  was  placed  beyond  the 
reach,  even  ofliability  to  evil,  and 
who  pofisesaed  within  himself  the 
Springs  of  everlasting  happiness 
let  us  vol  think  it  strange  that 
such  a  process  sliould  he  neces- 
sary for  ourselves;  but  whatever 
.may  be  the  appointed  means,  let 
ns  see  that  the  end  is  accomplished, 
in  the  taking  away  of  sin,  and  in 
the  nearer  assimilation  of  onr 
apirita  to  Him,  "  who  did  no  sin, 
neither  was  ^nile  found  in  his 
month:"  so  shall  we  be  permilled 
at  once  to  increase  the  manifes- 
tation- of.  the  divine  glory,  and  to 
rejoice  in  a  larger  and  more  ex- 
alled  measure  of  happiness.

BRBw  Name  Sarab. 
As  the  Hebrew  word  iSara  means 
/trtRCflM,  and  as  the  fragment  i 
means  of  me,  the  compoond  word 
Sarai,  signifyujg  my  princau,  is 
SQch  a  term  of  endearment  for  an 
interesting  little  girl,  as  might,  in 
the  first  instance,  be  almost  acci. 
dentally  used  by  an  affectionate  pa- 
rent; and  use,  as  we  well;  know, 
will  often  give  permanency  to  an 
appellatioa  originally  casual. 

,  When  it  pleased  tied,  however, 
to  extract  from  Saraf's  name  ■ 
prediction  of  the  nllimale  resnlla 
of  divine  interposition,  her  new 
name  was  "  Sara,"  or  ♦•  'iSaroA," 
as  the  word  is  spelled  in  <ho  Old 
TestameuL  Tbis  natfie  simply 
siznifies  princegt,  or  the  anceflreMa 
of  a  host,  a  dignity  destined  for 
Sarah,  but  to  improbable  at  the 
lime,  that  nothing  short  ot  the 
strongest  faith  aonld  anticipate  it. 
To  Sarah's  honour,  however,  it 
is  staled  in  the  Volume  of  Divine 
Inspiration,  "  She  judged  him 
failbfu)  who  had  promised.  'Uiero- 
foro' sprang  there  even  of  one, 
and  him  *s  good  as  dead,  ao  many 
as  the  alars  of  the  sky. in  multi- 
tude, and  aelhe  aand  wbicJt  is  by 
the  sea-shore  innumerable."* 

Thus  Ahrabami,  as  su  illustrious 
patriarchal  ■  ancestor,  was  '  like 
Vetjus,  that,  planet  of  snrpaas- 
ing  efl'algenc{r,'*-wfaich  may  be 
called  tbe  Prince  of  the  Host: 
and,  by  analogy,  Sarah,  as  the 
ancestress  of  the  coantle'ss  my- 

iads  of  her  descendants,  wis  like 
Sirius,  which  maybe  aecomited 
the  piinoess  among  tba  'StBrry 
boat,  when  no  Inminary  6t  an-

Edom,  Moab,  and  Hidian,  it  will 
be  foand  thdt  diffhrbqt  wo^s  were 
adopted  tb  eipreaa  a- family  chief, 
caHect  a  prinoe  or  a  duke  in  the 
Englisb  transIalioD.  A*,  there- 
fore,' tlteword  fbrpriates  means

The  Life  of  Bunyan  by  Mr. 
Soqthey,  isdisiingnished  by  talent 
and  research',  nor  is  it  less  dis- 
tingnisbed  by  a  singnlar  union  of 
candonr  and  disingennonsness;  it 
if,  therefore,  very  likely  to  mis- 
lead some  persons  as  to  the  spirit 
id  conduct  of  John  Bunyan'. 
Tiiose  who  wish  to  form  a  correct 
ipiuioQ  of 'holb,  will  derive  con- 
siderable assistance  from  ihis  tittle 
work,  which,  ifaongh  not  expressly 

3 noted  by  Mr.  Soothey,  iia^  evU 
enlly  been  used  by  him  as  far  as 
lited  his  purpose.  In  order  to 
lew  the  propriety  of  re.prinling 
it,  allow  me  jost  to  make  a  quo- 
tation of  a  passage,  which  Mr. 
Sonthey  has  omitted  to  slate. 

The  accnsBlioD  against  Job  a 
Bunyan  being,  "that  be, deviliab- 
ly  and  pernicioaaly,  abstained  from

examined  him  after  ihe  fashion 
of  that  time  of  day.  Having  given 
bim  leave  to  state  his  objeulions 
lo  nsing  the  Common  Prayer 
Book,  (accompanying  the  per- 
mission witb  the  foUowi^  co. 
rions  caution:  "Take  lieed  of 
speaktug  irreverently^  of  th^  Com.

Now  oerlainljr, 
as  honoar  ahould  be  rendered  to 
whom  honour  ji  dne,  this  paaaage 
onght  not  to  have  heeo  omitted  bj 
Mr.  Sonthej  ;  for  the  mart  who 
made  this  vataable  diacover;,  is 
worth]'  to  be  bad  in  perpetual 
remembrance  b;  the  members  of 
the  Cburcb  of  England ;  and, 
therefore,  Mr.  Sonthey,  in  staL 
ing  what  Banyan  aald  in  anawer, 
and  omitting  the  assertion  itself, 
did  not  deal  fairly,  either  by  the 
justice,  by  John  Bnnyan,  or  by 
the  reader.  Instead  of  giving  the 
whole  passage,  Mr.  Sonlhey  oon. 
tents  himself  witb  remBrkiog.tbat 
Bnnyan  never  appeora  so  unrea- 
sonable as  when  be  speaks  of  the 
Common  Prayer.  Your  readi 
will  judge  with  what  grace  such 
a  remark  falls  from  th  pen  of 
Mr.  Southey. 

I  am  aware  that  the  whole  of 
these  examinations  may  be  found 
Id  Mr.  Ivimey's  Life  of  Bunyan 
which  is,  doubtless,  in  the  pos< 
sessioD  of  many  persons;  but 
those  wbo  have  it  not,  are  mncb 
inoro  likely  to  porchase  a  cheap 
pampblet,  than  a  five-ahilliog  vo- 
lume; and  this  work,  omitting 
the  £legy  on  Hr.

"  In  tracing  these  events  to  their  origin,  we 

from  the  blessing  of  God  on  the  exertions 
made  last  year  at  Bonitallah,  naai  Calcutta. 
There,  some  of  die  people  residing  at  the 
nearer  vUlagn  heard  the  Word  of  Life,  and 
received  religinue  tricls  ;  this  led  them  to 
make  further  inquiry,  and  then  to  comnioni- 
cato  the  discovery  they  had  made  10  their 
friends  and  distant  relatives  who  visited  them 
from  the  more  distant  ones.  Ofthese,  touM 
listened  and  accompanied  them  ta  Calcutta, 
in  order  to  learn  more  about  this  new  way  ;

The  following  month,  it  is  stated : 

"  In  OUT  lurt  number,  we  gave  a  sketch  of 
the  present  elate  of  the  native  church,  in 
connexion  with  the  Calcolta  Baptist  Mis- 
Honaiy  Sowety,  and  raised,  in  a  great  mea- 
•ure,  by  tbe  hleesing  of  God  on  the  labours  of 
that  institution.  We  have  this  month  the 
pleasure  of  presenting  our  readers  with  a 
pretty  foil  account  of  the  services  connecled 
with  the  ordination  of  Mr.  W.  H.  Pearce,  as 
the  pastor  of  ibii  infant  church.  These  ser- 
vices took  place  on  (be  SOth  ultimo,  in  the 
Baptist  Chapel,  Cirailar  Hoad,  and  proved 
truly  interesting  to  many  who  witnessed 
them ;  and  their  relation,  we  trast,  will  not 
be  without  its  ne,  not  only  in  recalling  the 
fbelings  and  sentinKntt  excited  In  the  minds 
of  those  who  were  present  on  the  occasion, 
several  of  whom  hire  once  eipremed  them- 
sdves  aa  havii^  found  the  opportonity  so- 
lemnly impressive,  and  highly  interesting  and 
profitable ;  but  in  producing,  in  a  measure  at 
least,  the  same  impressions  on  many  who 
could  not  attend. 

"  It  might  be  well  to  premise,  that  for 
more  than  hm/oe  months,  Mr.Pearce,  though 
otherwise  fully  occupied  in  auperintending 
the  cottcems  of  the  Baptist  Misaionarj  So- 
ciety's printing  estaUisbment,  had  taken  the 
overflight  of  the  church,  and  discha^  the 
duties  of  the  ministerial  office.  Thbammge- 
ment,  however,  was  not  intended  to  be  per- 
manent, but  was  made  for  the  sake  of  expe- 
rioient ;  and  the  result,  both  as  it  respects 
the  Church  and  bis  own  fislings,  was  such 
as,  combined  with  other  circumataucea,  led 
him  to  consider  it  his  duty  to  comply  with 
the  request  of  its  members,  and  the  wisbss  of 
his  brethren,  in  becoming  their  pislor.  He 
accordmgly,  after  mature  consideration,  and 
consolting  ramt  of  the  neighbouring  roiDlaters 
and  Missionaries,  consented  to  yield  to  their 
propiisal;  and  Thursday  evening,  the  30th 
ultimo,  was  appwnled  for  his  being  publicly 
•el  apart  to  this  olBce. 


"  A>  it  wu  thoQ^  dennUa,  widi  a  Tisw 

to  render  the  sernce  more  generally  intenst 
ii^  and  useful,  to  have  it  conducted  partly 
in  Bei^alee  and  piitly  in  £oglisb,  ■  canai- 
derable  part  of  the  chapel  was  appropriitid 
to  the  accommodation  of  the  mambera  of  the 
native  church,  sod  other  native*  pttAmaa 
Christianity.

Letter  from  Mr.  Bouni  to  th 
Secretary,  dated  October  30,  1830. 

DsAa  BKOTBIB  DteK, 

Some  time  haa  'lapaed  tinee  1  viote  yo 
by  the  Caleb  Angaa,  captain  Whittle,  which 
you  may  have  rcceired.  ^nce  then  I  hi 
been  bleated  with  health  and  strength 
ptrraue  my  uflual  cooiw  of  laboura,  withr 
intoTuptian,  and  in  them  hare  cKpeiienc 
no  imaU  d^ree  of  the  diTint  prncnce  to  i 
own  Boul,  howerer  trying  and  disccuiagio^ 
other  thicgi  have  be^  in  thia  place.  My 
happier  momeota  are  epent  vith  God  in 
hia  actual  aerrice,  in  vbich  1  ted  H  if  I  could 
bre  and  die,  though  I  am  not  permitted  to 
see  diat  ncceaa  which  would  gladden  my 
heart  and  yonra.  Humben  who  hear  the 
Wont,  appear  only  hearera  ;  one,  of  whom 
we  thoi^bt  well,  and  who  prufnaed  aoioe 
coDvictiona,  fasi  left  ua ;  another,  whom  I 
mentioned  aa  labouring  under  deep  connC' 
tiona  of  ainj  atiii  maintaiiv  her  attendance 
on  bmily  wnrahip,  the  ichool,  and  the  house 
of  Crod,  amidat  aome  oppoeitiDn.  Two  other 
peraoBt  have  offered  Ibemsdtea  tor  baptiim, 
connrsiDg  whom  I  have-  thought  it  proper 
they  ahoulit  remain  awhile.  Several  othera, 
wlu>  were  ^  the  hat  of  ioquiren,  still  re- 
main. Our  membera  generally  continue 
Btead&at,  and  bear  evidence  of  growing  in 
grace.

Mr.  Fuller,  ia  1810  (taking  for 
the  basis  of  his  eiposition.  Dr. 
Gill's  sermon  in  1762,  on  the 
latter  day  glory),  imagrned  we 
were  then  in  the  period  of  the 
second  vial  only,  anil  that  proba- 
bly, mnch  more  remained  to  be 
ponrcd  out  before  it  terminated. 
What  time  may  elapse  between 
the  respective  vials,  or  whether 
the  latter  may  Dot  be  ponring  out 
while  the  former  are  in  operation, 
mast  (after  all  the  ofibrts  of  vain 
man  to  be  wise  above  what  is 
written)  be  left  with  him  Who 
retaineth  the  times  and  seasons  in 
hia  own  coanseU,  and  has  de- 
clared, tbat  it  is  not  for  ui  per. 
fectly  to  nnderstaiiil  them  nntil 
they  are  accomplisfaeil.f  But  the 
tribulations  of  the  Western  em- 
pire are,  clearly,  to  be  increasing- 
ly tremendoas,  with  Ihe  reverie  of 
X  sanctifying  effect  npon  the  {king- 
doms included  in  it;  and,  when 
the  Eastern  empire  begins  to  be 
dealt  with  also  in  the  way  of  judg- 
ment, three  unclean  spirits  of  de- 
vils are  toinflucnce,  apparently, 
the  whole  Vorld  against  Christ 
and  his  blessed  cause,  So  that,  as 
bis  interest  in  the  earth  appeared 
to  be  extinct  vhea  himself  waa 
unrdered,  end  also  afterwards 
under  the  dreadful  persecution  of 
Siocleaian,  it  will  be  the  same  at 
this  period  ;  and  the  rage  of  thoae 
in  authority  against  his  Gospel 
and  servants,  will  probably  exceed 
all  former  instances.! 

It  is  true  that  the  period  of  (he 
■even  vials,  and  of  the  sounding  of 
the  seventh  trumpet,  appear  to  he 
the  same,  and  they  commence 
and  terminate  together,  hence  the 
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Gospel  will  be  progrcasing  tbroagli 
Uie  world,  all  tbe  time  that  Ood  is 
dealing  in  judgment  with  the 
churches'  enemies  ;*  therefore  tbe 
true  servants  of  God,  throughout 
thia  whole  period,  will  bava  to 
sing  of  mercy  and  judgment,  and 
while  the  consideration  of  the 
former  should  not  lead  ns  to  be 
insensible  or  indifferent  to  the 
latter,  so  the  apprehension  of  the 
latter  should  by  no  means  occa- 
sion us  to  sit  down  in  despair ; 
rather,  we  should  be  roused  to 
greater  exertion  and  importunity 
in  prayer,  if  by  any  means,  or  in 
any  degree,  we  may  be  assisting 
to  strengthen  that  blessed  interest 
that  is  to  be  so  awfully  tried, 

Mr.  Scott  thought,  that  as  the 
site  of  the  fourth  monarchy  was 
(D  he  the  soene  of  the  operations 
nf  the  vials,  there  "■  may  be  flou- 
rishing eharohea  in  America, 
Africa,  the  East  Indies,  &c., 
while  true  religion,  in  its  opetl 
profession,  ia  almost  extirpatea  in 
Christendom."  However  tbia 
may  be,  there  can  be  no  doubt 
that  the  end  of  these  wonders  will 
be  most  glorious  to  those,  who, 
through  grace,  are  enabled  to 
stand  the  trial,  and  participate  in 
the  first  resnrreoEion ;  for-  wben 
the  seventh  vial  is  finished  ponring 
ont,  and  the  seventh  trumpet  ia 
completely  sounded,  the  air  will 
be  finally  cleared  from  all  tbe 
pestilential  winds  of  Antichriat 
and  ir religion  of  every  form. 
The  dragon  will  be  bonnd,  not, 
of  course,  with  a  materia),  but  a 
spiritual  chain,  and  ihe  Holy 
Spirit  will  be  given  again,  as  at 
^entecoat,.  and  the  primitive  or- 
der of  the  divine  worship  will  be 
completely  restored  throughout 
the  world  for  a  tbonsand  years; 
nor  shall  any  that  decease  daring 
thia  period,  be  subjected  to  (be 
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«eooDd  deatb ;  nor  sbril  the  power 
that  will  arim  at  tb«  end  of  the 
thouBBud  Tears  (when  Satan  i« 
loosed,  and  Ibe  Holy  Spirit  leaf  es 
the  generation  thit  shall  then  be 
4)on]  without  his  Bpiritaal  rege- 
neration, and  tfl  the  inftaenoe  of 
Satan's  temptations,)  be  able  to 
.  do  them  any  eSieclim  harm ;  for 
then,  indeed,  Christ  will  person, 
all;  appear,  to  ditsolve  the  frame 
of  creation,  and  acoompUsh  the 
final  jadgment, 

While  then,  as  Mr.  Scott  re- 
marks, "  in  many  other  oases  we 
should  rejoice  with  trembling,  in 
this,  we  sbonld  tremble  mth  re- 
juicing."  And  this  is  just  the 
feeling  Which  the  writer  is  desirons 
to  oberiab  in  bis  own  bosom,  and 
to  witness  in  all  his  brethren. 
Let  the  question  go  round  amongst 
na,  "  Am  I  able,  if  called  to  it,  to 
dnnk  of  the  cnp  that  Christ  drank 
of,  and  to  be  baptized  with  his  bap- 
tism ?"  In  acting  the  part  of  a 
«enBOr,  it  is  surely  bat  right  to 
begin  at  home,  and  examine  our- 
selves,  with  no  greater  allowance 
than  we  feel  warranted  in  makiag 
for  oar  neighbouri ;  bat  is  it  not 
jmposaible  to  make  k  close  obser' 
valion  npon  the  professing  church 
in  general,  of  the  present  day 
(allowing  for  all  that  is  estimable 
in  it),  without  adopting  the  ex- 
olsmation  of  the  prophet,  "  Where 
is  the  liord  God  of  Elijah?" 
where  is  the  importunity  with 
God,  Ihst  could  stop  and  re-open 
the  windows  of  heaven?  where  is 
that  holy  sea],  that  could  find  qo 
repose  till  the  law  of  Ood  ob. 
<tained  from  his  professing  people 
.that  regard  to  wtucb  it  is  entitled, 
and  by  which  alone  its  illnstrious 
anthor  can  be  dnly  honoured? 
Alasl  these  are  the  days  of  liberal 
principles;  and  conformity  to  tfaa 
maxims  of  this  world  appears  to 
be  fast  preparing  the  great  ma. 
jority  of  Christ's  professed  dis- 


eiplea  for  tbkt  tribnUtJen,  whiiJi» 
if  the  Scriptared  are  to  he  be. 
lieved,  is'  nnquestionably  fast  ap- 
proaching. 

Are  any  disposed,  fnom  these 
nGiderations,  to  restrain  their 
exertions  for  the  Redeemer's  in- 
terests, that  they  may  consume 
open  tbetr  own  lasts  what  might 
be  instrnmetital  in  advancing  bis 
glory  T  this  is  a  certain  eviJetioe 
that  such  persons  are  gone  much 
further  than  they  probably  have 
any  idea  of,  in  the  approaching 
degeneracy.  Let  ns  neither  be 
too  sanguine  in  oar  expectations 
of  good,  nor  resign  ourselves  to 
despondency,  because  we  do  not 
behold  all  we  desire.  We  are  re- 
sponsible for  our  exertions,  tboagh 
not  for  their  success;  and  if  we 
walk  uprightly  in  Christ's  service 
he  will  be  honoured,  and  we  shall 
know  it  in  the  end  to  our  personal 
joy.

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tha  J>>rd  Jeini  Cbriat,  and  s«ekA  I 

for  ■alration  iLroagh  him  alone. 
This  divine  ordinance  is  not  mere- 
ly a  memorial  of  tbe  Redeemer  in 
general,  bat  Is  expressly  designed 
as  a  visible  representaliou  of  bis 
dsatb,  p^rtioalarl;  as  it  was  a 
lacrifiee  for  tin. 

It  seems  especialljr  intended  by 
Gpd  to  keep  ap  a  continued  re- 
membrance of  ibe  doctrine  of 
the  afonemmf,  and  it  vill  gene- 
rally  be  fonnd,  that  they  who  ha- 
bitnally  neglect  this  ordinance,  sel- 
dom attach  mnch  conjieqaence  to 
the  atonement  of  Christ,  and  those 
kindred  doctrines  essentially  con- 
nected with  it.  The  bread  broiien 
ID  tbe  Lord's  Snpper  is  a  lively 
emblem  or  symbol  of  the  body  of 
C'hritt,  which  was  wounded  for 
oar  transgress  ions  :  and  tbo  wine 
poared  out,  of  the  shedding  of  hii 
blood  for  car  sins.  We  are  led  to 
consider  the  death  of  our  Lord 
Jeans  Christ  as  a  propitiatory 
criGceforsin,  by  the  very  words  of 
the  institution,  for,  of  the  bread 
our  Lord  says,  "  This  is  (t.  e. 
presents  or  signifies)  my  body 
Khick  i*  given  for  yoUf"  and  of  tbe 
wine,  "  This  is  (i.  e.  denotes  or 
represents)  my  blood  of  the  new 
covenant,  which  is  shed  for  many 
for  the  retnufton  of  lini,"  There 
is  a  direct  reference  in  tbe  whole 
of  tbo  institution  of  the  Lord't 
Snpper  to  the  ordinance  of  the 
passover,  as  tbe  resembling  cJr- 
camatanoes  common  to  both  evi- 
dently prove.  We  may  therefore 
consider  the  Savionr  as .  saying, 
"  This  bread  ia  now  my  body  in 
that  aenae  in  which  the  paschal 
lamb  baa  been  my  body  hitherto: 
and  this  cup  is  my  blood  of  the 
New  Testament,  in  the  same  sense 
as  the  blood  of  bolls  and  goats  has 
been,  or  has  nrefignred  my  blood 
under  the  old,  i.  e.  the  paschal 
lamb  and  tbe  sprinkling  of  blood 
refresented  my  sacrifice  to  the 


proient  time ;  this  bread  and  this 

wine  shall  represent  my  body  and 
blood  tbroDgb  all  future  ^es.  As 
therefore,  your  natural  life  depends 
on  receiving  the  bread  which  God 
has,  in  bis  bountiful  providence, 
provided  for  the  noarisbment  and 
support  of  your  bodies,  so  your 
spiritual  and  eternal  life,  depends 
on  yonr  receiving  by  faith  the 
BBcriGce  of  ray  body  on  the  cross 
for  you.  This  is  the  only  divine 
ordinance  In  which  any  of  the 
ancient  sacrificial  forms  yet  re- 
main, and  the  form  and  manner 
of  tbis,  partake  so  much  of  tho 
ipirit  and  design  of  those  offerings, 
as  to  render  it  a  lively  emblem  of 
the  thing  signified,  and  calculated 
to  ahew  forth  the  death  of  the  Sob 
of  Ood,  till  be  shall «ome  tojudgo 
tbe  world, 

II.  What  is  professed  by  par- 
taking of  tbe  Lord's  Supper  7 

We  hereby  publicly  avow  our- 
srives  to  be  the  disciples  of  a  cm- 
cjfied  Lord  and  Master,  who  ex- 
pressly commands  hii  followers  to 
do  Ibis  in  remembrance  of  him. 
They  who  devoutly  obey  this  cont- 
niand  of  the  Redeemer  serionsly 
remember  the  divine  dignity. of 
bia  person — the  infinite  compaa- 
sion  and  condescension  be  mani- 
fested in  becoming  incarnate — the 
grand  design  of  bis  mediation^  en- 
gagements, and  death — the  cha- 
racters he  anstains,  and  the  officea 
he  bears,  in  tbe  eoonoqiy  of  sal* 
vation-^the  relations  in  which  he 
stands  to  tJiose,  who,  renou&oing 
all  confidence  in  themselves,  be- 
lieve in  and  rely  on  him  for  accept- 
ance with  God  onto  elemal  life. 
In  obeying  this  divine  command, 
we  profeis  to  own  the  Lord  Jeias 
Christ,  not  merely  at  an  iiis|dred 
teacher  sent  from  God  to  be  onr 
infallible  instructor  and  guide,  but, 
as  our  Almighty  Friend  and  Sa- 
viour, wo  hereby  avow  that  are 
confideaolely  inhim;  that  we  rely 
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on  his  KlODlflf^  lacriBoa  for  the  re< 
missioD  of  our  sias  u  the  onl; 
aonroa'  of  oar  Mfetj,  hope,  mad 
happiDeii.  B;  attend  iog  the 
Iiora's  Sapper,  we  publicly  pro- 
foH  to  oooiinit  oar  toala  to  Hfm 
to  he  redeemed  from  all  evil, 
maoliHed,  and  saved ;  we  hereby 
declare  onr  cordial  approbation  of 
God's  method  of  Bahation-^onr 
thankful  aeceptaoce  of  the  divine 
meroj  manifested  throngh  the  me- 
diation and  death  of  Christ — enr 
snpreme  obligations  (o  God  for 
die  bleaaingi  of  the  New  Core- 
nanl— Onr  hearty  compliance  with 
all  its  reqoirementt,  i.  e.  that  we 
mcerely  repent  of  and  tarn  from 
all  BID,  believe  in  the  Lord  Jeans 
Christ,  obey  his  will,  and  nnreserv- 
edly  devote  ooraelves  to  his  aer- 
rice  and  glory,  to  be,  to  do,  and 
to  bear,  whatever  God  wontd  have 
BS.  By  reeeiving  the  Lord's  Sup- 
per in  a  social  manner,  with  the 
members  of  Ghrial's  ohnrob,  we 
profess  onr  rcUtioa  and  affeclion 
to  them  as  Christian  brethren  and 
fellow  ^ej»  of  eternal  life — onr 
•bnient  to  all  the  duties  of  tbat 
relation — that  we  sympathise  with, 
and  will  perform  every  act  of 
kindoeas  for  them,  at  all  timet, 
of  which  Ihey  have  need,  or  we 
have  opportunity.  At  onr  Lord 
declarea  thia  to  be  the  New  Cove- 
nant of  his  blood,  or  a  token 
representation  of  that  covenant 
which  wa>  estabtithed  by  hia  sof- 
feringa  and  death,  all  those  who 
ittend  this  ordinance  aright,  mnst 
consider  the  nature  of  the  cove- 
nant of  grace^^onsent  to  the  de-< 
mands  of  it— and  cheerfully  ex- 
pect the  blesBJQgs  promised. 

III.  By  whom  the  Lord's  Sup- 
per shoatd  be  attended. 

Not  by  all  those  who  merely 
admit  that  the  Lord  Jenia  Christ 
ifl  the  true  Messiah,  bnt  by  those 
only  who,  convinced  of  its  evil, 
sincerely  repent  of,  and  foriake 
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all  sin — traly  heliere  In  Him  fiir 
pardon,  sanottfication,  and  eler- 
hal  life;  who,  being  baptized,  re* 
solve,  in  the  fear  and  strength  of 
God,  to  act  in  all  the  relationa 
and  dnliea  of  life  sailsbly  to  their 
Chriitian  profeasion.  This  will 
appear,  not  only  from  the  nature 
of  the  ordinance  itaelf^which  ia  a 
deolaralioD  of  mercy  on  God'a 
part,  and  a  profeasion  of  repenU 
ance,  faith,  love,  and  obedience 
on  oarR, — bat  from  all  those  pas- 
sages of  Scripture  which  demand 
purity  of  heart,  and  nprigbtneu 
of  condnct,  and  which  condemn 
hypocritea,  and  describe  the  mein- 
bera  of  Christ'e  chnrcb  as  linoere 
and  holy  persona.  It  ia  farther 
evident,  that  true  believera  in 
Christ  only,  oaght  to  partake  of 
the  Lord's  Supper,  because  the 
Apostle  Paul  enjoina  on  all  com>' 
municanta  to  *'  examine  Ibem. 
selves  whether  they  be  In  the 
faith,"  2  Corin.  xiii.  5.  The  rule 
of  jm^ing  prescribed  by  him  is, 
whether  Christ  be  in  ns  or  not. 
The  object  of  thia  scrutiny  is  to 
prove  or  try  onnelves, — onr  state, 
digpositionn,  and  deportment, — by 
the  mles  of  Scripture,  previously 
to  our  reoeiving  llie  supper  of  the 
Lord.  This  injunction  proves  that 
sincere  Christians  are  the  only 
persona  who  haVe  'a  scriptural 
right  to  receive  the  Lord's  Sap> 
per. 

IV.  The  advantages  which  arise 
from  a  devont  attendance  to.  thia 
divine  ordinance. 

attendance  on  thia 
ordinance  is  one  eminent  mean, 
among  others,  of  promo  tingreal  re- 
ligion in  the  aonl,  and  cf  obtaining 
those  aappliei  of  grace  A-oni  Christ, 
by  which  we  persevere  in  holiness 
and  make  progress  towards  hea- 
ven. It  tends  to  confirm  onr 
faith  in  the' doctrines' of  the  Gos- 
pel, espeoially,  itt  the  atonemeni 
of  onr  Lord:  and  it  ia  adapted  in 
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an  Mpeoial  manner  tn  excite  aod 
increase  oar  love  to  Him.  It  re- 
minda  ua  of,  and  slreDglhe&a  oar 
obligatlODa  to,  a  lifo  of  nniTeraal 
aaactit]',  The  moat  powerfial  and 
endearing  motirea  to  act  worthy 
of  oar  ClirJBtian  profeaaioD  iq  all 
evangelical  obedience,  are  pre. 
Rented  to  onr  minda  in  the  deaign 
of  tliia  inatilDtioD,  which  is  calca- 
lated  to  excite  Uie  ntmoit  ablior> 
rence  of  moral  evil  in  all  its  forms, 
becaose  this  ordinance  exhibits  in 
the  moat  impressive  manner,  the 
iuBnite  turpitade,  malignitj',  and 
awfal  coQseqaenees  of  sin,  in  the 
Bufieriugt  and  death  which  the 
Son  of  God  endured  to  alone  for 
it.  A  devout  attendance  on  this 
ordinance,  will  stir  ns  up  to  the 
greatest  care  to  watch,  aod  pray, 
and  strive,  against  all  iniquity, 
especially  the  ain  >vUich  most 
easily  besets  ns,  and  promote  the 
warmest  zeal  and  aincerity  in  en- 
deavouring to  oppose  it.  It  is 
adapted  also  to  promote  holy  joy 
and  peace,  for  what  can  afford 
eqaal  tranqoiHity  and  comfort  to 
the  sonl,  burthened  with  a  sense 
of  sio  and  goilt,  as  the  distinot  ex- 
hibition here  made  of  that  blood 
which  cleanseth  from  all  sin,  and 
of  the  abundant  mercy  of  God 
herein  manifested  to  all  penitent 
believera  ?  In  this  act  we  solemnly 
profeBB  to  receive  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  for  all  the  purposes  for 
which  be  is  revealed,  and  joyfully 
accept  of  the  blessings  of' divine 
grace  and  glory,  which  he  ffcely 
Gommnnicatea  lb  every  contrite 
Gommuoicaot.  By  thia  act  we 
realize  oar  union  to  Christ.  The 
intimate  relation  and  entire  de- 
pcndance  of  trae  believers  on  their 
Lord  and  Saviour,  are  represented 
in  Scripture  in  the  strongest  and 
most  endearing  manner.  They 
are  said  to  he  in  Chritt,  and 
Christ  is  said  to  be  in  them.  Ue 
i*  oaUed  their  life;  tbe^  are  spoken 


of  as  being  one  wi^  hint,  and  thnr, 
vital  nnien  to  him,  ia  repreaented 
aa  that  of  the  branch  to  the  root, 
and  as  the  members  of  the  body 
tothehead.  But  there  is  anotber 
very  expressive  and  emphatical 
metaphor  employed  by  onr  Lord 
bimseLF,  to  denote  the  ahsolate 
dependanoe  of  bis  diaviplea  on 
bim,  for  tfae  maintenance  and  yer- 
fectioD  of  the  life  of  Ood  in  Uieir 
aouls.  Our  Lord  represents  him- 
self as  the  food  of  believera,  and 
deacribes  them  as  feeding  on  his 
flesh  and  blood,  and  as  living 
thereby,  John  vi.  5S — 8,  "  I  am 
the  bread  of  life,"  the  bread  which 
noorishes  to  eternal  life,  onr  Lord 
tells  qs,  ia  his  body,  which  he  gave 
for  the  life  of  the  world.  Ue  that 
cotneth  down  from  heaven,  and 
givetb  life  to  the  world,  is  the 
bread  of  God.  Withoat  oSeriog 
the  greatest  violence  to  the  con- 
nexion in  which  this  address  of 
onr  Lord  stands,  it  cannot  be  on. 
dorstood,  as  some  have  explained 
it,  as  merely  receiving  the  doe- 
trinea  which  he  taaght. 

Divine  instmctioa  ia,  indeed, 
spoken  of  as  the  food  of  the  mind,- 
and  ia  compared  to  meat  and  drink, 
and  teacher*  are  said  to  feed  their 
disciples;  bat  there  is  no  other 
instance  to  bo  found  on  record  ia 
which  the  teacher  himself  is  called 
food,  and  his  disciples  are  re- 
quired to  eat  hia  flesb  and  drink 
his  blood.  By  Ibis,  onr  Lord 
dearly  means,  tbai  he  would  giv6 
hia  body  for  the  life  of  the  world  ;, 
that  aa  bread  if  the  Etas' that  sup- 
ports natural  life,  so  the  salvation 
procured  by  hia  death  should  bo 
that  by  which  the  bodies  and  aonls 
of  believera  should  be  preserved 
unio  eternal  life — that  the  bread 
meant  hia  flesh  (Ida  Ufe)  which  he 
was  abont  to  deliver  up  to  death 
to  be  a  vicsri^na  aacrifice  and 
atooemeot  for  sin,  and  that,  aa  no 
boiuan  Ufe  conld    be    preserred

milMfl  tb«re  was  bread  (proper 
noopJahmeDt)  received,  «o  no  sonl 
fwinld  be  saved  but  bj  the  merit 
of  bis  deadi.  Bisbop  PearcQ  ob- 
Borves,  that  the  ideas  of  esting 
and  driakiqg  are  liere  borrowed 
to  expreai 
akarinff  hi. 

Siness  on  earth,  and  even  Id 
eavoD,  is  expressed  by  eatinp 
ftnd  drinkiitg.  Hy  which,  ia  thi« 
ordinanae,  oar  Lord  cleanly  meaDK 
believing  the  divine  effieaey  of  his 
atonement,  relying  on  it  bj  faiUi, 
and  than k fall;  embracing  the 
great  and  glorictia  blessings  which 
flow  from  it ;  parlicolarlj'  the  free 
mercy  of  God  in  the  pardon  of 
ain,  and  the  com  mo  ni  cation  of  the 
ioBnenceg  of  the  Holy  Spirit  to  re. 
Hew,  sanctify,  and  save  onr  Bonis. 
Theapostle  Fan) evidently  tdlodes 
to  this,  when  he  lays,  "  Christ 
onr  (Missaver  was  sacrificed  for 
us,  therefore  let  ns  keep  the  feast, 
not  with  the  old  leaven,"  &c. 
Here  he  represents  believers  as 
partaking  of  that  sacrifice  which 
the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  offered  on 
the  cross ;  we  hereby  exercise 
believing  .regard  to  t^  Lamb  of 
God  which  taketh  away  the  sin 
of  the  world,  of  whom  the  paeebal 
lamb,  which  the  Jews  were  rei 
qclrcd  to  eat,  was  a  type.  The 
participation  of  the  Lord's  flipper 
may,  therefore,  properly  be  con- 
sidered as  a  feast  upon  s  BBcrilice. 
The  bread  and  wine  are  memoriats 
of  the  body  and  blood  of  Christ. 
The  ealiijg  snd  OriokinK  of  these 
are  emblematic  of  onr  feeding  by 
faith  on  the  Redeemer,  so  as  to 
derive  spiritual  nourishment  front 
him,  for  the  life,  vigour,  and  joy 
of  onr  souls. 

V.  The  preparation  which  b 
required  of  those  who  woiUd  pro- 
fitably attend  the  Lord's  Sapper. 

To  unite  in  this  ordinance  ac. 
ceptably  to  God,  and  benefici^ly 
to  our  souls,  it  is  not  only  necek 


>ary  that  onr  judgments  be  scrip- 
turally  informed  as  to  the  qstura 
and  dcBigD  of  it,  bnt  that  Onr  wills 
be  spiritually  inclined,  and-  our 
a&ections  be  devoutly  excited  and 
engaged.  We  are  not  only  re* 
quired,  but  we  hereby  profess  to 
eierciae  repentance  towards  God 
and  faith  in  onr  Lord  Jesus  Christ 
hope  in  the  mercy  of  Go4 
through  the  atonement— love  (o 
the  Hedeemer  and  to  the  brethren. 
A  profitable  attendance  on  thia 
ordinance  requires  not  merely  the 
same  previons  preparation  whioh 
is  essential  to  ppblio  worship  io  ge> 
Oeral, — such  aa  aerions  perusal  of 
the  ScriptUFes,  meditation,  watch- 
fulnesa  and  prayer,  —  bat,  that 
these  derotiooal  exercises  shoold 
bo  Gondncted  with,  a  particular 
reference  to  the  spirit  and  intei|> 
lion  of  this  holy  institutioa — id 
the  objects  which  are  herein  pre. 
sonted  to  our  faith,— and  the  im> 
portanl  -truths  and  transacliona 
about  which  the  mind  is  to  be 
devolionally  employed.  There  ii 
one  duly  which  is  peculiarly  proi- 
per  to  precede  this  ordinance,  and 
which,  as  the  Scripture  expressly 
enjoins,  is  tnc^B  pea  sable— it  is 
self-examination,  2  Cor.  xiii.  & 
The  rotnrn  of  the  day  on  which 
we  are  to  partake  of  the  Supper  of  . 
the  Lord,  is  an  appropriate  tim* 
for  self-Bcratiny,  when  we  should 
seriously  exaQiine  our  spicitofd 
state  tud  frame :  an  accurate 
knowledge  of  onr  true  character 
and  condition  is  not  to  be  obtained 
without  freqa en t,  solemn,  and  im- 
partial inquiry.  This  invest^ation 
should  not  merely  respectthe  reatr- 
tyof  oar  religion  in  general,  but  the 
present  state  and  disposition  of 
oar  hearts  xn  the  gigbt  of  God, 
whether  we  are  walkinj  in  alt  the 
ordinances  and  commandmenta  of 
the  Lord  hlameless — living  in  all 
the  relations  of  life  conslBteally 
with  oar  CbriatiaD   profession —

piety.  Tbe  inqntry  ahoald  be 
directed  to  aBoertain  what  sins  we 
kave  committed — what  dniies  we 
have  neglected— to  what  tempta- 
tiona  we  are  most  exposed — in 
vfaat  reapeets  we  ha*e  most  need 
to  be  on  osr  guard,  and  to  have 
oer  ffracea  atrengtheaed.

Thejr  fnrnish 
saitable  'ant^ectsfor  devont  medi- 
tstion,  and  will  lead  ns  to  feel  in. 
creasingly  the  necessity  ef  re- 
newed applicatioDB  of  the  benefits 
of  tbe  atonement  to  onr  seals, 
"niis  ordinance  exbibita  to  the  eye 
•F  faith  the  fonntain  opened  for 
sib  sad  nncleanness.  ft  is  ea. 
labliahed  io  the  ohnrch  as  a  per. 
petnal  raemoiia)  of  the  Rnfferings 
sAd' death  of  Christ,  and  belicTerB 
abenld  embrace  ~  every  opporln. 
iiity  of  attending  it,  for  herein 
they  commemorate  the  brightest 
and  beat  expreisioB  of  the  love  of 
God,  who  apared  not  his  own  Son, 
■ntdoUvered  him  up  for  sa  all; 
bow  shall  He  not,  with  him  alio, 
freely  give  ni  all  tbingi.  God  hath 
commended  his  love  towards  ns, 
in  tiiat,  while  we  were  yetainners, 
Chrisl  died  for  as.  Mach  more 
then,  being  now  justified  by  bis 
Uood,  we  shall'  be  saved  from 
wrath  through  him.  For  if,  when 
we  were  enemies,  we  were  recon- 
ciled to  God  by  the  death  of  his 
Son,  much  more,  beiitg  reconciled, 
we  shall  be  gaved  by  bis  life.

To  oar  feeble  apprehensions, 
therefore,  it  appears. that  the  Holj 
Ghost  throngh  a  median)  that  pre- 
vented alarm,  held  commnnion 
with  Jaoob  at  a  jnoctare  when 
peooliar  support  from  abore  was 
needed.  Under  snob  oircnmstanees 
Jaoob  did  not  fear  meeting  Eaan, 
who  had  with  him  a  band  of  four 
hondred  men ;  bnt  to  meet  to 
many  enemies  withont  a  dirio* 
protector  seemtid  inevitable  de- 
atniDliwi.  Jacob's  objeot,  there. 
fore,  was  to  prevent  the  departnra 
of  Him  whose  presence  makes  tha 
valley  of  sepnlchral  darkness  a 
safe  road  for  the  pilgrim.  Thna 
the  patriarch  strove  with  the  might 
and  snocess  of  a  prince,  and  wonld 
not  cease  to  be  imporlnnate  till  he 
had  obtained  a  blessing  suited  to 
bis  oircnmstances,  a  species  of 
condnot  which  Jehovah  alwaya 
delights  to  honour.  Jacob's  ef- 
forts, tbereforoj  were  so  sncceas- 
ful  that  God  gave  him  the  name 
Itrael,  as  a  commemoratioo  of 
such  importunity  as  apparently 
secured  a  blessing  by  violence. 

In  the  word  Itrael,  the  syllable 
/  seems  to  be  a  Canaaoitish  artiola 
Ibat  was  in  nse  in  the  da^s  of 
Abraham.  For  the  phrase  Me- 
lech  zedehf  having  no  intervening 
article,  meant  Indefinitely  a  king 
of  r^hteotunett,  according  to  the 
Hebrew  idiom;  whereas  the  ex- 
pression MePck-i-xedek  had  a  de- 
finite meaning,  and  signified  the 
king  of  ri^kteoumeu  or  the 
righleoHt  king  whose  city  was 
SaUm  or  Peace,  Moreover,  as 
far  compressed  into  I'r  signifies 
princeJike  overeoiner,  and  as  of 
IS  implied  whilst  a  means  the,  and 
«i  signifies  Deity;  the  compound- 
ed word  Itrael  means,  in  a  good 
and  reverential  sense,  (Ae  prtNce- 
it&e  ooercomer  of  tlu  Deity, 
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Tbna  «Q  (ire  tvnght  that  Jehovah 
does  Dot  turn  a  deaf  ear  to  the 
.  cries  of  the  importunate;  but  that, 
on  the  conlrar;,  be  will  take  it 
well  at  oar  bpudH,  if  we  imitate 
the  widow  that  prevailed  over 
the  Dfijoat  judge  by  her  nDweariod 
BUpplicatioaa.  Ttie  people  of  God, 
indeed,  though  ftaoding  aroanil 
his  templei  could  not,  of  them. 
se)veB,oSeraDj'accepUblepraj>era; 
bat  a  priest  has  entered  tlie  tem- 
ple to  ham  incense;  ao  that  the 
prayers  from  without,  ascending 
vith  the  fragrant  odour  of  the  in- 
cense within,  reach  tlie  merov-aeat 
with  accaptauce,  and  are  foUqwed 
with  gracious  answers  of  peace. 
"  Christ  hath  loved  us,  and  bath

atandard,— each  esteeming  others

upon  the  Moat  High.  TheafieoU 
iog  fact,  that,  even  np  to  this> 
late  period  of  the  world's  dik 
ration,  tbe  conquests  of  divine  - 
truth  have  been  comparatively 
few,  and  il*  heniga  dominion  coo- 
setpieBtly  bnl  very  partially  extend- 
ed i— tbe  reooUection  of  how  long 
many  of  our  most  approved  insti- 
tntiona  have  been  in  laboriom 
operation,  and  what  amount  of  be- 
nevolent oontribntions  have  been 
applied  with  limited  success  to 
urge  them  forward,  (were  it  not

Aa  far  aj  ve  were  concerned,  the  adro- 
ottM  of  Serampore  mlg^bt  have  eqjoyed, 
onmoleited,  all  flie  adrautagei  to  lie  de- 
rircd  fttjin  the  publication  of  Dr.  Carey'i 
"  Thirty-two  Utien."  Not  that  we  were 
nnable,  oi  unwilling,  to  Tindicate  the 
Society,  or  itt  agcala,  ftaa  wbat,  with  all 
our  renerstioa  for  11m  author,  we  caniiot 
but  condder  onjoit  and  violent  repre- 
•entAtions.  We  had  actually  prepared  a 
Keview  of  tboae  Lelten ;  bid  tbe  tudden 
and  UHxpected  departure  of  Dr.  Manh- 
man  induced  ui  to  throw  it  aiide.  We 
flwn,  certabily.  Indulged  the  bope,  tbat 
tbe  controreny  would  hare  been  laid  to 
rert  fcr  erer.  «  Ai  the  Seiampore  Wu- 
■lonarlei  bad  ipoken  repeatedly,  and  had 
obtained  the  flrrt  hearing  and  tbe  lart, 
tbey  might  hare  concluded  tbe  proceed.

On  Mr.  Yat«i'»  return  to  India,  Dr.  Carey 
ftilly  concnrfed  In  tbb  opinion.  *■  Bach 
party  («id  be)hai  laid  all  it  hat  thought 
needful,  and  each  may  now  go  od  with 
Uieirown  work."

Irimey,  ii 
tbicfly  derated  to  a  defence  of  Mr.  Dyci 
and  Um  Loodan  Committee,  tram  the 
reiterated  cbargea  exhibited  againit  tbem 
by  Dr.  Hanhman  j— the  latter,  by  Hr. 
EosiaceCarey,(oarindieatiaBaf  hinudf 
and  fail  minioDary  companioni,  from  tbe 
minpinentatiani  uf  Dr.  Carey,  Hr.  J.  C. 
Haidiman,  and — a  principal  **  complain- 
er"  in  former  timet — Mr.  RobinaOD. 

Initead  Of  a  iqwate  and  analytical 
eibibitioQ  of  the  contenta  of  Ibeae  pamph- 
let^ we  ihall  amply  arail  onnrires  of 
their  pnblicatioD,  to  present  to  our  read. 
en,  toe  hope  Jar  tie  tail  time,  a  rery  coO' 
CLK  Btatement  of  the  leading  points  la 
dispute  J  from  which  the  minda  of  many 
hare  been  nnh^pily  direrted,  to  tbe  coa- 
templatioa  of  those  painful  penooal  col- 
liiicns,  which,  in  a  controrersy  of  such 
lengthened  dnnLtion,  are  not  altogether 
avoidable .

lalSK,  Mr.  Fuller  leeau  to  have  «- 
tatamed  similar  views.  After  atatbig  to 
Ik.  Herbert  Manh,  ai  a  rnaon  why  Uiere 
Goald  not  exiit  «ucb  a  connexion  brtwcen 
lb«  MInioaaries  and  the  Coltep  of  Fort 
William  a*  ihautd  inrolre  the  mpon- 
■ibility  of  the  formei  to  the  latter,  that 
tbey  cfnild  not  form  sucfa  a  conneKion 
"  coBsotently  with  their  prior  ai|pge- 
Menta,  botii  to  ihtir  amn  Soeiely  in  Eng- 
land, and  the  public"— he  add%  "  For  the 
m>e  reason,  the  Miidonariet  never  conld, 
aad  never  eao,  consent  to  their  tnu>d»- 
tioM  canting'  under  any  patronage  but 
(hat  of  (he  Christian  pnblio.  The  public 
conAdea  in  them  for  ability  and  integrity, 
and  tbey  oonGde  in  the  public  to  support 
them.  If  any  man,  or  body  of  men, 
cbooae  to  coufaibnle  to  tbe  work,  tbeir 
mntrihatiaiis  are  reoeiveil  with  tbankful- 
aaa;  but  ftll  resppuibjUty  is  disavowT 
ed,  exsajit  to  their  oan  Soeietg  in  En^andi 
and  to  the  public  at  laige." 

TJor  does  it  appear  that  Ur.  Fuller's 
tcntimenta^  on  this  questioni  ever  under- 
went tbe  sligfatat  change.  Id  1815,  with- 
hi  tiiree  moatba  of  his  decease  h*  for- 
warded (•  Dr.  Carey,  a  copy  of  "  Inalne- 
finu,"  relative  (o  «  female  missionary, 
about  to  proceed  to  one  of  the  Island^ 
io  whidi  tlie  foUoirinf  passage  occurs:— 
V  If  ihe  does  not  suit  you  after  a  trial,  ot 


atany  fatBretiine,70D  will  commnnkate 
it  to  her,  and  she  -will  p>  to  Serampont 
or,  if  she  be  diMalisSed  with  her  sHiiation, 
she  wlU  say  tbe  saoie  to  yon,  nd  go 
thither.  We  only  add,  Ibat  no  oae  sent 
•m  by  o«r  Soriety  is  ta  be  coiuidercd  as 
tte  KTvaat  of  another.  All  are  aerTaats 
to  Christ,  and  It  tit  Mocitlg,  hot  breducn 
and  sisters  to  each  other." 

Hncb  has  beai  made  of  an  expresrioD 
used  by  Mr.  Satcliff,  and  communicated 
t«  Serampore,  wUfa  evident  approbaticMi, 
by  Mr.  Fnllerj  vll.  •*  If  ever  the  Com- 
niittee  b^n  Io  legislate  (brlndia,  I  should 
expect  they  would  issue  a  declaration  of 
iBdependence,  and  1  should  not  be  sorry 
if  they  did,"  This  expression  waa  ad- 
duced by  Dr.  MatsbmaD,  as  favouring 
tbeir  aiBamption  of  independence.  On  the 
cautiary,  it  was  replied.  It  shews  thai  at 
the  lime,  tbey  were  cmaidered  as  no{  in- 
dependent.    Dr.  Mushmao  affects  lomeer 

this  iufercQce,  as  a  weaknesa,  and   ob- 

irea, — **  luatead  of  Ibii,  It  shewa  pre- 
daely  the  reverse.  SutclifT  does  not  say, 
be  ahould  expect  us  to  malie  onraelves 
independent,  but  that  he  should  expect 
iMue  a  deelaralion  of  independence." 
Fine  special  pleading  this  [  But  we  reply, 
moat  unequiTDcally,  that  ^tcliff  could 
not  mean  to  assert,  and  Fnller  could  not 
mean  to  sanclioD  the  asi«tiooi  (hat  at  tht 
linu  tbe  Missionaries  were  independent  of 
flw  Society;  lor  that  would  hare  bees 
c<Ritruy  to  their  expressed  sentiments, 
Besdes,  had  (hey  Iwri  at  tie  timt,  iade- 
pendent  <a  Ibe  Society,  a  deolaratiwi  erf 
tfaat  Independence  woold  bare  been  their 
mmedialt — nay,  (hdrJoiiy-NSfJsrtoil  duty, 
seeing  that  tbe  public  were  labouring 
under  anioua  misapprehension.  DoesDr. 
Marshman  iMliere  that  these  "  rightcons 
men,"  as  he  c«Ils  Fuller  and  Sutcli^ 
would  have  condescended  to  palm  a  de. 
ceptioD  on  the  public,  by  tacitly  permitting 
the  eppearance  of  a  connexion  which  had 
no  existence  >  Would  he  reduce  them  In 
a  level  with  himself!  Does  be  wish  the 
public  to  believe,  thatTBBT  were  capa- 
ble of  keeping  up  a  &rce  for  years,  wait> 
ing  only  ft»  tie  fontieniefif  teason  tor  pub- 
lishing tbe  declaration?  Let  him  elevate 
himself,  not  endeavour  to  degrade  them.

Dr.  RyUod— a  brief  recapHabUtoB  of.the 
pMic  docomenti  we  preaented  to  oiit 
reader!  in  1826,  will,  we  premme,  ihcw 
to  demcHHtiafiao,  that  the  prcmiaet  vera 
notpnrdmed  with  ■'  the  private  propeitj 
of  Uie  Bf  iHionaiicai"  that  the  inma  bor- 
rowed tin  the  pnrcfaaie  were  aat  repaid 
with  "the  produce  of  miMiaaary  laboor  j" 
that  the  [R«miMa  were  not,  in  any  aenae 
whatever,  "the  gift  of  the  HiHioaarJea  la 
the  Society  :"  but,  on  tbe  contrary,  that 
Ihey  were  actually  paid  for  by  TemittOMa 
/nmlie  Seeiets,  and  by  billi  m  Engbmd, 
tehich  tie  Society  had  la  meet.. 

The  firil  pnrchaie  wai  made  in  ISOO. 
«  Here,  (*ay  Carey,  Fonntahi,  Manhman, 
ancl  Ward)  the  rent  of  hooMa  ii  a  very 
heavy  article. — We  hare  tbeiefbic,  on 
mature  deliberation,  determined  to  po'' 
chaae  a  honae,  AecordiDgly,  we  have 
porcbaied  a  large  one,  with  nearly  two 
acrea  of  land,  fbr  6000  rupees.— We  bare 
paid  down  8000  rupea  of  the  parchaae 
money,  out  of  the  money  bronght  but  in 
dollan:  for  the  other  4000,  we  are  to  pay 
IS  per  cent,  till  we  can  get  money  from 
you  to  discharge  it."  Such,  doubtlea 
were  their  protpecti ;  yet  they  managed, 
not  only  to  ^«charge  tiiU  debt  of  4000 
mpeei,  but  alao  to  replace  the  3000  ad- 
vanced from  ■'  the  money  broo^t  out  in 
dollar*,"  and  Ihii  without  waiting  fbr 
remittancei.  And  how  did  they  acc(»i- 
pUdiallthii;  Wby,  jnit  bythetimplB 
praceesof  drauin^  bilU  on  £ii;JaiuJ,wbleli 
the  Society  had  to  take  up  [  Acoordiegly, 
in  about  a  month  after  their  former  letter, 
they  write  again :  «  A  Capt.  Paamor^ 
who  wai  taUng  panengen  to  England, 
widiedtoget  billion  London — be  applied 
to  Mr.  Vdney,  who  very'  kindly  referred 
Urn  to  ni.  We  gave  nine  bilb  hr  '  OOOJ. 
OnWotonibCo.,  Sot^bwark,  fur'  which 
we  obtained  4500  mpee*.  At  the  aame 
time,  Brother  Poriytb  had  recommrndod 
anolber  penoo  to  lu,  a  Mr.  Dickion,  nbo 
wanted  to  aend  atmoat  COM.  to  Londoik 
By  bol%  Ikttt  eumi,  ve  were  moWd  to  pay 
far  rt«  Amm,"  &c 

The  teeand  pnrcbaae  waa  made  bi  1801, 
and  the  nme  partio,  witfa  the  rxc^tioB 
of  poor  Fountain,  give  the  p«rticnlara. 
"  An    excelleot    home,  (aay  they,)   adr 
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.pvnJuued  it  for  10,000  nipcei,  all  at 
which  we  bare  |>Bi|l,,eiceept  1800,  whicb  li 
tube  paid  in  about  bar  moath*  i 
Aod  hoto  WHB  tliia  payment  effected : 
Carey  telli  u«,  ■■  Tie  dallari  broagkl  «Kt 
bjl  Mr,  SAarl,  with  Mine  mooej  we  bar- 
Towed  for  the  purpose,  enabled  ui  to 
{lurcbaie  it ;  so  that  the  Society  have  now 
two  of  the  but  faouaea  in  Serampore." 
Hie  qvcBtioiu  now  occur,  Of  whata  did 
-they  borrow  !  and,  flow  were  the  lemden 
-  repaid  ?  To  both  thete  qneitloDB,  wi 
fiirniafa  explicit  and  autlieatic  re| 
"  We  borroired  iVii'  this  purpoer,  unonf 
othera  (aay  the  three,  ui  ttieir  long  letter 
of  m?,}  of  our  good  old  friend  Capt 
Wickei,  who  lent  ui  all  he  could  spare 
from  the  profit*  of  his  TOyaye,  till  be 
•hould  return  again  to  India."  Tliey  do 
not,  indeed,  proceed  to  t%)i  JuMT^he  gwaJ 
old  mail  was  .Mpaid.  But  in  1803,  Dr. 
Carej  explaioa  it  all,  "  Yours  by  the 
Admiral  Gardiner,  wa*  duly  receired, 
witb  the  boolci,  &c.  and  nnce  that,  the 
dollars  by  the  Cannaitbea.  TU  ioOvi 
aUl  bt  opjiitd  to  tht  pasitg  Mr.  Udtug, 
and  Capt.  fViciei,  (who  is  now  here,)  and 
to  the  purchasinga  burying groand,  which 
we  needed  very  mucb.  This  lays  us  un- 
der Dew  obligations,  both  to  God  and  tc 

fOU." 

In  1805,  Ihe  same  (hiee,  with  the  ad' 
ditjon  of  four  j  unior  brethren,  describe  B 
third  pnrcbase.  **  The  ichool,  (pay  tbey,) 
under  the  care  of  brother  and  sister 
UaisbniaD  b  increasingly  flourishing.  In 
lite  hope  of  sUU  fuilher  increasing  it,  as 
well  as  of  eng^ing  in  any  new  employ- 
dnent  which  may  he'p  the  Misuon,  we 
hare  bought  tbe  adjoining  giouod  and 
building*  OD  the  other  side  of  our  Hrst 
premises.  This  purdiase  has  iDTOlred 
411  in  an  additional  debt  of  1 4,000  rupees, 
.  which  Mr.  Ma^lin,  whne  name  will  occur 
&ereafler,  has  lent  us  at  10  per  cent. 
We  hope  you  iave  received  the  kttert  m 
Khich  lot  requaled  dotlara  lo  thii  buhrib^ 
sad  thai  no  delay  tnili  attend  lie  lending 
out  ijf  llu  mm.  It  hai  giiien  u  pain  to 
full  yen  {a  Ihii  txpenee,  but  we  have  done 
it  «ltb  a.  sincere  desire  for  tbe  sncceia  of 
the  great  wiwt  in  which  we  are  engaged." 
..About  four  months  afler.  Dr.  Carey  tells 
'  m  hm  Hr,  Uajlin  wm  repaid.    <'  When 


we  lUtde  the  purchase  of  tbe  Inst  houses 
he  slood  forward,  and  odrsnced  us  26,000 
rupees  at  ten  per  Cent,  which  is  two  pec 
cent,  less  than  tbe  common  inlerest  hen 
We  wanted  onl  y  15,000  rupees,  and  then- 
fore  lent  10,000  at  the  same  rate  that«e 
borrowed  iL  I  mention  this,  because  be 
will  waat  a  sum  of  money  on  his  orriTal 
in  Anmica,  ibr  wbich  we  shall  give  Hr. 
lUltlone  of  Phibidelphia  on  srder  oa 
Eidaile  $  Ca.  He  will  also  want  500J. 
when  be  Wives  in  England,  for  which  t 
bare  given  himn  iili  ^  exchangt  on  Iht 
tam4  heuMt.  I  bope  you  will  be  able  t* 
meet  this  demand)"  &c, 

IVe  think  we  may  now  safely  appeal  ta 
our  readers,  whether  we  have  not  cle*riy 
shewn  that  all  these  prfmieri  were  paid 
for  with  money,  in  some  form  at  other* 
^raished  by  the  Society.  irfo,wbatbe- 
~  J)t.  Marab man's  question — *>  TV 
pay  Jar  Iheie,  did  tAey  draw  on  tke  Socielg't 
Jimdi  at  hoBK .'"  And  what  must  be  the 
astonishment  and  disgust,  felt  on  reading 
tbe  f<d1owing  lordly  address  to  tbe  Cum- 
mitte^in  IS36?—"  1  said  (gravely  writei 
Dr.  Marshman,)  These  premises  toe  pur. 
chased,  gentlemeD,  and  gave  to  the  So- 
ciety tbe  right  of  property  they  hare  in 
them,  rcserviiig  to  oimelves  the  trustee' 
sUp  and  the  occupancy.  The  original 
deeds  remain  as  they  were  when  we  made 
them.  Are  you  diqdeftsed  with  the  man. 
ner  in  which  these  premiseB  were  given 
you?  Ii  this  reasonable!  You  may  be 
assured,  gentlemen,  that  do  remonstrance* 
whatever  will  make  os  alter  these  deeds. 
If  any  alteratioo  be  ever  made  In  them, 
it  must  come  from  the  same  free  mind 
which  gave  you  tbe  right  of  property  in 
these  premises."  Truly)  we  are  not  at  «U 
surprised  to    find   the  Doctor  addioj^ 

Tbe  question  was  ut^  oo  farther." 
How  could  it?  With  such  documents  in 
their  possesion  as  the  preceding,  the 
Committee  were  doubtieo  itmcb  dumb 
with  amazement! 

But  the  most  hDmilioliqg  Irature  in  aS 
this  is,  that  Dr.  Carey  should  lend  himself 
disingenuous  acauie.  Bnrely,  ifhe 
bidread  the  "  Vindication,"  by  Yates  and 
Eustace  Carey,  fnun  wbich  most  t>f  the 
preceding  documents  were  co[ded  into  our 
Review  of  1818,  and  had  tkinght  hdiw 
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Iw  wrote,  be  Dcnr  cMdd  bave  >rt(tea  H 
he  bu !  '■  Tbej  h«»e  doo«  «n  fhey  eould,

nexton  wiiich  was  generally  tappoaed  to 
subsist  between  ua.  Theyhave  nuwaut 
Off  the  Society  and  all  Itirtr  HtsalMarlca 
for  ever  from  a  pacticlpUioB  ta  any  af  Ike 
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c^Moerni  of  Serampore.  In  ftctthef  baVe 
actad  upon  this  principle  for  yean  put, 
without  baTing  the  honesty  to  bcIedoT' 
-ledgfe  it." — "  EKoacrate  me :  (say>  Cham- 
bariaio,)  I  have  nritb«en  in  the  least  con- 
cerned. The  lale  deed  of  the  brethren  at 
Berampore  orerwhelmed  me.  in  aitoniab- 
ment.  I  never  could  hivP  believed  lh«t 
our  dear  and  ever  Id  be  la*eil  brother 
Carey  would  hare  evi-r  conwnted  la  be 
.teporated  from  the  Society  in  the  forming 
of  which  he  was  ao  initrunientit,  and  tiiat 
fbe  Sooety  should  be  itripped  of  Iheir 
pnMic  properly,  under  the  plauuUe,  but 
tallaciouB  pretext  oF  ib  Hcnrily.  But  the 
Marafamann  hare  done  thia." 

That  Dr.  Carey  llumght,  before  he  tbu« 
acted,  we  du  not  believe  ;  that  Mr,  Ward 
had  Hiine  eooipunctians,  ve  strongly  *as- 
pect;  but  diat  Dr.  Marshman  act«d  with 
foretbougbtand  intention,  ig  placed  beyond 
a  doubt,  by  tbe  advice  be  gave  to  Mr. 
Townley.  "Not  long  lince  (say  Moore 
and  Ruwe)  the  Re«.  Mr.  Townley  drew  up 
proptmis  fur  building  a  Chajiel  in  Ca4- 
cutta,  one  of  which  was,  that  it  ahould  be 
held  in  trust  for  the  London  Missionary 
Sudety.  and  that  it  ahould  be  under  the 
dhtction  of  that  Society.  Brfore  he  had 
(hem  printed  he  submitted  them  to  bro- 
ther Marabman'a  peruaal,  who  earnestly 
adviaed  bim  to  leavt  ost  the  proposal  rc- 
lating  to  the  Societi/,  obaerring  that  he 
might  find  it  rather  inconvenienl  tiere- 
after  !  "  Mr.  Ward  (Mr.  Ivimeytclls  us) 
sometimes  uttered  his  auspiciona  that  all 
'  wag  not  right  as  to  the  atAie  of  things  at 
Serampore.  "Take  care  (said  Mr.  Ward, 
in  the  Committee-room)  that  the  propetl  y 
at  Serampore  lie  all  settled  in  the  life-time 
of  Dr.  Careg  and  me.'"  An  ominous 
warning,  truly  ! 

A  great  outcry  haa  been  raised  agxioit 
tbe  "junior"  misjioDariea  for  singling  out 
Dr.  Marthman  from  hia  culleaguea;  but 
It  ought  to  bethorougbly  undei^itood  that 
the  Tery  worat  things  that  ha*e  l»een 
aaid  of  Dr.  Marshnuin  have  been  said 
by  Carey  and  Ward  in  India,  and  by 
Fuller  and  Ryland  in  England!  If  he 
have  been  slandered,  these,  and  not  the 
younger  brethren,  are  the  alandcreri. 
They  have  fi»'  the  most  part  confined 
Ihemaalrea  to  what  tiieir  leiuor*  wrote. 
S3 
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Befare  Enitoce  Cany  went  to  India,  Ful- 
Ift  writes  to  his  friend  Ur.  Ryland— "There 
U  something  about  Carey,  that  will  nei- 
ther flatter  nor  offend,  but  MarahnMn 
will  do  both  by  turns,  to  gain  a  point.  In 
hi*  correspondence  with  Edmonatone,  he 
trften  fawni,  lomeliraea  even  to  tbe  betray. 
ing  of  principle-,  and  in  this  with  Ricketts 
be  skulks  from  the  troth,  and  insullatbe 
govelnment  by  trying  to  deceive  then)." 
He  addi,  "I  am  afraid  Marsbmaa's  jeti- 
looaiea  will  be  a  bar  to  any  young  man  of 
talent  bdng  treated  kindly  at  Serampore." 
But  Mr.  Fuller  Ripressed  bis  sentimeDtst 
not  only  to  Dr.  Ryland,  but  also  to  the 
"three  in  India."  And  what  did  Dr.  Ca- 
rey reply?  Why, that  his  brother Fuller'a 
remarks,  in  relation  to  the  correapondeoce 
with  Bicketts,  were  "  jujf,  but  not  mer- 
dful."  Certainly,  Dr.  Syland  wrolesoiqe 
of  the  leverest  things  ever  uttered  against 
Dr.  Marahman,  charging  him  with  "  uq- 
bounded  self-complacsncy,  Ducommoo 
cunning,  and  extreme  bitterDess"  agaioat 
what  be  over  and  over  again  called  "  the 
faction."  But  on  what  did  Dr.  Ryland 
form  his  Judgment  ?  On  tbe  repreaeot- 
atlooa  of  the  *'  faction" !  No,  but  on 
Dr.  Marsh  man's  own  letters  to  Mi.  War^  1 
And— Who  acknowledgca  the  truth  of 
most  of  (he  allegations  agalnat  Dr.Manh- 
man  ?  Dr.  Carey.  W.bo  entreated  that 
no  more  of  Marshman's  friends  might  be 
sent  out,  seeing  he  had  too  much  family 
inSuence  already  i  Dr.  Corey.  And  who 
is  it  that  ni^cuses  Dr.  Marshmon  of 
■■  pumping"  infurmatjon  from  the  unsus- 
pecting, and  then,  at  the  convenient  time, 
ecpployiug  it  againat  Ihem  \  Dr.  Carey. 
We  might  fiit  pages  with  such  questions. 
And  is  it  slander  in  the  young  men  to  re- 
peat what  their  seniors  have  nrittea? 

But  Mr.  Robmson's  letter,  which  is  evi- 
dently intended  to  make  an  impresaion, 
contradicts  aome  of  the  reports,  which,  jn 
common  with  others,  they  had  heard  and 
believed  end  repeated.  But  he  dues  not 
charge  them  with  a  single  fabrication. 
He  censures  them  very  severely  for  their 
opposition  to  Serampore  ;  but  has  hefin- 
gotlen  his  own  remoustrances  ?  Perhaps 
he  does  not  know,  tjiat  be  was  more  than 
once  on  Iha  brink  of  a.  recall,  for  being, 
with  one   evceptian  perhaps,  a  '>  uunec 
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above  M  ibiDen"— fer  i^iporitiOD  to  tht 
^  very  tntnwboin  he  noweDlogiiea.  Htu 
be  forgotten  wh«t  he  wrote  to  Fuller 
1607?  "I  am  wrry  (laid  he)  to  aay  rach 
a  thing,  but  it  »  the  truth,  that  the  elder 
brethren  hare  treated  the  younger  with 
■o  mDch  Dnblndnen  and  tererity) 
they  hare  weaned  the  alTectianB  of  the 
yoaoferi  Id  a  great  meainre,  frum  I 
There  u  not  a  yoongpr  brother  in  the 
whole  minon,  but  what  has  been  wounded 
to  tberery  quick,  witb  the  conduct  of  the 
eMer  onea  toward  him.  Ton  must,  dear 
air,  before  this,  hare  hod  lome  hints  gived 
you  relative  to  theK  thingi,  in  the  letters 
of  snne  of  the  junior  brethren,  thon^ 
(hey  may  not  hare  ipoken  very  plamly  on 
the  inbject  I  had  not  bees  here  t 
weeks  befiire  I  wai  convinced  that  the 
cuDceptiuni  which  1  and  many  others  had 
fonned  of  the  MissioD  family  were  totally 
wrong.  Uruther  Chater  said  on  one  i 
•ion,  (before  he  had  been  in  the  fomily  a 
month,  after  having  bis  mind  very  much 
hurt,]  concerning  the  elder  t)relhRD, 
These  men  teem  to  say  '  We  are  the  men, 
and  wisdom  shall  die  with  ui.'  Brother 
Moore  once  wrote  a  letter  to  the  biethreo 
of  the  Mission,  wiihiog  them  to  di 
him.  Brother  Rowe  once  told  Brother 
Hurshman  to  his  face,  that  if  Brother  Ca- 
rey was  dead,  he  would  not  stay  in  the 
mission  another  day.  Felix  chuse  to  go 
to  Rangoon,  because  he  could  not  be  hap- 
py at  Serampore.  Marsden  basbeen  very 
moch  oppressed,  and  has  felt  it  too,  rcry 
sererelyj  and  had  Brother  Biss  lired  to 
reach  England,  you  would  not  have  been 
a  little  sutpnzcd  at  some  things  he  intend- 
ed to  tell  you."  In  ISnS,  Mr.  Robinson 
wrote  to  the  seniors  tbemselres,  in  the  ftJ- 
lowing strain: — "The  state  (^the  .Miwion, 
at  this  time,  is  truly  alarming.  There  is 
nut  a  brother  in  the  Mistion  who  does  not 
comphdn  of  your  unkind  b^iariour  to- 
wards him,  nor  is  there  one  who  has  not 
been  complaining,  nearly  finm  bjs  first 
airiral  in  the  coondy.  Here  are  seven 
persons  in  the  mission,  besides  yourselrcs, 
and  mrely  the  complaints  of  seven  per- 
■ous  out  of  ten  de^rve  consideration, 
Touhave  had,  for  a  long  lime  pad,  ma. 
niftM  proofs  of  the  iliiwatisractiua  of  the 
brethren  with  yourcondoct;  and  if  you 


continue  to  diucgard  thdr  compUtnti, 
it  must  be  expected  that  something  more 
willfblhiw.  It  would  not  be  a  wonderful 
thing,  if  the  HhmoD  were  in  a  little  time 
to  be  broken  in  pieces  j  and,  in  that  case, 
at  whose  door  would  the  faalt  lie?  Was 
the  orertbrow  of  the  Egyptians  the  bull 
of  the  Israelite!  who  comphUned,  or  of 
Pharaoh  who  refused  to  hear  their  com- 
plainta  ?" 

Certainly,  there  is  little  resemblance  be- 
tween these,  and  the  recent  communication 
of  Mr.  Robinson.  Then,  he  was  writhing 
under  their  "  heavy  burdens:"  new,  we 
may  presume,  he  is  "  walUng  in  the  light 
of  their  countenance,"  Now,  he  eulcgitet 
Dr.  Mtnhman :  he  tells  ua  of  his  good- 
nesa,  hii  ipirituality  of  mind,  his  patience 
under  the  load  of  calumny,  bis  fbrgirenen 
of  iqjuiies— (chiefly  towards  himself,  we 
presume !) — and  of  his  ardent  deiini  for 
recfmdliatioD.  But  what  of  all  this? 
Would  the  posaearion  of  these  qualities 
justify  the  remoraelees  tearing  asunder  a 
connexion  which  subsisted  fiom  the  for- 
■natioa  of  the  Society  to  the  death  of  Ful- 
ler— a  oramexion  uneqoirocally  recog- 
nized by  the  senion,  both  in  Eagtandand 
in  India?  Qualities  are  feathers  aguost 
facts  «nd.doenmenti.  Dr.  M arshmau  may 
be  represented  as  an  angel  of  light;  but 
tbe  "  Explanatory  DeclarntioD"  will  ever 
be  considered  a  deed  of  darlutes*.  Let 
Mr.  Robinson  justify  the  eonducl  of  bis 
"good  old  man,"  and  he  will  infinitely 
exceed  his  elerenlh  hour  eulogy.  He  hat 
not  even  attempted  to  defend  the  Seram- 
pore Union,  on  the  ttimtial  points  of  the 
controrcny—  respooiibility  and  property ; 
compared  with  which  every  thing  else  is 
but  dust.  His  total  silence  on  Uiese  vital 
points  will  inflict  an  ii^uy  on  hit  new 
friends,  which  all  the  eokgiums  be  could 
pen  can  never  repair.  He  has  liberally 
assailed  the  "junion" — (a  term,  under 
which  Aewat  comprehended  once,  with  all 
opprobrium) — and  oitentalioutly  ap. 
plauded  his  former  opprcmor;  but  be  hat 

!Vea   glanced    at    the  real    fueslion. 
he  iotendtd  them  a   kindaeta;  and 
if,  unhappily,  he  tAouUattaiu  to  the  ho- 

>of  martyrdom,  at  he  seems  to  anti- 
cipate, we  donbt  not  they  will  appreciate 
hta  iotention*,  and  receire  him  to  Ibeir 
b«iilgn  patronage.     Who  can  tell?    The 
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new  firm  nuj  be  MtUBMiit,  Miaia. 
MAN,  Mack,  and  Robin  kin  '.'.'.\

drened  tbe  pastor;  Mr.Brodie,  of  Potter'i 
Bar,  preached  to  the  church  ;  anil  Mr 
Chaplin,  Independent  minister  ofBisbop'i 
Stortfbrd,  concluded  the  servioes  uf  tbe 
day  with  prayer.  Mr.  Bain  conducted 
.  himself  BO  ■eaiously.prudentry.andafiec- 
tionately  in  the  various  duties  of  hit  high 
calling,  that  he  gained  tbe  eateeaj  u 
■round  him;  he  sot  mily  watched 
bis  people  eoUtctiveli/  but  indkidvall!/,  and 
we  Irast,  in  numerous  instances,  effectually. 
Ne  was  particulariy  kind  and  cliarlUble 
to  the  poor,  visiting  them  from  house  to 
bouse  ftir  miles  round,  sympalhiiirg  with 
the  widow,  tbe  fatherless,  and  Ihp  afflicted, 
ever  attentive    to    their   necessities,  and

spirit  of  God,  blessed  to  many. 

On  the  date  before  stated,  the  welcome 
essage  arriTed,  which  eadly  and  speedily 
removed  bim  from  tbe  work  in  which  be 
bad  io  long  gloried,  to  the  bliss  he  had  so 
ot^eu  anticipated.  His  remains  were  de- 
posited in  a  vault,  made  in  the  meetii^- 
house  on  the  lOth,  tbe  Rev.  T.  Finch  de- 
livered a  most  appropriate  and  affectinj^ 
oration  to  e  very  crnwded  audience,  and 
tbe  Rev.  Mr.  Chaplin  concluded  with 
prayer.  His  interment  was  attended  by

^ect  we  cordially  Quite  In  the  lentimenta 
exprened  by  the  vennmble  Rowland  Hill,

Ramsa  Cattiolics  snd  bQ  SosiniuiB  belonged  to 
the  Bible  Society,  Ibr  they  woold  find  enoagh 
to  eonrince  them,  in  thtt  Sacred  Volume, 
that  tfaey  wen  wrong.

He  beliered,  that  th«e  who  held  thsse 
opinions  were  very  few  in  nnmber;  and  the 
more  Bibles  wen  given  the  lewer  then  would 
be ;  for  fiom  that  Bmdc  they  would  undei- 
ftud  thai  Oirist  wh  the  Glory  of  the 
Fsther,  and  that,  aD  the  angds  were  to  wot- 
■hip  tuny" 

IV.  On  what  ptioctple  ia  &ie  cicIumod 
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of  Sochilau  argued !  It  Is  thin— /The  Bible 
Society  fc  stated  to  be  a  religions  sodety, 
and  lience,  those  who  ate  declared  not  to 
liosscM  this  qualification,  it  i)  urged,  are, 
by  the  very  chatacter'of  the  Bodety,  rir- 
Luatly  excluded. 

Now  in  this  itatement  there  isa  mixtare 
of  truth  and  error.  If  the  Bible  Society 
be  rq^atded  in  its  affect,  it  is  undoubtedly 
tlifiouB, — fbt  its  aim  It  to  citcuUte  Ibal 
Tolnnie  which  is  the  source  of  all  religioua 
truth.  If  conHdeied  in  its  iiufriiinm(« 
and  agentSj  however,  it  is  not  neeatarify 
tligions,  for, — however  deslnhle  in  reler- 
ice  to  tlie  iadividtudi — it  is  no  more  es- 
sential lo  the  Society's  exiitence  and  end 
that  its  mimbtTS  and  niinribtri  should  he 
pious,  than  that  its  prnliri  and  biadert 
should  be  90. 

Tbe  Sodetj  baa  abo  beeo' denominated 
a  ChUHan  Socittf,  and  n  reference  to  ita 
records  has  been  made  to  prove  it  auch— 
and  then  eomei  the  infeieoee:— that  IhoM 
not  entitled  to  be  admitted  as  membera 
who  reject'an  essential  article  of  the 
dirirtian  faith.  But  here  again  the  argu- 
ment is  imtained  by  flie  ambigoHy  of  the 
term  CAriilum  in  Ihii  eonnexioQ.  If  taken 
in  its  broad  and  popular  fenae, — the  senac 
io  which  this  is  a  Christian  country  ■■  dii- 
tingnished  from  heathen  and  Mahomel«a 
nations,— the  Sucbiiaus  being  comprehend- 
ed in  this  definition  of  tbe  tenn,  are  still 
entitled  to  be  admitted  within  the  pale  of 
the  Society.  But  if  the  term  Christian  be 
ondetitood  in  its  sttict  and  propet  senae, 
— oi  denotbig  one  who  is  vitally  united  to 
Christ,— to  preserve  the  purity  ol  the  So- 
ciety in  this  diaracter,  would  require  a  law 
of  exclunoa,  it  is  to  he  feared,  much 
more  eitensiTe  than  that  embodied  in 
Capt.  Gordon's  amendment. 

We  willtnljadd,  tbemostiingular  fea- 
ture in  this  oppoution  to  tbe  BibleSodety 
ii,  that  it  originate*  with  evangelical 
memben  of  the  Chnrch  of  England.  On 
witnemng  the  leal  of  these  gentlemen  og 
the  late  occasHo  we  could  nrt  help  twkiDf 
oatselve*r-la  tbe  Church  rf  England 
then  quite  daat  of  all  unholy  and  hereticai 
oiemhers?  Have  not  the  veiy  indivf. 
dual*  whom  Mu  party  ate  anxioaitoex-

for  themselves  a  subsiiteDce,  or  to  go  to  a 
distant  part  to  purchase  food.  Some 
slave-masters  nete  anxious  to  have  their 
students  instructed  in  Christianity.  Tlie 
Report  represented  tbe  various  stations  as 
bting,  upon  tbe  whole,  in  a  flourishing 
condition.  Tbe  schools  were 'well  at- 
tended; many  instances  of  coDversiiui  had 
taken  place,  and  in  some  caan  mts-i 
sionaries  had  been  requested,  by  the  chirrs 
of  contending  tribes,  to  mediate  betveoi 
tbem,  and  avert  tbe  horrors  uf  war.  la 
conclusiiHi,  the  Committee  made  an 
earnest  appeal  to  British  Christians  for  in- 
creased funds  to  carry  on  the  designs  of 
the  Sodety,  it  being  with  difficulty  that 
they  could  mantain  the  already  existing 
establiahmenta.

At  Faimonth,  and  its  dependent  statiena, 
Mr.  Knibb  is  privilqed  to  continue  hi*  *r- 
dnons  laboun,  and  to  witness  a  Meaiong  rest- 
ing upon  tbetn.  Like  some  otherm  of  hif 
brethren,  he  is  under  the  necessity  of  building 
for  the  accommodation  of  his  hearers ;  and 
has  been  cheered,  not  only  by  additiona  to  the 
churches  under  his  caie,  but  by  the  introdac- 
tion  of  helpers,  raised  np  on  the  spot,  la  share 
io  missionary  toila.  One  of  these,  Mr.  W. 
Whilehora,  was  mentioned  in  onr  Febmary 
Number ;  the  second,  Mr.  Thomas  F.  Abbol^ 
united  himself  some  months  ago,  to  the  church 
at  Falmouth,  under  Mr.  Knibh's  pastoral 
care.  He  wis  formerly  s  ninnber  of  the 
Baptist  Chnrch  at  Taunton,  and  was  about  to 
enter  the  academy  at  Bristol,  when  an  attack 
of  iUnesa  reudtied  it  advisable  for  him  to  sus- 
pend all  such  aigagemenM,  and   repair,   at 


jca,  and,  finding  the  change  of  climate 
,  ftvoarable  to  his  health,  entered  on  s 
commerdal  engagement,  which  proved  highly 
advantageous  in  a  tempond  point  of  view. 
Such,  however,  was  the  local  pn^udice  exist- 
ing against  our  missiDnaiy  bicthren,  and  so 
confidently  were  statements  circulated  to  thrir 
disadvantage,  that  many  mgnihi  passed  away 
before  Mr.  Abbott  ielt  disposed  to  seek  any 
intercourse  with  them.

The 
follawi^  extract  iram  hia  jounul  will  shew 
the  euvDuragements  which  have  attended  his 
eiertions  in  the  best  of  cauwa. 

"Nov.28.  A  very  intMEslJng,  and,  I  truM, 
a  profitable  day;  both  to  mywlf,  and  the 
peiqile  among  whom  1  am  permitted  to  labour. 
Twenty-four  candidates  baptised  and  i&^eived 
into  communioD  with  the  church  formed  at 
Buff  flay,  but  at  present,  mteling  for  worship 
at  Charles  Town.  The  account  given  by 
miuiy  of  these  inilividuals,  of  their  knowledge 
and  experience  iu  divine  thii^,  was  truly 
gratifying.  Eojaynl  aonie  freedom  and  en- 
J*q;eiiKnt  in  pteiching,  to  ■  crowded  and 
very  attentive  audience,  from  our  Lord' 
words.  Mat.  ivi.  !1,  '  If  any  man  will  com. 
after  me,  let  him  deny  himnelT,  and  take  up 
his  Croat,  and  follow  me,' 

"  In  the  evening  vidted,  one  of  our  i 
membeiSi  a  free  black  man,  at  his  cottage, 
where  a  conaiderable  number  of  persons  at- 
tended evening  worship,  tu  whom  1  read 
and  eipounded  Matthew  xx.  They  listened 
with  the  ulmcnt  seriousness  and  attention, 
and  seemed  particularly  interested  in  the  ai 
count  of  the  two  blind  men,  at  the  close  of  tl 
chapter,  and  the  reEoarka  made  upon  r 
Lord  grant  that  their  eyes  may  be  opened  1 
behold  the  glories  of  Immanuel,  that  Jeii 


ipliih.  "On December  12th,"  hewrite^ 
'*1  experienced  the  delightful  satisbction  of 
introducing  the  Gospel  at  Brown's  Town. 
The  house  was  crowded,  and  very  seriout  at-' 
Word  ot  life.  Aa 
I  preach  there  every  third  Sunday,  I  have 
(pent  three  Sabbaths  there  in  alL  One 
ndred  and  seventeen  inquirers  have  joined 
here;  eighty-six  new  ones,  and  thirty-one 
from  St.  Ann's  Bay.  Mudi  oppositiou  has 
bceo  excited,  and  I  have  every  reason  to  be- 
lieve, that  very  many  of  the  poor  ne^oes  have 
thus  been  deterred  from  sltending.  The  like 
spirit  of  hostility  is  strongly  mani{esl«d  by 
several  indnenti^  penons  nearer  to  St.  Ann's 
Bay,  where  T  had  the  pleasure  of  baptizing 
twenty-oneperwins,  December  I9lh."  From 
a  previous  letter  of  Mr.  Nichob's,  we  select 
the  following  extract,  not  only  as  describing 
a   scene   truly   pltasing,    but   as   it    afibrds 

one   missioaBry  brother  can  r^oice   in    the 
sphere  and  success  of  another. 

"  During  my  abseace  I  preached  at  Slew- 
art's  Town,  Rio  Bueno,  Montego  Bay,  Gur- 
ney's  Mount,  and  Luces,  and  was  highly 
gratified  at  each  place.  At  Stewart's  Town, 
where,  as  you  must  be  aware,  service  con  be 
held  only  once  a  mouth,  I  preached  in  June 
and  July,  and  have  also  supplied  it  this  mouth, 
brother  Knibb  being  down  at  Savaona-la- 
Mar.  In  havir^  these  opportunities  I  have 
truly  thought  myaelf  privil^ed  ;  for  indeed 
this  Is  a  highly  interesting  station,  and  well 
deservea  all  the  attention  which  the  brethren 
here,  end  tfae  Society  at  home,  can  poBibly 
render  it.  In  June  and  July  I  attended  bap- 
delighted  in  witnessing  that  divine  ordinance.

Clirist,  must  have  filled  every  Chriatiau's  Mwl 
with  gratitude  to  Qod,  and  love  to  the  mis- 
sionary cause.

LINSTON. 

In  presentiag  b  brief  memoir  of 
our  departed  brother,  oor  aim  ii 
limply  to  faroiah  to  a  nide  circle 
of  frieods,  a  permanent  record  of 
hia  worth ;  and  to  inpply  to  onr 
readers  in  general,  a  few  particn. 
lars  in  tbe  Tife  of  one  who,  tbough 
nnknown  in  many  districts  of  onr 
land,  was  ealeeraed  and  venerated 
in  no  ordinary  degree,  by  oui 
cburcbes  in  tbe  Weat  of  England. 
Tbis  excellent  roan  was  born  al 
Lopen,  in  Somersetsbire,  in  the 
^ear  1750.  He  wu  descended 
from  piouB  parents,  and  his  father, 
niora  especially,  appears  tn  have 
been  distinguisbed  by  solidity  of 
judgment  and  higb  atlainmeotB  ic 
Ibe  divine  life.  Parental  solici- 
tade  was  not  exercised  on  bis  be. 
half  in  vain,  for,  in  bis  earlyyeara, 
he  reaped  the  benefit  of  those  aa. 
lutary  restraints,  and  religions  in- 
Btruolions,  and  fervent  prayers, 
which  bis  father's  honse  oonlinn- 
ally  BDppliDd.  He  was  tbui,  not 
only  preserved  from  tbe  snares  of 
youth,  and  escaped  tboie  follies 
and  vices  into  which  that  iucan- 
liona  period  of  life  is  too  freqaeaU 
ly  betrayed,  but  the  seeda  of  piety 
quickly  began  to  vegetate  iu  his 
mind,  and  fnrnisbed  a  pleasing 
promise  of  that  rich  and  matured 
excellence  which  be  afterwardi 
attained.  B^ferriug  to  bis  early 
days,  he  remarks,

It  happened,  when  he  was  about 
fifteen  years  of  age.  that  some 
young  ministers  of  Lady  Hunling- 
don'a  connexion,  came  to  iliaerate 
through  that  part  of  the  country 
in  which  he  resided.  Their  ener- 
getic labouring  excited  conaider- 
able  attention, and  prodticed,  nnder 
the  divine  bleBsiag,  extended  and 
permanent  good  ;  awakening  tlie 
profoaanra  of  religion  from  theic 
spiritual  slumbers,  and  converting 
many  a  careless  and  profligate 
sinner  from  tbe  error  of  hia  ways. 
With  these  devoted  servants  of 
Ood,  tbe  subject  of  this  memoir 
delighted  to  aasociate  ;  and  tfaeir 
aociety,  conversation,  and  preach, 
ing,  confirmed  and  strengthened 
every  serions  impressioo,  and 
mainly  contribnted  to  the  forma, 
tion  and  development  of  bis  reli- 
gions character.  He  frequently 
accompanied  them  in  their  visits 
lo  the  sarrounding  villages,  and 
participated  both  in  their  dangers 
od  delighls,  for,  in  that  period 
>f  comparative  darkness,  tbe  aalit* 
faction  of  doing  good  could  only 
be  purchased  at  considerable  per* 
sonal  risk.  In  after  life,  he  would 
frequently  revert  to  the  treatment 
he  experienced  in  connexion  with 
bis  friend,  Mr.  Herdsman,  of 
South  Petherton,  wbeDt  on  one 
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occasion,  tliej  nero  aMsiled  irith 
rotten  egg^  and  were  compelled 
la  flee  for  the  secvritf  of  ihetr 
lives:  describiog  his  t'eeliogs  at 
tbis  period,  be  observes — 

'"iHi  eonriiHoni  hicreasM,  «ha  I  Iwpe  I

and  Ihnm^lt  the  hati  Jaw  Cliiwt,  Mtl  I 
would  dBfue  tf  plaoe  roy  whole  ilrrtnilinrt 
pa  hun  far  ul^tKuu" 

ilut  alUtOttgh  be  became  llioi 
eprly  dedded  For  God,  he  na: 
not  visibly  connected  with  a  Chris 
tian  Church  ontil  some  time  after 
tbis  period,  Beiog  on  a  visit 
his  esteemed  relative  the  Ki 
Joseph  Horsey,  of  Portsea,  thai 
excellent  man  nrged  on  bis  atten- 
tion tbe  dnty  ana  priviJege  of  a 
£' ublic  profession  of  religion,  and 
,  is  father  happening  to  write  to 
bim  on  llie  same  subject,  he  at 
lengtb  rcsohed  on  that  important 
step.  In  Aagnst  1771),  he  was 
baptized  and  joined  the  church  at 
Yeovil,  then  under  tbe  pastoral 
care  of  Mr.  Gillard.  He  bas  re- 
corded bis  stale  of  niind  oii  that 
interesting  occasion  in  tbe  follow- 
ing brief  memorandum:— 

"  Ti>-daf  1  made  an  open  profewon  of 
Chriatby  following  hjm  in  the  liquid  grave ; 
it  was  a  very  affoeting  aeason  indeed.  I  hope 
I  had  then  lome  view  thirt  all  my  stm  were 
fin-given  omer  1«  be  remembered  agdnrt  me 
say  morel  tfaat  they  were  all  butied  and 
washed  away  by  tbo  pracioua  blood  of 
Christ." 

.Anil  oU  commnning  at  the  Lard's 
table  for  tbe  first  lime,  he  writes 
tlius;— 

"  What  reason  Ldve  I  to  thank  md  admire 
tbe  grace  that  hath  favoured  me  so  much; 
It  cawed  tmn  to  flow  from  my  ey«B  in  abun- 
dance, to  think  that  ludi  an  one  as  1  waa 
■houIU  l>e  pcrioitted  to  ait  dow^  with  God'a 
dear  thildi-en.  And  now  what  obligations 
am  I  under  to  Ihe  Lord:  I  have  entered  into 
•oleran  engagements ;  lord,  1  would  desire  to 
give  myHlf  up  unto  tfiee— da  thon  take  me 


and  Mud  me  to  Ihywif  with  the  eatia  of  dtf 
everlasting  ki»^  snftr  me  not  to  Iwiog  ■ 
•caudal  upon  religion,  to  £all  back  into  the 
world  and  deny  thee.'  O  do  thou  keep  ma 
near  thyself  and  enable  me  thankfiilly  to 
fUlow  thee  in  every  dnly,  and  nny  I  find 
due  with  me  In  iH'  tta^  nndetUJBoga,  diat  I 
ncyaoitakenp  the  lamp  of  prefanan  with- 
out the  oil  of  saving  giaoe,  but  may  I  prove 
an  ornament  to  thy  Gwpel  and  be  etemaily 
saved  by  thy  mercy.  Amen." 

Ho  coatioved  an  active  aad  biv 
nourablc  member  of  tbe  cbur«b  at 
Yeovil  till  the  year  1763a  wbea 
he  removed  to  Wellington,  on  tbe 
occasion  of  bis  marrjage  with  the 
deoghter  of  tbe  Rev.  Robert  Day, 
of  that  town,  n-bose  name  Is  still 
fragrant  in  the  cbnrch,  and  whose 
mfcmory  is  fondly  cherished  by 
the  few  who  still  rarvive,  and  batl 
the  happiness  of  knowing  bim, — 
a  man  of  soperior  talents  and  at- 
tainments, and,  above  all,  distin. 
gnisbed  by  the  ooctioo  and  fer- 
vour of  his  preaching,  and  by  tbe 
mildness  and  benevolence  o?  bia 
disposition— afellow-labourerwitb 
the  admirable  Risdon'  Datracot, 
and  in  no  point  inferior  to  bim 
either  in  mental  endowments,  or  in 
ministerial  osefQlBess,  Tbns  be- 
ing connected,  by  marriage,  with 
so  eminent  and  excellent  a  man  as 
Mr.'Day,  he  might  he  truly  said 
to  be  nnto  bim,  as  a  son  in  Ike 
Ooipel,  for  DO  less  by  the  simi- 
larity of  Ihcir  sentiments  and  feel- 
ings, than  by  family  lie,  were  they 
cordially  united.  How  highly  he 
venerated  his  character,  and  bow 
fondly  he  cheriEhed  the  remem- 
brance of  his  virtnes,  those  well 
know  who  have  often  beard  him 
mention  the  name  of  bis  beloved 
father  I>aj  :  the  marriage  union 
which  was  thus  formed,  became 
to  him  a  soarce  of  unmtngled  sa- 
tisfaction, and  rendered  his  home 
a  scene  of  domestic  peace  and  en- 
joyment raTely  surpassed;  About 
four  years  after  this  period,  he 
was  elioMD  B  deacett  ef  th«  church 
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at  We)llB|;ton,  and  onntinnMl  to 
discharge  llie  duile*  of  tliftt  office 
with  ditigeoce  and  great  fidelil;. 
Holding  anch  a  ailaalion  in  the 
vkurcb,  he  not  only  nnited  in  the 
social  nieetingg  for  ftrajer,  bntfre- 
qnently  took  a  part  in  the  weekly 
cotaferences  nhteh  were  at  that 
time  held.  It  waa  not,  however, 
till  he  had  reached  the  meridian 
of  life,  thftt  be  entered  on  the 
work  of  Uie  miniitry,  and  the 
manner  in  which  he  waa  Srst  led  to 
engage  in  that  Wftrk,  while  it 
strikmgly  ditplaja  the  hand  of 
PMvidence,  marks,  at  the  same 
time,  thedeeprcaponaibitily  which 
he  regarded  as  attacliing  to  the 
sacred  office,  and  the  trembling 
retnotanM  with  wiiiub  he  eDgag;ed 
in  its  solemn  duties. 

"  For  Duny  ytan  piwc,"  he  say*  is  Lib 
dluy,  "  I  h«Te  from  time  lo  time  bean  so- 
licited by  my  frinid),  both  at  home  ind 
eHrosd,  to  apeak  publidy  in  (he  suae  of  the 
■Lordj  bat  h  fleose  of  tlm  grettDHe  of  the 
work,  and  ofmyowauuniKIbiiien  and  unfit- 
ness has  kept  me  back  from  any  attempt  of 
that  kind,  alviya  (earing  that  tbe  Lord  had 
not  called  me  to  it.  But  on  AuguM  Sltb, 
1906,  being  called  by  prtrrldeuce  to  be  at 
Tdgnmouth  aa  the  Lrad'a  day,  awi  the 
.ainialer  vha  tria  aipeated  to  preach,  not 
haying  arrived,  1  wai  yaj  much  entnoled  to 
undertake  the  aervice.  Thii  J  at  finl  refused, 
but  beiag  presfled  beyond  measure,  and  aa 
the  doors  would  otherwise  have  been  elosed, 
I  at  last  complied,  but  entered  the  pulpit 
vidi  B  trembling  heart,  and  with  knaes 
BDiitiig  one  agiioat  another,  yet  if  I  am  not 
.  deceived,  the  Lord  waa  with  me,  and  enubled 
me  to  apeak  with  fireedom." 

His  serTices,  on  Ibis  occasion,  ap> 
pear  to  hare  been  biglily  accept- 
able, and  it  was  no  sooner  known 
that  he  had  been  thns  pnblicly 
engaged,  than  he  received  many 
applications  from  the  nelgbbour- 
ing  ministers  for  bis  assistance. 
He  declined,  however,  acceding 
to  these  requests,  nntil  be  had  ob- 
'tained  the  sanction  of  the  chnrcb 
with  which  be  was  nniled.  Ac- 
cord jaglyt  he  reoeived  a  regular 


and  umiirimom  call  to  the  worii 
of  the  ministry,  and  was  solemnly 
and  affectionately  commended  lo 
the  blessing  and  gnidance  of  Ood, 
by  the  paat*r  of  the  obnvcb,  tlio 
Rev.  Hr.  Cherry.  From  thb 
lime  hia  enngementa  beoam* 
onmerooa,  100  be  waa  freqaestlj 
oocnpied,  not  only  in  diapensii^ 
the  Word  of  Traih,  bnt  in  giving 
coonsel  and  advice  in  casea  i^ 
perplexity  and  difficnlty.  He  tfana 
continned  forsome  years,  generally 
engaged  ontbe  Sabbath  in  preach. 
ing  in  the  anrrounding  district 
wherever  his  assistance  was  need- 
ed, at  tbo  same  time  that  be  at- 
tended lo  the  ptirsnits  of  businesa 
during  the  week.  Perhaps  we 
might  specify  this  aa  the  bappieat 
period  of  bis  life.  Hia  childrea 
were  rising  around  bim,  and  ex- 
hibiting earty  indications  of  tme 
piety.  His  active  mind  waa  fnllj 
occnpied,  and  all  the  leisure  be 
could  afford  from  his  secnlar  pni^ 
suits  was  consecrated  to  the  cause 
of  Christ.  During  this  period  of 
his  history  the  fire  at  Serampore 
occurred,  wbiuh  consumed  con- 
siderable part  of  the  missionary 
premises^  He  felt  a  deep  con- 
cern in  tbat  disastrons  eve&t,  it 
called  forth  all  the  energies  of  bis 
ardent  and  devout  mind,  and  by 
his  personal  efforts,  in  pnblic  and 
in  private,  a  considerable  anm 
was  raised  in  order  to  repair 
the  loss.  Not  long  ufter  tbis, 
he  manifested  a  lively  interest 
in  the  welfare  and  prosperity 
of  the  oborch  at  Upoltery:  r 
chnrcb  venerable  for  its  an- 
tiquity, since  it  waa  one  of  the 
earliest  in  oar  denomibalion 
planted  in  tbis  conntry.  The 
building  was  fallen  into  complete 
decay,  Eotbat  it  became  absolutely 
neceiisary  that  a  new  place  of 
worship  should  be  erected.  Bnt 
as  the  people  ware  themselves  nt- 
teriy  unable  to  defray  the  ex- 
c  c2 
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p«nse,  he  generoosly  undertook 
tlieir  oBDse.  «nd  visited  the  metro, 
potis  10  collect  for  litem ;  nod  by 
ibis  act  of  ditinte reeled  beoevo- 
lenoe,  conferred  »  iMting  benefil 
upon  the  chnrcb.  On  the  in<r- 
riage  of  his  only  sod,  he  retired 
■0  a  great  measure  from  busioess, 
and  devoted  his  allcalion  more 
exoiusHely  to  niinUterial  labours. 
In  the  year  1814,  some  part  of 
faisfamiljr  being  aeltleil  alTaun- 
toiir  they,  with  Beveml  other  indi- 
viduaU  whoEO  sentimeats  were  in 
accordance  wiLb  tbeir  own,  felt 
an  an&ioui  desire  thut  a  Baplial 
Cliarcb  abonld  be  formed  iu  ibai 
flouriafaing  and  populous  town. 
A  favourable  opening  being  iboE 
preaented,  a  large  and  commo- 
dioasroom  was  engaged,  and  for 
Bome  tim»  Mr.  Horsey  regularly 
went  over  from  Wellington  lo 
preach  there  on  the  Sabbath  day. 
The  room  whs  crowded  with  at. 
tentive  worahippera,  and  such  was 
the  sBcceiB  which  attended  his 
efforlfl  that  it  soon  beaame  desir- 
able that  a  chapel  aboold  be 
erected. 

A  church  waa  regularly  formed, 
and  be  was  invited  lo  undertake 
the  paatornl  office,  an  invitation  to 
which  be  the  more  readily  ac- 
ceded, encouraged  by  tho  pleas- 
ing prospects  which  were  then 
presented,  [n  order  \.\y*\  he  might 
more  efTioieiidy  discbarge  the 
dnlics  of  such  an  ctHco,  he  re- 
moved his  residence  toTjunton. 
Tiie  chapel  was  opened,  und  his 
ordination  took  place.  Jusi,  how- 
ever,  at  this  important  juncture, 
Mr.  Baring,  with  his  associate, 
teceded  from  the  Established 
Church,  and  reared  his  standard 
at  Taunton.  The  singularity 
the  secession,  the  rank  and  wealth 
of  -the  seoeders,  the  extravagance 
of  the  doctrines  ihey  promnlgatedj 
all  conspired  to  excite  public  at. 
tentuui,  aud  the  tide  of  popular 


favour  Sowed  strongly  la  this  new 
direolion.  Hence  the  Baptist 
hupel  was  ihitincd  of  many  of 
its  tonuer  friends,  and  became 
sknderiy  attended.  TIjis  naln* 
rally  produced  a  variaty  of  con-. 
dieting  fraiings,  which  are  ex- 
pressed iu.the  following  extract 
from  his  diary  ; —

the  little  church  wu  doubted  in  namber 
nearly  in  ow  year,  sod  ws  bid  t,  pleinng 
eoDgreguion,  but  aiace  that,  the  Lord  lu^ 
seen  fit  to  try  our  &ith  and  pUJeoce. 

"  Aaolher  place  of  wonbip  bcii^  opened  in 
the  town,  the  congn^stion  ii  vety  muck 
leoened,  and  tiiia  haa  (ended  very  muck  to 
discourage  nw,  hot  yet  I  denre  to  view  tlie 
hand  of  God  tbernn,  and  would  be  tulimia- 
rire  at  bii  feet,  and  aay,  Lord,  w1ut_  wilt 
tfaon  have  me  to  do  ?  But  amidst  all  my 
diKouragementi  much  mercy  ia  and  bis  been 
mingled;  yet  bow  unable  do  I  fed  myself 
for  the  great  work  to  which  I  am  now  called, 
sometimes  I  am  ready  to  think  I  moat  givo 
it  iH  up,  but  hitherto  the  Lord  hUh  bdped 
me,  other  rebge  hiTe  I  none." 

He  contitmed  to  officiate  as  pas- 
tor of  the  church  for  seven  years,' 
and  was  indefatigahle  in  bis  eSbrta 
lo  promote  the  welfare  and  pros- 
perity of  the  society  nnder  his 
charge.  During  that  period  he 
collected  nearly  all  the  money  ex- 
pended in  the  erection  of  lbs 
budding,  besides  contribatiiig  libe- 
rally towards  it  himself;  and  his 
name  will  ever  be  venerated  a»  the 
father  and  founder  of  the  Baptist 
Church  at  Tannton.  Through  his 
honoured  instrumenlality,  many 
were  savingly  converted  unto  tiod, 
and  the  number  of  tho  sooiaty  was 
gradually  augmented.  Inhisdiary, 
written  during  (his  period,  are  to 
be  foand  several  Dasaagea  in  which 
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he  laUenla  tlie  want  of  more  abnn- 
dant  usefulness.  In  the  great  cauao 
10  wliivL  liis  lieart  and'  all  hU 
powers  were  deroted.  Al  length, 
after  tnncli  anxiong  dellberution 
and  earnest  prayer  for  the  divine 
guidance  and  ilireclion,  ho  re- 
signed the  pastoral  office,  and  re. 
tamed  to  close  Itte  evening  of  his 
daj^s  at  Wellioglon.  He  had  long 
been  in  the  habit  of  recording  his 
refleolioQs  on  the  return  of  his 
birth  day,  and  ahout  this  period 
we  (hkI  ibe  followiitg  remarks  :— 

'  '*  Tlinragh  the  wonderful  hand  of  Ood 
npoa  UK,  I  have  Utely  entered  oa  the  6Slh 
yoir  of  my  ihflrt  life ;  &  day  which  1  hardly 
eipectvd  to  Ke,  u  my  iufirmjties  huTe  in- 


Surely  the  neamesa  of  eteriuty  is  a  thought 
Ibll  of  wlenmity;  it  is  juat  at  hand — the 
judge  standeth  at  the  door  :  but  if  this  judge 
be  my  friend,  aU  will  be  welL  I  t.uet  I  caa 
fiay  1  have  no  other  Iiope,  and  that  T  ean  cast 
my  guilty  and  polluted  soul  on  his  complete 
atonement  and  perf«;(  rightcouanMs,  and  hope 
to  be  found  in  him  at  that  great  day.  Whvn 
I  refleft  upon  the  paat,  all  ia  wonder  :  it  ii 
now  6 1  yean  linee  1  first  began  to  thinti  se- 
riously about  the  aalTation  of  my  immotial 
soul,  and  43  years  since  I  made  ■  public  pro- 
fessioD  by  being  baptized  at  Yeovil.  Oh, 
how  awiftly  have  lhe«  yean  fled  away !  how 
many  of  my  fiienils  and  acquaintance  ace 
BOW  uninbeced  with  the  dead!  Lotd,  why 
un  I  thtts  spared  ?  I  jbel  the  aiercy  of  being 
kept  so  long  from  ""Iring  ahipwreclL  of  faith, 
and  bringing  a  scandal  on  the  ways  of  God  ! 
Not  unto  me,  O  Lord,  not  unto  me,  bot  to 
tin  name  be  all  tlie  praiae.  But  O  what 
bave  I  done  for  God?  Alial  what  cauN 
bare  1  for  deep  hnmiliatiiin." 

After  b)s  return  to  Wellington, 
he  contiuoed  to  render  assistunoe 
to  the  aurroundittg  uhiirches  when- 
ever tliey  needed  help,  and,  when 
not  otherwise  engaged,  he  regu- 
larly preached  in  one  of  the 
DelghhouHng  villages.  Amid  in- 
creasing bodily  infirmities  his 
mtnd  remained  active  and  vigor. 
oos,  and  he  continued  to  feel  and 
to  manifcEt  a  lively  interest  in 
whatever  contributed  lu  the  ex. 
teoaion  of  the  Uedeemer's  king- 
doia>  The  liible,  MissiuBary^uDd 


Tract  Souietiei  occupied  a  oonii- 
derable  share  of  bis  time  and  alien- 
lion.  Indeed,  every  object  which 
lond^-d  to  promote  the  eternal 
wellare  oF  tiiatikind,  claimed  and 
secnred  his  cordial  co-operation. 
And,  ns  his  days  drew  to  a  close, 
it  became  increasingly  manifest 
that  bis  soul  was  ripening  for 
glory.  A  few  extracts  from  bis 
journal  may  serve  to  shew  the 
|jpy  frame  of  bis  mind  during 


this 


sriod. 


"  Since  my  removal  to  Wenington,  I  have 
found  mueh  reason  fiir  thaokfulnefa  to  God 
iar  the  afiection  and  kindniM  of  my  old 
Aimda,  and  die  pleaanre  they  have  «X[>rt*Rd 
DO  Sly  letuni.  I  have  reaaoa  lo  recOTd  tha 
goodoea  of  the  Lord  in  the  hberty  and  en- 
jnynient  I  have  found  in  again  treeing  my 
old  footsteps,  aft^r  an  absence  of  seven 
yean.  I  think  T  feel  inereaiiagly  the  r^nd 
qieed  of  lime,  and  ilaa  daily  fiel  myielfjuat 
on  the  brink  of  the  gnta.  With  such  a 
view  B£  this,  I  otWn  try  to  realize  the  awful 
aolemiiitics  of  the  eternal  world,  and  my  en- 
trance thereon,  and  when  I  eiamine  tie  foun- 
dation on  whidi  my  KHil  reats,  I  fed  I  ban 
no  other  hope  than  tiut  whjeh  arim  froin 
tite  hlwding  crosiof  my  Redeemer.  J  hardly 
k[iow  which  ia  moat  astonishing,  the  loog- 
sufltring  goodness  and  grace  of  the  Lord  to- 
wards me,  or  my  UDgratefoI  returns  and  un- 
iniitfiihiess  towards  hinrl  Alas!  what  sad 
deficienoies  do  I  feel  in  my  love  and  know> 
ledge  of  God.  and  at  times  what  backward- 
aess  to  secret  prayer.  These  things  are  often 
matter  of  grief  to  my  soul,  and  yet  1  hope  lean 
say,  that  sumetimes,  when  I  trust  I  have  been 
enabled  to  eiamine  closely  into  my  heart  and 
state,  I  have  found  Cbriat  very  predone  to  my 
soul;  tliat  he  baa  been  and  ia  my  ttanspnrt 
and  my  trust,  and  that  I  can  say  with  Paul^ 
I  know  whom  I  have  beheved,  and  am  per- 
suaded that  he  is  able  to  keep  that  which  I 
have  eommitted  unto  him  aguuit  that  day." 

The  following  are  his  refleotiona 
on  reaching  his  70ih  year  : — 

■'  I  am  now  Ivought  to  the  appointed 
period  of  human  life,  threescore  yean  and 
ten.  How  few  reach  that  age,  and  those 
who  arrive  at  it  seUom  go  beyond  it,  except 
to  lealiie  trouble  and  sorrow.  O  my  •ool 
why  am  T  thus  spared?  for  what  putpose  ia 
my  poor  Ufa  thus  lengthened  out?  Is  it  Dot 
the  desire  and  prayer  of  my  soul,  that  it  may 
be  for  purpoaea  of  usefulnesa  and  advantage  ? 
I  have  u  admire  and  bless  the  Lotd  that  I 
have  been  enabled  through  his  giK«  and 
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bwdncH  H  "tf  ^  )U«aohiiig  th«  gloiioua 
Qaqnli  and  if  I  am  not  deceived  I  hate  fbuod 
the  Irark  of  the  Lord  to  be  woga  to  my 
Hiil,  aod  I  hope  I  have  hod  evidcjicM  of  use- 
fulaew  to  others.  May  the  tiuth  aod  reality 
of  this  appear  hweafiat.  With  resptct  to 
the  tiitare  whU  Bhall  I  ay  1  I  hope  1  diuly 
tiy  to  rttiluc  the  eventful  moment  which 
muaC  now  be  very  near.     It  ia  the  ileeira  of 


duly.  O  may  the  future 
lengtbeoed  life  be  qient  more  than  eret  br 
him  whoae  1  tnut  I  am  and  whom  I  desin  to 
tuve  (ill  my  lateat  breath. ' 

In  (he  year  1829,  be  was  Beised 
witb  R  dangerotia  illnsM,  from 
which  there  appeared  no  buman 
probability  of  recovery.  But, 
throngb  ihe  goodness  of  God,  his 
life  was  wonderfully  preaerred, 
•Itbongh  he  never  regained  his 
former  tone  of  health  and  vigonr, 
and  it  was  manifest  that  bis  con. 
fititatioti  smtaiued  a  shock,  the 
enfeebling  effects  of  which  oon- 
tinned  te  his  dying  day. 

The  following  Is  the  Inst  niemo- 
raudnm  inserted  in  bis  diary,  and 
written  only  a  few  months  biifore 
his  deoeasa : — 

"  I  want  more  than  ever  to  realiae,  that  for 
ne  to  live  ie  Christ  and  to  die  g^n.  Not- 
withitandiag  I  have  felt  incrpasing  infirmi- 
tiea  and  weakneaa,  yet  I  have  been  enabled 
to  attempt  to  apeak  in  the  imao  of  God,  and 
I  have  found  a  liberty  and  enjoyment  therein. 
O  any  the  fixture  prove  the  suceese  thereof,

lata,  particularly, 
view  of  that  solemn  teat  I  miut  aoon  pam. 
t  want  an  increaae  of  faith  in  a  pndona 
Chriat,  and  all  the  gloriei  which  ahine  fiirth 
id  him.  t  tnut  it,  ia  my  Locreaaiiig  coDoem, 
that  whether  pnaent  or  absent  I  may  be  ae- 
cepled  of  him.  To  him  I  want  to  go  every 
diyvilh  increaaliig  ardour  and  eoDfidoKe, 
that,  lithongh  I  fnl  myrclf  a  wretched, 
guilty,  and  utterly  unworthy  creature  before 
him,  yet  that  precious  word  of  promiK,  "  him 
that  Bometh  unto  me  I  will  in  nowise  cost 
oW,"  deKghta  and  relieves  my  souL  Not- 
tvithBtaiiding  all  my  inereaaing  senae  of  the 
wil  of  an,  aad  of  the  corruption  of  my  vile 
nature,  yet  it  ja  the  increasing  dclerminalion 
of  my  BOul,  that  I  will  como  to  him  in  troth 
tak  iMlity,  in  tU  moving  deeirei  of  my 


willing  to  be  uved  by  him.  Then,  methislis, 
I  am  sure  he  will  not  cait  out  the  soul  that 
ventures  on    mch     an    Almighty    Saviour. 

His  laat  illnesa  was  compara. 
lively  of  short  duration.  AboBt 
a  month  before  he  died,  be  at- 
tempted to  preach  in  a  village 
where  he  had  lung  beeo  ac- 
customed Id  proclaim  the  glad 
tidings  of  the  Gospel ;  bat  on  this 
oooBsion,  his  strength  completely 
failed,  and  after  having  named  hia 
text,  be  was  atterly  unable  to 
proceed.  He  sat  down  in  the 
pulpit,  and,  having  rested  a  short 
time,  he  made  &  second  efibrt,  but' 
in  vain.  The  spirit  indeed  wag 
willing,  the  desire  of  bis  heart  was 
unqaenched,  but  the  power  was 
gone;  yet  surely  the  sight  of  the 
venerable  servant  of  God  on  that 
affecting  occasion,  was  in  itself 
an  Impressive  sermon,  and  will  irot 
soen  bo  forgotten  by  those  who 
were  present.  The  congregalion 
sat  in  solemn  silence  till  the  usUa) 
time  of  closing  the  service,  when 
he  was  lifted  from  Ibe  pulpit  into 
his  chaise,  amid  the  tears  and  bless- 
ings of  Ihe  people.  After  tUa 
period  his  decline  became  rapid; 
it  was  simply  llie  breaking  up  Of 
nnture  without  the  presence  of  any 
actual  disease.  The  last  fort' 
night  of  his  life  was  full  of  painful 
interest  to  bis  family.  His  thoughts 
Were  frequently  confbsed  ■  and 
wandering,  through  the  feebleness 
and  complete  exhaustioti  «f  hh 
frune.bat  the  heavenly  biaa  otfait 
mind  was  clearly  indicated  by  tta* 
eipressions  which  h«  uttered  in 
his  collected  moments.  It  thai 
became  delightfully  apparent,  that 
hia  heart  was  stayed  upon  Hvdi 
and  that  ihe  cause  of  the  Rederemw 
was  still  dear  to  Lim.  He  breathed 
an  ardent  desire  for  a  greater 
sense  of  his  favour,  and  expressed 
an  entire  renuaciallon  of  every 
other  grouud  of  dependauao  save 
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Jofiai  Ctirht  anJ  liim  cracified. 
Tbe  langQage  of  the  PgHlmist  Was 
frcqnentljr  dd  bis  lips:  •'  The  Lord 
is  my  rock  and  my  fortress  and  my 
delirerer:  my  God,  my  strcDgtta 
in  whom  I  will  trust,  iiij  bnckler 
aud  tbe  born  of  my  saUatioa,  and 
my  bigb  tower,"  aod  Ibe  ferroHr 
with  which  be  uttered  ibese  ex- 
presftions  can  scarcely  bo  coo- 
CBJved  but  by  those  who  heard 
him.  The  day  before  his  death 
as  two  of  his  ohiliireo  ware  watcb- 
iug  iu  ailence  by  his  side,  he  snd^ 
dealy  exclaimed  with  peculiar 
anergy— 

"  Thui  (kail  I  tee,  nd  hear,  n>d  knoir, 
"ASil  detircd  at  Tubed  below ; 
«  And  ev'ry  powoi — " 

Here  he  paused  far  an  iustaol, 
and  then  repeated  the  espreasion 
very  emphatically — "yes, 

"  JEvery  pouer  find  iWHt  employ 

"lullut  eteciul  woild  of  jo;." 

Od  .another  occasioD  lie  was 
heard  to  say,  "  dying  is  but  going 
borne;"  and  when  one  of  his 
children  inquired  of  him  bow  bo 
felt,  he  replied  in  a  faint  and  feeble 
tone, "  ready  to  go,  ready  to  go ;" 
and  these  were  tbe  last  intelligible 
words  he  uttered.  He  continued 
sinking  till  the  Sabbath  had  com- 
menced, and  then,  about  .  one 
o'cloek  in  the  morning  of  that 
sacred  day,  his  emancipated  spirit 
winged  its  upnard  flight  to  the 
mansions  of  eternal  rest,  there  to 

rod  a  nerer-ending  Sabbath,  in 
service  of  bis  God  and  iu  the 
worship  of  tbe  Lamb, 

In  attempting  a  brief  deline- 
ation of  ibe  character  of  the  de- 
ceased, it  may  be  remarked,  that 
lie  was  distinguished  for  bis  at- 
tachment to  the  fundamental  doc- 
trines of  the  Gospel,  while  he 
beantifnlly  exemplified  their  prac- 
tical influence  by  tbe  uniform  con. 
sisteucy  which  marked  Ibe  whole 
of  his  lengthened  life.  He  was  a 
lov«r  of  good  meoj  emiaeotly  bo> 


ail 

cial  in  his  disposition,  never  did' 
happier  ihsn  when  sur- 
ronnded  by  those  who  loved  and 
feared  God,  anil  wtivn  tbe  conver- 
sation tnrnetl  on  the  glory  of 
Christ,  and  the  advancement  of 
his  kingdom.     He  set  a  high  value 

his  time,  which  be  endeavouretl 

[idaously  lo  employ  in  pursuits' 
connected  with  the  improvement 
of  bis  mind,  and  in  efforls  to  pro. 
nioto  the  temporal  comfort  and 
spiritual  welfare  of  others.  As  a 
friend,  he  was  sincere  and  faithful: 
giving  that  proof  of  his  friendsbip' 
which  is  ever  ifaa  most  gennine, 
a ithoagh,  perhaps,  tbe  most  difli- 
cnlt;  conveying  mild  and  geDllef 
reproof,  wber«  he  contrdered  it 
was  necessary,  and  would  be  tr. 
oclved  with  advantage. 

In  all  his  transactions  he  was 
striolly  conscientious.  His  word 
he  considered  aa  a  strong  and 
binding  oUi^tion.  The  effect  of 
Christian  principle  was  oonspi- 
cnonsly  displayed  in  his  conduct 
as  a  man  of  business.  The  ma. 
nagement  of  bis  temporal  affairs 
was  characterized  by  the  strictosl 
regularity  and  the  most  sampu^ 
Ions  integrity  :  and  through  the 
blessing  of  divine  providence  bo 
was  favoured  with  a'  consider, 
able  measure  of  prosperity.  Ono 
of  the  most  pleasing  resalls  of  this 
prosperity  was,  the  opportnnily  it 
afforded  bi>°  of  exercising  the 
greatest  hospitality  lo  his  lellow. 
Christians,  who  wer«  ever  we)' 
corned  with  perfect  cordiality  be> 
nealb  bis  friendly  roof:  may  tho 
same  Christian  benevolence  con- 
tinne  to  be  manifested  by  tbe  latest 
descendant  of  tbis  excellent  man. 

As  a  preacher  his  sermons  were 
rich  in  evangelical  sentiments, 
carefully  and  judiciously  arranged, 
and  delivered  with  peculiar  unc* 
tioo  and  fervour.  As  be  only 
commenced  preaching  late  in  life, 
and  conseqacntly  enjoyed  not  tho 
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adtanlages  of  a  prevloiii  training 
for  tbe  ministerial  work,  ami  re. 
menieiniraring  that  dnriitg  the 
larger  porliou  of  li»  diijig,  be  was 
engaged  ia  tlia  aclii=a  pnrsoits  of 
busineiB  rather  ibaa  in  study,  ii 
is  truly  surprising  tliat  bo  loquired 
suob  an  aptitude  and  skill  in  tbi 
conipasitioD  of  bia  dtscoarsea. 

He  read  witii  great  inlereat  am) 
advantage  the  writings  of  Ibe  Pori. 
tans  and  early  None ouloraii sis,  and 
bis  mind  was  well  stored  with  theo- 
logical tratli.  Atthongfa  deoidedly 
Galviniilic  in  bis  aeuliments,  and 
in  tbe  style  of  his  preaching,  be 
never  failed  to  exhibit  tbe  uncon- 
dilioQal  freeness  of  the  Gospel, 
uod  to  exhort  ainnars  to  embrace 
its  bleasinga  with  a  penitent  and 
believing  heart.  He  may  be  re- 
garded aa  a  striking  instance  of 
the  good  whicli  may  be  effected 
when  tba  mind  is  devoted  to  the 
best  of  oaoses,  and  continaally 
sustained  and  slimalated  by  Ihi 
love  of  Christ,  and  an  ardent  de 
sire  for  the  salvation  of  immortal 
souls.  The  (ruth  which  lie  de- 
lighted lo  prootaim  to  otbeni,  was 
tlie  comfort  and  stay  of  bis  owe 
heart.  He  fully  realized  its  sup- 
port in  life,  and  in  soothing  con- 
aolatioaa  in  a  dying  hour.  He 
has  come  lo  bia  grave  in  a  full  age, 
like  as  a  shock  of  corn  comelh  in 
in  hfs  sesson. 

His  remains  were  ipferred  in 
the  BaptUt  burial-ground  at  Wei. 
lingtOD,  and  lus  death  wu  im. 

f  roved  in  the  morniBg  of  the  foi- 
iwing  Sabbath  by  the  Rev. 
Joseph  Baynes,  from  Pa.  xviii.  2; 
and  ia  the  evening,  at  the  Inde. 
pendent  Chapel,  hy  his  esteemed 
friend,  Rer.  Jofan  Caff,  from  Job 
V.  26;  and  on  the  suceeediag 
$abbath  at  tbe  Baptist  Chapel, 
Taunton,  by  tbe  Rev.  W.  H. 
Coombs,  from  Etev,  xiv.  13.

reading  what  I  write,  if,  alter  all, 
it  is  very  immaterial  what  we 
think  .or  believe  in  these  Blatters? 

TbongI)  I  Jldow  you  have  no 
cDcb  ideas  of  Ibings,  yet,  seeing

our  attenlioa  and  attauhweut  toaU

Hue,  bj  tfae  br,  I  Ibink  jt  bdM  niwra  a 
verf  hrg»  ttretcb  of  cbari^,  to  acquit  bim 
of  mAoifest  known  sopbiatry.  Aftet  having 
called  thole'  vha  deny  dirist's  dhinily, 
"  mbtahen  brethren,"  he  toppoMa  all  ob- 
jteter  ««uU  mj,  •  Bat  all  tiua  ngiua  gnat 
addooa  la  yooi  <Laidi'  and.  in  rq^y,  hk 
words  an — "  I  would  tatber  be  fruieiL  into 
a  fbrmaliit,  than  inflamed  with  the- fire  of 
hell :  ia  the  fint  case  1  ihonld  be  a  bumleia 
statue;  in  the  last,  a  destroyer  liks  Uie  dcvQ." 
(8m  bk  Pita  ftr  (ta  Ihshltf  i^.Cktvi, 
DantlB  ^idn^an),  Sorvly,  be  mait  know 
this  li;  be  eyaaive  and  sopbialicaL  Could,  bo 
be  ignorant  of  a  medium  between  cool  in- 
diSerence  and  a  criminal  heart?  If  be  be, 
woe  be  taMnl  Need  be  be  told,  tbat  dra 
Void  of  Ood  nquirw  u*  to  caukrid  iwnuMfr. 
Ikougb  not  angrily  ftn  the  lutb  7  Huaoaw^ 
ia  a  Tindicalim  of  oae  exCremB  by  exclaiming 
Bgainat  another.  Am  though  a  mail  Bboukl 
say,  when  reproved  for  sloth,  '  Better  be  a 
sluggard  than  a  robber;  iae  in  lihat  esae  I 
abouU  do  a  worid  tt  labeluef!'  .Trae^ 
but  i>  there  no  medinni  ?  And  is  not  that 
medium  tbi  pgntios  whioh  eT«ry  ntt  ought 


the  family  were  lo  affacl  to  doubt 
it,  he  would  take  it  as  ill  as  if 
they  refaaed  to  do  what  be  com. 
maoded.  Yea,  for  oggbt  I  know, 
more  ao;  for  to  call  in  qnestion 
bis  integrity,  wonld  probably  be 
more  beiaona  in  his  view,  than 
merely  to  disregard  bis  antbority. 

There  are  two  passages  of  Holy 
Writ  that  have  especially  struck 
my  mind  oo  this  subject.  Oneis, 
that  solomn  piece  of  advice  given 
by  the  wise  man — "  Boy  the 
truth,  and  soil  it  not."  He  does 
not  name  the  price,  because  its 
valne  was  beyond  all  price.  At 
when  we  advise  a  friend  lo  pur- 
chase some  very  valuable  and  ne- 
eeasary  articles,  we  say — '  Buy 
it — give  what  yon  will  for  it— let 
nothing  part  yon.'  So  here— 
'  Bay  it  at  any  rate  1  It  cannot  be 
loo  dear  1  give  op  ease,  weallb, 
or  repatation,  rather  than  niiaa  it  I 
part  with  yonr  moat  darling  pre. 
jndtcea,  preconceived  notions,  be- 
loved lasts,  or  any  thing  else  that 
may  atand  in  the  way  \  And  hav- 
ing got  it,  make  mncE  of  it — sell  it 
Kot !  no,  not  for  any  price  1  make 
shipwreck  of  any  thing  rather 
than  of  faith  and  a  good  con- 
science 1  part  with  life  itself  rather 
tiuD  with  divine  truth  !'  But  wby 
•o  tenadona  of  Imtb,  if,  afier  all, 
ft  is  of  little  or  no  importance  ? 

I  remember,  not  many  years 
since,  hearing  a  minister  preach 
at  a  certain  ordination,  from  Heb. 
X.  23.  "  Let  us  hold  fast  the  profes- 
sion of  our  faith  without  wavering." 
In  enforcing  bis  subject,  be  made 
nse  of  what  might  be  supposed  to 
be  the  call*  of  the  martyri  fTom 
kaavm.  He  represented  one  as 
crying  to  us,  '  Hold  it  fast  1,1 
died  in  a  dnngenn  rather  than 
foreso  it*  '  Hold  it  fast  1  (says 
aooUier)  I  bled  for  it.'  ■  Hold  it 
faatt  (says  a  (bird)  I  burnt  for  it.' 
These  sentiments  and  motives,  I 
own,  met  with  my  warmest  appro- 
bation.   But  i^  after  all,  it  aattera 
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not  what  we  Mien,  why  all  this 

ado? 

The  other  passage  that  has  es- 
pecially struck  my  mind,  is  that 
memorable  commission  of  onr 
Lord,  "  Go  ye  into  all  the  world, 
and  preach  ihe  Gospel  lo  every 
creature  :  he  that  believeth  and  is 
baptized  shall  be  saved,  but  b6 
tbat  believelh  not  shall  be  damned." 
He  that  believelh— what  ?  The 
Gospel,  no  doubt,  which  they  were 
i;oniDii»sioaed  to  preach,  ^s  it' 
he  had  said,  '  Go  preach  the  Gos- 
pel :  he  tbat  shall  receive  your 
message,  and  evidence  it  by  a  sub* 
mission  to  my  authority,  shall  be 
saved:  but  he  that  shull  reject  it, 
let  him  see  to  it — be  shall  be 
damned  1'  This  is  very  awful,  and 
ought  to  excite  ns,  instead  of  playl 
iog  with  irntU  and  error,  seriously 
to  examine  whether  we  be  in  the 
faitb  I 

What  u  believing  (bo  Gospel, 
but  heartily  admitting  what  it  im- 

Elies  and  what  it  declares  ?  What, 
at  admitting  that  God  is  an  in- 
finitely amiable  being,  and  (hat 
his  law  is  "  holy  anil  jast  and 
good  7"  for  otherwise,  the  sacri- 
fice of  Christ  for  the  breach  of  it 
wonld  have  been  injustice  and 
cruelty.  What,  bat  admitting 
(hat  sin  is  an  infinite  evil,  and 
(bat  we  are  infinitely  to  blame  for 
breaking  God's  law  without  any 
provocation?  for  if  otherwise,,  an 
infinite  atonement  would  not  have 
been  required  :  God  would  have 
accepted  some  other  sacrifice, 
rather  than  hare  given  up  his  own 
Son.  What,  but  admitting  tbat 
we  are  utterly  depraved  and  lost, 
lying  entirely  at  God's  discretion? 
If  he  save  ns  alive,  we  live ;  or,  if 
we  have  our  portion  with  devils, 
with  whom  we  have  sided  against 
him,  he  and  his  throne  are  gniltr> 
less.  This  is  implied  in  the  Gob-  ' 
pel  of  a  crucified  Saviour;  for  if 
we  had  not  been  utterly  lost,  we 
had    not   needed   a   Savioup-'at 
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least,  stich  ft  great  one.  lo  fioe : 
what  is  it  but  adinilUng  tliat  tbe 
plsD  of  redemption  is  a  plan  full 
of  infinile  glory,  the  device  of  iofi- 
nite  wiftdom,  (he  eiprBiaiou  of  infi. 
nileloTe,tbe  work  of  infiBite  power, 
and  tb«  diBplay  of  inGnite  glory, 
justioe,  and  faithfulneiB T — apian 
originaling  iu  the  heart  of  God, 
effc'Oted  by  means  the  most  aslO' 
nisbiDg,  and  productive  of  endi 
tbe  most  glorioas ! — no  lesi  glo- 
rioQB,  than  the  eternal  honour  of 
its  author,  tbe  triumph  of  truth 
and  rigbteousneaB,  tbe  coufuaiou 
of  Satan,  the  deBtmclion  of  ain, 
sad  the  bolioesa  and  happiness  of 
■  number  of  lost  sinners  which  no 
nan  can  number  I — a  plan  ibis, 
therefore,  *'  worthy  of  all  accept- 
ation 1"  worthy  of  being  approved 
and  acqnieaced  in  with  all  the 
beart.l  These,  I  thinlt,  are  some 
of  iba  priocipal  truths  which  the 
Ooepcl  eibibits;  and  wbosoever 
really  believea  tbeni  shall  be  aared. 
On  tbe  other  hand,  what  is  it 
to  disbetieee  tbe  Goapel,  but  lo 
remain  under  a  persoaiion  that 
God  is  not  such  an  inGoilely 
amiable  being  as  to  be  worthy  of 
being  lorcd  Dilb  all  the  heart  and 
sOol  and  mind  and  strength  7 — 
that  therefore  hia  law  is  too 
strict,  and.if  it  must  extend  to  the 
heart,  too  broad,  requiring  more 
tbac  ought  to  be  required,  eape- 
olaily  of  fallen  creatures  7— that, 
consequently,  a  breach  of  it  is  not 
80  very  criminal  as  to  deserve 
damnation  1 — thai  if  God  were  to 
damn  us,  it  would  be  a  very  hard 
and  cruel  thing  ?~tbat  we  are  not 
so  depraved  and  lost,  but  that  if 
God  were  but  to  deal  fairly  with 
us  we  should  do  very  well  without 
a  Saviour,  or  at  least  witboat  suob 
a  Saviour,  and  socb  a  salvation  as 
is  sltogetber  of  grace  ?— that  there 
JB  no  such  cicellonce  ia  tiie  Sa-  I 
viour  that  we  should  desire  him— 
Ma  sach  glory  in  his  way  of  salva. 
ttoQ  tliat  we  ibould  choose  it — ao 


cbe*ae  it,  however,  as  to  be  willing 
to  have  our  prida  mortified,  and 
our  Insts  sacrificed  lo  it?— in  fine: 
that  there  ia  no  need  for  sucli  an 
ibout  the  concerns  of  our 
souls— ao  need  to  became  new 
creatures,  lo  be  at  war  with  all 
sin,  and  to  make  religion  our  daily 
business?  'fbisl  take  to  be  nearly 
what  the  Scriptures  mean  by  tm. 
belief.  However,  bo  my  ideas  of 
the  Gospel  right  or  wrong,  that 
affects  not  the  present  question ; 
for,  be  the  gospel  what  it  may,  the 
belief  of  it  baa  attached  to  it 
promise  of  salvation,  and  the 
disbelief  of  it  tb«  threatening  of 
damnation. 

You  have  observed,  I  dare  say, 
that  it  is  very  common  to  repre* 
sent  truth,  and  ihe  bebef  of  it,  as 
of  small  account,  and  morality  as 
II ;  nay  more,  that  tbe 
preaching  of  ibe  former  is  tbe  way 
to  subvert  the  latter.  And.  yet, 
how  easy  were  it  to  prove  that 
tbia  is  no  other  than  destroying 
the  means  in  order  to  eSeet  the 
end  I  Whatever  may  be  pretend- 
ed, I  believe  it  will  be  found  that 
all  sin  springs  from  error,  or  Ibe 
belief  of  some  falsehood  ;  and  all 
holy  actions  from  tbe  belief  of  the 
truth.  Tbe  former  appears  in  that 
tba  will  of  man  is  so  constituted  as 
never  to  choose  any  thing  but  an 
apparent  good.  It  is  impossible  we 
sboubl  ohooae  what  appears  to  ue 
at  the  same  time  and  in  tbe  same 
respects  unlovely.  Tbereford, 
wbenevur  we  ohoose  evil,  we  must 
believe  evil  to  be  lovely  ;  Uiat  is, 
we  must  believe  a  falaebood.  Tbie 
the  Bcriptnra  represents  as  oalling 
"  evil  good,  and  good  avil."  And 
thus,  all  lice  springs  frem  error, 
or  false  views  of  things. 

On  the  other  band,  wbatev^ 
there  may  be  of  wbatii  called  roo- 
I  raliLy,  there  is  no-real  obedienoe 
to  Uod,  or  Irao  htdiuess  ia  the 
warld,  but  what  arises  from  a  coD- 
UiGtion  of  the  truth.  -Doea  hoU- 
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UAH,  for  iaaUnefl,  ooniist  in  love 
to  God  1  vbit  lave  cad  there  ba  to 
God,  but  ID  praperlion  bb  ne  di»- 
corn  Um  iniinito  exdellenay  *f  li» 
n«t«rei  I>»es  it  uanaist  in  Bbfanr^ 
ring  (in?  How  can  wed*  this  any 
fnrthw  IbaB  me  inids»lBnd  anil 
believe  its.  odious  oataraT  Does  it 
consist  in  rcpenUnce  fcrain?  ear. 
tainly  there  oan  bo  nothing  of  ibis, 
but  as  ve  uiMkislaBtd  lb«  oblii;*- 
tions  we  are  aniiar,  aad  tbe  «orea. 
gonabkDMBBnd  vilenasa  of  aettng 
contrary  to  tbess.  Or  does  it  con- 
sist in  prizing  salMtion'?  this  will 
be  in  proportion  ss  we  IxilieTC  oor 
lost  estate.  Fram  whence  spring 
those  beaTenlj  rirtueiof  fear, 
lenlmcnt,  ililigenoe  in  divine 
nanoea,  BcqaresccBce  in  the  will  of 
God,  humility, &c  bntfroina  coo. 
Ticlioo  of  the  irutli  1  God  pro- 
claims, befmre  the  nniTerie,  "  i 
AH  1116  Lohd!"  Tliis  truth  real- 
ized,, or  heartily  believed,  bcgoti 
a  holy  '  fear  towivda  this  fearful 
UBiae.  God,  in  bis  ward,  do. 
dares  liie  rdnity  of  att  things  un- 
der tbe  snn,  and  the  weight  of  tb. 
tu re  bliss.  A  belief  of  these  Iraths 
ilamps  inordiaate  anaiety,  aad 
raises  oar  desires  after  a  glorious 
im  wort  all  ty.  Ood  declares  that 
a  day  in  bis  ooarta  h  better  than 
ibotuaad  elsewhere.  A  he4tef  of 
this  will  make  «b  earnest  and  con- 
alaoliuonraiteodance-^wDliDalic 
us  leave  oar  farma  and  merchan- 
diza,  and  all,  to  com*  and  worsh^ 
in  lti«  faoise.  God  baa  promised, 
"  I  will  never  leave  tbee,  nor  for. 
sake  tli^:"— thal"they  who  trust 
in  the  I^rd  and  do  go*d,  shall 
dwall  in  the  land,  and  verily  tbey 
shall  be  fed."  A  belief  of  tins 
calms  and  composes  the  mind  uu. 
dertbedarkeatprevidenoeB.  Tbas 
it  was  with  the  propbet  Habsk- 
Xvk,  <Uab..iii^  17.  18.)  God  has 
told  us  ooBoauiag  OBraelves,  that 
we  are  ''a  ^netation  of  vtpera," 
— iB  raoe  of  abomiiubU  and  filtby 
beiogt.    A  belief  of  this  humbles

Surety  sin  is  not  a  triBing  evil  (o 
need  <uc/i  an  atonement  1  Wbile 
we  look  upon  him  whom  we  have 
pierced,  lot  us  mourn  and  bo  in 
bitterness  of  sonh 

"  After  the  same  manner  be 
look  the  cup,  and  gave  thanks." 
Surely  we  too  should  give  thanks. 
It  was  a  cup  of  bitterness  to  him— 
yet  be  gave  thanks' — to  us  it  is  a 
cup  of  blessing,  and  let  ns  say 
from  (he  heart,  "  Bless  the  Lord, 
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O  tn;  (oal,  and  all  tfaat  is  within 
me  blef  I  his  hsl;  nime — bless  the 
LotH,  O  mj'ioiil,  and  forget  not  all 
bisbenefiU:  vboforglvelhalKhiDe 
ifliqnitiea ;  who  redeenieth  th^'life 
from  destmctioD  :  who  crownetti 
Ihee  with  lorinif  kindnets  and  teti- 
■der  mercies." 

"  This  cop  is  tbe  neir  testa- 
ment in  mj  blood.'*  —  What  a 
testament,  what  a  covenant  was 
4faat  which  made  over  to  gniltj 
man  blessings  of  in6nite  valae 
-and  eternal  dn ration,  and  that 
was  sealed  and  rHtifi.ed  by  tbe 
Uood  of  tbe  testator  himself ! 

'*  This  do  ye,  as  oft  as  ye  drink 
it,  in  rpmembrance  of  me."  What 
a  toncbinginjnnclion!  In  rem  em  • 
brtmce  of  ihee  I  Is  it  possible,  then, 
Ibal  a  reicned  sioocr  can  ever  for- 
get his  heavenly  benefactor — can 
forget  Bim  who  purchased  his  life 
at  the  expence  of  his  own — Bim 
on  whom  he  constantly  depends 
for  all  bis  snpporls  and  comforts 
here — Uim  in  whose  presence  be 
hopes  to  spend  a  blitstnl  eternity  1 
Yes,  blessed  Jesns,  then  knowest 
better  than  we  dn  what  fickle,  wan- 
dering, forgetful  hearts  we  have — 
and  tbon  hast  whely  and  kindly 
appointed  that  we  should  dothis  in 
remembrance  of  thee.  Snrcly  if 
snob  a  memorial  were  necessary  to 
remind  ns  of  oor  best  friend,  we 
have  need  to  set  a  constant  watch 
over  our  treacberons  hearts,  lest 
in  any  instance  they  should  start 
aside  like  a  deceitful  how. 

"For  as  often  as  ye  eat  this 
bread  and  drink  this  cop,  ye  do 
shew  the  Lord's  death  till  he 
come."  Then  this  set  of  religious 
worship  is  to  be  ofien  repeated — 
It  cannot  be  designed  as  a  kind  of 
passport  to  a  dying  penitent,  but 
is  evidently  intended  as  tbe  ha- 
bitual food  of  a  living  ChristiaD, 
that  he  may  grow  and  thrive,  and 
be  established  in  holiness.  Then 
it  is  not  merely  our  own  comfort 


and  edification  ihat  are  Signed 
in  this  holy  ordinance,  bat  tho 
death  of  Jesas  Cbris),  andaaWa- 
tion  through  hia  Uood,  are  Iboa 
to  he  kept  in  perpetnal  remem- 
branee,  and  exhibited  to  the  viev 
of  tbe  world,  that  in  every  age  sin- 
ners imy  look  onto  him  by  failfa 
and  not  periah,  bat  have  eveiiast- 
ing  life.  Surely  then  it  is  most 
obligatory  on  every  individaal  who 
has  himself  tasted  that  \Jat.  Lord  ia 
gracious,  in  this  appointed  way  to 
exalt  the  Saviour  in  sight  of  tbe 
perishing  mnllitndesaroond: — and 
benerolencB  to  oar  feDow.men,  no 
IfliB  tbm  gratitode  and  obedienee 
to  oar  Lord  and  Master,  ahoold 
constrain  us  thos  "  to  shew  forth 
his  death." 

*'  Till  he  come,"  yes,  while  wo 
comniemorate  his  death,  wo  anti- 
cipate his  return.  He  aseeaded 
to  heaven  in  the  view  of  hia  dis- 
ciples, and  he  shall  so  come  again 
in  like  manner.  Behold,  be 
Cometh  with  clonds  and  every  eye 
shall  aee  him,  and  they  also  which 
pierced  him  (and  rejected  himj 
shall  wail  beeanse  of  irim,  and  he 
shall  be  glorified  in  tm  saints  and 
admired  in  all  them  that  believe. 

But  before  that  time  be  will 
come  to  ns  individually.  Deatii 
will  be  the  messenger  that  shall 
announce  his  approaob  and  sum- 
mon as  into  his  immediale  pre. 
sence.  Thns,  "  till  be  come,"  wo 
shew  forth  that  death,  by  whiefa 
death  to  the  believer  ia  disarmed  of 
his  terrors,  and  from  which  alone 
we  derive  a  well-grounded  hope 
of  standing  in  judgment  with  con- 
fidence and  aocep lance. 

But  how  awful  the  sentencea 
that  follow,^'  Whosoever  shall  eat 
this  bread,  and  drink  this  cup  of 
the  Lord  unworthily,  shall  be 
guilty  of  the  body  and  blood  of 
the  Ijord  ;  for  he  that  eateth  and 
drinketh  nnworlbily,  eateth  and 
drinketh  damnation  to  himself,  not 
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discerning  4he  Lord's  body."  Who 
but  mnstiqiproacbwUbtreiiiblJDg, 
lest  be  slionld  b»an  unwortby  re> 
oipieot,  aD<l  go  mbI  bii  own  dam- 
DBtioa  ?  Bet  is  tbis  indeed  Ike 
awful  import  of  the  apoalles' 
words?  Xo,  with  thank ftdnen  I 
learn  tbat  the  vnwortbirKU  re- 
ferred to  is  not  tiM  isiperfeotioa 
aiMl  siufDlneBs  inctdeat  to  men  in 
general,  bnt  a  profane  triSing  with 
Ibe  holy  institation,  partsltiHg  of 
Ihe  sAdred  elements  as  a  comnon 
meal  wilbant  due  regard  to  the 
wlemn  facta  thej  represent,  or 
eren  degrading  it  still  farther  1^ 
riotoHs  indeceocy.  Ileamtoothst 
the  word  rendered  dahiBetioD,  sim- 
ply BigBl&eteondemnaiiimoTJadfi- 
ment,  tliat  snch  profane  trifling 
night  jnilly  bring  down  heavy 
temporal  ja^^eots  or  obaatise- 
iBenta,  (as  was  the  case  with  the 
Corinthians  to  whom  the  Apoatle 
■wrote,)  and  if  persisted  in,  and  nn- 
repcnted  of,  too  plainly  proves  the 
gnilly  individuiil  to  be  indeed  in 
a  state  of  c on deni nation,  but  that 
even  this  ain  does  not  necessarily 
Oielude  from  repentance  and  par- 
don throagh  faith  in  tbat  blood 
whioh  has  so  long  been  triBed 
with.  Bnt,  oh  1  may  every  com- 
Biunicant  shudder  at  tbe  thought 
of  thus  trampling  on  the  blood  of 
the  covenant,  crocifying  the  Son 
of  God  afreab,  and  putting  Uim  to 
-open  shame,  and  that  he  may 
avoid  snch  awful  guilt,  "  let  a  man 
■esamine  himHolf,  and  so  let  hi 
eat  of  that  bread  and  drink  of  that 
CDp>"  Lot  him.aearch  for  that 
deep  and  genuine  repenta] 
«in,  tbat  lively  faith  in  the  mercy 
«f  God  throngt)  tlie  atonement  of 
Jesns  Christ,  that  deadness  to  tlie 
world,  tbat  desire  after  holiness, 
-that  lore  to  all  wlto  love  oar  Lord 
Jesne  Christ,  which  are  essential 
.to  the  character  of  his  iliscipli 
and  whioh  will  prove  thcni  wr 
thy  (i,  *.  suitable)  and  welcome 
guests  at  the  (able  of  tbe  Lord. 


And  now  wiili  mingled  feelings 
and  united  hearts,  the  niniMer 
and  commanicanta  make  confes- 
of  aio,  and  aeem  as  ft  were, 
to  lay  the  band  of  faitli  en  die 
btaediog  victim,  and  rmlize  the 
trankfer  of  Uieir  iDiqnitfes  to  bim. 
Though  not  among  them,  I'too 
'  lerable  sinner,  tbe  raraem- 
branoe  of  my  aios  is  griewras,  and 
the  harden  of  them  intoiorsble, 
and  may  I  too  indulge  a  bsmMe 
hope  that  Jctaa,  as  my  divme 
iLy,  bare  then  in  hit  own  body 
:he  tree  I  or  must  I  yield  to 
the  despondittg'  thought  of  lying 
down  for  ever  in  hopeless  angnisli 
under  their  weight?  Lord,  grant 
mt  repentanee  unto  life.  /  would 
belnve,  help  tbon  my  nnbelief. 
Now  a  blesaing  is  implored  on  the 
elements  about  to  be  reoeived, 
tbat  faith  and  love  and  humility 
may  be  in  lirely  exerdse  to  dis- 
cern the  Lord's  body  in  these  ap- 
pointed symbols,  and  to  appropri- 
ate to  tbe  aonl  the  nourishment 
and  strength  designed  thereby. 
Well,  /  have  not  eaten  of  tho 
bread  that  repretenU  the  Lord's 
body,  bat  it  is  a  matter  of  aorioUB 
consideration,  have  Z  by  faith  re- 
ceived tbe  flesh  of  the  Son  of  Man 
and  drank  his  blood,  for  if  not  bis 
Word  declares  I  have  no  life  in 
me.  Ob,  tbat  I  may  indeed  hun- 
ger and  thirst  after  righteousneas, 
and  prove,  like  thoM  happy  sainis, 
tbat  "  His  flesh  is  meat  indeed, 
and  bis  blood  is  drink  indeed.** 

Now  they  take  the  cup  and  give 
thanks;  thanks  to  tbe  Fatber'slove 
in  providing  snch  a  sscriUne,  in 
appointing  such  a  salvation; 
thanks  to  tbe  Son,  who  loved  bis 
people  and  gave  bimself  for  them, 
and  instituted  for  them  this  sacred 
feastj  thanka  to  tbe  Holy  Spirit, 
who  applies  this  salvation  to  their 
hearts,  aud  inclines  each  to  be  & 
willing,  joyful  reci[iient. 

How  suitable  the  exhortation 
to  each  to  go  forth  and  remember 
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that  tbe  TOWS  of  Ood  mra  upon 
bim,  tbat  he  hat  raaoaDced  Ihe 
world  and  niast  not  follow  its 
Bpirit  or  ils  maxima,  or  banker 
after  its  forbidden  vanilica ; — that 
fee  haa  aworn  allegiance  to  Jeaui 
Cbriat  and  moat  not  turn  back ; — 
tbat  be  ia  not  bia  own  bat  bongbt 
with  a  price,  and  consecrated  sa  a 
living  aacrilice,  a  reatonable  aer- 
vice  to  be  tbe  Lord's,  body,  soul, 
■nd  apirit  for  ever  ; — that  he  has 
joined  io  commnnton,  not  onlj 
-with  the  Lord,  bot  with  all  bia 
aainta,  and  ia  boand  to  love  with 
a  pure  heart  fervenll}'  all  that  love 
oar  Lord  Jems  Christ  in  sincerity ; 
—that  he  haa  been  at  tbe  crosa  of 
Cbriat,  and  tbat  before  tbat  every 
angry  and  reaeulfnl  feeling  mnst 
die,  and  be  miiat  be  kind  and 
teoder-hearted,  forbearing  and 
forgiviDg,-eTen  as  God  for  Christ's 
sake  has  foi^iven  him.  Surelyitisa 
great  thing  to  be  a  Christian,  and 
what  manner  of  persons  ooghl 
Christians  to  be  in  all  holy  con- 
versation and  godliness  I  Who  is 
anffii'ieot  for  these  things  1  I  am 
■ore  /  should  tremble  to  take  snch 
vows  upon  me,  aud  yet,  ianot  the 
Christian's  anfficiency  of  God? 
and  is  there  not  strength  promised 
for  the  eiigencies  of  every  day. 
aod  tbe  discharge  of  every  duty  1 
But  strength  is  promised  in  the 
nse  of  means,  thU  is  one  appointed 
mean,  and  can  I  expect  strength 
while  I  neglect  it? 

^  Oar  Lurd  and  his  discipli 
sing  an  hymn,"  and  then  his  fol- 
lowers anite  in  a  joyful  grateful 
song  of  praise  for  tlie  meroy  that 
apread  the  feast,  and  tbe  grace 
that  inclined  them  to  partake  of  it ;

And  now  with  sweet  solemnity 
tbe  mi niater  pronounces  the  bene- 
diction, and  I  trust  that  every  heart 
indeed  experiences  "  the  grace 
of  our  Lord  Jesus  Cbriat,  the  love 
of  God,  and  tbe  commnnion  of 
the  Holy  Ofaoat,"  shed  abroad 
and  abiding  there.

If  I  am  bis  disci- 
ple and  do  love  him  in  sincerity 
and  truth,  I  ought  to  obey  bia 
command,  and  do  this  in  remem- 
brance of  bim,  if  not,  what  am  I  ? 
and  what  will  become  of  me  ? 
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tHte,  (bat  Krmoot  u 
inctcsunirt  ■^ui^^cD'  ^  Ui"  Cbristiati 
miuiitr  J  !■  of  dirioe  appointment,  and  ig 
the  rery  fawbrument  prepared  by  infinile 
wisdofn  for  the  reaavaiion  of  thenorid, 
the  appeals  (rf'  the  pulpit  may  be  cicpected 
lo  poasess,  tbrongh  the  blewiag  of  God, 
k  pecniiar efficacy;  and  tbi>  expectatioo, 
to  jntt  and  (O  scriptural,  is  cfaitinuaJly 
realized  in  tlie  chnrch.  Sianera  are  bum- 
bled, and  belrevers  edified;  infiddity  is 
coofounded,  and  truth  is  victoriona;  and 
ieven  while  the  men  of  the  world  are 
itrapiisng  the  inatramenlallty,  they  are 
the  imwDliDgirilcpsses  c^  ita  succesa,  and, 
hi  tlie  powerful  operations  of  their  own 
ConKiences,  arc  compelled  to  realize  some- 
thing  of  Us  potency.  But  if  the  Chris- 
ttsn  mhistry,  in  its  oral  coannunicatii 
is  30  influential,  is  (here  not  ample  res 
for  anticipating  that  the  more  prii 
«nd  domestic  fomi  of  it*  miuiBtratioQs  in 
printed  sermooa  shonid,  for  similar  reastms, 
OKpeHeDoe  the  diviDc  sanction,  and  diffuse 
an  extensile  and  beneficial  inflnence! 
There  is,  in  this  method  of  instruction, 
all  but  the  voice  of  the  living  teacher ; 
a  striking  disadvantage  iudeed,  but  not 
(ucb  as  to  frustrate  the  general  purpose 
of  the  message.  By  Ihia  meajis  Ibe  luh- 
staotial  truth  is  imparted,  though  there  is 
a  destituliou  of  that  impuliire  and  ^oforc- 
iDg  energy  Thich,  in  the  order  of  means, 
ii  eminently  adapted  to  the  great  end  of 
moral  and  spiritual  improvement.  Printed 
Bermuns,  tliercfore,  may  he  ran 
the  most  useful  classes  of  publi 

TTie  reasons  uf  the  demand  for  them 
wbicb  we  have  supposed 
the  existence  of  which,  indeed,  is  indicated 
In  the  frequency  of  their  appearance,  may 
be  fouiid,  perhaps,  to  be  i^Sy  tno,-^lhe 


Bnt,  that  the  (one  of  pahUo  ftrliag,  in 
refercDce  to  rcUgion,  is  improved ;  and 
this  may  be  fairly  pmumed,  notwith- 
standing the  covntaractiDg  eiorts  of  a 
pestilential  U&deliiy:  the  second,  that 
:  truth  is  in  itself  so  comprrbendve 
and  so  divenified,  there  is  in  it  such  » 
lublimity  and  aiich  a  variety,  that  it  u 
entirely  inexhauetihle.  No  mtellect  is 
lufficicDtly  pTofbun^'lo  fathom  all  its 
depths,  suiEEJcnlly  elevated  to  reach  its 
heights,  or  sufficienUy  capacionsto  graip 
and  survey  its  measureless  amplitude. 
As  the  transcript  of  the  divine  mind 
itself,  the  efSux  of  \he  fountain  of  all 
wisdom,  it  ii  hnpressed  with  something 
of  the  character  of  infinitude  that  belongs 
its  Author  J  and,  consequently,  huw- 
T  numerous  the  minds  that  engage  in 
rcbing  iulo  its  glorious  revelations, 
and  however  endowed  with  intellect  and 
genius,  no  one  rnind,  nori  in  fact,  all 
minds  together,  can  develt^  all  the  va- 
1  of  truth;  and,  such  is  its  vastness, 
that  every  different  mind  will  have  scope 
for  the  indqiendent  employment  of  ito 
limited  capacities  in  its  illustration. 
The  consraousness  of  every  diligent  stu- 
lent  of  the  sacred  records  will,  indeed, 
LBBure  bim  that  every  trash  perusal  of 
hem  )l  attended  with  fresh  discoyeriis. 
There  are,  not  only  in  the  design  and 
irrangement  of  great  portions  of  Scriptur

express  It,  that  lurfcs  in  particular  pas- 
sages, Ibod  for  lEflecliou,  and  luppUea  of 
knowledge,  never  seen  before.  We  have 
not  contributed,  we  have  only  overlooked 
them,  and  the  studious  Christian,  inter, 
mlogliog  prayer  with  hb.  researches,  is 
perjietually  finding  them  burst  upon  hU 
Bstunishcd  and  admiring  sight,  and  adapt- 
ing themselves,  as  he  walks  along  the 
vale  of  present  existence,  to  his  number, 
[less  modes  of  thougbl,  inward  sensations, 
I  and  outward  circumstances^— to  bis  inqui- 
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rin,  hia  iieeea*ltiei|  bit  tommv,  mud  hii 
joys.  Ueeo!  the  indiTidiial,  who  wbbe* 
to  br  initructrd  in  the  Word  of  God,  will 
bail  with  •>tiifiu:tion  and  delight,  ererj 
well  prepared  method  of  euligbteiuDf  hia 
mind,  by  illuttratioiu  of  iU  important 
contents.  While,  therefore,  they  possen 
DO  authority,  fur  thl*  reiides  alone  in  the 
RerelatioD  itself,  yet  ■enoons,  tract*,  com- 
ments, and  other  priTale  03  weH  as  public 
modes  of  inrtriiction,  will  be  gralefury 
received.  Printed  sermons  have,  besides, 
a  twofold  advantage  for  imprewion ;  each 
inbject  i>  compriied  wiihin  a  brief  space 
and  i«  diverted  of  the  prolinit  j  of  ■  trea- 
Uk;  and  there  it  a  perpetual  auperaddi- 
tion  of  effect,  when  the  writer  is  well- 
known  and  deaervedty  popular,  arising 
from  the  recollection  of  his  mode  and 
manner  a*  a  preacher,  which  awakens  a 
new  Interest  in  the  reader  who  hi 
accustomed  to  his  pulpit  exertioDS 
this  will  operate,  to  a  certain  extent,  even 
when  the  sphere  of  penonal  actiTily  and 
InBuence  Is  less  iplcndid,  or  less  extensive. 
It  is  alao  a  mode  of  perpetuating  the  Im- 
pression of  individual  character  and  capa- 
bility, even  beyond  the  limits  of  mortality; 
for  in  Ibis  way,  it  may  be  said  of  many 
illustrious  persons  in  the  church,  *■  bdng 
dead,  he  yet  ^eakelh." 

It  appears,  IVom  a  brief  pre&ce,  that 
duruig  the  suminer  of  last  year,  ill  health 
suspended  the  public  laboun  of  the  author 
of  these  sermons  for  several  monthi,  and 
that  he  availed  himself  uf  the  period  of 
his  retirement  to  prepare  them  for 
prew.  They  consist,  however,  not  of 
MmpositioDi,  but  of  the  discourses  w 
ba  had  pfenonsly  delirered  to  his 
or  other  cuigregatians.  We  should 
cfive,  from  our  recollections  of  his  pnlint 
efforts,  that  they  furnish  a  fair  specimen 
of  his  general  ministrations.  They  al) 
belong  to  the  declamatory  style  of  com- 
posilion:  we  use  Ibe  term  in  Its  best  sense, 
and  merely  a*  descriptive.  For  effect, 
Ihia  style  to  usually  the  best;  and  what 
i*  the  $nai  design  of  the  appeals  of  thi 
mbistry,  but  to  produce  effect  ?  Fea 
htarers  will  bestow  the  necesary  labour  of 
thought  for  tbe  argumentative  ipeakt 
and  fewer  still  will  trace  with  satisfaction,

Digressing,  however,  for  a  moment,  from 
e  writer  to  the  preacher,  we  may  be 
permitted  lo  remark,  thaf  Mr  P/s  num- 
ner  in  the  pulpit  is  too  hurried,  violent* 
and  dogmatical.  His  utterance  become* 
often  indistinct  from  rapidity,  and  the 
thought  evaporute*  In  a  torrent  of  wonli. 
He  has  not  learnt  to  make  any  pauses, 
and  the  whole  appear*  to  be  an  oration 
whicb  he  has  written  and  learnt  in  ocder 
lodetiver.  We  make  tbese  remarks  freely, 
because  he  has,  on  tbe  whole,  a  re|iula(ioD 
that  will  sustain  tbem,  and  because  tbii 
method,  in  many  other  Juvenile  hafidi, 
detracts  from  theii  useful neu.  Both  iba 
reading  of  a  sermon,  and  the  detivecy 
of  it,  nemiirifer,  arc  almost  equally  ni&. 
rourabte  to  imprcMOO,  unless  the  oneoc 
the  other  to  very  deileronsly  nmaaged. 
Preacher*  should  cultivate  language  and 
ideas,  and  after  committing  tu  paper 
their  general  thoughts,  partially  written, 
trust  to  the  feelings  of  tlie  OKiaicnt  as 
awakened  by  tbe  boly  sympMhsc*  of  the 
minister  and  inspbred  fay  prayer.

least,  if  wc  ticept  neatoeia  of  language 
and  IVeedom  from  theological  erron,  con- 
tain Ksrcel}'  a  tingle  quality  that  can 
jailiiy  their  publication.

Ugbt,  but  it  ia  spirited  ;  and  it  justly  con. 
drmna  the  horrid  ayttcm  of  culooial  bond- 
age. Tbe  second  i»  "  On  Dirine  Influ- 
ance,"  by  Mr.  Hunt ;  the  text  is  Hotea, 
xiv.  A — 7  ;  and  tbe  discourac  ia  truly  inge- 
nious; but  tbe  doctrinal  inatruclion  and 
piBclical  remarks  do  not  bear  due  propor^ 
tioa  tu  the  figurative  illuitralioDS  ;  we  arc 
more  pleased  by  tbe  sermon  than  im- 
prened  with  the  subject ;  the  third  cf 
these  cimpusitiona  ia  by  Mr.  Philip,  KcA 
reqiecta  tbe  aeaaon  we  dmominate  winter, 
the  text  is  John  s.  33,  and  tbe  discoune 
is  better  than  any  thing  ws  ever  before 
perused  on  the  same  subject.  It  ia  pecu- 
liarly proper  to  be  read  ia  tbe  family^ 
and  we  wish  it  were  thus  used,  at  least 
BDDually  and  in  tbe  appropriate  time,  in 
every  bouse  in  tbe  land.  Tbe  last  in  this 
■ecoud  Dumber,  reiers  to  <■  Uttle  aina,'^ 
and  is  an  admirable  piece;  the  text  ia 
3  Kiogs  r.  IS.  From  Ibis  we  give  an 
extratt  that  ts  no  uubir  apecimea  of  (be 
whole  perroimance.

The  last  of  tbe  DDmben  of  the  «  Britiih 
Preuiher,"  we  h>*e  ceccived,  coatsioa  aer- 
noDsby  Hosra,  Styles,  Jamei,  IliDnitiia, 
ftild  BtDnett.  Hk  fint  diacoarae  by  D'. 
Styin,  i*  e«iiib1e,  and  useful  in  Ifodcucy, 
conlainiDg  some  beauliful  paaaages,  and 
many  that  powctf ally  intei^at.  But  it  h 
in  one  or  two  of  ita  rarly  pages,  a  mere 
ayllabas  uf  the  erldences  of  Chriatianity ; 
whirh,  buwerer  well  expressed,  make  not 
^  deep  ioipression  in  their  present  fbnn. 
Had  tbe  preacher  con6aed  binueir  to  the 
■iiq^e  erideoee  on  whicb  be  b>a  dwelt  at 
coDsideTBble  Ira^,  and  with  much  effect, 
hli  aernion  vould  have  been,  in  our  judg.

The  nexl  toinon  ia  by  J.  A.  James,  and 
e  never  expect  to  pemse  one  on  tbe 
me  Bobject  thktwill  be  more  narriy ; 
ore  complete ;  more  sr»snnahle ;  more 
ipressive.  We  recomnMad  ii»  appear* 
K*  inai^eap  fonii,  aod  itadMnbalioo 
DO^  tbe  ntembera  of  all  tbe  dmnlei  of 
Cbriatintbe  nation,  ItwiH  teach  tbesa

The  letter  of  Mr.  Allen  of  Ballina,  in  regard  to  the  famine  In  Mayo,  wUcfaappeara 
in  this  Chronicle,  was  read  at  (he  Meeting;  it  produced  strong  feelings  of  sympathy, 
and  some  contriliutiong.  In  ihe  afternoon  of  Friday  another  letter  from  him  woa

The 
adaptation  of  tb«  atonement  to.  effect  tbe  great 
purpowa  for  which  it  was  desigited  waa  here 
veryfbrciblyaiulbeaulifiLllyUluatriUed.

Tli« 
preacher  than  proceeded  to  the  laat  part  of  hia 
tub|ect,  to  cosiltim[rfale  the  certainty  of  the 
Mcaiali'a  neoca'.  "  7%y  ripit  lumd  tiaS 
teach  tha  lerrOle  thing;'  Here  it  waa 
at  tbe  mamer  of  tbe  McHiah'e 
awAd.  Ha  appeared  in  the  world. 
and  effected  by  power  and  au&ring  the  aalva^^ 
tionofhis  church,  tliat  church  waa  founded 
in  blood,  delugea  of  the  blmd  of  ourtyidom 
have  stained  its  bannen,  citiea  and  empires 
have  bccq  overturned  to  catalJish  hia  cliurch, 
and  moral  storma  and  earcliquake*  ate  yet 
before  ua.  Thia  view  equally  accorda  with 
individual  cipenence.  "  With  him  is  terrible 
Diajaly,''  whicli  is  alike  a 
salvation  of  hia  people,  aod  t 
luB  enemies-  Tiua  aucceaa  was  shewn  to  have 
its  source  in  the  power  of  Christ.  God  vt 
jealous  of  thia  fcet,  and  it  ever  intent  on  the 
honour  of  his  Son.  It  has  been  the  strength 
of  Chriat,  and  not  human  efforts,  which  baa 
done  tltat  which  tbe  cburcli  hai  baheld.  This 
aucceaa  wa*  proved  to  be  certun.  Hia  "  right 
hand  thaU  teach  him  terrible  things."     Ic  la 

perimcot,  but  fact.  Tbe  Apoelolic  miniaCry 
destroyed  the  Pagaoiam  of  Grrcce  and  Rome. 
l4o  untried  dilhciiltiea  can  f^pose  the  goif)d. 
Cbriat  haa  conqueredr  and  he  will  do  to.  All 
hia  promises  are  not  yet  fulfilled,  but  they  will 
bej  for  hia  power  is  unhmited.  The  preacher 
cloaed  thia  excellent  serrcon  by  ahewmg  that 
the  true  churchof  Cbriat  must  always  be  con- 
cerned for  the  increase  of  his  kingdom  ^  that 
we  hare  not  done  aU  that  we  should  do ;  and, 
that  whaterer  we  aecorapliah  should  be  done 
with  a  simple  view  to  the  glory  of  the  IW:

The 
Convention  of  Baptiat  Miniona  in  America, 
waa  compoied  of  delegalea  from  congregaiioni 
who  contribated  •nButlly  at  leaat  1 00  dcrilan, 
and"  met  aim  jn  three  yean  at  Philadelphia, 
Boaton,  or.  J)ew  York.  They  nuuntaintd 
Mationi  in  North  Amitio,  India,  and  Africa, 
■11  of  which,  with  the  eiception  of  the  laat, 
vera  in  a  fiouriahing  condition.  .  The  nnm- 
ber  of  M^onaiiBB  in  Butinali,  during  the 
pait  year,  had  been  doubled ;  there  being 
now  eotployed  there  aix  MiHionariea  and 
their  wivei.  la  Rangoon,  a  station  fbnaerly 
occopiad  by  tlie  Society  he  then  addieaaed, 
there  ^sd  sprung  up  a  church  aince  the  ata- 
tion  had  been  given  up,  and  a  minlater  pa- 
iTDoized  by  tbem  waa  now  stationed  there. 
In  9ce  place  in  Ifortli  America,  tbirty  of  the 
Aborigiues  were  baptized,  and  added  to  Uk 
chaichMit  year,  sad  civiliiation  waa  found 
to  keep  pace -with  the -cxtenaioii 
titnity.

No  event  to  which  bnmanitjr  it 
liable  to  Ibia  vorld,  ii  lo  mncb 
draaded,  or  so  reluctantly  sab. 
milted  to,  u  death — >■  that  event 
which  separates  the  boAy  frow 
the  soiil  and  retam*  it  to  the 
earth  from  which  it  was  origiDalljr 
taken.  Ko  coDsiderationa  wlnu 
ever,  apart  from  those  nbicb  the 
sabjeot  of  tbii  paper  fornisbea,  are 
■ufiicient  lo  appease  the  bnoiati 
niiad  in  reference  to  this  judicial 
dispcDsatioD.  The  assarance  thai 
tbe  'body  when  in  tbo  grave  is 
perfeody  aDcooBCtous  of  ita  aitaa- 
tiOB,  and,  therefore,  tolallj  nn- 
mindful  of  the  iacoovenienuei  or 
the  terrors  of  the  tomb,  fails  lo 
remove  our  relDotanee  in  sob- 
mit^Dg  toiUdeatiny  :  yea,  though 
we  may  have  a  welt-grounded 
hope  that  Ihe  spirit  when  absent 
from  the  body  shall  be  present 
with  the  Lord,  we  yet  feel  a  very 
great  coooern  that  the  body  should 
partake  of  aimilar  blessedness. 
These  feelings  are  perteotly  natu- 
ral, and  where  they  are  Dot  quelled 
by  a  dread  of  fulnre  wroth,  they 
are  fonod  to  be  in  vigotona  opi 
ration  in  every  bosom.  When 
indeed,  we  consider  that  care  for 
the  welfare  of  onr  whole  peraooi 
which  is  wisely  implanted  in  oni 
nature  by  the  givat  Author  of  oni 
being,  and  reflect  upon  the  very 
ioliuiate  connexion  of  the  body 
with  the  soul  in  the  present  world, 
ft  will  not  appear  aarprising  that 
Uiese  companions  shoold  (ie< 
Vol.  VI,  3d.  Series. 


•ire  lo  perpelDtle  their  nnioD, 
that  men  sbontd  submit  to  the 
separation  with  relnetaoce,  aod 
sbonid  earnestly  desire  that  the 
body  ikould  be  restored  from  tbe 
darkness,  the  oonJinmienl,  the 
iption,  and  the  hnmiliaiion  of 
the  grave.  It  is  proposed  lo  dis- 
cuss the  doctrine  which  leaches 
that  this  desire,  so  perfectly  na- 
taral  to  bnman  beings,  aball  at 
length  be  gratified — the  doctHne 
which  teaches  that  the  baman 
body,  which  is  dissolved  by  the 
iodaeiKe  of  death  and  consigned 
to  the  dost,  aball,  by  an  efibrt  of 
Omnipotence,  be  raised  from  the 
degradation  of  the  tomb,  and  shall 
be  recalled  to  life,  to  die  no 
more.  In  reference  to  this  deeply 
interesting  subject  there  are  three 
parlicnlars,  «pon  the.  consider- 
ation of  which  the  pious  tbongbt- 
tal  mind  fines  with  great  solici. 
lode ;  they  are  lliese  :— the  cer. 
tainty  of  the  resurrfectioif — the 
lime  ef  the  rcanrreclion  —  the 
change  which  will  take  place  in 
ihe  bodies  of  the  righteous  at  the 
resurrection  :— to  these  three  par- 
licnlars the  sabseqaent  observa- 
tions will  relate. 

As  TO  THB  CRnTAINTY  OP  THE 
RESUBRECTION  OFTHB  BODY,  we 

thus  argue,  6rst,  nejiuUee  of  God 
tantldM«thtoreguireit.  Thismakes 
it  probable;  the  commands  of  God 
&ro  addressed,  not  to  the  aool 
separately  considered,  bot  to  the 
eBiire  man,  aod  those  cooimanda 
areobeyed  or  disobeyed,  not  br 
the  soul  ooly,  but  by  the  soul  and 
body  in  conjunction;  it  icemi 
o  e 
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therefore,  to  Moord  with  equity 
that  the  body  ahonld  iihare  witfa 
the  soul,  either  in  the  rewards  of 
rigbleonineai,  or  in  the  pnoish- 
inent  of  crime.  In  ibe  case  of 
iniqaity,  (he  bod;  is  not  only  the 
witling  slave  of  the  depraved 
mind,  it  not  only  eaecntei  what 
the  son!  designs,  bnt  by  its  carnal 

Eropensities  it  depraves  and  mis. 
tads  (he  aoni  the  more.  In 
the  case  of  holy  obedience,  on 
the  contrary,  the  Bieoibers  of 
the  body  become  inatrumenls  of 
righteousness;  the  body  is  obe. 
dient  to  the  aprigUt  soal,  in  la- 
bonring  or  sufiering  for  God,  and 
denies  its  sensnal  appetite*  in 
compliance  with  reason  and  grace 
— now  it  would  seam  remarkable, 
iftbe  bodies  of  men  abould  hare 
all  of  them  the  same  destiny,  if 
the  body  of  one  individual,  which 
had  exhausted  its  powers  in  the 
service  of  sin,  and  the  body  of 
another,  which  had  worn  itself 
oat  in  the  service  of  God,  shonld 
^Itke  lie  down  in  the  dnst  of 
death,  to  be  no  more, — it  would 
seem  remarkable  that  the  entire 
man.  should  disobey  God,  and 
part  only  of  the  individual,  should 
be  pnnisheil— that  the  entire  man, 
should  serve  and  obey  God,  and 
part  only  of  the  iodiviilual,  be 
rewarded.  The  justice  of  God 
seems  therefore  to  require,  that 
the  body  of  ibe  sinner  should  be 
raised,  that  it  may  be  a  partaker 
with  the  soul  in  the  hitter  conse- 
quences of  traosgresaioni  and  that 
the  body  of  the  believer  in  Jefcus 
should  be  raised  from  death,  that 
it  may  share  with  the  soul  the 
gracious  reward  of  righteousness. 
In  addition  to  which  we  remsrk, 
that  the  power  of  God  U  equai  to 
tht  aecomplithmeiU  of  it.  Thi 
nmkes  it  possible.  The  snciec 
heathen,  not  having  any  adequate 
idea  of  the  omnipotence  of  deity, 
wodU  oerer  bsUore    that  dead 
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bodies  oonld  possibly  be  reitored 
to  life  ;  and  many  thinp  occur  to 
our  own  minds  when  contem- 
plating this  fact,  which  appear 
as  so  many  difficnlties  in  the  way 
of  its  accomplishmenl.  That  the 
body,  all  whose  parts  have  been 
dissolved  for  ages,  whose  lighter 
parlicleshaveevaporsted  intheair, 
whose  grosser  materials  have  be- 
come so  blended  with  the  earth, 
chat  no  traces  whatever  of  them 
are  visible  to  the  human  eye,  that 
these bodiesihoaU)  bereorganixod, 
and  raised  to  life  agaia,  that  the 
bodies  of  all  the  multitBdea  who 
compose  the  oongregation  of  the 
dead  should  be  thns  raised,  and 
tbat  great  numbers  of  ibese  bodiea 
shall,  in  the  resurrection,  he  re- 
stored frnm  llie  weakness  and  ear. 
raption  of  the  tomb,  to  beauty, 
and  vigoar,  and  g^ory — the  thought 
of  this  Slls  us  with  amaxemeat. 
Numberless  difficulties  Krise  to 
onr  minds,  which  at  first  view 
would  seen  to  prevent  the  aooom- 
plishmenl  of  this,  but  all  these 
difficulties  appear  as  nothing  al 
the  recurrence  of  the  ihooghl, 
that  the  resurrection  of  the  dead 
is  to  be  effected  by  the  power  of 
God  :  of  this,  the  great  apostle 
Paul  reminded  Agrippa,  when,  in 
pleading  before  him,  bo  proposed 
the  triumphant  qneetion,  "  Why 
should  it  be  thought  a  thing  incre- 
dible with  yon  that  Ood  ehould 
raise  the  dead  1"  Suggesting  ia 
that  inquiry,  that,  with  0«d,  aa 
far  at  least  as  power  is  oonceraed, 
"  all  things  are  posaible."  If, 
indeed,  there  oould  be  a  doubt,  as 
to  whether  the  power  of  God  was 
equal  to  the  accomplishment  of  so 
great  a  work  as  this,  the  variom 
and  regular  occarrenoes  in  the 
natoral  world  might  serve  to 
evince  its  efficiency  for  this  end. 
Tlie  tree,  for  instance,  lets  fall  its 
fruits  in  the  autumnal  months, 
and  H  winter  approaofaCB  it  re. 
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-Mgte  ^  leBVM,  tnd  aDfier*  b  (ort 
of  Utnporarj  deatb  ;  bat  npon  tbe 
ratorB  of  iprtsg  it  is  mppltet)  wilh 
new  eaergj,  awl  retawing  its 
firetlineaa,  iti  verdure,  and  iti 
beantj,  it  spring*  to  life  agaia. 
A  grain  af  corn  ia  oast  into  (fas 
aartfa  end  dtea,  bnt  ila  death  is  a 
dinpoaition  to  life  :  from  a  itale 
of  patrescence  and  disxJution,  it 
is  qvickeied  lij  tb«  energj'  of 
God,  and  riMa  np  a  healthy  plant, 
beantifol  in  ila  robe  of  living 
green.  Some  inieata  commenoe 
tfaeir  ffxialence  in  tlie  form  of 
wornm: — death  at  leogtli  approach. 
eB,andlea*ea  them  dealilntB  of  life; 
ODTeloped  in  a  aortof  skin  orihellj 
ID  this  receptacle,  the  body,  it  ii 
eeid,  undergoes  a  complete  diiso- 
lution  :  at  leflgth,  however,  the 
•flbeiidiacloaes;  Ihe  body  eonfined 
withtB  it  Imb  been  reforned  end 
^ickened,  and  comes  forth  a 
beanteons  willed  iniecl,  no  longer 
deatiaed,  as  before,  lo  crawl  upon 
the  esrili,  bat  appointed  to  es- 
patiate  in  the  air,  where  ft  ranges 
m  all  the  jojoua  exultation  of  a 
■ow  and  more  exalted  state  of 
beiBg.  These  oooarrenceB  of  na- 
ture are  so  man;  types  of  the 
resarreolioQ  of  tbe  body;BomBny 
JUaatrations  of  tbe  poasibilily  of 
tta  aceomp4iettfflent. 
.  But  fortfoer,  Holi/  Scripture 
Jeaakei  tke  doctrine  of  the  rctwr- 
reetion  of  lie  bodg.  This  makes  it 
oertnin.  TbiBdootrineiB  indeedpe- 
onliar  to  difine  revelation,  it  does 
aot  appear  to  have  been  ever  as- 
certained or  laugbt  by  the  wisest 
bedttaen  who  bad  no  aid  from  the 
sacred  volnme.  8e«ae  idea  they 
had  oflbe  soul's  immortality,  but 
BO  hops  of  tbe  restkntion  of  tbe 
body.  Tbey  migbt,  indeed,  from 
what  tbey  saw  oF  the  eKertiona 
of  divhiB  pow«r,  have  concluded 
fliat  Gad  was  able  to  raiae  tha 
d*ad  to  Hfe,  bnt  they  do  not  seem, 
Mm;  li««,  10  liw«  snppMed  ttiet 
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be  wcUtd  pnt  forth  bis  pover  U> 
bring  to  pass  so  aBtonlabing  an 
event.  And  when  tbe  doelrine  of 
(be  FeKurreolion  was  declared  to 
tbem  by  the  apoities  and  others, 
tbey  prononnced  it  to  be  a  doc 
trine  altogatber  incredible  and 
vain;  bat  this  was  a  mistake,  for 
though  it  does  not  appear  that 
tbe  resurrection  of  the  body  can 
be  ascertained  by  reason  alone, 
ye(,  when  it  is  ascertained,  it  ac- 
cords with  reason.  We  have 
already  seen  that  tbe  justice 
of  God  appears  to  reqnire  that 
hnman  bodies  sboald  be  raised 
from  the  dead  ;  that  tbe  power  of 
God  is  able  to  effect  this ;  so  that 
there  is  sotblng  in  the  doctrine  of 
the  resurrection  to  which  reason 
□en  with  any  propriety  object,  ■ 
yet  it  docs  not  appear  that  to  the 
knowledge  of  this  doctrine  mere 
anassisted  bunian  reason  is  able 
to  attain.  This  doctrine  is,  how- 
ever, clearly  tanght  in  tbe  velnme 
of  inspiration:  it  was  tangfat  is 
tbe  Old  Testament.  As  eaHy  aa 
period  in  which  the  hook  of 
Job  was  written,  this  doctrine 
was  understood  and  believed, 
as  is  evident  from  those  me- 
morable words  which  are  ob 
record,  Job  xijt.  25 — 27.  It 
WBB  also  tanght  in  the  days  of 
Isaiah,  Isa.  xxvi.  19.  Dantd  do. 
dared  the  same  important  doc- 
trine, Dan.  xii.  2.;  and  tbe  Jews  in 
tbe  lime  of  Faol,  who  derivud  att 
their  knowledge  of  divine  things 
from  the  writings  of  the  Old  Tea- 
lament,  retained  tbe  belief  of  tbii 
great  article  of  faitb,  as  is  obvious 
from  the  apostle's  words  respect- 
ing them,  Acts  ssiv.  16.  In  the 
New  Testament,  this  doctrine  is 
iHogbt  with  greater  clearness  and 
with  more  enlargement.  The  New 
Testament,  in  tbis,  as  in  other 
re3pects,farcxceedB  tbe  Old.  Tire 
Gospel,  it  is  important  to  be  re- 
marked, fnniisfaes  a  glorious'  spe- 
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oiaien  and  aomeat  of  the  nsnr. 
rection,  in  the  railing  np  of  JesBs 

Cbrist  from  the  dead.  Tbe  Goipel 
detjarea  tliat  the  bodies  of  be- 
liever* in  Cbritt  shall  rise  from 
ibe  dead  in  virtue  of  their  anion 
with  hioi,  he,  in  his  reaurreclion, 
being  **  the  first  fruits  of  then 
that  slept ;"  that  the  bodies  of 
others  shall  be  raised  by  the 
energy  of  Christ,  that  "«ll  that 
are  in  their  graves  shall  hear  his 
Toico  and  shall  come  forth,  they 
thai  have  done  good  to  the  reinr- 
reciion  of  life,  tiiey  that  have 
done  evil  to  the  resurrection  of 
damnation, 

In  tlie  devout  consideration  of 
this  aobject,  our  thong  his  db- 
tnrally  advert,  in  the  way  of 
inquiry,  to  THE  TIME  of  the 
BBSUKRECTION.  When  ahall 
it  Uke  pUce?  Of  this,  as  to 
the  particular  day,  or  month,  or 
jear,  we  arc  not  iDformBd,  "  Of 
that  day  and  hour  Itnoweth  no 
man,  no,  not  Ibe  angels  in  heaven, 
but  my  Father  only."  The  pe- 
riod is  filed  in  the  purpose  of 
God,  it  it  known  lo  the  divine 
Fallier,  bnt  he  baa  never  made  it 
known  to  any  of  his  creatures, 
not  to  the  angels  in  heaven, 
are,  however,  Hssuritd  in  the  gene- 
ral, that  the  resurrection  of  tbe 
dead  shall  take  place  at  tbe  time  of 
Christ's  seconil  coming,  Imroe. 
diately  upon  his  appearance,  the 
bodies  of  the  saints  shall  rise, 
and  afterwards,  in  tbe  interval  of 
his  coming  and  tbe  general  judg- 
ment, the  bodies  of  the  wickoi: 
shall  be  awakened  from  tbe  sleep 
of  death:  "Tbe  Lord  himself  shall 
descend  from  beaven  with  a  shout, 
wilb  tbe  voice  of  the  arcbaogel, 
and  tbe  trump  of  God,  and  tbe 
dead  in  Christ  shall  rise  firsl.'' 
Immediately  upon  bis  coming,  the 
bodies  of  the  saints  will  rise. 
This  will  administer  to  the  glory 
of  Cbrist's  appearance,  for,  as  one 


what  an  adnriraUs 
sight  will  it  he  that  Iha  saints  of 
all  agea  shall  at  once  arise  glorified 
and  immortal,  to  attend  npon 
the  Saviour  in  the  last  act  of^  bis 
regal  office,  and  then  lo  make  a 
triumphant  entry  with  him  into 
heaven."  And  this  will,  more- 
over, sdminister  to  the  comfort  of 
raised  saints,  that  Christ  will  ha 
with  them  wfaeo  they  rise.  It  is 
natural  for  us  to  suppose  that  a 
degree  of  trepidation  would  be 
experienced  by  the  bodies  of  the 
Hghleons.upoa  their  beingawdied 
from  the  long  sleep  of  death  by 
the  voice  of  the  archangel  and  ibe 
trump  of  God  ;  that  a  degree  of 
terror  would  be  excited  in  their 
hearta  by  the  astoniihing  circnm- 
stance  of  the  resnrrection ;  that 
they  would  feel  a  measure  of 
anxiety  in  entering  upon  life  again, 
and  eapeoially  npon  a  state  of  life 
BO  different  from  their  former  one: 
but  whatever  of  anxiety  or  of  fear 
ofi  these  auconnta  may  fur  ■  mo. 
ment  have  place  within  (hem,  it 
shall  be  dissipated  by  tbepresenoa 
of  Christ,  when  they  ascertaio 
that  Christ,  who  was  the  blessed 
abject  of  their  faith  and  love  while 
tbey  abode  on  earth,  and  with 
whom,  since  their  departure  from 
this  world,  their  happy  apirits 
have  communed  in  heaven ; 
when  they  ascertain  that  Ae  ia 
among  them,  that  will  calm  the 
disquietude  of  their  bosoms,  that 
will  disperse  their  anxiety  and 
fear,  and  will  excite  within  Uiem 
joy  unspeakable ;  and  as  Ihey  ad- 
ranoe  to  *'  meet  tbe  Lord  in  the 
air,"  giving  utterance  lo  (he  ex. 
nllation  of  their  spirits,  ihey  will 
exclaim,  "  Lo,  this  is  our  God, 
we  have  waited  tar  him,  and  he 
will  sav«  UK,  this  is  the  Lord,  wa 
have  waited  for  him,  we  will  ha 
glad,  aad  rejoice  ia  his  salvatitm," 
It  remaina  for  ne  now  to  natic« 
TUB  CHAM6B  WHICH  WllX  TAKE 
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PLACK  ON  TMB  BODIES  OF  BB. 
LIBVBRS    IN  JK8DS,   AT  TBB   KB- 

SDRBBCTION.  Tfa«  necesiity  of 
an  altentioD  in  Iho  cooiiiiniiDn  of 
the  body  at  tfaat  time,  is  clearlj 
Unght  by  ibe  apottle  Paul,  ia 
faU  anblime  diacaarBa  on  Iho  n- 
BurraolJon,  in  Ibe  fifteentfa  tsbmp- 
tar  of  hii  fint  epiatle  ta  tbe  Co- 
rintbiaiM,  to  wbiob  onr  snbie- 
qoflBt  vBDUrka  will  ba*e  a  pir. 
ticalar  reference,  and  in  wbicb 
the  apoaile  write*  ifans,  "  Now 
tbia  I  aaj,  brelbren,  thatfleafa  and 
blood  ciannot  inherit  the  kingdom 
of  God  ;"  thai  ia,  the  body  ni  at 
prMont  conatitnleil  is  incapable  of 
a  divine  and  heavenly  life  :  bo  ia- 
diapennble  to  this,  indeed,  is  it, 
that  the  body  sboidd  be  coaati- 
tated  differently  from  what  it  now 
i«,  that  WQ  are  asiared  that  even 
the  bodies  of  those  followers  of 
Christ  who  shall  be  alive  at  his 
second  coming,  shall  nodergo  an 
alteration  eqaivalent  to  that  wbiuh 
ahall  pass  upon  the  bodies  of  the 
ftioaB  dead  :  "  We  sliall  not  all 
sleep,  but  we  ahall  all  be  changed, 
in  a  moment,  in  the  twinkling  of 
nn  eye,  at  the  last  Irnmp."  Here 
it  ia  important  to  be  remarked, 
that  the  change  which  will  take 
place  upon-  the  bodies  of  tbe 
righteons  at  the  Isst  day,  is  not  a 
change  of  one  body  for  anoiher, 
bnt  a  change  of  the  same  body  ; 
not  a  change  of  one  body  tbat  ia 
cormptible  for  anoiher  body  tbat 
ia  incorruptible,  hut  a  change  of 
the  same  body  from  a  atate  of 
degradation  and  corruption,  to  a 
state  of  immortality  and  glory. 
This  ia  suggested  in  tbe  term,  "  re- 
snrreotion,"  which  word  means 
a  raising  op  again  that  which  was 
fallen ;  and  it  ia  expressly  declsred 
repeatedly  in  Uoly  Scripture, 
partienlarly  in  the  third  cbupler 
of  the  epistle  to  the  Philippians, 
wherein  the  apostle,  speaking  of 
Christ,  says,  <^  who  shall  change 
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our  vile  body,  (Aol  it  may  £e 
faskiMud  like  nnto  bis  glorious 
body."  I  am  not  aware  that  it 
is  necessary  to  the  belief  of  this; 
to  suppose  tbat  every  particle  of 
the  bmly,  when  it  is  committed  10 
the  tomb,  shall  be  restored  (o  ita 
place  in  tbe  body  at  the  re«ur> 
rection;  this  supposition  appeara 
rather  to  be  cont'rooled  by  the 
irgning  of  the  apostle  in  answer 
to  the  inquiry,  "  How  are  the 
dead  raised  np,  and  with  what 
body  do  they  come  I"  his  reply  ia 
tbia,  *'  Thou  fool,  ibnt  wbicb  than 
sDwest  is  not  quit^kened  except  it 
die,  snd  that  which  tboo  sowesi, 
thon  sowestnotthal  body  tbat  shall 
be,  bnt  bare  grain,  it  may  chance 
of  wheat  or  of  lomo  other  grain. 
But  God  giveth  it  a  body  aa  it 
bath  pleased  bim,  and  to  every 
seed  bis  own  body."  Tbe  grain 
of  corn  is  not,  when  deposited  in 
Ihe  earth,  what  it  will  be  whan 
it  has  grown  into  a  plant,  nor  does 
It  appear  that  every  particle  of 
the  send  is  transferred  into  Ibe 
stalk,  and  blade,  and  ear;  bnt  the 
nalnre,  and  strength ,  andsubstanoe 
of  the  seed  ia  transferred  into  the 
pisnt:  thoagb  the  plant  is  not 
entirely  tbe  same  body  aa  was 
tbe  aeed,  yet  it  proceeded  from 
it,  and  is  cooslitnted  of  it,  with 
additional  eircnmstsBces — so  alao 
is  tbe  resttrreclion  of  Ibe  dead, 
it  is  the  same  body  that  dies — that 
is  revived— tbat  is  raised— though 
with  additional  excellences,    -  ' 

Great  aa  is  the  change  which 
will  be  effected  npen  tbe  body  at 
tbe  resurrection,' we  shall  yet  be 
cooscions  tbat  we  are  the  same 
persons.  Yet,  a  wonderfal  cbaoge 
we  are  assured  will  take  place 
upon  the  boiiies  of  all  mankind, 
particularly  upon  tbe  bodies  of.tn. 
lievers ;  the  cbsnge  in  others  will, 
it  is  probable,  accord  with  tbe 
change  in  thcmi  aa  far  as  the.  dtffe. 
rence  of  their  destiny  will  aUow 
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it  todoflo.  It  is  deolarsd  that  the 
bodiei  of  tke  BunU  ah>U  ba  fuk- 
Mned  lik«  nolo  the  glorlons  body 
•r  ehritU  And  the  Apoatlo, 
•peakiog  of  tbe  raited  body  of  tbe 
beliercr,  Mya,  "  It  it  aova  to 
•nrrnplioB)  it  ii  raised  in  incor. 
raptieni  ft  in  aown  id  disboBoar, 
it  is  ni»d  in  gler;;  it  is  town 
iB  weakosHi  it  is  rtised  in  power; 
it  is  (own  a  Dctnrkl  bodj',  it  ii 
MiMd  a  iplritnal  body."  We 
are  at  present  incapable  of  an  ad- 
vpMn  coRception  of  the  full  meaa. 
iDgeftlieaeatMeniMiia,  bntibefoW 
lowing  ooBaidetatioiis  are  evideut- 
]j  iB^eated  therein. 

Tim  raited  bodies  of  tht  tip. 
pigitt  wili  be  very  bemitijitl  and 
fflaritnt».  There  is  oomparatiTely 
hot  little-  beaoly  and  glory  in  the 
ham  I  a  body  during  fu  existence 
IB  this  world :  sin  has  despoiled 
tte  exterior  of  man,  as  well  as  his 
inwsrd  miad,  so  that  what  little  of 
loveliness  appears  in  bis  external 
Btmctare  now,  is  Lot  the  remnani 
and  vestige  of  what  origiu^y  eX' 
■ted  there.  As  to  tbe  body,  as 
well  as  to  the  sonl  of  man,  the 
fine  gold  is  become  dim,  tbe  moat 
fine  gold  is  changed.  What  little 
beauty  ve  may  bring  into  the 
world  with  as,  is  soon  dispersed 
hy  the  iodemenoies  and  the  storms 
•f  life.-  Kseaie  soon  wipes 
away  tbe  freafaaess  from  thedieek, 
■oatebes  the  mby  from  the  lip, 
and  ^(waolies  the  fire  from  the 
eye..  Care  speedily  plaala  his 
Ibrrow  on  tbe  brow— time  soon 
exohanges  the  beanteons  hair  for 
locks  of  grey,— while,  not  nnfre- 
qaoDtly,  constant  aererity  of  toil 
diatorls  the  featnres,  and  robs  the 
Umbi  of  tbeir  eoinoidenoe  and 
aymBMtry.  The  bodies  of  the 
saints  in  this  world  are  fsr  from 
being  beantifnl  or  glorions,  many 
of  them  are  the  rererse  of  this: 
many,  like  tisios,  whose  souls 
an    prospering^  have    to   carry 


thmngh  the  woild  a  weak  MnS 
sickly  frame.  The  saints'  in  geooraf 
are  lorely,  raUier  on  aooonat  of 
tbeir  inward  exoellenee,  than  ba-- 
eaase  of  any  corporeal  adrantagM. 
But  at  the  resarreotion,  these  vUe 
bodies  will  rise  beantifnl  and  gt^- 
rionri  then,  tbe  beliaver  will  aM 
only  be  ''«ll.^oriaat  within,*'  bat 
fail  doihiog  will  bo  "of  wron^l 
gold,"~>tbe  exterior  of  tbe  aaiail 
will  be  tbe  counterpart  of  bis  ia. 
lemsl  excellraico :-  the  body— with 
all  its  parts  in  dae  proportion— 
moulded  into  a  form  of  altraotita 
loveliaeas^ad  paasessiag  the  f resb> 
ness  of eteraal  y  oath ,— ^taUappoMr 
fitted  for  the  grandeiw  of  its  eK> 
alted  destiny,  for  iDtereonm  with 
angabi,  fev  a  resideaoe  with  God. 
Of  the  exceediog  splendow  of  Um 
railed  faleEsed  body,  w>a  can  indeed 
form  but  a  very  inadequate  idea. 
When  to  Peter,  and  Janes,  and 
John,  was  shewn  a  Bpecimen  of  the 
glorified  body  of  the  Saviour  oa 
tbe  mount  of  transfiguration,  they 
dechred  "  that  bis  face  did  abiae 
as  the  sun,  and  bis  raiment  waa 
white  as  tlie  light."  And  John, da- 
serihing  another  vision  of  the  glo- 
rified Savioar,  wbicfa  he  had  in 
the  isle  of  Patmos,  assares  as  that 
the  Redeemer,  was  '*  olotbed  witb 
a  garment  down  to  the  foot,  and 
girt  about  tbe  bosom  with  a  golden 
girdle;  his  head  aad  bis  hairs 
were  white  like  woei,  aa  white  ai 
snow,  and  his  eyes  wera  as  a 
flame  of  fire,  and  his  feat  lika 
unto  fine  brass,  as  if  they  baraod 
in  a  foroaee,  and  his  oonntensace 
was  ea  the  son  shiaeth  in  his 
strength." — At  the  sight  of  so 
much  glory  the  Apostle's  strength 
deputed,  and  he  fell  at  tbe  He-  ' 
deemer's  feet  as  dead.  Now  it 
is  to  be  remembered,  that  the 
glorified  body  of  Christ  is  the 
great  model  to  which  the  bodies 
of  the  saiotB  are  to  be  oonformed 
— "  Ue  riiaU  ohange  our  vile  body 


lb«t  it  iMj  be  SiaUmed  Kite  onto 
bit  glorkiaa  bod  j."  '^  It  is  bowd 
io  ditfaoDoor,  it  ■■  raised  in  glory." 
FnrllKri  Thtruiiedbodkiofihe 
mright  wiii  be  mtHrelyJrtetl  from 
Us  iiybniM  «/  demlh.  Tbis  \a- 
tQenee  u  felt  before  tbe  flnkl 
stroke  of-  tbe  last  enemj  ia  in. 
tioted  upon  the  bodj*,  iboogb 
ebieftj  afterwards.  In  their  prc- 
■eDt  state,  snd  daring  their  re- 
sidenoe  in  this  world,  the  people 
of  Gtod  feel  somewhat  ef  the  power 
•f  death  y  the  seeds  of  mortalitj 
are  sown  in  onr  oonstilntioas.  The 
Apostle,  speaking  of  liring  laiots, 
saja,  "  The  bodj  is  dead  beoanse 
of  sin" — it  ■■  Tirtnally  nnder  the 
power  of  death  — we  have  the 
sonlenee  irf  death  in  oDrselros; 
pains,  diseases,  depressions,  infir- 
mities, are  all  so  many  indioslioni 
af  onr  being  nnder  the  ioflnenee 
of  death.  When  death  Ukes  ac- 
tnnl  possession  of  the  body,  the 
injuries  which  he  infiiots  opon  tbe 
bnman  frame  are  siill  more  la. 
nentabie  and  appalling;  by  his 
infinenco  he  changes  the  connte. 
nanM — roba  the  body  of  ila  genti- 
biiity  and  comeliness-— and  oovera 
itover  with  diahononr  and  oorrap. 
lion ;  to  thst  thoso  who  formerly 
admired  it,  are  sidiciloDs,  like 
Abraham  in  reference  to  bis  maeh 
loT«d  Sarafa,  to  "  bnry  their  dead 
ont  of  thek  sight."  Bat  at  the 
roanrrection,  all  these  injariea 
shall  be  repaired.  Not  only  shall 
tbe  bodies  of  believers  be  rescued 
from  tbe  tUsbonoors  of  the  totnbi 
and  in  that  respect  he  freed  from 
the  caplinty  of  the  last  enemy, 
bat  bis  power  over  them  shall 
also  entirely  oeaee, — from  his  per. 
niciona  influence  they  shall  be  com' 
pistely  freed :  pains,  diseases,  op- 

Csions,  sorrows,  they  Bhatl 
w  no  more;  by  the  diminu- 
tion of  tbeir  strength,— by  the  de- 
tKj  of  their  constitotions, — by  the 
nnltiplionlion  of  tbeir  infirmitiea, 


tbey  sball  nerer  moio  beraninded' 
of  tbeir  advancement  to  the  tombr 
by  the  pesltiential  breath  of  death 
tbeir  conn le nances  shsll  never 
change,  tbeir  eye  shall  never  b« 
bedimmed,  tbeir  bodies  shstl  never 
ither,  bat  this  eormptible  shsll 
pal  on  incorruplion,  this  mortal 
shall  pnt  on  immorteliiy.In  fBct,the 
dayof  the  resurrection  is  the  day  of 
death's  d est rnction,— then  the  last 
enemy  shsll  expire, — death  itself 
shall  die,  for  "  when  this  eorrnp- 
tible shall  havepaton  incorrnption, 
and  this  mortal  shall  have  put  on 
immortality,  then  shall  be  broaght 

pass  tho  saying  that  is  written. 
Death  is  swallowed  op  in  victory." 

Finally:  The  raited  bodiet  of  be- 
tieversmtl  be  perfectly  Jitled  far 
union  with  the  holjf  tout  in  ile 
glorified  Kate.  To  the  sonl  wbilo 
in  tbe  present  world,  in  even  its 
present  state  of  inferiority,  tire 
body  is  frequently  a  hindrance,  n 
heavy  weight.  When  tbe  spirit 
would  aspire  in  holy  contempla* 
tion  heavenward,  and  would  de- 
light itself  with  those  things  whieh 
are  above,  corporeal  feelings,  sln- 
fnl  sffiBctiouB,  retard  its  lofty  flight. 
When  the  spirit,  attoniBhed  at  the 
greatness  or  tbe  goodness  of  the 
Deity,  would  give  utterance  to  its 
feelings  of  admiration  or  of  grati- 
tude, tbe  body  is  not  seldom  found 
to  be  rather  an  obstructor  than  ft 
helper  to  tbe  worship.  When  the 
soul  would  exert  itself  for  Ood,  or, 
afflicted  with  tbe  view  of  human 
misery,  woold  labonrfortlie  bene- 
fit of  men,  the  body  fsints  and 
flags  in  the  oonrse  of  exertion. 
The  body  is  incapable  of  perform- 
ing what  tbe  soul  desires  to  be 
done.  At  the  resurreotion  aH  ibis 
shall  be  completely  remedied;— 
then  that  which,  was  commit- 
ted to  the  tomb  a  natural  or  anu 
mal  body,  shaU  be  raised  a  spi^ 
ritual  body  ;  and  vrbatever  more 
may  be  intonded  in  Ibti  term  **  > 
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■ItirUaal  bodj,"  lli»  ia  OTuIentlr 
meaat,  that  none  of  iu  argana 
will  evermorn,  as  in  the  present 
world,  prove  tetuplations  to  lin, 
but  all  of  them  aids  to  bolioess. 
The  body,  we  are  moreover  as- 
anredr  will  be  strongand  Tigorous, 
aa  well  as  spiritual,— equal  lo  tbe 
performance  of  wbaterer  the  sodI, 
«i  b  iu  purified,  and  perfected, 
and  enlarged  powers,  may  be  (lis. 
posed  to  aUempt;  according  to 
the  assertion  of  tlie  Aposile,  "  It 
is  sown  in  weakoess,  it  is  raised 
in  power."  O,  with  what  entire 
commanion  will  the  holy  sodI  and 
the  spiritaal  body  conjoior  and 
aid  each  other  in  the  business  of 
eternity,  in  the  worship  of  the 
skiesl  With  whatdelightand  ease 
will  the  glorilied  believer  in  bis 
whole  parson  associate  with  the 
original  ialiabitanis  of  heaven, 
— -enler  into  their  pnrsuits, — par- 
ticipate in  their  blesEftduess,: — and, 
emulating  their  anthems,  cry  un. 
ceasiogly,"  Blessing, and  honour, 
and  glory,  an<l  power,  be  unto 
Him  that  sitleLh  upon  tbe  throne, 
and  UDto  tbe  Lamb  for  ever." 

The  length  to  which  these  ra- 
marka  have  oeocsaarily  axtended, 
seems  to  forbid  that  any  observa. 
tionsshould  be  added  to  them;  hut 
these  is  one  thought  with  which 
we  will  GOttolude,  having  the  snb. 
jeet  then  to  the  devoot  ooosidera> 
tion  of  the  pious  mind.  The  thought 
to  which  we  refer  is  ibis:  Inwhat 
aglarifoa  tmd  importaat  point  of 
vt«w  ifAe  doclnae  of  ike  retmrrec 
tiompUtam  the  Lordjenu  Chritt  i 
for  to  him  the  work  of  raising  the 
dead  at  the  last  day,  and  qnick- 
ening  them,  is  committed  by  tbe 
Divine  Father.  This  great  achieve- 
moot  ■■  to  be  efieoled  by  the  eU' 
orgy  of  Christ,— this  event  is  lo 
be  brought  to  pass  by  one  in 
iiuman  nature,— tho  voice  which 
is  to  arouse  tho  sleeping  dead,  >§ 
Jba  voice  of  lAeiSoK  of  man;  "Tbe 


dead  shall  hear  the  voiee  of  thir 
Son  of  Man,  and  they  that  bear 
shall  live.  All  (bat  are  in  their 
graves  shall  hear  bis  voice,  and 
shall  come  ftHrtfa."  The  Divioo 
Father  put  the  bnnonr  of  this 
work  upon  his  Divine  Son,  as  part 
of  the  reward  of  his  obedienee 
unto  death.  Christ  laid  the  foun- 
dation of  this  work  by  dying  him- 
self;.  by  .submitting  himself  for  a 
lime  to  ibe  last  enemy,  he  robbed 
the  tyrant  of  bis  sting,  as  far  as  hit 
redeemed  were  concerned ;  ahd 
pj:ocored  that  in  a  way  of  jns- 
lice  be  might  deliver  their  bodies 
from-  the  eaplivily  of  death,  and 
raise  them  to  liberty  and' glory.' 
In  tbe  raising  up  of  Lazarus  aad 
others  from  the  dead,  during  bia 
abode  on  earth,  he  gave  so  many 
specimens  of  his  ability  to  aocbm- 
pliab  this  great  uork,  and  in  his 
retarn  to  life  after  his  cmci- 
Gxion,  and  in  his  relinquishment 
of  the  grave,  he  fnrnislied  in- bis 
own  person,  a  glorious  pledge  and 
earnest  that  all  his  saints  shall 
rise.  Now  in  what  an  important 
point  of  view  all  this  places  Jesua 
Christ.  The  bodies  of  his  peoplo 
baie  soccessively  fallen  asleepwittk 
tbe  blessed  expectation  of  being 
recalled  lo  life  by  the  energy 
of  Jesus, — they  wait  to  hear  his 
votee, — they  reat  in  hope,— tobim 
the  eye  of  the  universal  ihorcb  is 
turned,  with  Iho  dosir*  of  his  ef. 
fectiog  this  triumph  over  death, 
and  putting  (be  final  stroke  I*  his 
mediatorial  work.  The  Kedtwner, 
aware  of  this  desire,  Myt,  "  Be- 
hold, I  come  quickly ;"— the  mem- 
bers of  the  chnroh  in  heaven 
say.  Amen;— the  members  of  tbe 
obnrvh  on  earth  repeat  the  prayer; 
— the  bodicB  of  tbe  sleeping  pious 
dead  may  be  supposed  to  aay, 
*'  £ven  so,  come  Lord  Jeans." 
And  when  be  does  come,  what  a  - 
display  of  Deity  will  ailetid  his 
ftdvent  I.  When,  bty  hJa  anlfaAiUa- 
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fhe  Tiiioe;  the  diead  ahsU  wtks  la 
lifi^ ;— wUen  lie  sball  conquer  ^it 
enenij  wbam  do  ottier  iadiTidDil 
eoald  subdue; — when,  breskiog 
up  tJie  adatuaatine  gatei,  be  shall. 
open  wide  the  great  priion  of  the 
tcHnb.aBd  let  iu  myriad  sofDipliTes 
otit, — wlieD  tbe  bodtes  of  .Lib  re- 
deemed Bball  appear  beantifal  and 
gioriouB,  and  death,'  the  tyrant 
wbo  iojured  and  detained  them, 
aball  expire  at  his  feet. — O  what 
a  Urgft  reveo'ne  of  glory  ahall  re- 
■«lt  to  Cltriit  from  thii!  what 
new  thoagbts  of  Christ  will  ihi* 
awaken  in  theheartiofbiapeoplel 
with  what  new  aonga  on  ihia  ac- 
count will  angelie  legions  faymo 
bia  praise  ! — then  it  will  he  seen 
that  Christ  is  possessed  of  as  mnch 
of  power  aa  lie  is  of  grace.  The 
bonoor  of  this  niigbtj  triumph, 
will  be  some  relnrn  to  Jesas  for 
bis  sorrows  io  Gethsemane,  for 
bis  iHimiliation  and  agonies  opon 
the  cross,  Compaaaionale  Re- 
deeiuev,  his  suSurings  for  ns  were 
bitter  in  the  cxireme !  for  ns  he 
drank  tbe  wormwood  and  the 
gall  I  but  he  shall  advance  to- 
wards an  adequate  recom pence 
for  (his,  when,  at  the  resorreaUon, 
be  "shall  be  glorified  in  his  saints, 
and  admired  in  all  them  that  be- 


into  Stakt  a%nlBed  am  or.ltffiki* 
pent  btminary,  nnd  as  the  word 
Ok*  meant  a  dimu  pentmafff, 
the  com  pounded  word  Sawu'on 
siKoi&ed  the  effulgent  tvminary  of 
God.  Moreover,aBttiilQder,aB]led 
tbe  voice  of  Godf,  was  obTioMly 
a  prp-emiuenlly  loud  *oioe,  and 
as  ibe  electric  flaid,  odled  tbe 
fire  of  Godt,  proved  te  be  pre- 
eminenlly  destructive  fire;  the 
effulgent  Imninary  of  Qod  waa  « 
suitable  tppellatian  for  '8  man 
whose  prodigiona  strength  bos- 
tileiy  exerted  against  the  Philis- 
tines, evinced  that,  at  a  jnd^ 
raised  op  in  larael,  he  was  net 
only  a  inn,  but  a  sun  nf  extraor- 
dinary power.  If,  indeed,  Ihero 
had  been  no  intimation  of  Sam- 
son's future' deatiny,  the  coinot- 
deoce  of  his  name  and  oharaotai 
might  have  been  considered  as 
purdy  accidental.  Bat  tbe  Holy 
Ohostaither  personally  or  through 
Ibe  medium  ef  created  eiHtenee 
said  eoncemiBg  Samson,  before 
his  birth,  "■  Ue  shall  begin  to 
deliver  Israel  eat  of  the  hand  of 
the  Philistines,"  Judges  xiri.  6^

Bud  «rhen  tba  PsalraitU  -peak 
of  Jehovah  as  a  ahady  coveFt 
for  the  rigfaleona,  that  imagery 
u^eata  the  idea  of  Ibe  "  coup 
do  aoleil,"  or  ran-iiroke,  u 
die  evil  atoided.  "  Jehovah," 
Mya  he,  *'  is  thy  ahade  on  Uiy 
right  haod.  The  aon  ahall  not 
amile  thee  by  day,  nor  the  moon 
by  D^ht,"  Pi.  cxii.  ft,  6.  Sam- 
eon,  therefore,  waa  a  aon  acatter. 
ing  (he  arrowa  of  death  among 
the  Philiatinea,  from  which  arrowa 
their  god  Dagoa  afforded  no 
abeller.  "  Their  rock,"  the  godly 
iBraelitn  might  aay,  "  ii  not  ai 
otir  rook,  even  oar  anemiea  them, 
selves  being  judges,'* 

Thus  Samson  wai  an  efffltgeol 
lotnioary  formidaBle  in  power, 
iaasmach  ai,  like  the  inn  going 
forth  in  bis  utnoat  strength  in 
tropical  regions,  he  was  a  severe 
aconite.  Hence,  when  he  wss 
esptared  hy  the  Philistines,  ihey 
said  in  reference  to  ibeir  heathen 
deity,  "  onr  god  hath  delivered 
into  our  bands  onr  enemy,  and 
the  destroyer  of  oar  conatry, 
who  slew  many  of  onr  nation," 
Jndges  xri.  14,  Samson,  indeed, 
WBsnotasnn  vithoat  spots;  and 
Ibis  fact  may  acconot  for  the  bo- 
«iliating  circa mstaoGes  in  which 
he  passed  bis  latter  days.  "  When 
we  are  jndged,"  says  the  apostle, 
**  we  are  chastened  by  the  Lord, 
that  we  should  not  be  coudemned 
with  the  world,"  1  Cor,  x\.  32. 
At  length,  however,  the  afflictions 
of  Samson  drew  near  to  their 
dsse,  when,  in  the  spirit  of  the 
existHtg   diipensation*,    that  ex-

traordinary  maniDVidmdJs^rafc, 
and  said,  *•  O  Lord  Ood,  remem- 
ne,  I  pray  thee,  and  sfren^lAM 
I  pray  ihee,  only  this  oneoi 
O  &od,  that  1  may  be  at  odCO 
avenged  of  the  Philisttncs'  for  my 
two  eyes,"  This  prayer  was  an- 
!vd.  For  by  aid  of  tho  pro" 
digiovs  slrength  eommnuiealed  to 
him,  Samson  "  jeoparded  his  life'*' 
still  more  tfasn  tho  descendants 
of  "  ZebnbiB  and  NsphUli"  did*; 
and  sank  in  the  Western  hori. 
son'  a  more  searching  son  to  lh«- 
Philistines  than  he  hsd  been  al 
his  grestest  altitude. 

Nor  did  the  writer  to  the  He- 
brews forget  Samson  when  be 
waa  speaking  of  ancient  saints 
who  tfarongh  faith  bad  obtained 
a  good  report.  "  Time,"  say* 
he,  '*  would  fail  mo  to  narrate 
the  exploits  of  Gideon,  of  Barak, 
of  Samaon,  of  Jeptbah,  of  Dariil 
also,  and  of  Samuel  and  the  pro- 
phets." Thus  Samson  appears  in 
a  company  in  which  we  may 
sifely  liope  to  meet  him,  "  if  we 
are  not  of  them  that  draw  back 
nnto  perdition,  hot  bsva  faith  t*- 
the  saviag  of  tbe  sool."

The  Birth  of  an  Infant. 

However  paradoxical  the  remark 
may  appear,  it  is  nevertbeless  in- 
disputably true,  that  the  most  as- 
tonishing events  are  of  very  fre* 
qnent  ooenTooee.  But  how  orten 
is  it  seen  that  while  things  of  com- 
parative insignificance  excite  a 
high  degree  of  curiosity,  those  of 
infinitely  greater  moment  are  re- 
garded as  incidents  too  common, 
place  and  trivisl  to  be  noticed. 
This  is  strikingly  exempliBed  in 
the  birtb  of  an  infant.  When  the 
monumental   pillar  is  erected    to 
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fWTp«lii«te  Ab  tnmsof  Hma  illas^ 
trioaa  lodi*i4iial,  or  the  Kroem- 
branoo  of  same  splendid  victorj', 
-•— irlieD  tbe  fonfldBtion.«tODe  n 
kid  of  lome  intQnded  bridge, 
whose  ma gDifioenl  arch  ia  designed 
te  Blr«lch  for  oeotories  aoroM  tbe 
MlTcr^  Blratni,! — Hben  the  statelj 
▼««ael  ia  (liddcB  from  the  atocka 
and  laaoobcd  iato  tbe  beaoin  of 
tke  apacMta  de«p,-^faoiiaandB  and 
pBBbafMtcmsaf  thonaMidaaHembtfl 
ea  tbe  spot,  eTinoing  bjt  ibe  in- 
temeiMH  of  tbeir  gaze  the  deep, 
felt  interest  which  agitatei  their 
breaata :  but  an  infont  may  be 
born,  atv  immortal  loal  nihorad 
iato  exiateBoe,  nitboat  exciling 
Kor«  than  a  slight  obsor ration,  aa 
dMUgh.it  were  an  erentof  little  or 
SO  importance.  Yet,  when  the 
majestic  Teasel  ahall  bare  foun- 
dered on  tbe  rock,  or  monldered 
by  a  more  gradual  decay,— ir  hen 
the  granite  arch  shall  bare  crnm> 
bled  into  dust,  and  be  do  more 
remembered  than  tbe  dropa  of 
water  wbicb  are  now  rolling  be- 
nealii  it,— when  the  monumental 
pillar  sbalt  be  fonud  unfaithful  to 
its  trust,  and  itself,  as  well  aa  tbe 
occasion  of  ila  erection,  entirely 
forgotten, — the  infant,  nbich  yes- 
terday came  into  being,  will  bave 
beforcit  an  eternity  of  duration. 

It  is  the  immortality  of  the  hn- 
man  sonl  wbicb  enslamps  upon  its 
entrance  into  being  an  importance 
to  which  it  is  difficult,  if  not  im- 
poasible,  to  God  a  parallel.  Were 
we  permitted  la  ba  borne  on  tbe 
pinions  of  a  Seraph  to  Creation's 
utmoat  boundary,  and,  while  ga- 
zing on  the  awful  void  beyond,  to 
behokl  a  world,  a  system,  or  a 
thousand  systems,  rising  before 
ns  in  all  tbe  richness  of  primeval 
beauty ;  even  this  display  of  Je- 
hovah's power  (considered  apart 
from  its  probable  connection  with 
tbe  destiny  of  inulligeut  and  im- 
mortal beings)  mnstyield  in  point 
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an  iafaaCs  birth; 
liiHis  of  tget  after 
these  workis  ihall  have  aocom* 
plished  Ihe  end  of  tbeir  oreatiottt 
when  tha  arclvngel's  blast  shall 
bare  radnoad  them  to  nothiognesa, 
or  wban  the  materiala  of  which 
they  were  compbsed  -shall  bava 
become  com  poo  eat  parts  of  other 
worlds  and  other  aysteraa,  the 
never-dying  spirit  will  retain  ita 
original  ideality,  and  be  experienc- 
ing, and  expecting  for  ever  to  exa 
perieuce,  unutterable  woe  or  in* 
deicribable  felicity.  Sorely  then, 
however  freqnant  (be  ooeurreDca^ 
tbe  birth  of  an  infant  may  well 
esoite  oar  astooishment,  and  de- 
servedly suggest  a  few  reAeotiooa. 
Amount  the  tbinga  of  which  it 
renuods  ns,  we  notice 

1.  The  tUgMthf  a»d  ntpomibi- 
lity  pf  the  paraitttl  relation.  To 
be  enlnuted  with  the  guidance  of 
tbe  lirst  ateps  of  an  immortal 
being, — to  bo  permitted  to  train 
in  iu  earliest  sUges,  a  plant  wbich 
may,  daring  an  endlesa  daration, 
adorn  the  celestial  paradise,— to 
bn  instrnmental  in  givuig  tbe  first 
direction  to-one  whose  conrse  will 
coniinoe  for  ever  and  ever, — to 
have  at  least  a  very  consiilerable 
iuQuence  on  Ibe  final  desiiny  of  a 
deathless  principle, — bow  great 
the  bononr  I  bow  vast,  bow  solemn 
the  respan&ibility  I  An  honour 
conferred,  perbapa,  on  nane  but 
mortalal  A  resptHiBibility  which 
no  created  mind  can  fully  under-- 
stand  or  adequately  feel  I  O  ye 
parental  esteem  yonr  |wivilege. 
Think  on  the  oUigations  connect- 
ed wilh  it,  and  tbe  account  you  . 
will  have  at  last  to  render.  Con- 
sider yonr  duty,  year  danger,  and 
your  inability;  and  while  this  con- 
sideration compels  yon  te  eiclaim, 
"  Who  is  sufficient  far  tbes* 
things?"  remember  that  "yonr 
sufficiency  is  of  God :  he  is  able 
to  make  all  grace  to  abound  to- 
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wsrd  tAo;  l»  tapply  bU  jonr  UMd 
aecoraiDg  to  bia  ricbnio  glory  by 
Cbriit  Jmdi;"  «iid,  •rentitally,  to 
bring  each  of  yon  lo  sUuid  b«fora 
hi*  ihrone,  ezoIauniDg,  with  thoM 
nplnrons  emoiioiu  which  only 
pmrenU  ihiu  distingniibed  can  ex- 
perience, "  Lo  1  here  bid  1  aDd 
the  children  thon  bait  gitea  me." 
2.  We  learn  the  impropriety  of 
Jiuiging  of  fititire  eventt  front  pre. 
lent  appearanceM.  When  Newtom 
waa  lying  in  the  helpleii  slate  of 
infancy,  who  conld  have  sapposed 
that,  during  ibe  brief  tpan  allotted 
to  bii  cartbly  Bojonra^  bii  mental 
powera  would  baTO  been  ao  far 
developed  as  lo  excite  the  admi- 
ratioDj  not  merely  of  bia  conlem. 
porariea,  bnt  of  incDeeding  gene* 
rationi?  yet  ibna  it  was.  Nor 
is  it  beyond  ibe  limits  of  possibi- 
lity, that  the  period  may  arrive 
when  the  infant  wboae  sonl  now 
seems  dcBtitnlB  of  even  a  single 
idea,  sbtU  claim  an  allianoe  with 
the  first-born  sons  of  Deity ;  when 
wilb  tbem  it  abal)  rove  amidst 
Jehovah's  works  ud  imbibe  un- 
measnred  and  nn ceasing  draughts 
of  Lnawtedge  end  enjoymeal  from 
the  SternarFonntain.

Tbt  Rev.  afr.  Malam,  of  Amtrict,  in 
aecondiug  tbe  reaolution,  referred  to  the 
ioterest  which  had  beeti  taken  in  tbi*  Society 
by  his  Eellow-Chiistians  is  the  United  State*. 
There,  he  said,  such  an  institutiDU  va* 
singular,  the  people  having  becsi  too  well  in- 
structed to  need  such  aid  ai  t)i«t  which  it 
profiered.  Hence  it  hid  attracted .  mocb  «t- 
tentiou,  and  excited  a  peculiar  feeling  in  ita 
favour.  The  rev.  geDtlaman, then  adverted 
to  the  ^irit  of  coMiptration  which  tbis  Society 
promoted,and  ttrDogly  ricommendedthe  eiten- 
sinn  of  tbe  system  of  mutual  labour  antongat 
Cbiistions.  In  those  churches',  in  wUtjf  all 
the  work  devolved  on  the  pastor^  lit^l^  em- 
paratively,  of  prosperity  waa  eamj^i , .

I 
replied,  that  whoever  was  meant  by  the  Para- 
clete, I  coukl  not,  for  the  following  simple

these  were  deauL  The  prince  appeared  very 
mnch  atrnek  with  the  force  of  this ;  and  beg- 
ged to  know  what  I  undentood  by  the  Para- 
clete. 1  rrietnd  bim  to  the  account  of  the 
day  of  Pentecost,  when  the  very  diKiples  to 
whom  the  promisa  of  the  Paraclete  had  been 
given,  were  filled  with  divine  knowledge  and 
power,  and  wen,  according  to  (heverywoidi 
of  the  promise,  led  into  m  the  truth.  Thin 
eiplanaiion  still  more  astonished  bim.  He 
confessed  himself  unable  to  reply,  and,  indeed, 
added,  that  he  wasnowconvincol  that  Mahom- 
med  could  not  b«  (he  Paraclete.  He  really 
saenud  very  nuch  in  earnest;  uid  at  the 
close  of  the  interview,  pressed  my  hand  very 
affectionately,  saying  that  he  r^oiced  he  had 
had  an  opparttinity  of  convening  on  a  subject 
on  which  he  had  long  been  reSecling. 

Bat  not  thus  were  ail  these  great  men. 
Some  received  my  hooka  without  allowing  me 
to  have  an  interview ;  othera,  after  looking  at 
tbem,  sent  (hem  back ;  and  one  or  two  bad 
the  uaprincdy  mjuinera  of  ihiowing  them  out 
It  the  tent  door.  I  was  not,  however,  dia- 
conrsged,  I  gathered  them  up  from  the 
ground  and  went  away  to  others.  I  know 
not,  however,  that  I  shall  go  again  to  the 
rich.  Not  many  wise,  not  many  noble  are 
called.      To  the  poor  the  Gospel  ia  preached. 

We  hare  had  no  additiona  to  our  church  j 
but  the  number  of  persons  from  all  directiona 
around  ns,  that  hare  been  making  ioquirie^ 
and  that  have  been  attending  at  our  diipel, 
haa  been  nry  great.

So 
deeply  were  the  seeds  of  difine 
knowledge  sown  in  ber  mind,  and 
BO  early  did  tbey  take  root,  that 
our  friend  could  never  trace  their 
rise,  but  by  tbeir  infiocnce  iu 
forming  ber  Christian  cbaraQter. 
At  tbe  age  of  21,  sbe  was  adoutted 
as  a  member  of  the  Ute  Rer. 
Mr.  Toller's  church,  and  bo  was 
often  beard  to  say  be  could  not 
wish  for  a  more  consistent  and 
prudent  young  communicant.  In- 
deed, prudence  and  discretion 
were  tbe  prominent  features  in 
her  dispositioo,  and  qualified  her 
more  especially  for  the  station 
which  Providence  designed  lier  to 
fill;  forafew  years  afiernardeshe 
became  tbe  wife  of  a  <liBsenting 
minister.  She  accompanied  her 
husband  to  several  congregations, 
and  not  being  much  occupied  in 
domestic  duties,  tbey  having  no 
family,  assooialed  very  frequently

with  their  Christian  friends.  Sucli 
habits  required  tbe  constant  e^ 
ercise  of  Ler  prominenl  virlu«. 
Sbe  knew  the  private  history  *f 
many  families,  the  Iriala  twd  per- 
plexities of  many  individnaU,  tbeir 
faults  as  well  as  their  excellences, 
but  on  no  occasion  could  an  im. 
prudent  disclosure,  or  an  idle  tale, 
bo  traced  to  the  uil'o  of  their 
minister.  Tbe  poor  and  ignorant 
profited  by  ber  counsels,  and  her 
conversation  was  pleasing  to  all, 
being  not  only  piously  sensiblo, 
but  enlivened  by  innocent  salliaa 
of  humour  and  anecdotes  wbiuli 
her  tenacious  memory  had  laid  up 
in  store  from  lh«  books  sbe  read, 
or  the  conversations  shehad  heard. 
Her  taste  in  reading  almost  e^. 
clusiv^ly  conlined  her  to  religious 
subjects,  though  previously  to  Iter 
marriage  ebe  knew  nolbing  of 
fsoutroversial  writings;  aftcr.wardt, 
to  oblige  her  hssband  in  reading 
to  him  out  of  such  voriis,  she  be. 
came  well  versed  in  most  points 
on  which  Christians  differ;  slto 
always  expressed  a  dislike  to  ihis 
sort  of  reading,  so  often  injurious, 
but  it  had  a  good  effect  on  her  de- 
vout mind,  for  she  bei:aiue  more  li- 
beral in  ber  views  and  sffcctionale 
in  her  spirit,  when  sbe  knetv  tbe 
grounds  and  reasons  for  difference, 
and  the  little  importance  so  fre- 
quently attached  to  the  argument. 
Mr.  Crachcrode,  at  the  liiiieof  bis 
marriage,  and  tor  sevefiil  years 
afterwards,  preached  aoioDg&tthe 
Independent  dissenters,  bnt  bis 
views  on  the  svbject  of  baptism 
being  altered,  he  united  himself  to 
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the  Baptiit  ooDoexiot),  where  he 
beeame  eqQliryUKnil,  md  gre*\\j 
esteemed.  OuT  MeDd  slilt  ccFu- 
tiniicd  in  coiuniDnion  nitli  the 
lodepeudeDls  till  a  few  moaQis 
previons  to  her  buBbBBd'i  decease, 
wheD  she  was  bapflzeil,  and  re. 
oetved  from  hh  hands  the  admi- 
nUtration  of  tlie  Lord's  Supper, 
'inice  oniy,  for  b  fore  the  following 
"month  he  was  called  to  partake 
of  the  heafenl;  feast.  He  left 
his  honse  in  good  health  on  a 
Sabbath  morning  in  the  year  1807, 
to  preach  at  a  neif^libonring  vil- 
lage, where  he  officiated  twice. 
Aa  be  was  returning  home  in  the 
-evening,  designing  to  preach  again, 
'lie  fell  from  bis  horse  in  a  fit  of 
apoptesy  within  half  a  mile  from 
'bii  honse. 

'  After  a  happy  nnion  of  more  than 
twenty  years,  it  might  be  expected 
that  so  snddeo  A  •eparation  would 
operate  greatly  on  the  bodily  and 
tnenlal  powers ;  from  this  time  a 
oerTons  disorder  and  general  de- 
bilily  dxed  on  tbe  eonatltnlioti  of 
-ottr  friend  and  freqaeBlty  occa- 
siotn-d  severe  indispoailion :  for 
■everal  years  abe  regretted  the 
pecnliar  state  of  her  feelings, 
•ibnugh,  as  she  pxpregsed  herself, 
"  I  know  that  1  am  resigned  to 
-the  will  of  my  heavenly  Father, 
conTJoced  that  He  does  uM  things 
well,  tboiigli  I  can  truly  pay  that 
■were  it  in  my  power  I  woald  not 
snatch  my  lute  beloved  partner 
from  his  bliss,  and  (hough  1  do  fix 
iny  snpreirie  afi'ections  npon  God, 
and  often  experience  the  manit'es- 
tationa  of  his  presence,  yet  I  itm 
not  so  happy  here  friibont  aome 
earthly  tie  aa  I  ought  to  be.  I 
-want  something  to  reconcile  me 
10  a  longer  residence  on  earth, 
■oroetbiug  that  might  take  strong 
hold  of  my  affectiuna,  and  interest 
my  thoughts,  yet  this  feeling  an<l 
desire  may  be  sinfnl.'*  ft  ahould 
Meu   there  was  ne  ski  alteclted 


to  this  desire,  for  it  pleased  Ood 
to  grant  her  wUet  Wa-  their  ut- 
uost  extent.  '  A  nephew  married 
ind  invited  her  to  reside  with  him. 
The  birth  of  a  daughter  soon  mfter 
reaheed  the  .truth  of  onr  friend's 
supposition  that  she  could  be  re- 
conciled to  earth  were  her  affec- 
lions  strongly  interf^sted.  She  au.. 
perintended  the  educstion  of  this 
ubild,  edopting  the  same  method 
she  so  well  recollected  as  used  by 
her  mother.  Tbe  same  blessed 
efiieots  have  resulted,  end  the  child 
so  singularly,  ia  Utia  respect,  f*- 
voured  by  Providence,  is  now,  at 
the  early,  age  of  14,  a  eaniliilale  for 
Chriatian  communion,  on  the  ap- 
probation of  a  minister  of  much 
jadgment  and  experience.  Family 
afflictions,  and  pecuniary  losses 
twelve  months  since,  constrained 
our  friend  to  separate  from  her 
relations  and  seek  a  solitary  bsbi. 
tation.  From  the  possession  of 
all  the  necessary  comforia  of  life, 
and  some  of  its  luxuries,  she  be- 
csmo  the  occupier  of  one  room, 
nnattendec),  for  the  first  time  iti 
her  life,  by  a  servant,  at  an  age 
most  needing  auoh  attendance: 
her  friends  were  apprehenarvesba 
woBld  sink  into  dejectian  of  spirits, 
but  far  otherwise  was  the  ease; 
her  OorF  sustained  her  in  this 
trying  hour.  At  no  period  of  her 
life  was  she  more  cheerfal,  nor  m 
belter  healtb.  Her  natural  We 
<'«r  reading  and  oontemplaiioQ'in- 
oreatei< ;  stie  felt  an  interest  in 
the  concerns  of  her  liitle  tieigh- 
hoorfaood^  anil  the  amiable  yonng 
couple  with  whom  she  resided: 
she  had  a  few  friends  with  Whom 
she  delighted  to  converse,  and 
nothing  hut  a  nervous  tleafness 
which  had  troubled  ber  for  many 
years  seemed  to  Impetb  her  en- 
joyments. In  this  Kdlo  room, 
she  would  often  eay,  "  f  have  at 
present  all  my  real  wants  sapplird, 
itistmo  my  means  for  continuing 
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ibit  >iippl7  tm  -appartntfy  Jcty 
ODQerUia,  but  there  is  no  uocer* 
taint;  with  God.  If  it  were  bii 
will,  I  coald  wish  to  continue  here 
to  the  end  of  my  ptlj^rimage,  but 
wherever  he  |ilaces  me  all  will  be 
well."  To  a  friend  accuBtoiued 
freqoentljr  to  risit  her,  she  ob- 
served," Yon  have  abaented  jonr- 
•elf  longer  than  nsoal,  it  was  well 

Jon  sent  me  ao  mnch  prorision,  Z 
■TO  lived  a  whole  weeL  on  a  very 
smell  pert  of  iL"  The  proTisioo 
she  meant  was  a  volome  of  Dr. 
Colljrer**  on  Chriatiaa  Doclrines, 
and  the  part  all nded  to,  hts  Lecture 
on  the  fteann-ectioa.  She  called 
her  books  her' dail;  food,  which 
■he  took  care  shoald  be  alwajs 
agreeable  to  her  taiite.  Humility 
and  grstitade  were  most  conspi- 
cnoDS  at  this  time;  every  attnotion 
^ba  received  was  made  a  tbeme 
of  conversation,  and  appreciated 
far  beyond  its  vaJao.  But  she  was 
not  long  (hnis  to  glorify  Ood  and 
adorn  ber  Cbriatian  profeasion. 
■At  ihe  oloM  of  eleven  months 
after  abe  had  ootenMl  ber  little 
■anotnary,  aa  abe  called  lwr«parL 
tnentf  sbe  was  translated,  after 
only  three  days  preTioni  illness, 
to  the  "  bonse  not  made  with 
hands."  On  the  first  day  of  her 
indisposition,  a  friend  eXjirsssed 
the  ^ope  that  she  might  recover, 
"  1  hope  I  shall,"  abe  replied, 
then  recalling  the  words, "  This," 
said  she,  "  is  a  way  of  speaking 
we  take  up  en  these  occasions,  but 
I  have  no  hope  about  it,  if  I  go 
now  it  wiD  be  the  beat  time." 
To  ber  medical  attendant  she 
mentioDed  on  the  folio  wing  daj*, 
how  much  her  nerroiis  'deafaees

she  felt  when  there  to  .hear,  with-' 
out  the  ability,  was  ver;  painful, 
.and  tempted  her  to  stay  at  home ; 
^rbap ■  her  yielding  mo  -often  io 


lemplalittn  was  slafni.  The 
gantbman  reniarked.  We  all  did 
well  to  be  afraid  of  sin,  ai|d  to 
pray  daily  to  he  aaved  from  ilf 
power.  "  Ves,  indeed,"  abe  re< 
plied,  with  a  atrong  emphaHa,  and 
was  going  to  enlarge  <«  the  aab- 
ject,  when  he  request  her  to 
desist  frou;  more  couversation 
lest  her  weskoess  might  increase. 
Had  her  .friends  been  aware  (hi* 
was  the  l^t  seiilence  they  sbonld 
hear  drop  from  ber  lips,  the  pror 
hibilion  wonld  not  have  been  given. 
An  bonr  after  she  was  seized  by 
a  paralytic  stroke,  and,  without  an 
interval  of  consoionanesa,  expired 
on  the  following  evening.  She 
was  interred  ia  the  church-yard 
of  the  parish  where  abe  died— 
Weat  Hackflsy,  May  19,  18211.

Dear  Sir, 
Will  you  permit  me  to  offer  a 
few  remarks  in  your  Magazine  oil 
a  subject  of  great  importance, 
namely — On  the  impropriety  and 
sinfulness  of  incorporatiog  texts  of 
Scripture  with  jests  or  puns.  I  do 
not  now  refer  so  mui-h  to  the  con- 
duct of  the  infidel,  or  scoffer  of  our 
holy  religion,  as  to  the  inconside- 
rate conduct  of  him  who  pralesses 
to  be  regulated  by  the  principles 
of  the  Gospel.  It  may  indeed  he 
questioned  by  some,  whether  ft 
Christian  can  so  employ  portions 
of  the  Scripture,  I  have  never 
yet  met  any  one  who  attempted  to 
justify  sncb  practice,  but  know 
several  who  are  occasionally  guilty 
of  it.    I  am,  Mr.  £di(or,  no  asceb 
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lie,  1i3Te  no  TJRh  to  lee  TeligioD 
coapled  with  Ibat  demure  deport, 
ment  wLicL  vonid  give  it  bd  ud. 
lovely  and  a  forbidding  aspect  to 
the  3^oung  sod  the  spri^ntly  :  I 
love  to  Bee  it  combined  with  cheer- 
fulness, and  with  those  diTeraiHed 
lauijvl  enjoyments  arising  from 
oar  social  interconrse  with  each 
other.  Bqt  surely  there  is  a  wide 
distinction  between  kvity  and 
eheerfutneti;  and  there  is  a  boun- 
dary beyond  which  we  dare  not 
pass,  as  (he  followers  of  Christ,  to 
conciliate  the  good  opinion  of 
others.  I  woald  also  make  every 
allowance  for  the  different  tempe. 
raments  of  men's  minds ;  some  are 
naturally  of  a  more  liiely  disposi- 
tion than  others;  but  slill  the 
practice  alluded  to,  in  any  ca^e.  or 
under  any  circa m stances,  is  inde- 
fensible  and  sinfal.  Tirst,  it  tends 
to  diminish  oar  reverence  for  the 
Holy  Scriptures.  Tbey  are  of  a 
loo  sacred  and  holy  nature  to  be 
applied  to  Bach  purposes:  if  we 
do  apply  them  in  this  way,  we  de- 
grade them,  and  their  Author  too. 
Secondly,  such  practice  is  inconi' 
palible  with  a  Ligh  tone  of  piouE 
feeling.  Ask  the  new  convert, 
when  in  his  first  love,  or  the 
Chriiitian  on  the  bed  of  affliction., 
when  his  conscience  is  tender,  and 
his  communion  with  Christ  is 
sweet,  what  he  thinks  of  sucb 
practice  :  or  appeal  to  such  men 
as  Matthew  Henry,  orBrainerd, 
or  others,  who  possess  more  than 
an  ordinary  share  of  true  piety, 
and  ask  them,  whether  such  a  use 
nf  Scripture  may  be  regarded  ai 
fuel  or  water  to  the  fire  of  devo- 
tion in  the  heart!  Thirdly,  thi 
practice  under  consideration  often 
prevents  a  profitable  reading  of 
the  Scriptnres.  In  the  course  of 
reading  in  tli'e  family,  or  in  the 
closet,  those  parts  will,  of  course, 
at  times,  be  included,  which  have 
'been  applied  in  the  war  we  are 


now  ammadverting  on  :  when  ibis 

is  the  case,  the  effect  produced  on 

the  mind  by  the  laws  of  association 

I  need  not  describe.     Fourthly, 

this  trifling  with  the  Holy  Oracles 

is  bIbo  injurious  to  others.     There 

is  a  variety  of  character  in  most 

social  ciroles,  and  even  iafamiUet. 

Let  such  an  application  be  made 

of  portions  of  divine  trulli,  in  a 

mixed  company,  as  we  now  con.

?  it  wounds  the  mind  of  the 

Christian,  throws  a  stamb- 

ling-block  in  the  way  of  the  in. 

lirer,  or  the  hopeful,  and  confirms 

e  sinner  in  bis  course. 

Other  reasons  might  be  adduced 

nfirmatory  of  the  general  senti- 
ment contained  in  this  paper,  but 
the  confined  limits  of  yonr  journal 
only  permit  mo  to  throw  out  ajew 
hinli  on  the  subject;  and  these

Trouble  ia  Uio  inheritance  of  all 
men;  and,  in  aome  aapeela  of  it, 
the  termination  of  a  good  man's 
aorrowa  U  ao  aggocialed  with  the 
beginning  of  BorrowB  to  the  wicked 
Ihat  there  leema  to  be  a  tranafer. 

In  reading  the  lilitory  of  Lot  it 
la  eaiy  to  conceive  that,  when  be 
waa  lojonrning  in  Sodom,  be  did 
not  live  where  tLe  wicked  ceased 
from  troubling,  but  ihai,  ua  it  it 
Itated  in  2  Peter  ii,  8,  "  bis 
righleoua  aonl  waa  vexed  from 
day  to  day  with  their  nolawrul 
deeda."  Thus  the  triumph  of  the 
men  of  Sodom,  and  the  augnish 
of  Lot,  afforded  acope  for  that 
exchange  by  which  he  waa  de-

mitriy,  when  wicked  men  have  dog 
a  pit  for  the  rigbteoni  and  have 
fallen  into  tbat  rery  pit  tfaeut- 
sclvea.  Thua  Daniel  being  "  pre- 
ferred above  tbe  presidents  and 
princea  of  Darina,"  became  tbe 
objeet  of  envy  and  peraecnUon; 
and  thua,  by  the  snggeations  of 
those  men.  king  Darius  waa 
blindly  led  on  to  make  a  decree 
tbat  implicated  Daniel,  and  caosed 
him  to  be  cast  into  that  den  of 
lions  from  which  he  was  so  de« 
livered  by  a  marvellona  interpo- 
lition  of  Divine  Providence  aa  to 
^*e  occasion  fur  the  wicked  to 
come  in  bjs  atead.  As  the  sequel, 
[berefore,  we  find  that  Daniel'a 
accnsera  were  east  Into  the  self- 
same den;  and  tbat,  instead  of 
their  being  preserved  and  extri- 
cated like  Daniel,  '*  the  lions  had 
the  mastery  of  them,  and  brake 
all  their  bones  in  pieces,  even 
wilhont  letting  them  quietly  reach 
the  bottom  of  the  den,"  Dan.  vi.24. 

Id  times  of  national  pressure 
too  the  man  of  integrity  is  ollen 
a  severe  sufferer,  while  those  who 
will  not  be  at  the  expense  of 
keeping  a  good  conscience,  appear, 
for  a  time,  to  have  the  advantage. 
But  when  affliction  kindly  in. 
tended  brings  forth  the  peaceable 
fruit  of  rlgbteouHDesa,  God  either 
'■  (urns  the  captivity"  of  the  just 
man,  as  he  did  that  of  Job,  or  else 
he  is  only  waiting  to  be  graclons 
by  a  rich  oestowmeut  of  blessings 
still  more  valuable;  whereas  the 
comparative  advantages  obtained 
by  the  shipwreck  of  a  good  coa> 
science  are  hot  of  abort  dnralioD, 
and  sometimea  terminate  in  bitter 
disappointment,  irretrievable  ruin, 
and  a  death  aa  unblest  aa  that  of 
Saul  the  aon  of  Kiafa. 

In  tbe  present  world,  however, 
tbe  proverb  in  question  is  only 
exemplified  occasionally,  as  God, 
in  a  Aay  of  jddgmeni,  often  per.

Tbos 
Ibe  riuli  mm  and  Lasaros  es. 
changed  oocdi  lions  at  death. 
"  Remeinber,"  said  Abraham  to 
Ibe  rich  man,  "  (hat  tbon  in  tlij' 
life- time  receive  dst  iby  good 
tbings,  and  Lazafuc  reeeired  evil 
tiling! :  but  now  fie  ia  Domforted, 
andthon  ■Pttarmented,"  Lake  xvi. 
25.  So  true,  therefore,  ii  it  that 
sooner  ur  later,  *'  The  rigbteoas 
19  deliVeeed  out  of  trouble,  and 
tlie  wicked  Cometh  in  bis  stead."

Om  bbj  ng  Anoby  without  Sin. 

This  ia  a  delicate  and  difflcnll 
tabjecti  but  u  it  is  a  Cbristian 
precept,  E[dws.  jr.  26,  it  demands 
■cirious  altrhlion.  Christians  majr 
be  angry  without  sinoing  in  their 
anger,  and  it  is  possible  for  their 
auger  to  be  exceediogl/  sin&il. 
But  this  ma;  be  said  of  many  of 
the  common  and  daily  actions  of 
life  i  Christians  may  eat,  and 
drink,  and  sleep,  and  converse  witb 
men,  and  have  dealings  witb  men, 
and  do  many  olber  things  witbont 
sin;  and  they  may,  possibly,  sin 
in  all  these  things.  But,  perhaps, 
it  may  be  said  of  anger,  that  when 
it  rises  in  the  hearts  of  believers, 
4hey  are  more  in  danger  of  sinning 
than  in  many  other  things,  I: 
^neral,  auger  is  tuddnfyaioaAeneii 
in  the  heart;  and,  without  great 
self-command  aqd  icIf-deaiaJ,  the 


first  rising  of  it  will  be  in  sin.  It 
is  Irne  that  some  Chrisliiins  ar«. 
moeh  Ie!>s  liable  to  sin  in  their 
anger  (ban  others  ace— not  be« 
caaae  they  are  more  under  the  in- 
fluence of  truth,  but  because  anger 
is  not  their  natural  disposition:, 
lliey  are  not  angry  even  wben> 
they  would  do  well  to  be  so.  But 
olbers  are,  from  nalural  ditpo- 
silion,  easily  excited  to  anger: 
Hod  tJirse,  ei^pecialiy,  hara  great 
need  to  look  well  to  tbemselvetr 
thai  in  their  snger  they  sin  not} 
lor  they  are  most  in  danger  af  it. 

It  is  an  important  qneslion,! 
When  are  Chrittiatu  parlieularhf. 
in  danger  oftituiing  M  (Aetr  anger$. 

Their  danger  is  great  if  their 
angry  passions  are  not  habitoaUyt 
mortified  and  restrained  by  iha 
force  of  Christian  principle.  Thejr 
shonld  he  prepared  for  being  angry 
without  stn ;  prepared  far  resist.^ 
ing  all  temptations  to  sin  wbea 
anger  shall  be  kindled;  and  the 
babitusl  mortification  of  all  sinfal 
propensities,  is  an  essential  part 
of  snch  preparation.  Without  it^ 
the  time  of  anger  will,  almost  cer- 
tainly, be  tbe  time  of  sin.  The 
divine  command  is  to  keep  ike 
heart  with  all  ditigeaxe. 

Christians  are  particularly  in 
danger  of  sinning  in  their  anger, 
when  the  offence  that  is  the  oot 
casion  of  it  is  committed  against 
theiDselves;  or  against  tikose  whom 
they  almost  identify  witb  them> 
selves ; — Ibeir  nearest  kindred  and 
particidar  friends.  Then  it  is  that 
tbay  are  most  in  danger  of  failing 
in  meekness,  and  patience,  ana 
long-soffering,  and  forgiveness: 
and  to  fail  in  any  of  these  is  sin, 
whatever  tbe  provocation  may  be. 

They  are  also  in  particular  dan* 
ger  of  sinning,  when  the  sins  of 
anger  may  be  committed  witb  JDb 
panity  as  to  nen;  when  self-inte- 
rest cannot  operate  to  restraia 
anger ;  when  lie  with  wtfom  ihejr

are  angry  caniiof  make  ihem  imart 
for  tbeir  anger,  t^xcess  of  aoger, 
and  auger  pyodncing  inJQrions 
words  and  aotioBB,aFe  some  of  the 
■JDB  of  anger;  and  there  never  is 
greater  danger  of  this  than  when 
the  objeots  of  it  are  in  anch  cir- 
cnmstances  that  giving  them  of- 
fence is  not  feared.  It  is  too 
trae,  that  sometimes  the  fear  of 
tnan  restrains  when  the  fear  of 
God  does  not.  When  Ghristiand 
■re  SDgrj  with  ehildren,  or  ser- 
vants, or  persona  who  are  in  any 
degree  dependant  npon  them,  that 
cannot,  or  dare  not,  shew  resent- 
ment, ^reat  is  their  danger  of 
running  into  a  sinfnl  excess. 
-  Christians  are  in  danger  of  sin- 
Bing  ia  their  anger,  in  prpportio* 
to  tlte  decree  ia  leAich  they  are 
tufferetii  whether  in  their  good 
name,  or  in  tbeir  temporal  pos. 
sessions.  The  greater  the  injnr; 
the  greater  will  be  the  proTocation, 
and,  conscqnently,  the  stronger 
lunst  be  the  temptation  t»  sin. 
Some  are  in  the  greatest  danger 
when  injured  in  their  repntalion  ; 
and  others  when  injnred  in  their 
temporal  possessions.  Everyone 
abould  Jinow  himself,  that  he  ma; 
be  prepared  for  those  assaults  that 
threaten  him  with  the  greatest 
danger.  They  that  are  seldom 
angry,  that  are  not  very  prone  to 
anger,  whose  anger  when  e:ici(ed, 
is  generally  moderate,  may,  by 
being  greatly  injnred,  he  driven 
into  a  tempest  of  passion,  sinful 
from  its  excess,  and  prodnotive  of 
nuich  evil.  Persona  that  are  sot 
often  angry  should  look  well 
themselves  when  they  are;  for 
Ibat  which  kindles  anger  in  (Aem, 
is  very  likely  to  drive  them  into 
pin. 

.  Perhaps  every  man  is,  at  times, 
in «  more  irritable  state  than  at 
other  times ;  and  cannot  tell  why 
he  is  so.  There  are  times — and 
perhaps,  this  is  his  state  generally. 


when  sostvely  any  Atng  baa 
power  to  move  hin  to  anger;  bot 
there  are  also  times  when  mere 
fr^ea  have  this  eSect  upon  him. 
In  these  seasons — of  which  he  ia 
cousciona,  ihoagh  he  maj  not 
know  the  cause — let  him  be  npoa 
his  guard,  for  if  provocation  to 
anger  come,  great  will  be  his 
danger  of  sinning.  Tbey  are  the 
seasons  of  Lis  vaealauu,  and,  as 
soch,  of  danger.  The  warrior 
that  is  sick  at  the  lime  of  a  battle, 
generally  keeps  out  of  the  field — 
and  Christians  that  are  snbject  to 
fits  of  irritation,  wonid  do  well, 
when  a  fit  is  npoa  them,  to  go 
into  privacy,  and  have  some  secret 
dealings  with  God  and  their  owa 
hearts.  Some  of  the  medicine  of 
truth  will  do  them  good,  and 
enable  them  again  to  appear 
among  men  with  less  danger. 

The  danger  of  sinning  in  anger 
is  great  and  constant  with  tbem 
that  do  not  see  and  feel  the  dan- 
ger—who think  tittle  or  aothing  of 
it.  They  have  been  angry,  and 
bare  sinned  in  their  anger,  many 
times ;  yet  they  have  no  deep  and 
lively  impression  of  danger  ia 
their  minds.  If  thia  arises  from 
the  want  of  consideration,  it  ia 
had.  If  it  is  self-confidence,  it  ia, 
perhaps,  worse.  If  they  cannot 
diatingnish  between  anger  and 
sinning  in  anger,  hut  think  that 
whenever  they  are  angry  they  do 
well  to  be  so,  whatever  their  anger 
may  lead  to — it  ia  bad  indeed. 

The  inquiry,  when  it  it  that 
Ghritliaiu  lia  in  their  anger? 
calls  for  the  solemn  consideration 
of  all  who  name  the  name  of 
Christ. 

1.  They  do  so  when  they  are  an- 
gry wifAoulcaiue.  The  Lord  Jesus, 
in  his  exposition  of  the  dirinelaw, 
says,  WhoioeBer  it  angry  with  Au 
brother  loithout  caiue,  thall  be  in 
danger  of  the  judgment.  Without 
cante  here,  may  mean,  withonl

(alee  report,  or  a  false  accnsaliQi), 
or  allogelher  imagiuarj,  or  a  mis- 
take as  lo  tbe  nalnre  of  an  act, 
Tiewins  it  as  an  offeace,  thoagh, 
according  to  Christian  law,  it  is 
oot.  To  be  angry  with  any  one 
witbont  cause,  is  to  judge  him  an 
guilty  nithout  proof;  and  this 
surely  is  sin.  Anger  is  also  witli- 
put  cause  when  there  is  not  »uffi- 
ct«Rl  cause  for  it;  when  it  is  some 
little  matter  that  should  be  passed 
by,  iOT  if  noticed,  it  should  be 
without  anger.  This  is,  perhaps, 
one  of  the  most  oommon  and  prc- 
Tailing  sins  of  anger.  Some,  wiib 
the  Christian  name,  are  so  fre. 
qitently  angry,  that  there  cannot, 
at  all  times,  be  sufficient  cause  for 
it :  they  must,  very  often  he  angry 
without  sufficient  cause.  They 
seem  as  if  anger  was  their  ele- 
ment. There  is  much  sin  com. 
milted  by  them.  They  are  sdf- 
lormonlors ;  they  are  the  plague 
of  many;  and  they  dishonour  tbe 
Chris  It  an  profession.  Parents, 
and  all  who  have  much  to  do  with 
children  and  servants,  should  be 
ever  upon  their  guard  against  this 
ain.  Anger  is,  perhaps,  hardly 
in  any  .case  justillable,  but  as  a 
meant  of  good.  It  declares  cer- 
tain sets  as  disapproved,  and  con- 
demns them  as  evil;  and  is  meant 
to  deter  from  the  repetition  of 
Ihem.  Bat  to  be  equally  angr; 
with  all  offences,  small  as  well  as 
great,  is  to  make  no  distinction 
between  them,  and  to  prevent  the 
salutary  effiacta  of  anger  when 
serious  offences  are  committed. 
AVhen  a  parent  is  angry  with  his 
child  for  every  small  offence,  bii 
anger  when  grievons  offences  an 
fallen  into,  will  be  wi^pont  good 
effect. 

2.  Christiana  sin  in  their  anger 
when  it  rises  to  excess.'  when  it 
exceeds  due  bounds.    How  un- 


leemly,  bow  sbociii&g  it  is,  to  keo: 
a  Christian  ipan  in  the  violence  of 
passion  1  A  countenance  exprei^ 
■ire  of  fury— his  whole  frame  in  a 
slate  of  frightful  agitation—biA 
ords  as  thunder  and  liglitning— 
the  object  of  fear  and  dread  to  all 
aronnd  him — with  no  more  self- 
control  than  a  wild  beast.  Can 
this  infuriated  creature  he  tbe  dis- 
ciple of  Him  who  was  meek  and 
ly  in  heart  1  Is  there  any 
tbinghere  oi  Iht fruit  of  the  Spirit, 
love,  peace,  long-MWfering,  gentle^ 
neu,  meekneu?  Was  any  thing 
ail  resembling  this  ever  seen  in 
the  example  of  Christ?  But  there 
are  various  degrees  of  sinful  ex- 
cess in  anger  that  come  short  of 
this  storm  of  passion.  It  is  always 
sinful  when  it  does  any  wrong  lo 
its  objects;  or  vents. itself  in  like 
manner  upon  others.  It  b  not 
lawful  to  render  evil  for  evil. 
RoTenge  is  a  passion  of  fallen  hu- 
man nature,  and  not  a  Christian 
virtue,  if  anger  be  in  resentment 
it  is  sinful.  Some  think  that  anger 
is  an  excuse  for  injurious  words 
and  aciions  :  and  that  it  is  a  suffi- 
cient apology  to  say,  I  did  it  in 
anger.  But  that  can  never  be 
justified  which  drives  a  man  tn  Ihe 
violation  of  Divine  law.  If  a 
Christian's  anger  against  any  one 
does  not  run  into  an  excess  which 
is  sinful,  he  will  do  him  no  harm, 
nor  wish  him  any ;  but  be  aa  ready 
as  before  to  do  him  good. 

3.  There  is  sin  in  anger  when  it 
is  of  too- long  continuance.  It 
should,  in  every  instance,  soon 
subside.  The  apostle  gives  great 
latitude  to  it  when  he  says,  Let  not 
ihe  avn  go  down  upon  your  toralk. 
His  meaning  is,  the  sooner  anger 
subsides,  the  better;  but  on  no 
account  must  it  outlive  the  day.. 
And  has  not  the  sun  gone  down 
upon  the  anger  of  those  who, 
though  living  under  tbe  same  roof, 
have  not  exchanged  a  word  with

Anger,  within  certain 
hounds,  arising  from  an  abhor- 
rence of  eTil,  ia  Dot,  malice ;  but 
there  is  always  danger  of  ils  be- 
caniing  ancli.  Let  not  tbe  ann  go 
dowa  upon  anger,  nnd  it  will  nol 
turn  to  malice ;  bat  keep  It,  and 
it  will  aoon  lead  to  schemes  of 
siiwUBr.  S.  R.

In  an  early  part  of  the  bannfflH 
the  fatben  who  met  in  tbii  Coandl  de- 
dai«d,  that  the  ApotryphiU  boolci  were 
written  by  intpiration,  and  that  the  will 
of  God  wot  alM>  coatained  in 
fnditKHiM  which  came  rnnn  Ihe 
who  made  known  hi*  will  in  the  Holy 
SeriptDrea,  and  were  dictated  by  the  nme 
qririL  Sothatthemleofbithertabliihed 
by  theConadI  of  Trent,  wu  not  that 
vdmne  which  we  call  the  Btblf,  bat  a 
i^la  oTtar  wider  extent,  and  more  drfficoK 
definiKsir.

The  Cooncil  was  composed,  in  part,  of 
imbasaadoTS  and  official  men  of  high 
statioD  from  the  empeior  of  Geraiaay  and 
other  ptinco, — of  cardinal*— and  ofbidHipft 
from  Tarious  places,  lul^ect  to  tbe  Rnmaa 
•ee;  sothatthere  wa*  bothapolitical  aod 
an  eccle*ia*tical  body  at  hand,  and  ^1 
found  employment  in  tbe  department  with 
which  they  were  beat  acqnainied.  In 
tbeir  discnwonsa  consideiBMe  portion  of 
raient  and  acutencn  wa*  often  maBifested, 
luttomnchwai  Ihe  spirit  of  this  world, 
ind  the  spirit  of  the  «or*t  part  of  tbe 
popish  system  displayed  in  bringing  all 
nd  to  the  will  of  the  pope,  that 
no  real  freedotn  in  the  Council 
ibject  of  consequence;  and  al- 
though they  declared  that  it  was  ondei 
the  guidance  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  nothing 
but  great  prejudices  or  g^reat  credulity 
could  lead  any  one  to  believe  it.

Prayer  in  difTerenl  degrees,  and  Unavail- 
ing Prayer,"  by  which  the  author  hilends 
— "Prayer  rendered  unavailing  through 
the  prevalence  of  inconsistent  and  unholy 
piinciplr*,"  such  an  Matt  vi.  5,  and 
James  iv.  8,  3.— and  »  Prayer  rendered 
unavailing  by  delay,  when  the  time  of 
probation  ii   ended,  and   tiw   teaMm  of 


mercy  paned  avay  for  ever."  It  may  be 
well  to  state,  that  thi*  work  cunsiats  en- 
tirely of  the  words  of  Scripture,  except 
the  title*  and  summaries  of  the  chapter*, 
which  are  both  concise  and  luminou*. 
The  object  of  the  publication  ii  thu*  de- 
scribed in  the  Preface:  "  He  hoped  il 
might  serve  the  cause  of  religiiHi,  to  bring 
into  a  focus  the  doctrine  of  the  New  Tea- 
tament  on  Prayer,  a  duty  of  indispen- 
sable obligalJon,  enjtnned  by  tbe  precept, 
and  enforced  by  tbe  ciample  of  tbe  Lord 
Jesus  Christ  and  bit  inspired  apnllet; 
for,  Ihougb  many  excellent  treatises  have 
been  written  on  this  important  subject, 
all  Christians  will  acknowledge  the  para, 
mount  authority  of  the  ^Jcripture*." 

Many  u!  our  readers  are  aware,  that 
Mr.  Crewdson  it  a  devoted  and  highly 
esteemed  minister  among  the  Society  of 
Friend*,  nur  nil)  they  li:ive  forgotten  bim 
as  tbe  editor  of  an  abridgment  of  Baiter's 
SainU'  Rett,  and  of  the  late  Mr.  Puller's 
must  excellent  Treatise  ■»  Religious  De- 
clenuon  ;  and  it  will  afford  them  pecu- 
liar pleasure  to  receive  sueh  a  publication 
at  tbit  from  tucb  a  quarter.  If  we  are 
correctly  informed  of  the  tenlioient  with 
regard  tu  prayer  entertained  by  some 
members  of  the  Society  of  Friends,  it  it, 
that  prayer  it  not  a  duly  m  all  circum- 
stances, at  all  timet,  and  in  all  states  uf 
feeling,  that  they  are  warranted  to  pray, 
only  when  inwardly  prompted  by  irtiat 
tfaey  apprehend  to  be  the  spirit  uf  prayer, 
and  that  therefore  it  becomes  them,  how- 
ever great  their  neeeiaity  or  urgent  their 
distren,  tu  refrain  from  prayer  until  they 
experience  that  emotion.  In  Ibe  perusal 
of  tbit  book,  however,  which  it  compiled 
by  one  of  their  own  body,  ihc)  will  be 
reminded  in  tbe  words  of  Cbrist  himself, 
"  that  men  ought  always  to  pray  and  not 
to  &int."  Thi*  it  not  tbe  place  fur  incOi 
a  Jiscuttion,  or  we  should  aiTcctionately^ 
suggest  to  those  of  the  Friends  who  act 
upon  tbe  before-mentioned  sentiment,  that 
refraining  from  prayer.  It  necesiarily  mos^ 
unfavourable  to  the  spiritoality  uf  offec- 
tim  which  they  desire,  and  fur  which 
they  wait)  and,  that  it  cannot  he  Judi-

tive. Betide*,  to  JiDlwtilute  personal  feel- 
ing for  the  Scriptural  rule  of  ilaty,  it 
the  way  to  chill  and  wither  the  vtry 
trelinf*  they  desire  to  cultivate.  To  Biich 
persuna,  we  conceive,  Ifaiii  compilation  ii 
calculated  to  be  of  euential  benefit. 

Od  the  other  band,  they  who  acknow- 
ledge that  prayer  ia  always  a  dutv,  and 
appropriate  to  all  circunmtances  and  oc. 
casioun,  are  in  great  dan):^r  of  an  aliale- 
ment  of  their  sense  of  it*  importance  and 
responsibility  ;  nnd,  by  neglecting  a  due 
preparation,  and  by  indiFTerrnce  during 

lest  and  unprofitable  frirniality.  Tfary 
Mho  pray  at  fixed  periods,  and  especially 
in  public,  ought  to  be  very  jealous  over 
their  own  hearts  and  lips,  Irst  Ihey  sub- 
■titute  in  their  own  esteem  the  habit  uT 
praying  for  (he  spirit  of  prayer;  and  test 
they  themselves  should  mistake,  and 
caase  others  to  mistake,  that  fluency 
which  is  the  result  <^  practice,  or  of 
exlemol  excitement,  for  a  truly  devo- 
tional "  pouring  out  of  the  suul  before 
God."  To  such  CbTittianii,  thia  work  is 
calculated  ta  be  of  a*  great  service  as  to 
tboee  who  are  in  the  contrary  extreme; 
and.  In  tlie  norda  with  which  the  pious 
author  of  Ihb  invalnable  compendium 
concludes  his  preAce,  "  how  animating 
is  U  to  knoiT,  from  Divine  authority,  that 
the  spirit  of  supplication  shall  be  poured 
upon  belrevera;  that  whatever  we  a>^k  in 
prayer,  believing,  we  shall  receive  ;  that, 
in  compassion  to  our  weakness  and  igno- 
rance, tbe  Spirit  faelpelh  our  infirmities, 
and  maketh  intercessioa  for  us  according 
to  the  will  of  God;  and  that  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ,  who  in  the  daysofhisSesb, 
prayed,  not  only  for  his  apostles,  but  fur 
Ihem  also  who  should  believe  on  Him 
through  their  word,  now  as  our  High 
Priest  maketb  intercessioa  for  us;  and 
that  tbe  prayers  of  the  saints,  Ifarough 
fck  mediation,  ascend  wilb  acceptance 
to  the  throne  of  God."

OBITUARY. 


MRS.  ELIZABETH  WALTON 

Was  the  daughter  of  Mr.  William  Bhoda, 
of  Shipley,  near  Bradford,  Yorkshire,  and 
was  bom  June  23rd,  1789.  Her  parent* 
irere  both  member*  of  the  Baptist  Church 
ID  that  village,  and  brought  up  their 
daughter  in  the  nurture  and  admonition 
gflheLord.  WhateveneriousimpreMJons 
may  have  beea  made  upon  her  mind,  we 
hare  no  memorial,  or  any  information  till 
the  year  1S06.  At  that  lime  the  was  oc- 
casionally favoured  with  opporluniijes  of 
heariog  the  Word  preached  by  Dr.  Stead- 
man,  and  under  his  ministry  vas  brought 
to  the  kuonledge  of  the  truth.  Sometime 
after  Ihis,  she  felt  a  strong  desire  lo  unite 
villi  a,  church  of  Christ,  but  was  advised 
by  some  of  her  friends  to  defer  it,  aa  she  was 
thought  too  yOuDf .  This  unwarrantable 
advice  shp  much  regretted  (hatsbelisleiied 
(o  ;  nor  coa  we  cunceive  upon  what  Scrip- 
tural principle  baptism  can  be  «o  long 
delayed,  or  so  many  obstacle*  be  iater- 
pMed  as  ftequently  are.  to  preveat  the 
young  convert  pablicly  aTOving  his 
preme  love  to  Christ 

But  whatever  little  difficnltiea  might 
embarrass  her  way.  Miss  Rhodes  was  bap- 
tized on  May  90th,  IB14,  by  Dr.  Stead, 
man,  and  was  united  iu  church  fellowship 
with  the  Baptist  Church  at  Shipley, 
Bradford ;  and  on  the  Slsl  of  May,  1B1&, 
was  married  to  the  Rev.  W.  Walton,  then 
the  pastil  of  the  Baptist  Church  at  Lyn 
in  Norfolli.aDd  now  of  Trowbridge     Ft 
haps  very  few  females  have  cume  into  sui 
a  situation  better  qualified  to  discharge 
duties .     It  may  be  proper  here  to  notici 
few  of  the  principal  traits  in  her  eharacti 

She  had  a  particular  and  strong  rega 
to  the  ministers  of  Christ  lor  their  worl 
sake.    So  great  was  her  anxiety  on  tbi 
account,  that  they  might  prosper  in  thi 
work,  that  it  was  her  general  practice 
retire  on  Saturday  mornings  for  prayer  on 
their  behalf:  and  she  manifested  a  holy 
coDCem  that  the  Spirit  of  God  might  rest 
npoD  them  (o  enlighten  their  minds,  and 
succeed  Ibeir  labours. 


Her  leal  for  tha  enlargement  of  the 
Redeemer's  kingdom  was  equally  ardent ; 
and  in  integrity  of  heart  and  conduct  she 
was  very  conspicuous.     At  a  reprover  of 
In  she  WIS  faithfol,  but  ever  afiectionate 
and  tender;  nor  could  she  ever  leave  any 
society  in  which  she  occasionally,  or  more 
frequently,  mingled,  withont  suggesting 
something  which  led  the  mind  to  Christ 
ipiiitual  subjects.     To  the  bouse  of 
God  she  was  warmly  attached;  to  be  there 
regularly,to  be  there  early,  that  she  might 
in  every  act  of  wondiip,  was  ber  de- 
light   But  this  delight  she  was  frequently 
'dby  a  prevailing  weakness,  aud  much 
piiulinn.    For  a  number  of  yeara  that 
:ness  was,  at  limes,  attended  with  most 
iiciating  pains  ;  but  humble  acquies- 
in  (he  will  of  God  wasappareut  in  all 

She  was  very  deeply  interested  in  the 

ipiritnal   welfare  of  her  children.     Fre. 

qupntly  would  she  say,  ihat  if  they  were 

partakers  of  divine  grace,  it  was  to  her 

latter  of  comparatively  small  import- 

e   as  to  their  worldly  circumstaoces. 

Over  their  early  movements  she  watched 

with  truly  maternal  solicitude,  and  offered 

constantly  on  their  behalf  the  inwrought 

prayer  of  &ilh.    At  the  same  time  her 

were  often  oppreaiive  lest  she  her* 

self  should  have  merely  a  name  to  lire, 

and  should  be  found  at  last  only  a  profes< 

sor  a(  (hat  faith  she  was  so  anxious  others 

should  possess. 

Her  last  illness  commenced  with  pecu- 
liar severity  in  December,  1B30,  and  con- 
tinued most  distressing  with  very  slight 
intervals  of  abatement,  until  the  period  of 
ber  dissolution.  During  the  whole  of  her 
afflictiwi  she  manifested  the  most  remark- 
able submission  and  resignation  to  the  will 
ofGodi  the  only  reason  for  which  she  at 
any  time  expressed  her  wish  to  recover 
was,  that  she  might  be  enabled  to  live 
more  to  the  glory  of  God.  During  the 
early  stages  of  her  afiliction,  and  indeed 
uccasiooally  afterwards,  she  eufiered  very 
much  from  mental  darkness.  This  arose, 
in  a  great  measure,  from  phyucol  cause*.

It  is  our  painful  duty  to  record  thesudden 
and  unexpeeted  death  of  this  inily  excel- 
lent roan,  which  t<iok  place  at  hb  residence, 
Edghaitoo,  near  Binningfaam,  on  Lord's. 
day,  July  lOlb,  1831,  in  (he  T7th  year  of 
bis  age,  having  been  an  honourable  mem  - 
ber  of  Ibe  Baptist  Church  in  Ctmnon  Street, 
Birmingham,  upwards  of  48  years,  and  a 
deacon  nearly  41  yean. 

He  attended  public  worship  in  Cannon 
Street  Meeting  House,  rooming  and  even- 
ing on  tbe  day  of  bis  decease,  and  gave 
out  the  bymns  in  both  these  servkes  with 
peculiar  emphasis  and  devotional  feeling, 
and  appareutly  in  tlie  enjoyment  of  usual 
health  anil  spirits.

At  the  close  of  the  evening  service  he 
attended  a  committee-meeting  of  the  Be- 
nevolent Society  for  the  relief  of  the  dis- 
Ireiised  poor  connected  with  the  church  and 
congregation,  and  with  much  leal  and  en- 
ergy advocated  tbe  claims  of  that  excel, 
lent  institution.  He  walked  home  about 
nine  o'clock,  and  on  entering  his  bouse  lat 
down  on  the  sofa  apparently  in  Ileal  lb,  and 
complained  ot  nothing  except  the  warmth 
of  the  weather.

As  a  deacoti, 
he  was  judicinus,  faithful,  zealous,  and 
liber:il,  and  a  true  friend  to  tbe  poor.

During  nearly  the 
Ia*t  live  yean  of  her  life,  it  pleaied  God 
to  lay  ber  tm  a  bed  of  extreme  aafleriDB, 
fVom  which  she  never  recovered,  and  from 
which,  from  the  fint,  there  wai  no  pros- 
pect of  herrecoTrring-.  It  Hui  under  these 
circumstaDcei  that  she  was  called  to  ex- 
perience the  1ri»t  of  her  faith,  and  to  shew 
forth  the  graces  of  submission,  patience, 
and  hope ;  and  to  the  glory  of  God's  |;race 
it  may  be  said  that,  amidst  the  increasing 
ioHrmitiea  of  old  age,  acute  bodily  aulter- 
ing  and  privation,  and  constant  confine- 
ment in  one  position  to  a  sick  bed,  she  was 
eminently  pntient  and  thankful,  and  her 
conversation  was  in  heaven.  Early  langht 
to  fear  God,  under  tlie  care  of  pious  pa- 
rents, she  began  to  mind  religion  young, 
fend  being  (uad  of  reading,  and  having  a 
retentivememorj,  her  mind  was  well  stored 
with  Scripture  truth;  whirbprovedasource 
of  unspeakable  support  and  conifiirt  to 
ber  through  life,hut  more  especially  when 
her  eyes  became  dim,  and  she  was  no 
longer  able  to  read,  and  when,  through  ber 
protiaeled  illness,  she  was  deprived  of  re- 
ligious ordinances,  and  cut  off  much  fVam 
the  society  of  Christian  friends,  io  which 
she  delighted.  Then  it  was  ibt  could  say, 
"Thy  Word  that  1  have  rested  on,  shall 
help  my  heaviest  bouts."  This  may  sug- 
gest Io  us  the  great  importance  of  being 
diligent  readert  of  tbe  Word  of  God  while 
■e  are  in  health  ;  of  so  reading  it  that  it 
may  be  conveyed  (so  to  speak)  throngh 
our  hearts  to  our  memories,  that  Ihos  we 
may  lay  it  up  in  store  against  the  day  of 
adversity,  aod  the  season  of  affliction. 

It  was  noticed  by  her  relatives  that  pre- 
viously tu  her  last  affliction,  she  walked 
much  in  darkoeas,  and  lu>r  mind  was 
greatly  excrtUsed,  so  that  she  <rftea  said, 
"  Is  hu  mercy  clean  gone  for  ever!  Will 
be  be  favourable  no  moreT'  Doubtless 
there  was  a  cause  for  this,  and  her  heavenly 
Father  knew  what  remedy  to  apply  for  her 
restoration.  **  Every  branch  in  roe,"  said 
the  Saviour,  '■  that  beareth  fmit,  be  pur- 
gelh  it  that  it  may  bring  forth  more  fruit.". 
Thus,  on  drawlug  ber  nearer  to  himself,  it 
pleased  God  to  visit  her  with  a  serious  ac- 
cident (the  dialocatioD  of  the  hip  through 


a  &II,)  that  was  the  occasion  of  ber  lonf 
conBnement.  ShflB*v,bowevn',aFatbe>'s 
hand  in  this  chastisement,  and  hei  moum- 
ii^  was  tamed  into  rqjoicing.  She  &lt 
Miiired  tkat  all  was  neceaaary,  all  was 
kind,  and  though  hCTsnfferings  were  oftm 
eatreme,  yet  amidst  them  all,  she  was  en- 
aUed  tosay,  »It  is  the  Lord,  let  him  do 
as  seemeth  him  good."  Shehad,  indeed; 
ber  seasons  of  dailnen,  when  she  seemed 
to  doubt  of  her  interest  m  Chrst,  and 
when  she  felt  that  Satan  was  very  bnsy 
with  her;  still  she  could  testify  to  the 
support  of  the  Gospel  of  the  grace  of  God, 
which  sbe  loved,  and  on  which  her  faith 
was  steadily  fixed.  She  received  it  as 
glad  tidings  of  great  joy,  and  to  be  near 
Christ,  and  to  be  like  him,  was  the  fervent 
and  habitual  desire  of  her  soul.  Thus  sh« 
was  highly  favoured  of  tbe  Lord  in  th« 
evening  of  lifi:;  her  delight  was  to  eitjoy 
commanion  with  the  Lord's  people,  and 
when  any  called  Dpanber,shewouldoneii 
say,  with  tears  of  joy  in  her  eyes,  **  I  am 
still  iraiting,  I  long  to  be  at  home,  but  I 
hope  I  am  not  impatient,  the  Lord's  time 
is  the  best  time."  She  felt  that  ber  hea. 
venly  Father  was  too  wise  to  err,  aod  too 
good  to  be  unkind;  her  hope  was  fixed  on 
the  finished  work  of  her  crucified  Saviour, 
and  she  was  enabled  to  look  finword  to 
the  I'bange  that  awaited  her  with  holy  de- 
light Tbe  last  sabbath  befbn  her  depar- 
ture, djilng  an  interval  of  reason,  sbe  said 
to  ■  Dear  relative,  (and  these  are  nearly 
the  last  words  she  was  able  to  arliculate,) 
"I  think  I  am  now  going  to  a  better  coan- 
try— a  heavenly  one."  "In  my  Falber'a 
house  are  many  man^ons "  These  lost 
words  she  repeated  many  limes  with  ec- 
stacy— "  In  my  Father's  house  aie  maoy 
mauuons."  Her  mental  powers  at  length 
became  exhausted,  and  her  speech  had 
nearly  failed  fur  several  days  before  her 
death,  till  at  length  she  sweetly  fell  oslerp 
in  Jesui.  The  days  of  her  mourning  are 
now  ended,  and  her  surviving  relationa 
anil  friends  are  consoled  with  tbe  pleasing 
assurance,  that  she  has  exchanged  the 
earthly  house  of  her  talwrnacle  for  a 
building  of  God— a  house  not  made  with 
hands,  eternal  in  the  heavens.  "The 
memory  of  tbe  just  is  blessed."

The  good  protideuce  of  God  in  tbU  intlancc  hai 
made  alt  grace  to  abound  towards  u),  so  that  having  bad  all-sufficiCDcy  in  all 
thingtwe  have  been  tnabled  to  abound  in  &upplyiDg  the  necessities  of  the  destitute 
Inbabitants  of  Mayo. 

Id  one  of  the  early  letters  sent  by  Mr.  Allen,  he  mentioned  that  the  3000  children 
in  hli  schools  were  in  the  most  wretched  state  of  destitation  ia  regard  to  clothing, 
being  almost  naked.  This  intimation  merely,  has  produced  already  several  bpndles 
of  new  and  old  clothing,  which  have  been  seat  to  Mr.  Allen.  These  have  been 
forwarded  by  friends  st  Waltbam  Abbey,  Ohiey,  Seven  Oaks,  CrajfiiTd.  and 
Br^hton,  to  whom  the  most  respectfnl  thanks  of  the  Committee  are  presented, 
li  would  be  very  pleasing  if  after  having  "  fed  the  hungry"  we  coald  also  "  clotbe 
the  naked  i"  and  we  have  no  doubt  but  Ihe  Christian  benevolence  which  hai 
enabled  na  toeSect  the  lormer  will  prove  equal  to  our  accomplkbing  tbe  latter. 
Any  artidea  of  caarw  ilrang  elolhing,  aaited  tat  boya  orgirisof  all  ages,  from  us  to 
fourteen  years,  may  he  sent  to  the  Secretaries :  as  there  are  in  all  Ihe  acbools  m 
Connaughl,  InclndiDg  those  also  under  the  care  of  Mr.  Wilson,  upwards  of  6000 
almost  naked  scholan,  there  is  no  dangetof  sending  too  much.

CALCUTTA. 
Fbom  the  Twelfth  Annual  Report 
of  oar  Auxiliary  in  this  city,  we  copy 
the  following  Narrative,  whichaSbrds 
additional  proof  of  the  usefulness  of 
tracts  to  the  Christian  missionary, 

-  "  Some  time  i^  ■  HiHulmui  wu  pi 
Bcnted  with  >  tract,  contaiaiiig  the  pvab 
dI  Chrut,  in  IfiiidaoMuwc  ;  ■  few  rfijg  af 
111  heird  Mme  of  IboM  panbln  rud  uid 
explained  to  penoiu  itaDding  in  the  road; 
fce  imraediitely  recognised  Ihem  ss  the  mat 
ht  bad  read  in  the  tract.  A  aecond  tract, 
**  Ceremoniev  prjictifled  bj  MunulmAns," 
wu  then  pnt  into  hii  hinda.  A  short  time 
■fter  he  applied  for  a  third  tract,  atating 
that  he  Lad  read  the  ^>rmer,  and  "*  tiding 
■onu  ob«ervitionj  on  in  oonUnta.  "  Rea- 
•mu  Tor  not  being  a  Mlunitman,"  waa  then 
oflered,  which  he  took,  and  imawdiatdy 
bf^sn  to  read.  Serenl  weeka  then  dapaed 
befiire  he  wu  again  aeen  by  the  Miaaionary, 
when  be  vn  met  on  the  road,  and  aaked  if 
be  had  reul  the  tract.  He  replied,  that  he 
had,  and  that  it  wu  "  a  Tery  bad  book. " 
"  But  whf,"  it  wu  asked,  "  ia  it  a  bid 
i»ak  7  Doea  it  contain  abuaire  language  ?" 
"  No,  none  at  all,"  wu  the  nplf.  "  Dou 
It  contain  aaaertiOB  witboot  proof?"  "No, 
bat  it  ia  opposed  to  Mohummed  and  Us  re- 
ligion, and  proTca  both  Uie."  He  Itirther 
obeerred,  that  the  reading  of  it  had  quite 
mihinged  hia  mind,  excited  many  doubta 
aboDt  hia  rdigion,  and  made  him  feel  very 
nneomibrtable  ;  hence,  having  read  throi^h 
the  book,  he  threw  it  aaide.  He  wu  re- 
minded  of  the  importance  of  the  auljeci,  and 
the  oeeeanty  of  giving  it  a  full  and  aerinue 
inreetigatioD,  exhorted  to  reperuae  tl^  tract, 
and  well  conaider  all  it  uya ;  and  amired 
that,   ahould  h«   think  himielf  able  to  reply 


to  the  obfeetiooa  urged  against  his  prophet 
sod  religion,  we  ibould  be  glad  to  hear  what 
he  might  have  to  lay.

"  Thia  village  ia  lituited  ibout  S5  mllet 
Huth  of  CtlcuttB,  uid  nirTounded  by  a  dense 
population.  Luckyantipon  ia  now  con- 
necteil  with  the  Chitpore  atation,  and  the 
memben  there  are  in  commuDion  with  the 
chinch  under  the  care  of  Mr.  O.  Pearce. 
Prom  (his  place  om  perion  wo*  baptized  at 
BonaCollah,  more  than  a  year  ago ;  and  in 
October  lost,  lieo  otheta  were  bapdzed,  and 
added  to  the  church  at  Chitpore.  Two  or 
thtee  monlha  ago  Mr.  P.  lisited  this  station, 
and  found  many  opportunides  of  prockim- 
ing  the  word  of  God.  la  Luckyantipore,

Hie  prayera  of  the  memben  and  friends 
of  the  Society  are  requested,  that  God  may 
carry  on  with  aCill  greater  power,  hia  work, 
so  happily  begun  in  these  villagea;  and  on 
the  behalf  of  all  those  who  have  been  led 
to  renounce  idolatry,  and  embrace  the  pro-

The  regret 
which  the  Committee  feel  in  being 
compelled  to  this  unwelcome  de- 
cision, is  greatly  mitigated  by  the 
pleasing  hope,  that  Mr.  Cantlow 
may  he  speedily  directed  to  some 
station  at  home  in  which  he  may 
long  and  successfully  labour  in  the 
Redeemer's  cause.  Arrangements 
were  made,  before  our  brethren 
quitted  their  respective  stations,  to 
provide  them,  as  far  as  possible, 
with  the  regular  administration  of 
the  means  of  grace.  Mr.  Burchell 
hopes  to  return  to  his  important 
sphere  before  the  year  closes,  and 
the  Committee  expect  that  a  new 
Missionary  who  has  lately  been  ac- 
cepted for  this  service,  will  be  ready 
to  accompany  him. 

Intelligence  has  been  received  of 
the  safe  arrival  of  Mr.  Shoveller,  at 
Kingston.  His  letter  announcing 
it  is  dated  May  2d.

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'  Memoir  of  Mbs,  Walker. 

Mrs.  Ank  Walker,  the  wife  of 
Capt.  Thoraag  Walker,  of  Hull, 
.wag  the  dagghter  of  John  and 
Ann  Witherowick,  of  the  same 
place.  Of  the  early  life  of  Mi 
Walker  little  can  be  said.  Nal 
rail;  amiable  id  bcr  disposition,  and 
kind  and  afTectionate  to  her  parents, 
she  was  much  beloved  by  them. 
Her  mother  being  coDlined  to  the 
honse  by  affiiction  for  twelve  years 
prefioDs  to  her  death,  the  nianage- 
meot  of  the  concernB  of  the  family 
devolved  npoD  her,  whicli  dntiea 
she  discharged  in  a  very 
plary  manner.  In  the  early  part 
of  the  yearl814,  her  mother  died, 
ttnd  at  ihe  close  of  the  same  year 
she  was  married  to  Capl.  Walker, 
and  continned  till  her  death  the 
valued  and  l>eloTed  wife  of  a  kind 
and  an  affectionate  husband.  In 
Mrs.  W.'aconilnct  as  a  wife  and 
a  mother  there  was  mach  deserv- 
ing of  commendation.  The  affairs 
of  berhoQse  were  conducted  with 
the  greatest  order  and  economy, 
her  children  were  broaght  up  in 
the  "  nurture  and  admonition  of 
the  Lord."  To  use  the  words  of 
ber  bnaband  in  reference  to  her 
conduct  and  worth,  as  quoted  from 
Solomon,  "sbewasacrown  tohim, 
and  marrow  to  his  bones,"  When 
it  is  recollected  that  Capt.  Walker, 
like  other  seafaring  men,  was  ab- 
sent from  home  for  nine  and  even 
twelve  moDtbs  together,  the  value 
of  such  a  wife  and  mother  will  at 
once  be  seen, 

Daring  th«  early  part  of  their

marriage,  Mrs.  W.  went  several 
voyages  to  sea  with  her  husband, 
nnd  visited  different  and  distant 
parts  of  the  world ;  on  one  of  these 
occasions  they  l)Brl  a  very  narrow 
escape  from  shipwreck  and  a 
watery  grave.  Mrs.  W.'a  forti- 
tude of  mind  on  this  trying  occa- 
sion, and  the  deliverance  which  the 
Lord  wrought  for  all  on  board,  is 
thus  described  by  the  pen  of  her 
husband : — "  After  a  most  tem- 
pestuous night,  at  day  break,  I 
called  her  out  of  bed,  saying.  My 
dear  Xancy,  you  must  get  up  dnd 
endeavour  to  take  care  of  my 
desk  and  papers,  as  I  expect  we 
must  go  on  sliore  in  fifteen  or 
twenty  minutes  :  she  rose  imme- 
diately with  as  much  composure 
as  though  it  had  been  an  ordinary 
occasion.  In  the  moment  of  dan. 
ger,  however,  it  pleased  God  to  de- 
liver us  from  approaching  death ; 
as  the  day  dawned  we  discovered 
an  opening  between  two  rocks, 
into  which  we  succeeded  in  getting. 
Just  as  we  entered,  leaving  behind 
us  the  fury  of  the  tempest  and 
using  every  effort  to  keep  the 
vessel  from  the  prodigious  rocfcA 
on  either  hand,  and  while  a  ray  of 
hope  had  lighted  every  connte- 
nance,  and  all  watched  with  breath- 
less anxiety  the  result,  at .  this 
moment,  the  vessel  struck  on  a 
sunken  rock;  the  shock  was  so 
great  that  we  supposed  the  ship 
must  instantly  go  to  pieces;  in  one 
minute,  however,  she  got  over  it 
and  came  to  an  anchor,  when  we 
.11  assembled  in  the  cabin  to  thank 
God  for  his  great  deliverance  to 
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and  DOW  Rtrnggling  in  the  last 
conflict,  she  conid  triamph  over 
deaih,  and  exalt  in  the  prospect  of 
dissolatioD,  what  a  proof  is  it  of 
Ibe  power  and  valne  of  religion  in 
the  boar  of  deatb.  If  sacfa  is  the 
deligbt  of  asool  in  tbe  prospect  of 
glory,  what  must  be  tbe  soul's  en- 
JDjmenl  in  (be  fnti  possession  of 
beaven  !  The  peculiarly  happjr 
death  of  Ibis  departed  saint  is  the 
mure  remarkable  when  it  is  con- 
ridered  that  she  was  nalnrally  a 
timiil  and  fearful  Christian.  She 
was  tbe  opposite  of  any  thing  like 
enthnsiaim  or  presumptaous  con- 
fidence ;  her  experience  was  that 
of  hamble  baps,  not  of  strontr 
faith.  She  fretjacutly  spnke  [o 
the  writer  of  her  own  nnworthi. 
HESS,  oF  tbe  little  nse  she  was,  in 
the  church  of  God,  and  wonid 
aflen  say,  with  deep  feeliog,  "  I 
know  there  is  nothing  in  me  to 
recommend  me  to  the  favour  of 
God  ;  Christ,  and  Christ  alone,  is 
my  8af  ioDf.  It  is  entirely  owing 
to  the  grace  of  God  that  I  am 
what  I  am." 

Seeing  nothing  in  herself  as   a 
ground    of    hope    or    acccptante 
before  God,  she   saw  every   thing 
■n  Christ  that  she  stood  iu  need 
of,  and  Iberefire  was  led  entiiely 
to     look   out    of    herself   to    his 
all-suBJcient    atonement,     perfect 
ri^'hteousness,  and  Guisbed  wo' ' 
The  failure  of  comfort  and  j 
which  many  Christians  compli 
of  in  their  experience,  arises  from 
limited  views  of  thi 
lore  of  Christ's  work  on  behalf  of 
sinners,  and  the  wont  of  an  entii 
and  perfect   di-peudance   on  th 
work.     Wlieo  once  nn  individual 
clearly   sees  tbe  amaarng  love  of 
God  in  the  gift  of  his  Son:— the 
perfect  nature    of    that  sacrifice 
which  Jesus  presented  for  sin  and 
sinners  on  the  cross: — the    proof 
that  God  has  given  of  his  accept 
ance  of  what  was  done  on  behalf 


of  sinnen  in  raising  bim'from  the 
dead,  and  setting  bim  at  his  own 
right-band,  and  that  tbe  guilty 
and  the  lost  are  freely  and  folly 
JDstified  and  pardooed  through 
bim,  and  for  bis  sake,  to  the  entire 
eiclnsion  of  all  merit  or  wortbi. 
of  tbeir  own — then,  but  not 
till  then,  is  there  jo^  and  peace  ret 
believing.  If  Chrislians  would 
only  look  more  to  Christ  and  less 
to  ihemselres  they  would  enjoy 
farmore  comfortinreligion.  "He 
that  believeth,"  saith  the  apostle, 
"  katk  entered  into  rest,"  Hcb. 
iv.  3.  Christ  is  (he  entire  sal- 
vation of  the  soul,  here  we  find 
all  ue  want  to  Jastify,  bless,  and 
make  us  happy.  He  who  heliefes 
or  trusts  in  Christ,  has  already 
entered  into  the  rest  which  is 
provided  in  tbe  Gospel  for  the 
settled  peace  and  comfort  of  his 

Tbe  joy  and  ecstacy  of  our 
friend  in  her  last  moments  shew 
the  most  timid  and  fearfal  saint 
what  God  can  do  for  them.  "  He 
can  affiird  dying  comforts  in  dying 
moment!-,"  and,  though  doubling 
and  fearing  often  through  life,  tbo 
Christian  may  lose  all  his  fears  in 
death.  When  walking  on  the 
borders  of  the  grave,  reiving  on 
Christ,  he  will  be  enabled'to  sing, 
''  Oh,  death  where  is  thy  sling,  oh, 
gravflwhere  is ihy victory!''  1  Cor, 
XV.  A5.  While  he  stands  "  lin- 
gering, shivering,  on  the  brink," 
and  sees  ibe  dark  and  dec'p  waters 
of  Jordan  rolling  before  him,  a 
sight  of  tbe  Saviour  on  the  other 
side,  stretching  out  his  hand  to 
conduct  him  over,  will  dispel  every 
fear,  and  inspire  the  soul  with 
conhdence  and  courage. 

Sui;h  was  the  experience  of  oar 
departed  friend  as  she  approached 
the  termination  of  ber  mortal  pil- 
grimage, though  clouds  and  dark- 
ness had  someiimcs  attended  her 
course.     As  the  sun   is  seen    id 
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breab  out  aftera  davk  and  olond; 
clay,  and  abioG  wilh  nnnsaal  glorj 
ere- he  leavea  the  world,  and  theo 
to  desGend  in  a  golden  chariot  of 
clondB,  gitdiog  the  horizon  wilh 
heaaty  and  splendor;  ho  the  snn 
of  our  departed  friend  set  in  glory 
and  joy  :  the  flood  of  light  which 
accompaDied  her  descent  to  the 
grave  acquired  a  peculiar  betintv 
as  reflected  from  the  clonds  that 
hovered  ronnd  Ler  dying  pillow. 

May  all  who  read  this  brief  me- 
moir  lire  a  life  equally  congistenl, 
anddie  adesth  equally  happy !  The 
minister  is  greatly  honoured  of 
God  who  ie  made  instrumental  in 
the  conversion  of  such  individuals. 
Happy  is  that  church  who  can 
rank  such  among  ita  memhers, 
and  happy  is  that  husband  and 
those  children  whoso  wife  and 
whose  mother  lived  so  beloved, 
and  died  so  triumphantly.  Oh  ! 
nay  they,  when  they  read  this 
memoir,  and  reflect  on  h<;r  whose 
death-  they  monrn,  seek  to  li' 
and  to  die  as  she  did,  and —

On  the  Use  of  the  Lord's 
Prayer  in  Public  Worship. 
1,  Oplheprayercommonly  called 
»'  the  Lord's  Prayer,"  we  have 
two  copies,  one  by  Matthew,  and 
the  other  by  Luke.  Dr.  Camp- 
bell's translation  is  as  follows : 
Malt.  vi.  9—13.  "  Thns,  there- 
fore, pray  ye  :  '  Our  Fiilher,  who 
art  in  heaven,  thy  name  be  hal- 
lowed;  thy  reign  come;  thy  will 
be  don«  upon  the  earth,  as  it  is 
in  heaven :  give  ns  to-day  our 
daily  bread;  foi^ive  us  our  debts  < 
as  we  forgive  our  debtors;  and 
abandon  ue  aot  to  temptation,  but

preserve  osfrom  evil.  [For  tliine 
ia  the  kingdom,  and  the  power, 
and  the  glory  for  ever.  Amen.]' 
Luke  si.  3 — 4.  When  ye  pray, 
say  [■  Our]  Father,  [who  art  in 
heaven,]  thy  name  be  hallowed; 
thy  reign  come;  [thy  will  be 
done  upon  the  earth,  as  it  is  in 
heaven ;'}  give  iis  each  day  our 
daily  bread;  and  forgive  us  our 
s,  for  even  we  forgive  all  who 
offend  us;  and  abandon  us  not  to 
temptaitoD,  [but  preserve  as  from 
evil.']  " 

3.  Oar  great  Christian  Rabbi, 
Dr.  Gill,  has  shewn  us  that  *>  thia 
prayer  is  not  a  strict  form,  but  a 
pattern  of  prayer,  and  a  directory 
to  it,  both  as  to  brevity,  order, 
and  matter ;  for  we  do  not  find 
the  disciples  ever  making  use  of  it 
inform;  and  when  it  is  recited  by 
another  Evangelist,  it  is  not  in 
the  self  same  words  as  here ; 
which  would  have  been,  had  it 
been  designed  as  an  esact  form. 
Besides,  Christ  does  not  bid  them 
pray  in  these  very  words,  \mtafler 
ihiimajoter;  somewhat  like  this: 
not  but  that  it  is  very  lawful  to 
use  the  very  express  words  of  this 
prayer  in  any  of  the  petitions  here 
directed  to;  and  which,  indeed, 
were  no  other  than  what  good 
people  among  the  Jews  did  fre- 
quently make  nse  of;  and  which 
were  collecled  and  singled  out  by 
Christ,  as  what  he  approved  of, 
distinction  from,  and  opposition 
,  other  impertinent  expressions} 
:d  vain  repetitions  which  some 
ed." 

Every  petition- is  found  in  the 
Seder  Tepkillot,  or  other  prayera 
of  the  Jews,  and  the  doctor  con- 
cludes his  exposition  in  these 
words: — ''  I  leave  this  prayer  with 
one  observation,  and  that  is, 
whereas  it  has  been  so  long  and 
so  often  said,  that  this  is  the 
Lord's  Prayer,  it  can  never  be 
proved  that  be  ever  inade  use  of 
PP3 
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it;  and  it  ia  oerUin  that  lie  did 
nolmake  it,  ai  appearafrom  wliat 
haa  been  cited  ont  of  the  Jewuh 
recorda:  the  aeveral  petitiona  in 
it  were  in  being  and  nae  before  he 
directed  (d  them;  and  not  only 
the  petitioni,  but  eTen  (he  very 
preface  and  conclusion  are  mani- 
lesllv  of  JewiiA  original;  what 
onr  Lord  did,  wan,  he  took  the 
most  proper  and  pertinent  peti. 
tiona  that  had  been  used  by  good 
men  among  that  people ;  which, 
with  tome  al le rations  mo cb  for  the 
better,  ha  put  together  in  tliia 
order,  and  gsre  bis  approbation 
of;  and  that  with  this  view,  to 
point  oat  to  his  disciples  some  of 
the  best  and  most  saitable  petitions 
lobs  made;  and  to  give  them  a 
jiattern  of  brevity  and  concise- 
ness'in  prayer;  and  leach  them 
to  f^»y  after  inch  a  msoner,  or 
in  some  snch  like  words  and  ex- 

[ire^i^ohs.  lliis  I  observe,  not  to 
ei^en'  ibe  nsefnliiess  of  this  ex. 
(iellbAt  pattern  of  sound  words; 
the  whole  and  every  part  of  it 
ttktttg  exceedingly  inatrnctive,  and 
woVthy  of  Imitation ;  but  to  rectify 
a'  Yiilga'r  mistake,  and  to  abate 
tlie'^forniat  and  euperstitiaas  ob. 
«ei-lTince  of  it."     , 

3. 'The  Cbnrcb'of  England  has 
ayoCdt^d  this  form  of  prayer  pro- 
bt(bt^ '  froiii  tbe- Roman  Catholic 
Htnr^y.  "The,  Lord's  Prayer  is 
nseU  three  or  fonr  times,  and  may 
occbr  i^z  times  in  tbe  same  ser- 
vicfe,"  See  Mr.  Palmer's  Cate- 
chbita,  twentieth  edition,  jost  pub. 
lislted,  pp.  36  and  42. 

4.  When  reflecting  on  these 
things,  I  have  sometimes  been 
greatly  surprised  to  hear  some  of 
onr  yonng  ministers  couclnde  a 
public  prayer  with  the  repetition 
of  the  sblemfi  words  now  under 
consideration. 

Surely  it  cannot  he  meant  as  an 
idle  compliment  to  Uie  Church  of 
England.    To  pay  compliments  in 


preaching  is  bad  enoagh:  inpriyer; 
which  is  a  direct  address  to  the 
Omniscient,  it  is  infinitely  worse. 
What  is  there  to  encourage  na  to 
symbolize  with  a  cbnrch— which 
indeed  is  not  a  cburcb,  having  no 
divine  charter?  No  intelligent 
cburchman  will  thank  us  for  it, 
though  he  may  perhaps  smile  very 
signiBcautly  at  our  confoimit}  and 
be  made  more  satisfied  with  bia 
own.  That  this  little  drcnmslanco 
is  not  unuDliced  by  the  clergy  we 
may  infer  from  an  observatioa 
mule,  on  a  recent  occasion,  by 
the  Rev.  George  Washingioo 
Phillips.  "  XHttvnlhtg  mi»ulert 
nae  it  form  of  prayer  in  their 
public  ministration  bv  vtinff  tkm 
Lord't  Prayer,  and  the  apostle*^, 
benediction  prayer,"  (AppeaJ  ft> 
(Ae  nuiisAers  <^  Ike  Srititk  an^ 
Foreign  Bible  SoeietSf.p.  0.)     ' 

Far  be  it  from  the  wriler  and 
from  the  reader  of  this  p^per  to 
impugn  the  motives  of  those' ^nis- 
ten,  whether  in  or  oat  of  Jibe 
£stabli8hment,who  believe,  Ihoogti 
mistakenly,  that  nor  Lord,  pt>- 
join^d  Ibis  prayer  aa  a'  form,  and 
required  it  to  be  used  in  perpe. 
tntty  in  public  and  in  private. 

6.  It  is  of  great  importaoce  'Ui 
distingnisb  the  "  sundry  'timtis,^ 
and  the  appropriate  seasons,  ^n 
which  the  Christian  revelalioa 
was  very  gradually  bestowed.     '  ' 

Let  it  be  carefully  considered 
that  in  tbe  Lord's  prayer  there 
was  no  explicit  reference  to  Iha 
name  of  the  Mediator.  That  du 
rectory  was  given  soon  afler  the 
commencement  of  the  Savitinr's 
ministry,  but  towards  th^  close  of 
it  be  says  "  Hitherto  have  ye 
asked  nothing  in  my  name  :  asic 
and  ye  shall  receive,  that  yoni'joy 
may  be  full."  John  xvi.  24,  And 
on  Ks  tbe  injnnctionof  the  inspired 
apostle  is  surely  binding,  *'  What, 
soever  ye  do  in  word  or  deed,  do 
all  in  the  xame  of  the  Lord  Jena, 
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giving  ihanki  to  God  aod  the 
Father  by  bini,"  Col.  iii.  17.  Afcain : 
there  wa>  not  (and  ttjere  cuuld 
not  be)  any  plain  recognitioD  or 
the  atoDiDg  tacrifice  of  Clirisl  as 
tlie  medium  of  for^ivenesK,  for 
Jesaa  was  then  wailing  for  ibe 
time  when  tie  iliould  offer  himself 
wiltioot  epol  to  God.  As  in  bap- 
tism, we  find  onr  model,  not  in 
the,  admin  is!  ralian  of  John — nor 
in  ibat  of  (lio  disciples  wbile  in 
RttendancB  on  tbe  Savionr,  "  for 
Jesus  bitiiseir  Uaptized  not  bnt  bii 
disciples,''  John  iv.

Tt]ERB  are  two  or  three  obarac- 
ters  mentioned  in  the  New  Testa- 
ment of  the  name  of  Gains.  I 
shall  not  now  enqaire  to  which  of 
tbem  this  epistle  was  directed,  but 
it  ia  safiicientlj  evident  that  who. 
ever  it  might  be,  ho  was  an  e 
aenllypions,  and  godly  man.  & 
seems,  by  this  epistle,  as  if  he 
was  a  man  of  an  afflicted  body, 
and,  perhaps,  in  embarrassed  cir- 
cumstancea ;  bnt  howe 
^as,  his  son!  prospered,  and  it 
was  (he  desire  and  prayer  of  the 
apostia  John,  thai  be  might  be 
.as  prosperous  in  his  o' 
was  in  his  inner  man. 

The  prayer  in  the  text  is  some- 
thing that  strikes  conviction,  at 
.least.  Id  my  ■  ■  -- 
-prayer  for  a.  man  that  God  would 
prosper  him  in  his  ontward  aSairs 
ID,  proportion  as.  his  soul  pros- 
pered. Now,  if  this,  were  made 
the  rnte  of  all  onr   prayers  for 


temporal  blessings,  if  we  neref 
were  to  pray  for  prosperity  to 
attend  ouraelrea  beyood  the  ite' 
gree  of  soul- prosperity  which  we 
possess,  1  am  afraid  that  very  lew 
''  nonid  pray  for  much  more 
we  h'jve,  if  any,  and  if  we 
made  this  the  rnle  of  our  prayers 
one  another  (and  why  should 
not),  I  am  afraid  that  we  could 
pray  for  the  outward  prosperity 
of  but  very  few.  If  our  soul-proa- 
perity  were  made  the  rule  by 
which  we  pray  or  wish  for  worldly 
prosperity,  wbicb  is  the  case  here 
with  Gains,  we  should  very  few 
of  us  be  foDud  qualified  so  much 
as  to  desire  it, 

In  discoursing  on  this  subject 
wc  will,  first,  consider  a  few  of  the 
leading  qualities  of  sou  I -prosperity 
as  exemplified  in  the  beloved 
Gains.  Nest,  we  will  consider  thia 
»oul- prosperity  as  the  standard  by 
which  it  is  safe  to  pray  for  pros- 
perity of  other  kinds. 

A  thriving  soul  I  This  is  a 
matter  of  serious  import  my 
brethren.  A  plant  is  said  to  thrive 
and  prosper  when  it  brings  forth 
frait — a  field  when  it  ahoands 
with  grain — a  human  body  when  | 

it  is  healthy,  vigorous,  and  active.  I 

It  is  to  the  last  of  these  that  tlie 
apostle  makes  ao  illasion.  When 
he  speaks  of  Gaias's  soul  as  proa-  | 

paring  he  opposes  it  to  bis  body. 
You,  my  friend,  as  if  he  had  said,  I 

yon  have  a  weak  and  siokly  body,  ' 

but  yon  have  a  prosperous  soul, 
and  I  pray  thatyonrboJilybealth  -  j 

and  yoar  circnmstances  may  be  as 
thriving  and  as  prosperous  as  yonr 
soul  is.  This  was  not  the  language 
of  compliment;  neither  need  I  say 
that  it  was  not  the  practice  of  the 
apostle  to  deal  in  unmeauiug  com- 
pliments. The  tree  wag  known  by 
its  fruits,  and  Gains  was  known  by  | 

bis  conduct  to  have  a  prosperoits 
sool.  ! 

What  then  are  (faoae  marks  ef 
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a  prosperous  sonl  wbicli  it  be- 
hoves ui  to  aspire  arter?  I  wodIcI 
mention  four  or  five.  Eacb  of 
Ihem  will  be  foaud  to  be  exempli, 
fied  in  the  beloved  Qaius. 

J.  In  tbe  first  place  a  prosperDns 
BonI  is  one  in  wbom  tbe  trntb 
dwells,  and  dwells  ricbly.  You 
most  remark,  as  I  rearl  tbe  Grst 
eigbt  verses,  bow  mucb  tbe  apostle 
Paal  mukes  of  truth.  He  de. 
scribed  Gaius  as  baving  tbe  tralb 
dwelling  in  bim,  as  walking  in 
tbe  truth,  as  beloved  for  tbe 
trutb's  sake,  ami  as  being  a  fol- 
low-faelper  of  Ibe  trulb.  All 
tbese  expressions  are  foand  in 
those  verses.  It  seems  iben  to 
enter  into  tbe  rery  essence  of  a 
prosperous  soul,  that  the  truth 
dwelt  in  bim  and  that  it  dwelt 
ricbljinbim.  Truly,  mj>  bretbren, 
Gospel  troth  is  that  to  the  soul 
which  wbolesome  food  is  to  the 
body,  and  wholesome  words  and 
sound  doctrine  bare  an  effect  on 
tbe  soul  similar  to  that  which 
wbolesome  food  bas  on  the  body ; 
they  render  it  strong,  vigorous, 
and  active.  Thus  the  great  prin- 
ciples of  evangelical  tralb  being 
imbibed  by  Gaius  afforded  a  con- 
stant spring  of  activity.  He  was 
« lively,  active,  generous  man.  It 
is  of  great  importaDce  what  prin- 
ciples we  acquire.  Principles  will 
be  active,  will  be  influential.  In- 
deed this  is  the  very  reason  why 
.divine  truths  are  called  principles., 
We  read  of  the  first  principles  of 
the- doctrines  of  Christ,  and  prin- 
ciples yon  know  signify  tbe  first 
moving  uanse  which  lies  at  the 
fonndation  and  source  of  actions. 
Here  speculative  nolMns  or  spe- 
culative ideas  ihat  have  no  infln- 
ence.  on  a  man's  heart  are  not 
principles,  they  may  be  called 
-niwe  properly  opinions,  but  if 
the  truths  of  God  are  dmnk  as  a 
tbirsly  man  would  drink  in  water 
bom  a  footttaio,  they  become  in 


bim  a  well  of  living  water  spring, 
ing  np  in  the  disposition  to  do 
^ood  and  terminating  in  everlast- 
ing glory.  Principles,  whether 
good  pe  evil,  will  be  influential  if 
they  are  thoroeghly  imbibed. 
Hence  we  read  of  false  doctrines 
having  a  fatal  influence.  Tbe 
Scripture  speaks  of  God  giving 
men  up  to  strong  delusion,  or  to 
the  energy  of  error,  tbe  energy  or 
efficacy  of  deception  or  error. 

All  principles,  if  they  deserr« 
Ibe  name  of  principles,  lie  at  the 
bottom  and  source  of  afleotiou 
and  actions.  If  they  be  genoine, 
evangelical,  and  true,  they  are  tbe 
spring  of  a  holy  life  and  lie  mt  the 
bottom  of  evangelical  obedience  ; 
but  if  they  be  false  principles  the^ 
lie  at  tbe  bottom  of  a  conrso  of 
alienation  and  apostacy  from  God. 
Indeed,  as  right  principles  stimik 
late  to  right  actione,  so  where  n 
person  imbibes  wrong  principlea, 
or  is  indifferent  to  right,  it  ener- 
vates right  actions  :  even  good 
men  who  have  swerved  in  a  greater 
or  less  degree  from  the  truth  have 
snnk  into  a  spirit  of  indifierenoe 
with  regard  to  evangelical  princi. 
pies,  it  has  had  the  effect  of  slag- 
natingtheir  souls  in  divine  actioni. 
II.  But,  secondly,  tbe  prosperons 
soul  is  a  soul  where  the  doctrinal 
and  the  practical  parts  of  religiop 
bear  lovely  proportion  and  are 
tiniled.  We  may  often  observe 
with  regard  to  the  healthiness  or 
unhealthinesB  of  the  body  Iwto 
opposite  cKlremes.  We  see  some 
who  ure  epicures,  and  they  are  of 
no  use  in  society.  They  live  to 
themselves  and  glut  themselves  a 
sordid  and  sensual  enjoyments. 
We  see  others  pining  away  who 
:are  mere  slaves.  There  is  a  great 
resemblance  in  these  two  charae- 
.  ters  to  different  species  of  pre- 
'  fessors.  There  are  a  kind  of  r«. 
.  ligious  epicares,  men,  I  meto,  who 
'  are   all    cIbiboiods  fof   doctrinal 
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trnlh,  but  biT«  no  regan)  to  tbo 
practical  part  of  godlinru,  wliou 
whole  object  is  to  rnjoy  tbe  com- 
fort* of  relipon,  to  be  Bootbed 
with  iu  promiHB,  to  be  Haltered 
with  its  prittle^a — to  l>e  com- 
forted in  the  prospect  of  aome- 
thing  great  aiid  gldrtoni  hereafter. 
Tfaeir  whole  dttenlien,  their  whole 
object  ia  to  graip  as  mnch  of  this 
SB  possible,  and  Ihej'  are  regard- 
less of  every  thiag  of  a  practical 
nalnre.  On  the  other  band,  there 
are  BoniB  who,  at  the  expense  of 
troth,  kre  conitanlly  crjing  np 
morality  and  practical  religion. 
M}>'- brethren,  tnete  things  onght 
not  to  b«  tfirid^d;  dtoctnoal  and 
£t^tIchlrie%iAnshonld  beulud. 
TOktlelmpt  to  otthirate  the  former 
tfiho  expeOM  of  tha  latter  la  to 
.d^itftnle  an  •[ddprism — to  rereriM 
iC-^ia 'to' hare  a  body  of  ilaTcii 
wtUfiped  to  dotjr,  without  a  oo. 
tiiv.  It  Is  die  great  conoem  of 
tfie '  Sc^ptpres  to  '  fnmidi  men 
•Mtb  tbe  itaost  constrBloing  and 
(^angelical  principles  that  should 
render  practical  godliness  plea- 
abralile.  The  trae  Chritli.m  is 
Jfte  tbe  hasbHodmnn  who  Ib- 
htiwti  that  he  may  etojoy  his  food 
itith  an  appetite,  that  he  may  be 
atiMngtfaeAed  to  fatnre  labonr,  and 
tbtta,'n[th  a.  happy  mixtnre  of  en. 
joymt^fitl' and  labonr,  becomes  a 
bAfpy'tMn  In  himself  and  a  bteis- 
i^  to  tliose  about  him. 
-ni.Iobterre.fai  the  third  pince, 
the  pfos(knpons  soul  is  a  loul  in 
li'bte^  is  united  a  happy  mixture  of 
tbe  reUred  aod  tbe  active — a  happy 
alien  Don  to  the  duties  of  re. 
tiremeot  mingled  with  an  equal 
.  atteDtlon' to  tbe  daties  of  active 
-life.  Great  have  been  the  ei- 
tremes  of  man  in  these  cases: 
fome  have  pleaded  for  a  religion 
thai  Bhouhl  make  men  hermitt, 
-  and  shnttbem  op  in  a  bell  secluded 
.  from  the  soijiety  ,of  man.  As  to 
othen   again,    their    religion    is 


always  in  pohUc,  lliey  scarcel; 
ever  retire  to  converse  with  tbeir 
own  mbI*.  No  nan  can  enjoy 
pleasare  in  bis  aoni  witlioal  unit- 
ing  these.  It  is  not  lo  be  alwaja 
plooged  in  an  active  course  aflife, 
nor  to  be  abut  np  always  in  the 
<doset.  Christians  must  tw  tbe 
(alt  of  tbe  earth,  and  in  order  to 
this  tbey  must  be  spread  in  ever; 
circle  of  society.  They  mnst 
mingle  amongit  mankind.  Il  ia 
not  enough  lo  mingle  in  every 
manner  of  society  where  duty 
calls.  Bat  tbey  mnst  reiiro  alone 
frequently,  or  they  nil!  not  carry 
a  savour  of  God  and  religion  wilb 
them.  They  must  be  spread  like 
salt,  hut  it  will  be  salt  without  the 
savoar  if  they  do  not  retire.  It  u 
by  retiring  to  onr  closets,  reading 
tbe  word  of  God  io'private,  think- 
ing and  praying  orer  it;  by  cob- 
versing  with  our  own  sopU  'in 
secret,  by  dwelling  on  divino 
things,  by  giving.snch  a  tone  to  tbe" 
soul  that  it  fails  naturally  and  easily ' 
into  divine  things,  it  is  in  these ' 
holy  exercises  that  we  may  expect 
to  meet  a  divine  blessing,  an^  to 
acquire  snob  a  savour  of  spirit 
that  when  we  go  out  into  the 
world  we.  shall  carry  the  saVonr 
of  Christ  with  us.  This  is  a  prbs.^ 
peroui  and  thriving  state  of  soul. 

IV.  Fourtjily,  I  be  proapert^ns^ 
aoni  may  be  known  by  this;  that  it 
is  accompanied  by  a  good  degree  6F 
pablicspirit.Bndlargeaessofbeart.. 
A  man  that  is  concerned  prinei-' 
pally  about  himself  can  never  have 
a  prosperous  soul.  Such  was  not 
Gains — he  was  a  fellow -labourer 
and  helper  of  tbe  truth.  He  was 
habitually  concerned  in  promoting 
the  caoae  of  God  and  religion  ia 
tbe  world  by  every  means  in  bit 
power.  A  man  that  takes  np  six 
days  ont  of  seven  and  thinks  bira> 
self  warranted  to  pursne  nothing 
else  but  the  acquiring  of  a  fortune, 
and  thinks  it  quite  sufficient  if  be

nirvet  Ood  OM  da/  ontof  iho 
neek,  cannot  be  «  CbrUtisDat  all. 
Ho  bu  Dot  tile  first  pHnciplei  of 
religion  in  bim.  I  grant  tbat  one 
di;  in  seven  onglit  to  be  devoted 
especially  to  tbe  service  of  God, 
bnt  tbe  true  Gbrisiian's  aim  is  lo 
serve  Ood  in  tbe  wbole  course  of 
his  life :  whatever  be  tns;  do,— 
whetber  lie  eat  or  drink,  bo;  or 
sell, — to  do  all  to  tbe  glory  of  God. 
What  >  cootrast  to  him  is  the 
mao  wboie  sole  or  main  object  it 
is  lo  get  a  fortonc,  to  accninnlate 
a  few  thousand  pounds,  and  wbo 
say  p  to  himself,  after  a  few  more 
prosperous  years  in  trade,  I  hope 
to  take  a  conntry  seat  antl  enjoy 
myself;  to  attain  this  object  I  mnst 
aave^U  I  can,  now  and  then  giving 
a  guinea  lo  soioe  pious  object. 
8ncb  A  man  may  pass  tlirough 
life  as  a  rfwpectable  memlier  of 
■ocieUr,  bnt  a  Christian  be  cannot 
be.  .£[e  whoso  main  object  is  to 
a^^ss  H  fortune — he  whose  main 
o^c^ii  to  live  to  himself  lives 
not  to  Christ.  Cbristianity  calti- 
vgtes.a  pnblic  spirit,  a  largeness 
oi^bearti^Qot  that  narrowness  of 
tnincl  by  which  we  consecrate  all 
thai  WeljBve  and  are  to  ourselves. 
^  may  [Qention,  besides  this,  a, 
sort  of  religions  narrowness  of 
uintl'in  that  person  whose  chief 
concern  it  is  to  get  comfort 
to'bis  own  mind;  whose  chief 
and  almost  solo  concern  it  is,  that 
be  may  obtain  a  good  ground  to 
hope  for  everlasting  life  in  tbe 
world  to  come,  but  cares  little  or 
nothmg  about  tbe  interest  of 
Cbrist  on  the  earth,  the  canse  of 
Qod,  the  came  of  righteoasDess, 
trntb,  Bi^d  bnmanity,  wbo. does 
not  grasp  Svitbin  the  circle  of  his 
prayers  his  fellow-men,, his  fellow 
Christians  —  ha  whose  religioc 
centres  principally  in  himself. 
Alas!  it  IS  donbtfoi  whether  that 
man  can  be  a  Christian— at  any 
rate  he  cannot  have  a  prosperont 
»(Hi],  and   I   hare  generally  r«-

their  own  case,  wbo  are  only 
noxious  to  search  ant  their  evi.

If  a  «iail  Wero 
ever  so  public  spirited  and  actifBr 
bnt  withal  ambitious,  vaitsglorioni, 
and  noisy,  I  should  say  of  that 
man  whether  he  be  a  Christian  at 
all  is  at  least  douhtfot~-but  he 
cannot  be  a  tbriviDg  one,  be  can- 
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Dot  b«  poBfifiMed  of  a  hMUtfal 
>oa).  A  hanglity  aelf.infficient, 
Mlf-important,  clamorom,  oslen- 
tations  proresior,  is  avery  doubt- 
fal  character.  High  minda  like 
bigh  hillii  are  blasted  and  barren. 
It  is  ihe  lowlj  mind  wbtcb,  like  a 
well  watered  valley,  it.-prodDclire: 
God's  promise*  are  made  to  snch. 
It  is  asserted  Ibst  tiie  Lord  is  nigh 
to  tbem  tbat  are  of  a  lowly  spirit 
and  a  contrite  heart,  and  ne  are 
told  elsewhere  that  God  "  giretli 
grace  to  the  bumble,  batlbeprond 
be  kooweth  afar  off."  Id  propor- 
tion ilierefore  as  we  entertain  sacb 
a  spirit^  we  shall  be  far  from  God 
and  God  from  us,  and  we  shall  be 
possessed  of  a  sool  far  from  pros- 
perous. 

Daring  en  umeraled  afewmarki 
ef  soul- prosperity,  I  proceed  in 
the  next  place  to  observe  the 
standard  which  prosperity  of  sotd 
affords  to  onr  safety  in  prosperity 
of  other  kinds,  /obn  preys  for 
prosperity  for  Gaius,  ana  where, 
fore  ?  becanse  his  sonl  prospers 
Prosperity  of  son!  is  that  which 
renders  prosperity  of  body  an  ob- 
ject of  desire,  tor  two  reasons, 
One  is,  that  prosperity  of  soul 
jmakes  prosperity  of  other  kinds 
safe; — we  can  bear  it,  which  we 
.caDDot  wilhonU.  There  are 
men  capaUe  of  bearing  outward 
prosperity,  almost  every  man  is 
so  vain  as  to  think  that  he  could. 
-Thcra  are  very  few  of  as  that  are 
jiot  so  blinded  as  to  think  that 
.w«, could  bear  a  little  more  than 
we  have.  We  flatter  onraelres 
that  if  God  would  hnt  give, us 
plenty  we  thonld  do  good  with  it. 
One  says,  if  1  bad  but  inch  an 
pot's  rKbes,  what  good  should  T 
dol  Alas  I  tfais  pvincca  an  igno- 
rance of  your  owa  hearts^  Is 
^yoar  soot  bo  well  that  you  are  in 
no  danger  of  beiag  selfish  7 ;  Yon 
catmot  but  have  remarked  that 
.prosperity  in  worldly  circom- 
.^tasoQf  ^fttes  BMOiyou  may  have. 


seen  some  perssns  who  were  vevf 
sober,  modest,  useful,  generous, 
people,  to  all  appearanee,,  when 
in  a  mediocrily  of  oircnmslaDceit 
but  when  providence  has  smiled 
upon  them,  and  improved  ibeir 
circumstances,  th«r  hearts  have 
been  lifted  up  in  proportion — yov 
must  bare  observed  that  worldlj 
pleasure  and  worldly  prosperity 
have  had  a  similar  effect  on  a  man, 
each  has  detached  the  heart  from 
God.  It  is  an  old  saying,  tbat  an 
additional  weight  put  into  a  bag 
draws  the  strings  the  closer,  bat 
you  think  there  is  nodanger  of  your 
being  so  affected,  and  therefore 
'i,  above  all  things,  tbat 
yonr  circumstances  may  improvsk 
And  is  your  soul  so  prosperous 
that  there  is  no  danger  of  your 
becoming  forgetfnl  of  the  pttor  and 
needy  ?  Alas  I  there  is  nothing  bat 
prosperity  of  soal  will  enable  us  t» 
boar  worldly  prosperity.  Blessed 
be  God,  we  have  seen  a  few 
to  wbom  it  has  presented  an 
temptation.  1  have  heard  of  a 
good  man  whose  soul  prospered 
alike  in  temporal  prosperity  and 
adversity.  Be  had  an  intimate 
friend  who  used  to  make  free  with 
him,  and  observing  bis  prosperity, 
he  one  day  thus  addressed  him, 
"  Oo  not  you  find  the  smiles  nf 
this  world,  my  friend,  to  be  a  snare 
nnto  you?"  He  paused,  and  said, 
"  I  am  not  conscious  that  I  do,  for 
though  I  enjoy  much  of  this  world, 
yet  I  think  I  enjoy  God  in  all 
things."  By-and-by  Providence 
turned  another  way;  be  lost  all 
bis  property,  be  sunk  into  indi^ 
gence  ;  he  had  scarcely  a  comp0- 
leney  to  support  him.  His  old 
friend  thus  addressed  him, "  Well, 
my  friend,  how  is  it  with  yoo  now,

A  sonl  of  tliia  desoription  might 
wbU  beir  prosperity,  and  bia 
fricad  might  well  follow  tfae  exam- 
ple of  Jobn  ifttb  respect  to  Oaios, 
and  say,  '*  Bebived,  I  wish  above 
al4  thiDgs  tbat  thon  may  est  prosper 
and  be  Id  bealtb,  even  as  thy  aool 
proBperelh," 

But  the  Mcoad.  reason  which 
renders  prosperity  of  sonl  a  proper 
standard  for  that  of  our  bodies 
and  ciroattHtanosB  is,thB.ttbsa  the 
general  good  U  promoted.  If  we 
main  prosperity  of  sonl  under  tem- 
poral prosperity,  then  for  God  to 
bless  ns,  is  to  bless  all  aronnd  ns, 
A  man  with  a  truly  prosperous 
sonl  will  not  eat  bis  morsel  alone 
will  not  keep  it  to  himself;  the 
poor,  the  fatherless,  the  widow, 
will  participate  the  kindness  of 
God  to  bim :  ho  that  for  Previ. 
deooe  to  bless  bim  is  to  bless  the 
neigbbonrbood,  and  to  bestow  a 
pnblio  blassiag.  Wherever  yon 
see  a  man  of  tbat  character  the 
whole  neigbboarhood  will 
with  the  apostle,  and  say,  "  May 
the  Lord  prosper  thee,"  or  wilh 
BoBZ's  reapers, ''  The  Lord  bless 
thee,"  and  £  dare  say  Boaz  himself 
wassacb  a  character,  orthey  would 
not  have  said,  "the  Lord  ble 
tbee,"  "  the  Lord  be  with  joo, 
said  the  master;  "the  Lord  bless 
thee,"  said  the  servants,  for 
know  tbat  in  this  blessing  wi 
shall  be  blessed  ;  the  town  will  bo 
blessed,  the  whole  neighbonrbood 
will  be  blessed,  tie  fatherli 
be  blessed,  the  widow  will  be 
blessed ;  every  one  shall  share, 
and  therefore  we  wish  that  thon 
mayest  prosper,  for  tfay  seal  pros- 
perelh. 

These  few  remarks  I  snbtnit  to 
yonr  serious  attention,  I  leave 
tbem  with  yoo,  my  brethren,  they

there  are  great  numbers  who  live 
wholly  to  tbem  selves,  and  there  are 

ime  who  profess    a    regard    to 

iligion,  and  lay  their  account  for 
eternal  life,  bat  who  never  live  to 
Let  sacfa  consider  whether 
their  Christianity  be  not  exceed- 
ingly donbtfnl;  or  ifit  must  be  ad- 
mitted that  they  have  the  root  of 
tfae  matter  in  tbem,  still, it  is  clear, 
they  have  naprospcrous  soals.  I 
bless  God,  however,  that  there 
are  many  who  have  prosperous 
souls,  and  that  over  and  above 
their  circumstances.  Generosity 
is  not  confined  to  the  rich,  my 
brethren,  a  poor  man  may  feel  as 
much  as  another,  and  he  who 
does  but  little  by  his  substance 
may  do  it  in  other  ways,  [f  We 
tire  poor  in  circnmstances,  if  our 
hearts  be  tender  we  may  retiere 
the  poor  fay  oar  visits,  our  cbnver> 
satinns,  and  oar  prayers.  I  grant 
that  this  would  not  be  sofficient 
without  money.  He  who  has 
money,  and  who  would  wish  to 
save  fats  money  and  give  fais 
prayers,  will  not  be  reoeived-~-his 
very  prayers  will  be  an  offence; 
but  for  tfae  man  who  faas  no  money, 
bnt  who  has  this  compassionate 
and  kind  disposition,  who  will  not 
unite  wilh  the  apostle  in  inter- 
«edii)g  "  I  pray  above  all  things 

that  tboa  mayest  prosper  and  be 
in  health,  even  aa  tfay  sonl  pros> 

peretfa."

ere  univEnally  overthrown.  We  have  n- 
matked,  both  here  and  in  Tahiti,  that  in

God  have  been  eieeled  on  the  very  utes  of 
the  demolished  nates ;  so  tbst  where  their 
lurdered  brethren  were  wont  to  be  c^ered 
p  to  devils,  the  regenerated  natives  noir 
proent  themselves,  body  and  soul,  as  living 
sacrifices  to  Him  who  spared  not  his  own  Son 
fbr  them,  and  who,  with  Him,  is  now  fiveljr 
giving  them  all  things,  p.  96.

rO    THE    SEVENTEENTH    ANNUAL    REPORT 

BAPTIST  IRISH  SOCIETV. 


Thb  circuDiBtaDces  connected  with  the  dreadfal  famine 
ivhich  has  existed  in  the  coaoty  of  Majo,  so  far  as  they  re- 
late to  the  Schools  of  the  Baptist  Irish  Society  sitaated  in 
that  county,  and  parts  of  the  county  of  Sligo  immediately 
adjacent,  have  been  so  extraordinary,  that  it  is  thought  desi- 
rable a  permanent  record  should  be  preserved  of  them,  as  as 
■  Appendix  to  the  Seventeenth  Annual  Report  of  the  Society ; 
and  be  also  appended  to  the  Baptist  Magazine. 

The  correspondence  between  the  Secretaries  and  tLe'Rev. 
James  Alien,  of  Ballina,  on  this  subject,  with  tiie  acknow- 
ledgment  of  the  donations  of  money  and  clothing,  which  have 
been  received,  will  make  np  this  history. 

The  controversy  which  unexpectedly  has  grown  out  of  this 
subject,  between  Mr.  Allen  and  some  of  the  Popish  Priests, 
will  be  noticed  ;  so  far,  at  least,  as  is  necessary  for  the  vindi-  ' 
cation  of  the  charactttr  of  oar  worthy  agent,  from  the  hasty 
and  niynst  c^isnre  passed  respecting  him  by  the  Central 
Relief  Committee  at  Castlebar:  to  the  gentlemen  composing 
which,  the  large  sums  confided  to  the  care  of  the  Relief 
Committee  in  Cornhill,  London,  were  sent  for  distribution. 

The  Committee  of  the  Baptist  Irish  Society  feel  that  (hey 
are  laid  under  renewed  obligations  of  gratitude,  for  the 
confidence  which  many  of  the  Baptist  congregations  have 
reposed  in  them,  by  so  promptly  and  liberally  responding  to 
their  call  for  assistance ;  and  more  especially  to  those  of  other 
denominations  of  christians,  who  contributed  to  their  aid. 
Bnt  above  all,  they  wish  devoutly  to  acknowledge  the  divine 
providence,  of  which  they  have  been  the  almoners,  to  an  ex- 
tent very  far  beyond  what  they  at  first  contemplated :  they 
hoped  to  be  enabled  to  supply  the  wants  of  all  who  were  con- 
nected with  their  schools,  but  tbey  have,  in  addition  to  these. 
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relieved  Ibe  neceuiliea,  and  cootribated  towards  saving  the 
lives  of  thonsands. — "  Surely,  from  this  lime,  it  sAo// again 
beiaid,  What  h&th  God  wrought!" 


Hie  Rev.  J&mes  AIIcd,  of  Ballina,  in  his  letter  to  tbe  Secretaries 
in  the  montli  of  Mdj  la«t,  meatioiied  the  symptoius  of  approaching 
famine,  in  the  districts  of  hit  schools.  This  stalenient  being  re- 
peated io  his  De\l  month's  compiunicatioD,  tbe  Committee  issued 
the  following  eircubr,  in  order  to  procure  assistance  fur  the  desti- 
tute peraiHis  connected  with  tbe  Society  in  Coonaught : —

"  Dear  Sir,  J^^nt  Wk  1831.

These  slalements  were  eon- 
flrmed  by  the  Kev.  Josiah  Wilson  of  Sligo,  who  was  present.  II  was  io 
consequence  resolved. — >  That  the  extract  from  Mr.  Alleu's  Ittter,  and  Mr. 
Wilson '■  slatMnant,  should  be  printed,  and  sent  to  eTery  Baptist  Hinister  in 
London,  requesling  them  tu  use  tlieir influence  to  mskea  collection  ai  soon  sui 
ponible,  in  ud  of  Ihcse  dislreised  persons.' 

"  Tbe  whole  of  tbe  schools  aoder  Ihe  superiDlendeoce  of  Mr.  Allen  amonnt 
to  thirly-one,  in  whicli  sre  opwards  of  three  thonaand  children,  and  are  tn  the 
taaatdlate  diitriel  in  whiek  tM>  mfwry  exUtt.  Tlie  schoolmasters  also, 
whose  incomes  are  very  small,  and  moat  of  whom  tuive  families,  need  prompt 
and  efHiieot  help. 

"  The  distress  amongst  Mr.  Wilson's  schools,  though  in  many  cases  serere. 
It  not  so  great  as  In  the  Ballina  district :  il  is  therefoie  proposed  to  send  tha 
ftreater  part  of  the  sums  subscribed  to  Mr.  Allen.  Thvre  is  no  doulil  bntthis 
misery  will  exist,  aad  even  increaie,  till  the  polaloe  harvest  conuvences, 
which  will  not  be  for  two  months  at  least. 

"  The  Commltlee  were  happy  to  hear,  thai  tlie  congregation  at  Devonsblra 
Square  had  collected  last  Lord's-day  evening,  iil.  ISit.  lOd.,  whic1<  they  had 
TeEol?ed  to  place  at  the  distribution  of  the  Society's  ministers.  They  hope 
that  this  worthy  example  will  be  generally  imitated. 

"  You  are  affectionately  requested  to  read  this  letler,  and  the  accompanying 
estrsoli,  from  yonr  pulpit  neit  Lurd's-dsy.  Whst  you  collect,  may  be  aent 
to  the  Treasurer,  Wiiliam  Mafies,  Esq.

"  Pelnful  as  are  the  pret'edlng  statements,  having  been  made  tijan  dis* 
vgo,  they  do  not  fully  describe  the  distress  at  the  present  moment,  forua. 
idpse  of  every  day  incresses  the  number  of  the  destitute. 

■'  Even  two  months  ago,  in  the  counties  of  Sligo  and  Leltrim,  where  thero 
wag  not  a  complete,  but  only  a  partial  failure  of  Ihe  crops,  thousands  were 
wandering  about  without  provisions,  without  nioaey,  and  without  work,  by 
which  they  cunld  obtain  either. 

"  And  this  fearful  state  of  things  has  not  taken  plaee  in  coDsequence  of  the 
want  of  forelhonght,  with  which  the  Irish  have  been  often  charged,  for,  in 
general,  the  potatoes  have  not  been  given  to  the  cattle,  as  they  nsualTy 
liad  befn,  but  prescned  by  the  people  for  themselves,  as  long  as  the  imafl 
Stock  woDld  supiily  them  with  two,  or  even  one  meal  per  day.  And  every 
person  who  could  Hfford  It,  bad  his  oats  gcound  Into  meal,  and  stored  up  for 
Ihe  aniicipated  scarcity,  by  which  multitudes  have  been  preserved  from  pe- 
rishing by  famine.

Mr>  Allen  was  iramertialely  written  to,  and  was  requested  to 
endeavour  to  bring  back  all  the  children  who  had  left  the  schools. 

The  Editor  of  "  The  Timet,"  also,  kindly  introduced  a  para- 
graph iirto  his  widely-circulated  paper,  on  the  13th  of  June,  which 
was  doubtless  of  great  use  in  promoting  the  object. 

The  following  letter  was  sent  by  the  Secretary  to  Mt.  Allen, 
informJQg;  him  of  the  above  nieasurea:— 

"  Dear  Brother,  London,  June  ISth,  1831. 

"We  sent  out  a  drcular  to  all  our  ministers  on  Saturday,  within  the 
limits  of  the  two-penny  post.  We  collected  at  Eagle  Street  ^31.  6s.  I 
have  recelveil  from  Sailer's  Hall,  where  Mr.  Wilson  preached  morning  and 
afternoon,  SIC.  At  Kejjpel  Street,  Mr  Pritchard's,  161.  were  given  in  the 
vestry :  Ihe  collection  to  be  made  next  Lord's-day  moraing.  My  object  in 
writing  to-day  Is  lo  request  you  to  draw  on  Wm.  Napier,  Esq.  atsisht,for 
ffty  pounds.  You  may  calculate  an  another  fifty  al  least.  I  saggest,  as  we 
have  thrown  great  responsibility  on  your  shouldtira,  Ihal  you  had  better  asso- 
ciate with  yourself  at  least  five  persons  of  yonr  most  respectable  neighbours, 
to  be  the  Committee  of  Distribution,  and  send  us  tbeir  names  as  soon  as  pos- 
sible. You  should  also.  If  you  find  it  necessary,  employ  some  person  et 
Srsons  on  whom  you  can  depend,  lo  take  money  to  the  schools.  Perhaps 
sssrs.  Mntlarky  and  Berry  migbl  be  so  employed.  Say  whether  it  will  be 
necessary  for  yon  to  be  authorised  lo  eitend  the  distribution  beyond  the 
schools.  In  such  cases  of  distress  as  the  Committee  of  DlslHbntion  may  think 
necessary.  In  our  circular  we  have  not  mentioned  the  Readers,  but  only  the 
children  of  the  schools,  their  parents,  and  ihe  achoolmaaters.  If  you  can  get 
a  tight  of  the  Times  newspaper  of  this  day,  there  is  a  paragraph  sent  by  me 
Ib  the  third  page.  1  received  SI,  from  a  lady  of  Brlalul  on  Saturday,  and  6t. 
more  since  I  began  this  letter.  I  hope  we  shall  get  fiOOi,  before  we  have 
finished  our  collections,  as  our  plan  in  ennflnlng  it  to  the  schools  seems  to  be 
nmeh  approved.  Bevery  particular  in  furnishing  us  with  a  minute  statement, 
once  a  weekof  ibadlstribuiioii,  signed  by  all  the  members  of  your  Committee.

"  My  Dnr  Sir,  BoSiaa.  Jane  tSU,  18SI. 

"  On  Saturday  last  I  received  your's.  On  Monday  I  eommeneed  a  tonr 
among  my  cchooli,  and  yesterday,  escepi  as  I  dismounted  at  the  diflerent 
itatlons.  I  was  on  horsebacii  from  eight  In  the  morning  tlil  nine  at  night,  and 
"'"""""  ""'  He*.  I  had  no  ippreheiitlon  when  I 
appalling.  To  Mve  hnodreds  of  ths 
children  and  their  parents  ia  absolutely  impossible.  Do  «bil  you  vtU,  or 
what  you  can,  they  must  die.  The  lait  earthly  substance  the  poor  emtarei 
had,  in  the  shape  of  a  cow,  a  horse,  or  an  ais.  is  sold,  and  the  pruvision  bought 
with  ll  consumed.  To  talii  with  thrm  would  rend  a  heart  of  stone.  Many  of 
them  are  already  past  hope,  and  of  coarse,  every  day  will  add  to  the  list  of  the 
distressed.  In  fact,  all  that  can  be  done  is,  to  render  very  sleodi^r  assistance 
till  the  beginning  of  August,  when  the  potatoe  eroy  will  be  ready. 

"  I  hsTe  already  dialribnted  two  tons  of  meal,  for  which  I  paid  36f .,  and  by 
the  time  this  reaches  you,  I  suppose  I  shall  have  distributed  another  ton, 
which  In  all  will  make  Ml.  Of  coarse  thll,  agreeable  to  your  dirrctiona,  baa 
been  conflned  lo  tbe  readers,  ichoolmaBtera,  achooi-mislresiet,  children,  and 
parents  of  children  connected  with  our  schoola.  Of  this,  two  tons  will  haTe 
been  dlatrlbnted  gratis  on  your  account,  and  one  ton  for  which  I  shall  lake 
payment,  at  first  e^,  In  four  months,  on  my  own  account.  And  from  this,  I 
may  say,  llie  readers  and  teachers,  as  their  salaries  soon  become  dae,  will 
have  a  supply  till  harvest,  but  tbe  extent  of  aislstance  rendered  lathacbudran 
will  onlybe  for  eneveet.  Lest  this  should  seem  nn  extravagant  distribntioo, 
I  would  jual  say.  1  have  in  my  district  upwards  of  thirty  scIkkiIs  ;  of  these,  I 
am  sure  no  less  than  two  hundred  families  are  now  dialreased :  In  hct,  are 
either  begging,  or  what  la  wnrae,  starving,  through  shame,  at  home.  Two 
tons  of  meal  then,  is  not  two  stone  for  each  family,  and  each  family,  perbapa, 
contains  from  Ave  to  ten  indiiiduals.  But  every  weeii  will  And  na  worae,  and 
1  am  sure  no  less  a  sum  than  601.  or  601.  per  week  for  the  nen  five  weekt,  will 
render  even  partial  aid.

It  wsa  gratifying  to  the  Secretaries 
lo  ana  that  the  Ministers  in  general  saw  the  propriety  of  iha'mMinK,  and 
not  only  received  the  Idler,  but  acted  upon  tbe  recommendalioa. 
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"  1  tuTB,  acoordlnir  to  yonr  dlreclloaii,  bronghl  back  to  Ihe  schools  no  Ian 
1h£D  fortf  families  of  children,  and  before  tbe  end  of  Ihs  week  1  iball  have 
braaghtbsck  forty  or  fifty  more:  but  Ihen,  how  are  they  lo  be  kept  there  I  I 
have  also  relicTed  numbers  of  familtes  who,  for  weekl  past,  had  fed  upon  liea 
weed,  or  common  cadlock,  aad  otber  Seld  herbs.  Bui,  of  course,  two  stona  of 
oatmeal  will  soon  be  goDe.  Lei  tbe  frinnds  of  the  cause  ilep  forward,  thua. 
■nil  lend  a  helping  haud.  If  there  was  ever  a  lime  in  which  they  might  enderj 
4he  operatloni  of  the  Society  to  (he  natives  of  Ireland,  It  Is  this.  Let  then. 
«bew  that  they  care  for  tbs  body  b9  well  as  tlla  soul,  and  by  attending  to  the 
lesser,  they  will,  in  all  probabjlity,  beneRt  Ihe  greater.  I.et  there  not  he  a 
Baptist  oongtegitioD  through  England  to  which  an  immiHllate  appeal  is  not 
maile.  Lei  us  bave  some  old  clothes,  say  two  or  three  thousand  luils,  for  the 
children  and  parents  are  naked  as  well  as  famishing.  But  ttll  the  friends  in 
England,  It  is  useless  to  send  old  clothes,  unUssthey  atso  send  means  lo  procure 
food,  for  unless  they  send  mFBDH  lo  procure  food  they  will  not  need  clothes 
long.  I  am  confident  no  ezerlion  od  your  part  will  be  wanting,  and  I 
trust  yon  will  be  able  to  raise  us  up  many  steady  friends  In  this  distressing 
crisis.

'^  I  am  Mrry  to  add,  that  dislresi  is  on  the  IncreaM.  The  nnmbrr  offaml- 
llei  relieved,  aa  above,  were  In  abBolale  ataTvation;  aome  of  tham  befging, 
and  othen  faedinc  npan  the  common  cadloek,  or  any  other  herbs  they  might 
get.  I  am  as  congdcnt  as  that  1  have  aneilitenee,  that,  throDghyoarlibccallty, 
MTeral  famlllea,  who  must  hare  died  from  hunger,  have  been  saved  ;  aad  I  am 
equally  conHdeDt  that,  nnleu  a  sum  eqoal  to  the  expenditure  of  last  week, 
54/.  be  forwarded  weakly  till  tha  Ist  of  Angnst,  hundreds  of  fami lies  mast  die.

The  fact  is,  no  rili^fat  all  has  been  given,  except  by  as,  at  present  in 
the  country  about  us  ;  the  children,  therefore,  almost  dying,  are  sent  where 
tiiey  are  likely  to  get  food.  We  have  not  relieveil  any  such  at  present,  a,%  wa 
bad  even  too  little  for  the  steady  and  constant  attendants  of  our  Schools.  I 
hope  yon  will  not  forget  the  8,000  suits  of  old  clothes;  those,  however,  will 
do  Id  *  month  or  two,  if  you  send  provision.  We  do  not  mind  them  running 
about  naked,  so  that  they  are  not  slarvijig.  I  hope  to  hear  that  you  have 
already  raised  five  or  six  Imnklred  pounds.  This,  1  am  sure.  Is  the  least  sum

>■  Though  I  addreasad  you  by  letter  this  morning,  1  am  directed  by  the 
Committee  of  DiBlribulion  to  write  to  you  again.  In  my  letter  I  sUlerf  that 
lelief  had  been  atforded  lo  S9*  families  during  the  past  week,  st  an  expendi- 
ture of  6il.  81.  i^d.  BInca  writing,  I  have  visiled  several  of  the  Schools 
Myself,  Bod  have  also  received  the  accounts  of  the  Inspectors  whom  I  had  sent 
out  for  the  same  purpose.  The  result  Is,  that  instead  of  2M  applicants,  as 
during  the  past  week,  the  number  has  Increased  to  ISOO,  at  least;  and  ajfter 
three  or  four  hours  deliberation,  the  Committee  have  resolved  to  give  one 
thousand  familicB  a  half  share  of  meal  each,  which  will  be  equal  loMt.  or 
Hi.  more.

hmina,  and  to  save  mneh  people  alive.  And  1  am  inre,  that  no  effort  un  your 
part  will  be  wanlingto  make  this  distress  generally  known,  iind  lo  BuppUcate 
rEllef  from  one  end  of  Ihe  land  to  another.  Let  not  a  single  congregalioa 
throaghoiit  England,  though  never  so  small,  refule  lo  lend  their  a^d  Hu- 
manity dtmanda  it,— our  Interest  In  Ireland  demands  it.— 1900  or  9000  famish- 
ing families  demand  It, — Ihe  word  of  Qnd  demands  it. 

**  I«st  I  might  apprar  loo  urgent,  however,  and  too  extensive  In  my  appeal* 
fcr  aid,  lei  me  give  you  a  feeble  ikelch  of  ihe  state  of  things  here :  and  mind, 
every  thing  1  mention,  unless  otherwise  qutliSBd,  is  nhat  my  own  eyes  have 
Men.  In  twenty  of  my  schools  all  the  families  are  now  famishing,  and  have 
no  means  of  support.  In  another  week  there  «ill  not  be  One  hundred  out  of 
the  three  or  four  thousand  families  connected  with  us,  that  will  have  a  polaloe 
or  a  pound  of  meal  left.  In  Seaview,  Fenod,  Raihlee,  Liffinay,  Foghill, 
Arvagh,  Ballinglen,  Palinerstuwn,  Aa,  a  great  part  of  Ihe  children  are  feeding 
on  sea-weed  alone.  In  Shrabeen,  Freebeii.  Culdraff,  Ballibeg,  Sic.  they  are 
feeding  on  what  we  call  Berastlee,  a  weed  Ihal  grows  among  corn,  wliich  in 
England  Is  called  cadlock.  Some  few,  indeed,  have  been  living  on  cockled  ; 
but  ag  most  persons  who  have  fed  upon  them  have  been  taken  111.  I  am  told 
that,  on  Lord's-day,  the  priests  directed  the  people  to  eat  no  more.  I  liave 
been  told,  too,  of  persons  going  about  tu  bleed  cattle,  and  taking  iha  blood 
for  their  sapporl;  also,  ot  a  mother  giving  the  breaitt  to  eight  children  in  suc< 
cession,  and  thug  deluding  them  with  tbe  mere  noliun  of  food.  In  fact,  a 
recital  of  the  ways  in  which  persons  ham  endeavoured  to  sujiport  themselves 
under  Ihe  pressure  of  famine,  would  cause  a  heart  or  stone  to  bleed.  Let  our 
friends  look  to  It,  that  the  siu  of  withholdiug  Ihe  hand  from  these  poor  stsrv* 
fog  wretehe*  be  not  laid  to  their  charge. 

"  I  am  aware  the  people  in  England  wil 
provlsians  is  going  to  the  West  of  Ireland, 

will  get  their  share.  This,  upon  my  own  knowledge,  I  tun  able  to  deny- 
Motf  qf  thate  dbtrieU  in  irAuA  oi»r  ichooU  areplaeed,  ne  retiff  ronimttieea 
hart  bteu  formed ;  and  even  where  they  are  fnrmed  in  these  remote  places,  I 
know  of  DO  single  family  in  all  my  district,  thirty  miles  in  extent,  that  has  been 
relieved  I  Besides,  should  any  assistance  be  offered  hereafter,  Ihe  persons 
who  send  their  children  to  our  schools  will  be  rejecled,  as  far  as  the  influence 
of  the  Roman  Catholic  priests  eilends.  Already  IhU  spirit  is  inanifcsled,  aud 
they  have  In  tomeinBtances  proclaimed,  though  they  have  given  nothing  Ibem- 
Belves,  that  if  they  continne  to  send  iheir  children  to  us,  they  may  lay  down 
and  die,  before  Ihey  will  give  them  a  single  grain  of  meal.  I  repeat  it.  Do 
UiigtaDce  has  l>een  rendered  by  any  Committee  but  our's  In  the  eowitry  ;  on 
tbe  other  hand,  it  has  all  been  confined  to  the  neighbourhood  ottomts.  And 
I  repeat,  and  leave  you  to  make  what  use  you  Ihink  proper  of  it,  that  ihe  piiests 
«re  endeaTonring  to  scare  the  children  from  our  schools,  by  threats  of  with- 
boldiDg  food.  Let  me  hear  from  you  sood,  and  let  us  know  what  we  may  ex- 
pect. 1  am  sure  no  less  a  sum  than  SOUI.  or  IWOl.  will  lieep  them  from  Mar- 
vation.  Of  this,  or  the  half  of  this,  however,  we  dfipair.  1  aai,  dear

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On  ft  printed  copy  of  Ihii  letter,  written  ia  li^Bte  on  SatanlKy 
afternoon,  Jane  S&,  Mr.  Allen  waa  urged  to  eitend  aid  to  all  m 
distreia  connected  with  the  Society,  the  Secretary  remnrkin^,  that 
there  was  no  doubt  but  "the  barrel  of  meal"  would  coatinue 
to  afford  a  inppty,  bo  long  as  there  were  any  pcraons  who  required 
uiiataace.  On  the  next  Monday,  the  following  was  leot,  for  tile 
purpose  of  further  encouraging  him: —

I  hope  yon  wtll  have 
had  no  difilcully  to  procure  credit  for  a  week  or  iwo.  If  you  require  lOOL 
a  week,  fear  not  but  we  shall  be  able  to  pay  all  your  engigetnenis.  Yoa 
may  st  least  go  on  till  yon  havs  expended  60(U.,  and  then  begin  again.  We 
are  quite  pleased  with  your  account:  «e  paid  B*.  fid.  for  it.  Better  sead 
h  in  letters  in  fuluru  by  the  mail.  Gel  some  person  to  wrile  them  for 
you,  and  pay  him  for  his  labour.  Be  sure  to  get  the  namss  of  the  Gom- 
Diltee  of  Distribution  to  each  statement :  this  will  be  of  great  Import- 
ance. 1  tmst  yoD  will  be  supported  under  the  labour  and  anxiety  which 
must  necessarily  fall  upon  you.  We  lost  no  time,  as  yen  will  peroeive,  in 
gelling  yoar  letters  prtnted.

Fifth  Letter  from  fA«Rev.  J.  AhLav,  reetivedfTednetdag,  June  29tA. 
"  My  Dear  Brolber.  BaUina,  June  SA,  1931. 

"  It  is  imposaibla  for  any  onp,  who  ig  not  on  the  spot,  to  conceive  of  the 
amaiing  distress  piclured  in  the  countenances  nf  the  endless  applicBMa  for 
relief.  Famine  is  daily  advancing.  Distress  is  more  and  more  prevalent ;  and 
^olxra,  dyasntery,  and  fever,  are  appearing  among  u9.  In  connexion  with  our 
Khools  in  thta  dislHct,  1  Qnd  there  are  from  1,600  to  2,000  families.  Since 
the  first  quantity  uf  meal  was  distributed  among  them,  the  ■ebool'hDuses 
woeld  not  contain  one-tbird  oflhe  children.  I  have,  undersneh  circumstances, 
been  obliged  lo  direct  the  masters  lo  arraage  them  in  classes,  and  teach  in  the 
open  aJT,  lest  the  coUecCion  of  ho  many  children,  at  such  a  period  of  famina 
and  distress,  should  propagate  disease.  I  am  sorry  to  say,  that  a  poor  man, 
near  lo  the  Foghill  school,  died  the  other  day  from  mere  want ;  and  I  may  add, 
had  it  not  been  for  the  relief  you  have  afFurded,  during  this  and  the  precediaf 
week,  I  am  confident  many  who  are  now  alive,  would  have  been  consigned  to 
a  cold  grave.  In  this  one  county  alone,  180,000  families*  are,  at  this  present 
time,  eulirely  destitute  of  food.  In  some  of  the  remotest  districts  of  this 
coanty,  our  schools  are  placed  ;  and  as  no  Committees  of  Distribution  have  aa 
yet  been  formed  in  most  of  these  districts,  all  the  assistance  thai  has  been 
rendered  has  been  from  you.  Let  me  entreat  you,  on  behalf  of  tbege  famish- 
,iug  and  distressed  creatures,  not  lo  deal  out  with  a  sparing  hand. 

"  The  following  is  an  account  of  our  distribution  to  the  schools  dnring  Iha 
week.  We  have  altendni  to  eighteen  schools,  and  In  those  schools  to  SOB 
families.  Of  these  30Q  families,  one  has  received  3  stone  of  meal  ;  nineteen, 
2  stone  each ;  three  hundred  and  six,  1  stone  each  ;  and  seventy -three,  J  stone 
each.  The  amount  of  meal  distributed  then  is,  for  the  fimt  week,  8  ton, 
lOcwt.  4  stone;  and  for  the  present  week,  8  ton.  7c«t.  7  stone,  Tlb.—msking 
in  all,  A  ton,  4  cwt.  3  stone,  71b.  distributed  from  June  IStb  to  2Ath.  The 
account,  as  furnished  last  week,  was  9U.  S(.  4}d  ;  and  for  the  preieni  week 
is  43/.  18i.  lO^d.— making  in  all,  for  the  two  week*,  9TI.  let.  ad. 

"  You  will  perceive  from  this,  that  we  have  gone  as  far  as  we  are  authorized 
at  present.  Of  course  we  should  shrink  from  the  responsibility  of  dlslribnllng 
more  than  the  lOOi.  upon  which  you  say  we  may  calculale,  until  instructed  by 
.you.  I  am'  directed  by  the  Commiltee,  however,  to  state,  as  their  decided 
opinion,  that  to  withhold  your  band  at  the  present  alarming  crisis,  especially 
■ner  having  done  so  much,  would  be  Injurious  to  the  Interests  of  the  Sodety, 
and  give  to  the  opponents  of  Scriptural  educalion  a  cause  for  triompb.  I  am 
persuaded,  however,  you  willnol  suffer  this  to  be  the  f"

Let  it  bp  rcmenibered  maur  ofthmnareffrettrni,  andcuiue- 
quenlly  posieaa  the  atronfeal  clnlna.  At  tha  tame  time,  we  are  unwilling  to 
orrrlouli  the  wanti  of  thoae  who  are  dying  (kva  hunger,  or  perlohing  from  di*> 
ease.  Let  the  cry  of  theae  ftmliUi^  emUum  ba  aoniided  In  the  ear  of  every 
fHend  of  Ibe  cause  <n  Bril^n.  Remember,  yoa  iMre  anpplicd  098  families  in  (wo 
weeks;  and  that  four  weeks  at  least  of  famine  yet  remUn.  It  is  true,  diaeaie 
may  and  will  inevitably  follow,  from  the  slender  aaaiitauce  we  are  able  to 
afford,  and  Ibe  tranaiilon  from  famine  to  abundance ;  but  I  *honld  consider  It 
an  etemil  diagrace  to  the  friends  in  Eng-land,  to  anffcr  one  family  connected 
with  our  Schools  to  die  from  mere  want.  Lei  only  the  luxnria  of  one  day  be 
giren  by  erery  friend  of  the  cauae  in  England,  add  It  will  go  far,  *ery  far, 
towards  supporting  the  periahing  inmates  of  an  Irish  cabin  for  a  week.  Tell 
them  this— tell  them  that  honour,  that  humanity,  thai  religton,  demand  the 
sacrifice.  Tell  them  thiit  iOOi.  bag  relieved  693  famlires,  and  probably  kept 
numbers  from  death.  Tell  Ihem  to  subicribe  again  and  again.  1  am,  my  dear

"  F.S.  I  am  so  fully  engaged  from  morning  till  evening,  and  so  are  my  stn* 
dema,  Messrs.  Berry  and  Miillarky,  that  not  one  of  us  could  find  time  to  nuke 
out  the  Hems  of  the  present  week's  aeconnt,  for  the  inapection  of  the  Com- 
mittee. This  shall  be  forwarded,  with  the  name  of  every  person  relieved,  and 
the  extent  of  relief  BiTorded,  aj  I  did  Ihnt  of  lB«t  week.  Be  sere  to  send  ua 
deflnlts  fuslructimia,  and  they  shall  be  complied  with  to  the  lelter.  Our 
school -homes  are  more  like  Roman  Catholic  leojtes  than  schoota,  Ibey  are  so 
crowded  with  children  and  their  parenta. 

The  fullowing  Leller  was  written  to  Mr.  Allen,  in  answer  to 
the  above  :— 
"  My  dear  Brother,  Londoa,  Jiutt  90,  1881.

inr^raph  In  your  third  letter.  I  hope  you  will  be  circumspect,  but  firm, 
t  afRdaviis  of  the  facts  yon  refer  to,  let  me  havo  attested  copies  of 
mem.  x  ou  knaw  they  sre,  many  of  Ihem,  all  lerpent  and  no  dove.  '  Be  ye 
therefore  wise  as  aerpenla,  and  harmtess  as  doves.'  May  you  have  wisdom 
profitable  lo  direct.  1  have  your  tetter  of  Juno  23,  printed  already,  and  shall 
send  out  copies  toallthnse,  this  evening,  who  have  sent  ua  money.

"RELIEF  OF  THE  DISTRESSED—PRIESTLY  INTERFERENCE 

—BAPTIST  IRISH  SCHOOLS. 
"  Mr.  Editor. 

"  As  the  sgent  of  the  Baptist  Irish  Society,  In  this  digtrict,  I  have  been 
instructed  to  sfford  relief  to  the  readers.  teBChers.  and  families  connected  with 
our  schools,  in  this  frightful  period  of  famine.  For  this  purpose  a  Committee 
of  Distribution  has  been  formed  in  this  town  ;  and  the  above  named  inslTUC- 
lions  complied  with.  The  Commlttf  e  has,  from  the  13th  to  the  18lh  instant— 
the  short  space  of  one  week — distributed  to  one  family,  2  cwt.  of  meal  .■  to 
ten  families,  1  cwt.  each  ;  to  two  families,  ^  cwt.  each  ;  to  siity-six  families, 
2  stone  each  ;  to  five  families,  1 1  stone  each ;  to  two  hundred  ajid  seven  fami- 
lies,  1  stone  each ;  and  to  three  families,  |  stone  each ; — making  in  alt  QSi 
families  relieved  In  one  week,  at  an  expencc  of  Sit.  3if.  i^d.  In  this  instance, 
then,  we  have  stepped  forward,  and  given  IhoSe  individuals  the  lie  to  their 
very  teeth,  who  misrepresenting  us,  have  said, '  You  will  get  Bibles  enoagh 
from  those  heretics,  but  no  food'  If  I  bad  only  to  contradict  this  statement, 
however,  1  should  have  remained  silent — I  should  never  have  appeared  in 
print.  But  I  have  a  grave  and  heavy  charge  to  prefer  against  many  of  the 
Priests  of  this  diocese,  which  justice  to  myself,  to  the  Society  with  whlcli  I 
am  connected,  and  to  those  very  Priests  themselves,  compels  me  to  proclaim 
to  ihe  world.  I  speak  advisedly— I  have  sufficient  evidence  of  the  facl — and 
I  now  say,  the  Priests  have  been  playing  their  own  game  with  the  money 
placed  at  Iheir  disposal.  Instead  of  extending  relief  in  all  cases  of  distress  ;

The  money  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  priests  Is  public  ;  and  it 
to  be  attended  to  all  ttAo  are  in  tiistreis,  irrespective  nf  opinion  and  creed  I 
Now,  I  demand,  in  the  name  of  common  honesty,  what  right  any  man,  ar  any 
class  of  men,  has  lo  employ  this  money  voted  by  gmemment,  and  raised  by 
volutUary  nibscriplioas,  to  compatf  his  own  ends  J  And  I  demand  lo  know, 
what  right  any  priest,  or  any  number  of  priests,  who  have  this  money  placed 
at  their  disposal,  have  lo  say,  that  those  connected  with  my  schools  may  die 
with  hunger,  berore  they  shall  get  any  relief  from  them.  Is  this,  I  ask, 
honest?  Is  this  extending  relief  lo  the  distressed,  or  serving  the  purposes  of 
■  ».  party  t  The  persons  who  can  look  upon  B  poor  wretch  dying  with  famine, 
ajid  storm  him  from  iheir  presence,  because  he  was  so  dnforTdnate  as  to 
wish  his  chlMren  lo  be  educated,  deserves  lo  he  held  up  lo  llie  execration  of 
society.  I  do  not  intend  to  inclnde  all  the  priests  ;  I  conld,  1  am  sure,  make 
aoDiH  honorable  exceptions.  At  the  same  time,  the  eilntence  of  the  principle- 
at  all,  Is  snIHeient  to  merit  the  severest  censure ;  and  hail  I  any  other  mode  of 
redressing  this  grievance,  I  should  not  have  resorted  to  the  press.  I  am  pre- 
pared, if  any  valuable  end  can  be  answered  by  it,  to  afford  a  detail  of  tha 
circumstances  on  which  these  animadversions  are  founded.

It  is  only  a  snare  and  a  nordlif  baU,  to  draw  yon 
from  Christ.  Thoge  preachers  are  like  the  red  dragon  spoken  of  in  the  Reve- 
lalionl,  which  drew  the  third  pari  of  the  stars  of  heaven  after  his  tsil.  Why 
not  draw  them  with  his  bill — or  with  his  wings — or  with  hlj  claws — but  with 
his  tall,  the  weakest  part  of  his  body  7  Why,  you  see,  he  did  not  draw  them 
by  violence  and  force.  Bo  It  Is  with  those  seduct^rs,  that  are  caaling  tvordlg 
baiU  simply  before  you,  that  they  may  hook  your  souls  into  everlasting 
flames.

The  more  you  aasiit,  the  better  our 
friends  mill  like  it.  We  have  more  than  S50t.  '  What  hath  Bod  wronght  1 ' 
Doubt  no  more.  I  am  perfectly  aatlstied  you  have  acted  rightly  in  regard  to 
the  peraecntlng  priests.  No  one  could  hsTs  imaginedsMch  craelty  and  bigotry 
had  existed,  even  in  the  west  of  Ireland.  Take  care  of  yonr  health.  I  hope 
Mrs.  Allen  has  great  faith  too,  as  well  as  her  husband.  '  If  thine  eye  be 
•ingle,  thy  whole  body  shall  be  full  of  light.'  Fear  not,  God  Is  on  our 
side.  You  will  do  more  to  promote  a  refornatlon,  than  all  who  have  pre- 
ceded you  in  Ireland.  I  bave  sent  your  last  letter  to  nine  of  the  chief  newa- 
Gpers.  The  Committee  are  very  much  piaued  with  yon.  Mr.  Wlison 
ives  to-morrow.  I  requested  him  to  take  the  earliest  opportunity  (o  come 
and  see  yon,  and  help  you,  at  lesBt  by  his  presence.  We  voted  him  a  sum 
not  eiceEdingfiOf.,  should  any  of  the  children  In  his  schools  need  it.  A  friend 
of  mine  basfifly  suits  uf  left-off  marine  uniforms.  I  have  ordered  them  at  St. 
per  suit ;  the  beat  boy  in  each  school  to  have  them  so  far  as  they  go.  Clolhes 
■re  coming  In,  but  I  have  not  yet  said  any  thing  on  that  subject.  We  will,  if 
passible,  do  tint  also.  Follow  up  your  plan  as  to  getting  the  cabins  whlte- 
washtd.  You  are  at  liberty  to  do  any  ttiing  to  promote  the  cnmfort  of  any 
you  meet  with  in  distress.  We  passed  a  resolullon  that  you  be  desired  to 
pay  particular  respect  to  the  Teachert  and  Rtaderf.  When  were  you  pot  on 
the  Loeal  Committee  at  Ballina  7  Tell  us  all  about  your  proceedings  in  con- 
nection with  tt.  What  instructions  do  yon  get  as  to  their  distribution  of 
money  and  food  I  have  eopled  your  letter,  and  the  oltier  sketch  of  a  sermon, 
knd  sent  it  to  the  printer.     We  shsll  not  need  any  asaistaiiee,  and  have  not 
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MkDd  uy,  fron  Ibe  Qenersl  CanmHtMi  here,  or  Id  Dabllo.  Out  friend*  <rill 
do  every  tbiOK  we  can  pMwbl;  wUh  or  deaire. — Yonr*!  affectionately.

"  I  bastan  to  lay  before  you  a  statement  of  the  last  week's  relief  and 
expenditure.  To  one  family  ws  have  given  1  cwl.  of  meal ;  to  three  families, 
2  atone  each  ;  to  484)  families,  1  stone  each  ;  and  to  63i  families,  half  a  stone 
each— in  all,  1121  familieBrellevcd  in  one  week,  at  anexpense  of  f92.  1>.  lid: 
or  this  expenditure  we  had  not  calculated  in  en  early  part  of  the  week  ;  bat, 
as  we  received  so  encouraging  a  letter  from  you,  we  were  delermined  not  to 
withhold  the  baud.  Of  the  aupiication  of  this  relief  I  would  just  say,  for  the 
BatisfactloD  of  your  friends,  that  I  persomlly  visit  as  miny  distressed  objects 
M  posxlble  before  any  relief  is  extended.  In  other  cases,  my  inspectors  are 
employed  for  this  purpose ;  and  In  others,  the  marks  of  hunger  and  disease, 
too  visible  in  the  countenaQce  and  frame,  render  any  inquiry  unnecessiiry.  I 
have  availed  myself  of  yoarsaggestion  to  employ  persons  to  keep  tlwaccoanta. 
This,  since  the  first  week,  was  absolutely  necessary,  as  J  have  not  had  a  mo- 
ment of  time  to  sit  to  an  aii^ount,  from  the  time  1  rii»e  till  I  retire  ;  besides,  I 
was  determined  from  the  first  not  to  keep  the  accounts  with  my  own  hsnd.so 
that  neither  here  nor  elsewhere  inyyasli/infife  suspicion  of  a  mal-approprlatlOD 
of  the  money  might  be  excited.  As  lo  the  wisdom  of  tbe  mode  1  sdopled,  I 
am  confirmed,  from  the  complsints  1  see  commencing,  retpecling  others,  in 
both  ihe  English  and  the  Irisb  press.

■tnd  them  to  one  of  our  friends  in  the  House  of  Commons,  and  tuner  the  mat- 
ter to  be  dlseusfied  there.  I  am  persuaded  this  lioe  of  procedure  will  at  once 
exhibit  to  the  Britith  public  what  we  are  doing  in  Ireland,  and,  at  the  sane 
time,  impose  a  restraint  on  the  priests;  and,  consequently,  serve  oar  schools; 
but  on  IMS  aubject  I  shall  shortly  write  you  a{[aio.  In  the  meantime,  I  an 
persuaded,  from  what  you  have  done,  that  you  will  not  allow  any  about  as  lo 
lUrve.  No;  yuu  have  now  TO(U.  and,  if  necessary,  and  It  la  necessary,  yon 
could  gel  the  lOOOj.  we  menliuaed,  and  mure  too.  We  are  Intending  this 
week,  as  you  have  authorised  us,  to  extend  onr  dlitribution,  and  to  expend 
\60l,  ;  and,  nnleas  countermanded  by  you,  to  continue  at  this  weekly  sum.  as 
long  lu  famine  cxUls,  and  the  money  lasts. +  I  mention  an  Instance  of  distress 
which  came  under  my  own  notice  since  I  wrote  you  last : — a  poor  man,  who 
had  an  only  cow,  and  no  means  of  support  for  nine  in  family,  bled  the  cow  so 
freqaenlly  (a  very  common  thing  among  us  now),  to  use  her  blood,  boiled 
with  a  llTtle  meal,  that  she  died  t  I  In  this  case  we  felt  ourselves  called  upon 
10  aaslst  the  man,  though  unconnected  with  us.  I  might  mention,  had  I  space, 
other  instances  equally  appalling,  but  I  must  close. — I  am,  my  dear  brother,

"  I  received  your's  of  the  7th  instiat  yesterda.y,  «ad  the  copioi  of  aSl- 
davlli,  the  *BalliDa  Impartial  *  of  the  Sd  iaslant,  and  the  *  Warder.'    I  very 

much  approve  of  your  baring  aeut  the  affldavilB  to  Col.   P ,  and  will 

endeavour,  at  an  early  opiiortunlty,  to  wait  upon  that  gentleman.  Thecnielty 
of  the  Runao  Catholic  Priests  hu  (rreatly  aatoniahed  many  of  onr  friends : 
they  were  not  prupared  fur  such  instaacea  of  bigotry,  even  from  Priesis  in  ths 
county  of  Mayo.  I  have  no  appreheasiun  that  thoy  will  persaade  their  Socks 
that  there  is  any  deatrucllve  Keraji  la  mlmeil ;  and  I  shall  wonder  if  those 
who  Bie  In  the  least  instructed  as  to  the  nature  of  religion,  will  comider  as  aa 
being  oat  of  the  psle  of  the  chriallon  church  !  It  reqaireg  but  little  onder- 
standing  for  them  to  comprehejid  the  meaning  of  our  Lord's  madm, '  By  their 
fruits  ye  shall  know  them.'  It  was  a  sound  remark  of  my  lale  excellent  friend, 
A.  Fuller,  when  he  said,  '  The  Hies  of  chrlatians  are  books  wlilch  common 
people  can  easily  read.'  It  has  afforded  me  great  pleasure,  not  only  to  receive 
the  liberal  contributions  of  our  congreaalions,  both  in  town  aod  country,  but 
to  read  the  expressions  ofthelrsympalby  and  benevolence,  which  have  accom- 
panied those  contributions  ;  in  many  Instances  too,  what  was  laid  of  Iha 
primitive  christians  in  Macedonia  will  apply  :  '  Their  deep  poverty  hoi 
abounded  to  the  riches  of  their  liberality.

We  shall  not  males  any  farther 
epplicatlons  at  present ;  but,  should  ll  be  found  necessary,  they  will  do  a* 
you  advised,  '  they  will  contribute  again  and  again.'  You  will  Dave  seen,  in 
our-  last  Circular,  that  we  have  stated,  that  you  and  your  friends,  who  formtha 
Committee  of  Distribntion,  had  been  informed,  that '  they  were  not  limited  to 
any  weekly  sum,  bnt  were  at  liberty  to  draw  for  any  amount  which  thejr 
might  And  to  be  necessary.'  If,  then,  onr  money  should  not  be  all  expended 
by  the  time  the  supplies  of  food  from  their  potatoe  gardens  come  In,  it  will 
arise  from  the  want  of  eiertiou  on  your  part  in  finding  out  cases  of  distress,  or 
from  there  being  no  longer  aoy  who  need  your  aasislance.  A  gentleman  of 
our  Committee  remarked,  '  It  will  be  a  disgrace  to  as,  if  all  the  money  sent  U 
DOS  expended:'  in  ibis  sentiment  I  enllrely  concur.     I  advise,  therefore,  that 

Jon  employ  more  agents  to  find  oat  those  who  are  destitute)  and  supply  them 
illy.  Aim  to  become  the  almoners  of  the  Father  of  Mercies,  of  whom  it  ia 
Mid, '  Ife  fllleth  the  hungry  with  good  things. '  Act  up  to  the  meaning  of  oar 
Lord's  it^uDCllon, '  Freely  ye  have  received,  freely  give."  There  is  one  thing 
bo wever,  which  I  submit  to  your  consideration.  In  your  early  letters,  you 
mraition  the  desirableness  of  tinding  clothing  for  three  thousand  chUdtea  ;  and 
it  appears  to  me.  It  will  be  fair  for  ns  to  presume  that  oar  ministers  had  this 
also  in  view  in  their  collections.

tudes in  that  large  and  populous  district,  who  have  doubtless,  by  means  of  (he 
Baptist  Irish  Socicly,  been  kept  from  dying  for  want  of  food.

"  Last  eTenlng  I  Tecelved  and  read  four's  of  the  2nd  Instant  to  the 
Committee  of  Distribution.  Nothing  eoald  have  been  more  welcome.  The 
present  weeli  is  more  trying  than  any  that  has  preceded  it.  The  number  at 
nisiressed  cases  has  multiplied  on  our  hands  to  an  indefinite  extent.  Besides, 
from  the  scantiness  of  the  funds  of  the  '  Local  Committpe'  of  this  town,  and 
■from  their  avowed  inability  to  eitend  relief,  eiecpl  lo  those  who  were  em- 
ployed at  public  worlis,  we  fell  ourselves  called  upon,  even  before  the  receipt 
of  your's,  to  afford  gratuitous  relief  to  a  few  hundreds  in  the  town,  totally 
uneonnected  with  our  schools.  And  more  than  this,  Mrs.  Allen,  who  is  in  the 
'heart  of  three  of  out  schools,  on  the  sea  shore,  about  nine  miles  from  town, 
has  been  employed  by  the  Committee  to  distribute,  in  nmall  quantities,  (aay  of 
from  two  to  three  quarts,)  fifteen  cwl.  of  meal,  to  the  most  distressed  objecU 
dnriog  the  present  week.  Already,!  should  think,  in  Ballina,  and  atKilglasi, 
'Where  Mrs.  Allen  Is  rasidlng  at  present,  from  Ave  to  six  hundred,  not  con- 
nected in  the  smallest  degree  with  our  schools,  have  been  relieved ;  and  before 
ihe  end  of  tMs  week,  I  hope  we  ahall  have  to  report  that  from  two  to  three.  If 
not  from  three  lo  four,  thousands  of  starving  wretches  have  been  supplied  by 
your  bounty.    Wb  may  well  lay, '  What  hath  God  wrought  1 ' 

"  Some  persoDS,  you  say,  think  my  statement  of  130,000  families  fn  the 
county  of  Ma^o  alone  being  In  a  state  of  starvation  incredible.  I  lakethia 
opportunity  of  correcting  an  inadvertence — I  meantpn-ioBS  not/amUies.  Od 
ryonr  Bu^estion,  however,  I  inquired  from  a  gentleman  who  attended  the 
'  Central  Commtttes'  at  Castlebar,  on  Monday  last,  and  he  informs  me,  tltata 
penny  per  head  was  then  voted,  for  each  day  of  the  present  week,  for  190,000 
persons  supposed  to  be  In  want  in  this  county  alone. 

"  I  am  a  member  of  the  'Local  Committee'  of  this  town  ex  effiHo.  It  m«y 
be  due  to  onr  friends,  and  to  myself,  to  say,  however,  that  /  nrfMier  recefre  twr 
dlririftttCe  one  poond  of  their  meal,  nor  one  half-penny  of  their  money.  &i 
fact,  we  determined  to  throw  ourselves  entirely  upon  you,  and  neither  lo 
receive  <«  solicit  aid  from  any  olher  quarter.

I  hope  thU  may  not  be  attended  wiOi 
any  sreat  InconTenlenee.  It  wai  ImpoMtUe  to  write  looncr.  My  lAbonr* 
baTeinenaaed  OB  my  hands  in  a  ten-fold  mto;  and,  if  pouible,  will  thia  we^ 
exceni  all  thai  haa  gone  before.

Yon  will  remember  that  I  stated 
In  a  preceding  letter,  tliat  oar  schools  were  situated  in  remote  districts,  where 
noRelief  Contiatlteeshad  been  formed; — I  am  happy  to  slate  now,  that  in  some 
of  those  districts,  daring  th«  past  week,  some  aidstanee  tuu  been  rendered  for 
the  first  lime,  in  the  way  of  remuneration  for  labour,  though  to  a  very  inconsi- 
derable imounl  when  compared  with  your's.  The  frienda  of  the  Society  in 
Elngland  have  done  nobly,  and  have  enabled  as  lo  do  nobly  loo.  I  am  cinifl- 
dent  that  this  instance  of  self-denial  on  their  parts,  will  tend  more  to  advance 
the  Interests  of  our  Society  in  Connaugbl  than  any  thing  that  has  ever  been 
devised.  I  am  persuaded  that  oat  of  evil  Qod  willyel  bring  good.  In  a  word, 
I  trust  Ood  will  honour  OB  Bj  much  In  the  removal  of  tkt  famine  <if  Itit  leord, 
M  in  the  removal  of  the  famine  nf  bread.

Besides,  yon  will 
be  surprised  when  I  tell  you,  that  they  have  generally  expressed  themselves, 
in  some  instances  from  their  attars,  so  satlsBed  with  our  proceedings,  as  to 
completely  wheel  round.  In  fact,  lo  do  otherwise  would  bate  hem  rldlealoua 
— the  whole  country  would  have  been  opposed  to  them  lo  a  man.  I  mention 
tbis  10  guide  you  in  your  determination,  either  to  follow  up,  or  not  to  follow 
up,  the  subject  of  tbe  affidavits  referred  to  in  my  last,

I  attended  at  Castlebar  ;  I  exjiosed  theit  artfitimta 
Id  auppressing  the  date  of  my  letter ;  I  protested  agalast  their  right  of  inter- 
ference ;  and  especially  against  their  having  flrst  passed  sentence  upon  me,  b)r 
branding  me  as  a  calumniator,  and  then  giving  me  an  opportunity  to  make  my 
defence.  My  statements  have  since  appeared  from  the  press,  and  eicept  to 
the  parties  concerned,  have  ^von  imineriot  satisfaction.  In  fact,  the  (ynm- 
nlrof  and  u^iiiff(orta/  conduct  of  the  *  Central  Comsiltt(«,'  has  raised  tbem  in 
this  country^.host  otfoct,  and  myself  a  host  o{  friendM. 

"When  1  attended  tbe  Castlebar  Committee.tliey  wished  me  to  aabstantiaf^ 
my  charges  against  the  priests.  I  declined  this,  and  told  them  they  were  not 
a  compttent  tribunal,  or  an  impartial  assembly.  The  majority  of  the  Com- 
mittee were  PapinU  :  the  popish  bishop  of  this  town,  a  personal  enemy,  was 
In  the  chair;  another  popish  bishop,  and  a  popish  arcnbishop  were  on  the 
committee  to  confront  me  ;  and  a  whole  horde  of  priests  surrounded  me  on 
every  side.  I  may  add,  too,  a  priest,  egainst  whom  I  have  an  affidavit  sworn, 
Mas  pulling  the  skirls  of  my  coal  liehind,  and  crying, '  keep  to  the  prieSIB — 
keep  to  the  priests. — Name. — Name,'  I  must  add,  provoked  as  I  waa  by  thts 
priestly  conclave,  I  should  have  been  disposed  to  prove  my  charges  against 
those  gentiemeo  on  the  spot,  bad  [  not,  as  I  told  them  again  and  again,  sub- 
mitted my  afiidavits  to  a  member  of  the  House  qf  Camvtont.  To  drag  nw 
thence,  I  said,  all  their  sophistry  and  lugenuity  should  not  avail. 

"  After  i  retired  from  this  meeting,  a  vote  of  expalnon  from  the  Ballina 
Xocal  Committee  was  passed  upon  me.  This  resolution  was  forwarded  to  me, 
and  I  shewed  it  to  the  Protestant  gentlemen  on  the  Committee  in  this  town. 
They  were  provoked  at  such  orbUraTy  and  (vranRieut  conduct,  and  declared  / 
sAMtJd  not  bt  elptUed.  A  meeting  was  held  on  Saturday  last,  and  Dr. 
HcHaie,  the  popish  bishop,  attended.  From  first  to  last,  he  addressed  both 
myself  and  the  meeting,  At  the  language  nf  intuit.  Brother  Wilson  was 
present,  and  will  send  you  an  account.  I  must  not  omit  to  mention,  however, 
that  Dr.  McHale,  unable  to  effect  my  expulsion,  retired.  But  before  he  did  so 
he  eallsd  upon  the  magistrates  present,  (Colonel  Oore  and  Mr.  Howley)  to 
seiie  me,  and  take  me  into  their  charge.  They  declared  they  eould  wot  and 
wtmld  not.  On  a  question  from  a  gentleman  present.  Dr.  McHale  admitted.  ti> 
use  his  own  language,  that  ■  as  a  clergyman,  I  was  retpeelable  ;  as  a  moral 
character,  pure  ;  and  asa  member  of  the  Local  Committee  at  Ballina,  rj^unt;* 
but  still  I  was  I>randed  as  a  calumniator  by  the  Castlebar  Committee,  (or 
rather  bghUpopUh  brethren,  be  should  have  said)  and  tlierefore  must  be  ex. 
pelled.  The  feeling  of  every  Protestant  present  was.  that  1  was  an  injured 
■uu*,  and  tiiis  they  did  not  hesitate  to  avow.  Besides,  they  declared  thai,  not 
only  that  act  of  the  Central  Commmittee.  but  that  do  tubtequmit  act  of  lint 
'Committee,  should  dissolve  my  conoection  with  them,  unless  my  character  or 
conduct  ahoaid  be/oJriy  impeached.  This  they  declared,  it  present,  neither 
iMad  nor  could  be  done.  Besides,  it  should  be  remembered,  those  Individuals 
eompoaed  aU  the  maUk,  Independence,  and  it\fhiemte  qf  tKe  town.

We 
have  thirty  spinner*,  twelve  weavers,  and  seven  needle  vorfcrrs.  We  make 
blankets,  and  coarse  cloth  or  flani'el,  which  the  parchater  colours  and  then  it 
U  made  up  (or  gowni ;  Ihl*  makes  very  durable  and  decent  clothing  for  the 
poor.  We  have  alau  a  small  quintiiy  of  linrn,  which,  together  with  the 
Other  articles  of  clothing,  is  sold  to  the  poor  at  capl  price,  or  a  little  under, 
and  paid  for  by  a  few  perce  each  wevk,  by  thoM  employed  by  the  AatoefalioQ. 
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Whslcvsr  money  «e  hive  (o  spare  wb  employ  m  loant.  Thii  to  m;  certain 
knowledj^e,  lux  been  s  bleailng  to  the  tW  U)  irhom  it  baa  been  nleoded. 
SeTenil  fiTDurite  cows  have  b«ea  spared  to  their  oiraerg  :  Kod  the  coraforl  >Dil 
Hsppurt  of  a  family  continued,  by  a  loan  from  the  society  al  II.  or  1/.  I0>. 
wtinn  the  rent  day  has  arrived,  sud  in  every  instance  has  been  punetually  paid 
back  (gain  by  sii-jieiice  or  a  shilling  a  week.  And  now,  my  dear  8ir,  if  yon 
would  BUthorlxe  Mr.  Allen  to  give  uaa  donatlun  of  whatever  amount  you  may 
Itiink  proper,  before  these  allocations  cease,  I  pledge  myself  it  will  he  most 
gratefully  received,  and  strivtiy  applied  to  the  purposes  for  which  it  w«( 
given  ;  and  would  as  essentially  serve  many  industrious  females,  as  if  It  were 
given  Rralls.  It  would  be  a  means  of  extending  the  benefit,  and  of  encou- 
raging habits  of  industry  ;  and  too  great  attention  cannot  be  paid  to  IIk  cnlti- 
vatioti  of  industry  and  cleanliness,  among  itie  lower  class  of  the  Irish.  We 
have,  loo,  in  Ibis  dark  and  uncultivated  comer  of  the  globe,  a  Benevolwit 
Society,  for  the  relief  of  the  Sick  Poor,  which  is  almost  confined  to  female*, 
at  a  time  when  they  want  it  most.  This  inilltation  also  lays  claim  to  English 
sympathy  and  t>enevul«nee  :  it  recommends  Itself.  Our  fuuda  are  very  low  ; 
and  any  donation  you  mav  authorise  Mr.  Allen  to  forward,  will  be  most  grat»- 
fully  acknowledged,  end  strictly  applied.

The  foltowiog  letter  fiom  Mr.  Allen  accompanied  the  Statement 
of  the  final  Distribution : — 

"  My  dear  Brother,  Ballina,  Auguil  15,  IS81. 

"  Our  distribution  has  now  closed.  With  this  I  send  you  our  ninib  and 
tenth  weeks'  accounts,  examined  and  attested  by  the  Commltlee.  To  Ibesa 
aceomits  I  have  subjoiued  an  abstract  of  oar  whole  receipts  and  expendiniTe. 
From  this,  you  will  perceive,  that  we  are  somewhat  under  the  sumolSSU.fSr 
week,  which  yon  authorized  us  on  tlie  Idthof  July,  to  expend  for  the  next  four 
weeks  :  we  have  had  enough,  however.  The  Father  of  mercies  has  bleaaed 
our  peasantry  with  a  present  supply  of  food,  and  is  continuing  the  protpeet  of 
an  abundant  harvest.    '  Oh  that  men  would  piuse  the  I.ord  for  hi*  goodnua  I' 

"  I  have  received  from  London  two  boxes  of  clothes,  (or  wUch  I  return 
many  thanks,  Tttey  tfaall  be  distributed  in  as  jadicions  a  manner  as  we  ore 
able,  and  at  as  early  a  period  as  possible.  I  can  assure  yon,  however,  I  Ml 
completely  tired  out,  aod  need  rest.  No  earthly  consideration  would  bave 
Induced  me  to  go  through  such  labour  and  annoyance.  Ingratitude  from  the 
persons  relirved,  and  ceaseless  and  groundless  annoyance  from  the  popish 
clergy,  together  with  days  of  labour  and  nighlB  of  watching),  have  deeply 
eEecled  my  spirits.  Nothing  but  the  Interference  of  a  kind  and  merciful  pniTJ- 
dence  has  preserved  me  from  fever,  or  some  other  disease.  I  recoil  this  with 
gratitude  to  the  Father  of  all  good  ;  and,  I  trust,  dreadfully  as  1  have  been 
opposed  and  maligued  by  the  popish  clergy,  and  some  of  their  adherents,  that 
I  shonld  be  willing  to  go  through  the  same  labourand  opposition.  If  neceasory, 
again.    I  hope,  however,  such  a  season  of  famine  may  never  return.

Oitii  last  anivals  from  Calcutta  have 
broQgbt  ns  an  important  pamphlet, 
inlitled,  "Observations  on  tbe  Hin- 
dob  and  Mohammedan  Laws  of 
Inheritance,  as  affecting  Converts 
to  Christianity  in  India."  This  do- 
cument is  intended  to  give  a  clear 
view  of  the  difficulties  which,  on 
the  present  system,  prevent  thou- 
sands from  even  examining  the 
claims  of  the  Gospel  to  their  atten- 
tiun.  It  has  been  carefully  drawn 
up,  submitted  to  tbe  critical  examin- 
otioB  of  a  immba  of  gentlemen 
holding  high  official  stations  in  Cal- 
cutta and  throughout  Bengal,  and 
is  sanctioned  and  recommended  by 
the  signatures  of  ntnefeen  Mission- 
aries of  various  communions  in  that 
province.  We  trust  efficient  mea- 
sures will  be  taken  to  draw  the  atten- 
tion of  our  legislature  to  the  subject, 
previous  to  the  renewal  of  the  East 
India  Charter,  and  that  the  time 
will  soon  arrive  when  the  subjects 
of  tbe  British  Government  will  cease 
to  suffer  the  loss  of  all  things  for 
professing  that  holy  name  by  which 
we  ve  called.

induce  them  at  once  to  abandon 
such  a  dishonourable  course.  Our 
rmders,  however  they  may  regret 
the  occasion,  will  be  thankful  for  the 
new  evidence  thus  elicited  of  the 
nature,  reality,  and  extent  of  the 
work  of  God,  in  the  support  of 
which  it  has  been  their  privilege  to 
co-operate.

doubt,  but  Chat  under  this  system, 
betfer  acquaintance  with  the  character  and 
hftbita  of  the  membera  of  thia  church  and 
congregation,  consiating  of  aboie  4,000  indi- 
Tiduala,  than  1  could  of  a  cliurch  of  one- 
fourth  of  that  number  upon  the  general  plan 
puraued  by  miniatera  in  Elngland.  The  ticket 
fyatem  1  consider  necefisory  alw  to  prevent 
designing  and  evil-diapoaed  persms  impoaing 
upon  the  people.  Attempts  of  this  kind 
have  been  made  for  varioua  purposes — but  as 
an  individual  (if  he  appear  under  the  mask 
of  religion,)  ia  requested  to  produce  hia 
ticket  aa  an  evidence  of  hia  membership,  he 
is  at  at  once  detected,  and  hia  purposes  dc- 
ieated  before  he  can  accomplish  any  evil. 
'With  these  tickets  also,  if  properly  received, 
members  or  inquirera,  it  journeying,  are  le- 
mved  and  kindly  entertained  by  their  fclluw- 
Christiana,  though  previoualy  personally  un- 
known,— as  also  by  any  of  our  misislers  in 
any  part  of  the  Istiind." 

It  haviDg  been  erruneously  stated 
that  the  "  tickets  "  described  in  the 
foregoing  paragraph  were  lold  to  the 
negroes,  Mr.  B.  pfoceeda  to  shew 
at  length,  that  there'  ia  no  reel  con- 
nexion whatever  bet»»-een  the  issu- 
ing of  ibese  ticketa  and  tlie  pay- 
ment of  the  small  voluntary  siib- 
icrip^ons  made  by  the  iQembets  of 
the  church  and  others.  Nothingcould 
afford  the  shadow  of  a  ground  for 
such  a  charge,  but  the  unavoidable 
necessity  of  raana^ng  both  at  the 
same  time.     The  tegtimony  which 


cloaca  his  observations  on  this  sub- 
ject will  be  regarded  as  decisive  by 
all  candid  readers. 

"If  the  amount  of  subacriptioDs  be  the  ground 
of  objection,  I  remark,  believing  pecuniary 
eontribntions  to  be  a  scriptural  dnty,  I  have 
recommended  it  aocordingly,  and  proposed 
the  Bum  of  ten-pence  cnivency,  (tda-penee 
iterling,)  per  quarter,  (only  a  half-penny  per 
week,)  as  an  average  subH^-iption,  believing 
it  to  be  in  tbe  power  of  moat  persona  to  eon- 
tribute  that  amount.  StOl  tlie  subKriptioo* 
must  be  voluntary ;  and  ita  being  withheld 
or  giveo,  neither  contera  a  &vour,  or  prove* 
a  diaadvantage  to  the  individnal  in  his  con- 
nexion with  the  church.  A  great  number 
connected  with  the  church  do  not  conttibuts 
at  all,  a  considerable  number  also  receive

We  regret  tliere  should  be  so 
much  ground  for  the  complaint,  that 

MiarepreaentitlDn  ha>  becD  the  vettpoD 
vith  which  your  Blinioiuria  have  been  long 
(■sailed,  and  unhtippily  tor  them,  veryfeir 
iiare  been  the  loetanccfi  where  indlTiduDla 
have  made  any  candid  inquiry  respecting  the 
truth  of  the  Matemente. 

Still  it  wilt  be  gratifying  to  you  to  know 
that  in  every  cue  (with  which  I  have  any 
Kcqnuntance)  where  candid  inquiry  has  been 
rniuie,  the  reaolt  haa  been  moat  pUuiiig  and 
■atiafactory.  The  foBowing  ia  a  caee  in 
pmnt— Mr.  Abbott  when  he  left  England 
fcr  Jamaica  waa  ■  member  of  the  Baptiit 
Church  al  Taunton.  After  hia  arrival  in 
tho  idand  hia  mind  became  bo  prejudiced 
againit  the  Baptiat  Stetbren  by  etatementi 
made  to  him,  that  be  itudiously  avoided  our 
company,  and  aeldom,  if  ever,  entered  within 
tbs  ■mill  of  a  BaptiaC  Meeting  House,  for  a 
period  of  abont  two  yean.  On  receiving  a 
letter  ftom  the  church  at  Taunton  making 
inquiry  whether  ihe  vaa  asaiBting  tbe  Baptist 
Mianonaries,  he  replied  in  the  negative,  and 
atated  hn  reaaona:  the  cburcb  replied,  re- 
monstrating with  him  lor  crediting  the  repnrta 
without  making  some  inquLriee  of  the  Mia- 
aioilariet  theouelvea,  and  directed  him  to  this 
part  of  his  duty.  With  a  mind  deeply  pre- 
judiced he  applied  to  Mr-  Knibh,  who  candidly 
communicated  vitK  him,  ahewed  him  hia 
booka,  entered  into  adetailofall  our  proceod- 
ings,  and  gave  him  an  exjdanalion  of  evei^ 
ndject  he  proposed :  and,  at  the  lame  tine, 
invited  him  to  investigate  the  subject 
thoroughly  for  himself,  allowing  him  accaa 
to  every  meeting  public  or  private — afiotding 
him  opportunity  of  witne^ing  every  part  of 
onr  conduct,  and  of  making  every  inquiry ' 
chose  of  the  peopb  themselves.  He  did  ai 
after  which  he  became  as  perfectly  co 
visced  of  tbe  injuatia  done  to  na,  and  of  hii 
own  unkind  conduct,  that  he  made  every 
^olc^  in  his  power, — solicited  admlssicn 
into  (he  church,  and  haa  siuc«  united  with 
na  ID  tb*  labours  of  the  HisuoB. 

When  I  fint  beard  of  tbe  chargea  pnferred, 
and  of  the  evils  and  abuse*  aaiif  to  exist  a 
our  people,  I  made  tbe  atricteat  and 
diligent  inquiry  napacting  tbem,  but  being 
naafale  to  discover  any  suoh  thing*  in  the 
viciiuty  of  tbatownwheielreaidcdilthon^t 
probably  they  migbt  be  found  aaaag  those

A  DiSTlNOuiSHED  writer  has  oh. 
served,  tbat  "  tbe  great  ends  a 
Christian  biography  are  instrac. 
tion  aad  example.  By  faithfully 
describing  tbe  lives  of  men  emi- 
nent for  godliness,  we  not  only 
embalm  their  memory,  but  furnish 
onrselves  with  fresh  motives  for  a 
holy  life.  It  is  abundaally  more 
iiDpressivG  to  view  the  religion  of 
JesDS  operating  in  a  living  cha. 
racter,  than  to  contemplate  it  ab- 
stractedly. For  this  reason  we 
rosy  soppoae,  the  Lord  tbe  Spiril 
has  condescended  to  exhibit  first 
And  principally  the  life  of  Christ; 
and  after  bis,  that  of  many  of  bis 
Eminent  followers.  And  for  the 
same  reason  he,  by  his  holy  inllu- 
ences.still  furnishes  Ihechurch  with 
now  and  then  a  singular  example  of 
godliness,  which  it  is  our  duty  to 
notice  and  to  record."*  TheCbris- 
tiao  chui'ch,  it  may  be  added,  has 
for  the  most  part  set  a  high  value 
npon  this  species  of  writing,  in 
particular  it  might  be  mealioncd 
that  instances  are  known  in  which 
roiuisters,  devoting  a  portion  of 
one  of  tbe  latter  days  of  the  week 
lo  sacred  biography,  Snd  it  an  im- 
portant auxiliary  in  preparing  for 
the  Sabbath. 

The  subject  of  this  memoir  was 
torn  in  tbe  year  1782,  at  LlanJnn- 
dod    Wells,     in    tbe    county    of 


Radnor,  where  both  bit  parents 
are  still  living.  Of  tbe  earlier 
yesrs  of  Mr.  Jones  nothing  re- 
markable is  remembered.  In  bia 
twenty-first  year  be  was  baptized, 
on  profession  of  his  faith  in  Christ, 
by  the  late  Kev.  David  Evans, 
and  united  himself  with  tbe  church: 
meeting  at  Rock,  which,  together 
with  DoUu,  was  for  many  years 
under  tbe  care  of  that  escellent 
ministers  It  may  not  be  unwor- 
thy of  remark,  in  pasejog,  that 
Mr.  Evans  wu  baptized  by  th« 
Rev.  Timothy  Thomas,  of  Aber- 
duart  and  to  many  it  is  a  pleasing 
flection,  tbat  although  the  twa 
junior  brethren  are  removed,  the 
venerable  father  remains,  and  is 
itill  penevering  in  his  Master's 
work  with  mncb  vigour  and  nse- 
fnlness. 

Although  Mr.  Jones  became  un- 
doubtedly one  of  the  most  popular 
ministers  in  Wales,  his  abilities  at 
first  exhibited  no  remarkable  fea- 
tures; his  moral  qualities,  how- 
ever, were  at  that  time  very  con- 

lous,  and  the  remembrance  of 
bis  youthful  piety,  sinrplioily,  and' 
engaging  manners,  is  still  affec- 
tionately cherished.  Having  for 
some  time  esercised  his  talents  as 

ccaiional  preacher,  he  Wa^ 
plaoed  under  tbe  tuition  of  the 
late  Rev.  S.  Kilpin,  then  residing 
at  Iieominster,  and  contintied  there 
bout  a  year;  after  which  be  re- 
turned  to   bis  native   place,  aad) 

united  in  marriage  to  Eliz^ 
beth  Jones,  second   dangluer  of 
John  Jones,  of   the  CaslVe; 
Newbridge.    'Ibis  arrange. 
Y  Y 
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ment  led  faiin  to  enter  on  the 
management  of  a  farm^  which  he- 
rented  at  dw  aboBfi  place,  and  it» 
which  he  conlinned  aboot  three 
jmn,  preaching  alae,  as  occngion 
reqaired,  for  most  of  the  neigh- 
bonring  congregaliani. 
-  At  the  ezpimion  of  the  Uat

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tbe  conotry.  The  Re*.  Jimci 
Evaas  became  the  paetor  of  tbe 
ehurch,  and  waa  ataisted  b;  Hr. 
David  Phillipa.  Bnt  as  tbcBS 
brethren  could  preach  only  in 
Welali^  another  minister  for  the 
town  became  neceasarj.  Froci- 
denee  here  inlerpoeett:  gifla  hr 
the  miaiatry  were  diaeovered  in 
of  the  jmuor  members  I  (he 
R.  Pryee,  now  of  CaaVt. 
Oxfordalure,  wbe  aboill;  entered 
an  Academy  ;  and  the  liev.  Jabn 
Pryce,.  who,  in  1801,  became  thv 
English  pastor,  in  coojenctioD 
with  hia  Welsh  brother,  Mr.  Bvans. 
Abont  the  aame  time  a  chapel  wu 
erected  in  the  COwn.  The  caote, 
which  had  hitherto  been  low^beg^Q 
DOW  to  revive;  tbe  high  respsoU 
ability  both  of  the  character  and 
conncsiuns  of  the  new  minister, 
aerved  greatly  to  diminish  p«rse- 
cntioD,  and  through  the  diviu 
blesaing  on  bis  assidoonft  laboan, 
pleasing  additions  were  gradnsll; 
made  to  the  church.  Bat  lo  earl; 
as  1B09,  this  eicellent  man,  iD 
the  thirty-second  year  of  hia  i^t, 
waa  removed  by  death. 

The  following  ^ear  Mr.  Jonea, 
having  for  aome  time  preached  on 
probation,  waa  ordained  pastor 
of  the  chnrch.  Finding  hia  re- 
aonrcea  not  eqnal  to  the  demaadi 
of  an  increaaing  family,  a  cchool 
was  commenced,  which  he  cod- 
tinned  about  eight  years.  Bu 
capacity  and  snccesa  in  this  na- 
der taking  served,  in  connexios 
with  his  more  important  laboors, 
to  aecnre  general  and  growing 
eateem,  both  for  hia  peraonal  clis- 
racter,  and  the  great  canse  wbich 
il  was  his  chief  abject  to  advance. 
In  1814  it  was  fonnd  necessar;  lo 
enlarge  tbe  chapel.  The  coagra- 
gation  still  increoaing  it  wasagaia 
enlar^edinl82l ;  and  tbe  presBDl 
bnildiog,  which  will  hold  from 
T3  to  1500  peraona,  waa  generally 
wetliUed,  sMaetiBm  •raflowiBE- 
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■nie  fropolalioii  of  (be  town  haA 
by  this  time  coiiBiderabljr  in- 
creased, as  tbe  m a Dufac luring  of 
flanoel  had  become  more  general; 
and  hr  fbe  totrn  itself  there  are 
now  four  large  dissenting  cbapeli 
of  different  denominatioDS,  besides 
sn  Independent  Academy.  In  Ibe 
year  1815,  Mr  J.  commenced 
preacliing  at  Coerfwf,  a  village 
aboat  six  miles  distant,  making 
bis  first  attempb  npon  week  even, 
hgs,  and  relnrning  by  night  to  be 
present  at  his  school  duties  in  the 
morning;  and  rach  was  bis  anc 
cess  that,  in  that  very  ungodly 
place,  he  bad  the  happiness  of 
(eefng  a  congregation  established, 
and  a  good  chapel  erected.  At 
Mher  places  he  bad  also  to  preach 
and  administer  tbe  ordinances — 
at  Bfoahtref,  tbe  Old  Castle, 
the  Sarn,  Berriew  and  Llanfair 
Caereinion.  At  the  latter  he  sue. 
eeeded  in  forming  a  church ;  and 
at  tbe  Sara  a  good  chapel  was 
fcoilt,  which  is  well  attended.  Out 
of  the  numerous  additions  made 
fa)  Hie  church  during  the  pastorate 
of  Mr.  J.,  he  had  the  pleasure  of 
rieeingtbefoRowingbrethrencalled 
tie  be  preachers,  and  at  length 
settled  in  (he  minfstry;  Mr.  Lewis 
of  Higbgate,  near  London  ;  Mr. 
IHaiel  Wright  of  Blocktey,  and 
Mr.  Tbooias  Wright  of  tbe  Forest, 
Gloocestersbire  ;.  Mr.  Abraham 
Evans,  Haesyrhelem,  Kaduor- 
ibire;  Mr.  James  Kvans,  Caer- 
leon,  Monmouthshire,  and  Mr. 
Richard  Breeze,  Lechlado,  Glou- 
cestenbire. 

The  progrera  of  these  events 
was  not  witnessed,  however,  with- 
out an  admixtureof  trials;  amongst 
wfaich  may  be  mentioned  tbe  re- 
nupralof  the  senior  ministers,  Mr. 
J.  Cvaus  and  Mr.  D.  Phillips, 
tin  one  dying  in  1815,  the  other 
itt  1827.  At  tbe  same  time  it 
was  a  satisfaction,  equally  enjoyed 
by  the  people  and  the  Boniving 
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mlnrster,  diat  bo^  (Red  in  (beir 
armour,  and  in  the  presence  of 
their  brethren  amongst  whom  tbey 
had  for  so  many  years  been  labour* 
iog,  and  that  no  minister  had 
been  ever  removed  from  this 
cbarch  except,  as  it  is  believed, 
to  the  church  trinmpbani.  But 
Mr.  Jones  was  not  long  to  surviTe 
bis  lamented  brethren. 

Before  comiog  to  a  recital  of 
the  very  afflictive  events  with 
which  his  career  terminated,  it 
remains  to  be  stated  that  soon 
after  tbe  departure  of  Mr.  Phillips, 
the  Rev.  Benjamin  Price  was  or- 
dained co-pastor  with  Mr.  Jones, 
and  now  survives  to  carry  on  the 
designs  of  bis  friend  and  father, 
and  deeply  to  bewail  his  loss. 

Daring  tbe  last  seven  or  eight 
years  Mr.  J.  had  been  afflicted 
with  an  ailment  on  the  back  of  his 
left  hand,  which  at  length  proved 
to  be  a  cancer,  and  so  painfully 
inereaied  as  to  defeat  every  ap- 
pliance, and  create  the  extremest 
apprehensions.  Bis  medical  ad- 
viser  nt^ed  his  going  to  Shrews- 
bury, to  obtain  the  united  opi- 
nions of  the  surgical  professors  of 
the  place.  Accompanied  by  Mrs. 
Jones,  he  arrived  there  tbe  S7th 
of  last  May,  and  took  np  his  abode 
at  the  house  of  Hr.  Henry  M. 
Palmer,  After  an  esamination, 
thedeoisionwBBuaaaiiaoBBly  given 
that  the  hand  must  be  amputated, 
and  no  time  was  to  be  lost.  Oa 
the  Monday  foUowing,  the  opera- 
tion was  performed  ;  the  Rev.  M. 
Kent  being  present,  at  Mr.  J. 'a 
request,  and  who  states  that  the 
dreadfol  ordeal  was  endured  with 
the  greatest  fortitode.  At  tbe  close, 
the  patient  remarked  to  the  gen- 
tlemen conducting  the  operatioB, 
"These  are  great  sufferings;  but 
I  suffer  for  myself;  there  is  one 
who  has  endured  far  more,  and 
entirely  for  tbe  sake  of  ofAcrs;" 
tbas  arming  himself  with  the  for< 
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lUnd«  of  hw  Mwter,  and,  wtdtr 
thete  cirenwulmteet,  recommend- 
ing bis  Redeemer  to  olbinJ 

ArraDgements  baring  been  made 
to  Mcore  for  bim  the  almost  repose 
aad  comfort,  tbp  iymptomi  ap. 
peared  promiaingfor  Eeveraldaja, 
aad  bopea  of  a  apeed;  recorerj' 
were  generally  eotertaJDed.  On 
tbe  Fridajr  eveniog,  bonever,  an 
allaration  occnrred ;  tbe  paina  in- 
creased, shiTering  fits  ensued, 
tbe  last  enemy  bad  evidently  com. 
menced  bis  work,  and,  early  on 
Satnrday  morning,  it  was  clear 
Ibat  every  bnman  effort  wonld  be 
vain.  Tbe  respected  sufTererhim- 
selfnow  felt  tliat  his  disiolotiou 
was  at  band,  and  began  lo  speali 
oftlieeveni,  Supported, in  a  Uigh 
degree,  above  tbe  powerof despon- 
dency, be  addressed  those  aroand 
bim  in  the  most  pathetic  strsins, 
referring  particularly  to  the  fol- 
lowing Scriptures,  Matt,  xvi.27, 
and  2  Tim^.  iv.  0,  7,  8.  In  allu- 
sion In  the  ministry,  he  observed 
that  hii  work  wai  done^  but  bad 
tbe  happiness  to  indulge  the 
thought  that  be  was  free  from 
tbe  blood  of  sinners  :  "  1  have  not 
iliauned,"  said  be,  "  to  declare 
tbe  «bole  counsel  of  God."  But 
the  power  of  utterance  failed, 
strength  declined,  and  tbe  same 
day  June  4th, 

"  The  weaiywludtof  lUeatood  Mitl." 
The  aSecting  circumstances  aU 
tending  the  funeral  procession  as 
it  passed  throogb  Welsh  Pool  and 
Kewtown,  onitawaytoKbydfelen, 
the  place  of  inlermem,  are  already 
knoHu  to  the  public.  There  was 
one  individual  whose  situation 
oonld  not  hut  command  the  ge. 
neral  sympathies  of  the  deeply 
afTecled  multitudes.  We  can  only 
con/'eciitre  what  were  the  feelings 
of  that  individual  wbo  a  few  day) 
before  bad  accompanied  her  hus. 
band  on  his  journey,  now  retrac- 


ing the  same  road  berself  a  widoiri 

with  seven  orpbans,  and  Eve  of 
these  dependant  upon  ber.  The 
following  Lord's  day  a  foneral 
sermon  was  preached  by  tbe  co- 
pastor  of  the  deceased.  Tbe  most 
intense  interest  was  evinced  by: 
the  crowds  who  attended,  about 
500U  persons,  tbe  service  being 
held  in  the  open  air.  The  follow- 
ing week  a  subscription  for  the 
bereaved  family  was  opened,  which 
has  amoDuted  to  about  ^130:  « 
sum  that  reSecls  credit  on  th« 
people,  considering  their  very  de- 
pressed circnmstancea ;  but,  it  is 
needless  to  add,  a  sam  very  inade> 
quale  to  the  occasion.  They  ven- 
ture to  hope  Ibnt  Christian  frienda 
will  not  refuse  their  assistance,  and 
that  the  subscriptions  which  bare 
been  so  kindly  begun  may  be  yet 
further  encouraged. 

Mr.  Jones,  as  to  bis  person,  wm 
materially  above  the  commou 
standard,  ruddy  with  health,  and 
of  considerable  muscular  vigour. 
It  were  not  too  much  to  affirm 
that  tbe  character  of  bis  mind  was 
in    harmony  wilb    that    of    bis 

Sierson:  not  precocions,  as  he- 
ore  observed,  but  resembling 
rather  the  general  course  of  na- 
ture, wbere  it  is  seen  that  in  pro- 
portion to  the  size  and  solidity  of 
tbe  object  is  the  time  required  for 
its  maturity.  Although  not  emi- 
nent as  a  scholar — Ibis  indeed 
could  not  be  expected  in  his  cir- 
cnmstances,  nor  was  it  necessary 
— jet  he  was  well  furnished  for 
bis  work,  being  at  least  well  ac- 
quainted with  bis  Bible  and  with 
tbe  best  English  and  Welsh  au- 
thors in  divinity.  Ills  sermons 
were  well  studied, — tbe  style,  es- 
pecially of  late  years,  embodying 
much  of  the  hold  originality  for 
which  his  conntrymen  are  so  con- 
spicuous, with  much  of  the  acca> 
racy  and  good  taste  of  bis  mora 
privileged  neighbours  on  the  other 
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•tde  of  Ibe  Severu — ami  tbe  pre- 
vailJDg  subject  of  his  discourses 
was  that  whicb  we  have  seen 
OGCupyiDg'  his  last  thouglitB,  the 
vicarious  sofierings  of  the  im- 
maculate  and  divine  Redeemer. 
Id  connexion  with  these  primar^r 
qualificatioDs,baTingaUotheminor 
advantages  of  a  fine  voice,  and  an 
eqnallj'  readj  commaDd  of  both 
languages,  bis  pulpit  talents  ac- 
quired a  degree  of  celebrity,  that, 
in  the  chnrcheB  and  asiocialions 
of  Wales,  gave  him  for  many  years 
a  decided  and  a  highly  UBefoI  pre- 
eminence.  By  churches  also  in 
several  places  in  England  his 
labours  were  sought  after ;  many 
in' those  places  will  retain  a  pleas, 
in g  recollection  of  his  visits.  It 
is  not  pretended  that  in  a  moral 
respect  Mr,  Jones  was  a  perfect 
character;  yet,  from  the  com- 
mencement to  (be  close  of  his  pub- 
lic career,  no  blemish  ever  attached 
to  his  repalation;  in  every  rela- 
tion, as  B  husband  and  fniher,  a 
minister,  a  friend,  his  loss  is  most 
deeply  felt,  and  in  his  immediate 
circle,  seldom  is  his  memory  re- 
ferred to  but  with  tears.  Even 
the  pro  fane  st  characters  attest. 
"Mr.  Jones  was  a  good  man;' 
and  to  use  the  words  of  the  re. 
spected  minister  who  survives. 
*'  Death  must  at  least  mow  dowr 
tbe  present  generation  before  bii 
name  shall  he  forgotten,'* 

Those  reSections  which  the  pre. 
Ceding  narrative  suggests  will  bi 
readily  perceived.  Admiring,  ai 
ve  must  do,  the  grace  by  which 
this  minister  was  converted,  and 
so  well  fitted  for  his  station  ;  called 
forth  under  circumstances  in  which 
a  labourer  like  him  wis  so  needed, 
and  for  so  many  years  attended 
with  such  remarkable  success, 
tfiinisters  and  churches,  will, 
surely,  tbanlc  God  on  his  behalf, 
and  be  tbe  more  enconraged  in 
the  prosecution  of  their  own  la- 
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hours.  The  circumstances  of  his 
removal  were  indeed  painfully 
myolerious.  It  occcrred  not  in  a 
period  of  life  in  which  the  eye  had 
waxed  dim,  or  the  natural  force 
abated, — bntonlyin  btB40tb  year  ! 
"  He  fell  like  a  noble  tree,  itfter 
.t  one  stroke,  with  all  his  sap  and' 
verdure,  \f'nh  extended  houghs 
id  rich  foliage,  while  thousands 
ere  repositig  under  bis  shadow 
id  partaking  of  bis  fruits,"  But 
his  work  was  done," — the  no- 
blest work,  and  no  ordinary  por- . 
tion  was  be  the  means  of  accom- 
plishing. "  It  was  tbe  boast  of 
Augustus  that  he  found  the  city' 
of  Rome  built  with  brick,  and  that 
be  left  it  built  with  marble,"  Mr, 
Jones  "  might  saY,  without  arro. 
that  he  had  been  the  inttru. 
menf  of  effecting  a  far  more  bene. 
Eicial  and  momentous  change.  He- 
came  to  this  place  while  it  was 
sunk  in  vice  and  irreligion ;  he 
left  it  eminently  distinguished  by  ' 
the  practice  of  warm  and  serious 
piety.  He  renoTiLled  the  minds 
of  its  inhabitants,  and  turned  a 
targe  portion  of  tbem  from  dark. 
nessto  light,  and  from  the  power 
of  Sainn  unto  God.  He  enlarged 
its  intercourse  with  heaven,  and 
trained  a  great  portion  of  the  in-  . 
babitants  for  the  enjoyment  o{ 
celestial  bliss.  Ofthe  number  of  the 
inhabitants  who  will  devoutly  ac- 
knowledge bira  as  their  spiritual 
father  in  tbe  day  of  Rnal  audit, 
that  day  only  can  determine,"* 
Tbe  pious  widow,  although  deso- 
late and  deeply  sorrowful,  wilt 
surely  be  enabled  to  repose  confi- 
dence where  it  will  not  fail  to  be 
Bustained.  May  the  children,  each 
of  them,  from  this  time,  cry  unto' 
Him  that  livelh  for   ever,    "  My  , 


*  Ths'nader  will  perceive  ihat  iatluM''

Obt  thb  Want  op  Spiritual 

CONTBBSATION  AMOK  0  CuRlS- 
TIANt. 

That  what  ii  stated  in  the  head, 
ing  to  this  essay  is  a  fact,  and  one 
that  is  to  be  greatly  deplored,  dc 
aerioos  Christian,  it  ia  presumed, 
viU  deny.  Bat,  sorely,  this  la. 
nentable  deficiency  cannot  arise 
from  the  want  of  suitable  topics 
on  which  Christians  might  main- 
tain familiar  conrerse,  even  if  they 
were  restricted  to  the  single  sub- 
ject nf  "  Christ  and  Him  cruci- 
fied." The  glorioQS  person  of 
Christ ;  the  eternal  purposes  of 
Christ  in  referenoe  to  the  redemp- 
tion of  guilty  man;  the  sufierings 
of^phrist  by  which  the  chnrch  was 

Sirchaaed  eren  with  bia  own 
oodj  the  predictions  and  pro- 
mises of  Christ  in  relation  to  the 
kingdom  of  God  in  the  world . 
the  sole  headship  and  nniversal 
dominion  of  Christ  in  bis  church; 
the  prevalent  intercession  of  Christ 
in  heaven  od  behalf  of  (he  chnrch 
on  earth ;  and  the  certainty  of  the 
seecnd  ooming  of  Christ  to  judge 


the  world,  and  to  take  Jmb  penpla 
to  reign  with  him  in  gtory,  aro 
ample  themes  for  Christian  di»> 
coarse  one  with  another.  There 
can  be  no  lack  of  sobjecls  if  we 
are  but  disposed— 

••  Te  t*k  of  (II  be  did  and  aid, 
"  Aad  ndnr'd  fiv  «*  bie  Mow  ; 

"  Thepstli  Hemu-kidiiiriutotiTad — • 
"  And  vhu  He'a  domg  for  at  nov." 

How  is  it,  then,  that  Christians 
shoold  ever  find  it  difficult  even  to 
commence  a  spiritnal  converaa- 
tton  ?  Why  is  it  when  sncb  a  sob. 
ject  is  started,  it  is  foand  almost 
impossible  to  induce  others  to 
unite  in  it?  Surely  it  mast  ariae 
from  the  state  of  tbe  heart,  a  want 
of  being  "  spiritnally  minded." 
Tbey  can  talk  of  politics  and  the 
concerna  of  the  present  world  ;  or 
of  ministers  of  the  Gospel,  and 
their  comparative  gifts,  or  tbeir 
real  or  supposed  defects;  of  tbeir 
Deigbbours  excellences  or  tbeir 
faalts;  and,  probably.of  tbe  merest 
Iriflea  relating  to  themselves  or 
their  families:  but  not  of  Jesosl 
Alas!  is  this  to  have  always  onr 
speech  with  grace  aeasonea  with 
salt? — *' To  let  nothing  proceed 
out  of  oar  month  but  that  vrhicb 
is  good  to  thense  of  edifying,  that 
it  may  tninister  grace  to  the 
bearers  T" 

For  the  parposo  of  remedytae 
this  evil, — I  fear  this  grtwing  eviC 
I  present  the  CbristUn  readerwith 
apiece  of  evangelicalhistory.asfar- 
mshing  an  example  to  be  imitated, 
recorded  Loke  xxir,  which  contains 
)otiversatioa  of  two  disciples  of 
Christ,  made  up  of  mutual  cop- 
plaints,  and  mntnal  congratnla- 
tious. 

I.  Their  Complaints  ;  — 
Tkey  talked  together  of  alt  tfie 
thingi  which  had  Hflppen^  to 
their  departed  Lord  and  Master. 
"  These  things"  they  had  not  ex- 
pected to  have  happened,  and  by 
their  occorreaco,  their  ill-jvdgea

Hey  were,  n  it  sppean,  so 
perplexed,  Bstonished,  and  con- 
founded by  "  ibese  tfaings,"  that 
fliey  could  net  conre  to  any  satis- 
ftetory  coQclasioD  iboat  Aem : 
Aey  were  therefore  tad  as  tbey 
walked  together.  It  will  be  do- 
tioed,  that  all  ^  the  commantca- 
tiona  which  tbey  had  one  with 
SDOtber"  related  to  Jetutl — and 
we  may  safely  conclude,  that  il 
was  the  sincerity,  and  simplicity, 
Dotwilbttanding  the  ignorance  and 
unbelief,  manifest  in  their  conver- 
sation together,  wbicfa  indnced 
their  newly  risen  Lord  to  draw 
Dear  md  walk  with  them.  The 
nnex  peeled,  trying,  perplexing, 
and  OTerwhdmmg  eTeots  of  Di- 
vHm  Providence,  which  some- 
times happen  to  ns,  producing 
grief  of  heart  and  sadness  of  conn- 
tenance.  wonld  snpply  matter  for 
profitable  converse  and  edifying 
talk: — '*Foras  Iron  sharpenetb 
hoti,  BO  doth  tbo  oonntenance  of  a 
nan  bis  friend."  Besides,  while 
we  thus  converse  abont  oar  trldla, 
the  spiritaal  presence  ef  the  Lord 
JesBs  ma;y  be  expected,  **  opening 
onr  nnderstanding  that  we  may 
nuderstand  tbe  Scriptures,"  re- 

E roving  our  ignorance  and  nn- 
elief,  shewing  ns  **  the  needs 
be,"  that  we  should  be  hi  heaviness 
through  manifold  temptations,  for 
tbe  trial  of  onr  faith  ;  bringing 
to  oar  remembrance  former  snp. 
ports  and  deliverances ;  and  above 
1^,  by  enabling  ns  to  believe, 
that  as  all  things  are  under  the 
control  of  Jesus,  so  all  will  ter- 
minate in  promoting  onr  own 
food,  and  tbe  eternal  glory  of  oui 
Bparted  Lord,    My  fellow  CUrls- 
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tians,  rather  than  not  converse  on 
subjects  leadiug  us  to  think  and 
spenk  of  Jesus,  and  that  will  bring 
ns,  as  II  were,  into  the  company  of 
Jesus,  let  us  make  onr  internal 
trials,  and  our  externa)  difficollies, 
subjects  of  discoarse,  in  connection 
with  tlie  faithful  promises  of  Jesos 
to  his  atOicted  digclples  ;  and  theii 
we  shall  know  tbe  trath  of  the 
divine  sayiug,  "By  the  sadneia 
of  the  conntenance  the  heart  is 
made  better." 

IL  Their  Conqratcla. 
TiOSS  :  They  taid  one  to  a%olher. 
Did  not  our  heart  bum  withi* 
iu,  while  he  talked  jeUh  vs  h/  the 
way,  and  while  he  opened  to  v» 
the  Scripturei?  Many  Christians 
bave  experienced  great  deliver- 
ies: God  bas  "put  off  tbeir 
kclolb  and  girdea  them  witb 
gladness."  He  has  turned  for 
ihem  "  iLe  darkness  of  the  sha- 
dow of  death  into  tbe  light  of  the 
morning.  He  has  brought  then 
up  ont  of  tbe  horrible  pit  and  tbe 
miry  clay  and  set  their  feet  npon 
a  rock  and  established  their  goings 
and  pat  a  new  song  into  their 
months  even  praise  to  God."  An4 
should  not  snch  Christians  say  to 
their  companions,  "  O  taste  and 
that  tbe  Lord  ia  good.  Let  ns 
exalt  his  name  together."  Snch 
spiritual  cDUversation  as  this  of 
the  DiviDQ  goodness  and  mercy,  is 
ill  adapted  to  make  our''  heart" 
"  burn"  whHn  as :  I  suppose 
(hat  the  two  disciples  on  tbeir 
way  to  EninaBs,  by  the  die -eve. 
lies  made  to  tbeir  minds  by  tbe 
Lord  JesDs,  had  the  affectiom  of 
tbeir  souls  brought  into  sensible 
and  vigorous  exercise:  tbeir  spi- 
ritaal detirei,  sanctified  kHI^  asd 
grateful  recollectiontf  were  so 
powerfally  and  vigoronsly  wrought 
upon,  that,  by  the  soul  acting 
apon  the  body,  (and  wbo  docs 
not  know  that  e(ceseive  grief 
or  joy  will   cause  powerful  sen-

deroess,— of  Jesus  and  hiauDcbang. 
ing  lore  to  his  people ;  and  whether 
ihey  do  not  feel  confusion  from  a 
conviction,  that  they  are  too  silent 
on  these  su  bject« !  f  request  them 
to  resolve,  ibat,  in  future,  they  will. 
Vhen  ia  company,  by  taking  the 
lead  in  spiritaat  coDversation,  pre. 
yenttriflin^  and  impertinent  world- 
ings,  or  silly  and  carnal  profea- 
■ors,  from  occupying  and  consnm. 
ing  that  precious  time  by  their 
little  aDd  frothy  talk,  which  might 
be  so  usefully  and  so  happily  em. 
ployed  in  speakiug  of  Jesus  and 
his  grace :

ending  with  the  word  guperfi*- 

As  many  centuries  have  rolled 
away  since  the  sacred  oracles 
were  firsi  committed  to  writing, 
one  evidence  of  tbeir  antiquity  b' 
alTordcd  by  such  rarioas  readings 
as  time  naturally  introduces  into 
every  kind  of  writing.  For  what 
person  is  there  who,  on  receiving 
a  letter,  has  not  Bomctimes  been 
at  a  loss  to  make  oat  tbe  numbers 
or  tbe  proper  names  therein  con- 
tained ? — and  it  is  easy  to  conceive 
that,  in  ancient  days,  a  transcriber 
of  manuscripts  would  be  placed 
in  a  situation  equally  embarrass> 
ing  when  the  conoeaion  or  addi. 
tional  (DBUuscripts  did  not  effi- 
ciently aid  him.     Happily,  how- 


ther 


every 


age,  many  transcribers  of  Divine 
Truth  ;  and  thus,  though  one 
transcriber'  might  innocently  pat 
a  wrong  letter  into  a  proper  name, 
or  a  wrong  unit  into  a  number, 
yet  there  were,  in  general,  ninety, 
nine  other  transcribers  to  pre- 
serve the  right  letter  and  the  right 
unit.  Nevertheless,  as  every  er- 
roneous reading  must  be  the  ef- 
fect of  a  cause,  it  is  of  great  ioi. 
porlance  not  only  to  balance  au- 
thoritiea,  but  to  go  to  the  fountain, 
head  of  oninteutioual  error :  and, 
(he  result  will  be  a  conviction 
that,  by  the  kind  arrangement  of 
Divine  Providence,  variations 
from  original  correctness  are,  in 
general,  not  only  ascertainable, 
bnt  capable  df  hearing  important 
testimony  in  faronr  of  the  truth 
as  it  is  in  Jesus. 

As  the  ancients  did  not  write 
with  our  materials,  but  with  a 
reed  for  a  pen,  parchment  for 
paper,  and  something  less  adhe- 
sive than  ink  in  lien  of  ink  itself, 
a  book  might  he  shot,  or  a  scroll 
rolled  up,  in  a  damp  aUnospbere ; 
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pQd,^  a  DODseqneiMia,  bobw  •raall 
part  of  tbe  uiaDaBcripl  might  oc. 
casionally  so  adbere  to  ftoother 
part  as  to  rob  some  of  tlie  letters 
of  a  portion  of  tbeir  colouriag 
mattrr.  Tq  adduce  an  instatii-e, 
tberefore,  of  such  aa  impairing 
process,  reTcrpiice  may  bo  made 
to  No.  5598  of  tlte  Uarleian 
Manuscripts  preserved  in  (be 
llritisb  Museum.  Tbat  Greek 
M»fia8i:fipt  wrJLten  in  tbe  year 
995,  by  the  presbyter  Constan. 
tine,  coQsisls  of  portions  of  Scrip- 
ture taken  from  tbe  four  Gospels  ; 
and,  thougb  tbat  Evaogelisl- 
arium  does  not  contain  tbe  Iota 
subscribed,  yet,  in  additioD  to  its 
uDcial  letters,  it  comprises  tbe 
asper  and  lenis,  and  tbe  Uiree 
Greek  accents.  To  sbciw,  more- 
over, how  one  page  may  rob  apo- 
tber,  Lnko  xi.  <*i,  on  one  of  the 
left-hand  pages  of  tbat  manuscript, 
inay  be  compared  with  Lake  xii. 
3,  on  the  opposite  pape.  For  in 
Lukexii.3,  T«,  the  fifth  Greek 
word,  though  but  little  impaired, 
is  Devertbeless  so  distinctly  iai> 
pressed  on  tbe  vacant  side  of  tbe 
Greek  word  Oikou,  in  Luke  xi.Sl, 
as  to  be  at  once  legible,  circam- 
fiex  and  all,  to  thoae  who  can  read 
Greek  backwards.  In  many 
other  pages,  indeed,  little  or  do- 
thiog  of  such  impression  is  ob. 
■ervatile;  but  still  what  it  ad- 
duced, or  what  miyAt  be  adduced, 
is  sufficient  to  show  that,  in  the 
course  of  lime,  a  part  of  a  letter, 
or  even  a  whole  letter,  tnay,  in 
some  rare  instances,  cease  to  he 

lu  illustration,  however,  of 
what  the  impairing  hand  of  time 
can  actnatly  effect,  it  may  be  ob. 
served  that  as  an  uncial  Bpsilon 
comprises  an  uncial  Sigma,  and  an 
additional  stroke  coDsiderably 
finer,  the  Geerk  word  embk 
rightly  expressed  in  Josh.  xiii. 
27t  iu  the  Aloxaudrian  CwleXg 
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baa,  by  a  prc»oeiH  la  ■bme  ibmiii- 
script  affecting  the  Aldine  edition, 
eventually  become  shek,  in  oon- 
seqnenoe  of  tbe  disappearance  of 
tbe  fine  transverse  stroke  of  the 
Epsilon.  As,  however,  we  find 
EN  SMBK  in  the  Aldine  edition 
of  tbe  Sepluaginl,  and  only  N 
EMEK  in  the  Alexandrian  Codex, 
it  is  obvioDS  that  the  Epsilon  in 
BN  has  been  lost,  either  in  that 
manuscript,  or  in  some  one  by 
wbiL'h  Ihe  error  was  transmitted 
toil.  When,  therefore,  we  have 
traced  error  to  its  source, 
we  find  that  we  have  arrived  at 
the  frontiers  of  Imth.      For  as 

hatisMNioi^iairecl  evidently  com. 

rises  what  is  impaired,  BN  com- 
prisioK  N,  and  embk  in  uncial 
charaoterscomprisingsMiK.sbow 
that  EN  EMEK  was  the  original 
phrase.  Nor  are  we  left  witliont- 
additional  proof  of  this  fact,  io- 
asmncb  as  the  nnvaried  reading  of 
the  corresponding  Hebrew  is  BA' 
EMBK,  which  is,  in  Greek,  EH 
bmkk;  and,  in  English,  "In 
Bmek,''  or  more  properly  "In 
the  valley,"  as  Aquda  and  Sym. 
macbns  understood  the  Hebrew 
in  the  second  centary. 

As,  moreover,  in  the  Alexan- 
drian Codex  written  by  Thecia 
nearly  a  milleninm  and  a  half  ago,- 
the  supernal  line  denoting  abbre. 
viatioo,  and  the  other  horizontal 
strokes  are  much  finer  than  the 
substantial  parts  of  letters  ;  there 
has  been  a  peculiar  ten  den. 
cy  to  degeneracy  in  tbe  Greek 
word  TAeot,  which  means  a  di^iRc 
pertaaage.  For  TAeos,  beingjwrit-- 
ten  oc  with  one  horizontal  line 
across  the  O  and  another  over 
tbe  oc,  was,  whenever  Aeae  (wo 
strokes  disappeared,  rednced  to. 
Boi,  meaning  mAo  or  whiek,  and 
simply  written  oc  in  the  earlier- 
uncial  oharacters.  Nor  is  such 
an  impairing  process  merely  ima- 
1  giouy. .  For  Uie   writer  of  this.

It  is  evident,  then^  that  if  ia  anj' 
Greek  manaieript  the  same  im- 
pairing proceaa,  or  even  an  ap- 
proximation, to  it,  takes  place 
wliCTe  the  eonnexioD  does  not,  at 
the  instant,  forbid  the  adoption 
of  the  degenerate  reading,  a  trans- 
orittor  or  a  translator  maj  be  mis- 
led. Thns  in  the  eaiKer  Sjriao 
Teraientolikel;  to  iofio^iceverw 
rioDS  in  other  languages,  tbe 
tranalator  aeems  to  have  res^  Ho$ 
instead  of  T/t«o$  ia  1  Tim.  iii.  16  i 
and  tlten,  laugouge  «oineitliDg 
with  tbe  Sjr'uo  ef  Col.  i.  98  was. 
adopted, as  if  the  neppottd  rfitalif  e 
had  been  a  real  relative,  having 
nfereneB  to  Ibe  neater  substantin; 
Uytteriim  jnat  as  the  game  word 
Boi  hss  reference  to  tbe  neater  an- 
tceedeat  Spermati,  in  Gal.  iii.  16. 
Nor  ia  it  aurpriiing  that  Theot 
should  so  loon  be  accoooted  Bm. 
For  «hen  aaoieiit  Greek  vai  a 


CbrialiaB*s  mediteled  in  Jefao* 
vah'a  alsinte  book  bj  daj  and  by 
night,  ten  dajra*  nae  of  a  mann- 
acript,  dnring  a  moist  state  of  tbe 
atnospbere,  niigfat,  in  TininexioB 
wiihetherdrcnniBtums,  do  more 
in  premettngihe  impairing  proceaa 
iban  would  be  anompliriied  bj  ■ 
hnndred  years'  nndistnrbed  re- 
pose in  a  monastery. 

The  works  of  nninspired  writers 
too  have  been  aOected  in  the  rerjr 
inner  bj  nse  and  tiBw. 
llins  as  Tketa  became  OnAeram 
m  1  Tim.  iii.  16,  bo  Ptolemj'l 
Theta  for  the  Jiime  degrees  north 
latitnde  of  the  star  Jlfa  firjrnu*. 
'  1  different  mannscripts,  be- 
Oaneron  which  letter  indi- 
cates a  pla<.-e  that  astronomy  shows 
to  be  altogether  incorrect.  But 
nrne  degreea,  as  expressed  by 
Theta  in  the  FUtraax  Mannscript, 
No.  3990,  is,  with  tbe  fifty  minntes, 
added  in  all  Manuscripts,  what 
astronomical  observation  and  ma- 
thematical calculation  prononnce 
correct.  Theta,  therefore,  and 
not  Omtcron,  is  ascertained  to 
have  been  the  letter  Ptolemy  ac 
tnally  wrote  in  or  about  the  year 
1 37  of  the  Christian  era. 

In  mannacripts  and  printecl 
books,  then,  the  impairing  process 
may  subtract  bat  it  cannot  add  : 
go  that  as  br  as  various  readings 
are  to  be  attribnted  to  the  ravages 
of  time,  the  right  reading  must  be 
that  which  inclades  all  the  others 
without  being  itself  incloded,  Tfana 
in  1  Tim.  fii.  K,  tbe  natural  coarse 
of  cause  and  effect  has  been  for 
Theo*  to  become  Ho9,  bat  not  for 
Hot  to  become  Theot.  For  wo 
cannot  suppose  two  transverse 
strokes  to  spring  np  spontaneously 
and  conjointly,  and  that  not  only 
in  one  manuscript  but  in  hnn- 
dreds. 

A  similar  inference  loo  in  fa> 
veur  of  T^eoi  must  necessarily  be

Etreth  was  *'  jnstifled  by  the 
Spirit,"  to  whom  bis  reson-DCtion 
is  attribated  io  1  Pet  ni.  18. 
When,bowever,the8avionrUaaid 
to  have  been  "  seen  by  messen- 
gers," angels  cannot  be  intended. 
For  to  Bsy  on r  Lord  wss  seen  by 
heavenly  messengers,  either  before 
his  resurreotion  or  afterwards,  is 
a  declaration  that  amoontt  to  no 
more  than  what  might  be  said  of 
Enoch  or  of  Elijah.  Bat  to  say 
that  Jesus  was  seea  after  bis  re- 
sarrection  by  Apoatoiie  Messengers 
and  more  than  five  ha ndred*  other 
witnesses,  waa  narrating  not  o[Uy 
an  unprecedented  event  but  an 
all- important  fact,  inasmuch  ap 
that  &ct  laid  the  foundation  for 
the  Bavioor's  being  **  proclainwd 
among  the  nations,"  by  reason 
of  which  proclamation,  divinely 
blessed,  Jesus  was  "  believed  on 
in  tbe  world."  Thus  tbe  procla- 
mation of  Divine  trntb,  and  ita 
cordial  reception,  being  insepa> 
rably  connected  with  tbe  8avioiir'» 
commissiod,  the  Ajuntle  was  M, 
for  a  moment,  to  pass  over  our 
Lord's  asceasioa,  to  which  event, 
however,  he  returned  when  he 
added,  "  received  up  into  glory," 

The  Apostle,  therefore,  baring 
spoken  of  "  the  Church  of  tbe 
living  God"  as  a  base  with  ita 
rising  colamn  eshibiUng  the  tnub 
to  a  gazing  world,  the  realitiea 
thus  inscribed  were  saturally 
spoken  of  as  a  mystery,  or  wbat^ 
in  times  previous,  eye  had  pot 
seen,  nor  ear  heard,  nor  miad 
conceived.

IlEuciouii  Revival  IN  TDK  Ex- 
perience Of  AN  Individual. 

(In  t  Letter  to  ■  Fricdd.) 

Mt  dear  Sir, 
So  mnch  baa  already  been  laid 
«nd  written  on  religions  revival, 
aa  (o  render  it  almost  unpalatable, 
if  not  nnpopolar,  and  by  some  to 
be  regarded  merely  as  the  phan- 
tom of  the  day;  yet  nnqaeation- 
ably  (be  aubject  itseir  is  of  vast 
end  vital  importance  lo  real 
Chrfstitins  of  every  denomina- 
tion. Id  those  Esuays  which  have 
come  aniler  my  own  imme- 
diate knowledge,  it  has  generally 
been  treated  more  as  matter  of 
flentiment  than  of  experience : 
permit  me,  then,  dear  Sir,  tn  lay 
before  yon  tbe  particulars  of  my 
own  history  relative  to  this  inu 

Eortant  point.  My  mind  was  Srst 
id  to  serious  reflection  upon  it 
abont  Iwo  years  since,  and  diffe- 
rent compositions  upon  the  sub. 
jeot  were,  from  time  to  time,  pe 
rosed.  At  that  period,  especially, 
my  heart  was  expanding  with 
large  desires  for  the  advancement 
of  the  Redeemer's  kingdom  and 
glory  in  tbe  earth;  and  nothing 
abort  of  its  nniversal  extension 
conld  aatiafy  those  longings  of  the 
spirit,  which  were  bounded  only 
by  tbe  globe  itself.  The  spread 
of  Christ's  kingdom  entered  into 
every  plan,    and  even  domestic 


arraDKementa  bad  thia  end  eon- 
stanlly  in  view,  Witb  sncfa  feel- 
ings, it  will  appear  perfectly  na- 
tnral  that  my  spirit  abnnld  join  in 
lamentations  over  tbe  apathy  and 
lake  warm  ness  of  the  Christian 
Chnrch,  and  of  the  great  need  of 
a  revival ;  nevertheless,  altboagh 
so  far  alive  to  the  welfare  of  Zinn, 
my  own  personal  need  of  the  work 
was  by  no  means  realised.  Bnt 
God  who  seeth  not  as  man  seeth, 
and  who  searcbetb  the  hean!<, 
and  Irietb  tbe  reins  of  tbe  children 
of  men,  was  pleased,  about  twelve 
months  ago,  to  convince  me,  by  a 
mighty  awakening,  as  from  a  long 
and  deep  slnniber.  Of  my  owa 
iodividnal  need  of  this  revival. 
Firal,  my  conscience  was  aroased- 
and  alarmed  at  my  many  depar- 
tores  from  God  during  the  courss- 
of  twenty  years'  experience  of  di- 
vine Ibinga.  My  religions  Itfewas' 
brought  in  awful  review  beforo 
rae,  and  though  outwardly  il  had- 
appeared  as  fair  as  most,  it  was 
luid  naked  and  open  lo  tlie  soru- 
liny  of  my  conscience,  now  be- 
come more  enlightened.  Sins  of' 
omission,  conformity  W  tbe  world, 
and  too  often  a  tacit  denial  of  tbe. 
Saviour,  were  presented  to  tbe 
spirit,  as  ao  many  arrows  of  tbe- 
Almighty ;  or,  as  Nathan  to  Davidf 
saying,  "  Thou  art  tbe  man." 
Thus,  Sir,  was  the  fonndalion  of 
a  religious  revival,  laiil  in  deep 
repentance  towards  God.  To  this 
immedistely  succeeded  a  moat 
painful  conviction  of  the  sin  of 
idolatry,  of  having  erected,  on  the 
throne  of  tbe  heart,  the  idol  lelf

to  digroBR,  jnatto  observe;  tbat 
there  had  been  at  no  period  of  my 
religioDs  life,  any  outward  dere. 
licliop,  or  omissioa  of  duty,  more 
than  appears  commoa  to  tbe 
Chrisliaa  cburcb.  But  sins,  id 
all  their  shapes  and  forma,  were 
set  in  the  light  of  God's  couate- 
niiQce,  and  threateaed  to  orer- 
whelra  the  spirit.  To  this  was 
soon  added  a  sense  of  deep  re> 
sponsibillly  to  God,  for  talents 
nneniployed  and  DDimproved,  anil 
the  question,  "  Lord  what  wilt 
ihon  have  me  to  do  ?"  became  of 
vital  importaoce.  Slothful  habits 
then  began  (o  give  way  to  active 
exertion,  prayer  became  tbe  fre- 
quent exercise  of  the  mind,  and 
living  faiib  in  a  cruciGed  Saviour 
at  length  enabled  the  spirit  to 
Iriamph  over  the  load  of  guilt 
which  bad  pressed  it  down.  Now, 
tbe  spirit  which  bad  sustained  the 
ills  of  life  with  fortitude  natural 
to  the  mind,  and  apparent  acqui- 
escence in  tbe  wilt  of  God,  re. 
ceived  his  strokes  as  so  many 
chastisements  for  sin,  was  fre- 
quently alive,  as  in  a  moment,  to 
a  sense  of  the  very  sin,  either  of 
omission  or  of  commission,  which 
bad  called  for  such  chastening, 
and  the  spirit,  with, deep  repent- 
ance and  prostration  before  God, 
sooght  restoring  mercy ;  when 
frequently  trials  were  removed, 
even  quicker  than,  in  the  common 
coarse  of  events,  might  have  been 
ezpecled.  And  to  close  this  rela. 
tion  of  revival,  the  spirit  has  been 
aUo  powerfully  convicted,  not 
only  of  breach  upon  breach,  of 
the  one  great  commandment  con- 
cerning love  to  God,  bnt  also  of 
deeply  tainted  errors,  in  reference 
to  tbe  second,  which  our  Lord 
says  is  like  unto  it :  "  Thou  shalt 
'  lore  liiy  neighbour  as  thyself." 
These  remarks  are  principally 
what  I  have  to  offer,  dear  Sir, 
upon  the  subject  of  religious,  re- 


vival i  yon  lEoowtbe  statement  to 
be  true,  because  yon  have  been 
made  acquainted  with  the  feelings 
of  the  mind,  from  the  first  awaken- 
ig  to  the  present  moment,  aa 
they  hare  occurred ;  and  now, 
dear  Sir,  ere  I  close,  permit  me 
to  add  a  word  or  tvro  as  the  con- 
aequent  reflections  and  inferences 
of  my  own  mind.  First,  that 
deep  repentance  towards  God  is 
called  for:  as  tbe  spirit  said  unto 
ihe  Laodicean  church :  '*  Repeni, 
and  do  thy  first  works."  And  as 
the  apostle  says  to  the  Hebrews, 
"  For  when  for  the  time  (that  is, 
that  ye  have  known  tbe  truth)  ye 
ought  to  be  teachers,  ye  have  need 
that  one  teach  yon  again  which  be 
tiie  firtt  principles  of  tbe  oracles 
of  God  ;  and  are  become  snch,  as 
have  need  of  milk,  and  not  of 
strong  meal."  And  though  it  ■■ 
not  necessary  that  all  characters 
should  be  dealt  with  alike;  yet 
perhaps  it  will  be  found,  on  close 
investigation,  deep  sdlf-examina. 
tion,  and  heart  scrutiny,  that  there 
are  many  idolaters,  even  in  the^ 
land  of  Gospel  illniuinatioD ;  and- 
that  many  Christians  are  in  the 
state  described  by  Banyan  in  bis 
Holy  War,  when  Carnal  Security 
had  drawn  MansonI  aside.  It  is 
then,  dear  Sir,  my  fixed  convic. 
tion,  that  all  who  feel  seriously 
alive  to  the  importance  of  this 
subject  should  pray  earnestly 
that  the  Spirit  of  God  be  poareJ 
out  upon  the  Christian  church,  lo 
oanviuce  of  sin,  not  of  sin  in  ge- 
neral, but  of  the  particular,  the 
besetting  sin  of  every  individual; 
that  the  conscience  may  bsarouscd,  , 
awakened,  and  enlightened,  and 
that  tbe  one  living  and  true  God 
may  be  reinstated  on  the  throne 
of  the  heart.  Then,  when  ardent 
love  to  God,  and  universal  love  to 
man.become  the  springs  of  action; 
then,  the  Lord  may  permit  us  to 
labour  more  abundantly  for  Him,

If  Boeh  an  attendance  at  our  scboola  be  per- 
mitted for  any  ooBsidenble  period,  the  hippy 
eftcta  will  be  mocb  more  exteosiire  than  they 
are,  in  reference  to  the  civil,  moral,  and 
tpiritool  condition  of  the  inbointantl  i^  this 
country.  For  of  irUtUict  there  is  no  defi- 
ciency, the  grand  criject  is  to  implant  rigbl 
principles,  and  to  give  the  uDderstanding  t 
correct  bias ;  then  wilt  Ireland  be  indeed  i 
pUatingly  interesting  country.

On  thoae  occamoaa  I  required 
erery  home,  and  therefore  had  an  intcrvie 
with  the  aeveral  inhalutants.  On  one  of 
these  oecidons,  in  a  mountuny  village,  in  the 
neighbourhood  of  Ctddu^  about  thirteen 
miles  from  thia  town,  on  entering  one  of  the 
poor  cabins  I  eaw  a  book  lying  on  a  ehelf,  I 
asked  the  owner  of  the  house  what  it  was,  he 
t(dd  me  it  was  the  Vtw  Testament.  On 
liking  why  he  kept  it  contrary  to  the  priest's 
wish,  he  told  me  that  he  piiied  it  more  than 
any  thing  else  he  posaeaBcd,  that  it  affiirded 
him  solace  in  his  afflictiona ;  he  knew  thai  it 
piuDted  out  the  only  true  way  to  heaven,  and 
that  he  waa  therefore  detennined  not  to  part 
with  it  on  any  DOoglderatioo.  A  great 
umnbei  of  persons  followed  us,  who  were  re- 
queatiag  to  recommend  them  for  reHe£  1  en- 
deavoured to  improve  the  occaMon  by  direct- 
ing them,  in  Irish,  to  Jesus  Christ,  the  true 
b|«ad  that  came  down  from  heaven.  Deep 
MrioDiness  occupied  every  counteDBDCe.  While 
I  thiH  spoke  to  them  in  their  own  language  a 
seemingly  penitential  and  heart-fell  sigh  waa 
seut  fbnh  by  almost  all  pieaeul.

Aftkr  n  coQaidcreble  interval,  dur- 
ing which,  altbongh  sereriil  of  our 
valuable  Missionaries  in  this  island 
have  been  afflicted  with  serioo) 
illness,  none  has  been  called  finally 
to  quit  the  field  of  earthly  labour, 
we  are  railed  to  how  with  submi)- 
aion  to  a  bereavement  of  this  nature. 
Out  dear  friend,  Mr.  johti  Griffith, 
who  sailed  ao  \&it\f  as  the  inontb 
of  May  Inst,  has  been  called  to  enter 
into  rest  just  aa  he  was  about  to 
enter  on  those  exertions  to  whidi 
he  had  consecrated  his  life.  We 
had  expected,  in  this  number,  to  au> 
nounce  his  safe  arrival  in  Jamaica; 
and  it  is  with  deep  r«g[«t  we  no* 
add,  that,  only  nine  days  after  his 
landing,  he  waihlirried  to  the  grave 
by  an  attack  of  the  yellow  fever !

We  often  hear  complaiDta  of  the 
CTJl  times  in  which  we  live 
on  account  of  tbe  lownesi  of 
tnn  religion : — its  being  a  kind  of 
Laodicean  slate  with  ihecbarsb, — 
and  I  bare  freqaentl;  hrard  pro- 
fesiing  Christians  rather  excuse 
themselves  from  any  coDsiderahle 
■zertiona  on  thit  account;  as 
tbongh,  at  snch  a  period,  the 
ohorcb  of  tiod  was  lo  lie  Id  a 
aUte  of  torpor.  Is  it  not  saS- 
oient  lo  obserro,  that  the  godly 
people  here  described,  acted  on 
m  very  different  principle.  From 
the  description  of  the  timei  in 
which  they  liTed,  they  were  inch 
I  sbonld  think  ai  onrs  can 
scarcely  eqcal.  Evil  and  corrnpt 
aa  things  are  in  varions  respeots 
nmongit  ih,  I  qnestion  whether 
ibey  be  equally  so,  si  tbey  are 
detcribed  in  this  prophecy.  And 
what  nae  did  these  good  people 
naka  of  them  ?  There  is  a  parti- 
eohr  emphaaia  in  tbe  term  when 
joD  read  it  in  connexioa  with 
wbatpaised  before,  "  and  now  ye 
call  the  proud  liappy^  Awfnl 
that  Ibis  shonld  bo  the  public 
opinion,  "  Yea,  they  that  work 
wickedneu  are  aet  ap."  It  is  a 
bad  thing  for  men  to  work  wicked- 
neu, but  when  they  are  exalted 
to  booor  on  occonnt  of  it,  it  mait 
be  bad  indeed.  "  Yea,  they  that

tempt  Ood  are  even  delirered,' 
and  in  tbe  midst  of  all  this, "  they 
that  feared  the  Lord  spake  often 
one  to  another,"  &c.  It  seems 
that  they  reasoned  after  this  sort : 
ibe  fewer  friend*  God  has  in  the 
world,  tbe  more  firm  and  diligent 
those  few  should  be ;  the  more 
the  wicked  world  around  ns, 
the  more  determined  onght  the 
people  of  God  to  be  in  their  ser- 
vice :  the  more  seal  Satan  and  hia 
adherenti  discover  in  promoting 
their  cause,  the  more  let  ns  pro- 
mote God's. 

In  disooarsing  on  tbis  subject, 
we  will,  first,  uke  a  brief  review  of 
the  state  of  the  times  when  these 
good  people  lived.  Next,  obaerre 
their  character  and  condnct.  Last- 
ly, we  will  notice  the  favorable 
regard  of  Ood  towards  then. 

But  what  were  the  particular 
traits  of  the  times  in  which  these 
good  people  lived?  Yon  will,  at 
your  leisure,  look  over  tbe  pro- 
pbecy,  I  will  mention  only  a  few 
panioulars.  In  the  first  place,  their 
priests  or  religious  teachers,  were* 
in  the  genertl,  unprincipled,  pro* 
Sigute,  meroenary,  base.  Where 
ihst  is  the  case,  you  may  from  the 
authority  of  God  estimate  what 
will  be  tbe  state  of  things  in  other 
respeots.  In  tbe  first  chapter  at 
tbe  tenth  verse,  tbey  are  described 
as  being  ao  mercenary  that  tbey 
would  not  BO  much  as  open  a  door 
or  kinille  a  fire  unless  tbey  were 
paid  for  it,  '*  Who  is  there  among 
youT''TbBt  is  very  strong.  Now  we 
have  some  snch  mercenary  beings 
who  stand  in  the  character  of 
teachers  of    religion,    and   who 
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would  not  kindle  a  fire  or  open  a 
door.  But  if  llie.qH«sljoa  .wem 
asked,"  Who isibeVeamon^^Du?"

no  more,  but  looked  a  good  deal  aahamed. 
While  tbn»  eafaged,  tbe  oM  gentlemaa  made 
bi*  appMTiBoe,  add  am*  and  lat  down  in 
&aat  of  me.  He  behaved  very  eonrteoualy, 
indeed  too  much  n,  tor  he  aiaented  to  every 
tbing  I  edvukced,  exeepling  what  I  mid  of 
Chriat.  (to  irhicb  atao  he  did  not  ol^eet,) 
and  even  anpported  it  by  quoting  paangei 
frcfm  difierent  Hindoo  anthon,  vilh  many  of 
whom  he  seemed  eiteniively  acquainted. 
finding  I  could  bring  him  to  no  poiut,  I  gave 
bim  ft  (titemeal  of  the  ROipel,  informing  him 
tlu(,aa  it  reapeeted  himself,  it  waa  a  new  way, 
and  revealed  by  God,  and  that  it  waa  entirely 
at  variance  with  tie  spirit  of  the  Hindoo 
Shasten.  On  parting  with  him  I  gave  bim  i 
couple  of  tracts,  uhich  he  received  with 
aome  reluctance;  be  had,  however,  sufficient 
onrionty  to  induce  him  to  open  and  read  parts 
of  them.  We  now  returned  toLuckyantipore. 
After  dinner  read  tbe  par^e  of  the  Prodigal 
Son  to  six  or  seven  people,  and  explained  the 
meaningofit.  Whoi  almost  dark,  three  per- 
sons cam*  to  tbe  teat  wilb  a  tract  in  their 
btwd,  sayiogi  that  they  could  not  onderstand 
it  very  well,  and  wished  me  to  explain  it  to 
them.  The  title  of  the  tract  was  ■  Which 
Shaster  ought  to  be  regarded?'  It  contained 
a  comparison  between  the  Bible  and  tlie  Hin- 
doo  Seripturei:  as  it  was  short  I  read  the 
vhole  of  it  to  them.  They  appeared  exceed- 
ingly interested  as  I  went  on,  and  at  the  eon- 
cluaion  of  each  compgrison,  of  which  there 
were  nioe  or  ten,  they  acknowledged  the  just- 
aem  of  the  inference  drawn  in  favour  of  the 
Bible.  I  waa  much  struck  with  the  behavinur 
of  these  persona.  Something  was  evidently 
on  their  minds  which  they  wished  to  disclose: 
they  looked  very  signiGcoDtly  at  each  other, 
■B  though  they  were  convinced  of  something 
which  ibey  had  before  suspected  to  be  true, 
fbunh  person  present  seemed  to  embarrut 
(hem,  and  they  remained  lingering  about  liD 
it  was  quite  dark,  spjurently  unwilling  to 
leave  as,  or  to  go  till  he  wa*  gone.

"10th Went  to   Foyni^r,  principally 

to  ascertain  whether  it  is  an  eligible  place 
for  the  residence  of  a  missionary;  it  being 
very  evident  that  should  Christianity  spread 
by  means  of  the  labours  of  our  society  in  the 
rntlo  that  it  has  iloue,  it  will  be  indispensahly 
necessary  for  soou  one  to  come  and  reside  in 
the  vicinity  of  our  present  stations.  Neither 
Kharee  nor  Luckyantipore  appear  at  all 
eligible ;  the  fcjrmer  being  close  on  the  ed^ 
of  the  Jungle  of  the  Soonderbuns,  must  be 
dreadfully  unhealthy  to  European  constitu- 
tions during  mi  months  of  the  year ;  whUe 
LuckyontipDre  is  a  small  isolated  village  with 
no  manner  of  supplies,  nor  road  in  the  dry 
eeaaoQ  communicoting  with  other  '  placea. 
Foynt^ot  I  found  to  be  a  place  of  very  cunaid- 
erable  extent,  and  animmenac  population:  it 
is,  in  &ct,  the  capital  of  this  southern  district. 
Here  most  of  the  Jumeendara  of  the  country 
around  reside,  and  consequently  it  contain* 
maoy  large  brick  built  houses  and  costly  tem- 
ples. The  town  it  about  two  miles  in  length, 
but  very  narrow,  being  built  on  the  banks  <£ 
what  waa  formerly  a  wide  river,  the  bed  of 
which  is  now  dry  and  cultivated  with  rioe. 
The  natives  call  this  dry  river  Gonga,  and 
bum  their  dead  oa  it*  baiju.  The  market  in 
this  town,  which  is  held  twice  a  week,  is  tbe 
largest  I  have  seen  in  BengaL  To  day,  bnng 
market  day,  I  had  an  opportunity  of  witn«i^ 
bg  tbe  immense  eDneoans  of  people  wbicli

It  would  hive 
been  better  had  tbey  deapatched  itinerating 
native  docton,  braiehad  with  mediciae  to  go 
from  village  to  village,  aa  Ihe  time  occapied 
IB  gouig  to  the  police  station,  not  unfrequently, 
ia  so  long  that  the  patient  dice  before  the  med- 
icine in  brought,  or  is  too  &r  gone  for  it  to 
do  any  good.  On  arriving  at  thia  place  Ihe 
people  received  me  vecy  kindly,  and  eollecled 
numerouily  lo  hear  the  Word  of  God.  I 
■poke  to  them  a  good  while,  chieSy  on  ein 
and  ite  consequeucea;  most  heard  atlentirely, 
one  or  two  apparently  inieruied  persona  ob- 
jected to  what  waa  advanced,  but  they  were 
ulenced  by  the  others.  The  Hiudooa,  al- 
though ainneis  above  most  on  the  tace  of  the 
earth,  have  the  very  aligbtat  ideas  of  ila  evil 
nature,  and  apeak  of  the  most  awfijl  exampLea 
of  illiquid  in  the  mott  trivij]  jninner.  TTiey 
often  ask.  What  ia  sin  ?  aa  though  they  were 
atraugert  to  it ;  and  not  unfiequently  speak  of 
their  temporal  circumstances  in  auch  a  way 
aa  to  charge  the  Providence  of  God  with  deal- 
ing oujuatly  and  emetly  towordt  them.  Aa  I 
had  discovered  lomething  of  thie  spirit  in  my 
audience,!  endeavonred,  in  aa  strikinga  man- 
ner a*  I  CDuM,  to  conrince  them  of  their 
guiltineai,  and  of  the  great  forbearance  of 
Cod  in  tparing  them  to  long,  and  in  bcatow-

WESTERN  AFRICA. 

Many  of  out  readeri  kaaw  that 

a  luimber  of  the  friend  i  of  hnmaDity, 

in  the  United   States  of  Araerica, 


h»iB  fonned  tbemMtres  into*  aodaty 
for  the  object  of  enandpating  negra 
alavea  within  their  territory,  convey- 
ing them  bach  to  the  shores  of 
Africa,  and  settling  them  there  in 
freedom  and  c«iafbrt.  Eight  yean 
only  hare  elapsed  since  this  S(>riety 
coanneDced  its  opetations,  by  the 
pordiase  of  Cape  Messurado  from  the 
natives,  aheadlaodto  the  south-west 
of  Sierra  Leone.  The  Cape  wa* 
then  a  mart  where  ten  thoiuaod  of 
our  fellow  or'eatsrea  were  amtq^y 
sold;  now  diat  laitiallowed  traffic  has 
been  entirely  destroyed  J  a  flourishing 
colony  of  two  thousand  emaacipatea 
slaves  has  been  founded;  chiiccheB, 
schools,  commerce,  and  even  a  news- 
paper, establiahed,  and  the  confidence 
of  the  surrounding  natives  so  com- 
pletely won,  that  ten  thousand  o( 
them  are,  as  allies  of  this  new  repub- 
lic, participating  in  the  blessiiiga  of 
civilization  and  reli^n. 

The  following  paragrapha  eoiv 
tain  the  latest  iatelligence  which  faaa 
reached  us  cespectiog  the  religious 
and  moral  condition  of  this  infant 
colony.  They  are  fiouad  in  a  letter, 
addressed  by  tfae  govunor,  Joseph 
Mechlin,  jun.  eaq.  to  a  frieod  in  the 
United  Sutes: —

CoKtr^tttioia  reeeioei  on  acanatt  of  tha  Baptitt  Mittionaty  Society, 
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Memoir  of  the  late  Rev.  John 
Toms,  op  Cbard. 

Tub  •ubject  of  this  memoir  was 
born  in  the  jeir  1763,  in  the 
parish  of  Coffenswelt,  near  N4>ff- 
ton  Bushell,  fa  Devonshire.  His 
parents  alternately  attended  di- 
vine worship  Bt  the  parish  charch 
and  Methodist  meeting,  iii  which 
latter  place  there  was  a  faithful 
wrvaat  of  Jesus  Christ :  and  there 
is  ever^  reason  to  conclude  they 
possessed  a  relish  for  the  genuine 
trnths  of  the  gospel.  Their  pre> 
ference,  howefer,  for  (he  establish. 
went,  may  be  gathered  from  the 
circumstance  of  their  taking  him 
to  the  parish  church,  for  Ihe  pur. 
pose  of  receiving  the  initiatory 
rite  of  spriokling,  which  was 
performed  September  8th,  1763. 
From  an  account  of  the  exercises 
of  his  mind  it  appears  the  seeds  of 
genuine  piety  were  sown  in  his 
heart  at  a  verj  early  period;  al. 
though  from  diffidence  and  fear  of 
self-deception,  he  dates  his  effec- 
tual calling  to  a  much  later  period. 
In  the  commencement  of  his  diary 
he  writes;  "I  can  scarcely  re- 
member an)-  time  when  I  had  not 
some  d^ree  of  luve  towards  se- 
rious matters  and  serious  people.'' 
When  not  more  than  six  or  seven 
years  of  agp,  he  became  the  sub- 
ject of  many  deep  and  remarkable 
impressions  of  divine  things,  and 
was  evidently  under  great  toncern 
for  his  spiritual  interests. 

When  about  nine  years  of  age, 
it  pleased    the    wise    disposer    of 
erenti  to  call  the  family  from -the

place  of  his  nativity  to  Chudleigh  : 
here  his  father  pursued  his  business 
as  a  lime-burner,  and  in  this  labo- 
s  occupation  he  was  assisted 
by  his  son  ;  who,  through  the  care 
of  Divine  Providence,  obtained  suf. 
Hcient  remission  from  manual  U- 
bour  to  be  sent  to  school  for 
three  months  to  learn  writing  and 
ithmelic;  being  a  lad  of  good 
iderstanding,  he  wonderfully  ad* 
vanced  in  this  short  period,  which 
finished  his  education. 

Being  of  a  studious  cast  of 
nd  he  was  fond  of  employing 
his  leisure  moments  in  committing 
his  thoughts  on  religious  subjects 
to  paper,  both  in  prose  and  verse. 
But  the  period  appointed  by  in- 
finite wisdom  was  now  approach- 
ing, when  be  was  to  be  made  to 
feel  in  a  more  effectual  manner 
the  powerful  operations  of  the 
Holy  Spliit,  in  convincing  him  of 
sin,  and  revealing  Christ  in  him 
as  the  hope  of  glory. 

It  was  the  order  of  Divine  Pro. 
vidence  that  he  should  return  to 
Mary-church  ;  there  he  remained 
for  some  years,  and,  about  the  eigh- 
teenth year  of  bis  age,  the  Lord 
was  pleased  deeply  to  affect  his 
mind  with*  discourse  delitered  by 
a  good  minister,  whom  he  had 
heard  several  times  before,  but 
with  little  profit.  The  tent  was, 
'*  For  the  hour  is  coming  when  all 
that  are  in  their  graces,"  &c.  Ho 
now  beheld  himself  a  guilty  help- 
less creature,  m  a  niote  striking 
light  than  ever  he  bad  done  before; 
and,  from  the  representations  of 
the  willingness  and  ability  of  the 
3ti 
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Savionr,  wu  encon  raged,  «(tb  gpAlj 
torrow  snd  bamble  bap«,  to  repow 
hi*  Hnral  mdI  no  him  alooa  for 
pardon  and  eternal  Iif«.  Hii  own 
words  on  ibis  occaiion  are,  *<  On 
Tiewing  mfielf  aa  a  sinner,  and 
Christ  Bi  a  HCrifice  for  sin,  hoping 
it  was  even  for  me,  bow  did  tears 
of  contrition  flow  I  how  did  the 
repentant  floods  iisne  from  my 
straining  ejes  !  bDt,"headdi,  "1 
am  afraid  to  m;  that  eieo  this  wu 
the  period  of  my  effectual  call- 
ing." 

At  the  age  of  twenty.one  jpars, 
be  left  bis  pBrenta,and  went  forth 
into  the  world  on  his  ownaccount 
A  spirit  fit  worldly-mindedness. 
originating,  no  doubt,  in  an  oter. 
aniiety  as  to  fatnre  success,  seemi 
now  to  have  diierted  his  I  ho  ugh  ts. 
and  to  have  drawn  a  temporary 
leil  oier  hii  religions  enjoyments 
bnl  it  was  that  he  might  learn  t( 
magnify  the  rich  and  distinguishing 
grace  of  God  in  Christ  Jesus.  To 
add  to  his  disliess,  bis  lot  also  wa 
cast  in  a  Tery  ungodly  family 
and  be  thooght  the  ibreatening  of 
God  by  the  Psalmist  was  truly 
Terified  in  bii  ezperieocef  that 
"  Whrn  the  heart  of  man  departs 
from  the  Lord,  be  will  lead  them 
forth  with  eril  doera.' 

Id -the  year  1787,  in  the  twenty, 
fonrth  year  of  bis  age  he  was  mar- 
ried ;  at  this  period,  and  for  two 
years  afterwards,  he  appeal 
hare  been  the  subject  of  great 
mental  conflict  His  couTictiona, 
accompanied  with  much  terror, 
jetnrnpd  upon  him  like  an  armed 
man,  and  sometimes  threatened  to 
bear  down  all  before  them.  Bat 
these  seasons  were  transient,  as  he 
was  not  inffereji  to  remain  long  ii 
this  state.  The  dirine  presence 
was  only  withdrawn  for  a  season, 
to  shine  OD  him  again  with  beams 
of  love  and  mercy  ;  the  terrifyiof; 
and  slavish  grief  for  sin  which  had 
so  distracted  his  bosom,  was  now 


exchanged  for  tba  melting  sorrow 
of  tba  gospel,  for  that  repeBtanee 
which  flows  from  an  hope  of  intfc 
rest  in  a  crncifled  Redeemer. 

lis  *iews  of  the  method  of  sal- 
tation, as  rerealed  in  the  word, 
now  became  more  enlarged  and 
satisfactory :  he  saw  the  folly  of 
relying  on  any  thing  short  of  the 
blood  and  obedience  of  the  Lord 
Jesns  Christ,  and  being  persuaded 
of  his  grace  and  sufficiency  fo  sate 
even  the  chief  of  sinners,  he  was 
enabled,  by  the  DirineSpirit,  to  lay 
hold  on  the  promises  of  Vernal 
life  in  him. 

It^eems,  a  desire  of  being  em- 
ployed in  tbe  honoorabte  work  of 
preaching  the  gospel  had  associated 
itself  with  his  earliest  fanpressions, 
but  bad  received  considenble 
strength  since  be  bad  reason  to 
conclude  he  had  been  brought  to  a 
sariog  knowledge  of  the  troth. 
However  nndefined  ,hia  motives 
might  have  been  before,  tbej  were 
now  clearly  those  of  dnty,  grati- 
tude, and  loTB. 

An  opportunity  soon  occnrred 
for  the  exercise  of  his  gifts,  and 
prepared  a  way  for  his  jntroduc 
lion  into  (he  I»rd'a  Tineyard. 
The  pastor  of  (he  little  flock  at 
Mary.church  being  taken  ill,  the 
friends  requested  him  to  ei^ge  in 
prayer  and  reading,  with  which  be 
fell  it  his  duty  to  comply;  and 
after  a  time,  the  death  of  tfanr  aged 
minister  having  taken  pIace,some  of 
the  people  were  desirous  tie  shoald 
alio  expound  tbe  Scriptures  to 
them.  But  considerable  doubts  a* 
to  his  qaalifications  for  tbe  work 
arose,  and  created  a  struggle  ia  his 
breast,  llis  desire,  however,  lo 
be  made  useful  to  poor  stDnert 
overcame  his  scruples,  and  by  tba 
earnest  solicitation  of  friencU  he 
began  and  continued  expounding 
the  Scriptares  every  Sabbath  day, 
(he  hand  of  the  Lord  being  evi. 
dently  with  him  in  the  revival  of 
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hii  workf  and  in  (he  comfort  and 
cBtablUhment  at  the  people. 

In  (he  yfBT  1793,  after  exercis- 
JDg  bis  talents  for  some  time  In  a 
way  of  exposition,  he  Tentured  to 
give  his  thoughts  aa  single  tests  of 
flcripturp,  with  much  acceptance. 
Aboat  (his  time  an  aged  mother  in 
Israel,  belonging  to  the  society,  was 
taken  ill;  during  her  sickness, 
wbich  terminated  in  ileath,  he  visit- 
ed her  with  great  satisfaction,  and 
she  left  it  as  her  earnest  dying 
request  that  he  would  preach  her 
ftineral  sermoD  from  1  Timothy  i. 
IS,  and  deliver  it  from  the  pnlpit; 
for  as  yet  he  had  only  been  pre- 
'  Tailed  on  to  go  into  the  desk.  It 
was  accordingly  pablished  for  the 
tiord's  day  flTening  by  Mr,  Chap- 
man, of  Totnes;  andthetiOTelty  of 
B  lime-burner  preaching  a  funeral 
sermon,  drew  together  an  unusual 
nomber  of  people.  With  reluct- 
ance, fear,and  trembling,  together 
with  many  earnest  supplications, 
he,  for  the  first  time,  ascended  the 
pnlpit  and  spoke  to  the  peoph 
On  this  occasion  he  found  the 
Lord  present  in  answer  to  prayi 
His  love  warmed  his  heart,  and  his 
spirit  gate  him  uttcran 
blessing  attended  the  word  by,  at 
least,  one  individual  being  turned 
from  the  error  of  his  ways,  and 
brought  to  look  to  Christ  as  the 

He  began  a  lecture  at  Newton 
Bushell  in  the  small  Baptist  meet. 
Ing;  and  under  (he  first  sermon 
be  preached  there  the  Lord  met 
with  one  poor  sinner.  His  test 
was,  *'  Of  him  are  ye  in  Christ 
Jesus,"  &c.  Every  Sabbath  morn- 
ing he  had  seieD  miles  to  walk  to 
Mary-church;  afterpreachingtwlce 
there,  he  had  a  distance  of  five 
mites  to  walk  to  Xewion  for  the 
ereajng  service,  and  five  miles  from 
thence  to  the  place  of  his  residence  : 
thus  walking  seventeen  miles,  and 
preaching  three  times  e»ery  lord's 


day.  In  addition  to  these  stalions, 
be  opened  another  at  Moreton- 
hampstead,  which  he  consented  to 

pply  once  a  month,  where  also 
his  labours  were  crowned  with  the 

vine  blesting. 

In  April,  1797,  after  four 
years'  consideration,  he  was  con. 
Tinced  of  the  Scriptural  propriety 
and  importance  of  believera'  bap* 
ism,  and,  constrained  by  the  love 
if  Christ,  attended  to  the  ordi- 
nance the  3nd  of  May  following. 
He  was  baptized  with  three  other! 
by  Mr.  Birt  of  Plymouth  Dock, 
in  the  river  which  flows  throDgn 
the  town  of  Ashburton. 

After  a  time,  the  friends  at  Ash> 
burton  and  Mary-church  oalted 
their  energies  to  retain  Mr.  Toms, 
and  he  consented  to  employ  his 
Sabbaths  alternately  amongst  them, 

AboutFeb,  18, 1798,  he  received 
an  invitation  from  Chard;  his  mind 
was  much  perplexed  to  ascertain 
the  path  of  duty,  liaving  receired 
also  affectionate  calls  from  the 
churches  at  Ashborton  and  Lyme. 
On  the  6th  of  July  he  writes  thus 
inhiidiar}',  "O  for  divine  dlrec* 
tiont  Lord,  let  me  follow  the  steps 
which  lead  to  thy  glory. — Jesus, 
guide  me  in  this  and  every  other 
case  by  thy  counsel,  and  when  iiynM 
hait  done  with  me  as  an  instrn- 
ment  of  ihy  praise  in  the  church 
below,  take  me  to  glory  amidst 
the  triumphant  charCb  above." 

He  commenced  his  probationary 
visit  at  Chard  on  Lord's  day, 
July  14th.  His  visit  there  cod< 
tinned  for  setei  months,  antil  the 
beginning  of  February ;  and  on 
Lord's  day,  August  3,  1800, 
he  entered  on  his  slated  eser> 
cises.  Although  many  pain, 
ful  events  took  place  about  .  t)iis 
period,  yet  the  Lord  evid^tly 
began  to  revive  his  work  amongst 
them;  hearers  Increased,  and  many 
came  forward  to  declare  what  the 
Lord  had  done  for  their  sonlt.  . 
30S 
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The  proTideoceof  Gm]  baTingso 
renMrkabl;  dir«cleil  hii  BPttlement 
at  Chard,  and  opened  a.  door  for 
preachini;  the  Word,  with  evident 
marks  of  succesi,  both  at  home  and 
in  the  TJIlHges;  he  was  induced  to 
give  himielf  up  to  Ihem  in  the  Lurd, 
and  to  go  in  and  oot  before  them  as 
thetr  pastor,  and  was  publicly  set 
apart  to  that  important  office,  July 
I,  1802>  On  this  occasion  con. 
siderable  interest  was  excited,  and 
■  great  number  of  ministers  and 
friends  attended 

The  labonra  of  this  gervant  of 
Christ  appear  now  to  have  been 
blessed  to  the  conTersIon  of 
Iters,  and  the  comfort  and  edifica- 
flon^fhischarch.  in  ihe  months  of 
Julj'and  Augnsl,  he  baptized  six. 
leen  persons,  making  tvFenty.foni 
additions  to  the  charch  since  hi 
came  among  Ihem. 

From  this  time,  to  the  close  of 
his  ministry,  a  period  of  twenty- 
•even  years,  there  are  very  few  ma- 
terials found  amongst  the  mann- 
BCripfs  of  the  deceased  to  mark 
the  coarse  of  events.  It  appears  he 
continued  to  labour  with  unabated 
zeal,  in  Ihe  face  of  many  discour- 
agements, and  on  one  occasion  en- 
tertained serious  thoughts  of  re- 
signing his  charge,  fiom  an  appre- 
hension of  a  want  of  success.  It 
was,  doubtlesF,  under  views  and 
feelings  of  this  description,  that  he 
wrote  the  following  pper,  which 
waa  found  Id  his  stndy  after  his 
deceasa  :—

ftaled  Cowarda  God'a  cauae,  and  lowarda 

each  other. 


"  I  have  bad  mioy  peiBond  and  bnil; 

"  I  bava  ihared  largely  in  tite  geodsoi  tt 
my  God." 

The  aspect  of  affairs,  however, 
at  Chard,  towards  (he  letter  part 
of  Mr.  Toms's  career,  brighteued, 
and  although  the  additions  to  ihe 
church  were  comparatively  few, 
yet  Mr.  Toms  had  Ihe  pleasure  of 
beholding  around  him  an  attenlive 
and  serious  congregation,  many  of 
whom,  he  had  reason  to  believe, 
were  partakers  of  Divine  grace. 
It  would  have  afforded  the  friends 
of  the  deceased  unspeakable  satis- 
faction, if  his  life  had  been  pro- 
longed lo  reap  the  fruit  of  his  la- 
bour; but  amidst  thesa  circum. 
stances  of  promise,  he  was  called 
to  his  heavenly  reward,  and  ano. 
then  has  entered  into  his  labours, 
fl  behoves  Ihem  to  bow  with  sub. 
mission  to  the  will  of  Him  who 
manages  all  his  affairs  in  inGiiile 
wisdom.  If,  as  Ihe  Word  of  God 
declares,  there  is  joy  in  hearea 
amongst  the  angelic  host  over  one 
sinner  that  repenteth,  it  will  not 
be  deemed  visionary  in  the  friends 
if  the  deceased  to  indulge  Ibe 
thought  Ihat  his  gIoii5ed  spirit, 
completely  escaped  from  all  ten- 
dency I  o  despondency  on  (be  one 
hand,  or  self-gralulation  on  Ihe 
other,  rejoices  in  the  knowledge 
Ihat  many,  yea,  far  many  niere 
than  be  had  reason  to  expect, 
-'hilst  on  earlhi  are  given  him  as 
3uls  for  his  hire,  and  that  under 
(he  ministry  of  his  successor,  ihey 
have  mode  a  good  profession  be- 
'*re  many  witnesses. 

The  closing  scenes  o^  this  excel- 
lent minister's  life,  were  remark- 
ably snlemn  and  affecting.  The 
great  Head  of  the  church  seemed 
to  prepare  Ihe  way  for  the  removal 
of  his  servant,  by  circumstances  of 
unusual  interest,  and  affordfd  him 
an  oppoTlunily  of  bearing  a  dying 
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testimony  for  hh  Divine  Master 
amongst  ihow  wiih  whom  he  hid 
resided  for  so  long  a.  ppriod.  On 
the  last  sablMth  he  spent  on  earth, 
July  13,  1829,  he  wbi  called  to 
improve  the  sudden  death  of  a  lady 
of  his  congregation,  on  which  oc- 
cMBron  a  great  number  of  people 
were  assembled.  His  discourse 
was  founded  on  Matt.  xkIt.  44  : 
"  Be  ye  also  ready  :  for  in  aaoh 
an  hour  as  ye  think  not,  the  Son  ol 
Man  Cometh."  A  pecutier  so.^ 
lemnity  pervaded  the  congregatioo, 
while,  with  great  ability  and  ae. 
HoasnesB,  be  descanted  on  the  na- 
tDre  of  that  preparation  for  death 
which  is  recognized  in  the  Word 
of  God,  and  enforced  its  necessity 
from  the  sudden  appearance  of  the 
Son  of  Man  at  death  and  jui' 
ment. 

In  (he  afternoon  he  preached 
from  Psalm  slri.  I  :  "A  yerj 
present  help  in  time  of  trouble." 
In  both  of  these  discourses  he  was 
exceedingly  impres9iTe,esrneBt,and 
affectionate.  He  appeared  to  de- 
liver them  with  his  osnal  energy, 
and  to  leave  the  hallovrt-d  ground 
he  had  trodden  for  more  than  fif- 
teen bandred  Lord's  days,  ifilb  as 
much  probability  of  entering  on 
it  again,  as  on  any  former  occasion ; 
bnt  He,  whose  thoughts  are  not  as 
our  thoughts,  designed  otherwise  ; 
on  his  uay  home,  and  at  the  dis. 
tsnce  of  about  a  quarter  of  a  mile 
from  his  residence,  he  was  seized 
hy  the  icy  hand  of  death,  and  fell 
down  in  an  apoplectic  fit.  He 
was  broaght  home  in  a  state  of  in- 
seosibilrty  ;  medical  assistance  was 
immediately  procured,  and  by 
opening  the  temporal  artery,  he 
obtained  relief  and  restoration  to 
the  exercise  of  reason,  which  was 
mercifully  continued  to  the  period 
of  his  dissolution.  The  severity  of 
the  attack,  however,  was  such  as 
to  defeat  ail  medical  skill,  and 
terminated  in  his  departure  about 


forty-fi^ht  hours  from  the  period 
of  his  seizuve. 

Daring  this  interval, although  he 
was  the  subject  of  considerable 
restlessness  of  body,  arising  from 
the  nature  of  the  disease,  and  tbe 
meesores  employed  to  remove  ft, 
Jils  spirit  was  calm  and  composed.  - 
On  the  Monday  mornin^r,  being 
asked  by  one  of  his  sons,  How  he 
was,  he  replied,  with  great  em- 
phasis, *'  Almost  at  home,  child." 
To  another  qneitiau,  proposed  by 
the  same  individual,  *'  Father,  do 
you  feel  Christ  precious?"  he  re. 
plied,  "  O  yes,  William,  more 
precious  than  ever  J  I  have  preached 
Him,  because  I  love  Him;  and  I 
have  preached  Ulm,  that  others 
may  love  Him."  A  friend  visit. 
ing  him  the  same  morning,  said, 
"  I  hope  yoQ  feel  better  than  you 
did  last  evening?"  He  replied, 
"  A  good  deal  of  pain  of  body,  bat 
comfortable  in  mind,  looking  Id 
Jesus.  I  don't  know  that  I  could 
go  at  a  better  time,"  Thus  died 
ihis  humble  servantof  Jesus  Christ, 
in  the  midst  of  his  Master's  work, 
and  as  a  warrior  on  the  field. 

His  funeral  took  place  on  the 
28th  of  July,  1830.  The  pall  was 
ipported  by  three  Baptist  and 
three  Independent  ministers.  Rev. 
I.  M.  Chapnau,  of  Yeotil,  com. 
menced  the  solemn  service  b; 
reading  1  Cor.  xv.  and  prayer ; 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Small,  of  Axminsler, 
ifTered  an  impressive  prayer;  and 
the  Rev,  Joseph  Baynes,  of  Wel- 
lington, preached  the  funeral  ser. 
on  from  1  Cor.  xv.  51  —  58. 
The  character  of  Mr.  Toms,  as  a 
preacher,  exhibited  another  proof 
of  Ihfi  strength  of  human  intellect 
rising  superior  to  surrounding  dis- 
advantages, and  asserting  its  claim 
to  the  station  assigned  it  in  the 
providence  of  God.  His  intellec. 
tual  powers  were  good  ;  and  these 
hud  been  strengthened  by  habits  of 
deep  tbiDliing.  Hisacquiremenlsia 
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mcMt  faranchei  of  ntefat  knowledge 
'were  coosidersble  ;  but  Ditinil^ 
was  his  fkTorlte  field  of  naedilaiion ; 
here  he  wai  quite  Kt  home ;  and, 
perhaps,  few  meo  possessed  such 
harmonioas  and  consistent  views  of 
the  Diiine  Will  in  the  grand 
■cheme  of  human  redemption. 
Ardently  attached  to  Ihuse  Tiewi 
which  abase  the  sinner  in  tb»  dust, 
and  put  the  crown  of  glory  on  the 
Savonr's  head,  he  was  equally 
CBTcful  to  tindicate  the  goTern- 
ment  of  Jehovah  in  bis  conduct 
towards  the  children  of  men.  Tn 
these  qualifications  were  added  a 
deep-toned  piety,  which,with  great 
warmth  and  tenderness  of  feeling, 
imparted  a  more  than  ordinary  in. 
tereit  to  his  disconrsea. 

If  it  should  be  asked,  what  was 
tbe  prominent  fealurp  of  Mr.  Toms' 
Christian  character,  those  who 
knew  him  best  wonld  lay,  Hu. 
tuility,  deep  liumilily.  He  seemed 
constantly  to  carry  about  with 
him,  a  sense  of  his  nnwortbiness ;

I  HAVH  selected  these  wortla  in 
application  to  the  aolemn  event 
1  am  this  evening  attout  to  im- 
prove. To  every  one  ihait  reSeots 
for  a  moment,  Ibe  anitableDess  of 
ibis  paasage  to  tbe  monriiful  ca- 
tastrophe will  appear  obvioiu. 
Onr  youthfnl  beloved  misaioaary 
brother,  whose  countenance  yoH 
lately  saw,  whoso  voice  yoa  lately 
beard  in  this  place,  is  now  no 
B  in  tbe  land  of  tbe  living, 
ma  was  tbe  scene,  wbeu,  in 
tbe  midatof  a  crowded  and  deeply- 
interested  assembly,  he  publiclj 
consecrated  himself  to  preach  tiie 
glorious  doDlrine  of  tbe  cross,  at 
tbe  farther  aide  of  tbe  Atlantic, 
to  perishing  einners.  Tbe  ser- 
vices of  tbat  evening  will  long  be 
remembered  by  many  of  tbe  ex- 
cellent of  tbe  earth,  who  were 
then  present  tie  presented  bim- 
self  a  living  sacrifice — it  was  a 
reasonable  service — and,  we  have 
reason  to  think,  it  was  acceptable 
to  God.  With  tbe  partner  of  his 
joys  and  sorrows — now  a  deao- 
Isle  mourner — wboalso,  with  him, 
had  devoted  herself  to  the  service 
of  Christ,  be  was  conducted  safelj 
across  tbe  wide  ocean.  With  joy 
be  bailed  the  shores  of  that  land  of 
oppression  and  blood — tbe  scene 
of  bis  future  labours.  No  sooner 
liad  be  landed,  than,  with  a  heart 
bnrniog  with  genuine  seal  for  the 
glory  of  God  and  the  good  of 
sonls,  be  lifted  ap  bis  voice, 
once  and  again,  among  ifae  -poor 
oegroas,  preaching,  with  delight 
ineffable,  the  unsearobable  riches 
of  Christ.     Sat  bis  lime  of  labour 
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was  almost  terminated— his  crown 
was  near — bis  mailer  was  abootto 
commiujon  tbe  angel  of  dealb  to 
inmmon  bim  away  :  fital  fever 
seised  Lim,  md  vain  wa»  tUe  belp 
of  man.  Notwiiba  Ian  ding  tbe 
Btrengtl).  of  bis  coDititntion.  and 
all  tbe  holy  and  exalted  desires  of 
his  heart,  for  the  glory  of  Cbriat, 
and  the  eternal  benefit  of  tbe 
sodIs  of  men,  and  all  tbe  eSbrta 
that  were  made  lo  aave  him — be 
fell,  ou  that  foreign  shore,  where 
bis  dast  rests  until  tbe  resDrreo- 
tion  of  the  jast,— a  viclim  to  tbe 
resistloss  dsrt  of  the  king  of  ter- 
rors 1  He  sank  into  a  foreign  and 
an  early  grave.  Bnt  we  are  not 
without conaolation.  Hefellearly, 
— bat  not  tnglorioDily.  He  was 
in  tbe  battle-fieM.  He  wat  slain 
OB  bis  bigb  places.  And,  reflect 
ing  on  tbe  great  enterprise  in 
.wbicbbe  had  smbarkcd,  we  doabt 
not  he  was  tlius  addressed  by  his 
Redeemer,  "  Thou  didst  well  that 
it  was  in  thine  hearU" 

The  kearli  of  men  in  general  are 
fmU  of  deoieet.  Some  are  more 
active  than  others.  They  have 
more  ingenuity,  and  greater  men- 
tal enei^y.  They  are  restless, 
ambitions  spirits,  ever  dissatisfied 
with  the  present,  and  anxiooa  for 
something  new.  Bnt  all  are  tlte 
aohjecta  of  devices  or  parposes  of 
some  kind.  "  Haoy  are  the  de- 
vices in  a  man's  heart."  It  is  an 
interesting  tliougbL  Reflect  I  Low 
many  and  how  variona  tbe  pur. 
poses  of  tfas  sons  of  men.  Every 
man  yon  behold,  in  every  scene 
where  yo«  go,  has  some  prevaiU 
ing  desire,  or  device,  or  purpose 
in  bis  heart.  Yon  may  not  know 
what  it  is,  except  you  judge  from 
his  actions,  which  are  not  always 
thegennine  criterion  of  tbethongbls 
or  purposes.  He  msy  not  wish 
yon  to  know.  He  may  try  to  con- 
ceal it  from  yon.  But  it  is  there 
•—there  it  lives,  though  youoannot 
behold    it:    and  it  poueases  all 


tbe  force  of  a  regulated  principle 

— ^yea,  often,  all  ifae  power  of  ■ 
ruling  passion.  Of  what  advau-' 
tage  it  is,  when  the  purpose,  ibe 
settled  and  presiding  fuirpose  of 
the  heart,  baa  a  reference  to  that  - 
which  is  Dscellent.  Then,  what 
a  glorious  effect  does  it  produce 
on  the  character,  instead  of  de*' 
grading,  it  elevates. 

In  early  life,  aien,  generally,  art 
fiill  of  prmeett  m  reference  to  the 
future.  To  the  young,  tbe  fotnro 
appears  sn  extended  and  interest, 
ing  scene.  After  the  plessant  and 
ibooghtless  years  of  bojhood  haro 
passed  away,  anil  the  joyous  and 
generons  jouth  enters  into  tha 
norld,  its  sc;enes  sreni  very  at., 
tractive — it  looks  inviting.  All 
the  future  is  then  contemplated 
with  deep  interest.  Tbe  imagina- 
tion is  then  vivid  and  strong.  It 
revels  in  snticipation.  How  many 
projects  are  then  formed!  The 
young  man  now  begins  to  re  ah  xs 
tbe  idea  of  existence — he  feels  that 
be  lives— and  be  begiua  to  think 
to  what  purpose  be  shall  live.  In 
his  heart  he  then  resolves  what  he 
shall  do— how  and  when  be  shall 
perform  it.  At  one  time  one  ob- 
ject strikes  faim — at  another  time, 
another;  and,  while  he  is  resolv- 
ing, be  reflects  not,  that  dealb 
msy  come,  and  prevent,  in  one 
fatal  moment,  the  fulfilment  of  all 
his  resolutions;  he  reflects  not, 
whether  hii  purpose,  or  bis  reso.. 
lutiou,  or  his  device,  be  of  such  a 
nature,  that  his  Maker' shall  tbna 
address  his  disembodied  spirit) 
"Thou  didst  well  that  it  was  in 
thine  heart." 

The  object!  eonceming  whieh 
men  form  tkeir  purposes  are  well 
known,  and  have  often  been  eonrir 
dered.  To  some  spirits  of  a  lighter 
character,  of  a  volatile  and  airy 
description,  pleature  appears  a- 
dorned  in  faBcinatiog  ohnrms:  she 
seems  an  object  of  saperlative 
beauty.    Benignant  an*!  chcerfid 
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io  ber  aspect,  und  gaj'  nnd  bean, 
tiful  ID  ber  atlire,  anil  jr>yon«,  and 
oaptivatiog,  and  witty  in  h«r  con- 
venation,  with  ber,  in  soft  bowers 
of  bliss,  tiiey  would  ever  dwell. 
Tbrougb  windJn^,Dowery,Bnd  «Dn- 
ahioy  paths  slie  condnuts  to  a 
paradise  where  sll  is  beanty  to  the 
ej'B,  and  music  to  ihe  ear — where 
the  most  exquisite  delights  are 
presenled  to  every  sense.  The 
joalb  is  charmed  and  taken;  he 
cannot  resist :  be  is  borne  along, 
with  ecstaiic  delight,  from  one 
■cene  of  enjoyment  to  anotber, 
nntil  his  juilgment  ii  weakened, 
bis  consclenr.e  is  seared,  bis  aDec- 
tiona  are  defiled,  naiil  tbe  power 
of  reflection  seems  gone — anlil 
solemn  ibougbl  never  visits  bis 
mind.  He  drinks  of  the  fatal  cup 
presented  Io  him  ontil  he  is  in- 
loxLcaled,  and  (hen  bis  reason 
lo^es  all  power  to  perform  its 
office,  ana  be  has  no  will  tu 
cboose.  A  lover  of  pleasure  more 
than  a  lover  of  God,  be  forgets 
that  tbe  ploasarcs  of  sio  are  not 
onlji  ODBitisfactory  and  degradiog 
in  Ibemselves,  but  Ibat  tbe^  are 
only /or  a  teaion. 

To  olbers,  again,  of  a  more  re- 
served and  serions  character,  utea/tA 
appears  very  ilesirahle  : — »Qluence 
tbe  most  impressive  and  attractive 
object  under  tbe  sun.  To  tbese, 
even  Mammon,  notwilbstanding 
his  hard  features  and  revolting 
aspect,  seems  to  possess  ten  ibi 
sand  atlraciioas;  they  reflect  not 
on  his  heart  of  iron — ibey  reflect 
not  on  the  crimes  of  which  mec 
have  been  gnilty  under  bis  petrify- 
ing influence;  for,  what  h^ve  noi 
men  done  under  the  inSnence  of 
tbe  love  of  money,  which  is  said 
to  be  the  root  of  all  evil?  They 
have  not  only  hardened  their 
hearts  against  tbe  cry  of  the  pool 
and  shut  their  ears  against  tbe 
SDppboationa  of  the  needy;  but 
they  have, been  gnilty  of  deceit, 
and  robbery,  and  even  murder 


they  have  devoared  tbe  house  of 
tbe  widow,  and  eruelly  and  att' 
justly  taken  away  tbe  palrimony 
nf  the  desolate  orphan.  Mammon 
is  a  hard-hearted,  cruel  god  ;  and 
his  worshippers  are  aaiou);  the 
most  depraved  of  idolaters.  Again, 
to  others  of  a  loftier  mental  clia- 
rictcr,  of  a  nohler  and  more  ge- 
nerous heart,  a  great  name,  a 
splendid  reputation,  has  appeared 
to  be  the  greatest  glory.  They 
have  become  tbe  victims  of  an 
ambition,  unhallowed  in  its  natnro, 
as  it  is  deslruotive  of  happiness 
and  repose  in  ila  effVcls.  Their 
principal  design  baa  beea,(o  erect 
a  splendid  nionnmeDt  to  their  fame 
— a  monument  on  which  their 
fellow. creatures  might  gaze  witb 
admiration,  long  after  tliey  have 
cranibled  into  dust.  Tbey  have 
forgotten  that  that  which  is  highly 
esteemed  among  men,  is  an  abo- 
(tiination  in  tbe  sight  of  God — that 
muliitudes  are  ruined  for  ever, 
hecanse  tbey  have  loved  the  praise 
of  :nen  more  than  tbe  praise  of 
God,  and  that  those  men  wboaa 
glory  has  been  greatest  an  earth, 
and  whose  praisea  have  been  aung 
by  the  majority  of  mankind,  have 
been  lightly  esteemed  of  the  Divioa  . 
Heing,  and  shall  be  degraded  and 
execrated  through  eternity. 

Here,  it  is  readily  granted,  that, 
to  a  cert<tin  extent,  worldly  ob- 
jects must  be  attended  to.  If  ws 
are  not  occupied  in  the  world,  we 
must  needs  go  out  of  it.  Aclivitj 
is  not  only  in  itself  a  causa  of  hap- 
piness, but  it  is  the  duty  of  all. 
Tiie  drones  of  society  may  justly 
he  denominated  its  pestd.  Under 
the  sun  there  is  nothing  for  man 
but  labour  and  care;  and  it  will 
be  acknowledged,  that  those  who 
appear  to  he  exempted,  create 
these  for  tbemselvei.  In  life, 
there  are  man;  innocent  pUaturu, 
which  it  is  lawfnl  to  enjoy — tbe 
annumbered  felicities  of  domestic 
life,  tbe  delights  of  friendship  and 
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society,  tlie  con  t«ni  plat  ion  of  tbe 
vartecf  apd  impressive  phenomena 
of  nature,  aai)  the  exqnisite  joys 
of  literature  and  '  science.  And 
even  the  desire  of  wealth  is  not 
unlawful,  if  it  be  for  the  bonelit  of 
those  who  are  dependant  on  ni, 
and  for  the  promotion  of  the  ge- 
neral good.  Nor  is  it  wrong  to 
me  diligence  in  securing  the  es- 
teeoi  and  approbation  of  the  wise- 
and  good.  Those  who  are  care, 
less  about  that  esteem, evince  inhe- 
rent baseness  and  meanness  of 
mind.  It  is  not  probable  that 
snch  Tslne  higbly  even  tbe  appro- 
bation of  God. 

But  tbe  intentiona  and  designs 
of  men,  even  in  regard  to  the 
objects  of  tbis  world,  sbonld  be 
under  the  regulating  influence  of 
the  ntbliate  pritieiplei  of'  religiait. 
Tb^se  should  reign  in  the  heart — 
these  slionld  predominate — tbe»e 
should  exercise  a  modifj>iQg  and 
restraining  inflnenoe.  Nothing  can 
be  more  awful  than  to  be  witbout 
ihese— to  he  under  the  sway  of  tiie 
things  of  time,  while  tbe  mind  is 
vacant  of  those  celestial  principles 
of  action  which  have  come  from 
lieaven,  and  which  tend  to  raise 
men  to  the  skj.  All  men  have 
various  designs  and  intentions  in 
their  hearts.  They  are  nnseen 
by  their  fellow-creatures  ^  un- 
known to  them  ;  but  they  are  not 
concealed  from  God,  To  Ilim, 
whose  eye  is  omniscient,  all  their 
thoughtsaTe  knownafarolf.  And, 
if  their  tbonghls,  if  their  designs, 
if  their  intentions  are  not  ap- 
proved by  Him,  their  condilion 
is  truly  deplorable.  Now,  my 
brethren,  reflei;t  deeply  on  this 
•nbject  in  application  to  your- 
selves. It  is  B  subject  most  vital 
and  practical,  in  which  you  have 
all  a  particular  individual  concern. 
You  have  detigns  and  intentions 
in  reference  to  yonrselves  and  this 
world.     liook  at  lUem,  at  tbis 


lime,  in  ihe  light  of  Ood's  Wori). 
What  are  they  !  When  you  es. 
amine  the  Scriptnres  impartially, 
and  apply  them  to  j  ourselves, 
can  yon  approve  them  ?  Will 
they  bear  to  be  eiamined  7  Will 
God  approve  them?  Will  tbey 
snstain  your  mind  at  the  boor  of 
death  ?  Will  tbey  endure  the 
light  of  eternity  !  What  is  your 
predominant  design — your  ruling 
passion  ?  Does  it  refer  to  thiM 
world  only  i  or  has  it  any  re- 
ference to  the  next  1  Ob  1  Ibis 
is  a  most  important  question,  not 
to  be  lightly  disposed  of.  Put  it 
not  away,  as  if  it  were  imperti- 
nent— as  if  you  were  not  particu- 
larly interested  in  it,  for>yoo  are 
deeply  concerned  in  it.  Look  at 
the  detign  of  your  heart,  and  ex- 
amine carefully  whether  it  be  snch 
as  that  God  shall  thus  addrrss  yon 
when  you  appear  before  him : 
"Thou  didst  well  that  it  was  in 
thine  heart." 

However  you  aro  occupied  in 
life,  tbis  you  shootd  never  forget, 
that  it  should  be  in  tbe  heartt  of 
all  of  you  to  terve  Ood.  Tbis 
ought  to  be  your  general  inten- 
tion. Tbe  depravity  of  men  is 
manifest  in  this: — tbey  dissociate 
tbe  world  from  religion.  They 
think  that  tbey  cannot  attend  to 
the  things  of  the  world,  and  to 
those  of  religion  at  the  same  time, 
—that  the  two  are  incompatible. 
Now,  it  is  impossible  to  attend 
inordinateig  to  worldly  tbings, and 
at  tbe  same  time  to  be  religions; 
for  ••  Ye  cannot,"  said  Christ, 
"  serve  God  and  mammon."  But 
the  things  of  the  world  mag  be 
attended  to. properly,  and  Iho  ob- 
jects of  religion,  the  oonooms  of 
the  Bonl,T-not  neglected.  .  If  this 
were  not  tbe  case,  it  were  nn- 
reasonable  to  expect  that  men 
sbonld  occupy  their  minds  at  all 
about  eternity.  But  the  service 
of  Christ  is  a  reatonable  service. 
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Ood  reqaire*  noihiog  bnt  vkat 
men  can  do,  and  wlial  they  tmgiu 
to  do— and  what  it  will  be  their 
iaterett  to  do— to  anbordinate  the 
thinga  of  time  to  thoaeofeternit;; 
— ^tnid  all  their  other  eogage- 
mentB  aot  lo  forget  that  they  are 
immortal  beiogg — reaponsible  be. 
JDgs ;  and  that  they  can  aerre 
God  iftbey  will.  Let  this  tbongbt 
sinic  deep  into  your  mind",  tbal 
yOD  can  have  no  apology  why  yon 
shoald  not  aerve  God— that  tbis 
sbonld  be  yonr  general  intention; 
and  that  if  this  be  not  in  yonr 
heart,  it  cannot  be  well  with  yoo 
at  laal — it  must  go  ill  with  yon 
for  cTer. 

Here  it  nay  be  obserred,  (bat 
gome  noble  end  benevoleHt  mindi, 
riaing  (nperlor  to  the  level  of  tboie 
sronnd  tbem,  form  pitrpota  of 
great  laejulneu  on  tie  earth.  The 
design  a  of  tboae  excellent  and 
worthy  cbaraclers,  relate  to  dif- 
ferent departments: — some  form 
designs  of  general  benevolence. 
They  wish  to  live  for  the  bene. 
St  of  mankind — lo  diminish  the 
misery,  and  to  angment  the  hap. 
pinesB  of  the  eartfa.  Like  Cbriat, 
they  desire  to  *'  go  abont  conlinn. 
ally  doing  good."  They  esem. 
plify  the  inflnence  on  their  hearts 
of  pure  religion  and  ^ndeGled  ; 
which  ii,  to  visit  the  fatherless 
and  the  widows  in  their  affliction, 
and  to  keep  themseUea  unspotted 
from  the  world.  They  are  pre- 
pared to  escrt  their  energies  in 
any  way  that  will  really  benefit 
man.  They  seek  out  wretched- 
neu  that  they  may  relieve  it. 
They  canse  the  heart  of  the 
widow  to  sing  for  joy.  The  bless- 
ings ot  those  who  were  ready  to 
perisfa,  &1I  npon  them.  Hence 
Howard,  that  honour  to  bnmon 
natnre,  and  bright  ornament  of 
the  religion  of  Jesns,  heaitated  not 
lo  visit— prompted  to  the  beuevo. 
lent  undertaking  by  celestial  cha- 


rity—Ibe  noisome  cells  and  mUer< 
able  doBgeona  of  all  the  priaoni 
in  Enrope,  that  he  might  derise 
plana  for  the  relief  of  the  dejected 
prisoner,  and  ihna  alleviate  tbe 
wretchedness  of  dioae  who  are 
deprived  of  the  light  of  tbe  worid, 
and  the  pleasant  aociety  lof  bononr- 
ahle  men.  He  fell  in  the  (clorioos 
canse— bnt  he  fell  gloriously  ;  and 
it  was  well  that  it  waa  in  bis  heart. 
Hence  Clarkto*  and  Wiiber/oree 
have  devoted  (Aetr  energiea  and 
tlieir  influence  lo  releaae  tbe  alave 
from  his  thraldom  ;  and,  throngh 
their  efforts,  tbe  deteatable  slave* 
trade,  that  disgrace  to  homanily, 
and  atigniaon Britain, waa  brought 
to  a  termination.  Oh  I  that  the 
same  oonid  he  said  of  colonial 
jslavery,  which  alill  exists,  and 
under  which  thonsends  still  groan  I 
Other  excellent  characters  have 
been  filled  with  jioble  daigntfor 
the  good  of  their  eo%Mtry—tbej 
have  been  patrioli  in  the  bnt 
sense  of  that  word.  The;  have 
been  prepared  to  lose  tbeir  pro^ 
perty,  their  liberty,  and  their  Uvea, 
that  they  might  benefit  tbeir  coun- 
try. In  tbe  senate,  they  bare 
boldly  lifted  up  their  voice,  in 
strains  of  the  purest  and  most 
modng  eloquence,  against  comp. 
tion  and  oppression  in  every  form; 
and  on  tbe  field  they  have  valiantly 
fongbt,  and  bled,  and  died  for 
tbeir  conntry.  For  the  liberty 
and  bappineas  of  mankind  have 
they  devoted  tbemielvea.  At  the 
present  period,  aa  a  conntry,  are 
we  not  blessed  with  such  men  i— 
men  .of  wisdom,  of  virtae,  and  of 
eloqnence, — who  are  putting  forth 
all  their  energies,  .  exerting  aU 
their  powers,  to  save  tbis  import- 
ant nation  from  impending  mini 
Who,  that  haa  a  particle  of  p^ 
Iriotie  feeling^lbat  carea  far  the 
good  of  his  conntry,  does  not  feel 
deeply  interesled  in  all  tbeir  uiea> 
sores,   and  ardently  desire    that

'  land  ipeedy  relief  from  many 
of  the  evils  nnder  wbicb  tbey 
groan  i — majr  disappoint  tbe  evil 
deaigas  of  tbe  craftj,  and  turn 
tbe  coDDsels  of  the  wicked  into 
foolishness  1 

Olken  form  the  noble  deiign  of 
*erving  God  in  the  minutry  of  the 
Goipel.  Tliey  have  been  tbe  snb- 
jecis  of  a  desire  for  Ibis  great  and 
glorious  work  which  they  were 
not  able  to  overcome, — a  desire 
that  burned  within  them,  and 
which  they  could  not  rcpresti. 
This  led  them  to  form  the  noble 
design  of  serving  God  in  the 
world,— a  world  of  depravil;  and 
mlBery,— by  preaching  ibe  Gos- 
pel to  tbeir  periiibiDg  fellow-men, 
And  certainly  this  mn»t  be  cod- 
templatei)  as  a  gloriooa  work ; 
and  tbe  design  to  engage  in  it  may 
justly  be  denominated  a  noble 
design.  Indeed,  though  it  ia- 
TolveperpetQalself-denial,  though 
it  insure  no  earthly  reward, 
tbottgl)  it  be  attended  with  many 
sacrifices,  what  work  ean  be  com. 
pared  to  it?  What  employment 
may  compete  with  it?  Reflect 
on  its  greut  object,  that  is,  to  re- 
store men  to  God— lu  raise  them 
from  sin  to  holiness — from  misery 
to  bappiness  —  from  earth  to 
beaven.  "  He  tbat  winnetb  souls 
is  wise.  They  that  tnm  many 
to  rlghloooinesi,  aliallr  abine  as 
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Ihe  start  for  ever  and  ever." 
However  imperfect  may  be  the 
attempts,  or  partial  the  saccesa, 
of  those  wbo  enter  on  tbis  work 
from  pore  motives,  God  will  say 
to  each  one  of  them  at  last,  "Tfaoti 
■lidal  well  that  it  was  in  thins 
heart." 

But,  if  the  design  of  those  who 
serve  God  in  the  mioitlry  of  tbe 
Gospel  be  noble,  much  more  ia 
tbat  of  tbe  man  wbo  purposes  to 
tetve  God  a»  a  mimonary.  I 
have  always  considered  mission- 
ary work  as  tbe  most  exalted 
department  of  ministerial  labour 
—as  requiring  more  piety,  more 
prudence,  more  zeal,  more  dit- 
intereHteiluesB,  more  srilenl  de. 
tire  for  the  lalmtion  of  men.  In- 
deed, as  no  work  involves  so 
many  ascrificea,  so  no  employ- 
ment can  be  compared  to  il.  To 
preach  Christ  where  be  baa  not  ' 
been  known  before — lo  impart  tbe 
knowledge  of  Jesus  to  tbe  heathen 
— to  enlighten  Iboir  eyea,  and  to 
turn  tbcoi  from  darkness  to  light, 
and  from  the  power  of  Satan  to 
God— lo  be  iastrnmentalin  over- 
lurning  idolatrous  aystema,  and 
in  establishing  the  glorions  cause 
of  truth  and  righteousness ;  to 
impart  the  infinite  blessing  of  tbe 
Word  of  Life  to  those  who  have 
hitherto  been  led  astray  by  cnn- 
ningly-devised  fables ;  these  are 
objects,  in  comparison  to  wbicb, 
as  to  importance,  all  others  shrink 
away  ;  they  transcend  all  earthly 
objeols  of  pursuit,  as  the  soul 
transcends  the  body,  and  as  time 
traDsoends  eternity,  Tbe  work 
of  a  missionary  is  a  sublime  and 
important  employment;  and  all 
wbo  have  designed  it,  but  have 
not  been  permitted  to  accomplish 
il,  shall  know  in  another  state  of 
being,  that  it  was  *■  meU  it  was  in 
tbeir  heart." 

To  tbia  great  work  was  oor  be- 
loved decenicd  brother  devoted; 
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—to  realise  th«  great  ottjeets  it 
embraces,  he  had  ceaseorateif 
life  itself — all  the  energieB  of  hii 
being.  Id  his  soul  the  desire  for 
this  work  ardeotlj  bnrned 
was  a  fire  that  coald  not  be  put 
ont.  It  was  owing  to  this  desire 
that  he  was  first  iotrodnced  to  me. 
Knowing  somewhat  of  the  natare 
of  the  worli,  and  the  difficnlliet 
ttnd  Iriali  connected  with  ir,  I  oon- 
■idered  it  my  duty  to  place  these 
before  him  in  all  their  breadth 
and  length.  Bat  he  could  not  be 
tDrned  from  his  pnrpose— be  coold 
not  be  deterred,  from  the  pro* 
bability  of  difBBnlty.and  trial,  and 
danger.  He  was  willing  to  be 
employed  at  home,  were  it  the 
will  of  God,  anij  if  do  way  should 
be  opened  by  wljich  be  might  go 
abroad  ;  but  whenever  the  door 
into  missionary  labour  was  open- 
ed, he  heaitated  not,  but  entered 
immediately.  He  appeared  to 
hate  a  predilection  for  the  work, 
Kod  chose  it  beoaase  be  preferred 
It.  In  the  moDlh  of  May,  1830, 
ho  thus  expresses  himself  ;  "As 
to  my  esperience  in  divine  things, 
I  have  reason  to  be  tijankful,  that 
lately  I  bare  enjoyed  so  much  of 
religion.  The  promise  appears  to 
have  been  fultilled— < They  that 
water  others,  shall  themselves  be 
watered,'  I  have  reason  to  be 
bumble  before  God,  on  aucount  of 
Ejn.  I  want  a  greater  deadueis 
to  the  world,  and  to  be  more  alive 
to  spiritual  things — to  be  hunger- 
ing and  thirsting  after  righteous- 
ness; to  have  my  heartglow  with 
the  love  of  Christ — with  a  deep 
and  anxious  concern  for  tbe-weL 
fare  of  poor  perishing  sinners. 
Blessed  be  God  for  any  of  theae 
things;  but  it  is  my  eam«>st  de- 
sire to  possess  more — to  feel  in- 
creasingly (he  great  responsibility 
of  my  situation,  and  to  spend 
my  life  in  laborious  exertion  for 
Christ,"      In    this    devout    and 


hnmlile  manner  dlJ  he  espreu 
himself  in  regard  to  that  which 
waa  before  him. 

He  was  permitted  to  ie^iis  the 
glorions  work  he  had  so  ardeall; 
desired, and  after  having  preached 
lo  the  poor  negroes,  in  letters 
which  he  commenced  but  did  not 
finish,  which  is  also  the  case  with 
the  jonrnal  that  was  firat  reoeived, 
lie  exprassaa  himself  in  the  same 
devont  manner:  be  says,"  We 
met  with  the  kindest  receplian 
from  our  esteemed  brethren  anil 
sisters  here.  Icomplied  with  the 
request  of  the  negroes  to  preach 
at  Port  Royal  in  the  evening,  as 
thoy  had  expected  no  service  oa 
account  of  Mr.  Clark  going  lo  a 
distance  to  baptize.  L  felt  a  pe. 
caliar  pleasure  in  preaching  lo 
the  first  black  congregation,  aad 
earnestly  desired  to  spend  my  life 
in  the  work.  At  prexent  it  appears 
uncertain  what  station  God  has 
appointed  for  us  ;  we  trust  we  can 
say,  our  only  wish  is  to  be  wliero 
we  shall  most  advance  bis  glory." 

These  are  among  the  last  sen- 
tences he  wrote  in  this  world. 
Already  the  messenger  of  Chriil 
was  on  the  wing  that  was  to  cen- 
vey  bini  to  glory.  Soon  he  was 
to  ascend,  for  all  hia  work  wai 
done.  It  may  not  be  nnworlhy 
of  your  notice,  that,  on  that  sab- 
bath evening,  July  10,  when  he 
first  preached, our  venerable  frieod 
Mr.  King  died;  and  very  soon 
he  followed — so  that  they  soon 
met  in  glory. 

But  ii  was  "  well  that  it  was  in 
his  heart."  Though  he  was  cat 
off  at  the  commencement  of  the 
work  ^  what  then  ?  I  request 
your  serious  attention  to  tlie  fol- 
lowing observations  :— I.  Htfd- 
fiUed  the  Divine  iMlentim.  Wbat- 
I  may  think,  the  Divine 
I,  in  regard  to  him,  was 
nut  frustrated.  All  the  things 
that  happen  to  the  people  of  God 
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are  the  coniequences  of  lita  pre- 
appointmeot.  T be  bonnds  of  iheir 
babitation  are  prei^cribeil,  aad 
they  can  remain  no  longer  in  any 
plaoe  iban  he  hatb  determined. 
!But  e.'pecTBll)'  "  precious  in  tbe 
■i^lit  of  Ihe  Lord  is  the  dealb  of 
Iiis  saints."  He  hatb  preappointed 
the  place  where  the;  are  to  die, 
■ud  tbo  ft'me,  and  all  the  circvm- 
tlanees.  So  that  our  brother  has 
not  died  by  chance.  Tbe  ODTn- 
ber  of  bis  days  was  fnlGJIed.  This 
is  a  considers  lion  caicnlateil  to 
produce  acqaiescence  of  mrnil.  Il 
w)iB  certainly  consistent  with  tbe 
wisitom  and  tore  of  God  that  hs 
abould  then  die.  3.  Be  performed 
all  thai  was  allotted  for  him  to.  do. 
He  desired  a  good  work,  yen,  a 
great  and  glorious  work  ;  lie  wan 
perAiitted  to  enter  on  it — lo  feel 
the  joy  of  Gommeocing  it,  then  be 
was  removed.  This  waa  all  he 
had  lo  do — he  finished  bis  work 
He  was  faithfal  until  death,  anc 
now  he  baa  receircd  the  crown. 

3.  He  teas,  doubl/eu,  welcomed  li 
keaeen.  The  first  voice  he  beard 
in  the  eternal  state,  would  be  thai 
of  Christ,  saying,  "  Thou  didst 
well  that  it  waa  in  thine  heart." 
"  Well  done,  good  and  faithful 
■ervant,  thou  haat  been  faithful 
over  a  Jew  things,  I  will  make 
thee  mler  over  many  things,"  &c. 

4.  Our  ignorance  thould  prevent  UM 
from  repining,  «tnce  we  knim  not 
the  high  tiation  for  which  he  tooj 
preparing,  and  lokich  Chritt  hath 
appointed  him  above.  We  de- 
plore bis  early  removal;  we  think 
the  flower  in  the  bud  was 
down — tbe  Iree  in  its  blossom 
rooted  np.  We  thiuk  big  piety, 
and  talents,  and  preparation, 
are  lost  lo  Ibe  world.  But 
we  are  inoompetent  judges,  Wi 
can  only  see  a  little  way  arount 
D>.  The  circle  of  otir  knowledge 
isextremcljrconlractcil.  He  may 
bare  been  preparing  for  some  im- 
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portant  service  above ;  and  there, 
donblless,  bia  powers  are  fully  de- 
veloped, and  he  series  his  Lord 
in  perfection.  Let  as  rest  tn  the 
Ibougbl,   that  '*  what*  we    know

And  now  what  more  can  I  add, 
in  addition  to  what  these  letters 
have  imparled?  To  God,  who  is 
the  judge  of  the  widow,  and  the 
father  of  the  fatherless,  would  I 
ufTcclionalely  commend  his  be- 
reaved and  afflicted  partner.  She 
willingly  accompanied  hitu^be 
hazarded  her  life  for  Ihe  name  of 
Jesng-:-she  baa  fulfilled  Iter  iole- 
restiug  mission — and  now  she  has 
safely  rclarneil,  we  trust,  for  great 
usefulness  in  Ihe  church  at  home. 
Let  her  not  forget  tbe  divine  pro- 
mise, "  Leave  th;  4'atberlegs  chil- 
ilren,"  &c  T^et  his  parents  be 
consoled  by  the  idea,  that  theic 
son  was  engaged  and  fell  in  a  glo- 
rious work — iliat  he  died  uith  a 
spotless  reputation,  and  that  be  is 
perfectly  happy  in  the  presence  of 
Christ.  Let  his  ArofAerc  and  iitfers 
seriously  cousider  the  absolute  ne- 
cessity of  that  religion  of  which 
iheir  departed  brother  was  peg, 
aessed,  and  which  be  so  earnestly 
desired  they  might  possess.  If 
they  would  mectbim  in  peace,  let 
Ihein  repent  and  believe  the  Gos- 
pel, and  not  deceive  themselves 
with  the  vain  thought,  that  as  they 
are  not  ofliciully  engaged  in  reli- 
gion, therefore,  they  may  safely 
live  without  i(.  Let  every  iHem- 
ber  of  this  church  be  diligent  to 
occopy  until  the  Lord  come, and  be 
found  watching.  Lettbe  teachers 
in  tbe  schools  call  to  mind  his 
terioHsnes),  liis  humility,  bia  zeal, 
and  his  affection,  ami  bis  regu- 
larity, and  imitate  him.  And,  in 
fine,  let   all  in  tkii  congregation 
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eooudn  Ihs  npivma  tmporlaae« 
of  raligioD,  wbioh  conurU  id  the 
■Ute  of  the  heart  before  Goil. 
Let  DODO  of  jron  give  your  hearts 
enlirelj  to  th«  world.  Soma  of 
yoa  tuny  recollect  hia  last  »r. 
non  in  BirmiDgfaam,  from  this 
place,  from  thoae  itriking  worda, 
*•  This  God  is  oar  God,"  &e. 
Yoa  wilt  see  bis  face,  yoa  will 
hear  his  voice,  no  more — bnt  if 
GotI  be  yoar  God, — sood  will  j^ou 
meet  him  in  beaTenlj  glor>.

ery  alond  for  vengranee ;  and 
the  great  Being,  to  whom  it  be- 
longs, appears  disposed  to  hearken 
to  their  cry,  and  enter  into  judg- 
ment with  ns.  It  becomea  oa  to 
be  seriously  attentive  lo  Ihese 
things,  lest  the  day  come  npon 
ns  ere  we  are  aware,  and  totally 
unprepared  lo  meet  it  There  is 
certainly  spreading  amongst  ua  » 
factions,  discontented,  tnrbnient 
ipiril.  Some  raving  with  the 
most  farions  seal  In  favour  of 
despotic  power  and  dominion ; 
insisting  upon  onr  absolute  sob- 
mission  to  their  dictates,  right  or 
wrong,  without  leaving  nseven  tfas 
right  of  complaining :  others  aro 
as  mad  in  the  pursuit  of  what 
they  call  by  the  sacred  name  of 
LiBBRTT,  but  wbioh,  in  fact,  is 
no  better  than  £iceiKtoiuiiMf;  pnt- 
ling  it  in  the  power  of  every  man, 
however  wicked,  to  do  jnst  what 
he  pleases,  wilhont  any  control 
from  the  laws  and  order  of  so- 
ciety. Between  these  ahockiog 
extremes  there  is  eertsinty  a  me- 
dium, which  we  should  endeavour 
lo  understand  and  keep. 

Many  years'  happy  experience 
may  convince  ns,  that  the  consti- 
tntion  of  the  government  of  tbis 
country,  as  it  consists  of  King, 
Lords,  and  Commons,  is  emi- 
nently calonlaied  to  secure  to  us 
the  iaestimable  blessings  of  civil 
and  religious  liberty,  and  every 
kind  of  national  prosperity,  and, 
therefore, worthy  of  our  sirennona 
support. 

We  mast  acknowledge,  indeed, 
that  even  this  happy  conatitaiioo 
has  been  shamefully  .corrapted 
and  abused,  in  many  instancea, 
by  wicked  and  deaigningmen,  to 
serve  their  selfish  and  pemieioui 
ends :  nor  is  it  possible,  in  the 
present  depraved  state  of  human 
nature,  to.  form  a  system  of  go- 
vernment that  wonld  not  be  liable 
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to  ahnie  frOBi  neh  men ;  bnt 
none  of  th«  evils  that  have  bitiierto 
prevailed  iDonra.aaopossibljjoa. 
tify  my  seditioaa  mttempts  to  oTer- 
tarn  tbe  coiiR^iDlieQ  itself.  We 
Msjp,  and  we  ought,  U>  seek  ihs 
redreaa  of  oar  grtevaneea,  and  en- 
deavour to  atem  tba  torrent  of 
oormplion  b;  all  fair  aod  peaoe- 
«ble  meaDB,  ancb  aa  tbe  coaati* 
lotion  itself  furniabei  ns  with  in 
great  plenty ;  and  to  persevere 
with  a  manly  firmnesB  and  rean. 
lution,  till  the  end  be  obtained, 
in  aome  tolerable  degree  at  leaat; 
bat,  at  the  same  time,  abonld  be 
exoeediogly  careful  to  avoid  all 
.violent  and  bonttle  meatnrea<  leit 
.we  find  the  remedy  worea  than 
the  diseaae. 

The  pretendera  to  anpr rior  wis. 
dom  in  politics, may  paint  out  to  our 
imagination,  schemes  of  govern' 
ment  that  may  look  xetj  pretty, 
and  even  charming  in  theory,  but 
cannot,  in  the  present  state  of 
things  amongst  ns,  be  redaced  to 
practice,  witliont  the  miseriea  o* 
anarchy  and  confnsion, 

I  would,  therefore,  my  friends 
take  this  opportonity  to  recom' 
mend  to  you  all, and  particularly  to 
yon  who  are  J>i$$entert,  to  beware 
of  being  led  away  from  yonr  ge- 
nniae  spirit  and  principles  of  peace, 
by  tbe  wild  nniligested  notions 
abonl  liberty  and  equo/tty,  whicb 
aome  are  so  fond  at  propagating. 
They  do  not  consider,  that  how- 
ever such  notions  may  sail  the 
political  bunionr  and  slate  of  other 
Gonntries,  they  are  not  at  all  ap- 
plicable to  ours;  nor  adapted  to 
the    genins    and    spirit    of    Bri. 

As  Protestant  DiuenlerB  w( 
are,  upon  principle,  sincere  and 
-warm  friends  to  both  civil  and 
religions  liberty;  yrt,  as  Ckrit- 
tiant,  alter  enemies  to  all  licen- 
tioQS  violenco  against  the  govern- 
ineBt.     Thongfa  obliged,  by  oar 
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coDseienees,  to  diueM  from  tbe 
Established  Church,  yet  sinbere 
frieoda  to  her  peaoe  and  pros- 
perity, not  even  wtMhing  to  de- 
prive her  members  of  the  enjoy- 
ment  of  the  same  liberty  of  eon* 
aoience  we  claim  for  ourselves. 
Accordingly,  the  Dissenters  bare 
bean  always  ready  to  join  them 
in  sapport  of  the  Church,  when 
in  danger  from  our  common  ene< 
miea,  the  Papists;  and  ibis  even 
at  the  expence  of  giving  up  niaoy 
of  their  own  particular  rights  and 
privileges:  witness  their  conduct 
at  the  revolution  in  1068.  Mo 
men  rejoiced  more  cordially  in 
that  glorious  event  than  (hey  ;— no 
men  more  zealously  attached  to 
the  illnstrioas  house  of  Hanover, 
from  its  first  acGeasian  to  the 
throne  of  these  kingdoms,  to  the 
present  day,  than  they  ; — no  meo 
set  iheir  faces  more  resolutely 
against  the  rebellions  efibrts  of 
its  etteinies  in  the  years  15  and 
45,  or  exerted  themselves  with 
more  liberality  and  spirit  in  favonr 
of  the  reigning  family.  These 
are  notorious  facts,  which  I  chal. 
lenge  even  their  most  inveterate 
enemies  to  refute. 

There  may  possibly  be  here  and 
there  a  few,  amongst  our  many 
ibousantls,  misled  by  the  wild 
ductrines  lately  started,  or  pro. 
yoked  by  the  illiberal  spirit  of 
their  adversaries,  who  may  think 
and  act  differently ;  but  no  whole 
boflieaofmeacaD  be  justly  charge- 
able with  the  wrong  Bentiments 
and  conduct  of  every  individual 
among  them.  In  fact,  the  chief 
leaders  of  tbe  malecontentg  with 
us  are  Deiatioal  philosophers, 
neither  Churchmen  nor  Dissent- 
ers, men  of  no  religion  at  all.  In 
general,  and  as  a  body,  the  Dis- 
senters, ever  ftince  the  revolu- 
tion, have  been  as  slaoncb  loyal- 
ists as  any  of  the  members  of  the 
Established  Cbnccb,  tlioagb  not 
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potMiwd  of  their  tdTiBtagm  and

rMBemberins  that  yon  are  tha 
profeuad  dueiplea  of  the  Frinee 
of  Poaco,  and  matt  beoeiolont 
Friend  of  mankind;  and  that, 
therefore,  it  mail  be  alterljr  in- 
coniislent  with  ;onr  character!, 
to  be  concerned  in  an;  popnlir 
inanrreetions,  or  seditiont  cabals 
Bgainct  a  goremment,  in  its  con- 
alituent  prinriples,  so  faronrable 
to  all  oar  jnit  rights  and  iiberliea, 
and  nnder  the  protection  of  which 
we  have  enjoyed,  for  so  many 
jeara,  tncb  an  ample  share  of  na- 
tional happiness; — this  wonid  be 
the  basest  ingratitude  to  God  and 
man.  Instead  of  this,  let  ns  en- 
dear oar  to  possess  onr  sonls  with 
patience  nndcr  anjr  of  the  little  in. 
conveniences  we  may  happen  ta 
foel  from  it;  study  the  things  that 
make  for  peace,  and  follow  it  with 
all  men.  Bless  them  thst  curse 
as,  and  pray  for  them  who  deipite- 
fallj  nse  us ;  or,  in  a  word,  take 
tlie  apoglle  Peter's  adtice,  who 
was  a  wise  and  good  msn(l  Peter 
ii.l4 — 17j,  where  he  exhorts  ns, 
by  proper  "  sobmissioa  to  go- 
vernment, to  put  to  silence  the 
ignorance  of  foolish  men;  —  as 
free,  yet  not  using  onr  liberty  for 
a  cloak  of  maticioasness,  but  as 
the  servants  of  Giod ; — hononr  all 
men,  lore  the  brotherhood,  fear 
God,  and  honour  the  king." 

Toconclade^ifyon  wisbtodistin. 
gnish  yonrselres  as  the  real  friends 
of  your  conntry,;walk  more  closely 
with  yonr  God  in  all  the  dntiea  ot 
evangelical  piety  ;  avoid  all  sinful 
conformity  to  the  world ;  nor  any 
way  countenance  its  vices  and 
follies;  set  always  before  yon  the 
illnairions  example  of  tlie  Lord 
Jesas  Christ  fur  your  imitation. 
Be  more  conttant  and  fervent  in 


prayer  to  God  for  a  spirit  of  re- 
pentaace  and  reformatian; — pay 
a  tender  r^ard  to  the  jnat  rigbls 
and  privileges  of  the  meanest 
amongst  ynn;  kiKdly  relieve,  to 
the  BtoHNt  of  yonr  power,  tbe 
distreaaes  of  tbe  boneat  and  in- 
dnslrions  poor :  instrnctiog  the 
ignorant,  reclaiming  the  vicious, 
and  dning  good  to  aU.  By  these 
means  yon  will  not  only  6nd 
mneb  comfort  and  snpport  in 
any  day  of  afflicting  viaiialioo 
that  may  come  upon  you;  b«t 
will  do  yonr  conntry  infinitely 
more  effectual  service  than  by 
any  noisy  eateries  about  liberty^ 
or  tumoltdoDs  enileavours  to  re- 
form the  stale.  Yon  will,  I  trust, 
take  these  hints  well,  as  they  pro- 
ceed not  from  any  anspicioo  I 
have  of  your  want  of  loyalty,  bot 
purely  with  the  hope  of  eonfirm- 
ing  yon  in  it,  and  of  exciting  yon 
lo  some  proper  eiertions,  at  this 
very  critical  janctnra,  in  support 
of  government,  and  (be  peace 
and  welfare  of  yonr  conntrj. 


On    RETtEWIMQ  THE   PaST. 

L  is  true  we  csnnot  look  into 
fntnrilyand  readthe  book  of  God's 
decrees.  What  will  be  our  fa  turn 
pleasures,  difficnities,  or  troubles 
is  only  known  to  the  wise  disposer 
of  all  events.  We  are  equally 
ignorant  of  the  time  and  the  man- 
ner of  oar  death.  Bat  we  can, 
we  ought,  to  look  back  on  the 
past.  It  becomes  us  to  take  a 
carefol  review  of  past  events,  and 
past  experience,  and  lo  seek  to 
derive  profit  from  both.  This  be- 
comes  us  as  reasonahls  and  ac- 
oonotsble  creatures,  an<l  also  vs 
professing  christians,  "God  re- 
quiretli  thst  which  is  pasl.''

The 
hand  of  Deity  has  been  lifted  op, 
tbfl  pride  of  DsUoaa  has  been 
humbled ;  war,  dtseaae,  and  death 
bare  removed  Uionsaads  of 
fellow. creatures  to  the  eteroal 
world.  The  jadgmenta  of  God 
have  beeu  abroad  in  tbe  earth,  that 
Ihe  iBhibilauts  thereof  aiay  learu 
rigbteousDeas.  But  if  we  view 
these  dispeDsatioiis  aright,  we 
■hall  view  tbem  as  tending  to  pro- 
tnote  some  great  and  iaiporteut 
eBdB_— the  glorj'  of  God  and  the 
real  good  of  bis  cbnrcb  and 
people.  While  (his  review  will 
humble  us  in  (b«  dust  on  account 
of  our  sins,  it  will  excite  our  gra- 
titude to  God  for  llie  kindness  and 
care  be  ha«  manifested  towards  us ; 
we  shall  look  through  (he  clouds 
tbat  have  gathered  around  us  and 
behold  the  Sun  of  Kigbteousaess 
arising  upon  us  with  healing  in 
his  wings. 

Past  merciet  thoitld  be  revietoed. 
We  have  forfeited  every  blessing 
we  enjoy.  Every  good  we  have 
received  from  our  infancy  to  the 
present  moment  has  flowed  from 
the  fountain  of  divine  mercy. 
Mercies  in  rich  abundanoe  bare 
been  lavishef)  upon  qs  :  ''  Good- 
ness aud  mercy  bave  followed  us 
all  the  days  of  our  life."  "  The 
lines  are  fallen  unto  ns  in  plea. 
eant  places,"  &c.  Our  temporal 
wants  have  been  supplied,  our 
health  has  beeu  ooutinaed,-  we 
have  been  preserved  from  death  : 
wo  can  look  back  upon  enjoy- 
ments, supports,  and  privileges  of 
a  spiritual  fciod.  To  forget  these 
mercies  would  be  base  and  ua< 
grateful,  while  a  remembrance  of 
tbem  will  be  pleasing  to  God,  and 
beneBcial  to  ourselves. 

Po$t  troublet  ovghl  ic  be  reoieto- 
ed.  Those  who  bave  experienced 
tbe  greatest  mercies  are  ttte  sab- 


jecls  of  affiictioa  and  sorrow- 
The  most  eminent  saints,  as  Jacob, 
David,  and  others,  were  not  ex. 
empted  from  tliese.  In  reviewing 
the  past  it  will  be  found  that  some 
bave  been  tried  in  their  circum- 
stance s  by  disappointments,  losses, 
and  crosses :  others  have  expe- 
rienced sickness  and  paiu ;  and 
others  have  been  called  to  mourn 
over  the  graves  of  departed  re- 
latives and  friends.  Tbese  aOlic- 
tions  were  sent  for  important  pur- 
poses, to  wean  our  affections  from 
earth,  and  to  draw  tbem  to  things 
above.  By  a  proper  review  of 
these,  this  design  will  be  answered. 
Patl  conduct  thould  be  reviewed. 
Is  the  reader  a  professor  of  re- 
ligion and  a  member  of  tbe  church 
ofChristT  HowimportantUastrict 
and  impartial  reviewofhls  conduct. 
Has  it  been  as  becometb  tbe  Gog. 
pel  of  Christ?  Has  he  been  otr- 
cumspect  in  bis  walk,  and  bolj  ia 
bis  cotJVersBlion?  In  such  a  re- 
view we  should  ask  ourselves  the 
following  questions: — Have  we 
resisted  temptation  f  Have  we 
mortified  inward  corruptions  ?

If,  Christians,  time  ia  fast 
bearing  us  ob  to  the  joys  of  eter- 
nity, oar  years  are  TolliDg  away, 
and  s«on  ahall  we  be  called  to 
over  Jordan ;  all  our  labours, 
all  our  sufferings  will  soon  be

It  appears  to  have  been  the  de- 
sign of  God  in  every  age,  for  the 
wisest  of  purposes,  ibat  the  pre- 
dictions of  tlie  Holy  Scriptorea 
should  he  iavolred  inmore  or  lesa 
of  obscurity  ontil  their  fulfilment,  1 
Pel.  i ,  10 — 12  ;  therefore,  «a  the 
Millennium  isyet  futura,it  behoves 
na  to  speak  and  w<ite  respecLing 
it  witb  peculiar  cantion,  teniper- 
ateneas,  and  modesty  :.l  cannot, 
however,  incline  to  the  notion 
that  oar  blessed  Redeemer's 
reign  ia  likely  lobe  persona/ daring 
this  period,  or  that  bis  people  wiU 
be  lUeraUj/tiMvA  from  tbeir  grave) 
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to  ilwelt  wltk  him  D pan  tb«  Mrtfi, 
from  ibe  following  conriderationi. 

First.  Tlje  langnage  of  the 
Holy  Spirk  in  Rev.  nx,  ■ppeari 
to  be  priDcipally,  if  not  BJtogetlier, 
lymbolical,  and  not  Uteral.  Satan 
is  oerlainlj  Dot  Uierally  adragan, 
bat  a  fatleo  spirit,  iniirriiing  the 
disposition  attributed  lotliatcrea. 
tnro  ;  and  being  incorporeal,  he 
cannot  be  subjected  to  reslraiot  id 
any  literal  pit ;  nor  can  he  be 
bound  or  confined  by  any  mft- 
terial  chain  or  teal.  And  it  is 
very  observable,  tliat  it  is  merely 
Ihe  touh  of  the  martyr*  that  are  lo 
experience  the  reinrreciion  there 
predicted  ;  and  those  holy  Scrip- 
-  tnrea  which  treat  of  the  resnrrec. 
tton  at  the  last  day,  represent  the 
righteous  and  the  wicked  as  being 
to  be  raised  at  the  tame  time.  See 
Dan.xii.3:  Johnv.  28,  29; and  1, 
Thess.i*.  13— IS.Therisingoftbe 
dead  in  Cbrist_/frst,in  the  sixteenth 
verse  of  the  last  reference,  is  clearly 
aisociated.iDthoKeventeenlhrerse, 
with  the  rising  of  tlie  living  saints 
to  meet  Christ  in  the  air,  whiolt 
it  is  to  precede,  and  the  whole 
passage  relates,  not  to  the  Mil- 
feninm,  bat  to  the  final  consum- 
mation of  all  things :  therefore, 
the  rising  of  the  souls  of  the 
martyrs  appears  to  me  lo  be  like 
the  reappearance  of  Elijah  in 
the  person  of  John  the  Baptist, 
which  was  not  literally  bnt  j;yni- 
bolically  only.  Mai.  iv,  fi.  Matt, 
xrii.  13. 

SecoHilly.  ThecomingofChrist 
to  destroy  Jerusalem,  and  bis  own 
and  his  Father's  coming  to  inhabit 
bis  people  ia  the  present  world, 
are  represented  as  personally  as 
his  mjllenniul  appearance ;  yet 
neither  the  one  nor  the  other  bai 
been  falSlled  literally,  bat  tpirit- 
vally  only.  Matt.  xxiv.  30 — 34; 
John  xiv.  21—23;  Rev.  iii.  20. 

Thirdly.  Christ's  jSri*  adoent 
wu  DDqaeationably  to  establish  b 


monarchy,  which  he  lias  been 
exercisinfc  from  the  period  of  hia 
ascension  into  heaven,  and  the 
day  of  Pentecost.  And  the  Jews, 
sr  to  Lave  had  as  much 
in  as  the  Millenarians  to  ex- 
pect a  perianal  and  viiible  monar^ 
ehy:  but  we  have,  seen  that  they 
I  completely  mistaken,  to 
their  serious  injury  ;  therefore,  we 
ihould  be  oareful  lo  guard  against 
I  similar  error.  Wli^^t  language 
could  appear  to  be  more  literal 
than  Gen.  xlix.  10.  Ps.  ii.  xir. 
Ixxii.  and  ex.  Isa.  iz.  6, 7.  Dan.  ii. 
34,  &c.  Bat  see  John  xviii.  36. 
i.  XV.  Ixiii.  IxTt.  Lnke  zii.  14. 
Matt.  T.  3.  iviii.  3.  John  iii.  3 — 6. 
Rom.  xiv.  17. 

Fourthly,  Ttie  general  judg- 
ment is  nndoubtedly  to  be  subse- 
quent to  the  MillcDuium ;  and 
Christ's  appearanceattbat  period 
is  particularly  and  emphHtically 
denomimtted'  bis  teeond  coming. 
Heb.  ii.  28.  To  wbioh  may  be 
added,  t^iat  the  Scriplarea  which 
fer  to  the  final  judgment,  give 
1  intimation  of  any  intermediate 
personal  appearance  of  (he  Lord 
Jesus  Christ,  but  seem  rather 
to  militate  against  it.  See  Matt. 
XXV.  31  ;  2  Tim.  iv.  1 ;  2  Thess.  i. 
7,&c. 

Fifthly,  A  firiit  resurrection  as 
clearly  implies  a  teoond  to  follow 
it,  as  the  second  death  in  Rev. 
sxi.  S,  implies  a  first  to  have  pre- 
ided  it-  but  if  Christ's  foUofvcrs 
e  to  be  mised  at  the  Millenium, 
there  can  be  no  such  thing  as  a 
secoud  refiurreclioD  ;  and  thero 
is  a  manifest  impropriety  in  call- 
ing what  is  (ben  to  take  place 
tbeir j^rtf  resurrection. 

Sinthty.  The  subjects  of  the 
niillenftial  blessedness  are  to  beexr 
posed  to  severe  trial  towards  the 
close  of  the  Milleuuium,  which  ia 
completely  inconatstent  with  the 
perfect  and  uninterrupted  rest 
wtiioK.  the  Scriptures  encourage 
3u« 
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the  servants  of  Christ  (o  expect  at 
tbe  (erminiitioD  of  ttieir  preseot 
mortal  existence.    'Jobiii.l7;  Isa. 
Uir.  2;  Johnxif'.  2,  3;  Rev. 
IS;  Etcles.  ix.5. 

'  These  consideralions,  for  which 
T  am  maialy  indebted  to  thi 
writings  of  Fuller,  Scolt,  and 
Jones,  perfectly  sniisfy  my  mind 
thai  the  opinions  of  Gill,  and 
otbers  upon  Ibis  subject,  are  most 
likely  to  prove  erroneons.  Aod  to 
assert,  as  has  been  asserted,  that 
'there  is  as  mach  reason  to  qneslion 
the  divinit;  of  Chris),  as  there 
-is  to  call  in  question  his  personal 
reign  in  the  MiUenQJam,  sppears 
"to  me  altogether  nnwarranlalile; 
for  the  former  is  testified  Uterally: 
'while  the  other  is  only  represeaied 
tymbolicaUg;  snil  as  it  is  not  ne. 
ctiiary  to  umlersiand  these  sym- 
bolical scriptnres  in  a  literal  sense, 
■o  neither  do  I  think,  from  the 
foregoing  considerations,  that  il 
would  bejuat.

Sa- 
tan, (as  Mr.  Fuller  remarks  in  an- 
other case.)  is  likelhe  wbale-fisLer, 
uho  throws  ont  a  tub  to  aruuM 
the  hsh,  and  keep  it  from  altackiag 
his  ship  ;  and  Christ's  ttiiDisters 
should  take  care  that  tbey  are  aol 
hindered  in  their  proper  work  bj 
his  devices. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  merel; 
observe,  that  in  tbe  MiU^nniun 
there  can  be  no  doubt  that  the 
knowledge  of  Christ  will  be  cini.

worahip ;  be  atlnkded  lb«lr  ascmbliea, 
and  joined  (beu  coininiiniau.  ilia  coD' 
Besioa  with  thii  church  proved  a  great 
hlesdog  to  himwlf  and  to  manj  otlien. 
By  bi«  perKTcriny  efibrt«  and  liberal  sup- 
port, Ibemeoiii  ol  gnuw  were  more  re- 
gutarlji  enjoyed,  and,  in  a  abort  tim^ 
tbe  roocn  occupied  for  public  wortbip  be- 
caioe  too  101811  to  contain  the  number  of 
penoni  that  attended  to  hear  the  Watd 
«r  God.  He  then,  like  the  man  after 
God't  own  heart,  felt  intenwly  anxious  to 
iHiild  a  house  for  the  Lord  his  God. 
Many  difficulties  prrsented  themselves  in 
his  way,  but  to  iotenl  vu  he  on  Ibe 
accompliibment  of  tbis  object,  that  for 
one  whole  uigfal  sleep  fled  from  his  eyes. 
But  it  was  only  hi  a  nifhl,  for  befure 
the  mornniK  dawned  upon  buu,  the  plan 
•fa  chapel  was  drawn  in  his  mind,  and 
(he  place  fixed  upon  where  it  should  be 
erected:  and  in  afew  days  the  founda- 
tioa  of  a  Baptist  Meeting;  Huase  was  laid 
in  hi*  own  garden.  He  generously  gave 
the  ground  on  wbicE  it  was  built,  and 
cbeerfolly  advanced  tbe  whtde  snm  paid 
for  its  erection  without  any  leg^  se- 
curity, Iraatinr  in  God  t«  be  repaid  ;  noi 
was  be  disappointed.  After  the  Heetiug 
House  was  finished,  such  was  bis  reguli 
atleodance  on  tbe  means  of  grace,  that 
if  at  any  time  necenarily  nttsent, 
questions  were  asked,  by  almost  every 
one  present,  "  Where  is  brother  Coleman 
Is  be  well?"  The  attention  and  feeliug 
with  which  be  listened  to  tbe  preaching  of 
the  Gospel  eeldom  failed  to  interest  and 
animate  the  preacher,  and  often  produced 
salutary  tmpressionB  on  tlie  nrinde 
bearers.  The  disciples  and  minister!  of 
Christ  were  cordially  invited  to  his  bouse, 
and  hospitably  entertained  al  bis  table. 
He  was  onaaimously  choacn  by  hi*  breth- 
ren a  deacon  of  the  chnrch,  which  office 
he  hoEoarahly  sustsined  about  twenty 
years.  Tbe  ehorch  has  had  two  pastors, 
in  the  settlement  of  both  betook  a  lively 
interest,  and  proved  to  tbem  a  warm  ai 
steady  friend.

family  was  then  numeroas  and  young, 
and  he  aubsequently  eiiperienced  a  con- 
siderable change  in  his  temporal  circum* 
ices.  It  nat  a  painful  trial  to  him  to 
he  unable  to  do  what  be  had  been  accus- 
lomed  and  what  be  had  delighted  lo  do 
for  Ibe  cause  of  God.  He  often  mentioned 
lanner  that  deeply  affected  tbe 
hearts  of  (base  who  beard  him.  But  he 
seldom  -adverted  to  the  circumstance 
witboul  expressing  gratitude  to  Gvd  that 
others  bad  been  raised  up  to  supply  bis 
part  of  pecoaiary  aid.  During  the 
any  years'  ronlinoance  of  his  affiiction, 
i  abundantly,  and  almost  incessantly, 
ijuyed  the  rich  consolations  of  the 
Gospel.  He  employed  a  considerable 
portion  of  bis  lime  in  devout  meditation, 
in  srcret  prayer,  in  reading  the  Scriptures, 
Id  attending  tbe  ordinances  of  the  huuse 
of  God,  in  visiting  the  memliers  of  the 
church,  and  in  conversing  wilb  his  friends 
and   neighbours  On  the    subject    of  re> 

Mis  Christian  excellencies  were  con- 
spicuous :  at  tbe  same  time  he  was  oot 
without  imperfections.  Tbe  principal 
one  was  the  warmth  of  bis  temper  ;  but 
though  tliis  was  bis  easy  besetting  sin, 
yet  he  often  obtained  the  mastery  over 
it.  One  striking  example  may  be  pro- 
fitably recorded.  At  a  meeting  on  huti- 
ness,  previous  to  bis  paraletic  affection, 
he  was  brought  in  contact  witb  some  of 
his  old  ciimpanions — men  who  were  de- 
cided enemies  of  all  righteousness;  they, 
knowing  his  vulnerable  part,  determined, 
if  possible,  to  wound  him,  and,  lhrou{{b 
bin,  the  cause  of  Chri*tiuiity.  They  bo- 
gan  to  sneer  al  him  for  his  religion,  anl 
then  one  of  (hem  took  bim  by  the  throat 
and  shook  bim  violently  !  but  they  were 
completely  foiled  in  Ibrir  ba-ic  design ; 
for  he  saw  their  purpose,  and  fervently 
prayed  lo  God  for  strength  equal  {o  hi* 
day  J  nor  did  he  pray  in  vain.  He 
bore  this  rongb  handling  with  <  hristiao 
meekness,  that  passage  «f  Scripture  being 
powerfully  applied  to  his  mind,  "Whosu. 
eter  shall  smite  thee  on  tbe  one  check, 
turn  to  him  the  other  also." 

He  was  cmiSned  to  bis  bed  room  fur 
about  three  months  before  bis  ikalb  :

On  Tuesday,  Januiiry  1th,  ISSI,  the  Bap- 
tist chapel  at  Whilebrook,  near  Monmooth, 
was  re-opened  after -conatderable  enlaigemeol, 
on  which  occasion  Mr.  ,W.  Jonet,  of  Cardiff^ 
preached  m  the  morning  and  evening,  and 
Mr.  J.  Lewia,  of  Chepstow,  in  the  afternoon.

The-  Till^  of  miitebn»k,  and  tbe  >un«BBd- 
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log  dktriet,  wne  in  ■  itat*  of  deplimhle 
darkiuH  nntil  of  ktc  yean,  wlm  the  Goiprl 
was  introduod  to  tiifm  under  circomstancH 
h^hlf  int^reMmg.  In  lesi,  ■  piom  femily 
readily  at  CudiCT  (forty  luilea  duUnce) 
knowing  the  UmcDtafale  eondilion  i^  Ihjs 
neighbourhood,  and  feehng  uuioiu  tor  the 
•elTStioD  of  the  people,  preriiled  on  eome  of 
tiie  Biptiet  miaiaten  of  the  nearat  churches 
to  go  in  tuine  and  pieaeh  the  Gospel  to  the 
|M>at,  the  numemns,  and  much  n^lected  in- 
hatHtanta  of  Landogo,  a  village  on  the  Vye. 
two  mile*  aouth  of  Whitabrook.  Alw  they 
rented  a  room  for  preaching,  employed  a  per- 
•on  to  keep  ■  Sabbath  Khcol,  ealabliihed  a  li- 
brary of  religioua  booki,  diitributed  tract* 
among  the  eottagera,  and  cheerfully  adminifr' 
t«red  (o  the  oecotiliea  of  many  s  poor  and  dis- 
troaed  tamily.  In  the  conne  oC  time  pnjn- 
dice  b^au  to  nAaide,  the  congregation  in- 
cmaed,    and  thinga  wore  a  mora  plcittng 

In  ISS4  the  abort  firkndi  fitidlug  that  6it 
preadui^  had  not  been  in  *>in  at  Landogo, 
had  ■  chapel  erected  in  the  Tillage,  at  th^r 
own  expenae.  They  alio  eng^;ed  the  minii- 
t«r  of  a  amall  Baptiat  diurch,  at  Penallt,  Gre 
milefl  dietance,  to  supply  the  new  chapel  twice 
a  week,  and  greatly  aaaisted  the  abcwe  church 
by  contributing  largely  towarda  the  miniiter'a 
auppoft.  Since  then  many  a  poor  cottager 
in  thii  beolEhted  part  has  been  made  rich  in 
grace,  through  tie  bleuing  of  God  op  the 
preaiJied  Goepel.  In  I8S9  the  atate  (if  the 
inhabitants  of  Whitebrook,  haTing  no  place 
of  public  worship  of  any  description  in  the 
Tillage,  nor  within  two  milei  of  it,  except  a 
•mall  Methodist  chapel  on  the  aumniit  of  a 
high  luUi  at  tbe  distance  of  one  mile  and  a 
htl£,  atrongly  attracted  thaoompaieioa  of  Mr. 
John  Bdy,  Om  head  of  the  family  referred  to, 
aodindueed  him,  in  eoajunction  with  a  friead 
U  Landi^o,  to  appropriate  a  part  of  a  fii 
Whitebrook  for  the  erection  of  a  chapel,  and 
a  receptacle  for  the  dead.  In  the  sbore  year 
the  chapel  waa  erected,  aad  opened,  and 
now  properly  conveyed  under  trust,  for  the  in 
'  of  the  Baptiat  denomination.  The  whole  ei 
pence  of  the  building  anij  conv^ance,  amoun 
ingto  95t,  wu  defri^ed  by  Mr.  John  Edy. 

Ginite  the  chapel  wai  opened,  the  proapect 
of  future  euccesB  at  Whitebrook  has  greatly 
inenued.  The  appearance  of  the  poor  cot- 
tagers on  Sabbath  daya  descending  the  hilb, 
and  flocking  to  th*  sanctuary  of  God  to  heat 
the  glad  tidings  of  redemption,  ia  cheering  to 
every  ^oua  mind.  In  May  ISSO  a  Subbath 
•chool  waa  very  neceeauily  established  at 
'Whitebraok  chapel,  onder  the  iapaiatendcnce 


pious  oflcer  In  the  Excise,  and  the  num- 
ber of  Bcholan  soon  amotiuted  to  more  thau  a 
hundred.  This  pleasing  cinmuinance,  con. 
nectedwith  the  iocreaaing  state  cf  the  congre- 
iation,  rendered  the  enlargement  of  the  new 
ibapd  bat  year  indispensably  requiiite,  the 
rxpeoee  of  which  derolvn  upon  the  poor  tiI. 
lagers.  While  they  acknowledge  their  grate- 
ful thanks  to  their  worthy  friend  Mr.  J.  Edy, 
lao  to  the  Baptiat  Home  Miniocary  So- 
ciety for  their  annual  assistance,  without 
which  they  still  would  be  deaiitule  of  the  pri. 
vileges  they  now  enjoy,  and  greatly  appreciate, 
tbey  bdng  eitremety  poor  are  compened  to 
solicit  the  friends  of  the  Hcdccntcr'a  cause  to 
them  in  liquidatin^V  ^'^^*  of  1 1  St  m 
neceasarily  ineutredin  enlarging  their  p1a<e  of
